This  being  the  day  designated  in  the  Constitution,  and  the  place 
appointed  by  the  last  General  Convention,  the  Bishops,  togetlier 
-with  the  Most  Reverend  the  Archbishop  of  Rupert's  Land  and 
Primate  of  Canada  and  the  Right  Reverend  the  Bishop  of 
Qu'Appelle,  attended  Di\4ne  Se^^'ice  with  the  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies  in  Gethsemane  Church. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  by  the  Bishop  of  Min- 
nesota, the  Bishop  of  Maine  reading  the  Epistle,  and  the  Arch- 
bishop of  Rupert's  Land  reading  the  Gospel. 

The  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Bishop  of  Western  New  York.. 

The  Offertory  sentences  were  read  by  the  Assistant  Bishop  of 
Minnesota,  and  the  oflferings  were  devoted  to  the  Domestic  and 
Foreign  Missions  of  the  Church. 

The  Bishop  of  Minnesota  was  assisted  in  the  administration  of 
the  Holy  Communion  by  the  Archbishop  of  Rupert's  Land,  the 
Bishop  of  Missouri,  the  Bishop  of  Oregon,  and  the  Bishop  of 
Albany. 

Divine  Ser\-ice  being  ended,  the  House  of  Bishops  met  for 
business  in  the  Knickerbacker  Memorial  Chapel  of  Gethsemane 
Church,  tlic  Bishop  of  Minnesota,  as  the  senior  Bishop  present,  in 
the  chair. 

Five  Bishops  consecrated  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  General 
Convention  were  presented  to  the  House  :

Thomas  Frank  Gailor,  Assistant  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  presented 
by  the  Bishop  of  Georgia ;  the  Right  Rev.  Dr.  John  Hazen  A\Tiite, 
Bishop  of  Indiana,  presented  by  the  Bishop  of  Milwaukee  and  the 
Assistant  Bishop  of  Springfield ;  the  Right  Rev.  Dr.  Frank  Rose- 
brook  Millspaugh,  Bishop  of  Kansas,  presented  by  the  Bishop  of 
West  Missouri  and  the  Bishop  of  Oklahoma ; 

and  the  Bishops  presented  were  welcomed  by  the  Bishop  pre- 
siding. 

The  Bishop  presiding  announced  the  death,  since  the  last  meet- 
ing of  the  House,  of  the  following  named  Bishops,  to  wit : 

The  Right  Rev.  Dr.  William  Bell  TVTiite  Howe,  Bishop  of  South

And  he  thereupon  bade  the  House  to  prayer,  using  the  foim 
prescribed  in  the  Rules  of  Order. 

The  Bishop  presiding  introduced  to  the  House  the  Archbishop 
of  Rupert's  Land  and  Primate  of  Canada  and  the  Bishop  of 
Qu'Appelle,  who  briefly  addressed  the  House.

The  House  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  Secretary ;  and,  on 
motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Albany,  the  Rev.  Samuel  Hart,  D.D.,  of 
Connecticut,  was  unanimously  elected  Secretary. 

The  Bishop  presiding  announced  that  the  Secretary,  with  his 
approval,  had  appointed  the  Rev.  George  F.  Nelson  of  New  York 
and  the  Rev.  Andrew  D.  Stowe  of  Minnesota  as  Assistant 
Secretaries. 

The  House  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  Chairman.  The 
Assistant  Bishop  of  Virginia  and  the  Bishop  of  Indiana  were 
appointed  tellers. 

The  roll  being  called,  the  Bishops  deposited  their  ballots,  and  it 
was  found  on  the  third  ballot  that  tlie  Bishop  of  Albany  had 
received  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast ;  and  he  was  accordingly 
declared  to  have  been  elected  Chairman  of  the  House. 

Tlie  Sea*etary  was  instructed  to  notify  the  House  of  Deputies 
that  this  House  had  completed  its  organization  by  the  election  of 
a  Chairman  and  a  Secretary,  and  tliat  it  was  ready  to  proceed  to 
business.  [Communicated  to  the  House  of  Deputies  by  Mes- 
sage No.  1.] 

The  Bishop  of  Quincy,  from  the  Joint  Commission  on  the  Revi- 
Bion  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons,  presented  as  a  partial 
report,  as  follows  : 
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The  Joint  Ck)mmi88ion  on  the  Revision  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons 
respectfully  present  a  partial  report,  containing  a  revised  Constitution 
adopted  by  the  Commission,  and  beg  permission  of  the  House  to  con- 
tinue their  work,  proposing  at  a  later  day  of  the  session  to  complete  the 
duty  assigned  to  them,  by  offering  a  body  of  Canons  to  be  adopted,  if  the 
wisdom  of  the  Greneral  donvention  so  decide,  in  the  place  of  the  present 
Digest.  The  Commission  have  prefixed  to  the  Constitution  a  ^^  Declara- 
tion," which  they  submit  to  the  consideration  of  the  Convention.

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Quincy,  the  report  thus  presented, 
with  the  proposed  Revision  of  the  Constitution,  was  made  the 
Order  of  the  day  for  eleven  o'clock  on  Thursday,  October  3,  and 
for  the  same  hour  on  each  succeeding  day  of  the  session  until 
action  on  the  same  should  be  completed. 

The  Bishop  presiding  presented  a  communication  from  the 
Bishop  and  Assistant  Bishop  of  Minnesota  and  the  Mayor  and 
citizens  of  Faribault,  iuNiting  the  House  of  Bishops  and  House  of 
Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  of  the  General  Convention  to  visit 
Faribault,  its  Cathedral  and  schools,  on  Saturday,  October  12  ; 
which,  on  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Springfield,  was  accepted  by 
this  House  with  thanks. 

The  Bishop  presiding  presented  an  invitation  from  the  Bishop 
and  the  Assistant  Bishop  of  Minnesota  to  attend  a  reception  at 
the  West  Hotel  on  the  evening  of  Thursday,  October  3 ;  which, 
on  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Maine,  was  accepted  by  this  House 
with  thanks. 

The  Bishop  presiding  presented  a  communication  from  the  Pub- 
lic Library  Board  of  the  City  of  Minneapolis,  inviting  the  Bishops 
and  Delegates  present  at  the  Triennial  Convention,  to  >isit  and 
examine  a  collection  of  rare  Bibles  and  Prayer  Books,  in  part 
loaned  by  Rev.  Dr.  Wright,  of  St.  Paul,  in  part  the  propeity 
of  the  Library ;  which,  on  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Albany,  was 
accepted  by  this  House  with  thanks. 

The  Bisliop  presiding  laid  before  the  House  the  following  com- 
munication from  the  Secretary  : 

The  Secretary  begs  leave  to  report  that  he  received  from  the  Bishop 
of  IMttsburgh  in  February,  1894,  a  package  of  letters  of  interest  in  con-

of  Bishop  Philander  Chase. 

ITie  Secretary  further  bees  leave  to  report  that  lie  has  received  from 
Mr. Thomas  E.  V.  Smith,  of  New  Yorli,  represent^itive  of  the  estate  of  the 
lAte  3ir.  George  H.  Moore,  of  that  city,  a  collection  of  papers  relating 
totlie  consecration  of  Bishop  Stephen  Elliott,  including  the  Testimo- 
nials from  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Georjcia,  and  the  Comsent-^ 
of  the  Standing  Committees  of  the  several  Dioceses  and  of  a  majority  of 
the  Bishops,  a  copy  of  the  letter  addressed  to  the  Bishop-elect  by  the 
committee  of  the  Convention,  and  a  copy  of  the  Letter  of  Consecration. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Maine,  it  was  ordei^ed  that  the 
thanks  of  the  House  be  expressed  to  the  donors  and  that  the  let- 
ters, papers,  etc.,  referred  to  be  placed  in  the  archives  of  the 
General  Convention. 

A  committee  from  the  House  of  Deputies,  consisting  of  the  Rev. 
J.J.  Faud6,  of  Minnesota,  and  Mr.  George  F.  Edmunds,  LL.D., 
of  Vermont,  announced  to  the  House  that  the  House  of  Deputies 
had  organized  by  electing  the  Rev.  Morgan  Dix,  D.D.,  President, 
and  the  Rev.  Charles  L.  Hutchins,  D.D.,  Secretary,  and  that  it 
was  ready  to  proceed  to  business. 

The  Bishop  of  New  York  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Be»olved^  That  this  House  cannot  assemble  without  recognizing  with 
deep  regret  the  absence  of  the  venerated  Presiding  Bishop  and  our 
brethren  beloved  who  with  him  are  detained  fi*om  attendance  at  this 
Tonvention ;  and  that  this  House  desires  to  assure  tlieir  Right  Reverend 
brethren  of  their  affectionate  regard,  and  of  their  common  sorrow  in 
being  deprived  of  the  help  and  encouragement  of  their  presence  and 
coonsel; 

which  was  adopted. 
The   Chairman  appointed   the  Bishop  of  New  York   and  the 

Bishop  of  Springfield  a  committee  to  carry  the  foregoing  resolu- 
tion into  effect. 
The  Bishop  of  Colorado  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Besolvedy  That  the  question  of  the  election  of  a  Missionary  Bishop  of 
We<»tern  Colorado  be  made  the  order  of  the  day  for  to-morrow  imme- 
diately after  the  recess. 

The  Bishop  of  Missouri  moved  that  the  resolution  be  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions. 

The  Bishop  of  Iowa  offered  the  following  resolution  as  a  sub- 
stitate : 

Resolved^  That  the  resolution  offered  by  the  Bishop  of  Colorado  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons  for  report  as  to  whether  there  is 
HOC  now  a  Missionary  Bishop  of  Western  Colorado ; 

wiiich  was  not  adopted. 
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The  question  being  on  the  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Missouri,  it 
was  adopted,  and  the  resolution  offered  by  the  Bishop  of  Colorado 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions ;  and  on 
motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Newark,  the  Committee  was  instructed  to 
report  the  present  condition  of  the  Missionary  jurisdiction  of 
Western  Colorado.      [See  p.  46.] 

The  Bishop  of  Missouri  offered  the  following  preamble  and 
resolution : 

Whereas,  Tliis  Church  desires  and  aims  to  extend  its  fulness  of  over- 
sight and  care  to  the  spiritual  welfare  of  our  whole  country  and  all  the 
parts  thereof ;  and 

Whereas,  Three  constituted  Missionary  Districts  are  now  unprovided 
with  their  own  Bishops ;  therefore, 

Jiesolved^  That,  in  the  opinion  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  it  is  the  duty 
of  this  General  Convention  to  take  measures  for  the  appointment  of 
Bishops  respectively  for  the  Missionary  Districts  of  Alaska,  Western 
Colorado,  and  Northern  Michigan ; 

which,  on  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Missouri,  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Domestic  Missions. 

The  Chairman  appointed  the  Bishop  of  Iowa  and  the  Assistant 
Bishop  of  Minnesota  a  committee  to  act  with  the  Secretary  in 
preparing  daily  reports  of  the  action  of  this  House  for  the  public 
journals. 

On  motion,  it  was  voted  tliat  the  House  adjourn  till  to-morrow 
morning. 

The  Bishop  of  Minnesota  bade  the  House  to  prayer ;  and  the 
House  thereupon  adjourned. 


SECOND   DAY. 


Thursday,  October  3,  1895. 

The  House  met  after  Morning  Prayer,  the  Chairman  presiding. 

A  Lesson  of  Holy  Scripture  was  read  by  the  Bishop  of  Kansas, 
after  whicli  the  House  was  bidden  to  prayer  by  the  Chairman.

The  Bishop  of  Missouri  presided  at  the  consecration  of  the  Bishop  of 
Oklahoma  and  the  Bishop  of  Indiana. 

The  Bishop  of  Oregon  presided  at  the  consecration  of  the  Bishop  of 
Oh-mpia. 

'The  Bishop  of  T>ong  Island  presided  at  the  consecration  of  the  Bishop 
of  Tokyo  and  the  Bishop  of  Shanghai. 

The  late  Bishop  of  North  Carolina  presided  at  the  consecrations  of 
the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina  and  the  Assistant  Bishop  of  North 
Carolina. 

The  Bishop  of  Maine  presided  at  the  consecration  of  the  Bishop  of 

Vermont. 
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The  Bishop  of  Minnesota  presided  at  the  consecration  of  the  Bishop 
of  Kansas. 

The  Bishop  of  Virginia  presided  at  the  consecration  of  the  Assistant 
Bishop  of  tliat  Diocese. 

Having  received  from  the  late  Bishop  of  South  Carolina  his  resi^ation 
of  his  jurisdiction,  1  proceeded  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Title  I.,  Canon  19,  §  xv.  [3],  to  summon  the  Bishops  of  this  Church  to 
meet  in  the  city  of  New  York  on  the  first  day  of  March,  1893.  A  major- 
ity of  the  Bishops  appeared  at  that  time  ana,  in  exercise  of  the  powers 
conferred  on  them  by  tlie  said  Canon,  declined  to  accept  the  resignation. 
A  special  meeting  of  the  House  of  Bishops  was  held  at  the  same  time 
and  place,  under  the  provision  of  Title  I.,  Canon  19,  §  xvi.  of  the 
Digest. 

At  the  written  request  of  twelve  Bishops,  and  in  accordance  with  pro- 
visions of  Title  I.,  Canon  19,  §  xvi.,  I  called,  incoufonnity  to  Rule  XXII. 
of  the  Rules  of  Order  of  this  House,  a  special  meeting  of  the  House^ 
which  was  lield  in  the  city  of  New  York  on  the  seventeenth  and  eigli^ 
teenth  days  of  October,  1894. 

The  commission  to  the  Bishop  of  Albany,  assigning  to  him  the  full 
Episcopal  charge  of  our  Churclies  and  Congregations  on  the  Continent 
of  Europe,  havmg  determined  by  the  lapse  of  time,  I  have,  in  accord- 
ance witli  provisions  of  Title  lU.,  Canon  3,  §  iii.  [6],  renewed  the  said 
commission. 

I  liave  nominated  from  year  to  year  the  Rev.  Henry  Forrester  to  the 
supervision  of  ttie  work  in  Mexico,  and  the  nomination  has  been  con- 
firmed by  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  this 
Church.  * 

I  have  received  from  the  Archbishops  of  Canterbury,  Armagh,  and 
Rupert's  Land,  and  from  the  Metropolitans  of  South  Africa  and  the 
West  Indies,  notices  of  Episcopal  consecrations  within  their  provinces 
since  Octot>er  1,  1892 ;  and  have  sent  notices  of  all  such  consecrations  in 
this  Church  for  the  same  i)eriod  to  the  Archbishops  and  Metropolitans 
in  communion  with  this  Church. 

The  Missionary  District  of  Western  Colorado  having  become  vacant 
by  the  transference  of  its  Bishop  to  the  District  of  Olympia,  I  have, 
under  provisions  of  Title  I.,  Canon  19,  §  vi.  [3],  appointed  the  Bishop  of 
Utah  and  Nevada  to  the  cliarge  of  the  same. 

The  charge  of  tlie  Missionary  District  of  Northern  Michigan  having 
been  resigned  by  tlie  Bishop  of  Michigan  on  liis  departure  for  Europe, 
and  no  Bishop  having  been  appointed  to  the  charge  in  his  absence,  I 
reappointed  liim  on  his  return  to  tlie  said  charge. 

1  desire  gratefully  to  acknowledge  the  kindness  and  forbearance  of 
the  House  with  me  in  my  shortcomings  and  imperfect  service,  and  to 
assure  my  bretlireu  of  my  affectionate  and  earnest  prayers  for  them  in 
all  their  way  and  work,

pal Church  in  the  Unit^  States  of  America/'  And  if,  in  their  Judgment, 
such  omission  in  the  title-page  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  should 
appear  to  be  desirable,  that  the  said  Standing  Committee  recommend  to 
the  House  such  action  as  may  further  the  accomplishment  of  this  result 
a^rreeably  to  the  constitutional  and  canonical  provisions  applicable  in 
sach  cases ; 

which  was  adopted.     [See  p.  79.] 

On  motion,  the  House  went  into  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

The  Committee  rose,  and  the  Bishop  of  Pennsylvania,  as 
Chainnan  of  the  Committee,  reported  that  the  Committee  recom- 
mended for  the  approval  of  House,  in  place  of  that  part  of  the 
Report  of  tlie  Joint  Committee  on  the  Revision  of  the  Constitution 
and  Canons,  beginning  with  the  title  ''  Constitution  "  and  ending 
with  the  end  of  §  3  of  Article  I.,  the  following : 

CONSTITUTIONS  AND  CANONS 

POR  THE  GOVERXMENT  OP  THAT  PORTION  OF  THE  CATHOLIC  CHURCH 
KNOWN  IN  LAW  AS  THE  PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  IN  THE 
UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA. 


CONSTITUTIONS. 

I. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  General  Synod  of  this  Church,  consist- 
ing of  the  House  of  Bishops  and  the  House  of  Deputies,  which  Houses 
shall  sit  and  deliberate  separately ;  and  in  all  deliberations  freedom  of 
debate  shall  be  allowed.  Either  ilouse  may  originate  and  propose  legis- 
lation, but  every  act  of  the  General  Synod  must  be  adopted  by  both 
Houses,  and  be  certified  by  the  signatures  of  the  Presiding  Officer  and  of 
the  Secretary  of  each  House. 
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Sec.  2.  Every  Bishop  of  this  Church  having  jurisdiction,  every 
Bishop  Coadjutor,  and  every  Bisliop  whose  resignation  of  jurisdiction 
by  reason  of  advanced  age  or  infirmity  shall  have  been  accepted,  shall 
have  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the  House  of  Bisliops.  A  majority  of  all 
Bishops  entitled  to  vote,  exclusive  of  those  who  have  resigned  their  juris- 
diction and  those  who  are  Bishops  in  foreign  lands,  shall  be  necessary 
to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Sec.  3.  The  senior  Bisliop  of  this  Church  in  order  of  consecration, 
having  jurisdiction  within  the  United  States,  shall  be  the  presiding  offi- 
cer of  the  House  of  Bisliops,  and  shall  be  called  the  Primate.  He  shall 
discharge  such  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Constitutions  and 
Canons  of  the  General  Synod,  or,  for  its  own  needs,  by  the  House  of 
Bishops.  The  Primate  shall  hold  oftice  for  life,  unless  he  resign  or  be 
removed  for  disability  or  Canonical  cause. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Qniucy,  the  House  proceeded  to 
consider  the  Report  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole,  and  to  take 
action  upon  appro\ing  it,  with  a  view  to  preparing  resolutions  of 
amendment  to  the  present  Constitution. 

The  Bishop  of  Iowa  offered  the  following  Resolution : 

Resolved^  That  the  words  in  the  title  of  the  amended  Constitution  fol- 
lowing the  words  ''  Constitutions  and  Canons  "  be  stricken  out,  and  that 
the  word  ''  Ecclesiastical  "  be  inserted  instead  thereof;  so  that  the  said 
title  shall  read  ''Constitutions  and  Canons  Ecclesiastical  of  the  Church 
in  the  United  States  of  America  " ; 

w^hich  was  not  approved. 

The  question  being  on  the  approval  of  the  title,  as  reported  from 
the  Committee  of  the  Whole,  it  was  approved. 

The  question  being  on  the  approval  of  the  sub-title  ''  Constitu- 
tions "  and  the  numeral  I.,  they  were  approved. 

The  question  being  on  the  approval  of  Section  1 ,  as  reported  by 
the  Committee  of  the  Whole,  it  was  approved. 

The  question  being  on  the  approval  of  Section  2,  as  reported 
by  the  Committee  of  the  Whole,  it  was  approved. 

The  question  being  on  tbe  approval  of  Section  3,  as  reported  by 
the  Committee  of  the  Whole,  it  was  approved. 

The  House  proceeded  to  the  consideration  of  the  part  of  the  Re- 
port of  the  Commission  following  Section  3.    [See  Appendix  XVI.  J 

The  question  being  on  the  approval  of  the  first  clause  of  Section 
4,  the  Bishop  of  AVest  Virginia  moved  to  strike  out  the  words, 
"  Each  Diocese  sball  prescribe  the  manner  in  which  its  deputies 
shall  be  chosen  " ;  which  was  not  approved. 

The  Bishop  of  West  Virginia  moved  to  substitute  for  the  same 
words,  "chosen  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  each  Diocese"; 
which  was  not  approved. 
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The  question  being  on  the  approval  of  the  first  clause  of  Section 

4,  the  Bishop  of  Montana  moved  that  the  first  sentence  of  Section 

4  be  amended  so  as  to  read  : 

The  Church  in  each  Diocese  which  shall  have  heen  admitted  to  the 
General  Synod  shall  be  entitled  to  be  represented  in  the  House  of 
Deputies  hy  one  Presbyter  and  one  Layman,  and  by  one  additional 
Presbyter  and  one  additional  Layman  where  the  Diocese  has  fifty 
Clergymen,  and  by  one  additional  Presbyter  and  one  additional  Layman 
for  every  hundred  Clergymen  in  excess  of  fifty ; 

vhich  was  not  approved  ► 

The  Bishop  of  Georgia  moved  to  strike  out  the  words  "  The 
Church  in  "  ;  which  was  approved. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina,  the  action  of  the 
House  in  striking  out  the  words  "  The  Church  in,"  was  recon- 
sidered. 

The  question  recurring  on  the  amendment  moved  by  the  Bishop 
of  Georgia,  to  strike  out  the  words,  "  The  Chiu'ch  in,  "  it  was  not 
approved. 

The  Bishop  of  New  York  moved  to  insert  after  the  words  ''  com- 
municants of  this  Church,"  the  words  *'  all  of  whom  shall  be 
chosen  by,"  and  to  substitute  the  word  "have  "for  the  word 
'•  having." 

The  Bishop  of  Delaware  moved,  as  an  amendment  to  the  motion 
of  the  Bishop  of  New  York,  to  strike  out  the  words  ''  ha\'iug  domi- 
cile in  the  Diocese." 

On  motion,  the  proposed  amendment  and  the  motion  of  the 
Bishop  of  New  York  were  laid  on  the  table. 

The  question  being  on  the  approval  of  the  first  clause  of  Section 
4,  as  contained  in  the  Report  of  the  Commission,  it  was  approved. 
The  question  being  on  the  approval  of  the  second  clause   of 
Section  4,  it  was  approved. 

The  question  being  on  the  approval  of  the  third  clause  of  Sec- 
tion 4,  it  was  approved,  the  words  "this  Constitution"  being 
changed  to  the  words  "  these  Constitutions." 

The  question  being  on  the  approval  of  Section  4,  as  a  whole,  it 
was  approved. 

The  question  being  on  the  approval  of  Section  5,  it  was  ap- 
proved.    [See  below.] 

The  question  being  on  the  approval  of  Section  6,  the  Bishop  of 
Southern  Florida  moved  to  strike  out  the  words  "  without  the 
right  to  vote  "  ;  which  was  not  approved. 
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The  Bishop  of  Missouri  moved  to  strike  out  the  word  "  Jurisdic- 
tion"  and  to  substitute  in  its  place  the  word  "  District ";  which 
was  approved. 

The  Bishop  of  Oklahoma  moved  to  amend  Section  6  by  striking 
out  the  words  ''  the  Convocation  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of,"  and 
substituting  the  word  "  each  "  for  the  word  "  any" ;  which  was 
approved. 

Tiie  question  being  on  the  approval  of  Section  6,  as  amended, 
it  was  approved. 

The  question  being  on  the  approval  of  Section  7,  the  Bishop  of 
Kentucky  moved  that  Section  7  be  stricken  out ;  which  was  adopted. 

The  question  being  on  the  approval  of  I.,  as  amended,  the 
Bishop  of  Maryland  moved  to  amend  Section  5,  so  that  the  second 
sentence  should  read  :  ''  Neither  House  during  the  session  of  the 
General  Synod  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for 
more  than  three  days,  or  to  any  place  other  than  that  in  which  the 
Synod  shall  be  sitting" ;  which  was  approved. 

The  question  being  on  the  approval  of  I.,  as  thus  further 
amended,  it  was  approved. 

The  question  being  on  the  approval  of  Section  1  of  II.,  the  word 
*' Article"  being  omitted,  the  Bishop  of  Kentucky  moved  to  strike 
out  '*  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  October  "  in  the  first  line,  and  to 
insert  the  words  *'  time  and  "  between  the  word  "  such  "  and  the 
word  "  place  "  in  tlie  third  line  ;  which  was  approved. 

The  Bishop  of  Maryland  moved  to  strike  out  the  words  "  after 
the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-eight " ;  which 
was  approved. 

The  question  being  on  the  approval  of  Section  1  of  11.,  as 
amended,  it  was  approved,  with  the  change  of  the  word  "  Primus  '* 
to  '*  Primate." 

The  question  being  on  the  approval  of  Section  2 ,  the  Bishop  of  Long 
Island  moved  that  Section  2  be  stricken  out ;  which  was  adopted. 

The  Bishop  of  Quincy  offered  the  following  resolution : 

BesoJved^  The  House  of  Deputies  concurring,  That  the  following 
ameudment  be  made  to  the  Constitution,  and  that  the  proposed  amen£ 
ment  be  made  known  to  the  several  Dioceses  in  order  that  it  may  be 
finally  agreed  to  and  ratified  in  the  next  General  Convention,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Article  9  of  the  Constitution ; 
Strike  out  the  IMtle  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  following : 
"  Constitutions  and  Canons  for  the  Government  of  that  Pqrtion  of  the 
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Catholic  Church  known  in  Law  as  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  United  States  of  America  " ;  adding  thereto  the  sub-title  *'  Constitu- 
tions " ; 

which  was  adopted. 

[Communicated  to  the  House  of  Deputies  in  Message  No.  8. 
See  p.  40.] 

The  Bishop  of  Quincy  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved^  The  House  of  Deputies  concurring,  That  tlie  following  amend- 
ment be  made  to  the  Constitution,  and  that  the  proposed  amenmnent  be 
made  known  to  the  several  Dioceses  in  order  that  it  may  be  finally  agreed 
10  and  ratified  in  the  next  General  Convention,  in  accordance  with 
the  pro\isions  of  Article  9  of  the  Constitution. 

Insert  in  place  of  Articles  1,  2,  and  3  of  the  Constitution,  the  fol- 
lowing : 

I. 

Sectiok  1.  There  shall  be  a  Grcneral  Svnod  of  this  Church,  consisting 
of  the  House  of  Bishops  and  the  House  of  beputies,  which  Houses  shall  sit 
anddelil>erate  separately;  and  in  all  deliberations  freedom  of  debate  shall 
be  allowed.  Either  House  may  originate  and  propose  legislation,  but 
every  act  of  the  General  Synod  must  be  adopted  by  both  Houses,  and  be 
t'ertified  by  the  signatures  of  the  Presiding  Ofticerand  of  the  Secretary 
of  each  House. 

Sec.  2.  Every  Bishop  of  this  Church  having  jurisdiction,  every  Bishop 
Coadjutor,  and  every  Bishop  whose  resignation  of  jurisdiction  by  rea- 
son of  advanced  age  or  infirmity  shall  have  been  accepted,  shall  have  a 
iieat  and  a  vote  in  the  House  of  Bishops.  A  majority  of  aU  Bishops  entitled 
to  vote,  exclusive  of  those  who  have  resigned  their  jurisdiction  and  those 
who  are  Bishops  in  foreign  lauds,  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quoram  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

8ec  3.  The  Senior  Bishop  of  this  Church  in  order  of  consecration, 
having  jurisdiction  within  the  United  States,  shall  be  the  Presiding  Officer 
of  the  House  of  Bishops  and  shall  be  called  the  Primate.  He  shall  dis- 
charge such  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Constitutions  and 
<.'anons  of  the  General  Synod  or,  for  its  own  needs,  by  the  House  of 
Biiihops.  The  Primate  shall  hold  office  for  life,  unless  he  resign  or  be 
removed  for  disability  or  canonical  cause. 

Sec.  4.  The  Church  in  each  Diocese  which  shall  have  been  admitted 
to  the  General  Synod  shall  be  entitled  to  be  represented  in  the  House  of 
Deputies  by  not  more  than  three  Presbyters,  canonically  resident  in  the 
Diucese,  and  three  Laymen,  communicants  of  this  Church  and  having 
domicile  in  the  Diocese.  Each  Diocese  shall  prescribe  the  manner  in 
which  its  Deputies  shall  be  chosen. 

A  majority  of  the  Dioceses  entitled  to  representation  shall  be  repre- 
«*nted  by  Clerical  Deputies,  and  also  a  majority  of  the  Dioceses  so  en- 
titled shall  be  represented  by  Lay  Deputies,  to  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business.  The  absence  of  a  majority  of  the  Deputies 
of  either  order  of  any  Diocese  shall  not  invalidate  the  representation  of 
mch  Diocese  so  long  as  there  be  present  one  or  more  Deputies  of  either 
order.  If  any  Diocese  be  not  represented,  or  bo  represented  in  one  order 
only,  such  Diocese  shall  nevertheless  be  bound  by  the  acts  of  the  General 
Mnod. 

On  any  question  the  vote  of  the  majority  of  the  Deputies  present  shall 
wiffice,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  these  Constitutions,  or  unless  the 
Clerical  or  Lay  representation  from  any  Diocese  require  that  the  vote  be 
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taken  by  orders ;  and  in  all  casea  of  a  vote  by  orders  the  two  orders 
shall  vote  separately,  each  Diocese  having  one  vote  for  its  Clerical  and 
one  for  its  Lay  ropre.-seutation,  if  present;  and  the  concurrence  of  tlie 
votes  of  the  two  orders,  by  not  less  than  a  majority  in  each  order  of  all 
the  Dioceses  represented  in  that  order  at  tiie  thne,  shall  be  necessary  to 
constitute  a  vote  of  the  House. 

Sec.  5.  in  either  llou^e  any  nuinl)er  less  than  a  quorum  may  adjourn 
from  day  to  day.  Neither  liouse  during  the  session  of  the*  General 
Synod  shall  adjourn  witliout  the  consent  of  tlie  other,  for  more  tharj 
three  days,  or  to  any  place  other  than  that  in  which  the  Synod  shall  be 
sitting. 

Sec.  G.  One  Clerical  and  one  Lay  Delegate  chosen  by  each  Missionary 
District  of  this  Churcli  shall  have  seats  in  the  House  of  Deputies  without 
the  right  to  vote. 

II. 

The  Greneral  Synod  shall  meet  in  everv  third  year  at  such  time  and 
place  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Synod;  and  if  there  shall  appear  to 
the  Primate  sutficieut  cause  for  changing  the  place  so  appointed,  he 
may  appoint  another  ])lace  for  su('h  meeting.  Special  meetings  may  be 
called  in  accordance  with  canonical  provisions  of  the  Synod ; 

which  was  adopted. 

[Communicated  to  the  House  of  Deputies  in  Message  No.  9. 
See  page  91.] 

The  Bishop  of  Quincy  offered  the  following  resolution : 

BfsoJvpd^  That  in  the  further  consideration  of  the  Articles  of  the  Con- 
stitutions, as  reported  by  the  Connnission  on  the  Revision  of  the  Consti- 
tutions and  Canons,  the  House  will  proceed  as  a  House  of  Bishops  to 
consider  the  various  amendments  as  separately  offered  in  the  shape  of 
amendments  to  the  present  Constitution,  according  to  the  method  pre- 
scribed in  Article  9  of  the  Constitution  for  its  alteration ; 

which  was  adopted. 

On  motion,  it  was  voted  that  the  House  adjourn  till  to-morrow 
morning. 

The  Bishop  of  Western  New  York  pronounced  the  Benediction, 
and  the  House  adjourned. 


SIXTH   DAY. 

Tuesday,  October  8,  1895. 

The  House  met  after  Morning  Prayer,  the  Chainiian  presiding. 

A  Lesson  of  Holy  Scriptui-e  was  read  by  tlie  Bishop  of  North 
Carolina,  after  which  the  House  was  bidden  to  prayer  by  the 
Chairman. 

The  Minutes  of  yesterday's  session  were  read,  and,  on  motion, 
approved. 
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The  Bishop  of  Central  New  York,  not  present  before,  appeared 
and  took  his  seat. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Long  Island,  the  order  of  the  day 
was  postponed  until  after  the  transaction  of  routine  business. 

The  Bishop  of  Quincy,  from  the  Committee  on  Canons,  reported 
that  the  Committee  had  made  choice  of  the  Bishop  of  Chicago  to 
be  its  Chairman. 

The  Bishop  of  Chicago,  from  the  Committee  on  Canons,  pre- 
sented the  following  report  [see  p.  19]  : 

Report  Xo.  1. 

The  Committee  on  Canons  respectfully  reports  that  it  has  duly  con- 
sidered a  commuuication  from  the  Bishop  of  Alabama  addressed  to  the 
Presiding  Bishop  and  referred  to  this  Committee,  proposing  additional 
les;i!«iation  with  resi)eet  to  the  list  of  offences  for  which  a  clergyman  may 
be  presented  for  trial;  and  report  that  the  legislation  asked  for  has 
already  been  enacted,  and  now  forms  a  part  of  the  Canon  applicable 
to  this  matter.

Report  Xo.  1. 

The  Committee  on  New  Dioceses,  to  which  were  referred  the  Memorials 
of  the  Dioceses  of  Maryland,  Kentucky,  and  California,  each  asking  con- 
«nt  to  the  formation  of  a  new  diocese  out  of  its  existing  territory, 
respectfully  reports  that  the  Committee  recommends  the  passage  of  the 
following  resolution : 

Besolr^d^  That  the  House  of  Bishops  concur  with  the  House  of  Depu- 
ties as  declared  in  their  Messages  Nos.  2,  3,  and  4,  cousentiuff  to  the  for- 
mation of  a  new  diocese  out  of  the  present  Diocese  of  Maryland,  to 
<*onsii«t  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  together  with  the  counties  of  Prince 
Cieorge's,  Montgomery,  St.  Mary's,  and  Charles ;  consenting  also  to  the 
formation  of  a  new  diocese  out  of  the  present  Diocese  of  Kentucky,  to 
conAist  of  the  counties  of  Boone,  Gallatin,  Owen,  Franklin,  Anderson, 
Mercer,  Boyle,  Carey,  Pulaski,  Wayne,  and  all  the  territory  in  the  State 
of  Kentucky  lying  east  of  these ;  consenting  also  to  the  formation  of  a 
new  diocese  out  of  the  present  Diocese  of  California,  to  consist  of  the 
counties  of  Santa  Barbara,  Ventura,  Los  Angeles,  San  Bernardino, 
EiTerside,  Orange,  and  San  Diego. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Long  Island,  the  House  concnrred 
m  the  adoption  of  the  resolution  contained  in  Message  No.  2  from 
the  House  of  Deputies. 

On  motion   of  the   same   Bishop,  the  House  concurred  in  the 
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■adopt iou  of  the  resolution  contained  in  Message  No.  3  from  the 
House  of  Deputies. 

On  motion  of  the  same  Bishop,  the  House  concurred  in  the 
adoption  of  the  resolution  contained  in  Message  No.  4  from  the 
House  of  Deputies.  [See  pp.  23,  24.  Communicated  to  the 
House  of  Deputies  in  Messages  No.  10,  11,  and  12.] 

The  Bishop  of  Wyoming  and  Idaho  offered  the  following  reso- 
lution : 

Jiesolvpd^  That  tlie  Missionary  District  of  Wyoming  and  Idaho  he 
•divided  into  two  Missionary  Districts,  of  which  Wyoming  shall  consti- 
tute one  and  Idaho  the  other;  and  that  the  said  two  districts  remain 
^nder  the  Episeoi)al  charge  of  the  Bishop  of  Wyoming  and  Idaho ; 

^hich,  on  his  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Conunittee  on  Domestic 
Missions.     [See  p.  46.] 

The  Bishop  of  New  York  presented  the  following  preamble  and 
resolutions,  adopted  by  a  meeting  of  clergymen  and  laymen  in 
the  city  of  New  York : 

Whereas,  The  Armenian  Church,  one  of  the  most  ancient  commu- 
nities of  Clirlstendom,  is  being  suhjected  to  a  persecution  of  i)ecullar 
atrocity,  involving  tlie  wholesale  slaughter  of  men  and  the  violation  of 
women;  and 

Whereas,  Those  who  survive  these  terrible  persecutions  are  now 
X)erishing  from  disease,  cold,  and  hunger ;  and 

W^iiEREAS,  Our  Church  can  occupy  a  position  of  i>eculiar  power  in 
molding  public  feeling  both  in  this  country  and  in  England  in  this 
•emergency;  and 

Whereas,  In  the  New  Testament  times,  as  St.  Paul  tells  us,  the 
<!hurches  of  Christendom  contributed  to  relieve  the  necessities  each  of 
the  otlior ; 

Jifsnlved^  That  this  meeting  of  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese  of  New 
York  resi>eetfully  memorialize  the  General  Convention : 

(1)  To  adopt  a  resolution  urging  our  government  and  people  to  do 
aW  in  their  power  to  alleviate  the  condition  of  the  Armenian  people; 

(2)  To  appoint  a  day  when,  after  the  apostolic  precedent,  collections 
may  be  taken  up  for  the  relief  of  this  much  suffering  Church  and  nation ; 

(3)  To  appeal  to  the  authorities  of  the  Church  of  England  to  take 
such  official  action  as  will  fitly  commend  the  cause  of  the  Armenian 
<l'!uirch  to  the  whole  English-speaking  world.

The  Bishop  of  Iowa  laid  before  the  House  a  List  of  Ordinations 
to  the  Diaoonate  and  the  P*i'iesthood  from  the  year  1885  to  the 
jear  1895,  with  lists  of  clergymen  deceased  and  of  those  deposed, 
including  also  corrections  in  formerly  published  lists,  with  a  full 
Index,  prepared  by  Archdeacon  H.  C.  Duncan,  of  Louisiana,  and 
by  him  presented  to  the  General  Convention ;  and  he  offered  the 
following  resolution : 

Jlt^aolred^  The  House  of  Deputies  concurring.  That  a  Joint  Committee 
he  apfKtinted  to  report  suitable  action  with  reference  to  the  lists  pre- 
pared by  Archdeacon  Duncan ; 

which  resolution  was  adopted. 

The  Chairman  appointed,  as  members  of  the  Committee  on  the 
part  of  this  House,  the  Bishop  of  Northern  Texas,  the  Bishop  of 
Western  Michigan,  and  the  Bishop  of  North  Carolina.  [Commu- 
nicated to  the  House  of  Deputies  in  Message  No.  14.  See 
p.  56.] 

The  House  proceeded  to  the  Order  of  the  Day,  being  the  reso- 
lution offered  yesterday  by  the  Bishop  of  Quincy  [see  p.  26], 
proposing  the  final  ratification  of  proposed  amendments  to  the 
Constitution,  substituting  the  words  "  Bishop  Coadjutor"  for  the 
words  ''Assistant  Bishop." 

The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  resolution,  it  was 
adopted.  [Communicated  to  the  House  of  Deputies  in  Message 
Xo.  13.] 
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On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Long  Island,  the  Bishop  of  New 
York  was  added  to  the  Committee  to  suggest  to  the  Archbishop 
of  Canterbury  subjects  for  discussion  at  the  next  Lambeth  Con- 
ference.    [See  p.  26.] 

The  Bishop  of  New  Hampshire,  for  the  Joint  Committee  on 
Marginal  Readings  in  the  English  Version  of  the  Scriptures,  pre- 
sented the  following  report : 

The  Joint  Committee  of  Ave  Bisliops  and  five  Presbyters,  appointed 
by  the  last  Greneral  Convention  to  '*  consider  and  after*  communication 
with  the  Commission  recently  appointed  by  the  Convocation  of  Canter- 
bury report  to  the  next  triennial  session  of  the  General  Convention, 
which,  if  any,  of  the  proposed  amendments  in  the  Revised  Version  of 
the  translation  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  might  properly  be 
authorized  by  the  General  Convention  as  marginal  readings,"  respect- 
fully reports : 

That  it  organized  by  the  election  of  the  Bishop  of  Connecticut  as 
Chairman  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hart  as  Secretary,  and  after  selecting  pas- 
sages from  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  for  the  beginning  of  it*  work,  on 
which  each  member  was  to  bring  in  a  report,  requested  the  Chairman  to 
enter  Into  correspondence  witli  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  as  to  the 
work  of  a  similiar  nature  undertaken  by  the  (^'onvocation  of  his  Prov- 
ince. At  the  next  meeting  of  the  Joint  Committee  the  Chairman  re- 
ported that  he  had  received  from  the  Archl)ishop  of  Canterbury  a 
communication,  from  which  it  appeared  that  the  action  of  the  General 
Convention  had  been  based  on  a  misapprehension,  and  that  no  Commis- 
sion of  the  Convocation  of  Canterbury  had  been  appointed  for  the 
purpose  stated.  The  Committee  therefore  felt  itself  precluded,  under 
the  terms  of  its  appointment,  from  further  action ;  and  it  recommends 
the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

BesolvecJ,,  The  House  of  Deputies  concurring,  That  the  Joint  Commit- 
tee appointed  by  the  last  General  Convention  to  report  upon  Marginal 
Readings  in  the  version  of  the  Holy  Scripture  be  discharged.

Resolved,  The  House  of  Deputies  concurring,  That  the  following 
amendment  be  made  to  the  Constitution,  and  that  the  proposed  amend- 
ment be  made  known  to  the  several  Dioceses  in  order  that  it  nuiy  be 
finally  agreed  to  and  ratified  in  the  next  General  Convention,  in  accor- 
dance with  the  provisions  of  Article  D  of  the  Constitution ; 

Strike  out  Article  6  of  the  Constitution,  and  insert  the  following 
after  1.  and  II.  of  the  Constitutions  : 

III. 

Section  1.  For  the  purposes  doclanul  in  tliese  Constitutions,  and  un- 
der the  limitations  therein  prescribed,  the  General  Synod  is  the  Supreme 
I>egislative  Authority  in  this  Church,  and,  in  addition  to  such  powers 
as  are  elsewhere  in  these  Constitutions  conferred  upon  it,  shall  have  ex- 
clusive power  to  legislate  upon  the  following  subjects: 

(a)  The  qualifications  and  conditions  for  making,  ordaining,  and  con- 
secrating Bishops,  Priests,  and  Deacons. 

(/))  The  conditions  for  the  formation,  division,  and  rearrangement  of 
Provinces  and  Dioceses,  and  the  relations  of  Provinces  and  Dioceses  to 
each  other. 

(c)     The  foreign  relations  of  the  Church. 

Sec.  2.  The  General  Synod  shall  also  have  power  to  enact  Canons  of 
Discipline,  and  exclusive  power  to  enact  Canons  defining  the  oft'encesfor 
which  Bishops,  Presbyters,  and  Deacons  may  be  tried,  and  determining 
the  penalties ;  such  penalties  beinp;  admonition,  or  suspension,  or  depo- 
sition, or  degradation  from  the  Ministry.     But  whenever  the  sentence  of 
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raflpeuj^ion  is  pronounced,  it  shall  specify  on  what  terms  and  at  wliat 
time  the  penalty  shall  cease. 

The  court  for  the  trial  of  a  Bishop  shall  be  composed  of  Bishops  only. 
The  mode  of  trial  of  a  Bishop  and  all  proceedings  regulating;  the  same, 
inclading  the  form  of  the  judgment  to  be  rendered,  and  of  tne  sentence 
thereupoi^  and  the  modification  or  remission  of  such  sentence,  shall  be 
prescribe*!  by  ordinances  to  be  enacted  by  the  House  of  Bishops. 

The  mode  of  trial  of  Presbyters  and  of  Deacons,  and  the  proceedings 
regulating  the  same,  including  the  form  of  the  judgment  to  bo  rendered 
and  of  the  sentence  tliereupon,  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Diocese  in 
which  such  trial  is  held,  or  by  the  Province  with  the  consent  of  the  said 
Diocese. 

All  trials  shall  be  public  except  by  the  consent  of  the  accused.  No 
one  but  a  Bishop  shall  pronounce  sentence  upon  any  Bishop,  Presbyter, 
or  Deacon. 

Sec.  3.  The  General  Synod  shall  have  further  power  to  provide  by 
Canon  for  the  exercise  of  discipline  by  the  Bishop  of  a  Missionary  Dis- 
trict over  Presbyters  and  Deacous  canonically  connected  therewith,  un- 
less such  provision  have  been  made  by  the  Province  with  which  such 
Di!<triet  is  united,  and  assented  to  by  said  Bishop. 

Sec.  4.  The  powers  not  committed  to  the  General  Synod  or  to  the  Pro- 
vincial Synods  by  these  Constitutions,  nor  prohibited  by  it  to  the  Dio- 
ceses, are  reserved  to  the  Dioceses  respectively,  save  that  no  Diocese  or 
Province  shall  legislate  in  regard  to  doctrine  or  worship.  The  right  be- 
longs to  each  Diocese  to  legislate  for  its  own  diocesan  interests,  and  to 
del<»gate  authority  belonging  to  it,  as  is  hereinafter  provided,  to  the  Prov- 
ince with  whicli  it  is  united  as  provided  in  I V. ;  but  no  Diocese  or  Prov- 
ince shall  by  its  legislation  contravene  these  Constitutions,  or  any  Can- 
on of  the  General  Synod  enacted  in  conformity  therewith ; 

which  was  adopted  by  a  rising  vote.

The  question  being  on  the  amendment  offered  by  the  Bishop  of 
Colorado,  it  was  not  approved. 

The  question  recurring  on  the  approval  of  Section  1,  it  was  ap- 
proved. 
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The  question  being  on  the  approval  of  Section  2  of  IV.,  the 
Bishop  of  Georgia  moved  to  substitute  the  words  "  the  other  elei^ 
and  the  laity  "  for  the  words  "  clergy  and  laity  ** ;  which  was  not 
approved. 

The  Bishop  of  Ohio  moved  to  insert  after  the  word  "doctrine" 
the  words  "touching  the  Faith  as  contained  in  the  Apostles'  and 
Nicene  Creeds  "  ;  which  was  not  approved. 

The  question  recurring  on  the  approval  of  Section  2,  it  was  ap- 
proved. 

The  question  being  on  the  approval  of  Section  3,  the  Bishop  of 
Fond  du  Lac  moved  to  substitute  the  word  "Archbishop"  for  the 
word  "  Primate." 

The  Bishop  of  New  Mexico  offered  an  amendment. 

The  Bishop  of  Colorado  moved  as  a  substitute  to  strike  out  the 
whole  section ;  which  was  not  approved. 

The  question  being  on  the  amendment  offered  by  the  Bishop  of 
New  Mexico,  it  was  not  approved. 

The  question  being  on  the  amendment  offered  by  the  Bishop  of 
Fond  du  Lac,  it  was  approved. 

The  question  being  on  the  approval  of  IV.  as  amended,  it  was 
approved. 

The'  Bishop  of  Quincy  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Besolved^  The  House  of  Deputies  concurring,  that  the  following 
amendment  be  m«de  to  the  Constitution,  and  that  the  proposed  amend-' 
nient  be  made  known  to  the  several  Dioceses  in  order  that  it  may  be 
finally  agreed  to  and  ratifTed  in  the  next  General  Convention,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Article  9  of  the  Constitution  : 

Amend  tlie  Constitution  by  inserting,  after  III.  of  the  Constitutions, 
the  following : 

IV. 

Section  1.  The  Dioceses  and  Missionary  Districts  shall  be  united 
into  Provinces  by  the  General  Synod  in  such  manner  and  under  such 
conditions  as  shall  be  provided  by  Canon.  The  bounds  of  such  Prov- 
inces shall  be  determined  by  the  General  Synod,  and  may  at  any  time 
thereafter  be  changed  by  the  General  Synod,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Provinces  concerned.  Every  Province  must  include  not  less  than  five 
contiguous  dioceses. 

Sec.  2.  In  each  Province  a  Synod,  composed  of  the  Bishops  and  of 
Clergy  and  Laity,  sliall  be  constituted  by  the  action  of  a  majority  of  the 
Conventions  of  the  Dioceses  within  such  Province  and  of  the  Bishops 
therein,  for  the  exercise  of  such  legislative  powers,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  Constitutional  powers  of  the  General  Synod,  as  may  by  such 
action  be  deleg:ated  to  it;  but  no  Diocese  shall  be  bound  by  any  legisla- 
tion of  said  Svnod  until  it  shall  have  entered  into  union  therewith. 
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Such  Synod  may  provide  a  unifomi  mode  of  trial  of  Presbyters  and  of 
Deacons  for  such  of  tlie  Dioceses  and  Missionary  Districts  in  said  Prov- 
ince as  shall  have  consented  thereto  by  entering  into  union  with  the  said 
Synod,  and  an  appeal  may  be  had  by  the  accused,  under  rules  provided 
by  such  Synod,  from  the  decision  rendered  in  any  such  trial  upon  all 
qaestioDS  of  law,  and  by  either  party  upon  questions  of  doctrine,  to  a 
court  composed  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Province,  exclusive  of  the  one  in 
whose  Jurisdiction  the  decision  was  rendered.  But  no  question  of  fact 
shall  be  reviewed  upon  any  appeal. 

Sec.  3.    The  Bishops  of  each  Province  shall  elect  one  of  their  number 
to  be  Archbishop  of  the  Province ; 

which  was  adopted  by  a  risiug  vote.  [Communicated  to  the 
House  of  Deputies  in  Message  No.  19.] 

The  Bishop  of  Quincy  moved  that  Section  1  of  V.  be  approved. 

Pending  action  on  this  motion,  on  motion  of  the  Bishop  of 
Missouri,  the  Bishops  went  into  Council. 

The  Council  having  risen,  the  House  resumed  its  session. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Maine,  permission  was  given  to  the 
Committee  on  Christian  Education  of  this  House  to  sit  with  the 
Committee  on  Christian  Education  of  the  House  of  Deputies. 
[See  p.  57.] 

The  Bishop  of  Albany  presented  his  report  as  Bishop  in  charge 
of  the  American  Chapels  on  the  Continent  of  Europe.  [Ap- 
pendix XVllI.] 

On  motion,  it  was  voted  that  the  House  adjourn  until  to-morrow 
morning. 

The  Chairman  pronounced  the  Benediction,  and  the  House  ad- 
journed.

Pending  action  on  the  amendment  offered  by  the  Bishop  of 
Iowa,  the  House  took  a  recess.     [S^e  p.  51.] 

The  House  met  after  the  recess. 

The  House  proceeded  to  the  Order  of  the  Day,  being  the  further 
consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Commission  on  the  Revision  of 
the  Constitution;  and  the  question  being  on  the  approval  of 
Section  1  of  V.,  it  was  approved. 

The  question  being  on  the  approval  of  Section  2,  it  was  ap- 
proved. 

The  question  being  on  the  approval  of  Section  3,  the  Bishop  of 
Vermont  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Besolved^  That  the  Commission  be  requested  to  consider  and,  if  pos- 
sible, report  an  amendment  to  Canon  9,  §  I.,  ii.,  corresponding  with 
Section  3  of  V.  of  the  Constitutions,  which  would  provide  a  court  (con- 
sisting either  of  a  quorum  of  Bishops  of  the  Church,  or  of  comprovincial 
Bishops)  for  the  confirmation  of  bishops-elect;  to  which  court  should 
be  submitted  evidence  of  proper  election,  of  the  elect's  Baptism  and 
Confirmation,  with  his  letters  of  Orders,  and  testimonials  as  now ;  and  by 
which  court  a  hearing  should  be  given  to  objections  to  the  confirmation, 
with  such  answers  as  may  be  made ; 

which  was  not  adopted. 

The  Bishop  of  West  Virginia  moved  that  after  the  first  sentence 
be  inserted  the  words : 

"And  of  a  majority  of  the  Standing  Committees  of  all  the  Dioceses; 
but  in  case  the  election  of  a  bishop  shjul  take  place  within  three  months 
before  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  all  matters  relative  to  the 
Consecration  aha II  be  deferred  until  the  said  meeting,  and  then  a  vote 
of  the  mjyority  of  the  Dioceses  shall  be  necessary  to  confirmation."

The  question  being  on  the  approval  of  Section  5,  it  was  ap- 
proved. 

The  question  being  on  V.,  as  amended,  the  Bishop  of  The  Platte 
offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Resohed^  That  the  Cominissiou  on  the  Revision  of  the  Constitutions 
and  Canons  l)e  requested  to  consider  and  report  whether  in  their  judg- 
ment any  part  of  V.  of  the  Constitutions  should  be  put  in  the  Canons 
rather  tluin  appear  in  the  Constitutions  of  the  Church ;

The  Coumiittee  on  the  Admission  of  New  Dioceses,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred a  Memorial  of  the  Missionary  »Jurisdiction  of  Northern  Michigan, 
praying  for  admission  into  union  with  the  General  Convention  of  the 
Protestant  Kpiscopal  Church  of  the  United  States,  beg  leave  to  report 
that  they  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  preamble  and  reso- 
lution : 

Whereas,  The  said  Memorial  sets  forth  that  at  a  Primary  Conven- 
tion called  September  30,  1895,  by  the  Bishop  of  Michij^an,  provision- 
ally in  charge  of  the  Jurisdiction,  to  consid(*r  the  question  of  Diocesan 
urganization,  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  representing  the  Parishes  in  said 
.furis<liction,  did  proceed  to  organize  a  Diocese  of  the  Protestant  Kj>i8- 
copal  Church,  whose  bounds  are  conterminous  with  the  bounds  of  the 
Missionary  Jurisdiction  aforesaid ;  and 

Whereas,  It  was  also  unanimously  resolved  that  the  Church  in  this 
proposed  Diocese,  in  Primary  Convention  assembled,  hereby  acce<les  to 
the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in*^  the  United 
States,  and  adopts  the  same;  and 

Whereas,  Your  Committee  on  the  Admission  of  New  Dioceses  has 
Kitisfaetory  assurance  of  a  suitable  provision  for  the  support  of  the 
Episcopate  by  the  said  Diocese ;  therefore. 
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Resolved^  The  lIou»e  of  Deputies  concurring,  That  the  said  Diocese, 
having  the  boundaries  of  the  Missionary  Jurisdiction  of  Northern  Mich- 
igan, be  admitted  into  union  with  the  General  Convention  as  a  Diocese 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States. 

The  question  being  on  the  resolution  contained  in  the  report  of 
the  Committee,  the  Bishop  of  Maryland  moved  to  strike  out  all 
between  the  word  "concurring"  and  the  words  "be  admitted," 
and  to  insert  in  place  thereof  the  words 

*'  that  the  consent  of  the  (ieneral  Convention  be  given  to  the  organiza- 
tion of  a  new  diocese  conterminous  with  the  Missionary  Juri^iction 
of  Northern  Michigan ;  and  that  the  said  Diocese '' ; 

which  was  adopted. 

The  question  being  on  the  resolution  as  amended,  it  was  adopt- 
ed. [Communicated  to  the  House  of  Deputies  in  Message  No. 
24.] 

The  Bishop  of  Iowa  offered  the  following  resolution  [seep.  60]  : 

Besolved^  That  the  House  does  not  concur  in  the  adoption  of  the  resolu- 
tion contained  in  Mo'^sage  No.  12  from  the  House  of  Deputies,  and  that 
it  ask  for  a  Committee  of  Conference ; 

which  was  adopted. 

The  Chainnan  appointed  as  the  Committee  of  Conference,  ou 
the  part  of  this  House,  the  Bishop  of  Long  Island,  the  Bishop  of 
Colorado,  and  the  Bishop  of  Maryland.     [See  p.  63.]

Tlie  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  met  on  the  8th  of  October  and 
organized,  with  the  Bishop  of  New  Jersey  in  the  chair,  by  electing  the 
Bishop  of  Ohio  Secretary. 

They  beg  leave  to  report  that  the  letter  of  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Corea, 
asking  for  the  fraternal  relations  and  services  of  missionaries  of  this 
Church  within  his  Jurisdiction,  was  referred  to  the  Missionary  Bishops 
of  Tokyo  and  Shanghai,  with  the  request  that  they  return  to  his  Loni- 
ship  a  suitable  reply. 

They  consider  the  letter  of  the  Missionary  Bishop  of  Cape  Palmas, 
referred  to  them,  to  be  the  property  of  tlie  Board  of  Missions,  and  have 
sent  the  same  to  the  General  Secretary. 

They  have  carefully  considered  the  petition  of  the  Convocation  of 
Tokyo,'  asking  that  a  new  Mis>»ionary  District,  to  be  named  Kyoto,  be 
erected  in  the  islands  of  Japan,  and  have  held  consultation  with  the 
Right  Beverend  Bishop  of  Tokyo  on  this  subject.  Their  deliberate 
judgment  is  that,  at  present,  it  is  inexpedient  to  erect  such  new  Mission- 
ary Jurisdiction. 

The  Committee  therefore  recommend  to  this  Ilouse  of  Bishops  the 
following  resolutions,  viz. : 

lU'solred^  That  the  Bishops  of  Tokyo  and  Shanghai  be  requested  to 
communicate  with  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Corea  on  the  subject  of  fraternal 
relations.

The  Joint  Commission  on  Revision  of  the  Constitutions  and  Canons,  to 
whom  was  referred  V.  of  the  Constitutions  as  amended,  with  a  request 
for  its  judgment  as  to  the  parts  of  the  same  which  may  fitly  be  rele- 
nted to  canonical  legislation,  respectfully  submits  to  the  House,  that, 
m  their  judgment,  all  parts  of  V.,  as  amended  by  the  House,  should  be 
retained  in  the  Constitutions,  as  being  so  far  organic  and  of  such  im> 
port,  that  they  should  not  be  subject  to  change  except  by  the  decision  of 
the  General  Synod  in  two  of  its  triennial  sessions.

The  question  being  on  V.  of  the  Constitutions,  as  amended,  it 
was  approved. 
The  Bishop  of  Quincy  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Rfstolved^  The  House  of  Deputies  concurring.  That  the  following 
amendment  be  made  to  the  Constitution,  and  that  the  proposed  amend- 
ment  be  made  known  to  the  several  Dioceses  in  order  that  it  may  be 
finally  agreed  to  and  ratified  in  the  next  General  Convention,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Article  9  of  the  Constitution. 

Strike  out  Articles  IV.  and  X.  of  the  Constitution,  and  insert  the  fol- 
lowing as  V.  of  the  Constitutions : 

V. 

Section  1.  In  every  Diocese  the  Bishop,  or  Bishop  Coadjutor,  shall 
be  chosen  agreeably  to  such  rules  as  shall  be  prescribed  bj-  the  Conven- 
tion of  that  Diocese.  Missionary  Bishops  shall  be  chosen  by  the  House 
of  Bishops  in  accordance  with  canonical  provisions  of  the  General 
Synod. 

Sec.  2.  A  Bishop  shall  confine  the  exercise  of  his  ofldce  to  his  own 
Wocese  or  Missionary  Jurisdiction,  unless  requested  to  perform  some 
Episcopal  act  in  another  Diocese  or  in  a  Missionary  District  by  the  Eccle- 
siastical Authority  thereof,  or  unless  authorized  and  appointed  by  the 
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House  of  Bishops  to  act  temporarily,  in  case  of  need,  beyond  the  ter- 
ritorial limits  of  the  United  Stutes. 

Sec.  3.  No  one  shall  be  ordained  and  consecrated  Bishop  until  he 
shall  be  thirty  years  of  age ;  nor  without  the  consent  of  a  maiority  of 
the  Bishops  of  this  Church  exercising  jurisdiction  in  the  United  States, 
and  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  Standing  Committees  of  all  the 
Dioceses.  Xo  one  shall  be  ordained  and  consecrated  Bishop  by  less 
than  three  Bishops. 

Sec.  4.  A  Bishop  may  not  resign  his  jurisdiction  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  House  of  Bishops. 

Sec.  5.  Bishops  may  be  consecrated  for  foreign  lands  upon  due  ap- 
plication therefrom,  with  the  approbation  of  a  majority  of  the  Bishops 
of  this  Church  entitled  to  vote  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  certified  to  the 
Primate  under  such  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  by  Canons  of  the 
Creneral  Synod.  Such  Bishops  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote  in  the  House 
of  Bishops,  nor  shall  they  perform  any  act  of  the  episcopal  office  in  any 
Diocese  or  Missionary  District  of  this  Church,  unless  requested  to  do  so 
by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  thereof ; 

which  was  adopted  by  a  rising  vote.  [Communicated  to  the 
House  of  Deputies  in  Message  No.  31.] 

[For  action  on  Section  1  of  VII.,  see  p.  50.] 

The  Bishop  of  Northern  Texas  moved  to  insert  the  following  as 
Section  1,  and  to  number  Section  1 ,  already  approved,  as  Section  2  : 

A  Missionary  District  shall  be  organized  as  a  Diocese,  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  Greneral  Synod  and  of  the  Provincial  Synod  first  had  and  ob- 
tained, when  it  contains  six  duly  organized  parishes  wherein  a  reasona- 
ble support  for  the  ministry  has  been  provided  for  at  least  one  year, 
and  six  presbyters  who  have  been  for  at  least  one  year  canonically  resi- 
dent and  for  the  same  period  holding  a  cure  of  souls  within  the  Dis- 
trict; provided,  that  satisfactory  assurance  shall  be  given  of  a  suitable 
provision  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate ;  and  provided  further,  if  at 
the  expiration  of  twenty-one  years  from  the  date  of  the  formation  of 
any  Missionary  District,  it  shall  not  have  developed  the  degree  of 
strength  herein  required,  it  shall  be  dealt  with  as  the  House  of  Bishops 
may  determine. 

The  Bishop  of  Kentucky  moved  to  amend  the  amendment  by 
the  substitution  of  the  following  :  , 

A  new  diocese  may  be  formed  within  a  Missionarv  District,  with  the 
eouMent  of  the  General  Synod  and  of  the  Provincial  ^ynod  first  had  and 
obtained;  but  such  consent  shall  not  be  given  unless  the  proposed 
l)i(H'e.-fe  contain  at  the  time  the  consent  is  given  at  least  six  duly  organ- 
ized congregations,  and  six  presbyters  who  have  been  for  at  least  one 
3'ear  canonically  resident  and  for  the  same  period  holding  a  cure  within 
the  bounds  of  the  proposed  Diocese  and  qualified  to  vote  for  a  Bishop ; 
nor  until  the  General  Synod  has  satisfactory  assurance  of  a  suitable  pro- 
vision for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate. 

The  Bishop  of  Quincy  offered  the  following  as  a  substitute  for 

the  whole  matter : 

The  Church  in  any  State  or  Territory  of  the  United  States,  or  any 
part  of  the  same  not  now  represented,  may  at  any  time  hereafter  be 
admitted  into  union  on  acceding  to  the  Constitutions,  it  being  a  pre- 
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requisite  condition  thereto  that  suitable  and  satisfactory  provision  be 
nuuie  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  and  that  there  be  at  least  six 
duly  organized  congregations  or  parishes  and  at  least  six  presbyters 
wlio  have  been  for  one  year  canouically  resident  and  for  that  period 
holding  cure  of  souls  within  the  bounds  of  such  proposed  Diocese.

Strike  out  Article  VII.  of  the  Constitution,  and  insert  the  following 
as  VIU.  of  the  Constitutions :

No  one  shall  be  ordered  Priest  or  Deacon  until  he  shall  have  been 
examined  by  the  Bishop  and  by  two  Priests,  and  shall  have  exhibited 
such  testimonials  and  other  requisites  as  the  Canons  in  that  case  provided 
may  direct.  No  one  shall  be  onlained  and  consecrated  Bishop,  or 
ordered  Priest  or  Deacon,  unless  he  shall  at  the  time  subscribe  and  make, 
in  the  presence  of  the  ordaining  Bishop  or  Bishops,  the  following 
declaration : 

"  I  do  believe  the  Holy  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  to 
be  the  Word  of  God,  and  to  contain  all  things  necessary  to  salvation ; 
and  I  do  solemnly  engage  to  conform  to  tlie  Doctrines,  Discipline,  and 
Worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America." 

No  one  ordered  by  a  foreign  Bishop  shall  be  permitted  to  officiate  as  a 
Minister  of  this  Church  until  he  shall  have  subscribed  and  made  the 
aforesaid  declaration ; 

which  was   adopted   by   a  rising  vote.     [Communicated  to  the 
House  of  Deputies  in  Message  No.  86.] 

The  question  being  on  the  approval  of  IX.,  it  was  approved. 
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The  Bishop  of  Quincy  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved^  The  House  of  Deputies  concurring,  That  the  followlne 
amendment  he  made  to  the  Constitution,  and  that  the  proposed  amen£ 
ment  be  made  known  to  the  several  Dioceses  in  order  that  it  may  be 
flnally  agreed  to  and  ratified  in  the  next  General  Convention,  in  accord- 
ince  with  the  provisions  of  Article  9  of  the  Constitution : 

Strike  out  Article  VIII.  of  the  Constitution,  and  insert  the  following 
as  IX.  of  the  Constitutions : 

IX. 

The  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  and  Administration  of  the  Sacraments, 
and  other  Rites  and  Ceremonies  of  the  Church,  together  with  the  Psal- 
t4*r,  or  Psalms  of  David,  the  Form  and  Manner  of  making,  ordaining, 
and  consecrating  Bishops,  Priests,  and  Deacons,  the  Form  of  Consecra- 
tion of  a  Church  or  Chapel,  the  Office  of  Institution  of  Ministers,  and 
Articles  of  Religion,  as  now  established  or  hereafter  amended  by  the  au- 
thority of  this  Church,  shall  be  the  use  in  all  the  Dioceses  and  Missionary 
Dinricts  of  this  Church.  Xo  alteration  thereof,  or  addition  thereto, 
shall  be  made  unless  the  same  shall  be  first  proposed  in  one  triennial 
meeting  of  the  Gteneral  Sjiiod,  and,  by  a  resolve  thereof,  sent  within  six 
months  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  of  every  Diocese,  to  be  made 
Imown  to  the  Diocesan  Convention  at  its  next  meeting,  and  adopted  by 
the  General  Synod  at  its  next  succeeding  triennial  meeting  by  a  majority 
of  the  whole  number  of  Bishops  entitled  to  votes  in  the  House  of  Bish- 
ops, and  by  a  majority  of  all  the  Dioceses  entitled  to  representation  in 
the  House  of  Deputies ;  the  vote  of  each  Diocese  in  this  case  being  de- 
termined by  the  concurrence  of  the  vote  of  both  Orders  in  that  Diocese. 

Provided^  however^  that  the  General  Synod  shall  have  power  at  any 
meeting  to  amend  the  Tables  of  Lessons,  by  a  majority  of  the  whole 
number  of  Bishops  entitled  to  votes  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  by  a 
majority  of  the  whole  number  of  Dioceses  entitled  to  representation  in 
the  House  of  Deputies ;  ' 

which  was  adopted  by  a  rising  vote.     [Communicated  to  the  House 
of  Deputies  in  Message  No.  37.] 

The  question  being  on  the  approval  of  X.,  it  was  approved. 
'  The  Bishop  of  Quincy  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

B^wlved^  The  House  of  Deputies  concurring.  That  the  following 
amendment  be  made  to  the  Constitution,  and  that  the  proposed  amen£ 
ment  be  made  known  to  the  several  Dioces^es  in  order  that  it  may  be 
finally  agreed  to  and  ratified  in  the  next  General  Convention,  in  accord- 
ance witn  the  provisions  of  Article  9  of  the  Constitution :

Trask,  and  Mr.  Silas  McBee  having  been  nominated,  the  Assis- 
tant Secretary  was,  on  motion,  instructed  to  cast  a  ballot  for 
them ;  which  being  done,  the  Chairman  declared  that,  the  House 
of  Deputies  concurring,  they  had  been  elected  the  Church  Univer- 
sity Board  of  Regents.

The  Bishop  of  Maine,  from  the  Committee  on  Memorials  and 
Petitions,  presented  the  following  report  [see  pp.  15,  18,  26,  55]  : 

Report  No.  1. 

The  Committee  on  Memorials  and  Petitions  respectfully  reports,  that 
there  have  been  referred  to  it  several  Memorials  and  Petitions,  as  fol- 
lows : 

Firsts  in  point  of  time  and  importance,  a  Petition  of  the  Rev.  T.  E. 
Bacon,  of  tlie  Diocese  of  Maryland,  presented  through  the  Bishop  of 
that  Diocese,  covering  the  vitally  important  matter  of  the  integrity  and 
dignity  of  tlie  Holy  Scriptures,  and  calling  attention  to  the  rapidly  grow- 
ing flippancy  and  irreverence  in  the  popuhir  mind,  in  the  recklesg  criti- 
cisms now  freely  hurled  at  the  Word  of  God,  even  from  within  the 
Church.  But  as  Mr.  Bacon's  righu^ous  complaints  have  been  so  fully 
treated  in  the  Pastoral  of  the  Council  of  Bishops  lately  issued,  this  Com- 
mittee, while  thanking  Mr.  Bacoufor  calling  attention  to  this  gross  evil, 
does  not  consider  that  any  further  action  is  now  needed. 

Second:  A  valuable  Petition  on  the  subject  of  Vivisection  and  its 
man}^  consequent  evils,  drawn  up  by  a  devoted  and  loyal  Churohwoman, 
fortified  by  a  considerable  numl)er  of  i)rinted  documents,  in  the  way  of 
demonstration  and  proof,  notably  sermons  calling  attention  to  this  scl- 
entiflc  vice  by  the  Bishop  of  Manchester  in  England,  by  Canon  Wilber- 
force,  and  aii  appeal  by  our  own  Bishop  of  Springfield.  We  recom- 
mend that  this  Petition  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee  on  the 
coming  Pastoral. 

Third :  A  Memorial  from  the  Church  Unity  Society  of  this  Church, 
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signed  by  the  Bishop  of  Delaware  as  President,  asking  the  devotional 
attention  of  this  Church  in  some  corporate  intercession  each  Whitsun- 
tide to  Almighty  God,  that  lie  soon  restore  to  us  some  larger  tokens  of 
the  unshaken  Unity  of  His  Church.  We  respectfully  beg  to  refer  this 
Memorial  also  to  the  Committee  on  the  Pastoral,  asking  their  thoughtful 
consideration  of  its  plea. 

Fourth :  A  Petition  from  the  Rev.  Dr.  Brand,  an  aged  Presbyter  of  the 
Diocese  of  Maryland,  calling  attention  to  a  dangerous  and  unauthorized 
mode  of  communicating  the  sick  with  the  elements  of  Bread  and  Wine. 
There  is  no  doubt  this  is  an  important  matter,  and  one  eminently  deserv- 
ing our  attention.  But  as  the  Prayer  Book  so  clearly  and  dogmatically  pre- 
scribes the  mode,  and  the  only  mode,  in  which  these  elements  are  to  be 
commanic4ited  to  the  sick  and  dying,  and  as  the  evil  complained  of  is 
clearly  quite  within  the  compass  of  any  Bishop's  control  and  godly 
admonition,  your  Committee   do  not  feel  the  necessity  of  any  special 
action  by  this  House. 

Fifth:  A  peculiar  and  not  interesting  petition,  on  "Theosophy  and 
Esoteric  Christianity  "  —  whatever  that  may  mean  —  from  a  resident  of 
St.  Paul,  Minnesota,  representing  this  study  as  a  crying  need  of  the 
day  and  a  certain  cure  of  all  this  world's  many  evils.  Inasmuch  as  this 
Church  is  always  endeavoring  to  do  her  duty  to  the  people  in  teaching 
them  of  the  Divine  Wisdom  of  God,  and  inasmuch  as  this  Church  is  not 
backward  in  her  teachings  as  to  the  vital  importance  of  true  esoteric,  or 
subjective,  Christianity,  your  Committee  are  not  impressed  with  any 
sense  of  the  importance  of  this  Petition. 

Sixth :  The  Memorial  from  the  Conference  of  Church-workers  for 
Colored  People,  lately  held  in  Washington,  in  the  past  month  and  read 
to  this  House  —  a  most  important  and  interesting  paper.  The  Com- 
mittee recommend  that  this  paper  be  referred  for  definite  action  to  the 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Board  of  Missions 
on  Church  Work  amongst  the  Colored  People,  who  can  wisely  and  intel- 
lijjently  act  upon  its  requests.

On  motion,  the  Committee  on  Canons  was  discharged  from  the 
further  consideration  of  the  proposed  substitute  for  the  Canon  of 
Lay  Readers. 

The  Bishop  of  Maine,  from  the  Commission  on  Pointing  the  Can- 
ticles and  Psalter,  presented  the  following  report : 

The  Commission  who  were  authorized  by  the  last  General  Convention 
to  set  forth  a  Pointing  of  the  Canticles  of  the  Church  for  the  musical 
rendering  of  the  same  in  public  worship,  and  who  were  also  directed  to 
submit  at  this  Convention  a  scheme  of  Pointing  for  the  whole  Psalter, 
beg  leave  to  present  the  following  report  : 

1.  Within  a  few  months  after  this  duty  had  been  assigned  them,  they 
had  agreed  upon  a  Pointing  for  the  Cjuiticles,  and,  in  accordance  with 
the  instructions  given  them,  had  caused  to  be  printed  in  all  authorized 
editions  of  the  new  Hymnal  the  Canticles  as  so  pointed  for  chanting. 
It  is  believed  that  tlieir  work  in  that  particular  has  been  generally 
approved;  and  all  publishers  of  musical  editions  of  the  Hymnal  having 
now  adopted  it,  the  chief  end  proposed  in  the  appointment  of  your  Com- 
mission will  soon  be  attained,  viz. :  uniformity  throu«rhout  the  Church  in 
the  musical  reading  of  the  Canticles,  and  a  conseciuent  facility  of  render- 
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ing  ascriptions  of  praise  and  thauksgiviug  to  Almiglity  God,  witliout 
confusion,  by  all  in  the  great  congregation  who  have  a  mind  and  voice 
to  sing. 

2.  Your  Commission  have  also  devoted  much  time  and  labor  to  the 
perfecting  of  a  scheme  of  pointing  for  the  entire  Psalter,  and  submit 
herewith  a  Psalter  as  pointed  by  them.  They  would  express  the  hope 
that  as  it  has  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  Commission,  it  may  also 
have  the  approval  and  endorsement  of  the  Church  as  represented  in  this 
Convention. 

They  are  aware  that  such  approval  and  endorsement  must  be  based 
chiefly  upon  a  confidence  in  the  competency  of  tlie  Commission  and  upon 
aa  assurance  that  they  have  ^iven  sufficient  attention  and  care  to  their 
work;  for  it  would  be  quite  impracticable  for  tills  Convention  to  enter 
upon  any  prolonged  consideration  of  such  a  matter. 

With  respect  to  the  competency  of  the  Commission,  the  general  satis- 
faction given  by  their  work  upon  the  Canticles  may  perhaps  afford  suf- 
ficient evidence ;  and  with  regard  to  the  degree  of  care  and  diligence 
bestowed  upon  this  later  work,  your  Commission  beg  to  say  that  they 
liave  spared  no  pains  to  make  the  result  satisfactory  to  all  who  approve 
of  the  principle  by  which,  chiefly,  they  have  been  guided  in  the  con- 
i^truction  of  their  general  scheme  of  Pointing. 

That  principle  or  postulant  is  that  the  Pointing  of  the  Psalms  for 
muMcal  use  in  public  worship  should  be,  Jirst  of  all^  such  as  to  fulfil  the 
requirements  of  correct  and  intelligent  reading.  The  construction  of 
the  ordinary  chant  to  which  the  Pointing  must  be  adapted  does  not  admit 
of  a  strict  adherence  to  this  rule  in  all  cases,  but  it  should  be  studiously 
adhered  to  so  far  as  practicable.  In  the  prosecution  of  their  work, 
according  to  this  principle,  your  Commission  have  had  constantly  before 
them  and  have  constantly  consulted  the  best  and  most  w^idely  used  of 
the  English  pointed  Psalters;  and  their  own  Pointing  has,  in  every  verse 
of  the  whole  Psalter,  the  authority  of  at  least  a  majority  of  the  editors 
thus  consulted.  This  last  statement  will,  we  trust,  give  such  further 
and  sufficient  assurance  of  the  value  of  the  work  of  your  Commission  as 
to  warrant  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions *: 

Resolved^  The  House  of  Deputies  concurring,  That  the  Pointing  of  the 
Psalter  presented  by  the  Commission,  when  all  imperfections  so  far  as 
possible  are  removed,  be  set  forth  as  the  authorized  Pointing  for  use  in 
this  Church. 

Resolved,  The  House  of  Deputies  concurring,  That  a  copy  of  the 
pointed  Canticles  and  Psalter,  duly  certified  by  the  (^airman  and 
Secretary  of  the  Commission,  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Custodian  of 
the  Standard  Prayer  Book,  who  may  give  permission  to  any  publisher  to 
issue  it  with  or  without  music ;  but*  all  co])ies  thus  published  shall  con- 
tain the  authorization  of  the  Custodian,  certifying  that  he,  or  some 
person  appointed  by  him,  has  compared  the  said  copy  or  edition  with 
the  said  certified  copy,  and  that  it  conforms  thereto. 

Be^solved^  The  House  of  Deputies  concurring,  lliat  the  Commission  be 
continued  and  empowered  to  carrv  out  the  foregoing  resolutions.

The  Committee  on  Diocesan  Missions,  to  which  was  referred  the  Peti- 
tion of  the  Diocese  of  Minnesota,  praying  leave  to  cede  to  the  General 
CoDYention  a  part  of  its  territorial  jurisdiction,  have  had  the  same  under 
consideration,  and  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  recommend  the  adop- 
tion of  the  following  preamble  and  resolution : 

Whereas,  The  Diocese  of  Minnesota,  by  deliberate  action  of  the 
Bishops  and  Convention  thereof,  has,  for  urgent  and  sufficient  reason, 
declared  its  desire  to  establish  its  northern  limits  on  the  south  line  of  the 
eoaaties  of  Big  Stone,  Stevens,  Pope,  Stearns,  Benton,  Mille  Lacs,  Kan- 
abec, and  Pine ;  and 

Whereas,  This  House  is  sufficiently  advised  of  the  consent  of  the 
parishes  lying  on  either  side  of  that  line,  and  said  Diocese  has  tendered 
to  this  General  Convention  a  cession  of  that  part  of  its  jurisdiction  north 
of  that  line ;  and 

Whereas,  Doubts  are  entertained  by  many  of  the  power  under  our 
CoDJStitution  permanently  to  alter  the  territorial  extent  of  a  Diocese  in 
this  form,  yet  impressed  with  the  great  necessities  of  the  Church  in  that 
Diocese,  and  of  the  justice  of  her  claims  to  prompt  relief,  and  following 
repeated  precedents  in  like  cases ;  therefore, 

Besdvedy  The  House  of  Deputies  concurring.  That  the  General  Con- 
Tention  hereby  signifies  its  consent  and  agreement  to  the  limitation  of 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Bishop  and  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Minne- 
sota within  the  limits  above  indicated,  until  such  constitutional  amend- 
ment and  legislation  thereunder  can  be  secured  as  are  necessary  to  re- 
inoYe  the  doubts  aforesaid,  and  that  in  the  meantime  the  territory  north 
of  the  limits  aforesaid,  within  the  State  of  Minnesota,  be  held  and 
treated  as  missionary  territorv  and  subject  to  missionary  jurisdiction.

The  House  of  Deputies  informs  the  House  of  Bishops  that  it  has 
adopted  the  following  resolutions : 

Besolvedy  The  House  of  Bishops  concurring.  That  Title  I.,  Canon  19, 
§  T.,  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

§  V.  When  a  Bishop  of  a  Diocese  is  unable,  by  reason  of  old  age,  or 
other  permanent  cause  of  infirmity,  or  by  reason  of  the  extent  of  his 
Diocese,  to  discharge  his  Episcopal  duties,  one  Bishop  Coadjutor  may  be 
elected  by  and  for  the  said  Diocese,  who  shall,  in  all  cases,  succeed  the 
Bishop  in  case  of  surviving  him :  Provided^  that  before  the  election  of  a 
Bishop  Coadjutor  for  the  reason  of  extent  of  Diocese,  the  consent  of  the 
General  Convention,  or,  during  the  recess  thereof,  the  consent  of  a 
majority  of  the  Bishops  and  of  the  several  Standing  Committees,  must 
be  had  and  obtained.  Prior  to  any  election  of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor  the 
^hop  of  the  Diocese  shall  consent  in  writing  to  such  election,  and  in 
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such  consent  he  shall  state  the  duties  which  he  thereby  assigns  to  the 
Bishop  Coadjutor  when  duly  elected  and  consecrated.  And  In  case  of 
the  Inability  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  to  issue  the  aforesaid  consent  to 
the  election  of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor,  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese 
may  request  the  Convention  to  issue  such  letter  of  consent.  And  the 
request  of  the  said  Standing  Committee,  shall  be  accompanied  by  medical 
certificates  of  the  inability  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  to  issue  such 
written  consent.  No  person  shall  be  elected  or  consecrated  a  Suffragan 
Bishop,  nor  shall  there  be  more  than  one  Bishop  Coadjutor  in  a  Diocese 
at  the  same  time. 

Resolved^  ITie  House  of  Bishops  concurring,  That  Title  I.,  Canon  19, 
§  xii.,  be  amended  so  as  to  resui  as  follows : 

§  xii.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  Bishop  of  a  Diocese  who  is  about  to 
leave,  or  has  left,  his  Diocese,  with  the  intention  of  going  out  of  the

The  Bishop 
Coadjutor  or  Standing  Committee  so  authorized  shall  thereupon  become 
the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  such  Diocese,  to  all  intents  and  purposes, 
until  such  writing  shall  be  revoked, or  the  Bishop  shall  return  within  the 
Diocese :  Provided^  that  nothing  in  this  Canon  shall  be  so  construed  as 
to  prevent  any  Bishop  who  may  have  signed  such  writing  from  exercis- 
ing his  jurisdiction  himself,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  practicable, 
during  his  absence  from  his  Diocese,  or  from  permitting  and  authorizing 
any  other  Bishop  to  perform  Episcopal  offices  for  him. 

liesolved^  The  House  of  Bishops  concurring,  ITiat  Title  I.,  Canon  19^ 
§  xiv.  [1],  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

§  xiv.  [1.]  Any  Bishop,  Bishop  Coadjutor,  or  Missionary  Bishop  may, 
on  the  invitation  of  the  Convention  or  the  Standing  Committee  of  any 
Diocese  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  or  where  the  Bishop  is  for  the  time 
under  a  disability  to  perform  Episcopal  offices  by  reason  of  a  judicial 
sentence,  visit  and  perform  Episcopal  offices  in  that  Diocese,  or  in  any 
part  thereof;  and  this  invitation  may  be  temporary,  and  it  may  at  any 
time  be  revoked. 

Resolved^  The  House  of  Bishops  concurring.  That  Title  I.,  Canon  19, 
§  xiv.  [2],  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

[2.]  A  Diocese  without  a  Bishop,  or  of  which  the  Bishop  is  for  the 
time  under  a  disability  by  reason  of  a  judicial  sentence,  may,  by  its  Con- 
vention, be  placed  under  provisional  charge  and  authority  of  the  Bishop 
or  Bishop  Coa(\jutor  of  another  Diocese,  or  of  a  Missionary  Bishop, 
who  shall  by  that  act  l>e  authorized  to  perform  all  the  duties  and  offices 
of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  so  vacant  or  having  the  Bishop  disabled :

The  House  of  Deputies  informs  the  House  of  Bishops  that  it  concurs 
in  the  resolution  contained  In  Message  No.  9  from  the  House  of  Bishops, 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Resolved,  The  House  of  Bishops  concurring,  That  the  following 
amendment  be  made  to  the  Constitution,  and  that  the  proposed  amend- 
ment be  made  known  to  the  several  Dioceses  in  order  that  it  may  be 
finally  agreed  to  and  ratified  in  the  next  General  Convention,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Article  9  of  the  Constitution : 

Insert  in  place  of  Articles  1,  2,  and  3  of  the  Constitution  the  following : 
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CONSTITUTIONS. 
I. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  General  Convention  of  this  Church,  con- 
sisting of  the  House  of  Bishops  and  the  House  of  Deputies,  which 
Houses  shall  sit  and  deliberate  separately ;  and  in  all  deliberations  free- 
dom of  debate  shall  be  allowed.  Either  House  may  originate  and  pro- 
pose legislation,  but  every  act  of  the  General  Convention  must  be 
adopted  by  both  Houses,  and  be  certified  by  the  signatures  of  the  Pre- 
siding Oflicer  and  of  the  Secretary  of  each  House. 

Sec.  2.  Every  Bishop  of  this  Church,  every  Bishop  Coadjutor,  and 
every  Bishop  whose  resignation  of  jurisdiction  shall  have  been  accepted, 
shall  have  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the  House  of  Bishops.  A  majority  of  all 
Bishops  entitled  to  vote,  exclusive  of  those  who  have  resigned  their 
jurisdiction  and  those  who  are  Bishops  in  foreign  lands,  shall  be  nec- 
essary to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Sec.  3.  The  Senior  Bishop  of  this  Church  in  the  order  of  consecra- 
tion, having  jurisdiction  within  the  United  States,  shall  be  the  Presiding 
Ofiicer  of  the  House  of  Bishops.  He  shall  discharge  such  duties  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  the  Constitutions  and  Canons  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion, or,  for  its  own  needs,  by  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  shall  hold 
ofiice  for  life,  unless  he  resign  or  be  removed  from  that  ofRce  by  a  vote 
of  a  majority  of  the  Bishops  entitled  to  a  vote  in  the  House  of  Bishops. 

Sec.  4.  The  Church  in  each  Diocese  which  shall  have  been  admitted 
to  the  Greneral  Convention  shall  be  entitled  to  be  represented  in  the 
House  of  Deputies  by  not  more  than  four  Presbyters,  canonically  resi- 
dent in  the  Diocese,  and  by  not  more  than  four  laymen,  communicants 
of  this  Church  and  having  domicile  in  the  Diocese.  Each  Diocese  shall 
prescribe  the  manner  in  which  its  Deputies  shall  be  chosen. 

A  majority  of  the  Dioceses  entitled  to  representation  shall  be  repre- 
sented by  Clerical  Deputies,  and  also  a  majority  of  the  Dioceses  so 
entitled  shall  be  represented  by  Lay  Deputies,  to  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business.  The  absence  of  a  majority  of  the  Deputies 
of  either  order  of  any  Diocese  shall  not  invalidate  the  representation  of 
such  Diocese  so  long  as  there  be  present  one  or  more  Deputies  of  either 
order.  If  any  Diocese  be  not  represented,  or  be  represented  in  one  order 
only,  such  Diocese  shall  nevertheless  be  bound  by  the  acts  of  the  General 
Convention. 

On  any  question  the  vote  of  the  majority  of  the  Deputies  present  shall 
suffice,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  these  Constitutions,  or  unless  the 
Clerical  or  Lay  representation  from  any  Diocese  require  that  the  vote  be 
taken  by  orders ;  and  in  all  cases  of  a  vote  by  orders  the  two  orders  shall 
vote  separately,  each  Dioces^e  having  one  vote  for  its  Clerical  and  one 
for  its  Lay  representation,  if  present ;  and  the  concurrence  of  the  votes 
of  tlie  two  orders,  by  not  less  tlian  a  majority  in  each  order  of  all  the 
Dioceses  represented  in  that  order  at  the  time  of  the  vote,  shall  be  nec- 
essary to  constitute  a  vote  of  the  House.  Provided^  however,  that,  if  it 
shall  appear  that  a  constitutional  quorum  of  the  House  has  not  voted, 
the  Presiding  Ofiicer  shall  declare  that  there  has  been  no  vote  of  the 
House;  and  in  such  a  case  the  question  maybe  again  put  to  the  House 
when  a  quorum  shall  be  present. 

Sec.  6.  In  either  House  any  number  less  than  a  quorum  may  adjourn 
from  day  to  day.  Neither  House  during  the  session  of  the  General  Con- 
vention shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than 
three  days,  nor  to  any  place  other  than  that  in  which  the  Convention 
shall  be  sitting. 
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Sec.  6.  One  Clerical  and  one  Lay  Delegate,  chosen  by  each  Mission- 
nry  District  of  this  Church  within  the  limits  of  the  United  States,  or  by 
a  Convocation  of  the  American  Churches  in  Europe,  convened  by  proper 
ecclesiastical  authority,  shall  have  seats  in  the  House  of  Deputies,  subject 
to  all  the  qualifications  and  with  all  the  rights  of  Deputies,  except  the 
right  to  vote. 

Sec.  7.  The  General  Convention  shall  meet  in  every  third  year  on 
the  first  Wednesday  in  October,  unless  a  diftereut  day  be  appointed  by 
the  preceding  Convention,  and  at  such  place  as  shall  have  been  deter- 
mined on  by  the  Convention ;  and  if  there  shall  appear  to  the  Presiding 
Officer  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  sufficient  cause  for  changing  the  place 
00  appointed,  he  may  appoint  another  place  for  such  meeting.  Special 
meetings  may  be  called  in  accordance  with  canonical  provisions  of  the 
Convention.

The  Bishop  of  Western  New  York  presented  a  Lette.r  from  Mr. 
J.  M.  Smith,  who  has  been  obliged  by  infirmity  to  resign  his  seat  as 
a  Deputy  from  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York,  asking  the  privi- 
lege of  presenting  to  the  House  of  Bishops  (so  soon  as  they  shall 
be  disposed  to  name  the  edition  preferred)  a  copy  of  the  Standard,  to 
be  preserved  by  the  Reverend  the  Custodian  of  the  Standard  Bible  ; 
and  for  the  present,  he  asks  permission  to  offer  for  the  acceptance 
of  the  House  of  Bishops  a  copy  of  the  Oxford  reprint  of  the  Bible 
of  1611,  to  be  kept  in  charge  of  the  Custodian,  not  as  a  Standard, 
bat  only  as  an  aid  to  the  study  of  any  questions  that  may  arise  as 
to  original  readings  or  errors  in  the  text  of  American  Bibles  used 
in  the  public  services  of  the  Church. 

On  motion,  the  Bishop  of  Western  New  York  was  authorized  to 
accept  the  proposed  gift  on  behalf  of  the  House,  and  to  place  the 
volume  in  the  hands  of  the  Custodian  of  the  Standard  Bible,  and 
also  to  express  the  thanks  of  the  House  to  the  kind  donor. 

The  Bishop  of  Long  Island  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Bemhed,  That  the  Committee  of  this  House  on  a  Canon  for  the 
Governance  of  Brotherhoods,  Mission  Priests,  and  Sisterhoods,  be 
continued ; 

wfciich  was  adopted. 

Additional  nominations  were  made  of  Presbyters  to  be  nomi- 
nated to  the  House  of  Deputies  for  election  as  Bishop  of  the  new 
Missionary  District  of  Kyoto ;  which,  on  motion,  were  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  the  Nomination  of  Missionary  Bishops.  [Sec

The  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  Minnesota,  from  the  Committee  on 
Domestic  Missions,  presented  the  following  report  see  p.  406]  ; 
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CONSTITUTIONS. 
I. 

Section  1.  There  shall  he  a  General  Convention  of  this  Church,  con- 
sisting of  the  House  of  Bishops  and  the  House  of  Deputies,  which 
Houses  sliall  sit  and  deliberate  separately ;  and  in  all  deliberations  free- 
dom of  debate  shall  be  allowed.

Sec.  2.  Every  Bishop  of  this  Church,  every  Bishop  Coadjutor,  and 
everv  Bishop  whose  resignation  of  jurisdiction  sliall  have  been  accepted, 
shall  have  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the  House  of  Bishops.  A  majority  of  all 
Bishops  entitled  to  vote,  exclusive  of  those  who  have  resigned  their 
jurisdiction  and  those  who  are  Bishops  in  foreign  lands,  shall  be  nec- 
essary to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Sec.  3.  The  Senior  Bishop  of  this  Church  in  the  order  of  consecra- 
tion, having  jurisdiction  within  the  United  States,  shall  be  the  Presiding 
Officer  of  the  House  of  Bishops.  He  shall  discharge  such  duties  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  the  Constitutions  and  Canons  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion, or,  for  its  own  needs,  by  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  shall  hold 
office  for  life,  unless  he  resign  or  be  removed  from  that  office  by  a  vote 
of  a  majority  of  the  Bishops  entitled  to  a  vote  in  the  House  of  Bishops. 

Sec.  4.  The  Church  in  each  Diocese  which  shall  have  been  admitted 
to  the  General  Convention  shall  be  entitled  to  be  represented  in  the 
House  of  Deputies  by  not  more  than  four  Presbyters,  canonically  resi- 
dent in  the  Diocese,  and  by  not  more  than  four  laymen,  communicants 
of  this  Church  and  having  domicile  in  the  Diocese.  Each  Diocese  shall 
prescribe  the  manner  in  which  its  Deputies  shall  be  chosen. 

A  majority  of  the  Dioceses  entitled  to  representation  shall  be  repi'e- 
sented  by  Clerical  Deputies,  and  also  a  majority  of  the  Dioceses  so 
entitled  shall  be  represented  by  Lay  Deputies,  to  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business.  Tlie  absence  of  a  majority  of  the  Deputies 
of  either  order  of  any  Diocese  shall  not  invalidate  theVepresentation  of 
such  Diocese  so  long  as  there  be  present  one  or  more  Deputies  of  either 
order.  If  any  Diocese  be  not  represented,  or  be  represented  in  one  order 
only,  such  Diocese  shall  nevertheless  be  bound  by  the  acts  of  the  General 
Convention. 

On  any  question  the  vote  of  the  majority  of  the  Deputies  present  shall 
suffice,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  these  Constitutions,  or  unless  the 
Clerical  or  Lay  representation  from  any  Diocese  require  that  the  vote  be 
taken  by  orders ;  and  in  all  cases  of  a  vote  by  orders  the  two  orders  shall 
vote  separately,  eaeli  Diocese  having  one  vote  for  its  Clerical  and  one 
for  its  l^ay  representation,  if  present ;  and  the  concurrence  of  the  votes 
of  the  two  orders,  by  not  less  than  a  majority  in  each  order  of  all  the 
Dioceses  represented  in  that  order  at  the  time  of  the  vote,  shall  be  nec- 
essary to  constitute  a  vote  of  the  House.  Provided^  however,  that,  tf  it 
shall  appear  that  a  constitutional  quorum  of  the  Ilouse  has  not  voted, 
tlie  Presiding  Otttoer  shall  declare  that  there  has  been  no  vote  of  the 
House;  and  in  such  a  ease  tlie  (juestion  maybe  again  put  to  the  House 
when  a  quorum  shall  be  present. 

Sec.  5.  In  either  House  any  num])er  less  than  a  quorum  may  adjourn 
from  (lay  to  day.  Neither  House  during  the  session  of  the  General  Con- 
vention shall,  without  the  con*»ent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than 
three  days,  nor  to  any  place  other  than  that  in  which  the  Conyentioii 
shall  be  sitting. 
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Sec.  6.  One  Clerical  and  one  Lay  Delegate,  chosen  by  each  Mission- 
ary District  of  this  Church  within  the  limits  of  the  United  States,  or  by 
a  (Convocation  of  the  American  Churches  in  Europe,  convened  by  proper 
ecclesiastical  authority,  shall  have  seats  in  the  House  of  Deputies,  subject 
to  all  the  qualifications  and  with  all  the  rights  of  Deputies,  except  the 
right  to  vote. 

Sec.  7.  The  General  Convention  shall  meet  in  every  third  year  on 
the  first  Wednesday  in  October,  unless  a  dift'ereut  day  be  appointed  by 
the  preceding  Convention,  and  at  such  place  as  shall  have  been  deter- 
mined on  by  the  Convention ;  and  if  there  shall  appear  to  the  Presiding 
Officer  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  sufficient  cause  for  changing  the  place 
90  appointed,  he  may  appoint  another  place  for  such  meeting.  Special 
meetings  may  be  called  in  accordance  with  canonical  provisions  of  the 
Convention.

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The  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions,  to  which  was  referred  the 
matter  of  a  redistribution  of  lines  of  ^Jlssionary  Districts,  having  care- 
fully considered  the  whole  subject,  begs  leave  to  report  as  follows : 

While  the  Committee  is  fully  impressed  with  the  advantage  of  several 
changes  for  the  purpose  of  greater  facility  of  administration,  yet  owing 
to  certain  special  dimculties  at  present,  the  Committee  recommends  only 
the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved^  That  the  counties  of  El  Paso,  Beeves,  Jeflf  Davis,  Presidio, 
Foley,  Buchel,  and  Pecos,  be  and  are  hereby  taken  from  the  Missionary 
District  of  Western  Texas  and  added  to  the  Missionary  District  of  New

The  Bishop  of  California  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved^  That  the  resolution  contained  in  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Domestic  Missions  be  recommitted  to  the  Committee,  with  instruc- 
tions to  report  to  this  House  a  resolution  looking  toward  the  appoint- 
ment ^f  a  Committee  of  this  House  to  report,  at  the  next  General 
Conveution,  what  readjustments  of  the  boundaries  of  our  Missionary 
Jurisdictions,  if  any,  will  best  further  the  interests  of  the  Missionary 
work  of  the  Church ; 

which  was  not  adopted. 

The  question  being  on  the  resolution  contained  in  the  report  of 
the  Committee,  it  was  adopted.  [Communicated  to  the  House 
of  Deputies  in  Message  No.  57.] 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  New  Hampshire,  the  House  recon- 
sidered its  action  of  yesterday  [see  p.  87]  in  adopting  the  res- 
olution offered,  as  an  amendment  to  pending  resolutions,  by  the 
Bishop  of  The  Platte,  with  reference  to  the  Missionary  District  of 
Alaska. 

The  question  recurring  on  the  amendment  offered  by  the  Bishop 
of  The  Platte,  on  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Quincy,  the  Order  of  the 
Day  was  postponed  until  after  the  consideration  of  the  subject  of 
the  Missionary  District  of  Alaska. 

The  hour  of  noon  having  arrived,  the  House  was  bidden  to 
prayer  for  Missions  by  the  Chairman. 

On  motion,  the  House  took  a  recess. 

The  House  met  after  the  recess.

The  question  recarring  on  the  amendment  offered  by  the  Bishop 
of  The  Platte,  the  yeas  an^  nays  were  ordered.

Coadjutor  of  Virginia,  the  Bishop  of  Indiana  —  twenty-eight. 

The  Bishops  voting  in  the  negative  were :  The  Bishops  of 
Mumesota,  Missouri,  Oregon,  Albany,  Northern  Texas,  Kentucky, 
New  Jersey,  West  Virginia,  Springfield,  Newark,  Montana,  New 
York,  North  Dakota,  Central  Pennsylvania,  the  Bishop  Coadjutor 
of  Minnesota,  the  Bishops  of  Wyoming  and  Idaho,  Delaware, 
New  Mexico  and  Aj*izona,  Ohio,  Michigan,  California,  West 
Missouri,  Greorgia,  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  Springfield,  the  Bishops 
of  Texas,  Spokane,  Southern  Florida,  Oklahoma,  Olympia,  the 
Bishop  Coadjutor  of  Tennessee,  the  Bishops  of  Massachusetts, 
Vermont,  Kansas — thirty-three. 

The  amendment  was  therefore  not  adopted. 

The  question  being  on  the  amendment  offered  by  the  Bishop  of 
Maine  [see  p.  86],  it  was  not  adopted. 

The  question  being  on  the  resolution  contained  in  the  report  of 
the  Committee,  to  wit : 

Resolved^  That  the  House  of  Bishops  proceed  to  nominate  to  the  House 
of  Deputies  a  Presbyter  to  be  elected  a  Bishop  of  this  Church,  to  exer- 
d5»e  Episcopal  functions  in  the  Territory  of  Alaska,  and  to  be  entitled 
the  Missionary  Bishop  of  Alaska ; 

the  yeas  and  nays  were  ordered.

Michigan,  The  Platte,  California,  West  Missouri,  Louisiana,  the 
Bishop  Coadjutor  of  Springfield,  the  Bishops  of  Texas,  Spokane, 
Southern  Florida,  Oklahoma,  Olympia,  I'okyo,  Shanghai,  the  Bishop 
Coadjutor  of  Tennessee,  the  Bishops  of  Massachusetts,  Vermont, 
Indiana,  Kansas  —  forty-nine.

Add  to  Article  5  of  the  Constitution  the  clause  following,  to  wit : 
'ITie  General  Convention  may  accept  a  cession  of  a  part  of  the  tei — 
torial  jurisdiction  of  a  Diocese  when  the  Bishop  and  Convention  of  su^^ 
Diocese  shall  propose  such  cession,  and  three  fourths  of  the  parishes 
the  ceded  territory,  and  also  the  same  proportion  of  the  parishes  wit9^ 
the  remaining  territory,  shall  consent  thereto ; 

which,  on  his  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  AmeocE 
ments  to  the  Constitution.

^he  respective  schools,  and  to  make  rules  and  regulations  and  statutes

The  Board  shall,  from  time  to  time,  appoint  a  Standing  Committee 
from  its  own  number,  to  superintend  and  manajire  all  the  business  and 
concerns  of  the  Seminary  during  the  recess  of  the  Board,  with  all  the 
powers  of  the  Board,  subject  to  such  limitations  as  may,  by  statute  or 
otherwise,  l)e  lawfully  and  rightfully  imposed. 

The  Bishops  who  are  Trustees  shall  be  visitors  of  the  Seminary ;  and 
any  three  of  theni  acting  together  may  at  any  time,  upon  reasonable 
notice  to  the  Faculty  and  to  the  Board  of  Triistees  or  Standing  Com- 
mittee, visit  the  Seminary,  and  shall  see  that  the  course  of  Instruction 
and  Discipline  be  conducted  agreeably  to  the  foregoing  provision ;  and  the 
Bishops  thus  visiting  shall  lay  before  the  Trustees  at  their  next  meeting 
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any  recommeudatious  which  they  may  deem  of  advantage  to  the  Institu- 
tion. The  Trustees  shall  make  report  to  the  General  Convention  of  their 
proceedings  and  of  the  state  of  the  Seminary. 

Besolved^  The  House  of  Bishops  concurring,  That  Article  V.  of  the 
Constitution  be  amended  so  as  to  read : 

V.  Tlie  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  remove  the  Dean,  the 
Professors,  and  other  Officers ;  but  no  such  incumbent  shall  be  remov^ 
from  office  unless  notice  of  an  intended  motion  for  such  removal,  and  the 
grounds  thereof,  shall  have  been  given  to  him.

Your  Joint  Conunission,  to  whom  was  entrusted  the  consideration  of 
the  subject  of  the  Regularity  and  Validity  of  the  Orders  of  the  Church 
of  Sweden,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  given  the  matter  their 
careful  study. 
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1.  They  And  that  there  is  a  very  strong  probability  that  in  the  estal)- 
lished  Church  of  Sweden  a  tactual  ministerial  succession  has  been  con- 
tinued since  the  period  of  the  Lutlieran  Reformation. 

2.  They  also  find  that  since  that  time  the  Swedish  Church  has  not 
retained  the  three  orders  of  tlie  Ministry,  the  Diaconate  as  a  holy  order 
being  entirely  rejected. 

3.  They  further  find,  that  at  the  Swedish  ordinations,  the  laying-on 
of  hands  is  accompanied  by  no  words  denoting  the  conferring' of  any 
gift,  order,  or  office,  nor  by  any  prayer  for  tne  descent  of  the  Holy 
Gliost.  The  only  words  now  used  (and  this  has  been  the  unvarying 
custom  since  167i)  are  the  Lord's  Prayer. 

4.  They  also  And  that  the  same  ceremony  of  laying  on  of  hands  and 
the  same  words  are  used  at  tlie  **  Ordination  to  the  Office  of  Preach- 
ing," at  the  "  Installing  into  the  Office  of  Church  Pastor,"  and  at  the 
*•  Installing  of  a  Bisliop  into  Office." 

5.  They  also  find  that  (wliile  *'  ordination  "  or  "  consecration  "  to  the 
Episcopate  is  sometimes  spolien  of  in  the  canon  law)  in  the  present 
office-books  there  is  no  such  service,  but  only  one  for  ^^  Installing  a 
Bisliop  into  Office,"  which  corresponds  almost  exactly  with  the  form  for 
*' Installing  a  Church  Pastor  into  Office." 

Your  Joint  Commission  could  add  other  facts,  but  they  deem  these 
sufficient  to  warrant  their  proposing  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved^  That,  while  not  giving  any  judgment  with  regard  to  the 
validity  or  otherwise  of  ordination  ministered  by  the  Establi&ed  Church 
of  Sweden,  for  the  reason  that  the  subject  is  now  before  the  I^mbeth 
Conference,  for  the  greater  security  of  our  own  people,  tlie  General 
Convention  judges  it  right  that,  without  first  receiving  the  order  of  Dea- 
con and  afterwards  that  of  Priesthood  with  the  undoubtedly  sufficient 
form  of  words  provided  by  our  own  Prayer  Book,  and  from  a  Bishop  in 
communion  with  this  Church,  no  minister  of  the  Swedish  Church  shall 
be  allowed  to  officiate  in  any  congregation  under  the  ecclesiastical  juris- 
diction of  the  Protestant  E^Mscopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America.

tend  to  affect  the  course  of  preparation. 

2.  If  counselled  to  persevere  in  his  intention,  such  person  shall  then, 
with  letter  of  approval  and  introduction  from  such  Presbyter,  present 
himself  personally  to  the  Bishop,  and  state  to  him  in  writing — 

Pending  action  upon  this  motion,  it  was  voted  that  the  House 
do  now  adjourn.

The  Committee  on  Canons,  to  which  was  referred  the  resolution  of- 
fered by  the  Bishop  of  Western  New  York  proposing  an  amendment  ol 
Title  11.,  Canon  13,  §  ii.  [p.  120  of  the  Digest],  by  the  omission  of  these 
words,  to  wit :  "  but  this  Canon  shall  not  be  held  to  apply  to  the  inno- 
cent party  in  a  divorce  for  the  cause  of  adultery  or  to  parties  once 
divorced  seeking  to  be  united  again,"  respectfully  report  that  they  have 
considered  the  matter  referred  to  them  and  recommend  the  adoption  of 
the  followingresolution,  to  wit : 

Resolved^  That,  in  the  judgment  of  this  House,  it  would  be  premature 
to  recommend  the  action  amending  Title  11.,  Canon  13,  §  ii  .,  proposed  in 
the  resolution  referred  to  them,  inasmuch  as  the  whole  subject  will  be 
before  both  Houses  of  this  Convention  in  the  report  of  the  Joint  Com- 
mission on  Constitutional  Revision.

The  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  respectfully  reports  that  it  has 
had  before  it  the  Memorial  from  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  pray- 
ing the  General  Convention  to  accept  a  portion  of  its  territory  to  be 
formed  into  a  Missionary  District,  and  does  not  approve  of  the  request 
made  in  said  Memorial  for  the  following  reasons,  viz. : 

1.  No  statement  from  the  Diocese  has  been  laid  before  the  Com- 
mittee binding  the  Diocese  in  any  way  to  turn  over  the  property  which 
the  delegates  think  the  Diocese  will  agree  to  turn  over. 

2.  There  is  no  pledge  given  by  the  parishes  lying  in  the  proposed 
Missionary  District  that  they  will  continue  to  pay  toward  the  8upi)ort  of 
the  Missionary  Bishop  the  money  now  contributed  toward  the  support 
of  the  Bishop  of  North  Carolina. 

3.  Your  Committee  believes  the  territory  can  be  administered  for 
the  next  three  years  without  serious  loss  to  the  Church.

The  Committee  on  Despatch  of  Business,  to  which  was  referred  the 
Report  of  the  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business,  beg  leave  to  report 
that  they  have  conferred  with  members  of  the  several  Commissions 
nam^  in  the  said  report,  and  find  that  the  Commission  on  Moravian 
Orders  and  the  Committee  on  a  Canon  for  the  Governance  of  Brother- 
hoods, Mission  Priests,  and  Sisterhoods  have  at  this  writing  pre- 
sented their  reports.  They  have  called  the  attention  of  the  following 
named  Conmiittees  to  the  fact  that  they  have  not  reported  to  this  Conven- 
tioQ,  viz. : 

(1)  The  Commission  on  the  Revision  of  the  Course  of  Theological 
Stiidy. 

(2)  The  Committee  to  confer  with  the  English  Church  as  to  a  Board 
ol  Reference  on  Foreign  Missions  of  the  Anglican  Communion. 

(3)  The  Conunittee  on  the  Subject  of  a  Prayer  Book  in  the  German 
Language. 

(4)  Thp  Commission  on  Ecclesiastical  Vestments. 

They  \u»^e  further  considered  the  matters  referred  to  them  as  not  yet 
reportwi  upon  to  this  House  by  the  various  Committees  to  which  they 
were  relegated.

CANON    35. 

OF  MARRIAGE  AND  DIVORCE. 

S  i.  No  Minister  of  this  Church  shall  solemnize  the  marriage  of  any 
person  who  has  a  divorced  husband  or  wife  still  living;  but  this  prohi- 
bition shall  not  be  held  to  apply  to  the  innocent  party  m  a  divorce  which 
the  Court  shall  have  granted  for  the  cause  of  adultery,  or  to  parties  once 
divorced  from  each  other  seeking  to  be  united  again. 

J  ii.  If  any  Minister  of  this  Church  know  or  have  reasonable  cause 
to  believe  that  a  person  has  been  married  otherwise  than  as  the  disci- 
pline of  this  Church  doth  allow,  he  shall  not  minister  Holy  Baptism  or 
the  Holy  Communion  to  such  person  without  the  written  consent  of  the 
Bighop  of  the  Diocese.  Provided^  however,  that  no  Minister  shall,  in 
any  case,  refuse  the  Sacraments  to  a  penitent  person  in  imminent  danger 
of  death. 

On  motion  of  tlie  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  Minnesota,  action  on  the 
proposed  Canon  35  was  postponed.     [See  next  page.] 

On  motion,  the  House  proceeded  to  receive  nominations  of  a 
Presbyter  to  be  nominated  to  the  House  of  Deputies  for  election  as 
Bishop  of  the  Missionary  District  of  Alaska. 

The  roll  of  the  Bishops  was  called  ;  and,  nominations  having  been 
received,  they  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Nomination  of 
Missionary  Bishops.

Besolved^  Tliat  the  House  of  Bishops  hereby  constitutes  that  portion 
of  the  State  of  Minnesot4i  lying  north  of  the  south  lines  of  the  counties 
of  Big  Stone,  Stevens,  Pope,  Stearns,  Benton,  Mille  Lacs,  Kanabec, 
and  Pine,  a  Missionary  District  of  this  Church  to  be  known  by  the  name 
of  the  Missionary  District  of  Duluth. 

Hesolved,  Tliat  the  SecreUiry  be  instructed  to  communicate  to  the 
House  of  Deputies  information  of  this  action. 
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Resolved,  That  the  House  proceed  to  the  nomination  of  a  Bishop  for 
the  said  Missionary  District. 

[See  p.  151.] 

The  hour  of  noon  having  arrived,  the  House  was  bidden  by  the 
Chairman  to  prayer  for  Missions. 

The  House  took  a  recess  that  its  members  might  meet  with  the 
members  of  the  House  of  Deputies  in  Gethsemane  Church,  to 
receive  the  reports  of  the  Committee  on  Christian  Education  and 
the  report  of  the  Church  University  Board  of  Regents. 

The  House  met  after  the  recess. 

The  Bishop  of  Delaware,  from  the  Committee  on  the  General 
Theological  Seminary,  presented  the  following  report : 

Report  No.  1. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  General  Theological  Seminary  would 
respectfully  report  that  they  have  had  under  review  sundry  documents 
describing  the  history  of  this  institution  during  the  last  three  years, 
which  they  have  read  with  much  interest  and  satisfaction. 

The  value  of  the  real  estate  belonging  to  the  Seminary,  as  reported 
in  Jane  last,  was  nearly  $637,000.  And  this  does  not  include  the  sixty- 
four  valuable  lots  comprising  what  is  known  jis  the  Seminary  Block,  nor 
the  costly  buildings  erected  thereon,  and  the  library,  worth  to^iay  in 
themselves  not  less  than  $1,350,000.  Tlie  value  of  other  buildings, 
bonds,  and  mortgages  is,  in  round  numbers,  $854,000;  making  a  total 
valuation  of  not  less  than  $2,750,000. 

Since  the  last  General  Convention,  a  number  of  important  changes 
have  been  made  in  th^  course  of  study,  with  a  view  to  its  enlargcniont 
and  improvement.  A  new  Chair,  that  of  Moral  Theology  and  Christian 
Philosophy,  has  heen  constituted;  the  tirst.  it  is  believed,  in  this  depart- 
m»*nt  established  in  anv  of  our  Divinitv  Schools. 

'Vhe  Department  of  Biblical  Learning  has  been  divided  by  assigning 
the  Literature  and  Interpretation  of  the  New  Testament  to  tlie  Professor 
of  Biblical  learning,  with  a  change  in  his  title,  and  by  the  establishment 
of  a  new  Professorship  dealin;^  with  the  Old  Testament.  There  has  alsa 
been  added  to  the  Faculty  an  Adjunct  Professor  of  Pastoral  Theology. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  ^rrustees  are  on  the  alert  in  providing 
such  additional  teaching  power  as  the  needs  of  the  Church  and  of  the 
Jl^rowing  numbers  in  the  Seminary  seem  to  demand. 

Professors  Buel  and  Eija:inbrodt  have  died  during  the  last  year.  The 
name  of  the  latter  must  always  be  cherished  witli  especial  gratitude, 
liecause  of  the  really  muniflcent  legacy  which  he  left  to  the  Seminary. 

The  number  of  students  during  the  past  three  vears  has  been  as  fol- 
lows: In  1892-3, 131 ;  in  1893-4, 145:  in  1894-5, 138.*  At  present  there  are 
150  on  the  ground.  Large  as  these  numbers  are,  they  would  have  been  still 
larger  if  there  had  been  room  for  more.  There  is  urgent  need  of  in- 
creased accommodations,  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  Church  will 
not  much  longer  delay  providing  the  necessary  means  for  this  worthy 
object.  .Several  new  buildings  Imve  b<»en  erected  as  residences  for  Pro- 
fessors. We  hope  we  may  hear  before  the  next  (General  Convention  of  the 
much-needed  Refectory,  with  Gymnasium.  For  however  so  large  the 
assets  of  the  Seminary  are,  the  reduced  rates  of  interest,  and  the  increased 
incidentjil  ex|>enses  of  the  Institution,  leave  no  balance  of  income  to  be 
applied  to  anything  new.    Additional  sums  are  much  wanted  for  new 
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Scholarships  and  for  the  endowment  of  the  Library.  Gifts  and  legacies 
to  the  handsome  amount  of  one  hundred  and  seventy  thousand  dollars 
have  been  received  during  the  past  three  years. 

In  view  of  all  these  facts,  and  of  others  that  might  well  be  mentioned, 
your  Committee  feel  that  they  may  rightly  congratulate  the  Dean  (to 
whom  more  is  due  tlian  can  be  here  expressed),  and  all  who  are  inmie- 
diately  concerned  in  its  management,  upon  the  present  and  prospective 
condition  of  an  institution  in  which  the  Church  at  large  must  ever  feel 
an  especial  interest. 

Your  Committee  would  recommend  the  adoption  by  this  House  of  the 
amendments  proposed  to  this  Convention  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Sem- 
inary, with  a  slight  modification  in  the  language  of  the  Proviso  in  Arti- 
cle V. 

There  has  been  referred  to  this  Committee  a  conmiunication  to  which 
we  refer  in  the  resolutions  appended  to  this  report. 

We  would  offer  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved^  That  this  House  express  the  grateful  satisfaction  with 
which  it  has  heard  of  the  continued  and  increasing  prosperity  of  the 
General  Theological  Seminary. 

Besolved^  That  tlie  House  of  Bishops  concur  with  the  House  of 
Deputies  in  adopting  the  amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Sem- 
inary, which  have  been  already  adopted  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Seminary, 
except  in  so  far  as  concerns  the  Proviso  attached  to  Article  V.,  which 
this  House  would  have  to  read  as  follows,  viz. : 

"  Provided^  however,  that  when  directed  by  the  Standing  Committee, 
the  Secretary  of  the  Board  shall  give  notice  to  every  member  thereof, 
that  nominations  to  fill  a  vacancy  In  the  Professorships  will  be  receivwi 
by  him  at  any  time,"  etc. 

Besolved,  That  the  attention  of  the  members  of  this  House  be  respect 
fully  invited  to  the  communication  from  the  Conference  of  Seminaries 
on  the  subject  of  Canonical  Examinations.     [See  p.  19.]

the  south,  and  has  propoi*ed  to  transfer  to  the  General  Convention  the 
counties  of  Alleghenv,  Wilkes,  Alexander,  Catawba,  Lincoln,  and  Gas- 
ton, together  with  all  territory  of  the  present  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 
lying  to  the  westward  of  said  last  named  counties,  in  order  that  the  same 
may  be  erected  into  a  Missionary  Jurisdiction ;  and 

Whereas,  Tliis  House  is  sufficiently  advised  of  the  consent  of  the 
parishes  lying  on  either  side  of  the  line  to  the  proposed  cession  of  said  ter- 
ritorv  for  the  purpose  aforesaid ;  and 

W  HERE  AS,  Doubts  are  entertained  by  many  of  the  power  under  our 
Constitution  permanently  to  alter  the  territorial  exteot  of  a  Diocese  in 
this  form,  yet  impressed* with  the  great  necessities  of  the  Church  in  that 
Diocese,  and  of  the  justice  of  her  claims  to  prompt  relief,  and  following 
repeated  precedents  in  like  cases ;  therefore 

Be^olved^  The  House  of  Deputies  concurring,  Tliat  the  (General  Con- 
vention hereby  signifies  its  consent  and  agreement  to  the  limitation  of  the 
iurisdiction  of  the  Bishop  and  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Caro- 
lina within  the  limits  above  indicated  until  such  constitutional  amend- 
ment and  legislation  thereunder  can  be  secured  as  are  necessary  to 
remove  the  doubts  aforesaid,  and  that  in  the  meantime  the  territory  west 
of  the  limits  aforesaid  and  within  the  State  of  North  Carolina  be  held 
and  treated  as  missionary  territory  and  subject  to  missionary  jurisdiction;

The  Bishop  of  Maine  moved,  as  an  amendment,  to  add  the 
words  "The  evidence  of  adultery  must  be  found  in  the  records 
of  the  Court  "  ;  which  was  adopted. 

The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  offered 
by  the  Bishop  of  Quincy,  it  was  adopted. 

The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  Section  I.,  as  amended^ 
it  was  adopted.

Said 
Council  shall  be  competent  to  consider  the  missionary  work  of  the 
Church,  to  make  such  recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Managers  as  it 
may  deem  expedient,  and  to  increase  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Board 
of  Missions.  It  shall  be  competent  for  the  Bishop  of  a  Diocese  or  Mis- 
sionary Jurisdiction  to  fill  vacancies  in  the  representation  of  his  Diocese 
or  Jurisdiction  occurring  by  removal,  resignation,  or  death,  betweou  the 
sessions  of  the  Convention,  Council,  or  Convocation  of  liis  Diocese  or 
Missionary  Jurisdiction. 

There  shall  also  be  appointed  in  like  manner  a  Board  of  Managers,  to 
be  selected  from  the  Missionary  Council,  comi)rising  the  Presiding 
Bishop  as  President,  and  fifteen  other  bishops,  tifteen  presbyters,  and 
fifteen  laymen,  who  shall  have  the  management  of  the  general  missions 
of  this  Church,  and  when  the  Board  of  Missions  is  not  m  session,  shall 
exercise  all  the  corporate  powers  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Mission- 
ary Society;  they  shall  remain  in  office  until  their  successors  are  chosen, 
and  they  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  their 
number. 

All  other  Bishops  of  this  Church,  together  with  the  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  and  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Board,  and  have 
all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  elected  members  except  the  right  to 
vote. 

Whenever  demanded  by  one-fifth  of  the  members  present,  a  majority 
of  two-thirds  of  the  members  voting  shall  be  necessary  to  any  act  of  the 
Board.  In  all  annual  appropriations,  and  in  entering  upon  or  abau- 
doniug  any  missionary  field,  as  also  in  changing  the  by-laws,  a  majority 
must  ne  present.  P'or  all  other  business,  the  Board  may,  by  a  ]>y-law, 
determine  the  quorum. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  make  a  full  and  complete  triennial 
report  to  the  General  Convention,  constituted  as  the  Bojird  of  Missions, 
on  or  before  the  third  day  of  the  session  of  the  General  Convention,  and 
a  .similar  report  to  the  Missionary  Council  at  its  annual  meetings,  com- 
prising such  an  outline  of  the  missionary  work  i)rosecuted  during  the 
preceding  year  as  may  serve  to  give  a  comprehensive  view  of  the 
progress,  prospects,  and  present  condition  of  the  work  of  the  Society  in 
the  several  parts  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  fields.

Resolved^  The  House  of  Deputies  concurring,  That  Title  L,  Canon  19, 
§  vii.  [1]  (page  67  of  the  Digest),  be  amended  by  the  insertion  of  » 
"  Form  of  Certificate  of  the  Election  of  a  Foreign  Missionary  Bishop  " 
in  place  of  that  adopted  by  the  Grcneral  Convention  of  1844,  and  still,  for 
want  of  other  provision,  in  force ;  so  that  the  Canon,  as  amended,  shall 
read: 

The  House  of  Deputies  may,  from  time  to  time,  on  nomination  by  the 
House  of  Bishops,  elect  a  suitiible  person  or  persons  to  be  a  Bishop  or 
Bishops  of  this  Church,  to  exercise  Episcopal  functions  in  any  Mission^ 
ary  station  or  stations  of  this  Church  out  of  the  territory  of  the  United 
States,  which  the  House  of  Bishops,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  House 
of  Deputies,  may  have  desipiated.  The  evidence  of  such  election  shall 
be  a  certificate  to  be  subscribed  by  a  constitutional  majority  of  said  House 
of  Deputies  expressing  their  assent  to  the  said  nomination,  which  certi- 
ficate shall  be  in  the  following  form : 

We  whose  names  are  underwritten,  fully  sensible  how  important  it  is 
that  the  sacred  oftice  of  a  Bishop  should  not  be  unworthily  conferred, 
and  finnly  persuaded  that  it  is  our  duty  to  boar  testimony  on  this  solemn 
occasion  without  partiality  or  aflTection,  do,  in  the  presence  of  Almighty 
God,  testify  that  the  Reverend  A.  B.,  nominated  by  the  House  of  Bishops 
to  the  House  of  Deputies  for  election  to  the  Bishopric  of  the  Missionary 
District  of  ,  as  a  suitable  i)erson  to  be  elected  a  Bishop  of  thi^ 

Church  in  foreign  lands,  has  been  duly  and  canonically  elected  by  the 
House  of  Deputies  a  Bishop  as  aforesaid  on  this  day  of  A.D.     . 

And  we  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  members  of  the  House 
of  Deputies,  do  hereby  testify  that  the  said  Reverend  A.  B.,  Missionary 
Bishop-elect  of  ,  is  not,  so  far  as  we  are  informed,  justly 

liable  to  evil  report  either  for  error  in  religion  or  for  viciousnesa  of  life ; 
and  that  w^e  do  not  know  or  believe  that  there  is  any  impediment  on 
account  of  which  he  ought  not  to  be  consecrated  to  that  Holy  Oflice. 
We  do,  therefore,  hereby  severally  signify  our  assent  to  the  said  nomi- 
nation and  election,  humbly  tnisti ng  that  the  consecration  of  the  said 
Bisboi)-elect  will  conduce  to  the  edification  and  enlargement  of  the 
Church  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

Done  at  in  General  Convention  of  the  Church  in  the 

United  States,  on  this  day  of  A.D. 
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This  certificate  shall  be  produced  to  the  House  of  Bishops ;  and  if  the 
House  of  Bishops  shall  consent  to  the  consecration,  they  may  take  order 
for  that  purpose.

The  Bishop  of  Delaware  offered  the  following  amendment  to 
Section  H.  as  amended,  to  wit : 

To  add  the  words  "  Provided,  however,  that  no  minister  shall  in  any 
case  refuse  the  Sacraments  to  a  penitent  person  in  imminent  danger  of 
death"  ; 

which  was  not  adopted. 

The  question  being  on  Section  II.  as  amended,  the  Bishop  of 
Quincy  offered  the  following  amendment,  to  wit :

which  was  adopted. 

The  question  recurring  on  Section  11.  as  amended,  it  was 
adopted. 

The  question  being  on  the  Canon  as  amended,  to  wit : 

OF  MARRIAGE   AND   DIVORCE. 

Section  1.  Xo  Minister  of  this  Church  shall  solemnire  the  marriage 
of  any  person  who  has  a  divorced  husband  or  wife  still  living;  but  this 
prohibition  shall  not  be  held  to  apply  to  the  innocent  party  in  a  divorce 
for  the  cau>»e  of  adultery,  or  to  parties  once  divorced  from  each  other 
seeking  to  be  united  again.  The  evidence  of  adultery  must  be  found  in 
the  records  of  the  court. 
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Sec.  2.  lu  all  ca^es  of  doubt  as  to  the  facts,  or  i^s  to  pastoral  duties 
arising  under  this  Cauon,  godly  couucil  of  the  Bishop  shall  be  sought 
and  followed;

The  Bishop  of  Massachusetts  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Be^olved^  That  Title  II.,  Canon  13,  Of  Marriage  and  Divorce  (p.  120 
of  the  Digest),  be  amended  by  omittinj]:  §  i.,  and  changing  the  numl>er8 
of  the  following  sections,  and  by  omitting  the  words  '*AVord  of  God 
and '"  in  §  iii. ; 

which,  on  his  motion,  was  referi'ed  to  the  Committee  on  Canons. 
[See  p.  138.] 

The  Bishop  of  Chicago,  from  the  Committee  on  Canons,  pre- 
sented the  following  report  [see  p.  131]  ;

Rpsolved^  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  House  it  is  not  competent  for 
any  minister  of  this  Churcli  to  celebrate  the  marriage  of  a  divorced  per- 
son without  such  inquiry  as  shall  sufficiently  conform  to  the  require- 
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meuts  of  tlie  ('anon  of  Marriage  and  Divorce,  and  sufflciently  protect 
the  rights  of  all  parties  concerned  in  the  case ;  and  that  marriages  cele- 
brated without  these  safeguards  merit  the  explicit  reprobation  of  this 
House ; 

which  was  adopted. 

On  motion,  it  was  voted  that  the  House  do  now  adjourn. 

The  Bishop  of  Missouri  pronounced  the  Benediction,  and  the 
House  adjourned. 


SIXTEENTH   DAY. 

Monday,  October  21,  1895.

The  Chaiiman  announced  the  appointment  of  the  Bishop  of 
Western  Michigan,  the  Bishop  of  Western  Missouri,  and  the 
Bishop  of  North  Carolina,  to  act  with  the  Bishop  of  Newark  on 
the  Committee  on  the  Consecration  of  Bishops,  other  members  of 
the  Committee  being  absent. 

The  Bishop  of  Albany,  from  the  Joint  Commission  on  the 
Hjrmnal,  presented  the  following  report : 

The  Commission  on  the  Hymnal,  in  conformity  with  the  instructions 
contained  in  the  concurrent  resolution  under  which  it  was  empowered, 
has  superintended  the  publication  of  the  Hymnal  and  secured  the  royalty 
upon  it. 

The  completed  work  of  the  Commission  has  been  in  the  hands  of  the 
Church  for  three  years,  to  the  enrichment,  as  we  believe  it  will  be  gen- 
erally conceded,  of  her  services.  Retaining  the  best  hymns  of  the  old 
collection,  together  with  a  number  of  those  that  were  specially  endeared 
to  many  persons  by  their  associations,  it  has  brought  into  use  new 
material,  the  beauty  and  wide  adaptability  of  which  are  more  and  more 
being  recognized ;  it  has  provided  an  arrangement  not  only  under  the 
several  he:idings  but  within  them,  that  is  natural  and  consistent ;  it  has 
pouped  the  hymn^,  whenever  pos«»iblp,  according  to  subjects,  and  it  has 
improved  much  of  the  old  material  by  better  and  truer  readings. 

Without  expressing  any  judgment  or  desiring  to  do  so,  the  Commis- 
sion conceive  that  it  would  not  he  altogether  true  to  its  duty  if  it  did  not 
c-all  attention  to  the  fact  that  one  musical  edition  of  the  Hymnal  has 
departed  from  the  report  of  the  Commission  as  ado]>ted,  in  the  matter  of 
the  omission  of  some  of  the  headings  and  of  the  lists  of  references  by 
first  lines. 

Of  the  resolutions  referred  to  it  by  the  Convention  of  1892,  the  Com- 
miasion  reports,  in  one  case,  that  it  deems  it  advisable  to  adhere  to  its 
a5$e  of  the  twofold  form  of  the  human  name  of  our  Blessed  Lord,  on  the 
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Ou  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Chicago,  the  resolution  contained 
in  Message  No.  74  from  the  House  of  Deputies,  was  refeiTed  to 
the  Committee  on  Canons.     [See  p.  ir>0.]

The  Bishop  of  Western  New  York,  from  the  Committee  of  Con- 
ference on  the  non-concurrent  action  of  the  two  Houses  in  reganl 
to  proposed  amendments  to  Articles  1,2,  and  3  of  the  Constitu- 
tion, presented  the  following  report  [see  p.  133]  : 
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The  Committee  of  Conference  on  the  disagreements  of  the  two  Houses 
of  this  Convention,  respecting  the  amendments  to  Articles  1,  2,  and  3  of 
the  Constitution,  as  communicated  in  Messages  37  and  74  of  the  House 
of  Bishops,  unanimously  report,  as  the  result  of  their  conference,  a 
recommend!ation  that  the  following  resolution  be  adopted  by  both 
Houses : 

Resolved^  That  the  following  amendment  be  made  to  the  Constitution, 
and  that  the  proposed  amendment  be  made  known  to  the  several  Dio- 
ceses, in  order  that  it  may  be  finally  agreed  to  and  ratified  in  the  next 
General  Convention,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article  9  of 
the  Constitution : 

Insert  in  place  of  Articles  1,  2,  and  3  of  the  Constitution  the  following : 

CONSTITUTIONS. 
I. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  General  Convention  of  this  Church, 
consisting  of  the  House  of  Bishops  and  the  House  of  Deputies,  which 
Hooses  shall  sit  and  deliberate  separately;  and  in  all  deliberations 
freedom  of  debate  shall  be  allowed.  Either  House  may  originate  and 
propose  legislation,  but  every  act  of  the  General  Convention  must  be 
adopted  bv  both  Houses,  and  be  certified  by  the  signatures  of  the  Pre- 
siding Officer  and  of  the  Secretary  of  each  House. 

Sec.  2.  Every  Bishop  of  this  Church  having  jurisdiction,  every  Bishop 
Coadjutor,  and  every  Bishop  whose  resignation  of  jurisdiction  shall  have 
been  accepted,  shall  have  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the  House  of  Bishops.  A 
majority  of  all  Bishops  entitled  to  vote,  exclusive  of  those  who  have  re- 
signed their  jurisdictions  and  those  who  are  Bishops  in  foreign  lands, 
shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Sec.  3.  The  Senior  Bishop  of  this  Church  in  the  order  of  consecra- 
tion, having  jurisdiction  within  the  United  States,  shall  be  the  Presiding 
Officer  of  the  House  of  Bishops.  He  shall  discharge  such  duties  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  the  Constitutions  and  Canons  of  the  General  Convention, 
or,  for  its  own  needs,  by  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  shall  hold  offlce  for 
life,  unless  he  resign  or  be  relieved  from  that  office  by  a  vote  of  a  major- 
ity of  the  Bishops  entitled  to  a  vote  in  the  House  of  Bishops. 

Sec.  4.  The  Church  in  each  Diocese  which  shall  have  been  admitted 
to  the  General  Convention  shall  be  entitled  to  be  represented  in  the  House 
of  Deputies  by  not  more  than  four  Presbyters,  canouically  resident  in 
the  Diocese,  and  not  more  than  four  Laymen,  communicants  of  this 
Church  and  having  domicile  in  the  Diocese.  Each  Diocese  shall  pre- 
scribe the  manner  in  which  its  Deputies  shall  be  chosen. 

A  majority  of  the  Dioceses  entitled  to  representation  shall  be  repre- 
sented by  Clerical  Deputies,  and  also  a  majority  of  the  Dioceses  so 
entitled  shall  be  represented  by  Lay  Deputies,  to  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business,  'fhe  absence  of  a  majority  of  the  Deputies 
of  either  order  of  any  Diocese  shall  not  invalidate  the  representation  of 
such  Diocese,  so  long  as  there  be  present  one  or  more  Deputies  of  either 
order.  If  any  Diocese  be  not  represented,  or  be  represented  in  one  order 
only,  such  Diocese  shall  nevertheless  be  bound  by  the  acts  of  the  General 
Convention. 

On  any  question  the  vote  of  the  majority  of  the  Deputies  present  shall 
suffice,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the^sie  Constitutions,  or  unless  the 
Clerical  or  Lay  representation  from  any  Diocese  require  that  the  vote  be 
taken  by  orders ;  and  in  all  cases  of  a  vote  by  orders,  the  two  orders  shall 
vote  separately,  each  Diocese  having  one  vote  for  its  Clerical  and  one  for 
yu  Lay  representation,  if  present ;  and  the  concurrence  of  the  votes  of 
the  two  orders,  by  not  less  than  a  majority  in  each  order  of  all  the  Dio- 
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Closes  ropreseuted  in  that  order  at  the  time  of  the  vote,  shall  be  necessary 
to  eoustitiite  a  vote  of  the  House :  Frovided,  however,  that  if  it  shall  ap- 
l>ear  that  a  oonst  itutionai  quorum  of  the  House  has  not  voted,  the  Presid- 
ing Otticer  shall  declare  that  tliere  has  been  no  vote  of  the  House ;  and 
in  such  a  case  the  question  may  be  again  put  to  the  House  when  a 
quorum  shall  be  present,  at  any  time  before  the  final  adjournment  of  the 
C-ouventiou  then  in  session. 

8kc.  6.  In  either  House  any  number  less  than  a  quorum  may  adjourn 
from  day  to  day.  Neither  House  during  the  session  of  the  General  Con- 
vention shall  adjourn  without  the  conseut  of  the  other  for  more  than 
three  days,  nor  to  any  place  other  than  that  in  which  the  Convention 
shall  be  sitting. 

StX'.  6.  One  Clerical  and  one  Lay  Delegate  chosen  by  each  Mission- 
ary District  of  this  Church,  or  by  a  Convocation  of  the  American 
Churches  in  foreign  lands,  convened  by  proper  ecclesiastical  authority, 
shall  have  seats  in  the  House  of  Deputies,  subject  to  ^11  the  qualifications 
and  with  all  the  rights  of  Deputies  except  the  right  to  vote. 

Sec.  7.  The  General  Convention  shall  meet  in  every  third  year  on 
the  first  Wednesday  in  October,  unless  a  different  day  be  appointed  by 
the  preceiling  Convention,  and  at  such  place  as  shall  have  been  deter- 
mined on  by  the  Convention ;  and  if  there  shall  appear  to  the  l^residing 
OtHi*er  of  the  House  of  Bishops  sutticient  cause  for  changing  the  place 
so  appointed,  he  may  appoint  another  place  for  such  meeting.  Special 
meetings  may  be  called  in  accordance  with  canonical  provisions  of  the 
Convention.

Your  iVmmissitMi  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  agitation  of  the  questions 
ct^nmvltHi  with  i^hristiau  I'niiy  has  done  untold  good  in  attracting  the 
thought  of  the  agt»  to  the  evil  auti  the  sin  of  schism,  and  in  arousing 
dismission  iHUuvrning  melhi>«ls  to  put  an  end  to  strife  and  division 
amongst  men  who  pn^fess  to  follow  the  IVuu***  of  IVace,  Who  hath 
taught  us  that  the  i^hur\*h  is  His  one  BtHly. 

Your  iNmmiission  d»H*s  not  d*vm  it  innvs^aij  that  it  should  repeat  at 
thl'i  lime  what  ha'»  alrwidy  Nvn  done  in  calling  men  everywhere  to  return 
to  ilxe  primitive  Faith  and  Or\ler  i^f  the  C1um*h,  as  exhibited  in  the  age 
when  thert*  wa^  no  visible  divi<io!\,  when  there  was  one  Faith,  and  sun- 
stautial  unity  in  her  roliiy  every  when*. 

Your  iVMumi^lon  dtH*s  not  tbvm  it  ntHvssary  to  ask  for  any  enlarge- 
wont  o(  lis  iHu>ers,     li  thinks  it  In^t  to  ivnteni  its*»lf  with  a  x^assertion 
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of  the  fact  that  the  existence  of  this  Commission  is  a  continuing  decla- 
ration that  the  way  is  open,  and  will  be  kept  unimpeded,  for  conference 
with  any  and  all  who  seek  with  us  the  healing  of  the  wounds  of  the 
Body  of  Christ,  and  desire  brotherly  conference  with  a  view  to  the  study 
of  the  conditions  that  will  bring  peace  and  unity. 

If  we  have  the  unique  position  agi^igned  to  us  by  De  Maistre,  then  our 
Afspunsibilities  and  duties  are  commensurate  with  our  faculties. 

Our  task  is  difticult  and  fraught  with  perils.  But  God  has  made  this 
Church  His  instrument  for  movmg  the  mind  and  heart  of  Christendom ; 
we  believe  tliat  by  His  Blessed  Spirit,  this  Church  may  be  made  His 
ajD'ncy  for  vitalizing  witli  catholicity,  and  bringing  into  organic  unity, 
all  our  fellow-Cliristians  wlio  love  tlie  Lord  Jesus  Christ  in  sincerity  and 
are  willing  to  studv  and  to  follow  His  precepts. 

Your  Commission  ott'er  the  following  resolutions,  and  ask  their 
adoption :

The  Committee  on  Memorials  and  Petitions  have  had  before  them 
since  their  former  report : 

1.  A  paper  signed  by  a  communicant  of  the  Church,  describing  and 
commending  the  methods  and  work  of  the  Society  of  Christian  Endeavor, 
and  aslciug  for  some  recognition  of  it  by  this  Convention.  Witii  respect 
to  this,  we  would  say  that  while  acknowledging  that  much  good  may  l>e 
Accomplished  by  such  an  organization,  and  that  membersliip  in  it,  or 
co-operation  with  it  by  individuals,  may  not  be  inconsistent  with  a  loyal 
Adherence  to  the  Church,  we  are  not  prepared  to  recommend  a  formal 
recognition  by  the  Church  of  a  Society  over  which  it  can  exercise  no 
control. 

2.  A  suggestion  of  a  Canon  on  Marriage  by  a  Presbyter  of  the 
Diocese  of  Maryland,  the  suggestion  being  that  the  marriage  of  Church 
people  should  in  all  cases  be  performed  by  clergy  of  the  Church.  The 
Committee  would  recommend  that  this  be  referred,  in  connection  with 
the  Canon  on  Marriage  and  Divorce,  to  the  Commission  on  Kevision  of 
Constitutions  and  Canons. 

3.  A  letter  addressed  to  an  individual  member  of  this  House,  together 
with  several  printed  documents  referring  to  the  Chinese  Exclusion  Act, 
Askinij  that  our  Church  at  this  most  important  Convention  will  record 
itself  in  no  uncertain  way  upon  this  question  of  the  treatment  of  at  least 
one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  Cliinese  in  this  land,  etc. 

4.  A  resolution  recently  passed  in  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of 
Western  New  York,  with  a  resolution  proposed  for  adoption  by  this  Con- 
vention, proposing  a  tribute  to  the  memory  of  General  Washington  on 
the  hundredth  auniversarv  of  his  death.

No  alteration  or  addition  shall  be  made 
in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  or  other  Offices  of  the  Church,  or  the 
Articles  of  Religion,  unless  the  same  shall  be  first  proposed  in  one  Gen- 
eral Convention,  by  the  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of 
Bishops  entitled  to  seats  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  by  the  vote  of  a 
majority  of  all  the  Dioceses  entitled  to  representation  in  the  House  of 
Deputies,  and  by  a  resolve  of  the  General  Convention  made  known  to  the 
Convention  of  every  Diocese,  and  adopted  at  the  subsequent  General 
Convention  in  the  same  manner  in  which  it  was  proposed ;  Provided^  how- 
ever, that  the  General  Convention  shall  have  power  from  time  to  time 
to  amend  the  Lectionary ;  but  no  act  for  this  purpose  shall  be  valid, 
which  is  not  voted  for  by  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  Bishops 
entitled  to  seats  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  by  a  majority  of  all  the 
Dioceses  entitled  to  representation  in  the  House  of  Deputies ;

The  Secretary  ha^^ng  declared  that  this  Church  was  represented 
in  a  majority  of  Dioceses,  agreeably  to  the  requirement  of  Article  1 
of  the  Constitution,  on  motion,  the  House  proceeded  to  the  election 
of  a  President. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Faud6  of  Minnesota  nominated  the  Rev.  Morgan 
Dix,  D.D.,  of  New  York.  No  other  nominations  being  received, 
on  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Beatty  of  Kansas,  the  Secretary  was  in- 
structed to  cast  the  ballot  of  the  House  for  the  Rev.  Morgan  Dix, 
D.D.,  as  President. 

The  Secretary  having  cast  the  ballot,  declared  that  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Dix  was  elected  President,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Leffingwell  of  Qiiiucy 
and  Mr.  King  of  Long  Island  were  appointed  to  conduct  the  Presi- 
dent to  the  Chair.  The  President,  on  taking  his  seat,  briefly 
addres^d  the  House.

The  President  appointed,  as  members  of  such  Committee,  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Faud6  of  Minnesota  and  Mr.  Edmunds  of  Vermont. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Thomas  of  Pennsylvania,  it  was 

Resolved^  That  the  President  communicate  to  the  Presiding  Bishop 
the  deep  regret  of  the  House  of  Deputies  that  he  is  unable  to  be  present 
at  the  General  Convention,  with  their  sincere  wishes  for  his  recovery  to 
health. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Hoffman,  in  behalf  of  the  Joint  Commission  on 
the  Revision  of  the  Constitution  and  Cafions  (appointed  at  the 
last  Convention),  presented  a  partial  report  (comprising  the  Con- 
stitution) ;  and,  on  his  motion,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Report  of  the  Joint  Commission  on  the  Ke vision  of 
the  (Jonstitution  and  Canons  be  made  the  Order  of  the  Day  for, to-mor- 
row (Thursday)  at  11  o'clock,  and  continue  the  Order  of  the  Day  until 
disposed  of.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Faud6,  from  the  Committee  to  notify  the  House 
of  Bishops  of  the  organization  of  this  House,  reported  that  tlie 
Committee  had  executed  the  order  of  the  House. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Faud6  of  Minnesota,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  House  of  Deputies  hold  daily  sessions  from  9 
o'clock  A.  M.,  to  5  o'clock  f.  m.,  with  a  recess  of  one  hour  and  a  half, 
be|(inning  at  1  o'clock ;  but  that  on  each  Saturday  the  session  shall  close 
at  1  o'clock. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Faude  of  Minnesota  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tion: 

Resolvfd,  lliat  this  House  thanks  our  Rev.  Fathers  in  God  for  their 
Pastoral  Ix»tter  issued  since  the  last  (ieueral  Convention,  and  retpiests 
the  House  of  Bishops  to  secure  the  publication  of  that  Pastoral  in  the 
next  Journal  of  the  General  Convention. 
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The  Rev.  Dr.  Davenport  of  Tennessee  offered  the  following 
amendment  to  the  resolution: 

Hesohed^  That  the  ITouse  of  Deputies  hereby  expresses  to  our  Rever- 
end Fathers  in  the  House  of  Bishops  its  gratitude  to  them  for  the  Pastoral 
Letter  of  October  18,  1894,  which  Pastoral  Letter  is  hereby  adopted  ex 
animo  by  this  House  as  a  true  and  Catholic  definition  upon  the  doctrines 
of  the  Incarnation  and  the  Inspiration  of  Holy  Scripture. 

Bfisnlvpfl^  That  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  is  hereby 
instructed  to  request  the  House  of  Bishops  to  embody  the  Pastoral  lif- 
ter of  October  18,  1804,  in  their  Pastoral  of  1895,  or  re-issue  the  same  in 
accordance  with  Title  L,  Canon  20,  Sec.  iii.,  in  either  case,  as  may  seem 
best  to  the  House  of  Bishops. 

The  resolution  and  amendment  were  placed  on  the  Calendar. 
[For  consideration  see  p.  214.] 

The  Secretary  presented  the  following  invitation,  which,  on 
motion  of  Mr.  Fairbanks  of  Florida,  was  accepted  with  the  thanks 
of  the  House :

§  i.  A  Lay  Communicant  of  this  Church  may  be  appointed  to  the 
office  of  Reader  by  the  Bishop  of  any  Diocese  or  Mssionary  Jurisdiction. 

§  ii.    Readers  shall  be  divided  into  two  classes,  Local  and  Diocesan. 

§  iii.  A  Local  Reader  shall  receive  from  the  Bishop  a  written  license 
to  conduct  the  services  of  the  Church  within  the  Parish  or  Mission  to 
which  he  is  licensed.  This  license  must  be  given  for  a  definite  period 
not  longer  than  two  years.  It  may  be  revoked  by  the  Bishop  at  any 
time,  and  shall  become  void  on  the  death  or  removal  of  the  Kector  or 
Minister  in  charge  under  whom  the  Reader  is  licensed. 

§  iv.  A  Diocesan  Reader  shall  be  given  a  license  which  shall  authorize 
him  to  conduct  the  services  of  the  (liurch  at  any  place  within  the 
Diocese,  but  only  at  the  request  and  under  tlie  direction  of  the  Rector  or 
Minister  in  charge  if  within  the  limits  of  any  Parish  or  Mission.  This 
license  shall  be  held  permanently  unlev«»s  revoked  by  the  Bishop,  and  it 
shall  become  void  on  the  removal  of  the  Reader  from  the  Diocese  in 
which  he  is  licensed,  or  on  the  death  or  removal  of  the  Bishop. 

§  V.  A  candidate  for  the  office  of  Reader  shall  lay  before  the  Bishop : 

(a)  The  written  request  of  the  Minister,  or  if  there  be  a  vacancy  of 
the  Senior  Warden,  of  the  Parish  in  which  he  is  to  serve.  In  the  case  of 
a  vacant  ^lission  the  Bishop  may  act  without  this  request. 

(6)  An  application  signed  by  himifself.    This  application  shall  contain : 

1.  His  name  in  full,  his  age  and  occupation. 

2.  The  statement  that  he  has  carefully  read  Canon  of  the  Digest  of 
Canons,  and  a  promise  that  he  will  faithfully  observe  the  requirements 
thereof. 

3.  A  pledge  to  conform  to  all  regulations  issued  for  his  guidance  by 
the  Bishop,  and  to  all  instructions  given  him  by  the  Clergyman  under 
whose  oversight  he  is  placed. 

(o)  A  ceHificate  from  the  Minister  of  the  Parish  or  Mission  of  which 
he  is  a  member,  or  in  ease  there  ])e  none,  then  from  one  Presbyter  of 
this  Churcli  in  good  standing  and  known  to  the  Bishop,  in  the  foUowing 
words,  viz. : 

To  the  Right  Reverend  ,  Bishop  of  ,  I  hereby  certify 

that  I  am  personally  acquainted  with  A.  B. ;  that  I  believe  hhn  to  be  a 
communicant  of  pious,  sober,  and  honest  life,  attached  to  the  doctrine 
and  discipline  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and  that  he  is  of 
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competent  knowledge  and  ability  to  read  the  services  of  the  Church  in  an 
edifying  manner. 

(Signed) 

Place, 

Date, 

(d)  If  the  applicant  be  a  student  in  any  Theological  Seminary,  he 
shall  also  obtain  the  written  permission  of  the  presimng  officer  of  such 
institution. 

§  vi.  Those  admitted  to  the  office  of  Reader  shall  be  male  communi- 
cants of  21  years  of  age  at  least,  but  this  limit  shall  not  be  applied  to 
exclude  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  from  acting  as  Readers  if  a  Bishop 
sees  fit  to  license  them. 

§  vii.  No  man  shall  be  licensed  as  Diocesan  Reader  until  he  shall  have 
|Mu»ed  such  examination  as  the  Bishop  may  appoint  upon  the  Holy 
Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament  and  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer  at  least. 

§  viii.  A  Diocesan  Reader  shall  be  admitted  to  his  office  by  an  appro- 
priate religious  service,  to  be  prescribed  by  the  General  Convention,  or, 
in  the  absence  of  such  prescription,  by  the  Bishop. 

§  ix.  No  reader  shall  be  licensed  to  conduct  services  in  any  congrega- 
tion without  a  Minister,  which  lias  had  reasonable  opportunity  to  secure 
the  services  of  an  ordained  Minister;  of  this  the  Bishop  shall  be  the 
judge. 

Jf  X.  Every  Reader  shall  be  subject  to  such  regulations  as  may  be  pre- 
bed   by    the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,   and    the  directions  of   the 
Minister  under  whom  he  is  appointed  to  work. 

§  xi.  A  Reader  may  read  the  services  of  the  Church  in  a  congregation 
convened  for  public  worship  only  as  follows : 

(a)  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer,  but  he  shall  not  use  the  Absolution 
in  either  service. 

(6)  The  Litany  and  such  of  the  Prayers  and  Thanksgivings  for 
Several  Occasions  as  may  be  required. 

(c)  Such  parts  of  the  Offices  of  the  Visitation  of  the  Sick  and  of  Pris- 
oners as  the  Bishop  may  permit :  Provided^  that  a  Reader  shall  not  use 
the  Absolution  or  Benediction  in  either. 

(d)  The  Burial  of  the  Dead. 

(e)  He  shall  not  use  any  portion  of  the  Order  for  the  Administration 
of  the  Holy  Communion,  nor  shall  he  use  any  other  service  of  the  Book 
of  Conunon  Prayer,  except  those  permitted  by  this  Canon,  nor  shall  he 
it  any  time  use  any  Benediction  excepting  that  which  is  taken  from 
%  Corinthians  xiii.  14. 

(/)  If  a  Minister  be  present  a  Reader  shall  not,  save  in  case  of  neces- 
sity, read  any  portion  of  the  public  services  of  the  Church  other  than 
the  Lessons. 

§  xii.  The  Reader  shall  officiate  from  the  Prayer  Desk  and  Lecturn 
only.  He  shall  not,  while  ministering  as  Reader,  enter  within  the 
Altar  rails. 

§  xiii.  The  Reader  may  wear,  with  the  approval  of  the  Bishop,  a  short 
»irplice  or  cotta,  worn  over  a  cassock,  but  he  shall  not  wear  a  stole  or 
other  ecclesiastical  vestment  or  ornament  peculiar  to  the  clergy. 

§  xiv.  In  all  matters  relating  to  sermons  or  Homilies  to  be  read  the 
Reader  shall  be  subject  to  the  regulations  of  the  Bishop,  or  the  directions 
of  the  Minister  under  whom  he  works. 

{  XV.  A  Reader  of  whose  ability  and  soundness  in  the  faith  as  held 
and  taught  by  this  Church  the  Bishop  is  satisfied,  by  such  examination 
19  he  may  order,  may  be  given  a  license  to  make  addresses  or  to  deliver 
instructions  and  exhortations  a?  a  Catechist  or  Lay  Evangelist. 
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§  xvi.  A  list  of  the  names  and  addresses  of  Headers,  with  the  places 
of  service,  and  the  tlates  of  appointment  or  removal,  shall  be  kept  by 
the  Bishop  and  shall  be  entered  in  the  returns  of  Diocesan  Statistics 
after  those  of  the  Clergy. 

§  xvii.  Every  Reader  shall  lay  before  the  Bishop  at  the  close  of  each 
year,  or  at  such  times  as  he  may  order,  a  written  report  of  the  work 
done  by  him.  A  failure  to  comply  with  this  shall  be  sufficient  cause  for 
the  revocation  of  the  license. 

[For  the  report  of  the  Committee,  see  p.  303.] 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Hatch  of  Missouri  offered  the  following  Canons, 
which  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons : 

Title  III.,  Canon  2. 

The  American  Church  is  hereby  divided  into  eipht  Provinces,  namely : 
Xew  York,  Baltimore,  Boston,  New  Orleans,  Saint  Louis,  Chicago,  San 
Francisco,  and  Denver.  Ajid  the  Bishops  of  the  Dioceses  in  winch  the 
above-named  cities  are  located,  that  is  to  say,  Xew  York,  Maryland, 
Massachusetts,  Louisiana,  Missouri,  Chicago,  California,  and  Colorado, 
shall  liave  the  title  of  Archbishop,  and  shall  each  be  the  Metropolitan  of 
the  Province  to  which  he  belongs,  and  shall  liold  rank  in  the  order  given 
above.  The  Archbishop  of  New  York  shall  be  Primate  of  the  Amer- 
ican Church,  being  tlie  first  in  rank,  and  all  powers  heretofore  belonging 
to  the  Presiding  Bishop  shall  vest  in  him,  except  sucli  as  in  each  Prov- 
ince shall  be  given  to  its  own  Metropolitan.  After  the  Archbishops 
shall  rank  in  order  the  Bishops  of  Connecticut,  Washington,  and  Phila- 
delphia, and  the  other  Diocesan  Bisliops,  according  to  seniority  in  the 
Episcopate,  and  then  Domestic  Missionary  Bishops,  then  Bishops  Coad- 
jutor, then  Foreign  Missionary  Bishops,  and  then  Bishops  resigned  or 
demissionary,  all  under  the  same  rule  of  seniority.  Each  Archdiocese 
shall  take  its  name  from  tlie  See-city,  as  above,  instead  of  its  former 
name  (if  it  be  different) ;  and  consent  is  hereby  given  for  any  Diocese  to 
change  its  name  to  that  of  its  See-city. 

The  Province  of  Xew  York  shall  consist  of  the  States  of  New  York, 
New  Jersey,  and  Pennsylvania.  Baltimore^  of  Maryland,  Delaware,  Vir- 
ginia, West  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  and 
Florida.  Boston^  of  Massachusetts,  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Vermont, 
Rliode  Island,  and  Connecticut.  Xeto  Orleans^  of  Louisiana,  Mississippi, 
Alabama,  Texas,  Tennessee,  and  Kentucky.  Saint  Louis^  of  Missouri, 
Arkansas,  Indian  Territory,  Oklahoma,  Kansas,  Nebraska,  Iowa,  and 
Minnesota.  Chicnf/o^  of  Illinois,  Indiana,  Ohio,  Michigan,  and  Wisconsin. 
San  Francisco,  of  California,  Oregon,  Washington,  and  Alasl^a.  Denver^ 
of  Colorado,  Utah,  Nevada,  New  Mexico,  Arizona,  Nortli  Dakota,  South 
Dakota,  Wyoming,  Montana,  and  Idaho. 

There  shall  be  a  Synod  held  in  each  Province,  to  meet  on  the  first 
Wednesday  of  October  each  third  year,  l>eginning  A.  D.  1896,  and  in  the 
Metropolitan  city  of  the  Province  or,  in  such  other  place  as  the  previous 
Synod  may  have  appointed.  And  the  ^letropolitan,  for  grave  reason,  at 
the  request  of  two  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Province,  may  change  the  place 
of  meeting,  and  also  may  call  tlie  Synod  in  extra  session. 

The  Synod  shall  consist  of  two  Houses :  the  Ujiper  House,  in  wliich 
shall  sit  all  the  Bishops ;  and  the  Lower  House,  in  which  shall  sit  the 
Delegates  of  the  Various  Dioceses  and  Missionarv  Jurisdictions.  The 
Metropolitan  shall  be  President  of  the  Synod,  and  'shall  himself  preside 
in  the  Upper  House,  and  the  T^ower  House  shall  choose  and  present  to 
the  President,  a  Prolocutor,  who  must  be  a  Priest,  one  of  its  own  mem- 
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bere,  whom,  If  not  ineligible,  the  President  shall  confirm.  There  shall 
be  four  clerical  and  four  lay  Delegates  from  each  Diocese,  and  two 
clerical  and  two  lay  Delegates  from  each  Missionary  Jurisdiction  within 
Ihe  Province.  These  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Convention  of  each  Diocese, 
or  the  Convocation  of  each  Missionary  Jurisdiction.  Half  of  each  delega- 
tion shall  be  elected  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  both  the  clerical  and  lay 
orders,  and  the  other  half  by  the  order  which  they  represent.  Ex  officio^ 
the  Dean  of  each  Cathedral  Churchy  the  Vicar-General  of  the  Archbishop, 
the  Dean  of  the  (Jeneral  llieological  Seminary,  and  tlie  Chancellor  of 
each  Diocese,  and  also  the  General  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Missions, 
8hall  have  full  membership  in  the  Lower  House  of  the  Province  in  which 
they  are.  Clerical  delegates  must  be  in  Priests'  Orders,  and  lay  delegates 
must  be  Communicants,  males  of  full  age,  and  both  must  have  civil  and 
ecclesiastical  residence  in  the  Diocese  electing  them.  And  Deacons  and 
Candidates  for  Orders  shall  be  eligible  to  be  chosen  as  Lay  Delegates. 

The  legislative  power  of  a  Provincial  Synod  for  its  Province  shall 
extend  to  all  matters  which  are  not  by  General  Constitutional  or  Canon 
law  reserved  to  the  General  Convention,  or  committed  to  Diocesan  or 
Parochial  authority. 

Hie  House  of  Bishops  of  a  Province  shall  meet  in  Council,  for  admin- 
istrative or  for  judicial  duties,  at  any  time  on  the  call  of  the  Archbishop. 
Tlie  duties  of  the  Metropolitan,  in  his  absence,  or  in  the  vacancy  of  the 
office,  shall  devolve  upon  the  next  Bishop  in  rank  in  the  Province.  In 
like  manner  the  duties  of  the  Primate  shall  devolve  upon  the  next  Arch- 
bishop in  rank,  in  case  of  vacancy  or  absence. 

Foreign  Missionary  Jurisdictions  shall  be  annexed  to  the  Province  of 
New  York.  Also  all  our  Foreign  Congregations,  Vacant  Dioceses,  and 
Missionary  Jurisdictions  shall  ^e  in  the  charge  of  the  Archbishop  or 
the  Bishop  exercising  his  prerogatives,  anything  in  any  other  Canon  to 
the  contrarv  notwithstanding. 

The  confirmation  of  a  Bishoi>-elect  shall  be  in  all  cases  (without  refer- 
ence to  the  Standing  Committees  or  to  the  General  Convention,  except  in 
cise  of  Missionary  Bishops  chosen  during  its  session)  by  a  majority  of 
all  the  Bishops  entitled  to  seats  in  the  House  of  Bishops  of  the  General 
Convention,  l)eingalso  a  majority  of  all  the  Bishops  of  the  Province  in 
which  is  the  charge  of  the  Bishop-elect.  Notice  shall  be  given  to  all  the 
Bishops,  with  certificate  of  election,  by  the  Archbishop  of  the  Province, 
who  shall,  upon  due  confirmation,  solemnly  and  publicly  in  some  church, 
publish  and  certify  such  confirmation.  And  he  shall  immediately,  on 
coosoltation  with  the  elect,  take  order  for  the  consecration,  as  the  Pre- 
siding Bishop  has  done  heretofore. 

In  the  trial  of  a  Bishop  the  duties  of  the  Presiding  Bishop  in  Canon  9, 
Title  n.,  shall  be  vested  in  the  Metropolitan  of  the  Province  to  which 
the  accused  Bishop  l)elong8,  but  in  the  Primate  in  a  charge  of  heresy. 

The  license  of  the  Archbishop  of  a  Province  is  sufficient  to  entitle 
foreign  clergymen  to  officiate  in  any  part  of  a  Province ;  but  this  does 
not  affect  the  right  of  any  Bishop  to' inhibit  for  his  own  Diocese. 

While  the  Rt.  Rev.  John  Williams  contiimes  to  be  Bishop  of  Connecti- 
cut, he  shall  bear  the  title  of  Archbishop,  and  the  authority  of  Metropol- 
itan for  the  Province  of  Boston  shall  be  in  him,  and  not  in  the  Bishop  of 
Maitsachusetts,  and  that  of  Primate  shall  ]>e  in  him  and  not  in  the  Arch- 
bUhop  of  Xew  York,  and  the  see  of  Boston  shall  hold  the  place  assigned 
above  to  Connecticut.  And  on  the  termination  of  his  Episcopate,  this 
section  of  this  Canon  shall  be  repealed.  He  may,  however,  refuse  or 
re?%n  the  authority  Primatial  and  Metropolitan,  while  retaining  his 
Diocese,  when  this  Canon  shall  then  have  full  force. 
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Title  ni.,  Canon  3. 
Of  the  State  Chapter, 

* 

In  each  State  and  Territory  and  In  the  District  of  Columbia,  there 
shall  be  a  "  State  Chapter." 

Tlie  State  Chapter  shall  consist  of  the  Bishop,  or  Bishops,  within  the 
district,  both  Diocesan,  Missionary,  and  Coadjutor,  the  Vicar  General 
of  a  Metropolitan,  Cathedral  Deans,  and  Diocesan  Chancellors.  If  there 
be  in  any  Diocese  or  Jurisdiction  no  Dean,  the  President  of  the  Standing 
Committee  shall  be  a  member  of  this  Chapter,  and  each  Missionary 
Bishop  shall  appoint  a  Chancellor,  of  the  profession  of  the  law,  for  this 
purpose.  And  if  there  be  two  Sees  in  the  State  or  Territory,  the  Stand- 
ing Committees  shall  appoint  each  one  a  member,  clerical  or  lay,  and,  if 
only  one  See  or  part  of  one  Diocese,  two  members,  one  clerical  and  one 
lay,  shall  be  likewise  named. 

Of  this  Chapter,  the  Bishop,  or  the  first  Bishop  in  rank  if  thpre  be 
more  than  one,  shall  be  the  President. 

This  Chapter  shall  meet  once  in  a  year,  on  the  first  Wednesday  in 
December,  or  at  such  time  as  its  regulations  shall  determine ;  and  at  any 
time  it  may  be  summoned  by  its  President,  or  Bishop,  Diocesan  or  Mis- 
sionary, who  is  a  member  of  it. 

This  Chapter  shall  be  a  Council  of  advice  and  a  Court  to  take  notice 
of  and  to  guard  and  define  and  defend  the  laws  and  rights  and  obliga- 
tions and  interests  of  tlie  Church  in  relation  to  the  State  and  its  authority. 
In  all  Ecclesiastical  suits  and  Canons  involving  civil  duties  or  rights, 
access  may  be  had  to  this  Chapter  as  an  Ecclesiastical  Court  of  Appeal. 

This  Court  shall  have  power  to  suspend  the  operation  of  Canons  im- 
possible to  be  observed  under  the  conditions  of  the  tenure  of  Church 
property.  And  it  shall  have  such  appellate  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  as 
the  laws  of  any  Diocese  in  the  State  or  Territory  may  give  it,  consistent 
always  with  the  Provincial  and  National  Canon  law. 

This  Chapter  shall  appoint  a  Recorder  from  outside  its  own  mem- 
bership. 

Title  III.,  Canon  4. 

In  every  Diocese  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  a  Chancellor,  by  a  letter 
under  his  name  and  seal.  The  Chancellor,  if  not  in  orders,  must  be  a 
Communicant  in  regular  standi ug.  The  Chancellor  may  be  removed  by 
the  Bishop  bj^  a  like  inf»trument  with  the  consent  of  the  Consistory.  A 
Bishop  on  his  Consecration  or  transfer  to  his  Diocese  may  within  one 
month  dismiss  the  Chancellor  and  appoint  anotlier  by  his  own  authority. 
The  Chancellor  shall  be  of  the  profession  of  the  law ;  and  shall  be  ex 
ojficio  a  member  of  the  Convention  with  full  rights.  He  shall  be. the 
legal  adviser  of  the  Bishop,  of  the  Consistory,  and  of  the  Convention, 
and  shall  have  such  autliority  in  the  government  of  the  Diocese  as  it 
may  lawfully  commit  to  him. 

Title  III.,  Canon  2,  §  iii.,  is  repealed. 

The  Metropolitan  is  the  '' Ecclesiastical  Authority"  in  all  vacant 
Dioceses.  And  if  requested  by  the  Convention  of  any  vacant  Diocese,  to 
commit  the  charge  of  siicli  Diocese,  while  vacant,  to  any  Bishop  in  com- 
munion with  this  Churcli,  he  may  do  so,  and  he  shall  do  so  if  it  be  to  a 
Bishop  of  the  Province. 

The  consent  of  tlie  Bisliop,  either  publicly  announced  in  his  Conven- 
tion, or  given  in  writing  under  his  hand  arid  seal,  within  one  calendar 
month  after  the  rising  of  said  Convention,  shall  be  essential  to  the 
enactment,  or  amendment,  or  repeal,  of  any  Constitution  or  Canon  by 
the  Convention  of  a  Diocese,  anything  in  its  own  laws  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding.

The  House  of  Bishops  informs  the  House  of  Deputies  that  it  accepts 
the  invitatiou  contained  in  Message  No.  1  from  the  House  of  Deputies.

The  Hoase  proceeded  to  the  Order  of  the  Day,  viz. :  th^  con- 
sideration of  the  report  of  the  Commission  on  the  Revision  of  the 
Constitution  and  Canons.     [See  Appendix  XVI.] 

Od  motion  of  Mr.  Stiness  of  Rhode  Island,  it  was 

Resolved^  That  the  report  of  the  Commission  on  the  Revision  of  the 
Constitution  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole,  subject  to  the 
roles  of  this  House  governing  debate. 

On  motion,  the  House  went  into  Committee  of  the  Whole,  and 
the  President  called  Mr.  Packard  of  Maryland  to  the  chair.  The 
Committee  rose,  the  Chairman  reported  progress  and  asked  leave 
to  sit  again.     On  motion,  leave  was  granted. 

The  order  of  business  was  suspended  in  order  to  receive  the 
Deputation  from  the  General  Synod  of  the  Canadian  Church,  the 
House  of  Bishops  being  present,  and  the  Bishop  of  AVestern  New 
York  presiding.  After  a  brief  address  of  welcome  by  the  Bishop 
presiding,  addresses  were  made  by  the  Most  Reverend  the  Arch- 
bishop of  Rupert's  Land  and  Primate  of  all  Canada,  the  Right 
Reverend  the  Bishop  of  Qu'Appelle,  the  Very  Rev.  James  Car- 
michael.  Dean  of  Montreal  and  Prolocutor  of  the  General 
Synod  of  Canada,  the  Very  Rev.  J.  Grisdale,  Dean  of  Rupert's 
Land,  Mr.  Matthew  Wilson  of  tlie  Diocese  of  Huron,  and  Mr.  J. 
H.  Brock  of  the  Diocese  of  Rupert's  Land,  composing  the  Deputa- 
tion. After  a  brief  address  by  the  President  of  the  House  of 
Deputies,  the  Deputation  withdrew. 

Mr.  Stetson  of  New  York  offered  the  following  resolutions, 
which  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules  of  Order : 

Besolved,  That  the  following  rules  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
adopted  for  the  government  of  this  House  when  in  Committee  of  the 
Whole  in  consideration  of  the  report  of  tlie  Joint  Commission  appointed 
by  the  General  Convention  of  1892  for  the  revision  of  the  Constitution 
md  Canons : 

Rales  9,  10, 13,  and  24  of  the  House  of  Deputies,  exceptinff  that  the 
motion  to  adjourn  may  not  be  entertained.    There  may  be  made  a  motion 
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to  rise  aud  to  report  to  tlie  llouse  with  or  without  a  request  for  leave  to 
sit  again.  No  such  motion  once  made  and  defeated  shall  be  renewed 
until  further  business  shall  have  been  transacted  in  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole,  and  no  debate  shall  be  had  on  any  such  motion. 

Jiesolved^  That  no  debate  shall  be  allowed  on  any  motion  to  pennit 
the  Committee  of  the  Whole  to  sit  again.  Requests  for  such  permission 
shall  take  precedence  of  all  other  business,  and  the  motion  therefor  shall 
be  put  to  vote  immediately  without  reference. 

When  the  final  report  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  shall  have  been 
presented  to  the  House,  motions  shall  be  in  order  for  the  adoption  or 
rejection  of  the  whole  of  such  report,  or  of  any  provision  thereof  sepa- 
rable in  the  opinion  of  the  chair.

Whole,  viz. : 

Jiesnlved^  That  the  following  rules  be  adopted  for  the  government  of 
this  House  when  in  Committee  of  the  Whole  in  consideration  of  the 
report  of  the  Joint  Commission  appointed  ])y  the  General  Convention  of 
1892  for  the  revision  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons^ : 
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1.  (9)  All  resolutions  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  presented  to  the 
Secretary,  and  by  him  read  to  the  House ;  and  no  motion  shall  be  con- 
sidered before  the  House  unless  seconded. 

2.  (10)  If  the  question  under  debate  contains  several  distinct  proposi- 
tions, the  same  shall  be  divided,  at  the  request  of  any  member,  and  a 
vote  taken  separately,  except  that  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  shall 
be  indivisible. 

3.  (13)  When  a  proposed  amendment  is  under  consideration,  a  motion 
to  amend  the  same  may  be  made.  No  after-amendment  to  such  second 
amendment  shall  be  in  order ;  but  a  substitute  for  both  amendments  may 
be  received,  which,  if  adopted,  shall  operate  as  an  amendment  to  the 
original  proposition.  No  proposition  on  a  subject  different  from  the  one 
ander  consideration  shall  be  received  under  colour  of  an  amendment  or 
Babstitute. 

4.  (24)  Xo  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate, 
nor  longer  than  fifteen  minutes  at  one  time,  without  leave  of  the  House. 

5.  A  motion  to  rise  and  to  report  to  the  House,  with  or  without 
request  for  leave  to  sit  again,  may  be  made  at  any  time,  and  shall  take 
precedence  of  all  other  motions  and  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 
No  such  motion  once  defeated  shall  be  renewed  until  further  business 
shall  have  been  transacted  in  the  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

6.  A  motion  that  a  vote  upon  any  pending  question  shall  be  taken  at 
some  designated  time  may  be  made  and  disposed  of  without  debate  at 
any  time,  provided  that  a  motion  to  report  to  the  House  shall  take  pre- 
cedence as  before  provided.  No  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be 
entertained. 

7.  No  debate  shall  be  allowed  on  any  motion  to  permit  the  Committee 
of  the  Whole  to  sit  again.  Requests  for  such  permissioa  shall  take  pre- 
cedence of  all  other  Dusiness,  and  the  motion  therefor  shall  be  put  to 
vote  immediately  without  reference.

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Faude  of  Minnesota,  it  was 

Jiesolved^  That  the  permission  of  this  House  be  given  to  the  Chun*h 
Building  Fund  Commission  to  use  this  church  for  a  public  meeting  on 
such  evening  next  week  as  may  be  most  expedient. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Huntington,  from  the  Joint  Committee  to  prepare 
a  Standard  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  presented  a  Supplemental 
Report  [see  Appendix  XV.],  and  the  following  resolution  ap- 
pended to  the  report  was,  on  motion,  adopted  :

The  Deputation  appointed  by  the  last  General  Convention  to  convey 
the  greetings  of  this  Chm*ch  to  the  Provincial  Synod  of  the  Canadian 
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Church  do  respectfully  report,  that  they  proceeded  to  the  city  of  Mon- 
treal (Mr.  Arthur  J.  C.  Sowdon  being  substituted  in  the  place  and  stead 
of  Mr.  John  Nicholas  Brown,  unable  to  attend),  and  that  on  the  12th 
day  of  September,  1895,  they  were  formally  introduced  to  his  Grace  the 
Archbishop  of  Ontario,  Metropolitan  and  Presiding  Bishop,  in  the  pres- 
ence of  the  whole  Synod. 

At  the  invitation  of  the  Archbishop  they  conveyed  many  messages  of 
good  will  and  kind  esteem,  which  were  gratefully  and  graciously 
responded  to  by  the  Archbishop  and  the  Very  Rev.  James  Carmichael, 
the  Prolocutor  of  the  House  of  Deputies. 

Your  Deputation  begs  leave  to  report,  that,  in  their  estimation,  much 
good  is  done  by  the  interchange  of  greetings  between  the  two  Churches 
of  the  United  States  and  Canada,  both  to  the  members  of  the  Churches, 
as  also  to  the  citizens  of  the  two  countries  which  are  so  contiguous,  and 
which  have  so  many  interests  in  common. 

They  respectfully  recommend  that,  as  the  Provinces  of  the  Church  in 
Canada  have  lately  united  and  formed  a  Synod  for  the  whole  Church  in 
that  land,  that  in'future  no  Deputation  be  sent  to  the  Provincial  Synod 
of  Canada,  as  heretofore,  but  to  the  General  Svnod,  which  Synod,  as 
they  are  informed,  is  to  meet  in  the  city  of  Winnipeg,  in  the  Archdiocese 
of  Rupert's  Land,  in  the  month  of  September,  1896,  and  they  beg  leave 
to  show  that  this  action,  recommended,  is  in  accordance  with  the  action 
taken  by  the  Canadian  Church.

wribed  by  Canon,  to  use  in  their  public  worship  such  form  or  directory 
as  the  said  Bishop  shall  set  forth  and  authorize :  Provided^  such  form  or 
directory  contain  or  enjoin  nothing  contrary  to  the  Faith  of  this  Church, 
make  provision  for  the  Apostolic  Rite  of  Confirmation,  and  require  in 
connection  with  the  administration  of  the  Sacraments  of  Baptism  and  the 
Supper  of  the  Lord,  the  unfailing  use  of  the  elements  ordained  by  Christ 
himself.-'

Various  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  were  proposed 
at  the  last  Convention,  which  were  finally  referred  to  the  Com- 
mission on  Revision,  upon  which  they  have  reported.  Others  not 
80  referred  have,  nevertheless,  been  considered,  and  are  to  be 
found  in  the  report  of  the  Commission.  It  seems  unnecessary  to 
give  these  in  detail. 

m.  Amendment  to  Canons. 

Amendment  to  the  Canon  on  Marriage  and  Divorce,  introduced  by 
3Ir.  Burgwin  [see  p.  196],  reported  on  bv  Committee  of  Confer- 
ence.    [See  p.  382.] 

Pending  the  consideration  of  this  report  the  House  adjourned  for  the 
day.  [See  p.  383.]  On  motion  of  the  Bev.  Mr.  Bennitt  of  Newark, 
the  subject  was  referred  to  this  Convention.     [See  p.  391.] 
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The  report  on  the  Functions  of  Rectors,  Wardens,  and  Vestrymen 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons,  but  they  have  not  re- 
ported on  the  subject.

SIXTH   DAY. 


Tuesday,  October  8,  1895. 

The  House  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.  Morning  Prayer  was 
said  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Alsop  of  Long  Island,  the  Benediction  being 
pronounced  by  the  Bishop  of  West  Virginia. 

The  Minutes  of  yesterday's  session  were  read,  and,  on  motion, 
approved. 

The  following  members,  not  previously  present,  appeared  and 
took  their  seats : 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Aves  of  Ohio,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Sweet  of  Quincy,  Mr.  Skiddy 
of  Connecticut,  Mr.  Goldsborough  of  Easton,  >Ir.  Van  Wagenen  of  New- 
ark, and  Mr.  Daniels  of  Southern  Ohio. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Huntington,  from  the  Committee  on  Amendments 
to  the  Constitution  presented  the  following  report,  the  resolution 
appended  to  which  was,  on  motion,  adopted  : 

Report  No.  1. 

The  Committee  on  Amendments  to  the  Constitution,  to  which  was 
referred  the  proposed  change  from  the  name  **  Con.stitution  '•  to  *'  Con- 
i»titutlons,"  and  the  incidental  changes  necessitated  thereby,  has  had  the 
matter  under  consideration,  and  ]}eor^  leave  to  report  as  follows : 

In  this  day  of  revision,  tlie  Committee  is  specially  impressed  with  the 
lniiK>rtance  of  scrutinizing,  even  more  carefully  than  heretofore,  every 
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proposed  change  in  the  Constitution,  and  therefore  feels  itself  unable  to 
give  its  recommendation  to  any  suggested  alterations  when  the  reasons 
for  adhering  to  the  old  are  as  strong  as  those  for  a  change. 

The  reasons  for  originally  adopting  the  word  **  Constitution  "  were, 
in  the  judgment  of  your  Committee,  commendable  and  sufficient,  and 
there  seems  even  now  to  be  no  general  confusion  of  thought  as  to  the 
meaning  of  the  word,  as  signifying  not  a  granting  of  powers,  but  an 
agreed  limitation  of  procedure. 

Moreover,  the  document  now  bearing  the  title  "  Constitution  "  is  one 
thing,  not  many,  and  sliould  therefore  be  named  in  the  singular. 

And,  finally,  your  Committee  is  convinced  that  whatever  objections 
may  exist  agamst  tlie  use  of  the  word  *'  Constitution,"  must  be  removed 
in  some  other  way  than  by  merely  pluraliziug  tliat  word. 

The  Committee  therefore  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  following : 

Besolved^  That  the  Committee  be  discharged  from  the  farther  con- 
sideration of  the  subject.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Elliott  from  the  same  Committee  presented  the 
following  report : 

Report  No.  2. 

The  Committee  on  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  to  which  was 
referred  the  resolution  of  Mr.  Fairbanks  of  Florida,  to  wit,  "  Besolved^ 
That  the  proposed  amendment  to  Article  5  of  the  Constitution,  passed  at 
the  General  Convention  of  1892,  be  now  taken  up  for  final  action " ;  begs 
leave  respectfully  to  report : 

The  amendment  in  question  was  proposed  in  tlie  General  Convention 
of  1889,  tlie  House  of  Deputies  acting  favourably  upon  it  on  the  sixteenth 
day  of  the  session,  and  the  House  of  Bishops  concurring  on  the  eigh- 
teenth day. 

When  the  question  of  a^^reeing  to  or  ratifying  the  amendment  in  the 
ensuing  Greneral  Convention  in  1892  came  up,  it  appeared  that  the 
amendment  had  not  been  made  known  to  the  several  Diocesan  Conven- 
tions in  conformity  with  the  following  provision  of  Article  9  of  the 
Constitution :  **  All  alterations  shall  \ye  first  proposed  in  one  General  Con- 
vention and  made  known  to  the  several  Diocesan  Conventions  before 
they  shall  be  agreed  to  or  ratified  in  the  ensuing  Convention." 

The  House  of  Bishops,  however,  on  the  second  day  of  the  session 
adopted  the  following  resolution  : 

'•^  lipsolved.  The  House  of  Deputies  concurring,  That  the  amendment 
to  the  Fifth  Article  of  the  Constitution  proposed  in  the  resolution  passed 
in  the  Convention  of  1889  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  ratified  and  eon- 
firmed,  the  said  resolution  being  in  the  following  words";  quoting  the 
amendment. 

This  action  was  not  communicated  to  the  House  of  Deputies. 

In  the  House  of  Deputies  on  the  fourth  day  of  the  session,  !Mr.  Fair- 
banks of  Florida  off*ered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  placed  on 
the  Calendar : 

Besolved^  That  the  amendment  to  the  Fifth  Article  of  the  Constitution 
passed  at  the  last  General  Convention  l)e  taken  up  for  consideration;  and 
on  the  seventh  day  the  House  proceeded  with  the  business  on  the  Cal- 
endar, viz. :  the  resolution  of  Mr.  Fairbanks  of  Florida  made  on  the 
fourth  day  of  the  session.  On  motion,  the  proposed  amendment  referred 
to  in  the  resolution  of  Mr.  Fairbanks  was  adopted. 

But  this  action  of  the  House  of  Deputies  was  not  communicated  to 
the  House  of  Bishops. 
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In  February,  1895,  the  Secretary  of  the  IIouBe  of  Deputies  sent  out  a  duly 
certified  notice  of  the  amendment  to  the  several  Diocesan  Conventions, 
but  in  this  notice,  for  which  there  is  no  form  prescribed  by  law,  he  recog- 
nized the  existence  of  constitutional  difficulties  in  the  case  by  certifying 
only  that  the  amendment  had  been  "adopted,"  and  not,  as  customar}', 
that  it  had  been  "constitutionally  adopted." 

In  \iew  of  the  foregoing,  it  appears  to  your  Committee, 

Firstj  That  though  the  amendment  in  question  was  duly  proposed  in 
the  General  Convention  of  1889,  the  action  of  the  ensuing  Convention  of 
1892  cannot,  in  any  event,  be  regarded  as  finally  agreeing  to  it,  for  the 
reason  that  the  amendment  had  not  been  made  known  to  the  several 
Diocesan  Conventions,  as  required  by  Article  9  of  the  Constitution. 

Second^  That  the  action  of  the  Convention  of  1892  cannot  be  regarded 
as  the  first  proposal  of  this  amendment,  to  be  followed  by  ratification  in 
this  Convention  of  1895,  for  the  reasons  that  there  was  no  communica- 
tion by  either  House  of  its  action  to  the  other  House,  and  especially  there 
was  no  communication  by  the  House  of  Deputies  to  the  House  of  Bishops, 
whereas  Article  3  of  the  Constitution  provides  "  when  any  proposed  act 
shall  have  passed  the  House  of  Deputies  the  same  shall  be  transmitted  to 
the  House  of  Bishops." 

And,  again,  the  notice  of  the  action  in  1892  was  sent  out  too  late  to  be 
made  known  to  all  the  Diocesan  Conventions,  —  the  Conventions,  in  some 
of  the  Dioceses,  not  having  assembled  since  the  issuance  of  such  notice. 

Tlie  Committee,  therefore,  is  of  opinion  that  the  action  which  has  been 
already  taken  has  no  validity,  and  that  whatever  may  be  done  on  the  sub- 
ject must  be  done  de  novo^  and  it  recommends  that  the  resolution  of  Mr. 
Fairbanks  be  not  adopted.

a^the  Registrar  of  the  General  Convention.''

The  House  of  Bishops  informs  the  House  of  Deputies  that  it  has 
adopted  the  following  resolution  : 

Iksolved,  The  House  of  I>eputies  concurring.  That  the  following 
amendment  l>e  made  to  the  Constitution,  and  that  the  proposed  amen£ 
ment  be  made  known  to  the  several  Dioceses  in  order  that  it  may  be 
fioally  agreed  to  and  ratified  in  the  next  General  Convention,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Article  9  of  the  Constitution. 

Insert  in  place  of  Articles  1,  2,  and  3  of  the  Constitution  the  fol- 
lowing : 

I. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  General  Sjmod  of  this  Church,  consist- 
ing of  the  House  of  Bishops  and  the  House  of  Deputies,  whicli  Houses 
shall  sit  and  deliberate  separately ;  and  in  all  deliberations  freedom  of 
debate  shall  be  allowed.  Either  House  may  originate  and  propose  legis- 
lation, but  every  act  of  the  General  Synod  nmst  be  adopted  by  both 
Houses,  and  l>e  certified  by  the  signatures  of  the  Presiding  Oflicer  and  of 
the  Secretary  of  each  House. 

Sec.  2.  Every  Bishop  of  this  Clmrch,  every  Bishop  Coadjutor,  and 
every  Bishop  whose  resignation  of  jurisdiction  by  reason  of  advanced 
age  or  infirmity  shall  have  been  accepted,  shall  have  a  seat  and  a  vote  in 
the  House  of  Bishops.  A  majority  of  all  Bishops  entitled  to  vote,  exclu- 
sive of  those  who  have  resigned  their  jurisdiction  and  those  who  are 
Bishops  in  foreign  lands,  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quoinim  for 
the  transaction  of  business. 

Sec.  3.  The  Senior  Bishop  of  this  Church  in  order  of  consecration, 
having  jurisdiction  within  the  Ignited  States,  shall  be  the  Presiding 
Officer  of  the  House  of  Bishops  and  shall  be  called  the  Primate.  He 
shall  discharge  such  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Constitutions 
and  Canons  of  the  General  Synod  or,  for  its  own  needs,  by  the  House  of 
Bi.<ahops.  The  Primate  shall  hold  office  for  life,  unless  he  resign  or  be 
removed  for  disability  or  canonical  cause. 

Sec.  4.  The  Church  in  each  Diocese,  which  shall  have  been  admit- 
te<i  to  the  General  Synod,  shall  bo  entitled  to  be  represented  in  the 
Hoa«»e  of  Deputies  by  not  more  than  three  Presbyters,  caiionically  resi- 
dent In  the  Diocese,  and  three  Laymen,  communicants  of  this  Church 
and  having  domicile  in  the  Diocese.  Each  Diocese  shall  prescribe  the 
manner  in  which  its  Deputies  shall  be  chosen. 
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A  majority  of  the  Dioceses  entitled  to  representation  shall  be  repr 
sented  by  Clerical  Deputies,  and  also  a  majority  of  the  Dioceses  ? 
entitled  shall  be  represented  by  Lay  Deputies,  to  constitute  a  quorui 
for  the  transaction  of  business.  The  absence  of  a  majority  of  the  Depi 
ties  of  either  order  of  any  Diocese  sliall  not  invalidate  the  representatio 
of  such  Diocese  so  lonjj:  as  there  be  present  one  or  more  Deputies  c 
either  order.  If  any  Diocese  be  not  represented,  or  be  represented  i 
one  order  only,  such  Diocese  shall  nevertheless  be  bound  by  the  acts  < 
the  General  Synod. 

On  any  question  the  vote  of  the  majority  of  the  Deputies  present  sha 
suffice,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  these  Constitutions,  or  unless  th 
Clerical  or  Lay  representation  from  any  Diocese  require  that  the  vote  h 
taken  by  orders ;  and  in  all  cases  of  a  vote  by  orders  the  two  orders  sha 
vote  separately,  each  Diocese  having  one  vote  for  its  Clerical  and  on 
for  its  Lay  representation,  if  present ;  and  the  concurrence  of  the  vote 
of  the  two  orders,  by  not  less  than  a  majority  in  each  order  of  all  th 
Dioceses  represented  in  that  order  at  the  time,  shall  be  necessary  to  coi 
stitute  a  vote  of  the  House. 

Skc.  5.  In  either  House  any  number  less  than  a  quorum  may  adjour 
from  day  to  day.  Neither  House  during  the  session  of  the  Genen 
Synod  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  tha 
three  days,  or  to  any  place  other  than  that  in  which  the  Sjmod  shall  b 
sitting. 

Sec.  6.  One  Clerical  and  one  Lay  Delegate  chosen  by  each  MissioE 
ary  District  of  this  Church  shall  have  seats  in  the  House  of  Depatie 
without  the  right  to  vote. 

II. 

'  The  General  Synod  shall  meet  in  every  third  year  at  such  time  an 
place  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Synod;  and  if  there  shall  appear  to  th 
Primate  sufficient  cause  for  changing  the  place  so  appointed,  he  may  ai 
point  another  place  for  such  meeting.  Si)eeial  meetings  may  be  calle 
in  accordance  with  canonical  provisions  of  the  Svnod.

The  Committee  on  the  Admission  of  New  Dioceses,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  memorial  of  the  Missionary  Jurisdiction  of  Northern  Michi- 
gan, praying  for  its  erection  into  a  Diocese  of  this  Church,  and  to  be 
admitted  into  union  with  the  General  Convention,  as  the  Diocese  of 
Northern  Michigan,  respectfully  report,  that  following  precedents  estab- 
lished in  the  case  of  Colorado  and  of  Oregon,  they  recommend  for  the 
adoption  of  the  House  of  Deputies  the  following  preamble  and  resolution  : 

Whereas,  there  is  a  certified  record  of  the  due  calling  in  the  Mission- 
ary Jurisdiction  of  Northern  Michigan,  of  a  primary  convocation  or 
assembly  to  consider  the  question  of  diocesan  organization  at  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Marquette,  September  30,  1895 ;  and. 

Whereas,  said  Convocation  met  accordingly  and  unanimously  voted 
to  organize  a  Diocese  whose  boundaries  should  be  conterminous  with  the 
l>ound3  of  said  Missionary  Jurisdiction;  and, 

Whereas,  said  Convocation  has  acceded  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal.  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  has  adopted  the 
same;  aud. 

Whereas,  the  Diocese  thus  organized  has  more  than  six  Presbyters 
canouically  and  constitutionally  qualified  to  organize  a  Diocese  and  riiore 
than  six  parishes ;  and. 

Whereas,  liesides  the  annual  contributions  for  three  years  last  past 
of  an  average  amount  of  nine  hundred  dollars  ($900)  for  Diocesan  pur- 
IM>ses,  and  besitles  specific  pledges  for  Episcopal  support  of  seven  hun- 
dr»*d  dollars  (^700)  annually,  there  are  securities,  notes,  contracts,  and 
<h*i*laration^  of  trust  in  the  hands  of  those  charged  with  the  endowment 
4}t  the  proposed  Diocese  to  the  amount  of  twenty-four  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars  ($24,500)  for  an  Episcopal  Fund;  aiid. 

Whereas,  the  requirements  of  Article  V.  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Oen^^ral  Convention  have  thus  been  fully  complied  with;  therefore, 

Rf'soUvd^  The  House  of  Bishops  concurring*  That  the  General  Conven- 
tion give  its  consent  to  the  erection  of  tlie  Diocese  of  Northern  Mlchi- 
jraii  with  boundaries  conterminous  with  those  of  the  previous  Missionary 
Juristlictiou  of  Xorthern  Michigan.

for  debate  for  the  period  of  three  hours  *' ; 

Kespectfully  rei)ort  that  in  their  oi>inion  the  object  sought  to  he 
attained,  namely,  the  harmonizing  the  lanjjuage  of  the  Constitution  with 
the  existence  of  rules  governing  and  limitino:  discussion,  is  a  good  one, 
but  they  wouM  prefer  to  see  it  stated  in  l)riefer  fonn. 

They  therefore  recommend  the  i)assage  of  the  following  resolution : 

ItfsoJvfil^  The  House  of  Bishops  concurring.  That  the  following  change 
in  Article  I.  of  the  Constitution  be  proposed  to  this  Convention,  and 
made  known  to  the  several  Diocesan  Conventions,  in  order  that  it  maj 
l>e  formally  a*rreed  to  and  ratified  in  the  next  General  Convention  :

I. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  General  Synod  of  this  Church,  consist- 
ing of  the  House  of  Bishops  and  the  House  of  Deputies,  which  Houses 
shall  sit  and  deliberate  separately;  and  in  all  deliberations  freedom  of 
debate  shall  be  allowed.  Either  House  may  originate  and  propose  legis- 
lation, but  every  act  of  the  General  Synod  must  be  adopted  by  both 
Houi»es,  and  be  certified  by  the  signatures  of  the  Presiding  Officer  and  of 
the  Secretary  of  each  House. 

Sec.  2.  Every  Bishop  of  this  Church,  every  Bishop  Coadjutor,  and 
every  Bishop  whose  resignation  of  jurisdiction  by  reason  of  advanced 
age  or  infirmity  shall  have  been  accepted,  shall  have  a  seat  and  a  vote  in 
the  House  of  Bishops.  A  majority  of  all  Bishops  entitled  to  vote,  exclu- 
sive of  those  who  have  resigned  their  jurisdiction  and  those  who  are 
Bishops  in  foreign  lands,  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business. 

Sec.  3.  The  Senior  Bishop  of  this  Church  in  order  of  consecration, 
having  jurisdiction  witliin  the  United  States,  shall  be  the  Presiding 
Officer  of  the  House  of  Bishops  and  shall  be  called  the  Primate.  He 
shall  discharge  such  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Constitutions 
and  Canons  of  the  General  Synod  or,  for  its  own  needs,  by  the  House  of 
Bishops.  The  Primate  shall  hold  office  for  life,  unless  he  resign  or  be 
removed  for  disability  or  canonical  cause. 

Sec.  4.  The  Church  in  each  Diocese,  which  shall  have  been  admit- 
t*^l  to  the  General  Synod,  shall  be  entitled  to  be  represented  in  the 
nou«*e  of  Deputies  by  not  more  than  three  Presbyters,  canonically  resi- 
dent in  the  Diocese,  and  three  Laymen,  communicants  of  this  (Siurch 
and  having  domicile  in  the  Diocese.  Each  Diocese  shall  prescribe  the 
manner  in  which  its  Deputies  shall  be  chosen. 
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A  majority  of  the  Dioceses  entitled  to  representation  shall  be  repre- 
sented by  Clerical  Deputies,  and  also  a  majority  of  the  Dioceses  so 
entitled  shall  be  represented  by  Lay  Deputies,  to  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business.  Tlie  absence  of  a  majority  of  the  Depu- 
ties of  either  order  of  any  Diocese  shall  not  invalidate  the  representation 
of  such  Diocese  so  long  as  there  be  present  one  or  more  Deputies  of 
either  order.  If  any  Diocese  be  not  represented,  or  be  represented  in 
one  order  only,  such  Diocese  shall  nevertheless  be  bound  by  the  acts  of 
the  General  Synod. 

On  any  (juestion  the  vote  of  the  majority  of  the  Deputies  present  shall 
suffice,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  these  Constitutions,  or  unless  the 
Clerical  or  Lay  representation  from  any  Diocese  require  that  the  vote  be 
taken  by  orders ;  and  in  all  cases  of  a  vote  by  orders  the  two  orders  shall 
vote  separately,  each  Diocese  having  one  vote  for  its  Clerical  and  one 
for  its  Lay  representation,  if  present ;  and  the  concurrence  of  the  votes 
of  the  two  orders,  by  not  less  than  a  majority  in  each  order  of  all  the 
Dioceses  represented  in  that  order  at  the  time,  shall  be  necessary  to  con- 
stitute a  vote  of  the  House. 

Sec.  5.  In  either  House  any  number  less  than  a  quoriun  may  adjourn 
from  day  to  day.  Neither  House  during  the  session  of  the  General 
Synod  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than 
three  days,  or  to  anj^  place  other  than  that  in  which  the  Synod  shall  be 
sitting. 

Sec.  6.  One  Clerical  and  one  Lay  Delegate  chosen  by  each  Mission- 
ary District  of  this  Church  shall  have  seats  in  the  House  of  Deputies 
without  the  right  to  vote.

'  The  General  Synod  shall  meet  in  every  third  year  at  such  time  and 
place  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Synod ;  and  if  there  shall  appear  to  the 
Frimate  sufficient  cause  for  changing  the  place  so  appointed,  he  may  ap- 
point another  place  for  such  meeting.

Whereas,  the  Diocese  thus  organized  has  more  than  six  Presbyters 
oaaouically  and  constitutionally  qualitied  to  organize  a  Diocese  and  inore 
tlian  six  parishes;  and, 

Whereas,  l)esides  the  annual  contributions  for  three  years  last  past 
<»f  an  average  amount  of  nine  hundred  doUars  ($000)  for  Diocesan  pur- 
]M>4f»s,  and  besides  specific  pledgees  for  Episcopal  support  of  seven  hun- 
«liv:l  dollars  (8700)  annually,  there  are  securities,  notes,  contracts,  and 
'iH/lurations  of  trust  in  the  hands  of  those  charged  with  the  endowment 
of  the  propose*!  Diocese  to  the  amount  of  twenty-four  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars  (824,500)  for  an  Episcopal  Fund;  and, 

Whereas,  the  requirements  of  Article  V.  of  tlie  Constitution  of  the 
^i'^iiHral  Convention  have  thus  been  fully  complied  with:  therefore, 

7?^*//r/'//,  The  House  of  Bisliops  concurring,  'lliat  the  (Jeneral  Conven- 
tion give  its  consent  to  the  erection  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Michi- 
iran  with  boundaries  conterminous  with  those  of  the  previous  Missionary 
J^urisdiction  of  Xorthern  Michigan.

The  House  of  Bishops  informs  the  House  of  Deputies  that  it  has 
adopted  the  following  resolution : 

liesolvedy  The  House  of  Deputies  concurring,  ITiat  the  following  amend- 
ment be  made  to  the  Constitution,  and  that  the  proposed  amendment  be 
made  known  to  the  several  Dioceses  in  order  that  it  may  be  Anally  agreed 
to  and  ratified  in  the  next  General  Convention,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Article  9  of  the  Constitution : 

Strike  out  ^Vrticle  6  of  the  Constitution,  and  insert  the  following 
after  I.  and  II.  of  the  Constitutions : 

in. 

Section  1.  For  the  purposes  declared  in  these  Constitutions,  and 
under  the  limitations  therein  prescribed,  the  General  Synod  is  the 
Supreme  Lejjislative  Authority  in  this  Church,  and,  in  addition  to  such 
powers  as  are  elsewhere  in  tliese  Constitutions  conferred  upon  it,  shall 
have  exclusive  power  to  legislate  upon  the  following  subjects : 

(n)  The  qualifications  and  conditions  for  making,  ordaining,  and  con- 
secratin^j  Bishops,  Priests,  and  Deacons. 

(b)  The  conditions  for  the  fonnation,  division,  and  rearrangement  of 
Provinces  and  Dioceses,  and  the  relations  of  Provinces  and  Dioceses  to 
each  other. 

(c)  The  foreign  relations  of  the  Church. 

Sec.  2.  The  General  Synod  shall  also  have  power  to  enact  Canons  of 
Discipline,  and  exclusive  ])ower  to  enact  Canons  defining  the  offences  for 
which  Bishops,  Presbyters,  and  Deacons  may  be  tried,  and  determining 
the  penalties :  such  penalties  beinfr  admonition,  or  suspension,  or  deposi- 
tion, or  degradation  from  the  Mini«itry.  But  whenever  the  sentence  of 
suspension  is  pronounced,  it  shall  specify  on  what  terms,  and  at  what 
time,  the  penalty  shall  cease. 

The  court  for  the  trial  of  a  Bishop  shall  be  composed  of  Bishops  only. 
The  mode  of  trial  of  a  Bish(>i>  and  all  proceedings  regulating  the  same, 
iucludintr  the  form  of  the  judjrment  to  be  rendered,  and  of  the  sentence 
thereupon,  and  the  modification  or  remission  of  such  sentence  shall  be 
prf^scribed  by  ordinances  to  be  enacted  by  the  House  of  Bishops, 

The  mode  of  trial  of  Presbyters  and  cif  Deacons,  and  the  proceedings 
regulating  the  same,  includintj  the  form  of  the  judjrment  to  be  rendered 
and  of  the  sentence  thereui)on,  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Diocese  in 
which  such  trial  is  had,  or  by  the  Province  with  the  consent  of  the  said 
Dioco.se. 

All  trials  shall  be  public,  except  by  the  consent  of  the  accused.     Xo 
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one  but  a  Bishop  shall  pronounce  sentence  upon  any  Bishop,  Presbyter, 
or  Deacon. 

Sec.  3.  The  General  Synod  shall  have  further  power  to  provide  by 
Canon  for  the  exercise  of  discipline  by  the  Bishop  of  a  Missionary 
District  over  Presbyters  and  Deacons  cauonicallj'  connected  therewith, 
unless  such  provision  have  been  made  by  the  Province  with  which  such 
District  is  united,  and  assented  to  by  said  Bishop. 

Sec.  4.  The  powers  not  committed  to  the  General  Synod  or  to  the 
Provincial  S^-nods  by  these  Constitutions,  nor  prohibited  by  it  to  the 
Dioceses,  are  reserved  to  the  Dioceses  respectively,  save  that  no  Diocese 
or  Province  shall  legislate  in  regard  to  doctrine  or  worship.  The  right 
Ijelongs  to  each  Diocese  to  legislate  for  its  own  diocesan  interests,  and  to 
(lelej^ate  authority  belonging  to  it,  as  is  hei-eiuafter  provided,  to  the 
Province  with  which  it  is  united  as  provided  in  IV. ;  but  no  Diocese  or 
Province  shall  by  its  legislation  contravene  these  Constitutions  or  any 
Canon  of  the  General  Synod  enacted  in  conformity  therewith.

The  House  of  Bishops  informs  the  House  of  Deputies  that  it  has 
adopted  the  following  resolution : 

Besolved^  The  House  of  Deputies  concurring.  That  the  following 
amendment  be  made  to  the  Constitution,  and  that  the  proposed  amend- 
ment be  made  known  to  the  several  Dioceses  in  order  that  it  may  be 
finally  agreed  to  and  ratified  in  the  next  General  Convention,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Article  9  of  the  C.-onstitution : 

Amend  the  Constitution  by  inserting  after  III.  of  the  Constitutions  the 
following : 

Section  1.  The  Dioceses  and  Missionary  Districts  shall  be  united 
into  Provinces  by  the  General  Synod  in  such  manner  and  under  such  con- 
ditions as  shall  be  provided  by  C-anon.  The  bounds  of  such  Provinces 
sliall  be  determined  by  the  General  Synod,  and  may  at  any  time  there- 
Hfter  be  changed  by  the  General  Synod,  with  tlie  consent  of  the  Prov- 
inces concerned.  Every  Province  must  include  not  less  than  five 
contiguous  Dioceses. 

Sec.  2.  la  each  Province  a  Synod  composed  of  the  Bishops,  and  of 
Clergy  and  Laity,  shall  be  constituted  l)y  the  action  of  a  majority  of  the 
Conventions  of  tlie  Dioceses  within  such  Province,  and  of  the  Bishops 
therein,  for  the  CYcrcise  of  such  legislative  powers,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  Constitutional  powers  of  the  General  Synod,  as  may  by  such  action 
Ih*  delegated  to  it ;  but  no  Diocese  shall  be  bound  by  any  legislation  of 
said  Synod  until  it  shall  have  entered  into  union  therewith.  Such  Synod 
may  provide  a  uniform  mode  of  trial  of  Presbyters  and  of  Deacons 
for  such  of  the  Dioceses  and  Missionary  Districts  in  said  Province  as 
f?hall  have  consented  thereto  by  entering  into  union  with  the  said  Synod, 
uud  an  appeal  may  be  had  by  tlie  accused,  under  rules  provided  by  such 
Synod,  from  the  decision  rendered  in  any  such  trial  upon  all  questions 
of  law,  and  by  either  party  upon  questions  of  doctrine,  to  a  court  com- 
I>osed  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Province,  exclusive  of  the  one  in  whose  juris- 
diction the  decision  was  rendered.  But  no  question  of  fact  shall  be 
reviewed  upon  any  appeal. 

Sec.  3.  The  Bishops  of  each  Province  shall  elect  one  of  their  num- 
ber to  be  Archbishop  of  the  Province.

Bpsolved,  The  Ilouse  of  Bishops  concurring,  That  the  Secretaries  of 
the  House  of  Bishops  and  of  the  llouse  of  Deputies  be  instructed  to  have 
prepared,  by  an  expert  in  such  matters,  a  careful  subject-index  to  the

Section  4.  The  Church  in  each  Diocese  which  shall  have  been  ad- 
mitted to  the  General  Convention  shall  be  entitled  to  be  represented  in 
the  House  of  Deputies  by  not  more  than  four  Presbyters,  canonically 
resident  in  such  Diocese,  and  by  not  more  than  four  Laymen,  communi- 
cants of  this  Church,  and  having  a  domicile  in  the  Diocese.  Each  Dio- 
t'e.'ie  shall  prescribe  the  manner  in  which  such  Deputies  shall  be  chosen. 
Sec.  5.  The  representation  of  any  Diocese  shall  be  valid,  so  long  as 
there  be  present  from  such  Diocese  at  h;ast  one  Deputy  of  either  Order. 
Sec  6.  Any  Diocese  which  shall  have  been  admitted  to  the  General 
Convention  shall  be  bound  by  all  the  acts  thereof,  although  such  Diocese 
was  not  then  actually  represented  in  either  Order. 

Sec.  7.  To  constitute  a  quorum  fnr  the  transaction  of  business  there 
must  be  present  at  least  one  Clerical  D«>puty  and  one  Lay  Deputy  from 
a  majority  of  all  the  Dioceses  entitled  to  representation ;  but  the  Dio- 
ceses represented  by  the  Clerical  Deputies  need  not  be  necessarily  the 
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very  same  Dioceses  as  those  represented  by  the  Lay  Deputies ;   Provided^ 
always,  each  Order  is  represented  in  a  majority  of  all  the  Dioceses. 

Sec.  8.  On  any  question  the  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the  Deputies 
present,  without  regard  to  Orders,  shall  suflice,  unless  otherwise  provided 
in  these  Constitutions,  or  unless  a  vote  by  Orders  be  called  for  by  the 
Clerical  or  the  Lay  representation  then  present  from  any  Diocese.  In 
all  cases  of  a  vote  by  Orders  the  two  Orders  shall  vote  separately,  each 
Diocese  having  one  vote  for  its  Clerical  representation,  and  one  vote  for 
its  Lay  representation,  if  presents  The  concurrence  of  the  two  Orders 
by  a  majority  in  each  Order  of  all  the  Dioceses  then  represented  in  that 
Order  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  valid  vote  of  the  llouse. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Fairbanks  of  Florida,  the  word  "three  "  was 
stricken  out  and  the  word  "  four"  was  substituted  therefor. 

Mr.  Biddle  of  Pennsylvania  moved  to  amend  by  sti'iking  out 
all  after  the  words  **  majority  in  each  order  of  all  the  Dioceses 
then  represented  in  that  Order  "  and  substituting  therefor  the  words 
"  majority  of  the  Dioceses  entitled  to  representation  in  that  Order." 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Alsop  of  Long  Island  moved  to  strike  out  the 
words  "  having  a  domicile,"  and  substitute  therefor  the  words  "  in 
connection  with  a  Parish."

Resolved^  The  House  of  Deputies  concurring,  That  the  following 
amendment  be  made  to  the  Constitution,  and  that  the  proposed  amend- 
ment be  made  known  to  the  several  Dioceses  in  order  that  it  may  be 
finally  agreed  to  and  ratified  in  the  next  General  Convention,  in  accord- 
ance witn  the  provisions  of  Article  9  of  the  Constitution. 

Strike  out  Articles  4  and  10  of  the  Constitution,  and  insert  the  fol- 
lowing as  V.  of  the  Constitutions : 

V. 

Section  1.  In  every  Diocese  the  Bishop,  or  Bishop  Coadjutor,  shall 
be  chosen  agreeably  to  such  rules  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Conven- 
tion of  that  Diocese.  Missionary  Bishops  shall  be  chosen  by  the  House 
of  Bishops  in  accordance  with  canonical  provisions  of  the  General  Synod. 

Sec.  2.  A  Bishop  shall  confine  the  exercise  of  his  ofllce  to  his  own 
Diocese  or  "Missionary  District,  unless  requested  to  perform  some  Episco- 
pal act  in  another  Diocese  or  in  a  Missionary  District  by  the  Ecclesias- 
tical Authority  thereof,  or  unless  authorized  and  appointed  by  tlie  House 
of  Bishops  to*  act  temporarily,  in  case  of  need,  beyond  the  territorial 
limits  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  3.  Xo  one  shall  be  ordained  and  consecrated  Bishop  until  he 
shall  be  thirty  years  of  age ;  nor  without  the  consent  of  a  majority  of 
the  Bishops  of  this  Church,  exercising  jmisdiction  in  the  United  States, 
and  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  Standing  Committees  of  all  the 
Dioceses.  Xo  one  shall  be  ordained  and  consecrated  Bishop  by  lees  than 
three  Bishops. 

Sec.  4.  A  Bishop  may  not  resign  his  jurisdiction  without  the  consent 
of  the  House  of  Bishops. 

Sec,  5.  Bishops  may  be  consecrated  for  foreign  lands  upon  due 
application  therefrom,  with  the  approbation  of  a  majority  of  the  Bishops 
of  this  Church  entitled  to  vote  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  certified  to  the 
Primate  under  such  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  by  Canons  of  the 
General  Synod.     Such  Bishops  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote  in  the  House 
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of  Bishops,  nor  shall  they  perform  any  act  of  the  Episcopal  oftice  in  any 
Diocese  or  Missionary  District  of  this  Church,  unless  requested  to  do  so 
by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  thereof.

Report  No.  5. 

The  Committee  on  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  resolution  of  a  Clerical  Deputy  from  New  York  making  it  law- 
ful, under  well-defined  restrictions,  for  Bishops  of  this  Church  to  take 
under  their  spiritual  oversight  congregations  of  Christian  people  not 
hitherto  in  communion  with  this  Church,  respectfully  report,  that,  inas- 
much as  this  resolution  differs  only  from  a  similar  one  to  which  their 
approval  was  given  three  years  ago  in  having  had  introduced  into  it  even 
more  careful  safeguards  than  it  then  contained,  they  do  uofc  conceive 
that  it  is  incumbent  on  them  to  enter  into  a  discussion  of  the  merits  of 
the  case,  but  content  themselves  with  recommending  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolution : 

liesolved,  The  House  of  Bishops  concurring,  That  the  following  amend- 
ment be  made  to  the  Constitution,  and  that  me  proposed  amendment  be 
made  known  to  the  several  Dioceses  in  order  that  it  may  be  finally  agreed 
to  and  ratified  in  the  next  General  Convention,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Article  9  of  the  Constitution. 

Add  to  Article  8  of  the  Constitution  the  following,  to  wit : 
But  nothing  in  this  Article  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  restrain  any 
Bishop  of  this  Church,  acting  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Standing  Committee  of  his  Diocese  or  Missionary  Jurisdiction,  from  tak- 
ing under  his  spiritual  oversi<jht  any  congregation  of  Christian  people, 
not  theretofore  in  communion  with  this  Church,  which  accepts  the 
Apostles'  Creed  and  the  Xicene  Creed,  and  whose  Minister,  having  received 
Episcopal  ordinatioi^^  sliall  covenant,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  Canon,  to 
use  in  public  worship  such  form  or  directory  as  the  said  Bishop  shall  set 
forth  and  autiiorize ; 

Provided^  such  form  or  directory  shall  contain  or  enjoin  nothing  con- 
trary to  the  doctrine  of  this  Church,  shall  make  provision  for  the  Apos- 
tolic rite  of  Confirmation,  and  shall  require,  in  the  administration  of  the 
Sacraments  of  Baptism  and  the  Supper  of  the  Lord,  the  unfailing  use  of 
the  words  and  elements  ordained  by  Christ  Himself ;  and.  Provided^  further, 
that  no  such  congregation  shall  be  admitted  into  union  with  a  Diocesan 
Convention  or  Council  until  it  has  been  organized  as  a  parish  or  congre- 
gation of  this  Church,  in  accordance  with  canonical  requirements.

By  permission  of  the  House,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Faude  presented  a 
minority  report,  as  follows  : 

The  undersigned,  members  of  the  Committee  on  Amendments  to  the 
Constitution,  regretfully  dissent  from  the  views  of  the  Committee  in  its 
report  on  the  proposed  amendment  to  Article  8  of  the  Constitution. 
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Tlie  proposed  amendment  is  declared  to  be  a  step  in  the  direction  of 
Christian  unity.  By  its  provisions,  congregations  of  unconfirmed  people, 
accepting  the  Apostles'  and  the  Nicene  Creeds,  may  be  received  (1) 
under  the  spiritual  oversight  of  a  Bishop,  acting  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  his  Standing  Committee,  and  (2)  into  union  with  the  Diocesan 
Convention  or  Council.  Such  congregations  are  to  be  allowed  to  wor- 
ship according  to  any  form  or  directory  of  public  worship  which  their 
Bishop  may  set  forth  and  authorize  for  use ;  it  being  provided  that  such 
form  or  directory  shall  be  (a)  in  harmony  with  the  four  points  submitted 
at  the  I^mbeth  Conference  as  the  basis  upon  which  the  Anglican  Com- 
manion  is  willing  to  confer  upon  the  subject  of  CJhristian  Unity,  and  (6) 
make  provision  for  the  Apostolic  Rite  of  Confirmation. 

The  undersigned  are  unable  to  give  assent  to  this  project  for  the  fol- 
lowing reasons : 

1.  The  proposed  amendment  is  one  touching  our  Book  of  Common 
Prayer,  which  is  the  interpreter  and  bulwark  of  our  faith  and  doctrine. 
This  American  Branch  of  the  Church  Catholic  has  wisely  guarded  this 
Book  by  providing  that  not  only  no  one  Bishop,  not  even  the  whole  House 
of  Bishops  alone,  but  the  House  of  Deputies,  acting  concurrently  with 
the  House  of  Bishops,  in  two  successive  General  Conventions,  with  an  in- 
terval of  three  years,  and  with  full  knowledge  imparted  to  the  several 
Dioceses,  shall  act  on  all  changes  in  this  Book  of  Common  Prayer.  But 
in  this  proposed  amendment  is  a  provision  which  annihilates  time, 
brushes  aside  the  whole  Church  in  her  legislative  capacity,  and  allows 
every  Bishop  to  do  at  will  what  it  is  now  intended  he  shall  do  only  in 
certain  specified  emergencies.  Each  Bishop  would  then  be  a  law  unto 
hfanself. 

The  form  of  administration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  for  example, 
would  very  naturally  reflect  the  '*  interpretation "  which  each  Bishop 
would  put  upon  that  great  Sacrament.  There  is  nothing  in  the  proposed 
tmendment  which  would  prevent  the  use,  with  some  modifications,  of 
the  Roman  Mass,  by  a  Bishop  who  inclined  in  that  direction,  to  say 
nothing  of  other  liturgies  or  forms.  While  perhaps  not  every  Bishop 
would  compose  or  sanction  a  diff*erent  directory  of  public  worship,  yet  it 
might  confidently  be  expected  that  the  difterent  schools  of  thought  in 
the  Church  would  be  tempted  to  make  these  directories  the  propaganda 
for  their  "  interpretations."  Such  great  diversities  of  **  views,"  incor- 
porated into  forms  or  directories  of  worship,  would  not  tend  to  the  peace 
and  harmony  of  the  Church,  but  on  the  contrary  give  rise  to  contentions 
for  which  no  gains  of  semi-converts  from  other  religious  bodies  would 
comi>ensate  us. 

2.  The  undersigned  are  further  of  opinion  that  the  indirect  abolition 
of  the  rubric  providing  that  '*  there  shall  none  be  admitted  to  the  Holy 
Communion  until  they  be  confirmed,  or  be  ready  and  desirous  to  be  con- 
firmed," is  a  most  unsafe  procedure.  This  indirect  abolition  of  the 
rubric  would  do  away  entirely  with  Confirmation  either  as  a  i)rerequi- 
site  to  the  Holy  Communion^  or  as  a  recognized  and  indispensable  Sacra- 
mental rite.  For  although  provision  is  required  to  be  made,  by  the 
proposed  amendment,  for  '*the  Apostolic  rite  of  Confirmation,"  yet  as 
its  use  is  not  to  be  obligatory,  we  should  have  a  deliberate  setting  aside, 
for  the  sake  of  expedienc)'^^  of  the  practice  of  the  (^hiirch,  in  all  her 
branches,  from  the  Apostles'  days  to  our  own.  In  the  judgment  of  the 
undersigned  this  would  be  transcending  the  powers  of  any  branch  of  the 
Church  C-atholic.  Whatever  irregularities  there  may  be  to  cite  from  the 
hijitory  of  the  Church,  no  national  or  provincial  Church  has  ever  set 
aeide  an  Apostolic  practice  which  has  the  clear  warrant  of  the  Holy 
Scriptures.  Let  not  the  American  Church  be  the  first  to  attempt  it !  It 
is  not  an  unwarranted  fear  that  such  a  departure  would  be  legislating  for 
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possible  converts  from  without,  at  tlie  risk  of  alienating  those  already 
in  full  communion  with  the  Church. 

3.  llie  undersigned  are  not  unmindful  of  the  fact  that  almost  any 
changes  in  the  Prayer  Book  might  be  justified,  if  made  in  the  usual  and 
lawful  way,  provided  compensating  gains  were  assured  to  us  thereby. 
What  is  the  supposed  gain  to  come  from  this  proposed  amendment? 
Christian  unity,  it  is  answered.  But  this  measure  seems  to  have  as  its 
underlying  principle  the  idea  that  unity  means  union  in  the  sense  of  ag- 
gregation, and  without  that  '*  unity  of  spirit"  which  is  '*the  bond  of 
peace."  In  the  judgment  of  the  undersigned  union  without  unity  is  no 
better  than  recognized  separation.  Almost  every  congregation  admitted 
as  here  proposed  would  give  us  something  resembling  anotlier  '*  school 
of  thought.''  AVe  certainly  have  enough  ''  schools  of  thought "  —  some- 
times called  parties  —  in  the  Church  as  it  is;  to  open  the  door  and  invite 
more  would,  in  the  judgment  of  the  undersigned,  be  wellnigh  suicidal. 

4.  Even  if  it  were  admitted  that  the  Chicago-Lambeth  declaration 
should  be  followed  by  some  such  legislation  as  is  here  proposed,  the  un- 
dersigned feel  that  to  take  such  action  now  would  be  premature  and 
unliappily  precipitate.  The  House  of  Bishops  in  1886,  after  making  the 
declaration  sometimes  called  the  Quadrilateral,  concluded  with  the  fol- 
lowing words :  *'  Furthermore,  deeply  grieved  by  the  sad  divisions 
w^hich  affect  the  Christian  Church  in  our  own  land,  we  hereby  declare 
our  desire  and  readiness,  so  soon  as  there  shall  be  any  authorized  response 
to  this  Declaration,  to  enter  into  brotherly  conference  with  all  or  any 
Christian  Bodies  seeking  the  restoration  of  the  organic  unity  of  tlie 
Church,  with  a  view  to  the  earnest  study  of  the  conditions  under  which 
so  priceless  a  blessing  might  hai)pily  be  brought  to  pass.''  The  under- 
signed would  remind  this  House  that  no  one  of  the  '*  Christian  Bodies  •' 
about  us  has,  as  yet,  made  to  this  Church  "  any  authorized  response  to 
this  declaration."  ITntil  this  is  done  we  cannot,  without  loss  of  self- 
respect,  make  further  advances. 

5.  It  is  (l<)u])tful  if  any  ''congregations  of  Christian  people"  would 
accept  so  (juestionable  a  position  as  even  this  exceptional  legislation 
would  give  them.  Clearly  they  would  not  thus  be  received  into  the 
fulness  of  the  Church's  privileges.  While  Bishops  might  receive  them 
under  their  spiritual  oversight  the  Councils  of  the  Dioceses  might  be 
closed  to  them.  They  would  stand  upon  a  dift'erent  phme  from  that  of 
continned  Church  i)eopIe.  'J'hey  would  ])e,  at  the  best,  a  new  kind  of 
''  l)roselytos  of  the  gate,"  a  most  humiliating  position,  and  one  not 
likely  to  be  accepted.  It  therf^fore  seems  to  the  undersigned  that  so 
weak  an  overture  would  defeat  its  own  ends.  We  therefore  beg  leave  to 
otler  as  a  substitute  for  tlie  report  of  the  Committee  on  Amendments  to 
the  Constitution,  and  to  recommend  for  adoption,  the  following: 

Jh'solved^  That  it  is  inexpedient  to  amend  Article  8  of  the  Constitution 
in  the  manner  proposed.

Report  No.  8. 

The  Committee  on  Canons,  to  whom  w^as  referred  a  resolution  direct- 
ing this  Committee  to  propose  such  amendments  as  may  be  necessary  ta 
m^e  the  wording  of  the  Canons  conform  to  the  Constitutional  change  of 
the  title  Assistant  Bishop  to  that  of  Bishop  Coadjutor,  ofter  the  follow- 
ing resolutions : 

Resolved^  The  House  of  Bishops  concurring,  Tliat  Title  I.,  Canon  19,. 
§  v.,  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

§  V.  When  a  Bishop  of  a  Diocese  is  unable,  by  reason  of  old  age,  or 
other  permanent  cause  of  infirmity,  or  by  reason  of  the  extent  of  his 
Diocese,  to  discharge  his  Episcopal  duties,  one  Bishop  Coadjutor  may 
be  elected  by  and  for  the  said  Diocese,  who  shall,  in  all  cases,  succeed 
tlie  Bishop  in  case  of  surviving  him :  Provided^  that  before  the  election 
of  a  Bishop  Coatijutor,  for  the  reason  of  extent  of  Diocese,  the  consent 
of  the  General  Convention,  or  during  the  recess  thereof,  the  consent  of  a 
majority  of  the  Bishops  and  of  the  several  Standing  Committees,  must  be 
had  and  obtained.  Prior  to  any  election  of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor,  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  consent  in  writing  to  such  election,  and  in 
such  consent  he  shall  state  the  duties  which  ne  thereby  assigns  to  the 
Bishop  Coadjutor  when  duly  elected  and  consecrated.  And  in  case  of 
the  inability  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  to  issue  the  aforesaid  consent 
to  the  election  of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor,  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese  may  request  the  Convention  to  issue  such  letter  of  consent. 
And  the  request  of  the  said  Standing  Committee*  shall  be  accompanied 
by  medical  certificates  of  the  inability  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  to 
issue  such  written  consent.  No  person  shall  he  elected  or  consecrated  a 
Suffragan  Bishop,  nor  shall  there  be  more  than  one  Bisihop  Coadjutor  iu 
a  Diocese  at  the  same  time. 

Besolved^  The  House  of  Bishops  concurring.  That  Title  I.,  Canon  19, 
§  xil.,  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

§  xii.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  Bishoj)  of  a  Diocese  who  is  about  to 
leave,  or  has  left  his  Diocese,  with  the  intention  of  going  out  of  the 
limits  of  the  United  States,  or,  if  remaining  out  of  his  Diocese  for  tlu^ 
«I)ace  of  three  calendar  months,  although  without  leaving  the  United 
States,  to  authorize,  by  writing  under  his  hand  and  seal,  the  Bishop  (  o- 
adjutor,  or,  should  there  be  none,  the  Standing  Committee  of  such 
Diocese,  to  act  as  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  thereof.  The  Bishop 
Coadjutor  or  Standing  Committee  so  authorized  shall  thereupon  become 
the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  such  Diocese,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,.

absence  from  his  Diocese,  or  from  permitting  and  authorizing  any  other 
Bishop  to  perform  Episcopal  ofWces  for  him. 

Re^jlved^  The  House  of  liishops  concurring,  That  Title  I.,  Canon  19, 
§  xiv.  [1],  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

§  xiv.  [1.]  Any  Bishop,  Bishop  Coadjutor,  or  Missionary  Bishop 
may,  on  the  invitation  of  the  Convention  or  the  Standing  Committee  of 
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any  Diocese  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  or  where  the  Bishop  is  for  the 
tinie  under  ii  disability  to  perform  Episcopal  offices  by  reason  of  a  judicial 
sentence,  visit  and  i>erform  Episcopal  offices  in  that  Diocese,  or  in  any 
part  thereof ;. and  tliis  invitation  may  be  temporary,  and  it  may  at  any 
time  be  revoked. 

Besolved^  The  House  of  Bishops  concurring,  That  Title  I.,  Canon  19, 
§  xiv.  [2],  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

[2.]  A  Diocese  without  a  Bishop,  or  of  which  the  Bishop  is  for  the 
time  under  a  disability  by  reason  of  a  judicial  sentence,  may,  by  its  Con- 
vention, be  placed  under  provisional  charge  and  authority  of  the  Bishop 
or  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  another  Diocese,  or  of  a  Missionary  Bishop,  who 
shall  by  that  act  be  authorized  to  perform  all  the  duties  and  offices  of  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  so  vacant,  or  having  the  Bishop  disabled,  until,  in 
the  case  of  a  vacant  Diocese,  a  Bishop  be  duly  elected  and  consecrated 
for  the  same ;  and,  in  the  case  of  a  Diocese  whose  Bishop  is  disqualified 
as  aforesaid,  until  the  disqualification  be  removed;  or  until,  in  either 
case,  the  said  act  of  the  Convention  be  revoked.

Sec.  3.  In  case  a  new  Diocese  or  Dioceses  shall  be  erected  out  of  part 
of  the  jurisdiction  of  an  existing  Diocese,  the  Bishop  of  such  existing 
Diocese  may  choose  the  Diocese  to  which  he  will  be  attached,  and  shall 
be  the  Diocesan  thereof;  and  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  if  there  be  one,  may 
become  the  Diocesan  of  the  other  Diocese,  or,  if  there  ])e  more  than  one 
other,  of  that  other  which  he  shall  choose. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  a  Diocese  shall  be  formed  out  of  parts  of  two  or

Whenever  a  new  Diocese  is  formed  and  erected  out  of  an 
existing  Diocese,  it  shall  be  subject  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of 
the  Diocese  out  of  which  it  was  formed,  except  as  local  circumstances 
may  prevent,  until  the  same  may  be  altered  by  the  Convention  of  the  new 
Diocese.  And  whenever  a  Diocese  is  formed  and  erected  out  of  two  or 
more  existing  Dioceses,  it  shall  be  subject  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons 
of  that  one  of  the  said  existing  Dioceses  to  which  the  greater  number 
of  clergymen  shall  have  belonged  prior  to  the  erection  of  such  new  Dio^ 
cese,  except  as  local  circumstances  may  prevent,  until  the  same  may  be 
altered  by  the  Convention  of  the  new  Diocese. 

Sec.  6.  Any  new  Diocese  shall  be  considered  as  admitted  into  union 
with  the  General  Synod  on  its  acceding  to  this  Constitution,  under  sucli 
conditions  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Synod. 

Sec.  7.  The  General  Synod  miiy  accept  the  cession  of  a  part  of  the 
territory  of  a  Diocese  when  the  Bishop  and  Convention  of  a  Diocese  shall 
propose  such  cession,  and  three-fourths  of  the  parishes  in  the  ceded  ter- 
ritory, and  also  the  same  pro[K)rtion  in  the  remaining  territory,  shall 
consent  thereto ;  Prnvidod^  that  such  action  of  the  General  Synod  shall 
be  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  Bish()])s  present  and  voting,  and  two- 
thirds  of  the  House  of  Deputies,  voting  by  Orders.

ELEVENTH  DAY. 

Tuesday,  October  15,   1895. 

The  House  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.  Morning  Prayer  was 
said  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Thompson  of  Mississippi,  the  Benediction 
being  pronounced  by  the  Bishop  of  Indiana.

Tlie  Committee  on  Elections  would  report  that  the  proper  testimonials 
have  been  received  entitlinj^  the  Kev.  Edgar  F.  Gee  of  Texas  to  a  seat 
in  this  Convention  in  place  of  tlie  Rev.  H.  D.  Aves,  unable  to  attend. 
The  same  statement  is  made  in  the  case  of  the  Rev.  E.  Purdon  Wright, 
D.D.,  of  MihvMulvee,  in  place  of  the  Itev.  T.  S.  Richey,  given  leave  of 
absence,  and  in  tiie  case  of  Mr.  .J.  llalsey  DeWolf  of  Rliode  Island  in 
place  of  Mr.  R.  II.  I.  Goddard,  given  leave  of  absence. 

CLINTON  LOCKE,  Chairman, 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Littell,  from  the  Committee  on  the  General  Theo- 
logical Somiuary,  presented  the  following  report,  the  resolutions 
appended  to  which  were,  on  motion,  adopted : 

The  Triennial  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Semi- 
nary to  the  General  Convention  is  the  most  encouraging  ever  presented. 
Eiich  Convention  witnesses  a  fuller  realization  of  the  long-cherished  de- 
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sire«»  ol  those  who  founded  and  those  who  have  given  and  laboured  lor 
the  institution. 

The  conscientious  vigilance  and  care  of  those  in  charge  of  the  finances 
merit  our  grateful  recognition.  Never  before  has  it  been  possible  to 
exhibit  so  ravourable  a  statement  regarding  its  funds  wisely  invested,  and 
iueome  prudently  expended. 

We  note  with  satisfaction  some  important  changes  in  the  course  of 
jitiuly.  A  Professorship  has  been  added,  that  of  Moral  ITieology  and 
Christian  Philosophy.  The  course  has  been  rearranged  and  its  scope 
euhirged.  The  report  of  the  Trustees  will,  no  doubt,  be  publislied  in 
the  Appendix  to  our  Journal,  and  this  feature  is  especially  commended 
to  consideration.  More  than  forty  lectures  have  been  delivered  to  the 
stutlents  upou  practical  subjects  by  others  tlian  the  Professors ;  and  much 
iipiritnal  benefit  has  been  enjoyed  in  Quiet  Days,  conducted  by  the 
Bishops  of  New  York  and  Montana  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wilford  L.  Bobbins. 
The  average  number  of  students  during  the  last  three  years  has  been 
one  hundred  and  thirty-eiglit,  more  than  liave  ever  before  been  enrolled. 
Aad  this  numl>er  could  have  been  increased  had  there  been  room.  Ap- 
plications were  made  tliis  year  by  sixteen  young  men  who  could  not  be 
accommodated.  The  Trustees  do  well  to  ask  the  Church  to  meet  this 
neeil. 

The  Library  has  been  increased,  and  now  numbers  25,900  volumes. 
A  gift  of  a  rare  collection  of  Latin  Bibles  has  been  made.  As  is  re- 
ported, *•  It  is  the  largest,  if  not  the  most  valuable  collection  of  Latin 
Bi!>les  to  be  found  in  any  one  library  in  the  world."  *'  Many  of  them  are 
extremely  rare,  and  sonie  of  them  absolutely  unique,  no  other  copy  be- 
inu:  known  to  exist.-' 

Oue  of  the  original  buildings  of  the  Seminary  has  been  replaced  by 
three  new  houses  for  Professors,  and  two  more  are  in  process  of  erection 
n|M)n  Chelsea  Square.  A  new  and  larger  refectory  is  urgently  needed, 
alKjut  fifteen  students  being  obliged,  at  present,  to  occupy  another  room. 
Funds  are  asked  for  tliis.  The  Alumni  are  continuing  their  efforts  to 
supply  a  gymnasium. 

Throujjh  a  number  of  gifts  and  legacies,  a  Professorship,  three  Fellow- 
J^hip-s,  and  two  Scholarships  have  been  endowed.  But  needs  are  increas- 
ing with  growing  numbers  of  students,  and  opportunities  for  enlarged 
usefidness  are  presenting  themselves.  *^  Three  Professorships  have  no 
endowment,  and  three  others  are  only  partially  endowed."  The  appeal 
for  more  Scholarships  to  aid  those  wlio  otherwise  could  not  receive  the 
U^neflts  of  tlie  Seminary  will,  we  trust,  be  speedily  answered. 

Vour  Committee  has  a  welcome  task  in  presenting  a  report  upon  a 
condition  so  favourable  and  encouraging,  and  express  its  gratitude  to  the 
l>ean  for  generosity,  and  unwearied  and  wise  oversight,  to  the  able  Pro- 
fH><ors  for  faitlifulness,  and  to  those  whose  self-denial  and  liberality 
have  rendered  possible  such  remarkable  results. 

Tlie  Trustees  recommend  alterations  in  two  Artich^s  of  the  Constitu- 
tion of  tlie  Seminary:  one  in  Article  II.,  which  will  bring  it  into  con- 
fonnity  with  the  law  of  the  State  of  New  York,  in  which  the  Seminary 
was  incorporated ;  and  others  in  Article  V.,  which  require  that  longer 
lime  l>e  giv^n  between  notice  of  ehiction,  and  election  of  Dean  or  Profes- 
^or^.  and  provide  against  inconvenient  delay  which  may  be  occasioned 
by  the  (lifHculty  of  securing  special  meetings  merely  to  receive  nomina- 
tion?*. 

The  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolu- 
tions : 

Reaolved^  That  this  House  desires  to  put  on  record  its  expression  of 
gratitude  to  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  for  tlie  evident  tokens  of  His 
loving  kindness  manifested  towards  this  general  School  of  the  Prophets. 
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Be^olved^  That  we  congratulate  the  Church  in  the  United  States,  which 
exercises  supervision  and  fostering  care  over  tlie  General  Theolo<;ical 
Seminary,  in  having  in  this  institution  a  Faculty  whose  members  com- 
mand the  respect  and  confidence  of  our  people,  and  a  Dean  whose  devo- 
tion, ability,  liberality,  and  personal  influence  have  drawn  to  the  Seminary 
students  in  large  numbers,  and  patrons  who  freely  give  of  tlieir  sul>- 
stance  for  tlie  equipment  and  work  of  this  noble  school  of  godly  learning 
and  sound  churchmanship. 

liesolved^  The  House  of  Bishops  concurring,  T^iat  Article  II.  of  the 
Constitution  of  tlie  Greneral  Theological  Seminary  be  amended  so  as  to 
read : 

II.  The  management  of  the  said  Seminary  shall  l>e  vested  in  a  Board  of 
Trustees,  who  shall  have  power  to  constitute  Professorships,  and  appoint 
the  Dean  and  Professors,  and  to  prescribe  tlie  Course  of  Study  in  the  re- 
spective schools,  and  to  make  rules  and  regulations  nnd  statutes  for  tlie 
ffovernment  thereof,  and  generally  to  take  such  measures  as  they  may 
deem  necessary  to  its  prosperity :  Provided^  that  such  rules  and  Course 
of  Study  and  measures  be  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons 
of  the  Church,  nor  to  the  Course  of  Study  for  Candidates  for  Orders 
which  is  or  may  be  established  by  the  House  of  Bishops. 

The  Board  shall,  from  time  to  time,  appoint  a  Standing  Committee 
from  its  own  number,  to  superintend  and  manage  all  the  Dusiness  and 
concerns  of  the  Seminary  during  the  recess  of  the  Board,  with  all  the 
powers  of  the  Board,  subject  to  such  limitations  as  may,  by  statute  or 
otherwise,  be  lawfully  and  rightfully  imposed. 

The  Bishops  wlio  are  Trustees  shall  be  visitors  of  the  Seminary,  and 
any  three  of  them  acting  together  may,  at  any  time,  upon  reasonable 
notice  to  the  Faculty  and  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  or  Standing  Commit- 
tee, visit  the  Seminary,  and  shall  see  that  the  Course  of  Instruction  and 
Discipline  be  conducted  agreeably  to  the  foregoing  provision ;  and  the 
Bishops  thus  visiting  shall  lay  before  the  Trustees  at  their  next  meeting 
any  recommendations  which  they  may  deem  of  advantage  to  the  Institu- 
tion. The  Trustees  shall  make  rei)ort  to  the  General  Convention  of  their 
proceedings,  and  of  the  state  of  the  Seminary. 

Jiesolred,  The  House  of  Bish()i)s  concurring,  That  Article  V.  of  the 
Constitution  be  amended  so  as  to  read  : 

V.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  remove  the  Dean,  the 
Professors,  and  other  oflieers;  but  no  such  incumbent  shall  be  removed 
from  oftice  unless  notice  of  an  intended  motion  for  such  removal  and 
the  grounds  thereof  shall  have  been  given  to  him.  The  nomination  of 
the  Dean  and  Professors  shall  be  made  at  one  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  acted  upon  at  a  subsequent  meeting,  to  be  held  not  less 
than  two  months  after  the  meeting  at  which  the  nomination  is  made,  due 
noti(,'e  being  given  of  the  object  of  said  meeting  to  every  member  of  the 
Board. 

Providf'd^  however,  that  when  directed  by  the  Standing  Committee,  of 
which  due  notice  shall  be  given  to  every  member  of  the  Board,  nomina- 
tions of  Professors  may  be  received  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  at 
any  time  not  less  than  three  months  before  the  meeting  at  which  they 
are  to  be  acted  upon,  and  such  nominations  with  the  names  of  those  who 
make  them  shall  be  sent  by  the  Secretary  not  less  than  two  months 
before  the  meeting  of  the  Board,  to  every  one  of  its  members.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Roberts,  from  the  Special  Committee  on  rearrang- 
ing the  seats  of  some  of  the  Deputies  iu  this  House,  presented  the 
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following   report,  and,  on  his  motion,  the   Committee   was   dis- 
charged : 

The  Committee  appointed  to  confer  with  the  Local  Committee  of 
arrangements  with  a  view  to  providing  better  accommodations  for  certain 
Deputations,  and  continued  witli  a  view  to  furthering  tlie  comfort  and 
convenience  of  the  House,  respectfully  report  that  they  liave,  witli  the 
kind  assistance  of  the  Local  Committee  and  through  the  courtesy  of 
Deputies  more  fortunately  placed,  accomplished  the  task  assigned  them 
as  completely  as  existing  conditions  will  admit. 

After  consultation  with  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  House,  and 
conference  with  the  Local  Committee,  the  seats  were  rearranged,  chairs 
were  placed  in  the  aisles,  and  relief  afforded  as  far  as  practicahle.  Much 
is  due  to  the  kindness  of  Deputations  who  received  others  amc^ng  them, 
which  courtesy  we  gratefully  report  and  acknowledge. 

The  ventilation  has  been  improved  as  much  as  is  possible  in  the  cir- 
comstances,  and  the  Rector  and  Local  Committee  have  been  unwearied 
in  their  efforts  to  promote  the  comfort  of  the  Deputies.  And  the  Com- 
mittee ask  to  be  discharged.

That  a  Deputation  be 
appointed  to  attend  the  next  General  Synod  of  the  Church  of  England  in 
Canada. 

The  President  appointed  as  members  of  the  Deputation,  on  the 
part  of  this  House,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Green  of  Iowa,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Sweet  of  Maine,  Mr.  Woolworth  of  Nebraska,  and  Mr.  White  of 
Northern  Michigan. 

Mr.  Prince  of  New  Mexico  offered  the  following  resolutions, 
which  were  placed  on  the  Calendar : 

Resolved^  The  House  of  Bishops  concurring,  That  in  future  editions  of 
the  Hymnal,  the  human  name  of  our  Blessed  Lord  be  printed  Jesus, 
without  change  or  abbreviation. 

Resolved^  That  the  foregoing  resolution  be  referred  by  the  President 
to  some  appropriate  Committee  for  consideration  and  report. 
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that  as  it  has  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  Commission,  it  may  also 
have  the  approval  and  endorsement  of  the  Church  as  represented  in  this 
Convention. 

They  are  aware  that  such  approval  and  endorsement  must  be  based 
chiefly  upon  a  coulidence  in  the  competency  of  the  Commission ;  and  upon 
)an  assurance  that  tliey  have  given  suHicient  attention  and  care  to  their 
work ;  for  it  would  be  quite  impracticable  for  this  Convention  to  enter 
upon  any  prolonged  consideration  of  such  a  matter. 

Witli  respect  to  the  comi>etency  of  the  Commission,  the  general  satis- 
faction given  by  their  worli  upon  the  Canticles  may  perhaps  afford  suffi- 
cient evidence;  and  with  regard  to  the  degree  of  care  and  diligence 
bestowed  upon  this  later  work,  your  Commission  beg  to  say  that  they 
have  spared  no  pains  to  make  the  result  satisfactory  to  all  wfio  approve 
of  the  principle  by  wliich,  chiefly,  they  have  been  guided  in  the  con- 
struction of  their  general  scheme  of  pointing. 

That  principle  or  postulaut  is  that  the  pointing  of  the  Psalms  for 
musical  use  in  public  worship  should  be,  first  of  all^  such  as  to  fulfil  the 
requirements  of  correct  and  intelligent  reading.  The  construction  of 
the  ordinary  chant  to  which  the  pointing  must  be  adapted  does  not  ad- 
mit of  a  strict  adherence  to  this  rule  in  all  cases,  but  it  should  be  stu- 
diously adhered  to  so  far  as  practicable.  In  the  prosecution  of  their 
w^ork,  according  to  this  principle,  your  Commission  have  had  constantly 
before  them  and  have  constantly  consulted  the  best  and  most  widely 
used  of  the  English  pointed  Psalters,  and  their  own  pointing  has,  in 
every  verse  of  the  whole  Psalter,  the  authority  of  at  least  a  majority 
of  the  editors  thus  consulted.  This  last  statement  will,  we  trust,  give 
such  further  and  sufficient  assurance  of  the  value  of  the  work  of  your 
Commission,  as  to  warrant  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : 

Eesolved,  That  the  pointing  of  the  Psalter  presented  by  the  Commis- 
sion, when  all  imperfections  so  far  as  possible  are  removed,  be  set  forth 
as  the  authorized  pointing  for  use  in  this  Church. 

Besolved^  That  a  copy  of  the  pointed  Canticles  and  Psalter,  duly  cer- 
tified by  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  of  the  Commission,  be  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  Custodian  of  the  Standard  Prayer  Book,  who  may  give 
permission  to  any  publisher  to  issue  it  with  or  without  music ;  but  all 
copies  thus  published  shall  contain  the  authorization  of  the  Custodian, 
certifying  that  he,  or  some  person  appointed  by  him,  has  compared  the 
said  copy  or  edition  with  the  said  certified  copy,  and  that  it  conforms 
thereto. 

Jieaolved^  That  the  Commission  be  continued  and  empowered  to  carry 
out  the  foregoing  resolutions.

Sec.  2.  The  Provincial  Synod  shall  be  convened  once  in  three  years, 
and  shall  be  presided  over  by  that  Bishop  of  the  Province  who  Is  the 
senior  by  date  of  consecration. 

Sec.  3.  The  several  Provincial  Synods  shall  make  their  own  rules  of 
procedure,  but  shall  exercise  only  siich  powers  as  may  be  conferred  on 
them  by  Canons  of  the  General  Convention. 

Sec.  4.  The  General  Convention  may  by  Canon  provide  a  judicial 
system  for  the  Provinces.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Christian,  from  the  Joint  Conmiission  on  Swedish 
Orders,  presented  tlie  following  report,  which  was  made  the  special 
order  after  the  pending  orders  are  disposed  of : 

Your  Joint  Commission,  to  whom  was  entrusted  the  consideration  of 
the  subject  of  the  regularity  and  validity  of  the  Orders  of  the  Church  of 
Sweden,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  given  the  matter  their  careful 
study. 

1.  They  find  that  there  is  a  very  strong  probability  that  in  the 
Established  Church  of  Sweden,  a  tactual  ministerial  succession  has  been 
continued  since  the  period  of  the  Lutheran  Reformation. 

2.  They  also  find  that  since  that  time  the  Swedish  Church  has  not 
retiiined  the  three  Orders  of  the  Ministry,  the  Diaconate,  as  an  Holy 
Order,  being  entirely  rejected. 

3.  They  further  find  that  at  Swedish  ordinations,  the  laying  on  of 
hands  is  accompanied  by  no  words  denoting  the  conferring  of  anv  gift, 
order  or  oftlce ;  nor  by  any  prayer  for  the  descent  of  the  Holy  6ho8t. 
The  only  words  now  used,  and  this  has  been  the  unvarying  custom  since 
1571,  are  the  Lord's  Prayer. 
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4.  They  also  find  that  the  same  eeremouy  of  laying  ou  of  hands  and 
the  same  words  are  used  at  the  ''Ordination  to  the  OlHceof  Preaching/* 
Jit  the  *'  Installing  into  the  Office  of  Church  Pastor,"  and  at  the  '*  Install- 
ing of  a  Bishop  into  Office/' 

5.  They  also  find  that  while  '*  ordination  ''  or  ''  consecration  •'  to  the 
Episcopate  is  sometimes  spoken  of  in  the  Canon  Law,  in  the  present 
Office  Books  there  is  no  such  service,  but  only  one  for  *' Installing  a 
Bishop  into  Office"'  which  correspon<ls  almost'  exactly  with  the  form 
for  "  Installing  a  Church  Pastor  into  Office."      ^ 

Your  Joint  Commission  could  add  other  fjKfCs,  but  they  deem  these 
sufficient  to  warrant  their  proposing  the  following  resolution : 

Besolved^  That  (while  not  giving  any  judgment  with  regard  to  tlie 
validity  or  otherwise  of  ordinations  ministered  by  the  Established  Church 
of  Sw^eden,  for  the  reason  that  the  subject  is  now  before  the  Lambeth 
(Conference)  for  the  greater  security  of  our  own  people,  this  General 
Convention  judges  it  right  that  without  first  receiving  the  Order  of 
Deacon  and  afterwards  that  of  Priesthood,  with  the  undoubtedly  suffi- 
cient form  of  words  provided  by  our  Prayer  Book  and  from  a  Bishop 
in  Communion  with  this  Church,  no  Minister  of  the  Swedish  Church 
shall  be  allowed  to  officiate  in  anv  congregation  under  tlie  Ecclesiastical 
Jarisdiction  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.

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By  permission,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Blanchard  of  the  same  Committee, 
presented  &  minority  report,  as  follows : 

The  undersigned,  members  of  the  Committee  on  the  Prayer  Book,  de- 
sire to  express  their  dissent  from  the  report  of  the  Committee  for  the 
following  reasons : 

The  resolution  before  the  House  of  Deputies  proposes  an  amendment 
to  the  title-page  of  the  Prayer  Book.  For  twelve  years,  from  1880  to 
1892,  the  revision  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  was  under  discussion 
in  the  General  Convention  of  this  Church.  The  same  amendment,  in 
nearly  similar  terms,  was  proposed  and  voted  down  in  1886.  It  w'as  un- 
derstood that  at  the  Greneral  Convention  in  1892  the  whole  subject  of  re- 
vision was  to  be  closed.  It  is  true,  no  doubt,  that  any  one  is  at  liberty, 
at  any  time,  to  propose  changes,  but,  by  general  consent,  the  Church 
seemed  to  commit  itself  to  the  closing  of  the  subject  for  many  years.  If 
we  enter  upon  any  revision  no  one  can  tell  to  what  it  will  lead.  If  it  be 
replied  that  this  is  only  a  change  in  the  title-page  and  not  in  the  con- 
tents, the  sufficient  answer  is  that  the  change  proposed  involves  more 
serious  consequences  than  a  great  many  that  were  finally  adopted  in  the 
Prayer  Book  itself.  The  statement  of  the  present  title-page  is  accurate, 
however  incomplete  some  may  deem  it  to  be. 

We  might  suggest  that  exceptions  could  be  taken  to  the  proposed  title- 
page,  that  on  any  accepted  theory  of  this  Church  it  cannot  be  justified ; 
but  the  undersigned  think  it  sufficient  to  express  their  dissent  from  the 
•conclusion  of  the  Committee  on  the  one  ground  that  it  is  a  virtual  re- 
opening of  the  subject  of  Prayer  Book  revision.  The  standard  book  has 
been  finally  presented  to  the  Greneral  Convention.  We  believe  that  a 
change  now  is  distinctly  unwise  and  to  be  deprecated  as  the  unsettling 
of  a  great  question  which  has  been  happily  decided,  and  that  it  will  tend 
to  alarm  the  minds  and  awaken  the  fears  of  many  of  the  most  loyal 
members  of  our  Communion.  We  therefore  hope  that  this  House  will 
vote  against  the  resolution  to  concur  with  the  action  of  the  House  of 
Bishops.

As  the  difficulty  hitherto  experienced  in  com- 
plying with  the  Canon  has  been  occasioned  by  the  order  in  which  the 
Trustees  were  nominated  by  the  General  Convention,  it  is  recommended 
that  the  remedy  be  found  in  the  nomination  of  Trustees  for  the  term  of 
three  years  next  ensuing.  Clause  [2],  §  I.,  of  this  Canon  shows  that  the 
intent'of  the  General  Convention  of  1892  was  that  the  Trustees  should 
secure  such  legislation  as  would  provide  for  the  enlargement  of  the  num- 
ber of  Trustees  from  seven  to  fifteen.  The  information  of  the  Commit- 
tee is  that  no  such  application  for  eularged  Charter  has  been  made.  The 
Committee,  therefore,  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  resolu- 
tion, which  has  been  referred  to  this  Committee : 

Semlved^  The  House  of  Bishops  concurring,  ITiat  the  Trustees  be  in- 
rtructed  to  secure  a  change  in  the  Charter  of  tlie  Society,  so  as  to  pro- 
vide for  the  enlargement  m  the  number  of  tlie  Trustees,  as  indicated  in 
the  action  of  the  General  Convention  of  1892.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Morrison  of  Albany  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tion, which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Amendments  to  the 
Constitution : 
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Besolved^  That  Article  6  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  by  adding  the 
following  words:  '*The  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  paHshes  in  the 
territory  of  the  proposed  new  Diocese  shall  always  be  certified  to 
the  General  Convention  before  the  ratification  of  the  proposed  division."

The  Rev.  Dr.  Eccleston,  from  the  Joint  Committee  to  nominate 
Members  of  the  Missionary  Council  and  the  Board  of  Managers, 
presented  a  report ;  and,  on  his  motion,  the  persons  named  in  the 
report  were  elected.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Davenport,  from  the  Committee  on  Canons,  pre- 
sented the  following  report,  the  resolution  appended  to  which  was, 
on  motion,  adopted  : 

Report  No.  9. 

The  Committee  on  Canons,  to  whom  were  referred  two  resolutions 
respecting  amendments  to  Title  III.,  Canon  8,  §  1  [1],  '*  Of  General  Clergy 
Relief,"  respectfully  report  that  they  have  carefully  considered  the 
same,  and  that,  in  their  opinion,  since  the  Canon  seems  to  make  all  the 
provisions  necessarv  for  the  proper  administration  of  the  trust,  it  is  in- 
expedient to  amend  it.  As  the  difficulty  hitherto  experienced  in  com- 
plying with  the  Canon  has  been  occasioned  by  the  order  in  which  the 
Trustees  were  nominated  by  the  General  Convention,  it  is  recommended 
that  the  remedy  be  found  in  the  nomination  of  Trustees  for  the  term  of 
three  years  next  ensuing.  Clause  [2],  §  I.,  of  this  Canon  shows  that  the 
intent  of  the  General  Convention  of  1892  was  that  the  Trustees  should 
secure  such  legislation  as  would  provide  for  the  enlargement  of  the  num- 
l>er  of  Trustees  from  seven  to  fifteen.  The  information  of  the  Comniit- 
tee  is  that  no  such  applicatiou  for  enlarged  Charter  has  been  made.  The 
Committee,  therefore,  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  resolu- 
tion, which  has  been  referred  to  this  Committee : 

Besolved^  The  House  of  Bishoj)s  concurring,  That  the  Trustees  be  in- 
structed to  secure  a  change  in  the  Charter  of  the  Society,  so  as  to  pro- 
vide for  the  enlargement  in  the  number  of  the  Trustees,  as  indicated  in 
the  action  of  the  General  Convention  of  1892.

the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  or,  should  there  be  none  J  the  Standing  Committee

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Authority  thereof.  And  in  case  of  the  temporary  di8«<ibility  of  the 
BlBhop,  he  may  authorize  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  if  there  be  one,  or  the 
Standing  Conmiittee  to  act  as  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority ;  Provided,  that 
nothing  in  this  Canon  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  any  Bishop 
who  may  have  issued  such  authorization  from  exercising  his  jurisdiction 
himself,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  practicable,  during  his  absence  from 
his  Diocese,  or  from  permitting  and  authorizing  any  other  Bishop  to  per- 
form Episcopal  offices  for  him.*'

The  Rev.  Dr.  Nelson,  from  the  Joint  Commission  on  the  Hym- 
nal, presented  the  following  report  which  was  placed  on  the 
Calendar : 

The  Commission  on  the  Hymnal  present  the  following  report : 

The  Ck)mmi88ion  on  the  H>Tnnal,  in  conformity  with  the  instructions 
contained  in  the  concurrent  resolution  under  which  it  was  empowered, 
has  superintended  the  publication  of  the  Hymnal  and  secured  the  royalty 
upon  it. 

The  completed  work  of  the  Commission  has  been  in  the  hands  of  the 
Church  for  three  years,  to  the  enrichment,  we  think  it  will  be  generally 
conceded,  of  her  services.  Retaining  the  best  hymns  of  the  old  collec- 
tion^ together  with  a  number  of  those  that  were  specially  endeared  to 
many  persons  by  their  associations,  it  has  brought  into  use  new  material, 
the  beauty  and  adaptability  of  which  are  more  and  more  being  recog- 
nized; it  has  provided  an  arrangement  not  only  under  the  several  head- 
ings, but  within  them,  that  is  natural  and  consistent ;  it  has  grouped  the 
hymns,  whenever  possible,  according  to  subjects,  and  it  has  improved 
much  of  the  old  material  by  better  and  truer  readings. 

The  Commission  notes  with  satisfaction  that  in  the  lists  of  authors  of 
hymns  in  the  Hymnal  botli  our  own  Church  and  the  Nation  are  honour- 
ably represented.  Among  those  living  are  the  Bishops  of  Western  New 
York  and  of  Albany,  the  Reverend  Drs.  Roberts  and  Bradlev,  the  Rev- 
erend Messrs.  F.  W.  IJartlett,  William  A.  White,  Mrs.  M.  A.  llionipson. 
Miss  McLeod.  Among  tliose  gone  from  us  are  Bisliops  George  W. 
Doane,  George  Burgess,  and  Pliillips  Brooks,  the  Reverend  Drs.  Cros- 
well,  Mulileuberg,  and  Hopkins,  Francis  S.  Key,  and  the  late  Prof.  Henry 
Copp6e.  The  national  list  contains  tlie  names  of  Bryant,  Holmes,  Ray 
Palmer,  S.  F.  Smith,  J.  S.  Dwight,  C.  T.  Brooks,  and' Denis  Woitman.  ' 

Without  expressing  any  judgment  in  the  matter,  the  Commission  con- 
ceives that  it  would  not  be  altogether  true  to  its  duty  if  it  did  not  call 
attention  to  the  fact  tliat  one  musical  edition  of  the  Hymnal  lias  departed 
from  the  report  of  tlie  Commission  as  adopted,  in  the  matter  of  the  omis- 
sion of  some  of  the  headings,  and  of  the  lists  of  references  by  flrst 
lines. 

Of  the  resolutions  referred  to  it  by  the  ( 'ouvention  of  1892,  the  Com- 
mission reports  in  one  case  that  it  deems  it  advisable  to  adhere  to  its  use 
of  the  twofold  form  of  the  human  name  of  our  Blessed  Lord,  on  tlie 
ground  that  tliat  use  is  desired  by  many  members  of  the  Church;  tliat  it 
IS  a  return  in  several  instances  to  the  original,  and  that  it  is  in  accordance 
with  the  use  of  one  of  the  l)est-kuown  Hymnals  of  the  English  Church, 
—  that  of  Bishop  Bickersteth.  In  the  other  case,  the  Commiss^ion  con- 
siders it  inexpedient,  under  present  circumstances,  '*that  permission  be 
given  to  any  Diocese  to  authorize  the  use  of  Hymns  Ancient  and 
Modern.'- 

As  in  its  previous  report,  the  Commission  is  called  upon  to  record  and 
to  lament  the  death  of  two  of  its  members,  —  Dr.  Henry  Copp6e,  Profes- 
sor of  English,  and  sometime  Head  of  Leigh  University,  and  Dr.  F.  E. 
Oliver  of  Boston,  long  noted  for  his  cordial  and  skilled  interest  in  the 
Music  and  Ilvmnodv  of  the  Church. 
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From  time  to  time  the  attention  of  the  Commission  has  been  called 
either  to  some  typographical  error,  or  to  some  verbal  change,  whicli  the 
author  of  the  hymn  desired.  8ueh  alterations,  in  the  interest  of  accuracy 
and  improvement,  have  been  attended  to.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  other 
alterations  of  Ijke  cliaracter  may  yet  be  recjuired  in  order  to  bring  the 
Hymnal  of  tlie  Cliurch  to  greater  perfection,  the  Commission  offer  the 
following  resolution : 

Resolved^  That  the  Commission  on  the  Hymnal  be  continued,  with 
power  to  correct  such  errors  as  may  still  be  discovered  in  the  book,  or  to 
bring  the  Hymns  of  living  authors  into  conformity  with  the  expressed 
wishes  of  their  authors.

The  Committee  on  Canons,  to  whom  were  referred  proposed  amend- 
ments of  Title  HI.,  Canon  7,  §  i.,  respectfully  rei)ort  that  they  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,,  The  House  of  Bishops  concurring.  That  Title  III.,  Canon  7, 
§  i.,  Article  IV.,  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Article  IV.  There  shall  be  a  Missionary  Council  of  this  Church. 
It  shall  comprise  all  the  Bishops  of  tliis  Church,  all  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  such  other  clergymen  or  laymen  as  may  be  selected 
by  the  Greneral  Convention  at  its  triennial  meetings,  and  in  addition 
thereto,  one  Presbyter  and  one  Layman  from  each  Diocese  and  Missionary 
Jurisdiction  to  be  chosen  by  the  Convention,  Council,  or  Convocation  of 
such  Diocese  or  Missionary  Jurisdiction,  who  shall  hold  ofiice  until  the 
next  General  Convention.  This  Council  so  formed  shall  meet  annually 
except  in  those  years  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Missions, 
at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Board  of  Managers 
with  the  approval  of  the  presiding  Bishop.  Said  Council  shall  be  com- 
petent to  take  all  necessary  action  in  regard  to  the  Missionary  work  of 
the  Church,  which  shall  not  conflict  witli  the  general  policy  of  the  Board 
of  Missions  as  from  time  to  time  determined  at  its  triennial  session.  In 
ease  a  vacancy  occur  in  the  representation  of  a  Diocese  or  Missionary 
Jorisdiction  between  the  sessions  of  the  Convention,  Council,  or  Convo- 
cation thereof,  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  Bishop  to  All  the  vacancy, 
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the  delegate  so  appointed  to  hold  office  until  the  next  session  of  the 
Convention,  Council,  or  Convocation. 

There  shall  also  be  appointed  in  like  manner  a  Board  of  Managers, 
comprising  the  Presiding  Bishop  as  President,  and  fifteen  other  Bishops, 
fifteen  Presbyters,  and  &teen  Laymen,  who  shall  have  the  management 
of  the  general  Missions  of  this  Church,  and  when  the  Board  of  l£ssious 
is  not  in  session,  shall  exercise  all  the  corporate  powers  of  the  Domestic 
and  Foreign  Missionary  Society ;  they  shall  remain  in  office  until  their 
successors  are  chosen,  and  they  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  number. 

All  other  Bishops  of  this  Church,  together  with  the  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  and  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  shall  be  ex  officio  members  of  the  Board,  and  have  all 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  elected  members  except  the  right  to  vote. 

Whenever  demanded  by  one-fifth  of  the  members  present,  a  majority 
of  two-thirds  of  the  members  voting  shall  be  necessary  to  any  act  of  the 
Board.  In  all  annual  appropriations,  and  in  entering  upon  or  abandon- 
ing any  missionary  field,  as  also  in  changing  the  By-Laws,  a  majority 
must  be  present.  For  all  other  business,  the  Board  may,  by  a  By-Law, 
determine  the  quorum. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  make  a  full  and  complete  Triennial 
Report  to  the  General  Convention,  constituted  as  the  Board  of  Missions, 
on  or  before  the  third  day  of  the  session  of  the  General  Convention,  and 
a  similar  report  to  the  Missionary  Council  at  its  annual  meetings,  com- 
prising such  an  outline  of  the  missionary  work  prosecuted  during  the 
preceding  year  as  may  serve  to  give  a  comprehensive  view  of  the  prog- 
ress, prospects,  and  present  condition  of  the  work  of  the  Society  in  the 
several  parts  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  fields. 

There  shall  be  appointed  at  each  meeting  of  the  General  Convention 
and  of  the  Missionary  Council,  a  Committee  consisting  of  two  Bishops, 
two  Presbyters,  and  two  Laymen,  together  with  the  General  Secretary  of 
the  Board  of  Missions,  whose  dutv  it  shall  be  to  arrange  an  order  of 
work  for  the  ensuing  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  or  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Council.

[1],  which  states  that  '"  The 
House  of  Deputies  may,  from  time  to  time,  on  nomination  by  the  House 
of  Bishops,  elect  a  suitable  person  or  persons,  to  be  a  15ishop  or  Bishops 
of  this  Church,  to  exercise  Episcopal  functions  in  any  Missionarv  station 
or  stations  of  this  Church   out  of  the  Territory  of  *  the  United  States, 
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which  the  House  of  Bishops,  with  the  concurrence  of  the   House  of 
Deputies,  may  have  designated/'

The  object  of  the  amendment  is  tliat  whenever  it  mav  be  proposed  to 
erect  a  new  Diocese  within  the  limits  of  a  Missionary  bistrict,  the  eon- 
sent  of  the  Bishop  and  C-onvocation  be  required  just  as  the  consent  of 
the  Bishop  and  Convention  is  now  required  whenever  tlie  new  Diocese  is 
to  be  erected  within  the  limits  of  a  Diocese. 

Your  Committee  considers  the  amendment  proper  and  desirable.  But 
it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  tliat  the  adoption  of  the  amendment, 
with  the  resolution  as  proposed  by  the  House  of  Bishops,  might  leave  it 
doubtful  whether  or  not  other  provisions  of  the  Article  would  thereby 
be  annulled.  The  Committee  therefore  recommends  the  adoption  of  the 
following  amendment  to  the  resolutiou^of  tlie  House  of  Bishops : 

Insert  in  the  twelftli  line  of  Article  5  of  the  Constitution,  between  the 
word  "concerned"  and  the  words  ''as  well,"  the  following:  "and  in 
the  case  of  a  Missionary  District  or  Districts,  or  of  the  Bishop  and  Con- 
vocation of  each,"  so  that  the  second  paragra])h  of  Article  5  shall  read 
as  follows  : 

No  new  Diocese  shall  be  formed  or  erected  within  the  limits  of  any 
Missionary  District,  nor  by  the  junction  of  any  two  or  more  Missionary 
Districts  or  parts  of  Districts,  or  any  existing  Diocese,  nor  shall  any 
Diocese  be  formed  by  the  junction  of  two  or  more  Dioceses  or  parts  of 
Dioce^ies  or  District-s,  unless  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  Conven- 
tion of  each  of  the  Dioceses  coiicenKMl.  and  in  tlie  caso  of  a  Missionary 
District  or  Districts  of  the  Bishop  and  Convocation  of  each,  as  well  as 
of  the  General  Convention ;  and  sucli  consent  shall  not  be  given  by  the 
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General  Convention  until  it  has  satisfactory  assurance  of  a  suitable  pro- 
vision for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  in  the  contemplated  Diocese.

Report  No.  8. 

The  Committee  on  Amendments  to  the  Constitution,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  amendment  to  Article  5  proposed  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Morrison 
of  Albany,  to  wit :  "  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  parishes  in  the  terri- 
tory of  the  proposed  new  Diocese  shall  always  be  certified  to  the  General 
Convention  before  the  ratification  of  the  proposed  Diocese,"  begs  leave 
resi)ect fully  to  report : 

The  object  of  the  proposed  amendment  is  to  protect  a  part  of  a  Diocese 
from  being  erected  into  a  new  Diocese  against  the  will  of  the  parishes 
in  such  proposed  new  Diocese. 

As  the  Constitution  now  stands,  the  consent  of  the  Convention  of 
the  Diocese  is  required  for  the  erection  of  the  new  Diocese,  but  it  may 
happen  that  all  the  affirmative  votes  come  from  the  part  that  remains  as 
the  old  Diocese,  and  that  such  affirmative  votes  may  be  a  majority  of  all 
the  votes  in  the  Convention,  and  so  overrule  the  negative  votes  of  the 
part  to  be  erected  into  a  new  Diocese.  The  adoption  of  the  proposed 
amendment  would  forbid  the  erection  of  the  new  Diocese  unless  the  con- 
sent of  the  majority  of  the  parislies  within  the  territory  proposed  to  be 
set  off  be  first  had. 

Your  Committee  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Besolved^  The  House  of  Bishops  concurring,  That  the  following  altera- 
tion be  made  in  Article  5  of  the  Constitution  and  that  the  proposed 
alteration  be  made  known  to  the  several  Diocesan  Conventions,  in  order 
that  the  same  may  be  finally  agreed  to  or  ratified  at  the  next  (general 
Convention,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article  9  of  the  Consti- 
tution. 

Add  at  the  close  of  the  second  paragraph  the  following  words :  "And 
also  of  the  consent  to  the  erection  of  such  Diocese  of  a  majority  of  the 
parishes  or  congregations  in  union  with  the  Diocesan  Convention,  or  of 
the  parishes  or  congregations  canonically  constituted  in  a  Missionary 
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District  within  the  territory  of  the  proplosed  new  Diocese  " ;  so  that  the 
closing  sentence  of  the  second  paragraph  of  Article  5,  as  thus  amended, 
shall  read  as  follows:  ^^And  such  consent  shall  not  be  given  by  the 
General  Convention  until  it  has  satisfactory  assurance  of  a  suitable  pro- 
vision for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  in  the  contemplated  new- 
Diocese,  and  also  of  the  consent  to  the  erection  of  such  Diocese  of  a 
majority  of  the  parishes  or  congregations  in  union  with  the  Diocesan 
Convention,  or  of  the  parishes  or  congregations  canonically  constituted  in 
a  Missionary  District  within  the  territory  of  the  proposed  new  Diocese."

Report  Xo.  17. 

The  Committee  on  Canons,  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  this 
Committee  presented  In  1889  (page  360  of  Journal),  respectfully  report 
that  they  have  carefully  considered  the  same  and  recommend  the  adop- 
tion of  the  following : 

Resolved^  The  House  of  Bishops  concurring.  That  Title  I.,  Canon  18, 
§  i.,  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  §  i.  [1]  Whenever  the  Rec- 
torship of  a  Parish  shall  become  vacant,  or  the  resignation  of  the 
Rector  shall  have  been  accepted,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Wardens, 
without  delay,  to  notify,  in  writing,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  or  Mis- 
sionary Jurisdiction  of  the  fact  and  of  the  date  of  such  vacancy.  And 
the  Vestry  shall  not  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  Rector  until  thirty  days 
shall  have  passed  from  the  date  of  sending  the  above  notice  to  the 
Bishop. 

[2]  In  the  event  of  the  election  of  a  Rector,  or  of  the  election  or  ap- 
pointment of  an  Assistant  Minister,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Wardens 
or  of  the  Rector  to  give  written  notice  of  the  fact  of  the  election  or 
appointment  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  which  notice  may  be  in  the 
following  form,  signed  by  those  who  certify  : 

We,  the  Church  Wardens  [or  in  case  of  an  Assistant  Minister,  We, 
the  Rector  and  Church  Wardens],  do  certify  to  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority  of  the  Diocese  [or  Missionary  Jurisdiction]  of  that 

the  Rev.  has  been  duly  chosen  Rector  [or  Assistant  Min- 

ister with  the  Rector's  approval,  as  the  case  may  be]  of  Par- 

ish. It  shall  further  be  the  duty  of  the  Wardens  to  send  a  notice,  in 
writing,  to  the  Rector-elect,  or  to  the  Assistant  Minister,  elected  or  ap- 
pointed, of  such  election  or  appointment  as  the  case  may  be,  which 
notice  shall  certify  that  all  the  canonical  requirements  for  such  election 
or  appointment  have  been  complied  with.  And  if  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority  be  satisfied  that  the  person  so  chosen  is  a  qualified  Minister  of 
this  Church,  and  accepts  the  office,  he  shall  transmit  the  said  certificate 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  who  shall  record  it  in  a  book  to  be 
kept  by  him  for  that  purpose ;  and  such  record  shall  be  sufficient  evi- 
dence of  the  relationship  between  the  Minister  and  the  Parish. 

[3]  If  a  Presbyter  be  duly  elected  Rector  of  a  Parish,  the  Ecclesias- 
tical Authority  may,  at  the  instance  of  the  Vestry,  proceed  to  have  him 
instituted,  according  to  the  Office  established  by  this  Church. 

[4]  For  the  purpose  of  his  office  and  for  tlie  full  and  free  discharge 
of  all  functions  and  duties  pertaining  thereto,  the  Rector  shall,  at  all 
times,  be  entitled  to  the  use  and  control  of  the  Church  and  Parish  build- 
ings with  the  appurtenances  and  furniture  thereof. 

[5]  All  spiritual  jurisdiction  of  the  Parish  is  vested  in  the  Rector, 
subject  to  the  Canons  of  this  Church.  The  duties  of  the  Assistant  Min- 
ister are  such  as  may  be  delegated  to  him  by  the  Rector.  All  the  other 
ministers  of  the  Parish,  by  whatever   name  they  may  be  designated, 
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are  to  be  rei^arded  as  Assistants  to  the  Rector.  The  connection  of  an 
Assistant  Minister  with  the  Parish  or  Congregation  is  terminable  accord- 
ing to  the  provisions  of  the  contract  under  which  he  is  engaged,  subject 
to  the  laws  ecclesiastical  and  civil.

The  undersigned,  a  minority  of  the  Committee  on  the  Admission  of 
New  Dioceses,  Deg  leave  to  present  their  views  in  regard  to  the  advis- 
ability of  setting  off  a  new  Missionary  Jurisdiction  in  the  empire  of 
Japan.  They  are  in  favour  of  tlie  House  of  Deputies  concurring  with  the 
House  of  Bishops  in  setting  off  the  Jurisdiction  of  Kyoto,  and  for  the 
following  reasons : 

1.  This  is  not  an  extension  of  Jurisdiction,  but  a  question  of  proi>erly 
and  more  fully  discharging  our  duty  in  that  for  which  we  are  already 
responsible. 

2.  The  proposed  Jurisdiction  of  Kyoto  is  separated  from  the  Jurisdic- 
tion of  Tokyo  by  an  English  Jurisdiction  of  more  than  three  hundred 
miles  in  width.  If  we  are  unable  to  care  for  this  work  properly,  we  are 
informed  that  the  English  Church  stands  ready  to  assume  it.  It  is  gen- 
erally believed  that  the  United  States  Government  and  our  own  Church 
stand  high  in  the  affections  of  the  Japanese,  an  appreciation  that  dates 
from  the  days  of  Commodore  Matthew  C.  Perry.  We  cannot  but  believe 
that  a  failure  to  carry  out  the  wishes  of  the  Japanese  themselves  would 
have  a  most  discouraging  effect  on  the  prospects  of  the  Japanese  Church, 
and  delav  its  formation  and  establishment  for  many  years. 

For  these  reasons,  therefore,  we  beg  leave  to  offer  the  following  as  a 
substitute  for  the  resolution  offered  by  the  Committee : 

RpHolved^  Tliat  the  House  of  Deputies  concurs  with  Message  No.  69 
from  the  House  of  Bishops,  setting  apart  the  Missionary  Jurisdiction  of 
Kvoto.

The  Committee  on  the  Admission  of  New  Dioceses,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred Message  No.  78  of  the  House  of  Bishops  giving  consent  to  the  erec- 
tion of  a  new  Missionary  Jurisdiction  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  and 
a  Memorial  from  the  Convention  of  that  Diocese  asking  such  consent, 
respectfully  report,  that  in  view  of  a  rapid  increase  of  population  in  the 
proposed  Missionary  Jurisdiction,  of  its  needs  of  increased  Episcopal 
fiupervision,  and  the  difficulty  of  securing  it  from  the  Bishop  of  North 
Carolina,  abundantly  occupied  with  other  parts  of  his  field,  and  follow- 
ing repeated  precedents  of  this  House,  taken  at  the  advice  of  its  succes- 
Mve  Committees  on  Constitutional  Amendments,  we  recommend  that  the 
House  of  Deputies  adopt  the  following  action : 

Besolvtdy  That  the  House  of  Deputies  concur  with  the  House  of 
Bishops  in  consenting  to  the  setting  off  as  a  Missionary  District  that  part 
of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  lying  west  of  the  eastern  line  of  the  coim- 
ties  of  Allegheny,  Wilkes,  Alexander,  Catawba,  Lincoln,  and  Gaston,  by 
aline  running  from  the  State  line  of  Virginia  to  that  of  South  Carolina.

§  vii.  [1],  be  amended  by  the  insertion  of  a  "  Form  of  Certificate  of  the 
Election  of  a  Foreign  Missionary  Bishop  "  in  place  of  that  adopted  by 
the  General  Convention  of  1844,  and  still,  for  want  of  other  provision,  in 
force ;  so  that  the  Canon,  as  amended,  shall  read : 

The  House  of  Deputies  may,  from  time  to  time,  on  nomination  by 
the  House  of  Bishops,  elect  a  suitable  person  or  persons  to  be  a  Bishop 
or  Bishops  of  this  Church,  to  exercise  Episcopal  functions  in  any  Mis- 
sionary station  or  stations  of  this  Church  out  of  the  territory  of  the 
United  States,  which  the  House  of  Bishops,  with  the  concurrence  of  the 
House  of  Deputies,  may  have  designated.  The  evidence  of  such  election 
shall  be  a  certificate  to  be  subscribed  by  a  constitutional  majority  of  said 
House  of  Deputies  expressing  their  assent  to  the  said  nomination ;  which 
certificate  shall  be  in  the  following  form :

The  Committee  of  Conference  on  the  disagreements  of  the  two  Houses 
«t  this  Convention  respecting  the  amendments  to  Articles  1,  2,  and  3 
of  the  Constitution,  as  communicated  in  Messages  37  and  74  of  the  House 
of  Bishops,  unanimously  report,  as  the  result  of  their  conference,  a 
^mmendation  that  the  following  resolution  be  adopted  by  both 
Houses: 

Besolved^  That  the  following  amendnfent  be  made  to  the  Constitution, 
*nd  that  the  proposed  amendment  be  made  linown  to  the  several  Dioceses 
»n  order  that  it  may  be  Anally  agreed  to  and  ratified  in  the  next  General 
Convention,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article  9  of  the  Con- 
citation  : 

Insert  in  place  of  Articles  1,  2,  and  3  of  the  Constitution  the 
following : 
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CONSTITUTIONS. 
I. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  General  Convention  of  this  Church,  con- 
sisting of  the  House  of  Bishops  and  the  House  of  Deputies,  which  Houses 
shall  sit  and  deliberate  separately,' and  in  all  deliberations  freedom  of 
debate  shall  be  allowed.  Either  House  may  originate  and  propose  legis- 
lation, but  every  act  of  the  General  Convention  must  be  adopted  by  both 
Houses,  and  be  certified  by  the  signatures  of  the  Presiding  Officer  and  of 
the  Secretarv  of  each  House. 

Sec.  2.  Every  Bishop  of  this  Church,  having  iurisdiction,  every 
Bishop  Coadjutor,  and  every  Bishop  whose  resignation  of  jurisdiction 
shall  have  been  accepted,  shall  have  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the  House  of 
Bishops.  A  majority  of  all  Bishops  entitled  to  vote,  exclusive  of  those 
who  have  resigned  their  jurisdictions,  and  those  who  are  Bishops  in 
foreign  lands,  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transac- 
tion of  business. 

Sec.  3.  The  Senior  Bishop  of  this  Church  in  the  order  of  consecra- 
tion, having  jurisdiction  within  the  United  States,  shall  be  the  Presiding 
Officer  of  the  House  of  Bishops.  He  shall  discharge  such  duties  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  the  Constitutions  and  Canons  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion, or,  for  its  own  needs  by  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  shall  hold  office 
for  life,  unless  he  resign  or  be  relieved  from  that  office  by  a  vote  of  a 
majority  of  the  Bishops  entitled  to  a  vote  in  the  House  of  Bishops. 

Sec.*  4.  The  Church  in  each  Diocese  which  shall  have  been  admitted 
to  the  General  Convention  shall  be  entitled  to  be  represented  in  the 
House  of  Deputies  by  not  more  than  four  Presbyters,  canonically  resi- 
dent in  the  Diocese,  and  by  not  more  than  four  Laymen,  communicants 
of  this  Church,  and  having  domicile  in  the  Diocese.  Each  Diocese  shall 
prescribe  the  manner  in  wiiich  its  Deputies  shall  be  chosen. 

A  majority  of  the  Dioceses  entitled  to  representation  shall  be  repre- 
sented by  Clerical  Deputies,  and  also  a  majority  of  the  Dioceses  so 
entitled  shall  be  represented  by  Lay  Deputies,  to  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business.  The  absence  of  a  majority  of  the  Deputies 
of  either  Order  of  any  Diocese  shall  not  invalidate  the  representation  of 
such  Diocese,  so  long  as  there  be  present  one  or  more  Deputies  of  either 
Order.  If  any  Diocese  be  not  represented,  or  be  represented  in  one  Order 
only,  such  Diocese  shall  nevertheless  be  bound  by  the  act«  of  the  Gen- 
eral Convention. 

On  any  question  the  vote  of  the  majority  of  the  Deputies  present  shall 
suffice,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  these  Constitutions,  or  unless  the 
Clerical  or  Lay  representation  from  any  Diocese  require  that  the  vote  be 
tiiken  by  Orders ;  and  in  all  cases  of  a  vote  by  Orders,  the  two  Orders  shall 
vote  separately ;  each  Diocese  having  one  vote  for  its  Clerical  and  one  for 
its  Lay  representation,  if  present ;  and  the  concurrence  of  the  votes  of 
the  two  Orders,  by  not  less  than  a  majority  in  each  Order  of  all  the 
Dioceses  represented  in  that  Order  at  the  time  of  the  vote,  shall  be  nec- 
essary to  constitute  a  vote  of  the  House ;  Prnrkled,  however,  that  if  it 
shall  appear  that  a  constitutional  quorum  of  the  House  has  not  voted,  the 
Presiding  Officer  shall  declare  that  there  has  been  no  vote  of  the  House ; 
and  in  such  a  case  the  question  jnay  be  again  put  to  the  House  when  a 
quorum  shall  be  present,  at  any  time  before  the  final  adjournment  of  the 
Convention  then  in  session. 

Sec.  5.  In  either  House  any  number  less  than  a  quorum  may  adjourn 
from  day  to  day.  Neither  House  during  the  session  of  the  General  Con- 
vention shall  adjourn  without  the  consent  of  the  other  for  more  than 
three  days,  nor  to  any  place  other  than  that  in  which  the  Convention 
shall  be  sitting. 
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Sec.  6.  One  Clerical  and  one  Lay  Delegate  chosen  by  each  Mission- 
ary District  of  this  Church,  or  by  a  Convocation  of  the  Ajnerican 
Churches  in  Foreign  Lands,  convened  by  proper  Ecclesiastical  authority, 
shall  have  seats  in  the  House  of  Deputies,  subject  to  all  the  qualifications 
and  with  aU  the  rights  of  Deputies  except  the  right  to  vote. 

»Sec.  7.  The  General  Convention  shall  meet  in  every  third  year  on 
the  first  Wednesday  in  October,  unless  a  diff*erent  day  be  appointed  by 
the  preceding  Convention,  and  at  such  place  as  shall  have  been  deter- 
mine on  by  the  Convention ;  and  if  there  shall  appear  to  the  Presiding 
Officer  of  the  House  of  Bishops  sufiicieut  cause  for  changing  the  place  so 
appointed,  he  may  appoint  another  place  for  such  meeting.  Special  meet- 
ings may  be  called  in  accordance  with  canonical  provisions  of  the  Con- 
vention.

The  Committee  on  Amendments  to  the  Constitution,  to  whom  was 
referred  Message  No.  80  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  recommending  that 
the  follo\\ing  amendment  to  the  Constitution  be  proposed  and  made 
known  to  the  several  Dioceses ;  to  wit,  add  to  Article  5  of  the  Constitu- 
tion the  following : 

"  The  General  Convention  may  accept  a  cession  of  a  part  of  the  terri- 
torial jurisdiction  of  a  Diocese  when  the  Bishop  and  Convention  of  such 
Diocese  shall  propose  such  cession,  and  throe-fourths  of  the  parishes  in 
the  ceded  territory,  and  also  the  same  proportion  of  the  parishes  within 
the  remaining  territory,  shall  consent  thereto,"  respectfully  reports  as 
follows : 

The  proposed  amendment  effectually  removes  all  doubt  with  respect 
to  a  point  as  to  which  this  Committee  has  repeatedly  expressed  the  opin- 
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• 
ion  that  doubt  ouffht  to  be  removed.    It  seems  scarcely  to  comport  with 
the  dignity  of  the  House  to  go  on,  Convention  after  Convention,  referring 
cases  of  this  sort  to  its  Committee,  constantly  receiving  the  same  reply, 
and  yet  to  take  no  decisive  action  in  the  premises. 

Your  Committee  believes  the  present  to  be  a  good  opportunity  foi 
settling  the  question  once  for  all ;  and  by  a  unanimous  vote  recommends 
the  passage  of  the  following  resolution :

The  Commission  on  Christian  Unity  respectfully  submits  herewith  its 
entire  correspondence.     [See  Appendix  XI.] 

It  has  also  had  under  consideration  the  I^morial  from  the  Diocese  of 
Indiana,  praying  that  your  Commission  be  instructed  to  issue  again  cir- 
cular letters' inviting  the  assembly  of  a  general  conference  to  consider 
the  questions  connected  with  Christian  Unity.  Said  conference  to  have 
for  the  basis  of  its  considerations  the  Declaration  of  the  House  of  Bishops 
of  1886. 

Your  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  a^tation  of  the  questions 
connected  with  Christian  Unity  has  done  untold  good  in  attracting  the 
thought  of  the  age  to  the  evil  and  the  sin  of  schism,  and  in  arousing  dis- 
cussion concerning  methods  to  put  an  end  to  strife  and  division  amongst 
men  who  profess  to  follow  the  Prince  of  Peace,  He  who  hath  taught  us 
that  the  Church  is  His  one  Body. 

Your  Commission  does  not  deem  it  necessary  that  it  should  repeat  at 
this  time  what  has  already  been  done  in  calling  men  everywhere  to  re- 
turn to  the  primitive  Faith  and  Order  of  the  Church,  as  exhibited  in  the 
age  when  there  was  no  visible  division,  when  there  was  one  Faith,  and 
sub.4t4iutial  unity  in  her  Polity  every  wliere. 

Your  Commission  does  not  deem  it  necessary  to  ask  for  any  enlarjje- 
ment  of  its  powers.  It  thinks  it  best  to  content  itself  with  a  reassertion 
of  the  fact  that  the  existence  of  this  Commission  is  a  continuing  declara- 
tion that  the  way  is  open,  and  will  be  kept  unimpeded  for  conference 
with  any  and  all  who  seek  with  us  the  healing  of  the  wounds  of  the 
Body  of  Christ,  and  desire  brotherly  conference  with  a  view  to  the  study 
of  tlie  conditions  that  will  bring  peace  and  unity. 

If  we  have  the  unique  position  assigned  to  us  by  De  Maistre,  then  our 
responsibilities  and  duties  are  commensurate  with  our  faculties. 

Our  task  is  difficult  and  fraught  with  perils.  But  God  has  made  this 
Church  His  instrument  for  moving  the  mind  and  heart  of  Christendom ; 
we  believe  that,  by  His  Blessed  Spirit,  this  Church  may  be  made  His 
Agency  for  vitalizing  with  catholicity,  and  bringing  into  organic  unity 
all  our  fellow-Christians  who  love  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  in  sincerity,  and 
are  willing  to  study  and  to  follow  His  precepts. 

Your  Commission  oflfers  the  following  resolutions,  and  asks  their 
adoption :

Besolved^  That  on  this,  the  first  assembling  of  the  Board  of  Missions 
since  the  recent  massacre  of  the  Anneuian  Christians,  the  Board  would 
place  upon  record  its  sense  of  horror  at  the  atrocities  which  have  been 
perpetrated  upon  the  Armenians,  and  its  sympatliy  with  all  those  who 
have  suffered  for  tlie  truth's  sake,  as  well  as  its  admiration  for  the 
courage  and  steadfastness  which  they  have  manifested  in  tlie  midst  of 
their  unspeakable  trials. 

Besolved,  That  tliis  Board  of  ^Dssions  herebj-  adds  its  earnest  i)etition 
to  the  many  api>eals  which  have  been  made  to  the  Christian  nations  to 
exercise  their  full  power  to  protect  the  helpless  Armenians,  and  to  secure 
redress  as  far  as  it  may  l>e  possible  for  those  who  have  suffered. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Albany,  the  following  resolutions 
were  adopted : 

Besolved^  That  the  Board  of  Missions  has  learned  with  deep  sorrow  of 
the  outbreaks  of  violence  in  China  by  which  mission  property  has  been 
destroyed,  the  safety  of  missionaries'  tlireatened,  and  in  some  instances 
lives  of  missionaries  sacrificed,  and  women  and  children  horribly  treated. 

Besolved^  That  this  Board  conveys  to  our  own  missionaries  in  China, 
and  through  them  to  all  who  are  labouriuo:  in  the  Gosi)el  of  Christ  in  the 
midst  of  perils,  the  assurance  of  our  prayerful  sympathy  and  solicitude 
for  their  welfare. 

Baaolved^  That  this  Board  expresses  to  the  Church  Missionary  Society 
of  England  and  to  the  Churcli  of  Enjrland,  Zenana  Missionary  Society, 
whose  missionaries  were  slain  and  wounded  in  tlie  late  massacre  of 
F\ucheng.  its  deep  sympathy  in  their  sorrow  and  loss,  and  that  we  ear- 
nestly call  upon  the  United  States  Government  to  extend  its  strong  arm 
of  protection  over  the  citizens  of  our  country  residing  in  that  unhappy 
count rv,  and  secure  them  in  their  treaty  rights. 
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On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Springfield,  it  was 

Beaolvedj  That  it  is  the  deliberate  judgment  of  this  Board  that  neither 
difficulties  nor  opposition  nor  persecution  should  discourage  the  Church 
or  deter  it  in  its  divine  mission  to  press  forward  with  the  everlasting 
Gospel  of  peace  and  good  will,  teaching  the  infinite  love  of  Qod  in  giving 
His  only  begotten  Son  to  be  the  Saviour  of  all  men. 

On  motion  of  the  Assistant  Bishop  of  Minnesota,  the  following 
preamble  and  resolution  were  adopted  : 

Whereas,  during  the  summer  just  past  the  attention  of  the  country 
has  been  directed  to  the  so-called  uprising  of  the  Bannock  Indians  in 
Idaho;  and 

Whereas,  impartial,  unofilcial  investigation  has  shown  that  these 
Indians  were  the  innocent  victims  of  aggressive  outrages  on  the  part  of 
the  Whites,  resulting  in  the  slaughter  of  helpless  victims ;  therefore. 

Resolved^  That  this  General  Convention  Board  of  Missions  assembled 
respectfully  calls  upon  the  United  States  Government  fearlessly  to  inves- 
tigate these  outrages,  and  see  that  justice  be  meted  out. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Albany,  special  consideration  of 
the  work  in  Alaska  was  made  the  Order  of  the  Day  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Missions.     [See  below.] 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Lawrence  of  Massachusetts  presented  and  read  the 
report  of  the  Prayer  Book  Distribution  Society  [see  Appendix  VI.], 
which  report  was,  on  motion,  referred  to  a  Special  Committee  con- 
sisting of  the  Bishop  of  Delaware,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Mann  of  West 
Missouri,  and  Mr.  Schenek  of  Long  Island.

It  IS  our  i>resent  puriH><e  chiefly  to  emphasiA*  what  appear  to  us  to  be 
the  salient  and  nu»st  iuiiH^rtant  inputs  thus  br\>ui:ht  to  our  attention. 

It  is  desirable  to  bear  in  mind  that  the  objkvt  i»f  the  Jnx^iety  is  not  of 
itself  to  distribute  the  lYayer  IVn^k.  but,  rather,  to  prv>moie  the  distribu- 
tion by  others  of  this  prwiiHis  volume,  nie  Sxnety  has  no  funds  fo^ 
this  pur|H>s<\  and  i*an  only  aiwmpUsh  the  work  entrusted  to  it  by  tlL  -^ 
aid  of  kiudreil  SiVietiesaiuiof  individuals,  wheiuv  the  nevvssary  financi;^^ 
me.^n<  may  be  se\niT\\l. 

We  gratefully  rect^gnin*  the  fact  that  such  societies  an?  already,  a 
in  s^nne  instauivs  have  Nh*ii  f\»r  uwiiiy  yearis  in  existence,  and  that  ne 
lew  laymen  havx*  ftvHii  time  to  time  v\^ntribut<»\i  gexierxmsly  to  this  § 
work.     We  eariu^tly  hoiv  that  their  beiH*fa\*tioas  and  labours  ma^ 
ctnuinueii  u|h^u  even  a  wnier  ba^  than  may  hav^  hitlierto  teen  de^ 
exiH'dieni*

We  further  trust  that  tlie  number  of  societies  auxiliary  to  the  Prayer 
Book  Society,  some  of  whicli  have  been  already  organized,  may  in  tlie 
near  future  be  lar«i:ely  increased.  In  this  event  we  feel  that  tlie  obiects 
of  the  Society  will  be  greatly  advanced.  We  therefore  beg,  with  all 
due  respect,  to  call  the  attention  of  the  several  Dioceses  to  the  desira- 
bility of  forming  such  auxiliary  associations. 

Vour  (.'ommittee  would  especially  commend  the  project,  entered  upon 
already  to  some  extent,  of  distributing  Prayer  Books  among  our  seamen 
in  the  various  ports  of  our  widely  extended  country,  as  also  among  our 
almost  innumerable  hotels.  Many  iust4mces  could  be  mentioned  of  the 
immediate  and  permanent  benefits  resulting  from  what  has  thus  far  been 
done  in  this  direction,  and  it  needs  but  an  extension  of  such  efforts  to 
protluce  a  corresponding  increjise  of  the  most  beneficent  results. 

Neither  should  our   soldiers  be  overlooked.    During  the  late  Civil 
War,  the  Prayer  Book  became  the  constant  and  helpful  companion  of 
many  who,  up  to  that  period,  had  known  but  little  of  its  worth.     Many 
new  friends  might  be  gained  for  it  in  times  of  peace,  and  we  hope  that  our 
military  brethren  may  not  be  forgotten  in  the  operations  of  this  Society. 
The  Society,  with  pardonable  satisfiiction,  reminds  the  Church  that, 
ehiefiy  through  its  agency,  the  price  of  the  cheaper  editions  of  the 
Prayer  Book  was  reduced  to  fifteen  cents.     This  was  and  is  a  great  aid 
in   promoting  its  circulation,  and  we  are  very  thankful  for  what  haa 
thus  been  accomplished.     We  hope,  however,  to  see  even  greater  reduc- 
tion in  its  price.     Why  should  we  not  have  a  Dime  Prayer  Book?    We 
h.ive  dime  magazines  and  dime  novels.     What  could  better  counteract 
the  baneful  infiuences  that  emanate  from  many  of  these  sources  than  the 
Dhne  Prayer  Book?    Your  Committee  believe  that  the  suggestion  is  a 
practicable  one,  and  that  if  carried   out  it   would  result  in  a  vastly 
increased  circulation  of  a  volume  that  we  wish  eventually  to  see  in  the 
liauds  of  every  American  —  man,  woman,  and  child. 

This  is  not  the  time  nor  the  i)lace  to  enter  upon  a  treatise  concerning 
the  value  of  our  great  treasure.  It  is  too  well  known  and  generally 
reco>i:nized  to  recjuire  anything  more  of  us  now  than  an  earnest  appeal 
in  behalf  of  any  and  every  proper  effort  to  promote  its  distribution,  well 
J>er3uaded  of  the  power  for  good  belonging  to  such  an  agency  in  pro- 
moting Church  Doctrine  and  Bible  Truth. 

Your  Committee  would  ofter  and  ask  the  adoption  of  the  following 
r*e solution,  viz. : 

Jifftolved^  That  the  Board  of  Missions  heartily  commends  the  work  of 
t^he  Prayer  Book  Distribution  Society,  and  wishes  that  it  may  be  afforded 
trlie  necessary  means  for  the  wider  extension  of  its  operations.

The  Board  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  the  Bishop  of  Albany 
in  the  chair. 

After  singing  and  prayer,  the  Minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were 
read  and  approved. 
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The  Bishop  of  West  Missouri  presented  the  following  report 
from  the  Committee  to  whom  had  been  referred  the  report  of  the 
American  Church  Building  Fund  Commission,  the  resolution 
appended  to  which  was  adopted  : 

The  Committee  to  whom  the  report  of  the  American  Church  Building 
Fund  Commission  was  referred,  respectfully  report : 

Tliat  they  have  examined  said  rei>ort  and  rejoice  at  the  good  works  of 
the  Commission,  and  at  its  constantly  increasing  usefulness  as  its  means 
have  l>een  enlarged. 

That  the}'  deplore  the  lack  of  interest  that  has  prevented  the  comx)le- 
tion  of  the  million  dollar  fund. 

That  they  offer  the  following  resolution : 

Besolved^  That  the  Board  of  Missions  renew,  with  emphasis,  the 
recommendation  that  an  annual  offering  be  made  in  every  parish  for  the 
permanent  fund  of  the  American  Church  Building  Fund  Commission.

Besolved^  That  the  mission  to  the  negroes  in  Cairo,  III.,  Diocese  of 
Springfield,  he  placed  under  the  care  of  the  Commission  for  Work  among 
Coloured  People  as  having  been  practically  within  the  limits  of  slave  ter- 
ritory before  the  war  of  1861. 

On  m6tion  of  Mr.  Carpender  of  New  Jersey,  it  was 

Resolved^  That  the  Board  of  ^lanagers  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign 
Missionary  Society  be  authorized  and  requested  to  use  the  interest  accru- 
ing from  the  '*  Missionary  Enrolment  Fund,"  in  the  same  manner  and 
for  the  same  purposes  as  during  the  past  three  years,  and  until  further 
instructed  by  the  Board  of  Missions. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Battershall  of  Alljany,  the  following 
resolution  was,  by  a  rising  vote,  unanimously  adopted  at  this  first 
meeting  after  the  excursion  to  P'aribaiilt : 

Ji*'SoJvpd^  That  the  Bishops  and  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  constitut- 
ing the  Board  of  Missions,  and  also  the  representatives  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary,  hereby  express  and  put  on  reconl  tlieir  profound  apprecia- 
tion of  the  great  work  for  Christ  and  His  Church  which  has  been  estal>- 
li^hed  at  Faribault,  and  which,  by  the  courtesy  of  the  Bishop  and  Bishop 
Coadjutor  of  Minnesota,  they  have  this  day  had  the  opportunity  of 
inspecting. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  Mr.  Roswell  Mill«'r,  Prc>!i(lent  of  the  Chicago, 
Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  K.  R.,  to  whose  generous  thouglit fulness  we  are 
indebted  for  the  excursion,  and  to  the  flavor  and  citizens  of  Faribault 
for  their  careful  and  ample  arrangements  for  our  reception  and  hospita- 
ble entertainment.  In  admiring  the  magnificent  buildin;j:s  of  the  institu- 
tions dedicated  to  Christian  learning,  Seabury  Divinity  School.  St. 
Mary's  Hall,  and  Shattuck  School  and  the  Cathedral  at  Faribault,  we 
recognize  that  we  have  been  permit te<l  this  day  to  behold  the  mouumen- 
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tal  work  of  an  Episcopate  which  has  been  singularly  fruitful  and  will  be 
singularly  honoured  in  the  annals  of  the  American  Church;  and  we 
praise  God  for  the  abundant  blessing  with  which  He  has  answered  the 
prayers  and  crowned  the  toil  of  the  beloved  and  revered  Bishop  of  Min- 
nesota. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Butler  of  Central  Pennsylvania,  it  was 

Renolvedy  That  we  record  our  grateful  appreciation  of  the  fact  that, 
since  the  last  General  Convention,  the  Children  of  the  Church  have  given 
to  the  Board  of  Missions  more  than  two  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

Rf»flved^  That  we  send  our  affectionate  greeting  to  these  loyal  Chil- 
drifu,  and  that  we  recognize  in  their  devotion  to  the  Church's  Missionary 
Work  one  of  the  most  hoi)ef ul  promises  of  her  future  growth  and  pros- 
perity. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lines  of  Connecticut,  it  was 

Eettftlced^  That  the  Board  of  Missions  has  heard  with  great  satisfaction 
that  the  Board  of  Managers  has  taken  into  consideration  the  subject  of 
the  improvement  of  the  missionary  magazine,  '•  The  Spirit  of  Missions,'' 
and  earnestly  requests  that  the  Board  continue  the  effort  to  make  the 
magazine  in  larger  measure  a  means  of  giving  information  concerning 
missionary  work. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Shanghai,  it  was 

Resolved^  That  the  Board  of  Missions  expresses  its  great  need  of  addi- 
tional workers  in  our  foreign  missionary  field,  and  calls  upon  the  young 
men  of  the  Church  to  offer  themselves  for  that  work. 

On  motion,  the  Board  adjourned,  to  meet  on  Thursday  evening 
next  at  eight  o'clock. 


FIFTH  DAY. 

Thursday,  October  17,  1895. 

The  Board  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  the  Bishop  of  Albany 
in  the  chair. 

After  singing  and  prayer,  the  Minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were 
read  and  approved. 

The  Bishop  of  Pennsylvania,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Report 
of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  presented  the  following  report,  the  reso- 
lutions appended  to  which  were,  on  motion,  adopted : 

REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  WOMAN'S  AUXILIARY. 

To  do  justice  to  the  reports  of  ^Irs.  Twing,  the  Honorary  Secretary, 
and  Miss  Emerj',  the  Secretary  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  it  would  be 
necessary  to  quote  them  entire,  and  we  would  begin  our  report  by  com- 
mending these  instructive  and  inspiring  papers  to  the  careful  reading  of 
erery  member  of  the  Board  of  Missions.    Xo  one  can  read  these  reports 
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without  being  impredsed  not  only  with  a  deeper  sense  of  the  efficiency  of 
the  Woman *8  Auxiliary  in  carrying  on  the  Missionary  work  of  the 
Church,  but  still  more  of  its  expansive  energy  in  reaclilng  out  to  supply 
every  need,  and  to  bring  into  exercise  hitherto  latent  and  undeveloped 
capacities  for  every  kind  of  ministry  and  service.  It  is  much  that  the 
Auxiliary  and  the  Junior  Department  have  raised  in  money,  and  boxes 
for  missionaries,  over  one  million  dollars,  during  the  past  three  years, 
but  it  is  still  more  that  the  Auxiliary  has  been  and  is  an  enkindling 
element  in  the  life  of  the  Church,  awakening  interest  beyond  its  mem- 
bership, cheering  by  its  sympathy  Christian  men  and  women  in  foreign 
lands,  and  setting  agencies  in  operation  for  the  uplifting  of  womanhood, 
for  the  recognition  of  the  Saviour's  grace  and  power,  and  for  the  advance- 
ment of  His  Kingdom. 

Considering  how  much  has  been  accomplished  by  the  Woman's  Aux- 
iliary, and  how  nmch  more  might  be  realized  if  all  the  women  of  the 
Church  were  actively  identified  with  it,  we  would  emphasize  the  opinion 
expressed  by  the  Secretary,  in  lier  report,  that  the  personal  influence  of 
the  Bishop  is  a  prime  factor  in  the  progress  of  the  Auxiliary  towards 
realizing  its  lofty  ideal.  *'  If  the  Bishop  is  interested  in  woman's  work 
for  Missions,  if  he  gives  it  his  personal  attention,  urging  it  upon  his  par- 
ochial Clergy,  attending  Auxiliary  Meetings,  and  throwing  the  weight 
of  his  influence  and  sympathy  into  the  efforts  made,  a  most  hnportant  st^p 
is  gained."  The  Clergy  will  follow  in  such  a  cause  as  this,  where  the 
Bishop  leads,  and  the  Auxiliary  will  be  increased  and  strengtliened  in 
every  parish  and  Diocese  where  such  encouragement  is  given  to  it. 

There  are  other  agencies  which  the  Secretary  suggests  for  stimulat- 
ing the  women  of  the  Church  to  a  livelier  interest  in  the  work  of  the 
Auxiliary,  among  which  are  mentioned,  personal  visits  by  the  General 
and  Diocesan  Officers ;  the  circulation  of  the  publications  of  the  Junior 
Auxiliary  Publishing  Company,  and  the  establishment  of  the  Half-Hour 
Heading  Club,  which  now  has  members  in  twenty-six  Dioceses. 

All  these  we  cordially  commend,  but  especially  the  reminder,  that 
without  the  inspiring  presence  and  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  all  these 
instrumentalities  will  fail  to  bring  forth  the  ends  we  seek.  The  Auxil- 
iary will  be  fruitful  in  all  good  works,  just  in  the  degree  in  which  the 
spiritual  life  is  deep  and  strong  in  every  one  of  its  members.  And  the 
nourishment  of  that  life  is  prayer.  The  humblest  member  of  the  Auxil- 
iary, whether  she  be  a  poor  negro  woman  in  Africa,  or  one  of  an  Indian 
tribe  in  Dakota,  may,  by  continually  asking  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord,  be  continually  strengthened  in  her  own  spiritual  life,  and,  by 
the  beauty  of  her  example,  lead  otliers  to  work  for  the  Master  for  whose 
service  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  exists. 

THE  JUNIOR  AUXILIARY. 

It  is  now  six  years  since  the  Junior  Department  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  was  established,  and  its  increase  during  this  time,  and  the 
good  results  which  have  followed,  justify  its  creation  and  the  relation 
which  it  sustains  to  the  Auxiliary,  and  we  believe  that  its  most  healthful 
progress  will  be  promoted  by  continuing  its  present  relationship  to  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary,  from  whose  officers  and  members  it  receives  leader- 
ship and  sympathy  in  all  its  efforts. 

In  1892  there  were  nine  regularly  organized  diocesan  branches;  now 
there  are  twenty-nine,  and  flrty-flve  Dioceses  and  ^lissionary  Jurisdic- 
tions last  year  reported  work  done  by  parochial  .Junior  Departments. 

The  form  of  organization  varies.  In  some  Dioceses  many  of  the  Sun- 
day Schools  have  been  organized  as  a  whole  into  a  branch  of  the  Junior 
Auxiliary,  each  class  becoming  a  Chapter  of  the  Branch,   with  the 
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teacher  as  the  head.    This  method  has  worked  well,  and  [9  very  suc- 
cessful in  awakening  interest  in  Missions  throughout  the  School. 

In  the  opinion  of  your  Committee  the  Junior  Auxiliary  is  a  most 
Taloable  agency  for  implanting  and  developing  an  interest  in  Missions 
in  the  minds  of  the  young,  and  we  cordially  recommend  its  organization 
in  every  congregation. 

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  HONORARY  SECRETART. 

The  Honorary  Secretary  in  her  report  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that 
one  of  the  five  aims  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  set  forth  at  its  organiza- 
tion twenty-four  years  ago,  was  the  Education  of  Missionaries,  and  illus- 
trates the  manner  in  which  this  aim  has  been  promoted  througli  the 
passage  of  the  Canon  of  Deaconesses  in  1889.  Her  year's  journey  around 
the  world  was  especially  in  the  interest  of  the  better  education  and  train- 
ing of  Missionaries,  and  she  records  tlie  spread  of  the  Deaconess  idea  of 
Christian  Service,  not  only  in  many  Dioceses  at  home,  but  also  in  China 
and  Japan. 

Her  connection  with  the  New  York  Training  School  for  Deaconesses, 
as  one  of  its  Faculty,  and  her  intimate  knowledge  of  the  methods  pursued 
in  the  Church  Training  and  Deaconess  House  in  Philadelphia  quali- 
fied her  to  bear  testimony  to  the  value  of  such  training,  and  her  observa- 
tion of  workers  in  the  Mission  field  impressed  her  with  a  sense  of  the 
importance  of  similar  training  as  a  qualification  for  Mission  work.  Her 
own  convictions  are  shared  by  those  who  are  most  conversant  with  the 
demands  made  upon  women  who  are  rendering  Missionary  service  at 
home  or  abroad,  and  it  is  now  generally  recognized  that  for  the  efficient 
doing  of  the  Church's  work,  there  must  be  well-trained  lay  workers, 
men  and  women  who  are  willing  to  give  themselves  up  to  a  personal  min- 
istry which,  to  a  large  degree,  is  separated  from  the  ordinary  pursuits 
of  life. 

The  Woman's  Auxiliary,  we  rejoice  to  record,  has  grasped  this  idea, 
and  has  embodied  it  in  a  Preamble  and  Resolution,  adopted  at  a  meeting 
of  Diocesan  Oflflcers,  held  in  Minneapolis,  Monday,  October  7: 

"Whereas,  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Ofiioers  of  the  Woman's  Auxil- 
iary that  at  least  six  months'  training  in  one  of  our  Church  Training 
Schools  Is  needful  for  all  candidates  for  work  in  the  Missionary  Field ; 
therefore, 

Resolved^  That  they  respectfully  request  the  Board  of  Missions  to 
rule  that,  in  future,  all  women  receiving  appointment  under  the  Board 
shall  be  required  to  have  at  least  six  months'  training  in  one  of  the 
Training  Schools,  or  some  kindred  institution,  unless  the  Board,  or  the 
Bishop  to  whose  Jurisdiction  she  is  to  be  sent,  Xin^  personal  knowledge  of 
her  fitness. 

But  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  has  not  limited  its  interest  in  this  subject 
to  an  expression  of  its  sense  of  the  importance  of  the  careful  training  for 
tbeir  work  of  the  women  who  are  to  l)e  sent  as  Missionaries.  With  their 
aoeastomed  largeness  of  heart  they  propose  to  provide  means  for  giving 
such  training,  and  when  it  shall  have  been  received,  to  follow  the  work- 
ers with  provision  for  their  support. 

The  Auxiliary  at  this  Triennial  meeting,  after  having  laid  upon  the 
Altar  fifty-five  thousand  dollars,  their  united  offering  for  the  support  of  a 
Missionary  Bishop,  further, 

Resolved,  That  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  set  before  itself  as  its  object, 
for  the  next  three  years,  the  raising  of  a  still  larger  sum  than  that  of 
1896  as  an  oflTering  to  be  a  gift  from  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the  Board 
of  Missions,  to  be  used  for  the  training  and  support  of  women  workers 
in  the  Missionary  Fields. 
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The  deep  significance  of  this  resolution  is  better  understood  when  we 
recall  that  it  is  intended  that  the  United  Offering  shall  be  added  to,  and 
in  no  way  interfere  with,  the  usual  objects  of  interest  to  the  Auxiliary. 

In  this  view  it  is  manifest  how  strong  a  hold  the  importance  of  the 
education  of  Missionaries  has  taken  upon  the  hearts  and  minds  of  the 
women  of  the  Church,  and  we  thank  G<)d  that  it  has. 

There  are  many  otlier  points  in  the  report  of  the  Honorary  Secretary 
to  which  we  should  be  glad  to  call  attention,  but  this  report  should  be 
brief. 

We  cannot,  however,  refrain  from  expressing  our  appreciation  of  the 
value  of  the  supplement  to  her  report  which  contains  a  concise  history 
of  the  first  fifty  years  of  woman's  auxiliary  Missionary  work,  from  1820 
to  1870. 

This  history,  the  materials  for  which  have  been  gathered  with  pains- 
taking care  from  many  sources,  opens  to  every  reader  a  clear  view  of  the 
progress  of  womaif  s  work  in  the  Church,  and  of  the  relation  which  it 
has  sustained  to  the  Board  of  Missions  from  the  time  when  the  Boai*d 
was  organized. 

We  are  glad  to  know  that  the  history  is  to  be  brought  down  to  the 
present  time,  and  that  when  completed  it  will  be  published  in  the  Hand 
Book  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary. 

Commending  these  admirable  reports  to  the  approval  of  the  Board, 
your  Committee  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  following  specific 
resolutions : 

Hesolved,  That  all  women  hereafter  receiving  appointment  under  the 
Board  of  Missions  shall  be  re<|uired  to  have  at  least  six  months*  training 
in  one  of  our  Church  Training  Schools,  or  some  kindred  institution, 
unless  the  Board  of  Managers,  or  the  Bishop  to  whose  Jurisdiction  she 
is  to  be  sent,  has  personal  knowledge  of  her  fitness. 

Jiesolved^  That  in  view  of  the  importance  and  success  of  the  Honorary 
Secretary  in  organizing  and  aiding  women's  work,  her  appointment  is 
hereby  renewed. 

Jiesohed^  Tliat  the  Board  of  Managers  be  recommended  to  make  suit- 
able provision  for  the  travelling  and  other  expenses  of  the  Honorary 
Secretary. 

Jiesolved^  That  the  modes  of  administration  and  of  operation  which 
have  distinguished  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  and  have  proved  so  efl'ective 
in  the  past,  will,  in  the  ophiion  of  this  Board,  prove  satisfactory  in  the 
future. 

Rcsidvedy  That  the  Board  of  Managers  is  hereby  requested  to  appoint 
the  four  Advisory  Committees  recommended  by  this  Board  at  the  Tri- 
ennial meeting  in  Baltimore  in  1892,  and  that  X\w  names  suggested  at  the 
adjourned  oflicers'  conference  in  Minneapolis,  Monday,  October  7,  181>5, 
be  sent  to  the  Board  of  Managers  for  its  favourable  consideration.  The 
nominees  are :

The  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  Tennessee,  from  the  Committee  on  the 
Report  of  the  Commission  on  Work  among  Coloured  People,  pre- 
sented the  following  report,  the  resolutions  appended  to  which, 
somewhat  amended,  being  considered  senatim,  were  adopted,  witli 
the  exception  of  Resolution  4,  which  was  laid  on  the  table  : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  tlie  consideration  and  condition 
and  needs  of  work  among  the  coloured  people  begs  respectfully  to 
report: 

That  it  has  had  before  it  the  Report  of  the  Commission  for  Work  among 
the  Coloured  People,  a  letter  written  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission^ 
a  memorial  from  the  '*  Eleventh  Annual  Conference  of  Christian  Worker* 
among  Coloured  People,''  and  various  pamphlets  or  circulars  put  forth 
by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Penick,  Agent  of  tlie  Commission. 

Your  Committee  at  the  outset  begs  to  say  that  it  is  of  the  opinion  that 
the  character  of  the  documents  upon  which  its  view  of  tlie  condition  of 
the  work  is  to  be  based  is  not  altogether  satisfactory.  Your  Committee 
sorely  feels  the  need  of  a  more  distinct  and  practical  plan  of  operation, 
of  which  it  might  express  its  approval  or  disapproval.  The  pul>lishe(l 
report  of  Domestic  Missions  among  white  people  contains  satisfactory 
and  in  many  cases  detailed  statements  from  most  of  the  Bishops  receiv- 
ing missionary  aid,  but  only  three  of  the  reports  mention  col(>in*ed  work, 
and  from  the  great  majority  of  Southern  Bishops  there  arc  no  pnblisheil 
statements  at  all.  This,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  is  most  un- 
fortunate, and  impairs  that  complete  acquaintance  with  the  work  which 
is  most  necessary  to  its  eftVctiveness  and  success.  Your  Committee 
would  also,  in  passing,  express  its  great  surprise  at  the  apparent  extrav- 
agance of  maintaining  three  Theological  Schools  for  coloured  candidates 
for  Orders.  The  facts  presented  sutficieutly  show  that  one  such  school 
would  more  than  sulHce  to  accommodate  all  the  students  enrolled ;  and 
it  feels  bound  also  to  criticize  unfavourably  the  amount  of  expenditure 
reported  for  the  maintenance  of  a  special  agent  for  coloured  work. 

The  most  important  matter  before  your  Committee  has  been  the  con- 
sideration of  the  question  whether  or  not  the  Special  Coniinissi(ju  for 
Work  among  the  Coloured  People,  which  has  been  in  existence  sinre  the 
Tear  1886,  should  be  continued.  It  is  right  to  say  that  this  question  did 
not  at  first  suggest  itself  to  the  minds  of  the  members  of  the  Committee, 
but  was  forced  upon  their  attention  by  the  arguments  of  some  of  those 
who  are  interested  and  engaged  in  the  work,  and  who,  the  Connnittee 
felt,  ought  to  be  consulted.  It  was  said  that  the  very  existence  of  the 
Commission  is  an  injury  to  the  work  in  two  ways;  viz.,  (1)  It  is  made 
the  excuse  of  some  white  Churchmen  in  the  South  for  neglect  of  the 
work  among  coloured  people.  (2)  It  teaches  the  negroes  to  look  for 
aid  to  persons  outside  their  own  section,  and  also  suggests  to  them  the 
idea  of  appealing  from  their  immediate  superiors  to  a  power  behind  them. 
Moreover,  It  tends  to  pauperize  the  negroes  by  relieving  them  of  tho 
necessity  of  giving  to  the  work  themselves. 
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After  careful  consideration  of  these  arguments,  your  Committee  is  of 
the  opinion  that  they  are  not  arguments  against  the  existence  of  the 
Commission  as  such,  but  only  against  certain  unnecessary  accidents  of 
the  present  administration  that  may  be  remedied  by  the  proper  care  of 
the  Bishops  and  other  Clergy  in  the  several  Dioceses.  Your  Committee 
regards  the  work  already  done  by  tlie  Commission  as  of  great  importance 
and  value,  and  believes  flnnly  in  the  continuance  of  the  Commission,  as 
a  perpetual  reminder,  at  least,  to  our  people  of  the  vast  responsibility 
that  rests  upon  this  Churcli  for  special  effort  among  the  coloured  people 
of  the  South,  and  as  a  pledge  of  the  Church's  desire  to  discharge  the 
trust.  Your  Committee,  however,  respectfully  begs  leave  to  make  the 
following  suggestion,  viz. : 

The  Commission  does  not  appear  to  be  at  present  in  its  most  efficient 
possible  condition.  There  are  too  manj'  members  of  the  Commission  for 
effective  administration.  Fifteen  members  would  accomplish  more  than 
twentj-one.  At  least  one  representative  of  the  coloured  communicants  of 
the  Church  should  be  a  member  of  the  Commission.  The  chief  work  of 
the  Commission  should  be  to  raise  money  for  the  work  and  call  attention 
to  it.  It  should  not  in  any  way  dictate*  as  we  are  sure  it  has  not  dic- 
tated In  the  past,  to  the  individual  Bishops  as  to  the  expenditure  of  the 
money  appropriated  to  them.  It  should  apportion  its  gifts  to  the  actual 
work  in  operation  in  the  several  Dioceses.  It  should  have  full  discretion 
as  to  any  general  and  extra  diocesan  work  it  may  desire  to  Inaugurate ; 
€.(/.,  the  employment  of  a  special  agent,  the  publication  of  special  ap- 
peals, the  devising  of  methods  for  bringing  the  work  to  the  attention  of 
the  Church.  .  The  Bishops  receiving  appropriations  should  make  detailed 
reports  regularly  to  the  Commission  as  often  as  it  may  deem  necessary, 
and  the  place  aiid  time  of  the  meetings  of  the  Conmiission  should  be  left 
entirely  to  its  discretion. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  begs  to  offer  the  following  resolutions, 
viz. : 

Jiesaln'd,  (1)  That  this  Board  of  Missions  hereby  expresses  its  hejirty 
approval  of  the  work  acoomi)lished  by  the  Comuiission  during  the  past 
three  years,  and  its  grateful  appreciation  of  the  earnest  and  unselfish 
labours  of  the  members  of  the  Commission. 

licsolved^  (2)  Tliat  fifteen  (^hurchmen,  five  members  of  each  order — 
Bishops,  Clergy,  and  Laity  —  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Managers 


constitute  the  Commission  for  Work  among  the  Coloured  People  for  the 
next  three  years,  with  authority  to  delegate  to  the  Commission  sucl 
l)()wers  as  may  be  needed. 

Jipunlved^  (3)  That  it  ])e  recommended  to  the  Board  of  Managers  t( 
consider  tlie  feasibility  of  ai)poiuting  at  least  one  coloured  man,  a  com-. 
muiiieant  of  the  Church,  on  the  Commission. 

lieaolccif^  (4)  Tliat  it  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Commission  t< 
employ  a  special  agent  to  present  the  claims  of  the  work  to  the  people  o: 
the  Church ;  Providfd^  that  the  salary  of  such  agent  does  not  exceed  th» 
sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  year. 

lif'solred,  (5)  That  the  thanks  of  the  Board  of  Missions  be  extended  t» 
Mr.  Henry  E.  Pellew  for  his  generous  and  untiring  labours  as  Secretary 
of  the  Commission.  "" 

Ifpsolved^  (6)  That  the  Commission  for  Work  among  the  Coloure^-:^^^^^ 
People  be  instructed  to  make  to  the  Board  of  Missions  a  fuU  and  detaile^^  *^ 
statement  of  the  condition,  needs,  and  prospects  of  the  work  amon^:-^'  '^ 
coloured  people  in  the  several  dioceses.

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SIXTH  DAY. 

Friday,  October  18,   1895. 

The  Board  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  the  Bishop  of  Albany 
in  the  chair. 

After  singing  and  prayer,  the  Minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were 
read  and  approved. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Report  of  the  Church  Mis- 
sionary Society,  was  read  by  the  Bishop  of  West  Virginia,  as 
follows  : 

The  Committee  appointed  upon  the  American  Church  Missionary 
Society  hej^8  leave  to  present  tlie  following  report : 

The  Ainericau  Church  Missionary  8ociety  became  Auxiliary  to  the 
GJeneral  Board  of  MiSvSious  by  action  taken  \u  the  General  (-ouvention  of 
1877.  By  the  terms  of  that  agreement  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
Board  of  Missions  recognized  the  work  of  the  American  Clmrch  Mis- 
Bioaary  Society  as  part  of  the  G<'ueral  Missionary  work  of  the  Church. 

Tlie  action  was  born,  doubtless,  out  of  a  revival  of  the  missionary 
spirit  in  this  Church.  The  spirit  of  unity  seems  to  be  an  instinct  of 
Christianity  in  the  heart  of  all  Churches  in  the  presence  of  the  mission 
fields  of  the  world  at  home  and  abroad,  as  the  instinct  of  an  arniv  in  the 
presence  of  the  enemy.  Bivalries  and  party  spirit  projrressively  vanish 
away  as  the  Church  is  drawn  into  more  i)erfeot  union  with  Christ  in  His 
passion  for  the  salvation  of  men,  and  the  coucei)tion  of  our  fellowship 
with  Him  in  His  work  of  savin <]j  the  world.  In  the  jrreatness  of  that 
:houg!it,  other  questions  assume  their  true  relations  and  i)roportions. 
Perhaps  this  ultimate  ground  of  missionary  duty,  and  this  prineiple,  as 
he  ultimate  analysis  of  missionary  success,  contain  the  promise  of  the 
jotency  of  unity  in  the  Church  itself  among  its  own  children  and  in  its 
>wn  family,  and  unity  between  all  who  profess  and  call  themselves 
I'liristiaus. 

The  work  of  the  American  Church  Missionary  Society,  as  the  work 
>f  the  General  Board,  has  its  two  dei)artments  of  Domestic  and  Foreign 
d^iRsions,  and  the  agreement  with  tlie  (ieneral  Board  relegates  to  the 
society  the  exclusive  care  of  the  Missionaries  at  home  and  abroad,  whom 
t  has  undertaken  to  support.  In  the  Domestic  Field  the  Society  appro- 
>riates  stipends  in  aid  of  strugijling  Mission  churches  in  the  support  of 
wenty-three  clergymen,  and  of  one  earnest  woman  worker  in  tb<*  Held  of 
iidian  Missions.  These  3Iissionaries,  w<*  learn  from  the  re])ort  of  the 
?Ix«cutive  Committee,  September  24,  1895,  are  working  in  the  Dioceses 
Lnd  Missionary  Districts  of  Arkansas,  East  Carolina,  Idaho,  Montana, 
luliana,  Nevada,  New  York,  Oklahoma,  Olympia,  South  Carolina,  South 
^akot^  SouthVirginia,  Virginia,  and  West  Virginia.  In  the  last  mentioned 
Diocese  the  Society  ap])ropriates  stipends  to  the  support  of  six  Mission- 
aries, and  of  the  others,  in  some,  one,  and  in  some,  two  Missionaries.  The 
«port  of  the  Executive  Committee,  made  a  month  ago,  has  this  passage, 
o  which  your  Committee  desires  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Board,  and 
»f  the  friends  of  the  work.     The  report  says : 

^^The  impression  may  i)revail  that  very  little  beside  the  income  of  the 
^oc'iety  is  necessary  for  its  current  expenses  and  the  support  of  the 
lomestic  work.    There  stand  now  on  our  list  twenty-three  CVetgy  ^lbA. 
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one  teacher,  who  look  to  us  to  supplement  their  meagre  salaries.  The 
amount  available  from  our  income,  were  it  all  used  for  our  domestic  work, 
and  supplemented  by  even  more  than  we  received  last  year  for  this 
object,  will  not  suffice  for  the  stipends  of  half  the  number  whom  we  now 
aid.  And  what  shall  the  others  do  for  the  coming  year?  Those  who, 
with  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  General  Missionary  Society,  recog- 
nize this  work  as  part  of  tlie  Mission  work  of  the  Church,  must  answer.'" 

The  General  Board  is  unable  to  meet  the  demands  of  its  great  work  in 
the  Domestic  Field,  and  the  Society  feels  itself  bound  by  its  promises  to 
the  faithful  Missionaries  who  have  looked  to  it  year  by  year  to  help  them 
to  stand  at  their  posts  of  duty.  The  sorrow  that  has  fallen  upon  it  has, 
doubtless,  like  the  sorrows  that  come  to  each  one  of  us,  taught  it  lessons 
which  it  will  not  forget,  and  left  it  with  its  courage  unbroken  to  meet 
the  duties  that  are  before  it.  It  believes  that  the  offerings  for  Domestic 
Missions,  heretofore  distributed  through  its  agency,  would  be  for  the 
most  part  lost  to  the  cause  of  Home  Missions  if  it  should  abandon  its 
domestic  work,  and  under  that  convietiop  it  appeals  to  its  friends  to 
enable  it  at  least  to  fulfil  its  pledges  to  faithful  ministers  of  the  Church 
who  need  all  and  more  than  it  has  promised  to  give  them.  Your  Com- 
mittee hopes  and  believes  that  this  appeiil  will  meet  with  a  prompt  and 
faithful  response. 

The  P'oreigii  Field  chosen  and  assigned  to  the  Society  is  the  Island  of 
Cuba,  and  the  Southern  Division  of  what  was  once  the  great  empire  of 
Brazil,  larger  than  the  whole  of  the  United  States.  In  C\iba  the  work 
has  been  for  souk^  months  suspended  by  the  civil  war.  The  struggle  of 
the  i)eople  to  throw  off  the  dominion  of  Spain  has  been  the  underlying 
cause  of  discord  and  tendencies  to  revolution  in  this  Island,  for  more 
than  a  generation  i)ast.  The  long  struggle  has  culminated  in  the  war 
which  is  now  in  ])rogress.  The  Missionaries  of  the  Society,  who  were 
compelled  to  flee  the  country  during  the  reign  of  terror  incident  to  civil 
wars  among  a  semi-iMvilized  people,  are  waiting  for  the  dawn  of  peace  to 
return  to  their  i)osts  in  Matanzas  and  the  city  of  Havana.  The  Rev.  A. 
IF.  Mellen,  whose  work  in  Havana  was  making  a  deep  impression,  con-- 
tinned  at  his  post  after  the  war  had  broken  out,  but  was  stricken  with 
yellow  fever,  and  upon  his  ])artial  recovery  returned  to  his  home  in  Xew^n 

Y'ork.     It  is  hoped,  that  after  the  restoration  of  peace  and,  upon  his  com . 

plete  recovery,  this  exceptionally  <»arnest  Missionary  may  return  to  hii»»=» 
work  in  the  city  of  Havana. 

With  reference  to  th(^  work  in  Brazil,  the  Society  has  grounds  u^  ^-.  -*»f 
eneouniirenient  which  more  than  justify  the  conviction  that  the  IIe:u'-^  ^  :itl 
of  the  <"hurcli  jmints  to  that  field  as  the  work  He  designs  it  to  do.  T1j«^  *  M\^ 
n'port  has  these  words:  **  Scarce  six  years  since  our  Missionarier  — --^  ie> 
entered  the  Held,  and  to-<lay  there  are  nearly  two  hundred  Communis  ^^}^' 
c.iiits,  with  sixty-two  baptisms  during  th<»  last  year.  More  than  thisa=s  m  i?» 
our  Cliurehes  there  contributed  a  sum  equivalent  to  83,281.52,  more  thai^-^^ss  an 
oiie-tliird  of  the  whole  amount  (over  810,000)  contributed  to  the  supiM>r:*'  ^  "^t 
of  Missions  through  the  Society."  This  fact  is  without  a  parallel  in  tbjr  ^  -b<* 
Foreijxn  ^lissions  of  our  Church,  and  it  is  believed  it  has  few  parallels  i  W  in 
our  Domestic  Fields,  —  namely  the  giving  by  the  jieople  more  than  on<^-^*^^ 
third  of  the  amount  contributed  for  the  support  of  the  Missions  amon.^:*^*"?^ 
them.  Your  Committee  would  call  the  especial  attention  of  the  Boanr -i^***^ 
to  this  stntement  as  a  sign  of  extraordinary  promise  in  this  Missiof^^  «i^n 
Field  of  «Mir  Church.  The  Missionaries  who  have  consecrate*!  thenr"*'  — »m- 
selves  to  this  work  are  young  men  of  ability,  and,  it  is  believed,  of  excer  "*  -^<i^ 
tional  adaptation  to  their  work.  They  tell  us  that  the  welcome  given  Y  if  jy 
these  p(»ople  to  the  Light  and  the  Hope  of  the  New  Testament  ChnK  ^bis- 
tianity  makes  the  work  of  the  Missionary  a  joy  and  takes  from  it  ^^  *^ 
sense  of  burden  or  of  sacrifice. 
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The  Rev.  J.  W.  Morris  has,  with  the  assistance  of  a  DeacoD,  the 
charge  of  the  church  in  Contracto,  and  personal  charge  of  one  church 
in  Porto  Alegre,  where  a  church  building  nears  completion.  It  seems 
that  these  congregations  of  Christians  in  Brazil  worship  in  overcrowded 
halls  and  rooms  inadequate  to  hold  the  people.  Mr.  Morris,  as  stated  in 
the  report,  has  been  granted  his  well  earned  furlough,  and  is  now  in  this 
country  telling  the  story  of  the  work  to  our  churches.  At  Porto  Alegre 
the  Rev.  W.  C.  Brown,  the  brother  of  Alexander  Brown,  the  distin- 
guished author  of  the  Genesis  of  America,  cares  for  one  church,  and 
teaches  the  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders.  At  Pelotas,  the  Rev.  J.  G. 
Meem  has  charge  of  the  Church  of  the  Redeemer.  The  Rev.  L.  L. 
Kinsolving  has  two  churches  under  his  charge.  ITie  Rev.  A.  M.  Fraga 
is  Deacon  in  charge  at  Contracto.  At  Viamo  and  at  Rio  Grande  the 
Rev.  A.  V.  Cabral  has  charge  of  hopeful  Mission  work.  It  is  said  that 
he  possesses  remarkable  gifts  of  fervour,  and  that  the  people  crowd  to 
hear  him.  In  addition  to  these  statements  of  the  work  Bishop  Peterkin 
of  West  Virginia  has  made  a  brief  but  most  striking  representation  to 
the  Board  of  our  Church  work  in  Brazil.  Bishop  Peterkin  was  charged 
by  the  Presiding  Bishop  to  visit  the  field  and  supply  the  need  of  Epis- 
copal supervision  and  ministration,  and  to  this  work  he  gave  several 
months  of  constiint  visitation,  and  we  jiresume  the  record  is  familiar  to 
the  members  of  this  Board. 

The  selection  of  this  field,  and  the  remarkable  success  and  promise  of 
this  Mission  suggest  to  your  Committee  principles  and  ccmsiderations, 
iu  connection  with  Foreign  Missions,  which  may  be  helpful  to  us  as  a 
Church  in  the  fulfilment  of  our  Commission  toilo  our  part  in  the  Con- 
version of  the  world  to  Christianity.  And  first,  the  field  selected  is  the 
home  of  the  dominant  race,  or  races,  in  the  continent  of  South  America. 
If  the  nations  of  .South  America  are  to  take  their  places  iu  the  move- 
ment of  progress  in  n*ligion,  in  law,  and  in  liberty,  this  Southern 
Province  of  Brazil,  where  our  Missionaries  are  i)lantin*g  our  Church,  is 
destined  to  be  their  leader.  Its  i)eople  have  tlH'ir  hr)nK'  in  the  tenipcrat** 
zone  of  our  Southern  Hemisphere,  and  we  are  told  that  their  climate 
resembles  that  of  our  Lower,  Middle,  and  Southern  States.  The  tem- 
perate zones  of  the  earth  from  the  dawn  of  history  have  been  the  homes 
r>f  the  races  that  have  built  u])  material  civilization,  and  have  achieved 
moral  and  intellectual  domination.  The  population,  with  a  basis  of  Por- 
tii^^uese,  has  an  infusion  of  the  blood  of  ditterent  nationalities  in  Europe 
and  America,  which  represent  the  instincts  and  ideas  of  government  and 
education,  and  of  social  and  political  organization  which  they  bring  with 
them  from  their  Xorthern  homes.  If  we  win  these  people  for  Christ  and 
his  Church,  they  will  win  their  neighbours,  the  semi-pagan  nations  whose 
bonnes  stretch  away  through  the  tropics  on  the  north  and  through  the 
:eiiiperate  and  arctic  zones  on  the  south. 

There  is  another  considtn-ation  which  presents  an  api)eal  to  an  intel- 
i^ent  missionary  impulse  in  the  heart  of  the  American  Church  and 
-Vnnerican  Christianity.  It  is  this:  in  one  sense  these  people  are  nearer 
:o  us  in  feeling  and  government  than  any  other  Foreign  Mission  field. 
They  are  our  children;  their  aspirations  for  freedom  and  for  i)rogress  are 
lorn  from  the  light  that  we  have  kindled.  In  their  blind  way  these 
South  American  people  have  been  doing  as  we  once  did.  struggling  to 
Dreak  the  yoke  of  corruj)t  tyrannies  and  rotton  oligarchies,  and  to  assert 
iheir  right  to  think  and  their  right  to  work  and  to  reap  the  fruits  of  their 
abour.  They  learned  it  from  us  and  our  wonderful  career  as  a  nation. 
But  while  our  example  has  kindled  tlieir  aspirations  forjuditical  freedom 
^nd  for  self-government,  we  have  left  them  without  that  Gospel  wherewith 
r  "hrist  makes  a  man  and  makes  a  nation  free  and  keeps  them  so,  and  with- 
out that  they  are  not  fit  to  be  free,  for  a  conscience  reedemed  and  ^du- 
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tilted  by  the  Gospel  is  the  only  Bafe^uard  of  popular  government. 
These  people  have  overturned  their  old  imperial  absolute  forms  of 
government,  and  imperfectly  modelled  their  political  organization  after 
ours.  They  are  ready  for  Christian  effort  and  they  yearn  for  Christian 
light  from  us.  For  a  people  like  this  it  is  believed  that  our  branch  of  the 
univer-^al  Church  has  adaptations  which  no  other  form  of  Church  organ- 
ization possesses.  And  this  is  the  ground  of  our  belief.  An  obvious  gen- 
eralization  of  science  tells  us  that  adapution  to  environment  is  necessary 
for  all  organisms,  and  that  variations  of  form  to  meet  new  conditions  of 
environment  are  necessary  to  the  continuity  of  life. 

A  mediajval  social  and  political  organization  has  a  medijeval  ecclesias- 
tical organization,  and  that  organization  with  its  methods  and  its  ideals 
may  have  done  a  good  work  and  lived  a  vigourous  life  in  its  day  and  gen- 
eration, but  it  falsifies  its  past  and  its  providential  destiny  by  the  attempt 
to  engraft  itself  with  its  old  methods  upon  a  new  worfd.  A  distin- 
guished English  writer  remarks,  '*  Where  the  Koman  Church  has  been 
most  successful  in  maintaining  her  ancient  ascendancy  in  her  ancient 
form,  she  has  either  annihilated  progress,  that  is,  stopped  the  evolution 
of  a  higher  order  of  society,  as  in  Spain,  or  she  has  helped  to  reduce  It 
to  a  mediaeval  turbulence  as  in  the  South  American  Republics." 

The  theory  is  a  true  explanation  of  history.  Political  thought  is,  in 
its  ultimate  analysis,  man's  religious  conception  of  himself.  As  we  think 
in  one  field  of  our  relations  we  come  to  think  in  other  fields. 

It  is  next  to  impossible  to  maintain  an  aristocratic  church  In  a  Dem- 
ocratic state ;  and  if  it  is  maintained,  it  will  be  done  by  the  aristocracy, 
and  by  the  aristocracy  alone.  It  will  not  touch  the  people.  When  the 
people  have  been  trained  in  religion  to  relegate  their  consciences  and 
their  ecclesiastical  rights  to  the  authority  and  the  will  of  others,  when  they 
have  consented  to  reduce  themselves  to  a  position  of  receptivity  in  eccle- 
siastical matters,  they  are  ready  to  adopt  the  same  principle  in  the  affairs 
of  the  state,  and  submit  themselves  to  a  government  whose  principle  is 
that  of  political  absolutism.  On  the  otlier  hand,  when  a  people  have 
been  accustomed  to  claim  their  rights  and  to  discharge  their  duties  as 
responsible  factors  in  the  government  of  the  state,  it  will  not  be  long 
before  they  will  claim  the  same  privileges  in  the  government  of  the 
Church;  and  what  is  more,  when  they  oi)en  their  New  Testaments  they 
will  find  that  their  claim  is  justified.  For  these  reasons,  we  submit  that 
the  branch  of  the  Catholic  Church,  wliicli  for  generations  past  has  been 
tlie  representative  of  Christianity  among  these  South  American  popula- 
tions, has  lost  its  hold  upon  their  mind,  their  consciences,  and  their  gov- 
ennental  forces.  The  hold  of  that  Church,  we  are  told,  is  a  nominal 
one.  It  has  practically,  at  least  in  this  portion  of  the  field,  abandoned 
the  effort  to  redeem  the  i)eople  by  the  power  of  the  Gospel,  lliey  are 
like  the  j)e()ple  of  the  Roman  Empire  when  paganism  had  worked  itself 
out  and  delivered  the  masses  over  to  religious  scepticism.  So  these  peo- 
ple, to  whom  we  go  with  our  Gospel,  as  this  Church  has  received  it,  are 
as  sheep  having  no  shepherd.  A\>  ])eiieve  that  the  Episcopal  Church,  as 
organized  in  our  great  country,  has  an  exceptional  adaptation  and  mis- 
sion to  the  people  of  that  land ;  to  all  peoples,  especially  to  those  who 
have  arriveil  at  that  stage  of  development.  It  is  the  Church  of  the  i)eople. 
The  will  of  the  people  circulates  through  all  its  functions,  its  authority, 
its  organized  machinery.  The  people  have  their  part  in  the  election  of 
its  orders  for  the  Ministry,  the  Bishops,  the  Priests,  and  the  Deacons, 
'iliey  have  all  the  duty  and  all  the  responsibility  of  the  support  of  that 
Ministry  by  their  unfettered  will  and  voluntary  sacrifice,  lliat  which 
is  its  reproach  in  the  minds  of  many  good,  wise  men  in  its  own  and  in 
the  ranks  of  other  branches  of  the  Church  Catholic  is  its  strength  and 
its  glory  as  aCTiurch  of  the  people.    In  the  region  of  doctrinal  statement 
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and  theological  speculation  outside  of  the  facts  of  Christianity,  while  it 
maintains  with  fidelity  its  doctrinal  standards,  it  welcomes  freedom  of 
thought  and  liberty  of  discussion,  and  it  is  the  friend  of  reverent  scliol- 
arship,  upon  the  principle  that  truth  has  nothing  to  fear  in  the  contest 
with  error,  with  an  open  Bible  and  a  fair  field  to  appeal  to  the  conscience 
and  to  the  reason  of  mankind.    On  the  other  hand,  it  is  a  Church  of  law, 
and  in  our  judgment  the  strongest  influence  in  Christendom  towards  the 
formation  of  public  sentiment,  by  training  its  own  children  into  rever- 
ence for  and  obedience  to  the  law  of  the  State  and  the  law  of  the  Cliurch 
whatever  the  form  of  Church  organization  may  be.    Such  a  Church,  in 
Its  adaptation  to  modern  life  and  modern  conceptions  of  government,  has 
a  mission  to  all  peoples  of  all  lands,  but  an  especial  responsibility  to  the 
South  American  Kepublics.     And  the  sense  of  this  responsibility  is  quick- 
ened by  the  consideration  that  tliis  Church  i«  the  first  to  enter  this  open 
door  of  opportunity,  and  that  it  is  there  alone,  with  a  wide  field  before 
it,  which  promises  blessed  results  for  the  establishment  of  Christ's  king- 
dom and  for  the  regeneration  of  a  nation. 

The  Society  has  secured  for  its  Secretary  the  Rev.  J.  Thompson  Cole, 
who  brings  to  the  work  both  the  ability  and  the  experience  to  do  it,  and 
a  love  for  missions  and  faith  in  missionary  eftbrt. 

The  Society  asks  for  the  prayers  and  the  sympathy  of  this  great 
Board  of  Missions  of  which  it  is  an  arm  and  an  auxiliary,  and  your  Com- 
mittee believes  that  they  will  freely  be  given.

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Langford,  it  was 

Resolved^  That  a  committee  of  three  Bishops,  three  Presb\i^^ers,  and 
three  Laymen  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  and  giving 
effectiveness  to  the  recommendations  of  the  General  Convention,  in  rais- 
ing means  for  the  sujjport  of  disabled  Clergj-men,  and  for  the  care  of  the 
families  of  such  Clergymen  as  have  died  in  the  service  of  the  Church. 

The  Chair  appointed  the  following  as  members  of  the  Commit- 
tee :  the  Bishops  of  New  York,  Newark,  and  Vermont ;  the  Rev. 
Drs.  Nelson  of  Western  New  York,  McVickar  of  Pennsylvania, 
and  Christian  of  Newark ;  and  Messrs.  Morgan  of  New  Y'ork, 
Butler  of  Central  Pennsylvania,  and  Temple  of  Vennont. 

The  Bishop  of  Kentucky  presented  and  read  the  following  re- 
port of  the  Committee  on  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
and  the  resolutions  recommended  by  the  Committee,  being  consid- 
ered seriatim^  were  adopted,  after  which,  in  accordance  with  the 
third  resolution,  the  Bishop  of  Albany  led  the  Board  in  devotions 
of  thanksgiving  and  praise  : 

Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
Kanagers  to  the  Board  of  Missions,  together  with  the  annual  reports  of 
the  game  Board  to  the  Missionary  Council  of  the  years  1893  and  1894,  and 
the  annual  reports  upon  Foreign  and  Domestic  Missions,  the  annual 
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report  of  the  Treasurer,  of  the  several  Missionary  Bishops,  and  of  recog- 
nized Auxiliaries,  respectfully  present  the  following  report : 

We  would  flrst  of  all  call  upon  the  Board  of  Missions  devoutly  to 
recognize  the  good  Providence  of  God  in  the  most  encouraging  results  of 
the  missionary  work  duriug  the  three  years  just  ended,  and  in  the  present 
financial  condition  of  the  Society.  These  results  are  abundantly  set 
foi'tii  in  the  printed  documents  which  have  been  furnished  to  the  Board 
of  Missions  by  its  Board  of  Managers.  We  feel  that  we  need  not  re- 
hearjic  in  your  hearing  the  statistics  which  declare  them;  and  alas!  we 
cannot  portray  the  spiritual  progress  which  is  manifested  in  the  ringing 
tone«*  of  our  missionary  leaders  as  they  recount  what  '*  God  hath  done  by 
them,"  and  call  upon  the  C'liurch  for  larger  offerings  of  men  and  of 
money  that  the  good  worlv  may  not  be  stayed.  But  we  must  call  atten- 
tion to  certain  features  of  our  present  condition,  to  certain  attainments 
of  the  past  trieniiium,  that  together  we  may  thank  God  and  take  courage. 

(1)  For  seventy  years  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionarj^  Societ.v 
had  no  permanent  abiding  place,  but  was  a  tenant  of  not  over-commodi- 
ous quarters  for  its  officers,  and  dependent  upon  the  courtesy  of  the 
gi*eat  American  Bible  Society  for  a  liall  in  which  its  managers  should 
meet.  Worse  still,  during  the  same  period,  there  was  no  visible  declara- 
tion in  our  great  metropolis  that  the  Church  is  flrst  and  chief  a  mission- 
ary society,  whereof  every  baptized  person  is  a  member.  Thanks  to 
God's  goodness,  thanks  to  the  liberality  of  beneflcent  Churchmen  and 
(  hurchwomen,  thanks  largely  to  the  faithfulness,  the  diligence,  the  per- 
sistency of  our  most  excellent  General  Secretary,  this  state  of  things  no 
longer  exists.  On  the  flrst  day  of  January,  1894,  the  officers  of  the 
Society  took  possession  of  their  new  and  beautiful  home,  and  on  S. 
Paul's*  Day,  the  day  of  the  great  Missionary,  the  house  was  solemnly 
dedicated  to  its  sacred  uses,  and  the  Church  Missions  House,  a  stately, 
<lignified,  and  fitting  structure,  proclaims  to  the  wayfarers  of  the  crowded 
avenue  tiie  fact  that  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  is  busy  with  the 
work  it  was  constituted  to  do. 

Better  still,  the  report  of  the  Board  informs  us  that  payment  for  the 
site  and  the  building  was  completed  *"*  without  incurring  exi)ense  for  the 
Society "'  and  ^'  without  tresi)assing  upon  its  funds,  or  interfering  in  any 
way  with  the  receipts  for  the  current  work  of  Missions.''  ''Not  a  dollar 
which  was  intended  for  Missions  has  gone  into  this  enterprise,  not  even 
a  temporary  loan  was  taken  from  the  Mission  funds  for  the  purpose.  It 
is  a  cl«»ar  gift  to  the  Church  to  serve  the  cause  of  Missions."  Beautifully 
appointed  in  every  particular,  it  furnishes  a  titling  workshop  for  all  our 
mi!^sionary  agencies,  including  that  mightiest  of  all,  the  united  prayer 
of  the  workmen  to  the  Author  and  tlu;  Finisher.  The  adornments  of  the 
exterior,  the  synil)olic  figure  of  Faith  upholding  the  cross  which  should 
crown  the  gable,  and  the  statues  of  our  ])ioneer  fathers,  which  the  archi- 
tect designed  to  surmount  the  portal,  are  yet  lacking.  Who  will  provide 
these  memorials  of  the  men  of  our  earliest  days,  this  inspiring  cross  of 
stone  to  be  the  banner  upon  our  walls?  To  set  up  this  cross  as  a  memo- 
rial of  Dr.  Twing,  our  great  ^lissionary  Secretary,  there  is  already  in 
hand  one  himdred  dollars,  the  gift  of  one  who  loved  him  best.  Who  Will 
complete  the  amount  necessary?  But  though  these  be  wanting,  thank 
<io<l  no  mortgage  debt  stands  in  their  place,  a  threatening  and  a  buixien. 
The  Missions  House  is  a  dmr  gift  to  the  Society. 

{'2)  Again,  the  Committee  call  upon  the  Board  of  ^lissions  to  praise 
<iod  that  the  year,  and  so  the  trieunium,  is  endcvl  v/ithout  deficit. 
Because,  as  we  dare  believe,  of  the  increasing  stringency  in  the  money 
market,  because  so  few  of  our  i)eo|)le  had  been  ])rospered  in  the  two 
years  next  i)receding  that  which  is  now  current,  in  March  last  1^  was 
inanifest  to  the  Board  of  Managers  that  at  least  one  hundred  thousand 
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dollars  must  be  poured  into  our  iniv<»sionary  treasury  if  the  year  and  the 
triennum  should  end  on  September  1  with  all  the  obligations  paid.  The 
venerable  Presiding  Bishop  was  accordingly  asked  to  appeal  to  the 
Church  to  make  up  this  threatened  deflcTency,  and  the  answer  came 
quick  and  from  many  voices :  '*  Of  that  Thou  hast  given  me,  though  the 
gift  was  In  years  long  past,  of  that  gift  I  now  give  unto  Thee  "  —  and 
the  Missionaries  were  paid.  • 

(8)  Furtlier  still,  the  Committee  call  upon  the  Board  of  Missions  to 
praise  God  that,  notwithstanding  our  people  have  grown  poorer  in  this 
world's  goods  ill  the  three  years  now  ended,  yet  the  amount  by  them 
contributed  to  the  work  of  the  Lord  in  the  extension  of  His  Church  has 
steadily  increased.  The  whole  amount  received  for  Missions  in  the  year 
ending' September  1,  1893,  was  $356,240.55;  for  the  year  ending  Septem- 
ber 1,  1894,  $370,174.05,  and  for  the  vear  just  ended*  September  1,  1895, 
$44^,813.23  — in  the  three  years,  $1,172,233.83. 

(4)  And  further  still,  let  us  praise  God  that  we  may  believe  that  this 
increase  in  the  amount  contributed  is  to  be  credited  to  a  larger  number  of 
contributors  than  ever  before,  because  we  are  informed  by  the  Board 
of  Managers  that  during  the  past  year  3,506  Parishes  and  Missions  —  the 
largest  number  ever  reported  —  have  contributed  to  the  work  of  the 
Society. 

(5)'  And,  finally,  perhaps  —  if,  indeed,  a  doubt  should  characterize 
the  statement  —  perliaps  the  splendid  devotion  of  the  women  of  the 
Church,  of  whose  organized  work  another  Committee  has  the  privilege  to 
speak  to  you,  is  one  mighty  cause  under  God  of  this  increase  in  the  devo- 
tions of  the  whole  body  of  the  faithful.  Your  Committee  look  back  to 
the  day  when  our  fathers,  fearful  and  yet  faithful,  announced  the  great 
principle  tluit  the  Church  is  the  ^lissionary  Society;  when  ''the  num- 
ber of  the  names  together  was  but  an  hundred  and  twenty  " ;  and  give 
loud  thanks  and  praise  that  now  a  great  multitude  hath  come  up  to  the 
help  of  the  Lord. 

And  yet,  straightway  your  Committee  must  turn  your  thoiiglits  from 
the  past  to  the  future,  from  the  victories  won  to  the  fiercer  battle  before 
you,  from  the  paltry  possessions  gained  to  the  very  much  laud  that 
remains  to  be  possessed,  —  and,  alas !  to  the  insufficiency  of  our  resources 
in  men  and  in  material  for  this  conquest.  Your  Committee  bid  you  recall 
the  words  of  the  Bishops  of  Tokyo  and  of  Shanghai,  as  they  pleaded 
before  you  not  many  days  ago  for  hien  to  come  and  help  them.  We  bid 
vou  consider  the  startling  fact,  tliat  you  may  count  upon  the  fingers  of  a 
hand  the  men  who  in  the  past  year  liave  ottered  themselves  for  the  work 
of  Foreign  Missions  in  our  Cluiroh.  And  we  ask  you  to  consider  the 
question  why  such  is  our  condition.  We  will  not  believe  that  there  is  not 
faith  in  the  young  Churchmen  of  toniay,  as  l)urning  and  as  pure  as  ani- 
mated the  souls  of  the  men  who  founded  our  Foreign  Missions.  We  will 
not  believe  that  our  younjjmen  are  appalled  by  the  thought  of  separation 
from  home  and  loved  ones,  or  are  attVighted  by  the  story  of  privation, 
and.  it  may  be,  persecution  and  death,  as  the  possible  reward  of  the  Mis- 
sionary to*  the  heathen.  Nay,  we  believe  that  the  opportunity  of  self- 
sacrifice  is  as  attractive  now  as  ever  before  to  the  man  who  has  given 
himself  to  the  Prince  **  made  perfect  through  suttering.**  We  believe 
that  the  forlorn  hope  of  the  Church  calls  now  as  ev(>r  with  constraining 
voice  to  the  heroic  hearts  of  young  Christian  men.  And  ecpially  are  your 
Committee  unwilling  to  belit^ve  that  in  two  thousand  of  the  parishes  and 
missions  of  this  Church  there  are  not  men,  nor  women,  able  and  willing 
to  contribute  one  cent  to  the  cau!=>e  of  Missions.  Perha])s,  we  venture  to 
suggest,  perhaps  the  apathy  which  withholds  the  money  and  that  which 
withholds  personal  service  is  the  same,  and  is  due  not  always  to  the  lack 
of  the  love  of  Christ,  but  to  the  lack  of  knowledge  of  the  work  that  la 
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beiu^  done  by  His  command,  by  His  body,  the  Church.  Ignorance  of 
Missions  is  the  sufficient  explanation  of  unconcern  about  Missions.  News 
of  the  battle  is  the  provocative  of  enlistment  for  the  battle.  ITie  story 
of  the  need  of  the  troops,  and  of  the  need  of  others  to  join  them ;  inti- 
mate personal  knowledge  of  the  men  in  the  front,  and  emphasized,  reiter- 
ated assertion  of  the  bounden  duty  of  all  the  sworn  soldiers  of  the  King 
to  stand  with  them ;  this,  the  means,  as  we  believe,  whereby  the  Holy 
Spirit  will  kindle  in  human  spirits  the  desire  and  the  determination  to  do 
all  that  each  can  do.  Therefore  your  Committee  are  bold  to  plead  with 
their  brethren  of  the  Clergy,  the  commissioned  leaders  of  the  militant 
host,  that  more  carefully,  more  diligently  they  will  iitstmct^  —  mark  you, 
instruct,  not  exhort,  tb«Mr  people  upon  this  great  subject;  that  to' the 
great  congregation  sometimes  in  the  morning  of  the  Lord's  Day,  and  not 
merely  to  the  handful  of  faithful  ones  at  some  week-<iay  service,  this 
may  be  the  theme  of  their  discourse ;  and  that  not  generalities,  but  par- 
ticulars and  details  of  persons  and  places  be  given  as  the  incitement  to 
gift  of  thought  and  prayer  and  wealth.  Make  men  see  the  boy  of  human 
nature  wallowing  on  the  ground  in  the  embrace  of  the  foul  spirit,  and 
they  will  hear  and  will  hearken  to  the  piteous  cry  of  the  father,  ''If  thou 
canst  do  anything,  have  mercy  upon  us  and  help  us." 

Again,  because  your  Committee  can  but  fear  that  ignorance  in  the 
leaders  of  the  progress  of  the  great  battle  is  the  explanation  of  their 
failure  to  instruct  their  followers,  and  the  explanation  of  the  unconcern 
of  leaders  and  followers  alike,  they  can  but  recommend  that  in  our  ITieo- 
logical  Seminaries  provision  shall  be  made  for  the  instruction  of  our  can- 
didates for  Orders  in  Missions,  their  history  and  progress ;  that  before  the 
eyes  of  these  young  candidates  for  knighthood  be  displayed  the  examples 
of  the  men  who  have  done  great  deeds  for  Christ ;  that  they  be  taken  by 
their  teachers  to  the  heights  of  historic  knowledge  where  they  may  be- 
hold the  panorama  of  past  achievement,  and  where  they  may  breathe  the 
pure  air  of  self-<lenying  devotion,  of  sohliership,  of  dutj* .  Your  Com- 
mittee cannot  but  urge  upon  the  Board  of  Missions  that  by  solemn  reso- 
lution itshalLendeavourtoput  agencies  to  work  to  arouse  this  missionary 
spirit,  which,  possessing  the  Church,  shall  crowd  our  courts  with  pos- 
tulants eagerly  dem:tuding  the  privilege  of  missionary  service,  and  fill 
our  coffers  so  full  Uiat  there  need  be  no  dread  lest  we  dare  accept  every 
man  who  oflers  himself. 

Your  Conunittee  call  ui)on  each  and  everv  member  of  the  Board  of 
Missions  to  make  the  noontide  prayer  for  \fissions  a  reality.  Let  the 
church's  bell  ring  out  the  Evangelils  —  the  Gospel  call  to  pray  — and  let 
the  peasant  in  his  field,  the  motlier  in  her  nursery,  the  merchant  in  the 
market  place,  hoar  and  obey,  l^et  us  learn  to  pray  for  Missions,  for  the 
praying  man  will  learn  to  give  his  all,  if  need  be,  himself. 

But  this  brings  us  to  the  consideration  of  the  topic  of  supremest  im- 
portance presented  in  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  ^lanagers;  namely,  that 
of  making  provision  for  the  coming  three  years,  of  means  whereby  the 
Board  of  Managers  may  be  enabled  to  carry  on  our  work.  Well  has  it 
been  said  in  a  recent  Church  journal,  that  we  come  together  in  this  Board 
of  Missions,  we  listen  to  eloijuent  a(l<lresses  from  Missionaries  by  which 
our  spirits  are  stirred,  we  are  constrained  to  enlarge  our  st^ifTof  mis- 
sionary workers,  we  gladly,  exultantly  vote  to  send  forth  more  Mission- 
ary Bishops,  and  then  goaway  to  our  homes  and  leave  to  the  faithful 
Board  of  Manag(Ts  and  to  the  Ijibourious  (Tcneral  Secretary  the  task  of 
flinding  the  money  to  support  the  enlarged  undertaking  which  we  have 
directed.  The  Board  of  Managers  therefore  asks,  rightly  asks,  from  this 
Board  of  Missions,  that  it  devise  some  plan  of  diocesan  pledges  (or 
assurances)  for  the  coming  Triennium  whereby  it  may  be  able  to  make  its 
appropriations  intelligently  and  with  a  reasonable  expectation  of  seeing 
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its  receipts  suffice  for  its  expenditures.  Your  Committee  believe  that 
this  request  is  only  just  and  right.  The  amount  appropriated  last  year 
caoDot  be  decreased  in  the  year  upon  which  we  have  entered,  save  by  the 
abandonment  of  enterprises  for  the  Kin^  already  begun,  and  such  aban- 
donment were  a  dis^ace.  And  yet,  as  honest  men,  the  Board  of  Mana- 
gers cannot  appropriate  and  promise  money  which  they  liave  no  reason- 
able expectation  of  being  able  to  pay ;  and  as  prudent  men  they  cannot 
make  such  appropriations  with  the  unreasonable  expectation  that  again 
and  again  in  response  to  urgent  appeal  special  donations  of  great  sums 
of  money  will  relieve  the  Board  of  debt.  What  shall  we  do?  What  can 
we  do?  Clearly,  whatever  plan  we  may  devise  will  depend  for  its  efficacy 
upon  the  cordial  co-operation  with  it,  the  patient  execution  of  it  by  the 
Bishops  and  the  clergy  of  the  several  Dioceses.  Almost  as  clear  is  it  that 
different  plans  for  the  certain  receipt  from  each  and  every  parish  of 
larger  contributions  for  Missions  will  be  best  in  different  Dioceses. 
TTierefore  your  Committee  will  present  for  your  consideration  a  resolu- 
tion addressed  only  to  the  loyal  devotion  of  Bishops  and  clergy,  leaving 
to  them  the  adoption  of  such  methods  as  they  shall  deem  best  for  their 
own  people,  but  declaring  the  expectation  of  the  whole  Church  that  in 
this  matter  of  vital  moment,  every  man  will  do  his  duty.  Perhaps,  in  some 
Dioceses,  the  little  children  of  the  Sunday-schools  may  be  the  efficient 
collectors  of  the  whole  amount  expected.  Yes,  we  are  informed  by  the 
man  who  knows  most  of  the  power  of  this  agency  that,  in  his  opinion, 
if  the  Bishops  and  clergy  would  give  to  it  full  co-operation  the  Lenten 
Sunday-school  Ofteriug  would  provide  more  than  enough  money  to  meet 
all  our  present  missionary  expenditures.  *'  Out  of  the  mouths  of  babes 
and  sucklings,  hast  Thou  ordained  strength."  Your  Committee  would 
thank  God  and  bid  you  thank  God  for  this  latest  manifestation  of  the 
ordhiance  of  God.  They  would  call  upon  their  Fathers  in  God  and  their 
brethren  of  the  clergy  that  they  fail  not  to  help  to  their  utmost  the 
development  of  the  strength  of  the  children's  host.  But  they  must  add, 
in  the  very  words  of  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Managers :  *'  It  would 
be  wholly  unworthy  of  any  parish  to  permit  the  youth  to  usurp  its  privi- 
leges and  discharge  its  duties  in  this  regard." 

In  response  to  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Managers  that  this  Board 
of  Missions  shall  give  direction  as  to  the  use  to  be  made  during  the  com- 
ing three  years  of  the  amount  received  as  income  from  the  Enrolment 
Fund,  your  Committee  are  a  little  bit  at  a  loss  how  to  reply.  It  were  easy 
to  repeat  the  recommendation  made  heretofore  that  this  amount  should 
be  used  in  paying  the  salaries  of  some  of  the  Missionary  Bishops,  but 
your  Committee  are  at  least  doubtful  whether  by  such  direction  the  Board 
will  be  acting  most  nearly  in  conformity  with  the  wishes  of  the  faithful 
Churchman  who  conceived  the  plan  of  thus  raising  one  million  dollars ; 
and  whether  it  will  be  doing  the  best  for  the  interests  of  the  Church. 
Your  Committee  believe  that  the  contributions  of  the  Church  will  each 
year  provide  the  salaries  of  the  Missionary  Bishops,  and  that  it  is  good 
for  the  Church  thus  to  maintain  our  missionary  leaders.  They  believe, 
further,  that  tlie  purpose  of  Mr.  Fuller,  the  organizer  of  the  plan  by 
which  this  fund  was  raised,  was  to  give  the  Church  at  once  for  immedi- 
ate use  this  great  sum  of  money,  that  enterprises  of  greater  moment 
might  be  essayed.  Your  Committee  would  recommend  that  this  Board 
consider  whether  at  least  a  part  of  the  fund,  which  now  amounts  to 
1167,596.03,  may  not  be  wisely  used  for  the  establishment  of  some  great 
school  or  schools  at  home  or  abroad,  or  both,  for  the  education  of  Mis- 
sionaries; or  for  the  establishment  of  a  Fuller  Institute,  a  Hampton 
School  on  Church  lines,  for  the  industrial  training  of  the  great  multitude 
of  negroes  growing  up  in  ignorance  and  thriftlessness ;  or  to  fill  some 
other  great  need  which  our  regular  contributions  cannot  supply. 
Your  Committee  have  noted  the  report  of  one  recognized  Auxiliary 
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the  Board  of  Missions,  the  American  Church  Missionary  Society,  engaged 
directly  in  the  conduct  of  Missions  both  at  home  and  abroad,  and  are  mi- 
pressed  with  the  fact  that  by  reason  of  the  failure  to  incorporate  into 
the  financial  report  of  the  Society  the  financial  report  of  this  Auxiliary, 
the  gross  sum  contributed  by  the  Church  to  Missions  is  not  perceived  at 
a  glance,  but  must  be  computed  by  the  addition  of  the  sum  reported  in 
the  statement  of  the  Auxiliary.  \  our  Committee  are  aware  of  the  diffi- 
culty in  the  way  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Mission- 
ary Societj'  reporting  moneys  which  lie  does  not  receive  and  disburse, 
and  yet  they  think  that  in  some  way  this  difficulty  should  be  obviated, 
for  the  sake  of  our  having  an  accurate  report,  instantly  perceptible,  of 
the  whole  amount  given  for  IVIissions  in  the  Church. 

Your  Committee  express  their  gratification  at  the  presence  of  all  our 
foreign  Missionary  Bishops  at  this  meeting  of  the  General  Convention. 
"They  are  sure  that  It  Is  wise  and  well  that  they  shall  come  from  their 
•distant  fields  to  every  General  Convention,  because  there  Is  Inspiration  to 
VLS  all  In  the  sight  of  their  faces  and  the  sound  of  their  voices;  and 
because  they  can  thus  best  make  us  know  what  we  ought  to  do  for  the 
•discharge  of  our  common  duty.  Your  Committee  urge  tne  Board  of  Mis- 
sions to  listen  with  all  their  hearts  to  the  petitions  of  these  men  for  help. 
Shall  the  Bishop  of  China  not  carry  back  with  him  the  nine  men  he  asks 
:lor? 

Your  Committee  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Missions  with 
great  satisfaction  to  the  statement  contained  In  the  Beport  of  the  Board 
of  Managers  as  to  the  future  safety  of  the  tenure  of  our  property  in 
Japan  outside  of  the  Foreign  concessions.  And,  after  consultation  with 
the  Bishop  of  Tokyo,  append  a  resolution  looking  to  its  safety  in  the 
period  which  must  elapse  before  the  new  Civil  Code  shall  go  into  effect. 

Because  this  Board  has  already  discussed  at  length  the  great  question 
presented  by  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  sending  a  Bishop 
to  Alaska,  and  has  taken  action  thereon,  your  Committee  think  It 
unnecessary  to  make  mention  of  the  subject. 

Your  Committee  congratulate  you  upon  the  results  of  the  work  of  the 
Rev.  Henry  Forrester,  the  Presbyter  sent  by  the  Presiding  Bishop  by 
your  request  to  counsel  and  guide  the  work  of  Presbyters  and  readers  in 
Mexico  who  have  asked  our  fostering  care,  and  they  bid  you  mark  that 
this  good  service,  good  by  the  testimony  of  all  who  have  seen  it,  has 
been  rendered  w^ithout  any  charge  upon  the  treasury  of  our  Society. 

Finally,  your  Committee  are  persuaded  that  the  time  has  come  for  the 
consideration  of  the  exi)ediency  of  redistricting  the  territory  comprised 
in  the  Missionary  Jurisdictions  of  the  Church.  They  believe  that  to 
make  the  lines  defining  the  civil  district  known  as  a  State  or  Territory 
the  necessary  confines  of  a  Missionary  District  is  unwise  and  unstates- 
manlike,  ])ecause  the  Missionary  Bishop  so  placed  cannot  under  the  con- 
ditions of  our  present  material  development  do  the  most  effective  work 
for  the  Church.  The  incoming  of  the  railroad  into  these  vast  regions  of 
the  West  has  wrouglit  mighty  changes  in  every  way ;  and  not  least,  as 
can  be  readily  seen  without  further  elucidation,  in  the  proper  placing  of 
the  Missionary  Bisliop  and  the  definition  of  the  territory  to  be  under  his 
charge.  Your  Committee  therefore  offer  for  your  consideration  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions,  viz. : 

(1)  Jiesolved,  That  the  Board  of  Missions  records  its  sense  of  grati- 
tude to  the  liberal  (^hurchmen  and  (^hurclnvomen  whose  large  gifts  have 
erected  the  Church  ^lissions  House,  and  have  relieved  the  Board  of  the 
alarming  debt  whicli  six  months  ago  seemed  to  threaten  the  very  con- 
tinuance of  its  work. 

(2)  Jiesolverl,  That  the  Board  of  ISLisslons  expresses  to  its  General 
Secretary  its  high  appreciation  of  his  indefatigable  labours  both  for  the 
erection  of  the  Missions  House  and  the  extinguishment  of  our  debt. 
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(3)  Besolvedj  That  the  Bishop  presiding  now  bid  this  Board  to  oflTer 
to  Almighty  God  our  praise  lor  all  these  His  good  gifts. 

(4)  Sesolved^  That  this  Board  earnestly  entreats  the  Clergy  of  the 
Church  to  set  before  their  congregations  regularly,  frequently,  and  with 
minute  detail,  tlie  needs  of  the  Mission  work  in  men  and  in  money,  and 
to  diligently  exhort  their  parishioners  to  larger  offerings  of  themselves 
and  their  means  to  God  for  the  accomplishment  of  His  redemption  work. 

(5)  Resolved^  That  this  Board  calls  upon  the  authorities  of  our  Theo- 
logical Seminaries  to  provide  for  their  students^  regular  and  systematic 
iostmction  in  Missions,  their  history  and  progress ;  and  to  endeavour  by 
the  use  of  such  agencies  as  may  commend  themselves  to  intensify  in 
their  students  the  missionary  spirit,  which  is  the  spirit  of  Christ. 

(6)  Besolved^  That  every  Parish  and  Mission  of  this  Church  is  ex- 
pected to  contribute  to  the  treasury  of  our  Missionary  Society  annually 
for  the  next  three  j-^ears. 

(7)  Besolvedy  That  every  Parish  and  Mission  which  has  contributed 
during  the  past  year  is  expected  to  contribute  annually  during  the  next 
three  years,  a  sum  at  least  one-fourth  larger  than  it  gave  last  year. 

(8)  Reaolvedy  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  furnish  to  every 
Bishop  of  the  Church  as  speedily  as  may  be  after  its  adjournment,  a 
statement  of  the  amount  contributed  by  his  Diocese  or  District  during 
the  past  years,  and  the  amount  expected  annually  in  the  coming 
triennlum. 

(9)  Resolved^  That  relying  upon  the  fulfilment  of  the  expectation  of 
this  Board  that  every  Parish  will  contribute  annually  to  the  treasury  of 
our  Society  during  the  coming  three  years,  the  Board  of  Missions  ad- 
\i9e8  and  directs  the  Board  of  Managers  to  make  the  appropriations  to 
the  Dioceses  for  the  three  remaining  quarters  of  the  current  financial 
year  at  the  same  rate  which  they  have  adopted  for  the  first  quarter. 

(10)  Resolved^  That  this  Board  eamestljr  entreats  the  Bishops,  each 
OD€,  to  take  such  measures  as  he  may  thmk  best,  to  ensure  that  his 
own  Diocese  or  District  shall  fulfil  the  expectation ;  shall  do  their  duty 
which  the  Church  expects. 

(11)  Resolved^  That  the  Board  of  Missions  is  of  opinion  that  no  real 
property  should  be  purchased  outside  the  Foreign  Concession  in  Japan, 
untU  the  new  Civil  Code  sliall  have  gone  into  efl'ect,  unless  the  title  can, 
through  the  intervention  of  responsible  natives,  be  made  absolutely  safe 
to  the  Society. 

(12)  Resolced^  ITiat  the  Board  of  Missions  requests  the  House  of 
Bishops  to  commit  to  a  Special  Committee  of  its  own  number  to  report 
to  the  next  Grcneral  Convention,  the  question  of  redistrlcting  the  whole 
of  our  Domestic  Missionary  territory,  witli  a  view  to  the  most  economi- 
cal and  efficient  administration  of  our  several  Missionary  Jurisdictions. 

(13 )  Resolved^  'ITiat  the  Board  of  Managers  is  hereby  empowered  and 
directed  to  use  so  much  of  the  Enrolment  Fund  as  it  may  deem  necessary, 
and  to  employ  such  agency  as  it  may  think  best,  for  the  establishment 
a*  speedily  as  may  be  at  such  place  as  it  may  select,  of  a  school  for  the 
«xlucation  and  evangelization  of  the  coloured  people.

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The  following  resolutions,  presented  by  IMr.  Temple  of  Ver- 
mont, were  referred  to  the  Board  of  Managers  : 

Whereas,  Every  baptized  person  of  this  Church  is  a  member  of  the 
General  Missionary  Society,  and,  therefore,  that  missionary  ofterings 
should  be  made  by  every  Churchman  according  to  his  ability ;  it  is 

Resolved^  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Board,  that  the  Secretary  shall 
name  to  each  Bishop  the  minimum  amount  which  his  Diocese  or  Juris- 
diction should  contribute  per  annum,  such  amount  to  be  based  upon  the 
total  amount  expended  for  parochial  expenses  in  such  Diocese ;  and  that 
such  amounts,  when  determined,  should  then  be  apportioned  by  each 
Diocesan  Board  of  Missions  upon  tlie  baptized  members  in  the  several 
parishes  or  Missions  in  each  Diocese  or  Jurisdiction,  in  the  ratio  of  the 
respective  expenses  of  such  parishes. 

Resolved^  That  this  Board  request  the  adoption  of  a  system  of  pledges 
in  each  parish,  under  the  direction  of  the  Rector  or  Missionary,  by  which 
the  amount  suprgested  to  be  raised  by  the  baptized  members  of  this 
Society  in  a  parish  or  Mission,  shall  be  offered  independently  of  the 
ordinary  parochial  method  of  raising  funds ;  and,  further,  that  the  sev- 
eral Bishops  be  earnestly  requested  to  bring  this  subject  to  the  attention 
of  their  Clergy,  urging  them  to  canvass  their  parishes  before  Advent  in 
each  year,  and  to  secure  such  individual  pledges,  to  be  collected  within 
eacli  fiscal  year,  and  remitted  either  directly  to  the  General  Treasurer  of 
Missions,  or  to  the  Treasurers  of  the  respective  Diocesan  Missionary 
Boards  for  transmission  to  him. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  IVIr.  Mallory  of  Milwaukee,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Managers  be  and  are  hereby  instructed 
to  have  prepared  a  large  wall  map  of  the  United  States  of  ^Vmerica  for 
the  use  of  the  General  Convention,  representing  in  clear  outlines  the 
various  Dioceses  and  Missionary  Districts  of  this  Church. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Pot  wine  of  Oregon,  it  was 

Resolved^  That  the  Board  of  Managers  be  requested  to  consider  the 
expediency  of  publishing  and  issuing  for  the  use  of  Sunday-schools  and 
Parochial  Missionary  Societies  a  system  of  charts  or  maps  illustrative  of 
the  Missionary  Territory,  Domestic  and  Foreign,  cultivated  by  this 
Church. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Eccleston 
of  Maryland : 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Managers  be  and  hereby  is  instructed  to 
make  an  appropriation  in  gross  of  $60,000  for  the  next  year  to  the  Com- 
mission for  Coloured  People,  all  special  offerings  through  the  various 
agencies  to  be  included  in  the  sum  named. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Maryland,  the  resolution  was 
amended  by  striking  out  the  words  ''  in  gross  of  $60,000  for  the 
next  year,"  and  inserting  in  their  stead  the  w^ords  ''  at  the  rat«  of 
$70,000  per  annum  for  the  remainder  of  the  current  fiscal  year"  ; 
and  was  then  adopted. 
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The  following  minute,  offered  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Faud6  of  Minne- 
sota, was  unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising  vote  : 

This  Board  has  noted  with  great  regret  the  absence,  on  account  of 
Illness,  of  one  of  its  most  highly  valued  members,  the  Right  Reverend  the 
Missionary  Bishop  of  South  Dakota,  and  would  express  to  him  its  cordial 
greetings  and  its  profound  sympathy  with  him  in  his  illness,  at  the  same 
time  praying  the  great  Bishop  and  Shepherd  of  all  souls,  if  it  be  His 
good  pleasure,  to  restore  this  Reverend  Father  in  God  to  his  former 
health,  and  to  his  much  needed  usefulness  in  His  holy  Church. 

On  motion,  it  was 

Resolved^  That  when  the  Board  adjourns  this  evening  it  adjourn  sine 
dif^  unless  called  together  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  the  two  Houses  of 
General  Ck>nvention.

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To  our  well-beloved  in  Christ,  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  : 
Grace  be  unto  you,  and  Peace,  from  God  our  Father,  and  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

Once  more  it  has  been  our  privilege  to  meet  with  your  I'epresen- 
tatives  in  the  Triennial  Convention  of  the  Church.  It  closes  with 
signal  proofs  of  God's  favour.  His  mercies  have  not  been  hin- 
dered by  the  shortcomings  of  its  members  or  by  their  misuse  of 
His  grace.  The  bonds  of  brotherhood  in  Christ  have  been 
strengtliened ;  our  Missions  have  been  enlarged ;  and,  from  statis- 
tics presented,  we  are  able  to  record  many  gratifying  e\idences 
of  the  Churches  edification  within,  and  of  the  marked  extension  of 
its  influence  without. 

We  thankfullv  remember  our  revered  fathers  and  brothers  wlio 
have  departed  iu  the  faitli  and  fear  of  God*s  holy  Name,  and 
sadly  miss  some  of  our  number,  of  whose  wise  counsels  we  have 
been  deprived  by  age  and  infirmity.  ^lay  our  compassionate 
Lord  minister  to  them  grace  and  eonsohitiou  in  the  days  of  their 
weakness  and  trial. 

The  altered  conditions  of  the  Church,  due  to  its  expanding  life 
in  the  past  century,  have  imposed  upon  this  body  two  very  grave 
and  far-reaching  tasks — the  revision  of  the  Hook  of  Common 
Prayer,  and  the  revision  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
Church.  The  one  was  happily  completed  three  years  ago,  and  the 
other  has  made  satisfactory  progress  during  the  session  now 
closed.  However  much  these  labours  and  the  iumiediate  results 
of  them  may  have  taught  us  respecting  past  defects  and  present 
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needs  ot  the  Church,  they  have  given  us  a  still  more  important  lesson 
respecting  the  identity  and  continuity  of  the  Church  throughout 
the  Christian  ages.  We  know  now,  better  than  before  these  tasks 
were  undertaken,  what  in  the  Church's  polity  and  worship  is 
unchangeable,  and  what  in  them  can  respond,  under  wise  guidance, 
with  a  flexibility  at  once  conservative  and  progressive,  to  the  ever 
shifting  environment  of  times,  countries,  and  races.  We  have 
had,  moreover,  fresh  and  inspiring  proofs  of  the  transcendent 
value  of  the  Catholic  heritage  committed  to  our  keeping,  together 
with  a  deepened  sense  of  our  obligation  to  spare  no  effort  to 
enable  all  the  faithful  in  Christ  Jesus  of  every  name  to  share  its 
blessings.  Our  American  fathers  in  the  Faith  builded  well  in  their 
day  and  generation.  It  will  be  praise  enough  if  our  children  in 
the  coming  century  shall  be  able  to  say  as  much  of  us. 

The  state  of  the  Church,  so  far  as  it  is  shown  to  us  in  the  report 
of  the  House  of  Deputies,  brings  to  our  notice  a  serious  defect  in 
the  most  important  depailment  of  our  common  work ;  namely,  our 
Domestic  and  Foreign  Missions.     It  is  true,  that  through  the  effort 
of  the  Board  of  Managers,  the  debt  which  threatened  to  cripple 
our  missionaiy  eflSciency  has  been  paid.     But  the  way  in  which  it 
was  done  warns  the  members  of  the  Church  of  a  neglected  duty. 
The  large  offerings  of  a  few  rich  laymen,  not  more,  perhaps,  than 
their  proportion  of  what  ought  to  be  the  large  sum  given  yearly 
for  this  great  work,  are  utterly  disproportionate,  whether  measured 
by  the  small  amount  given  by  the  Cliurch  at  large,  or  by  the  due 
distribution  of  giving  by  the  whole  body  of  the  laity.     It  is  right 
that  the  rich  should  give  largely ;  it  is  not  right  that  they  should 
relieve  any,  even  the  poorest,  of  his  privilege  of  giving  in  propor- 
tion to  his  ability.     We  can  never  hope  to  rise  to  the  measure  of 
our  opportunities  and  of  our  obligations  to  meet  them  until  every 
baptized  man,  woman,  and  child  shall  give  freely,  systematically, 
conscientiously,  to  the  support  of  the  Gospel  and  Kingdom  of  our  . 
Lord  .Jesus  Christ.     In  this    connection,  we  note  with   grateful 
commendation  the  constantly  growing  work  of  that  eflScient  and 
generous  helper  of  the  Church's  Missions,  the  Woman's  Auxiliary. 
Its  triennial  offering  this  year,  though  more  than  twofold  larger 
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than  the  previous  one,  is  not  of  so  much  moment  as  the  glowing 
and  energetic  love  for  Missions  which  it  manifests.  Would  that 
this  impressive  example  of  zeal  and  liberality  might  plead,  in  this 
day  of  stinted  and  irregular  giving,  with  every  member  of  the 
Church,  to  "  go  and  do  likewise." 

Missions  in  China  have  recently  suffered  a  great  disaster. 
When  least  expecting  it,  the  Church  has  been  shocked  by  an  out- 
break of  hostility  and  violence,  which,  in  the  world's  estimation, 
has  revived  the  question  of  the  Church's  right  to  be  there  at  all. 
Devoted  missionaries  have  sealed  with  their  blood  the  Faith  they 
were  sent  forth  to  teach.  But  this  is  no  new  experience  of  the 
Church  in  the  fulfilment  of  its  duty  to  carry  the  message  of  life  to 
all  nations.  It  has  often  confronted  the  same  judgment  of  the 
world,  and  the  same  temper  in  the  great  world  religions  which  it 
was  set  up  to  supplant.  As  in  the  ages  past,  so  now,  persecution 
will  feed  the  fire  of  Christian  zeal ;  violence  will  develop  a  more 
resolute  courage ;  suffering  even  unto  death  will  produce  a  more 
patient  fortitude  under  trial,  and  stimulate  the  faithful  to  nobler 
ventures  of  self-sacrifice.  The  greater  the  blindness  and  hatred 
of  heathen  peoples  toward  the  Gospel  of  Christ,  the  stronger  will 
be  the  call  upon  the  servants  of  Christ  to  endure  hardness  in  the 
struggle  to  spread  abroad  His  words  of  light  and  love.  Such  a 
crisis  in  missionary  work  will  not  be  without  its  use  and  purpose, 
if,  as  like  ones  have  done  in  the  past,  it  brings  to  the  front  and 
sets  in  battle  array  a  larger  measure  of  the  heroism  always  latent 
in  the  militant  host  of  Christ.  For  the  present,  then,  the  moral 
of  this  calamity  is  —  more,  not  fewer,  men  in  the  field,  and  larger 
offerings  by  the  Church  to  sustain  them. 

The  prosperity  and  growth  of  the  Church  are  impressively  shown 
by  the  consent  given  to  the  formation  of  five  new  Dioceses  and  two 
new  Missionary  Jurisdictions.  The  reports  of  our  Domestic  Mis- 
sionary Bishops  are  full  of  encouragement.  They  illustrate  and 
confirm  the  wise  foresight  which  sent  them  forth  to  their  respective 
fields,  and  abundantly  assure  the  Church  that  it  is  taking  no  mean 
part  in  the  great  task  of  infusing  the  spirit  of  Christian  institu- 
tions into  the  life  of  new  communities,  and  into  the  laws  of  newly 
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organized  States.  Our  Bishops,  as  men  of  God,  iu  those  remoter 
parts  of  our  country,  are  the  best  builders  of  civil  empire  to  the 
full  extent  that  they  are  Apostolic  builders  of  the  Kingdom  of 
Christ.  Not  only  will  souls  be  saved  and  the  Church  be  strength- 
ened, but  our  beloved  country  in  all  the  younger  offspring  of  its 
life  will  be  enriched  and  blessed  by  their  labours.  As  they  go 
forth  to  their  far-off  work,  often  almost  single-handed,  let  us  see 
that  they  do  so  with  the  encouragement  of  our  sympathy,  with 
evident  tokens  of  our  loving  remembrance,  and  with  the  moral  as 
well  as  ecclesiastical  authority  of  our  sanction. 

The  great  question  of  Christian  Unity  continues  to  excite  our 
earnest  solicitude,  though  the  prospect  of  any  immediate  and  tan- 
gible result  is  not  encouraging.  The  mind  of  the  House  of  Bishops 
as  set  forth  in  the  Declaration  of  1886  is  unchanged.  Though 
that  Declaration  contained  too  much  for  some  and  too  little  for 
others,  we  are  persuaded  that,  as  a  basis  for  discussion  and  con- 
ference, we  could  not  hope  to  improve  it,  even  with  the  added 
experience  of  the  conflicting  criticisms  of  recent  years.  We  regret 
that  its  overtures  have  not  as  yet  been  accepted  by  those  to  whom 
they  were  addressed ;  but  rejoice  to  know  that  many  of  the  faith- 
ful of  various  ecclesiastical  connections  have  resolved  to  continue 
the  study  of  the  conditions  and  principles  of  unity  as  exhibited  in 
the  once  undivided  Church.  We  desire  to  assure  all  such,  how- 
ever associated  for  the  better  accomplishment  of  their  purpose,  of 
our  sympathy  and  approval,  and,  so  far  as  may  be  proper  or  need- 
ful, of  our  counsel.  This  plan,  for  leavening  the  general  Christian 
mind  with  the  spirit  of  unity,  is  all  the  more  worthy  of  encourage- 
ment, because  attempts  at  formal  conference  with  accredited  repre- 
sentatives of  the  several  Christian  Communions  concerned  seem,  for 
the  present,  to  be  ended.  Denominational  barriers,  however  rigidly 
maintained,  cannot  hinder  the  prayers  or  fetter  the  aspirations  or 
suppress  the  inquiries  of  the  common  mind  of  Christendom.  It  is 
in  this  direction  that  we  now  turn  with  good  hopes  of  substantial 
fruits  in  the  near  future.  But  however  earnest  and  persistent  our 
endeavour  to  keep  alive  this  great  movement  and  the  deep  yearn- 
ings which  inspire  it,  we  can  imagine  no  circumstance  that  would 
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induce  us  to  consent  to  any  departure  from  the  ancient  deposit  of 
the  Faith  and  Order  committed  to  our  keeping  for  the  common 
benefit  of  mankind,  or  to  the  impairment  of  any  truly  Apostolic 
and  Catholic  tradition  of  the  Church,  or  to  any  measures  which, 
in  bringing  us  nearer  to  post-Reformation  Communions,  would 
create  any  new  obstacles  to  reunion  with  the  old  historic  branches 
of  the  Catholic  Church.  Meanwhile  we  have  an  unshaken  faith 
in  the  fulfilment  of  our  Lord's  prayer  for  the  unity  of  His  people. 
We  believe  that  under  Him,  whatever  the  signs  of  the  times  to 
the  contrary,  the  forces  working  for  the  restoration  of  such  unity 
will,  ere  long,  triumph  over  the  forces  working  against  it,  and  that 
modem  individualism  in  religion  will,  in  due  time,  be  brought  to 
recognize  the  fact  that  whatever  in  it  may  be  needful  to  the  whole- 
some spiritual  progress  of  redeemed  humanity  can  reach  its  proper 
development  only  as  it  shall  be  trained  into  harmony  with  the 
organic  order  of  the  Kingdom  of  Christ.  In  behalf  of  this  great 
interest,  we  recommend  that  constant  and  earnest  supplication 
be  made  to  Almighty  God,  and  that  no  effort  be  spared  to 
diffuse  a  knowledge  of  the  true  principles  of  Chm^ch  unity ;  and 
that  the  feast  of  Whitsunday  be  annually  observed  as  a  most 
appropriate  time  for  such  prayer  and  instruction. 

We  note  only  a  slight  change  in  the  number  of  postulants  and 
candidates  for  Holy  Orders.  This  may  mean  much  or  little  for 
the  growth  and  efficiency  of  the  Church.  The  training  of  candi- 
dates will  be  governed  b}^  the  supposed  needs  of  the  Church.  It 
is  commonly  assumed  that  the  most  urgent  need  is  of  men  quali- 
fied to  do  the  work  of  parish  priests.  To  provide  for  this  need  is 
the  chief,  but  it  ought  not  to  be  the  exclusive,  aim  of  our  Theo- 
logical Schools.  No  candidate  for  the  sacred  Ministry  should 
anywhere  in  the  course  of  his  preparation  take  it  for  granted  that 
he  will  be  appointed  or  called  to  the  duties  of  a  settled  pastorate. 
AMiatever  may  be  said  of  the  Church's  duty  to  build  up  the  life 
within  it  in  the  grace  and  knowledge  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  it 
is  certain  that  it  is  equall}'  bound  to  offer  that  grace  and  knowl- 
edge to  the  life  that  is  without.  Its  mission  is  to  all  that  know 
not  God,  not  less  than  to  those  who   accept  Him.     Indeed,   the 
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body  of  Christ  cannot  be  truly  edified  unless  it  offers  its  loving 
help  to  the  nations  and  peoples  of  the  earth  that  sit  in  darkness. 
It  may  need  more  men  for  the  former  y  but  that  it  needs  some  men 
for  the  latter  task  is  certain.     Now  it  is  the  fault  of  much  of  our 
training  for  the  Ministry  that  it  fails  to  produce  the  kind  and  num- 
ber of  Clergy  demanded  by  the  Church  for  its  Missionary  work  at 
home  and  abroad.     However  it  may  be  accounted  for,  it  is  pain- 
fuUy  apparent  that  the  self-sacrificing  type  of  priestly  service  is, 
to  say  the  least,  not  on  the  increase.     Our  young  men  may  be 
intellectually  well  furnished,  may  be  well  grounded  in  dogmatic 
and  practical  theology,  may  have  a  faMy  good  average  of  per- 
sonal energy  and  a  sincere  desire  to  serve  the  Master,  if  the  ser- 
vice be  not  too  exacting  and  burdensome ;  but  if  their  training 
and  outfit  include  nothing  higher  in  motive,  or  more  intense  in 
conviction,  or  more  positive  in  self-consecration,  their  ministry,  in 
its  daily  contact  with  the  world,  will  sooner  or  later  drop  from  the 
dignity  and  fervour  of  a  divine  vocation  to  the  loveless  routine  of 
an  ordained  professionalism.     Better  than  an  army  of  such,  the 
few  who  indeed  count  all  things  loss  for  Christ  —  the  few  who, 
fresh  from  the  hands  laid  upon  them  in  ordination,  and  as  if  con- 
scious of  the  awful  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost  then  received,  come  to 
the  front  with  their  lives  in  their  hands,  saying  to  those  set  over 
them  in  the  Lord,  '*  We  are  your  servants  for  Christ's  sake  ;  send 
U8  whither  ye  will,  even  to  the  ends  of  the  earth.'*     These  are  the 
men  for   whom   China,  and  Japan,    and  Africa,  and  the  waste 
places  of  this  land  are  waiting  in  their  darkness  and  desolation. 
To  call  for  such  men,  and  to  call  in  vain,  is  the  bitterest  experi- 
ence that  can  befall  the  Church.     Is  this  sort  of  poverty  to  be 
reckoned  a  part  of  the  Church's  humiliation  at  the  close  of  the 
Nineteenth  Centuiy,  now  busy  in  rounding  out  the  brilliant  record 
of  its  achievements  in  all  departments  of  the  world's  life  ?     It  may 
come  to  this,  but  not  without  words  of  warning  and  entreaty  from 
U8.     If,  under  the  pressure  of  a  sore  want,  we  are  to  plead  for  a 
return   of   that   noblest  characteristic  of  the   Christian   Ministry 
which  seems  to  have  so  larcrely  vanished,  where  could  we  hope  to 
plead  with  such  persuasive  force  as  here  in  this  great  Northwest, 
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the  first  pulsations  of  whose  now  gigantic  life  were  made  to  beat 
in  unison  with  the  Gospel  of  Christ  by  the  apostolic  labours  of 
James  Lloyd  Breck  and  his  noble  associates  ? 

We  should  fail  in  our  duty  to  a  large  part  of  that  home  field  of 
which  we  have  the  oversight,  did  we  not  strive  to  impress  upon  all 
loyal  citizens  and  loving  Christians  the  vast  importance  in  Church 
and  State  of  that  factor  in  our  civilization  known  as  the  negro 
race.  The  increase  of  numbers  and  resources  among  them  adds 
to  the  gravity  of  the  problem  how  to  assimilate  these  people  to 
our  national  existence,  and  we  are  confronted  with  the  truth  that 
*'  either  we  must  lift  them  up,  or  they  will  drag  us  down."  We 
have  made  them  citizens,  and  we  must  make  them  Christians, 
really  and  effectually,  or  we  shall  feel  the  harmful  influence  of 
millions,  aggregating  one-tenth  of  our  •  entire  population.  We 
thankfully  recognize  the  moral  advance  of  an  ever  increasing 
number  of  this  race  during  the  past  decade,  but  regret  that  their 
still  imperfect  ethical  standard  is  so  little  aided  by  the  ideas  of 
religion  most  prevalent  among  them.  The  responsibility  of  this 
work  belongs  to  no  one  section.  To  redeem  and  elevate  these 
people  is  a  demand  which  the  American  Church  cannot  safely  or 
reasonably  decline.  We  urge,  therefore,  upon  om'  Clergy  and 
congregations  the  need  of  large  gifts  and  endowments  for  the  suc- 
cessful prosecution  of  this  work  through  the  authorized  channels 
of  the  Church. 

We  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  the  Fund  for  the  relief  of 
disabled  Clergymen  and  of  the  widows  and  orphans  of  those 
deceased.  Merely  to  name  this  Fund  ought  to  be  enough  to  com- 
mand for  it  the  sympathy  and  help  of  all  whom  our  words  will 
reach.  The  existing  provision  for  this  purpose  is  sadly  inade- 
quate. To  increase  it  to  a  suitable  amount  is  a  need  so  real  and 
pressing  that  Churchmen  cannot  longer  neglect  it  without  a  painful 
reflection  upon  their  sense  of  obligation  to  those  who,  having 
borne  the  burden  and  heat  of  the  day,  are  now  struggling  in  lone- 
liness and  obscurity  with  undeserved  want.  Let  the  awakened 
heart  of  the  Church  prove  its  sorrow  for  this  great  wrong  by 
prompt  and  earnest  endeavours  to  repair  it.     The  unfilled  treasury 
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of  this  hallowed  Fund  puts  forth  through  us  not  only  a  pathetic 
appeal  but  a  righteous  demand  for  large  and  constant  gifts.  We 
earnestly  recommend  that  stated  offerings  be  made  for  this  Fund 
annually,  on  Quinquagesima  Sunday,  or  on  the  Sunday  nearest 
thereto  that  may  be  convenient. 

There  are  several  important  topics  which,  for  lack  of  space, 
must  be  briefly  treated.  We  look  with  deep  concern  upon  the 
disturbed  industrial  and  social  relations  of  the  time,  and  sympa- 
thize with  every  well-meant  attempt  to  apply  to  them  the  principle 
of  justice  and  love.  The  teachings  of  experience  confirm  and 
emphasize  those  of  revelation ;  and  the  more  we  study  the  often 
misguided,  and  sometimes  passionate,  agitations  of  our  time,  the 
more  we  are  convinced  that  whatever  is  wrong  in  those  relations 
can  find  an  adequate  remedy  only  in  the  law  of  love  as  delivered 
to  us  by  the  word  and  example  of  Him  Who  revealed  and  for  ever 
united  the  Fatherhood  of  God  and  the  Brotherhood  of  Man. 

Recent  events  in  some  parts  of  our  country  compel  us  to  call 
your  earnest  attention  to  a  widely  spread  and  determined  attack 
upon  the  use  and  purpose  of  the  weekly  day  of  rest,  known  from  the 
beginning  of  the  Christian  era  as  the  Lord's  Day.  It  is  declared 
in  the  law  of  God  to  be  His  own  day,  and  by  the  Saviour  of  man 
to  be  "  made  for  man."  It  is  protected  by  a  divine  command 
and  by  the  perpetual  sanctity  of  a  human  right.  Men  may  and 
ought  to  worship  God  every  day  ;  but  for  the  greater  assurance  of 
this  duty,  one  day  in  seven  has,  with  the  formal  sanction  of  all 
Christian  ciNdlization,  been  set  apart  for  its  due  observance. 
This  oi*der  cannot  be  disturbed  without  grave  evils  to  the  individ- 
ual and  the  family,  to  society  and  the  state.  It  seems  almost 
incredible  that  our  modern  life  should  be  capable  of  bringing  into 
play  any  powers  of  evil  that  could  seriously  threaten  the  existence 
of  so  divine  and  beneficent  an  institution.  And  yet  the  peril  and 
disaster  of  such  a  menace  confront  Chiistian  people  in  wide  areas 
of  the  country.  We  exhort  you,  dear  brethren,  to  meet  this 
menace  with  unfaltering  courage  and  resolute  determination,  and 
in  no  opportunity  that  may  be  presented  to  decline  battle  with  the 
insatiate  greed  of  the  liquor  traffic  and   the  growing  desire  for 
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popular  pleasures  and  amusements,  which  with  increasing  boldness 
claim  all  days  alike  for  their  uses.  In  this  connection  the  House 
of  Bishops,  in  view  of  recent  occurrences  in  several  of  our  States, 
desires  to  express  its  hearty  approval  of  the  prompt  and  coura- 
geous application  of  the  powers  of  civil  government  for  the  repres- 
sion of  barbarous,  brutal,  and  indecent  exhibitions  and  recreations 
of  whatever  sort. 

By  the  tender  mercies  of  our  God,  and  the  infinite  compassion 
of  our  common  Saviour,  we  beseech  you,  brethren,  to  remember  in 
your  prayers,  and  with  your  prompt  and  liberal  help,  that  long 
sufiferiug  and  downtrodden  people  of  the  ancient  and  faithful 
Church  of  Armenia.  To  wasting  oppression  and  persecution 
extending  far  back  into  the  past,  has  now  been  added,  by  the 
fanatical  violence  and  hatred  of  Moslem  power,  the  unspeakable 
atrocities  of  to-day.  Such  a  cry  for  sympathy  and  aid  has  seldom 
been  heard  in  all  the  ages  of  Christendom.  . 

Beloved  bretliren,  we,  your  Bishops,  have  recently  addressed  to 
you,  and  do  now  re-affinn,  a  Pastoral  Letter,  dealing  chiefly  with 
two  of  the  great  fundamental  verities  of  the  Christian  Faith :  the 
dwelling  among  us  of  the  Word  made  flesh,  ''conceived  by  the 
Holy  Ghost  and  born  of  the  Virgin  Mary,"  and  the  inspiration  of 
the  written  Word  of  God,  in  which  *'  the  Holy  Ghost  speaks  by 
the  prophets  "  ;  two  truths  which  underlie  Christianity,  and  without 
which  God  has  not  been  fully  revealed  to  man. 

We  are  left  free,  therefore,  with  no  fear  of  seeming  to  disregard 
the  incomparable  value  of  ' '  the  Faith  once  for  all  delivered  to  the 
saints,"  to  speak  to  you  now  about  the  expression  of  that  Faith,  in 
certain  details  of  the  public  worship  of  the  Church.  Let  us  re- 
member that  it  is  of  the  essence  of  all  acceptable  worship  (for 
God  will  only  be  worshipped  ''in  spirit  and  in  tnith"),  that  it 
should  rightly  express  the  Catholic  Faith.  While  it  is  true,  in 
reason  and  in  fact,  that  the  Faith  loses  its  hold  upon  the  con- 
science if  it  be  framed  only  in  theolosjieal  formularies,  it  is  true 
also  that  false  doctrine  finds  no  readier  medium  for  conveying  its 
poison  to  the  mind,  than  in  unsound  or  unregulated  forms  of 
ser^ice.     The  hymn  Te  Deiim  and  the  constantly  recited  Creeds, 
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the  recurring  cycle  of  the  festivals  of  the  Christian  year,  the 
Trinity  in  the  Litany,  the  Incarnation  on  Christmas  Day,  the 
Resurrection  at  Easter,  the  doctrine  of  the  Holy  Spirit  on  Whit- 
sunday, the  intercession  of  the  great  High  Priest  in  the  ending  of 
every  prayer  —  these  have  kept  bright  and  clear  the  Faith,  when 
decrees  of  Councils  and  elaborate  catechisms  would  have  been 
forgotten.  The  Book  of  Common  Prayer  is  the  guide  to  a  true 
worship,  because,  in  every  page  and  part  of  it,  it  is  the  guardian 
of  the  true  Faith. 

It  is  on  this  ground  that  we  base  our  plea  to  the  Clergy  and 
congregations  entrusted  to  our  care,  to  stand  loyally  by  and  con- 
tend earnestly  for  pure  doctrine,  by  submitting  their  public  teach- 
ing and  their  public  conduct  of  divine  service  to  the  49pirit  and 
the  letter  of  the  Prayer  Book. 

Nor  are  we  contending  for  any  narrow  use  or  interpretation  of 
the  book.     Neither  of  the  two  theories  is  true  in  any  sweeping 
sense,  that  "  omission  is  prohibition,"  or  that  '*  failure  to  forbid 
means  freedom  to  introduce."     On  the  one  hand,  the  Prayer  Book 
w  not,  and  is  not  intended  to  be,  a  minute  and  detailed  directory, 
entering  accurately  into  the  minutiae  of  every  separate  act.     It  was 
Dot  compiled  by  a   '*  congregation  of  rites,"  but  it  breathes  the 
devotion  of  GotVs  worshippers  in  all  tlie  centuries  since  He  first 
revealed  Himself  to  man.     It  is  very  easy  to  point  out,  here  and 
there,  deficiences  of  direction  as  to  vestments  or  postures.     It  is 
easier  still  to  make  too  much  of  them,  as  excuses  for  individual- 
ism.   On  the  other  hand,  the  drift  and  intention  of  the  Liturgy 
are  unmistakably  positive  and  plain.     And  to  the  loyal  Church- 
man, the  instinct  will  be  to  fill  up  what  may  seem  to  he  lacking 
in  clearness  or  distinctness,  with  onlt/  such  ritual  as  may  be  in 
entire  accord  with  the  spirit  of  the  Prayer  Hook,  and  to  regard 
himself  as  clearlv  forbidden  to  introduce  anv  act  or  service  or  word 
which  violates  its  intention  and  purpose. 

Before  passing  to  any  specification  of  warning  or  counsel,  which 
the  present  condition  of  the  Church  seems  to  us  to  demand,  there 
are  two  other  principles  which  need  to  be  plainly  stated.  Ours  is 
a  book  of  Common  Prayer.     It  is  intended  to  ser>'e,  first  of  all, 
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the  purpose  of  expressing  the  united  devotions  of  a  congregation 
of  people.  Congregations  will  be  everywhere  made  up  of  varying 
temperaments  and  mixed  characters ;  and  it  is  unseemly  and  unbe- 
coming, in  the  sanctuary  or  in  the  pews,  to  allow  the  excrescences 
of  individual  practice  to  thrust  themselves  into  too  great  promi- 
nence. St.  Paul's  warning  to  the  Corinthian  Christians  about  the 
use  of  their  extraordinary  gifts  in  the  public  congregation  is  not 
without  application  here.  At  the  same  time,  it  is  not  to  be  denied 
that  the  greater  inile  of  charity  ought  to  forbid  either  the  harsh 
criticism  of  personal  practices,  or  the  attempt  to  compel  a  dead 
level  of  absolute  uniformity,  where  allowances  should  be  made  for 
really  allowable  differences  of  feeling  and  its  expression.  But  pos- 
tures and  acts  of  reverence,  perfectly  natural  to  an  individual,  and 
perfectly  proper  in  his  private  devotions,  become  improper  and 
unnatural,  if  they  are  forced  upon  the  attention  of  others  to  whom 
they  are  not  only  distasteful  but  distracting.  Self-effacement  and 
the  promotion  of  reverence  in  the  congregation  should  be  the  govern- 
ing motives  of  the  men  who  are  set  to  lead  the  public  worship  of  the 
Church ;  and  the  courtesy  of  mutual  consideration  ought  to  rule  the 
worshippers  themselves.  It  can  hardly  be  necessary  to  dwell  at 
any  length  upon  two  other  practical  considerations :  First,  the 
larger  danger  lies  in  exaggerating  the  importance  of  minor  acces- 
sories. Valuable  as  they  may  be  within  the  laws  and  limitations 
of  the  Church,  they  are  not  worth  contending  for,  as  though  they 
were  articles  of  the  Christian  Faith.  The  man  who  puts  into  his 
creed  questions  of  ceremony  is  guilty  of  the  sin  of  disproportion. 
It  is  far  better  to  teach  the  truth  persuasively,  than  to  force  it  by 
practices  which  antagonize  and  annoy.  And,  secondly,  it  must 
be  plain  to  any  intelligent  and  earnest  priest,  that  in  villages  and 
towns  where  tliere  is  but  one  congregation  to  which  all  members  of 
this  Church  must  go,  he  is  far  less  free  to  press  things,  which 
though  lawful  may  not  be  expedient,  than  if  the  people  had  a 
choice  of  going  to  other  places  of  worship,  where  the  ritual  would 
be  more  helpful  to  their  devotion. 

Our  attention  is  naturally  directed  first  to  the  service  of  the 
Holy  Communion.     We  rejoice  to  witness  a  growing  appreciation 
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of  the  privilege  of  the  weekly  Eucharist ;  but  we  regret  that  we 
are  somehow  in  danger  of  falling  into  the  error  of  disparaging  all 
other  worship,  by  the  intense  feeling  of  reverence  for  this  Sacra- 
ment and  by  the  increasing  frequency  of  its  celebration.     The  two 
great  Sacraments  stand  upon  the  same  high  level  of  tremendous 
dignity,  not  only  as  instituted  by  Christ  Himself,  but  as  "gener- 
ally necessary  to  salvation."     Names  are  of  consequence,  because 
they  become  symbols  and  descriptions  of  things.     The  Church, 
undoubtedly,  not  denying  grace  and  an  outward  sign  to  Confirma- 
tion and  Ordination  for  instance,  nor  implying  that  they  were  not 
instituted  by  Christ  Himself,  by  the  use  of  the  qualifying  words, 
"  generally  necessary  to  salvation,"  shows  that  the  two  which  are 
**  generally  necessary  to  salvation  "  are  the  two  which  she  is  con- 
tent to  call  Sacraments.     Of  the  other  words  which  are  sometimes 
used — "the  sacrament   of  penance,"  while   the  Church  knows 
only  the  gracious  power  of  absolution ;  *'  the  mass,"  which  would 
be  as  harmless  as  it  is  unmeaning  were  it  not  for  its  indication  of 
a  desire  to  import  the  language  of  another   Communion  —  it  is 
enough  to  say  that  they  involve  the  surrender  of  the  manly  inde- 
pendence of  a  Church  rooted  in  the  primitive  soil  of  Christianity  to 
a  Church  which  has  no  claim  upon  the  allegiance  of  the  English- 
speaking  race. 

But  we  are  far  more  concerned  with  the  misusing  of  the  Sacra- 
iQent  of  the  Holy  Communion  than  with  its  misnaming,  and  this 
lies  in  three  directions  :  the  virtual  introduction  of  what  are  called 
*' solitary  masses  "  ;  the  advocacy  and  adoption  (in  few  instances, 
it  is  true)  of  an  unauthorized  OflSce  of  Holy  Communion  adapted 
to  this  theory ;  and  the  reservation  of  the  consecrated  elements  as 
objects  towai'ds  which  a  special  adoration  is  to  be  addressed. 

The  practice  of  celebrations  at  which  the  worshippers,  to  say 
the  least,  are  discouraged  from  recei\'iug  the  Sacrament  grows  out 
of  two  theories  :  first,  the  magnifying  of  the  element  of  offering, 
which  is  half,  and  the  first  half,  of  the  object  of  the  institution ; 
and,  secondly,  the  overweening  importance  attached  to  the  prac- 
tice of  fasting  communions. 

The  Holy  Communion  is  the  great  act  of  offering,  the  Christian 
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sacrifice,  "  the  unbloody  sacrifice."  But  the  teaching  of  the  Holy 
Scriptures  makes  inseparable  the  union  of  the  two  appointed  acts 
of  the  institution ;  ''as  often  as  ye  eat  this  bread  and  drink  this 
cup,  ye  do  show  the  Lord's  death  till  He  come  "  ;  and  we  have  no 
right  to  separate  that  which  God  hath  joined  together.  There  is  no 
need,  in  the  reaction  from  the  thought  of  a  mere  empty  reminder 
of  an  absent  person  and  a  past  event,  or  from  the  thought  only 
of  the  personal  benefit  of  eating  and  drinking  nourishment  for  the 
soul,  to  pass  to  an  unscriptural  division  of  the  Sacrament  by 
separating  the  offering  and  the  receiving,  the  Eucharist  and  the 
Communion. 

The  very  title  which  this  Church  has  chosen,  with  the  authori- 
tative expression  of  command,  ''  the  Order  for  the  Administration 
of  the  Lord's  Supper  or  Holy  Communion,"  corrects  and  condemns 
this  error.  The  whole  construction  of  the  OflSce  so  takes  for 
granted  the  reception,  so  intertwines  the  thought  of  celebrating 
and  making  the  memorial  which  Christ  hath  commanded  as  to 
make,  with  receiving  the  consecrated  elements  "according  to  His 
holy  institution,"  that  they  cannot  be  separated  without  violating 
the  whole  teaching  and  purpose  of  the  institution  of  our  Lord. 
Indeed,  it  is  plainly  the  consciousness  of  this  fact  which  has  led 
to  the  second  wrong.  Instead  of  recognizing  the  fact  that  a 
theory  which  makes  inconsistent  and  impossible  the  use  of  the 
Church's  required  service  is  untenable,  some  have  presumed  to 
compile  an  oflSce  which,  by  omission  and  adaptation,  shall  bring 
the  Church's  teaching  into  conformity  with  their  views.  But 
clearly  this  is  not  "  ministering  the  sacraments  as  the  Lord  hath 
commanded  and  as  this  Church  hath  received  the  same." 

So  far  as  the  motive  of  this  discouragement  of  communicants  is 
the  urging  of  people  to  receive  fasting,  we,  your  Bishops,  desire  to 
speak  with  due  consideration  of  an  ancient  and  prevalent  custom 
in  the  Church.  But  the  claim  that  it  is  a  requirement  of  the  Church 
is  unwarranted  and  indefensible.  Reverent  in  its  intention,  with 
the  guarantee  of  long  usage,  and  with  the  commendation  of  very 
saintly  men,  it  is  not  to  be  elevated  to  the  dignity  of  an  ecclesias- 
tical commaivd.     It  has,  of  course,  no  warrant  in  the  words  or  in 
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the  circumstances  of  the  institution  of  the  Sacrament.  And  there 
is  no  statement  in  the  Prayer  Book,  as  to  the  requirements  for  the 
right  reception  of  the  Holy  Communion,  which  includes  it  or 
implies  it.  And  therefore  no  Minister  of  this  Church  is  justified 
in  doing  more  than  to  commend  it,  where  it  may  be  safely  used, 
to  **  such  as  can  receive  it."  Between  the  alternatives  of  infre- 
quent communion  and  fasting  communion,  there  ought  to  be  no 
question  as  to  that  choice  which  conforms  most  literally  to  our 
Lord's  language  and  design.  And  we  cannot  but  feel  that  the 
stress  and  urgency  ought  to  be  directed,  first,  to  bring  people  to 
receive  the  Holy  Communion ;  and  secondly,  to  bring  them  with 
those  three  spiritual  qualifications  of  repentance^  faith,  and  charity , 
without  which  no  man  can  worthily  receive  the  Holy  Eucharist. 

We  cannot  leave  the  question  of  unauthorized  methods  of  cele- 
brating the  Holy  Communion,  without  rebuking  the  lawlessness 
which  omits  any  part,  or  parts,  of  the  appointed  Office  of  the  Holy 
Communion,  other  than  those  allowed  by  the  rubrics  in  that  Office 
to  be  so  omitted.  This  unseemly  practice  destroys  the  whole  value 
and  object  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  and  is  in  every  instance 
to  be  condemned. 

The  practice  of  reserving  the  Sacrament  is  not  sanctioned  by  the 
law  of  this  Church,  though  the  Ordinary  may,  in  cases  of  extreme 
necessity,  authorize  the  reserved  Sacrament  to  be  carried  to  the 
sick.  We  are  deeply  pained  to  know  that  any  among  us  adopt  a 
use  of  the  reserved  elements  such  as  the  Atticle  condemns  as  "  not 
ordained  of  Christ." 

Whatever  theological  motive  or  metaphysical  meaning  may  be 
assigned  to  the  nibric  in  the  Communion  Office,  whatever  historical 
colouring  may  be  given  to  it,  as  a  study  of  liturgies,  no  ingenuity 
of  evasion  can  turn  the  plain  ''shall  not  be  carried  out  of  the 
Church,"  "  shall  reverently  eat  and  drink  the  same,"  into  an 
authorization  of  the  use  of  the  remaining  elements  for  a  service  of 
benediction  or  for  purposes  of  adoration.  Most  earnestly  do  we 
appeal  to  the  Clergy  to  consider  the  wiong  of  such  disobedience 
alike  to  the  letter  and  the  spirit  of  our  ecclesiastical  law. 

We  are  pleading  for  loyalty  to  the  Church ;  but  there  are  deeper 
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reasons  and  higher  motives  even  than  this.     It  must  never  be  for- 
gotten that  our  only  relation  to  the  Catholic  Church  is  through  our 
Communion  with  the  National  Church  whose  Ministers  we  are,  and 
through  our  inheritance  from  the  reformed   Church  of  England. 
And  this  Church  stands  to-day  claiming  to  be   in  America,  in 
Doctrine,  Discipline,  and  Worship,  the  fullest  and  fairest  repre- 
sentative of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  of  the  Apostles, 
and  of  the  first  centuries.     She  believes  that  she  has  to  offer  to 
those  who  have  retained  primitive  order,  the  Faith  and  the  Wor- 
ship of  the  primitive  Church.     She  believes  that  she  has  to  offer  to 
those  who  have  kept  the  Faith,  at  least  pure  from  Tridentine  and 
later  Roman  traditions,  the  primitive  order  and  a  form  of  worship 
in  which  the  old  Faith  is  and  can  be  preserved  unaltered.     And 
she  has  offered,  in  most  definite  and  oflScial  terms,  the  principles 
which  express  her  desire  and  her  plea  for  a  reunited  Christendom. 
But  this  broken  front,  these  divided  teachings,  these  divers  cus- 
toms among  ourselves,  distract  the  minds  of  those  who,  from  out- 
side, are  looking  for  an  accordant  presentation  of  the  Faith.   There 
can  be  no  question  that  the  wide  divergencies  of  ritual  and  ser- 
vice —  far  exceeding  the  broad  limits  of  the  Church's  toleration  — 
are  scandals,  "  stumbling-blocks,"  to  those  whose  feet  tend  toward 
the  old  paths,  in  which  they  long  to  stand  fast  and  find  rest  for 
their  souls.     On  the  other  hand,  where  the  longing  for  reunion 
looks  toward  the  Chui'ch  of  Rome,  these  here-and- there  imitations 
of  her  corrupted  worship,  these  now-and-then  echoes  of  her  modern 
teachings,  either  awake  her  scorn  and  contempt  for  the  inconsis- 
tencies  of  those   who  pretend   to  have   escaped   them,    or   else 
strengthen  her  in  the  conviction  that,  by  a  bold  maintenance  of 
her  modern  position,  she  can  win  their  allegiance  to  her  claims. 

We  are  indeed  between  two  perilous  tendencies.  On  the  one 
hand  there  is  a  demand  for  concessions  which  will  make  it  easy 
for  members  of  the  Christian  bodies,  not  in  communion  with  this 
Church,  to  enter  her  Ministry,  to  transfer  themselves  bodily  as 
congregations,  with  faint  and  feeble  guards  of  soundness  in  their 
forms  of  worship.  On  the  other,  there  is  a  plea  put  foi-th  by 
some  to  enter  into  negotiations  with  the  Bishop  of  Rome  with  a 
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view  to  reunion,  which  is  now  known  to  be  possible  only  by 
absolute  submission  to  his  unscriptural  and  unlawful  demands.  It 
is  a  time  of  intense  religious  stir  and  thought.  The  very  attacks 
upon  the  strongholds  of  our  faith  in  God  have  not  only  directed 
the  attention  of  the  whole  world  to  the  Holy  Scriptures,  but  have 
won  for  them  a  carefulness  of  study,  a  reverence  of  recognition, 
and  an  assured  confidence  in  their  authority  and  authenticity, 
which  vindicates  the  abiding  and  unchanging  traditional  recogni- 
tion of  their  inspired  authority  to  which  the  Church  has  clung ; 
sometimes  with  a  critical  foresight  which  anticipated  the  discoveries 
of  modem  scholarship,  sometimes  with  an  uncritical  positiveness 
which  has  saved  them  in  the  past  centuries  from  neglect  and  loss. 
The  great  and  continuous  growth  of  our  Church  in  numbers  and  in 
influence,  in  broadened  activities  and  deepened  energies,  has 
brought  about  a  conviction  in  the  popular  mind,  of  her  combina- 
tion of  adaptabiUty  to  changing  conditions  of  life,  with  fast  hold 
upon  the  unchanging  facts  of  history  and  revelation,  which  to-day 
puts  her  in  a  position  of  enormous  responsibility  to  the  Christian 
world,  longing  for  rest  and  relief  from  the  divisions  and  distrac- 
tions of  the  spirit  of  sect. 

What  is  the  wise  thing  for  us  to  do  ?  Surely  not  to  surrender 
the  very  essential  elements  of  our  attractive  strength.  Rome, 
which  is  willing  enough  to  absorb  us,  would  have  no  reminder  left 
of  tiie  old  traditional  "evangelical  truth  and  apostolic  order,"  if 
we  are  to  dally  with  her,  by  gradual  assimilations  to  her  errors  as 
to  the  Faith.  And  the  disorganized  and  i/norganized  protestantism 
will  find  nothing  to  seek  in  us,  if  we  play  fast  and  loose  with  the 
truBt  that  we  have  received,  not  for  to-day  and  ourselves,  but  for 
the  human  race  in  all  time. 

The  wise  thing  for  us  to  do  now  is  to  hold  fast  to  our  position ; 
to  be  more  and  more  at  unity  among  ourselves  ;  to ''  speak  the  truth 
in  love  " ;  "to  love  the  truth  and  peace  "  ;  to  be  patient  with  dif- 
ferences while  we  are  positive  about  distinctive  truths ;  to  be  con- 
scious rather  of  our  own  shortcomings  than  of  the  deficiencies  of 
others ;  to  dwell  most  upon  the  much  there  is  in  common  among  all 
"who  love  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  in  sincerity";  to  maintain  the 
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points  of  separation,  with  the  clear  conviction  that  only  absolute 
faithfulness  to  truth  compels  their  maintenance;  to  train  our 
people  in  the  "  principles  of  the  doctrine  of  Christ" ;  to  "  stand 
fast  in  the  liberty  wherewith  Christ  hath  made  us  free  *' ;  to  '*  pray 
always  with  all  prayer  and  supplication  in  the  Spirit,  and  to  watch 
thereunto  with  all  perseverance  and  supplication  for  all  saints  " ; 
and  above  all  things  to  ^^put  on  charity,  which  is  the  bond  of 
perfectness." 

And  now,  dear  brethren,  waiting  for  the  Second  Coming  of  our 
adorable  Saviour,  and  commending  you  to  God  and  to  the  Word 
of  His  grace,  we  pray  that  He  will  '*  make  you  perfect  in  every 
good  work  to  do  His  will,  working  in  you  that  which  is  well  pleas- 
ing in  His  sight,  through  Jesus  Christ,  to  Whom  be  glory  for  ever 
and  ever.     Amen." 
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SPECIAL  MEETING  OF  BISHOPS, 

HELD  IN  NEW  YORK,  MARCH,  1893. 


Diocesan  House,  New  York, 

Wednesday,  March  1,  1893. 

This  being  the  day  and  the  place  appointed  by  the  Presiding 
Bishop,  under  Title  I.,  Canon  19,  §  xv.  [3],  of  the  Digest,  for  a 
special  meeting  of  Bishops,  to  consider  the  resignation  of  ^ the 
Bishop  of  South  Carolina,  the  Bishops  assembled  as  above. 

The  roll  being  called,  it  was  found  that  forty-three  Bishops  were 
present,  as  follows :  the  Bishop  of  Connecticut  (Presiding  Bishop) , 
the  Bishops  of  Rhode  Island,  Western  New  York,  Maine,  Missouri, 
Oregon,  Central  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  New  Hampshire,  South 
Dakota,  North  Carolina,  Northern  Texas,  Kentucky,  New  Jersey, 
Southern  Ohio,  Chicago,  Iowa,  Quincy,  West  Virginia,  Spring- 
field, Newark,  Pittsburgh,  Indiana,  New  York,  Southern  Virginia, 
North  Dakota,  the  Assistant  Bishop  of  Central  Pennsylvania,  the 
Bishops  of  Maryland,  Nebraska,  Florida,  Wyoming  and  Idaho, 
Easton,  Western  Texas,  Nevada  and  Utah,  New  Mexico  and  Ari- 
zona, the  Assistant  Bishop  of  Southern  Ohio,  the  Bishops  of  Fond 
du  Lac,  Ohio,  Michigan,  Louisiana,  Milwaukee,  Georgia,  and 
the  Assistant  Bishop  of  Springfield. 

The  Presiding  Bishop  laid  before  the  Bishops  the  following  let- 
ter from  the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina,  accompanied  by  a  letter 
from  the  medical  attendant  of  the  said  Bishop  : 

Charleston,  South  Carolina, 
November  15,  1892. 
Bight  Beverend  and  dear  Bishop^  —  In  July  last,  having  had  a  stroke 
of  paralysis,  I  called  for  a  Coadjutor  Bishop  for  the  Diocese  of  South 
Carolina,  hoping  to  be  able  after  some  months'  rest  to  resume  my  Epis- 
copal work.  I  am  satisfied  now,  however,  that  this  hope  will  not  be 
realized.  I  can  no  longer  do  work  for  the  good  of  the  Diocese,  and  must, 
therefore,  lay  before  you  and  the  House  of  Bishops  mj'  resignation  of 
the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina.  Tlie  enclosed  letter 
of  my  attending  physician  is  sufficient  evidence  of  the  necessity  of  tlie 
step  suggested.

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On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Connecticut,  the  communication 
from  the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina  was  referred  to  a  special  com- 
mittee. The  Bishops  of  Rhode  Island,  Western  New  York,  and 
Kentucky  were  appointed  such  committee. 

The  Bishop  of  Rhode  Island,  from  the  Committee  to  which  was 
referred  the  resignation  of  the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina,  presented 
as  a  report  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions : 

Forasmuch  as  the  venerable  Bishop  of  South  Carolina  has  laid  before 
his  brethren,  duly  and  canouically  assembled  in  New  York  this  first  day 
of  March,  1893,  his  resignation  of  his  Jurisdiction  on  canonical  grounds 
of  iU-health,  and  under  the  advice  of  his  physician,  that  his  physical  con- 
dition requires  his  absolute  relief  and  retirement  from  all  further  exer- 
tions in  the  duties  of  his  Episcopate ;  now,  therefore, 

Besolved,  That  the  Bishops  duly  assembled  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Canon  cannot  refrain  from  reminding  their  beloved  brother  that  our 
Canons  provide  for  such  relief  and  retirement,  apart  from  his  resi&piation 
of  his  Jurisdiction  and  of  his  title  as  Bishop  of  the  same ;  and  that  our 
judgment  is  that  it  is  a  case  which  eminently  justifies  his  adoption  of  the 
alternative  thus  suggested,  by  which  all  the  duties  and  privileges  of  ad- 
ministration can  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  Coadjutor,  without  the  relin- 
quishment of  a  position  which  has  been  so  efi[icient]y  occupied,  and  which 
it  is  believed  his  Diocese,  as  well  as  ourselves,  would  be  glad  to  see  ter- 
minated only  with  his  honourable  and  most  useful  life. 

Besolved^  That  we  are  influenced  to  this  action  not  only  by  our  high 
estimate  of  the  services  and  character  of  our  beloved  brother,  but  by  ttie 
general  principle  on  which  the  existing  Canon  was  framed ;  that  is,  to 
aiscourage  resignation  of  aged  and  infirm  Bishops,  to  maintain  their  dig- 
nity and  nonour,  and  to  provide  relief  for  Diocesan  wants  and  a  dignified 
IK)8ition  for  a  Coadjutor  without  the  sunderiDj^  of  ties  so  sacred,  and  to 
which  the  increase  of  years  imposes  additiouafsanctity  in  the  experience 
of  Christian  Churches.

The  Bishop  of  Oklahoma,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Francis  Key  Brook^^» 
D.D.,  consecrated  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  House,  was  pr^^^ 
sented  by  the  Bishops  of  Missouri  and  Southern  Ohio,  ujjwi^" 
welcomed  by  the  Presiding  Bishop. 

The  Presiding  Bishop  announced  the  death,  on  the  twenty-thii 
day  of  January  last,  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Phillips  Brooks,  Bishccrr:^! 
of  Massachusetts ;  and  he  thereupon  bade  the  House  to  prayer  ^^^ 
using  the  form  prescribed  in  the  Rules  of  Order. 

The  Bishop  of  Pittsburgh  offered  the  following  resolution : 
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Resolved^  That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  convey  to  the  Bishop  of 
Delaware  the  assurance  of  the  loving  sympathy  of  his  brethren  in  his 
recent  misfortune  and  enforced  retirement  from  duty,  and  of  their  sin- 
cere regret  that  he  cannot  meet  with  them  at  this  time ; 

which  was  adopted. 

The  Presiding  Bishop  laid  before  the  House  a  letter  from  the 
Rev.  William  Reed  Thomas,  D.D.,  declining  his  election  as 
Bishop  of  the  Missionary  Jurisdiction  of  Northern  Michigan. 

The  Bishop  of  Michigan  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved^  That  it  is  inexpedient  at  this  time  to  proceed  to  elect  a 
Bishop  for  the  Missionary  Jurisdiction  of  Northern  Michigan. 

The  Bishop  of  Maryland  moved  that  the  resolution  be  amended 
by  the  substitution  of  the  following : 

Resolved^  That  all  action  with  reference  to  the  election  of  a  Bishop 
for  the  Missionary  Jurisdiction  of  Northern  Michigan  be  postponed  till 
the  next  meeting  of  the  General  Convention. 

The  question  being  on  the  proposed  amendment,  it  was  adopted. 

The  resolution,  as  thus  amended,  was  then  adopted. 

The  Bishop  of  Rhode  Island  moved  that  when  the  House 
adjourn,  it  adjourn  to  meet  at  Grace  Church  at  ten  o'clock 
to-morrow  morning,  for  the  administration  of  the  Holy  Com- 
munion ;  which  was  adopted. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Iowa,  and  by  a  unanimous  vote, 
Rule  XXIII.  of  the  Rules  of  Order  was  suspended. 

On  motion,  the  Bishops  went  into  Council. 

The  Council  having  risen,  the  House  resumed  its  session. 

The  nominations  which  had  been  made  in  Council  for  the 
Episcopate  of  the  Missionary  Jurisdictions  of  Yedo  and  Shanghai 
were  reported  to  the  House ;  and,  on  motion,  they  were  referred 
to  the  Standing  Committee  on  the  Nomination  of  Missionary 
Bishops.     [See  p.  396.] 

The  Chairman  of  the  House  announced,  as  members  of  said 
Committee,  the  Bishops  of  Kentucky,  Maryland,  Wyoming  and 
Idaho,  Ohio,  and  Louisiana. 

On  motion,  the  House  adjourned  until  to-morrow. 
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SECOND  DAY. 

Thursday,  March  2,  1893. 

The  House  of  Bishops,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  assembled  in 
Grace  Church  at  ten  o'clock. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
House,  the  Presiding  Bishop  pronouncing  the  Absolution  and  the 
Benediction,  and  the  Bishop  of  Missouri  assisting  in  the  adminis- 
tration. 

Divine  Service  being  ended,  the  House  met  in  the  Chantry  of 
Grace  Church.     Present,  as  yesterday. 

The  Minutes  of  yesterday's  session  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Bishop  of  Kentucky,  from  the  Standing  Committee  on  the 
Nomination  of  Missionary  Bishops,  presented  a  report  on  the 
nominations  for  the  Episcopate  of  the  Jurisdictions  of  Yedo  and 
Shanghai. 

On  motion,  the  Bishops  went  into  Council. 

The  Co.uncil  ha\4ng  risen,  the  House  resumed  its  session. 

On  motion,  it  was  voted  that  the  House  proceed  to  ballot  for  a 
Bishop  for  the  Missionary  Jurisdiction  of  Yedo. 

The  House  being  bidden  to  prayer  by  the  Presiding  Bishop,  the 
Bishop  of  Western  New  York  read  one  of  the  appointed  Scripture 
Lessons,  and  the  Chairman  read  the  prescribed  office  of  prayer. 

The  Assistant  Bishop  of  Springfield  and  the  Bishop  of  Okla- 
homa were  appointed  tellers. 

The  roll  being  called,  the  Bishops  deposited  their  ballots ;  and 
the  Rev.  John  McKim,  a  Presbyter  of  the  Missionary  Jurisdiction 
of  Yedo,  was  found  to  have  received  a  majority  of  the  votes,  and 
was  thereupon  declared  by  the  Presiding  Bishop  to  have  been 
elected  Missionary  Bishop  of  Yedo. 

The  Bishop  of  South  Dakota  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Besolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  and  is  hereby  instructed,  when  a 
Presbyter  shall  have  been  consecrated  to  the  Bishopric  of  Yedo,  to 
communicate  to  him  at  once  the  resolutions  of  the  House  of  Bishops 
regarding  the  division  of  the  Jurisdiction,  as  found  on  page  109  of  the 
Journal  of  1892 ; 

which  was  adopted. 

On  motion,  it  was  voted  that  the  House  proceed  to  ballot  for  a 
Bishop  for  the  Missionary  Jurisdiction  of  Shanghai. 
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The  roll  being  called,  the  Bishops  deposited  their  ballots ;  and 
the  Rev.  Frederick  R.  Graves,  a  Presbyter  of  the  Missionary 
Jurisdiction  of  Shanghai,  was  found  to  have  received  a  majority  of 
the  votes,  and  was  thereupon  declared  by  the  Presiding  Bishop  to 
have  been  elected  Missionary  Bishop  of  Shanghai. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  New  York,  the  Secretary  was 
instructed  to  send  despatches  by  cable,  notifying  the  Bishops  elect 
of  Yedo  and  Shanghai  of  their  election. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Springfield,  and  by  a  unanimous 
vote,  the  thanks  of  the  House  were  offered  to  the  Bishop  of  New 
York  for  his  hospitality  in  receiving  and  entertaining  the  members 
of  the  House  at  its  present  session. 

On  motion,  the  House  took  a  recess,  to  meet  at  the  Diocesan 
House  at  three  o'clock. 

After  the  recess  the  House  assembled  at  the  Diocesan  House. 

The  Bishop  of  New  York  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved^  That  this  HOase  desires  to  place  upon  record  the  expression 
of  its  deep  conviction  that  legislatioD  calculated  to  bear  specially  and 
hardly  upon  the  Chinese  race  is  not  only  essentially  unjust  and  iu 
Tiolation  of  the  most  venerable  traditions  of  our  government,  but  is  also 
likely  to  precipitate  an  antagonism  to  American  citizens  resident  in 
China,  which  may  lead  speedily  to  the  expulsion  of  all  such  residents  in 
Cliiiia,  and  to  the  ultimate  prohibition  of  the  extension  of  American 
civilization  or  any  of  its  benefits  to  that  great  Empire ; 

which  was  unanimously  adopted. 
The  Bishop  of  Springfield  offered  the  following  resolutions : 

Besolved,  That  this  House  appoint  a  Committee  of  five  Bishops  to 
present  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  the  Secretary  of  State,  and 
other  authorities  of  the  Government  at  Washington  at  their  discretion, 
the  resolution  touching  the  Chinese  just  passed  by  this  House,  and  to  use 
all  their  urgency  to  arrest  the  execution  of  the  laws  to  go  into  operation 
May  6,  1893. 

Resolved,  That  said  Committee  consist  of  the  Presiding  Bishop,  the 
Bishop  of  Pennsylvania,  the  Bishop  of  South  Dakota,  the  Bishop  of  Xew 
Tork,  and  the  Bishop  of  Maryland ; 

both  which  resolutions  were  adopted.     [See  p.  409.] 

The  Bishop  of  New  York  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  this  House  hereby  re-afllrms  the  conviction  implied  in 
the  action  of  the  Board  of  Missions  at  its  late  session  in  Baltimore,  that 
it  is  not  competent  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Constitution,  to  make,  nor  of  any  religious  body  to 
accept,  appropriations  for  the  maintenance  of  missions  or  schools;  and 
that   the  Bishops  desire  especially  to  commend  to  the  supi>ort  of  the 
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Clergy  and  people  of  this  Church  those  schools  and  missions  under  it^ 
care,  on  behalf  of  which  the  Church  has  declined  to  accept  Government 
appropriations ; 

which  was  adopted. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  New  York,  it  was  voted  that  a 
Commission  of  five  Bishops  be  appointed,  of  whom  the  Presiding  "S 

Bishop  shall  be  Chairman,  with  instructions  to  prepare  a  Pastoral  Ml 

Letter  to  the  members  of  the  Church  on  the  general  subject  of  the  -^ 

resolution  last  adopted. 

The  Chairman  of  the  House  being  absent,  the  Bishop  of  Quincy  ' 

was  elected  Chairman  jwo  tempore;  and  he  appointed,  as  members 
of  the  Commission,  the  Bishops  of  Western  New  York,  Kentucky, 
Chicago,  and  Maryland. 

On  motion,  the  Bishop  of  New  York  was  elected  by  the  House 
an  additional  member  of  the  Conmiission ;  but,  at  his  request,  he 
was  excused  from  serving. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Chicago,  it  was  voted,  that  before 
the  publication  of  the  proposed  Pastoral  Letter  a  proof-copy  be 
sent  to  each  Bishop  of  the  Church  for  his  suggestions  in  regard  to 
the  same.

which  was  adopted.

On  motion,  the  Bishops  went  into  Council. 

The  Council  having  risen,  the  House  resumed  its  session.

The  Bishop  of  Missouri  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Besolved^  That  the  question  of  the  election  of  a  Bishop  for  the  Mis- 
Biouary  Jurisdiction  of  Olympia  be  postponed  to  the  next  General  Con- 
vention; and  that  the  Presiding  Bishop  be  requested  to  continue  the 
charge  of  said  vacant  Missionary  Jurisdiction  by  oonmiission ; 

which  was  not  adopted. 

The  Bishop  of  Maine  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved^  That  this  House  now  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  Bishop  to 
have  jurisdiction  in  the  Missionary  District  of  Olympia ; 

which  was  not  adopted. 
The  Bishop  of  Maine  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved^  That  under  the  provisions  of  Title  I.,  Canon  19,  §  vi.  [2],  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Bishop  of  Western  Colorado  be  so  extended  as  to 
include  that  of  the  Missionary  District  of  Olympia ; 

which  was  not  adopted. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Maine,  the  House  reconsidered  the 
resolution  that  the  House  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  Bishop  for 
the  Missionary  Jurisdiction  of  Olympia ;  and  it  was  voted  that 
nominations  be  received  for  the  said  Bishopric. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  certain  nominations  were  made ;  which, 
on  motion,  were  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  the 
Nomination  of  Missionary  Bishops.     [See  p.  403.] 

The  Chairman  of  the  House  appointed  the  Bishop  of  Texas  to 
fill  a  vacancy  in  the  said  Standing  Committee. 

The  Bishop  of  Albany  offered  the  follo>\ing  resolution : 

Resolved^  That  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons  to  consider 
and  report  to  this  House  to-morrow  morning  upon  the  eligibility  to  a 
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The  Bishop  of  Delaware  moved  that  the  consideration  of  this 
resolution  be  postponed  till  the  next  meeting  of  the  House  of 
Bishops ;  which  was  not  adopted. 

The  question  recurring  on  the  resolution  offered  by  the  Bishop 
of  Maryland,  it  was  adopted. 

At  eleven  o'clock  the  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  in  the 
Chapel  of  the  Church  Missions  House  by  the  Bishop  of  New  York, 
assisted  by  the  Bishop  of  Quincy  and  the  Bishop  of  Vermont. 

The  House  having  reassembled,  on  motion  of  the  Assistant 
Bishop  of  Minnesota,  the  Order  of  the  Day  was  postponed. 

The  Assistant  Bishop  of  Minnesota  offered  the  following 
resolution : 

Besolved^  That  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  William  Morris  Barker  be  relieved 
from  the  exercise  of  Episcopal  functions  in  the  Missionary  District  of 
Western  Colorado,  and  that  he  be  directed  to  exercise  Episcopal  functions 
in  the  Missionary  District  of  Olympia. 

The  Bishop  of  Nevada  and  Utah  moved  that  the  consideration 
of  this  resolution  be  postponed  till  2 :  30  o'clock ;  which  was 
not  adopted. 

The  Bishop  of  Western  New  York  moved  that  the  Bishops  go 
into  Council ;  which  was  not  adopted. 

The  question  recurring  on  the  resolution  offered  by  the  Assistant 
Bishop  of  Minnesota,  the  yeas  and  nays  were  ordered. 

The  Bishops  voting  in  the  affirmative  were  the  Bishops  of  Con- 
necticut, Minnesota,  Western  New  York,  Maine,  Albany,  Central 
New  York,  Kentucky,  West  Virginia,  Pittsburgh,  Indiana,  East 
Carolina,  Maryland,  Nebraska,  the  Assistant  Bishop  of  Minne- 
sota, the  Bishops  of  Western  Texas,  Fond  du  Lac,  West  Missoui-i, 
Spokane,  Southern  Florida,  the  Assistant  Bishop  of  South  Caro- 
lina, the  Bishops  of  Massachusetts  and  North  Carolina  — 22. 

The  Bishops  voting  in  the  negative  were  the  Bishops  of 
Missouri,  Pennsylvania,  New  Hampshire,  Northern  Texas,  Chi- 
cago, Iowa,  Quincy,  Springfield,  Newark,  New  York,  North 
Dakota,  Kansas,  Wyoming  and  Idaho,  Nevada  and  Utah,  Dela- 
ware, Ohio,  the  Assistant  Bishops  of  Alabama  and  Springfield, 
the  Bishops  of  Texas  and  Vermont  — 20. 

The  resolution  was  therefore  adopted. 

The  Bishop  of  Quincy  offered  the  following  resolution : 
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Besolved^  That  if  the  Rt.  Bev.  Dr.  Barker  shall  accept  the  appoint- 
ment to  exercise  Episcopal  functions  in  the  Missionary  District  of 
Olympia,  his  title  shall  be  Bishop  of  Olympia ; 

which  was  adopted. 

The  Secretary  was  directed  to  give  notice  of  this  action  to  the 
Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Barker,  to  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Board  of 
Missions,  and  to  the  proper  authorities  in  the  Jurisdictions  of 
Western  Colorado  and  Olympia. 

On  motion,  the  Bishops  went  into  Council. 

The  Council  having  risen,  the  House  took  a  recess. 

The  House  reassembled  after  the  recess. 

On  motion,  the  Bishops  went  into  Council. 

The  Council  having  risen,  the  House  resumed  its  session. 

The  Bishop  of  Fond  du  Lac  offered  a  resolution  proposing  that 
the  following  be  added  to  Title  I.,  Canon  19,  §  ii. : 

Every  Bishop  elect,  before  the  presiding  Bishop  proceed  to  give  order 
for  his  consecration,  shall  present  to  the  House  of  Bishops  his  subscrip- 
tion to  the  faith  of  the  one  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church,  as  follows : 

I,  N.  N.,  Bishop  elect  of  the  Diocese  of  N.,  do  ex  animo  accept  and 
firmly  believe  the  faith  of  the  one  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church,  as 
revealed  in  Holy  Writ,  maintained  by  the  undivided  Church,  defined  in 
the  Apostolic  and  Nicene  Creeds,  and  affirmed  by  the  undisputed 
(Ecumenical  councils :  (Lambeth  Conf .  1888.) 

Specially,  I  do  ex  animo  accept  and  firmly  believe  those  donatio 
definitions  whereby  those  CEcumenical  councils  did  clearly  explain  the 
true  sense  and  meaning  of  the  Nicene  Creed : 

And  for  the  clearer  explication  of  this  my  subscription  to  the  faith, 

I  do  here  profess  that  I  believe  and  worship  "one  God  in  Trinity,  and 

Trinity  in  Unity;  Neither  confounding  the  Persons;  nor  dividing  the 

Substance.    For  there  is  one  Person  of  the  Father,  another  of  the  Son : 

and  another  of  the  Holy  Ghost.    But  the  Godhead  of  the  Father,  of  the 

Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  is  all  One :  the  Glory  equal,  the  Majesty 

co-etemal.    Such  as  the  Father  is,  such  is  the  Son :  and  such  is  the  Holy 

Ghost.    The  Father  uncreate,  the  Son  uncreate:  and  the  Holy  Ghost 

oncreate.     The  Father  incomprehensible,  the  Son  incomprehensible: 

and  the  Holy  Ghost  incomprehensible.    The  Father  eternal,  the  Son 

eternal:  and  the  Holy  Ghost  eternal.    And  yet  They  are  not  three 

eternals :  but  One  Eternal.     As  also  there  are  not  three  incomprehensi- 

bles,  nor  three  uncreated :  but  One  Uncreated,  and  One  Incomprehensible. 

So  likewise  the  Father  is  Almighty,  the  Son  Almightv :  and  the  Holy 

Ghost  Almighty.    And  yet  They  are  not  three  almighties:  but  One 

Almighty.    So  the  Father  is  God,  the  Son  is  God :  and  the  Holy  Ghost 

is  God.    And  yet  They  are  not  three  gods :  but  One  God.    So  likewise 

the  Father  is  Lord,  the  Son  Lord :  and  the  Holy  Ghost  Lord.    And  yet 

not  three  lords:  but  One  Lord.    For  like  as  we  are  compelled  by  the 

Christian  Verity :  to  acknowledge  every  Person  by  Himself  to  be  God 

and  Lord ;  So  we  are  forbidden  by  the  C'atholick  Religion :  to  say.  There 

be  three  gods,  or  three  lords. 

"  The  Father  is  made  of  none :  neither  created,  nor  begotten.  The  Son 
is  of  the  Father  alone :  not  made,  nor  created,  but  begotten.  The  Holy 
Ghost  is  of  the  Father  and  of  the  Son :  neither  made,  nor  created,  nor 
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begotten,  but  Proceeding.  So  there  is  one  Father,  not  three  Fathers ; 
one  Son,  not  three  Sons :  one  Holy  Ghost,  not  three  Holy  Ghosts.  And 
in  this  Trinity  none  is  afore,  or  after  other :  none  is  greater,  or  less  than 
another;  But  the  whole  Three  Persons  are  co-eternal  together:  and 
co-equal.  So  that  in  all  things,  as  is  aforesaid :  the  Unity  in  IMnity, 
and  the  Trinity  in  Unity  is  to  oe  worshipped.  He  therefore  that  will  be 
saved :  must  thus  think  of  the  Trinity.  Furthermore,  it  is  necessary  to 
everlasting  Salvation :  that  he  also  believe  rightly  the  Incarnation  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.  For  the  right  Faith  is,  that  we  believe  and  confess  : 
that  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  Son  of  God,  is  God  and  Man.  God,  of 
the  substance  of  the  Father,  begotten  before  the  worlds ;  and  man  of  the 
substance  of  His  Mother,  born  in  the  world ;  Perfect  God,  and  perfect 
Man:  of  a  reasonable  soul  and  human  flesh  subsisting;  Equal  to  the 
Father,  as  touching  His  Godhead :  and  Inferior  to  the  Father,  as  touch- 
ing His  Manhood.  Who  although  He  be  God  and  Man :  yet  He  is  not 
two,  but  One  Christ ;  One ;  not  by  conversion  of  the  Godhead  into  flesh : 
but  by  taking  of  the  Manhood  into  God.  One  altogether ;  not  by  confu- 
sion of  Substance :  but  by  unity  of  Person.  For  as  the  reasonable  soul 
and  flesh  is  one  man :  so  God  and  Man  is  One  Christ ;  Who  suffered  for 
our  salvation:  descended  into  hell,  rose  a^ain  the  third  day  from  the 
dead.  He  ascended  into  heaven,  He  sittetn  on  the  right  hand  of  the 
Father,  God  Almighty :  from  whence  He  shall  come  to  judge  the  quick 
and  the  dead.  At  Whose  coming  all  men  shall  rise  again  with  their 
bodies:  and  shall  give  account  for  their  own  works.  And  they  that 
have  done  good  shall  go  into  life  everlasting :  and  they  that  have  done 
evil  into  everlasting  fire."  This  Catholic  faith  I  believe  and  will  stead- 
fastly maintain  and  defend.

The  Bishop  of  Nevada  and  Utah  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Besolved^  That  the  subject  of  the  redistribution  of  the  territory  now 
included  in  the  limits  of  the  Domestic  Missionary  Districts  be  referred 
to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions,  to  report  to  this  House 
at  the  next  General  Convention ; 

which  was  adopted.    [See  p.  94.] 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  New  York,  in  accordance  with 
notice  given  yesterday,  Rule  XXIII.  of  the  Rules  of  Order  was 
amended  by  striking  out  the  word  "third  "  in  the  second  line. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Fond  du  Lac,  the  Secretary  was 
instructed  to  have  the  Rules  of  Order  and  the  Forms  of  Devotion 
printed  for  the  use  of  the  House. 

The  Bishop  of  New  York,  from  the  Committee  appointed  in 
March,  181)3,  to  present  for  the  consideration  of  the  Government 
of  the  United  States  the  con\ictions  of  this  House  in  regard  to 
sectarian  appropriations  for  Indian  schools,  presented  the  follow- 
ing report  [see  p.  398]  : 
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Washington,  D.  C,  Febi-uary  22, 1894. 
The  andersigned,  a  Committee  of  the  House  of  Bishops  appointed  to 
brin^to  the  notice  ot  the  Government  of  the  United  States  the  action  of 
the  B<Mu^d  of  Missions  of  this  Church   in  reference  to  the  sectarian 
appropriations  for  Indian  schools,  and  to  urge  upon  the  Department  of 
the  Interior  the  discontinuance  of  such  appropriations,  beg  leave  to 
report  that,  following  the  order  of  our  Chairman,  the  Bishop  of  New 
Jersey,  to  prepare  a  document  on  this  sublect,  the  document  was  pre- 
pared'bv  the  Bishop  of  (Georgia,  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior;   which  document  we,  the  Conmiittee,  have  heard  and 
heartily  approved.    The  Committee  met  in  the  city  of  Washington  on 
February  21,  and  after  repeated  conferences  they  reached  unanimously 
the  following  conclusions : 

1.  That  ft  was  inexpedient  to  approach  the  President  of  the  United 
States  upon  the  subject,  since  the  only  power  lodged  in  the  President  in 
any  such  connection  is  the  veto  power,  for  the  application  of  which  to 
such  a  case  there  is  no  precedent. 

2.  For  substantially  the  same  reasons  it  would  be  equally  inexpedient 
to  further  urge  the  attention  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  upon 
whom  law  and  usage  confer  in  the  matter  of  appropriations  only  the 
power  of  a  limited  modification. 

3.  That  the  potential  factors  in  the  matter  of  appropriations  on  the 
one  hand,  and  the  matter  of  legality  of  such  appropriations  on  the  other, 
are  the  Committees  of  the  two  Houses  of  Congress,  respectively,  of 
Appropriations  and  of  the  Judiciary ;  and  that  the  only  effectual  way  of 
reaching  the  matter  of  sectarian  appropriations,  and  of  their  constitu- 
tionality, would  be  to  address  those  Houses  by  petition,  remonstrance, 
or  otherwise,  and  so  to  secure  the  reference  of  such  address  to  its  appro- 
priate conmiittee,  and  thus  ultimately  upon  their  reconmiendation,  should 
$«uch  recommendation  be  made.  Congressional  action. 

In  accordance  with  these  conclusions  our  Committee  prepared  an 
address  to  the  Committees  of  the  two  Houses  of  Congress  on  the  Judi- 
ciary and  on  Appropriations,  ns  follows : 

Document  1. 

The  undersigned,  a  Committee  appointed  by  and  representing  tlie 
House  of  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America,  of  whose  loyalty  as  citizens  and  conservatism  of  our 
National  institutions  you  must  be  well  aware,  respectfully  petition  your 
honourable  body  to  recommend  the  passage  of  an  amendment  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States  which  shall  set  at  rest  the  conflict,  of 
constantly  increasing  proportions,  growing  out  of  an  apparent  desire  to 
influence  legislation  in  favour  of  some  particular  church  or  sect,  and  to 
emphasize  and  perpetuate  the  complete  separation  of  the  Church  and 
State  In  unmistakable  terms.  It  must  be  apparent  that  there  is  continual 
struggle  for  the  mastery  in  the  forces  which  can  be  brought  to  bear  for 
the  aid  of  sectarian  institutions.  While  thoroughly  convinced  that  the 
spirit  of  the  let  Amendment  is  intended  to  guard  against  tliese  tendencies, 
the  interpretation  of  this  amendment  varies  so  widely  in  practice  as  to 
admit  of  discrimination  between  the  churches  or  sects. 

To  guard  against  the  danger  of  warring  sects,  and  to  discourage  the 
attempt  at  ascendancy  of  one  or  another,  we  respectfullv  urge  the  need 
of  a  16th  Amendment,  which  shall  at  once  preserve  men  In  the  free  exer- 
cise of  the  religion  of  their  choice,  and  prevent  the  use  of  property,  credit, 
or  income,  of  the  United  States,  or  of  any  State,  for  the  pcu-pose  of 
founding  or  maintaining,  wholly  or  in  part,  any  church  or  religious 
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denomination,  or  any  society,  institution,  undertaking,  or  ministration, 
wliich  is  wiioliy  or  in  part  under  denominational,  sectarian,  or  ecclesias- 
tical control.

Document  2. 

We,  the  undersigned,  a  Committee  representing  the  House  of  Bisho])9 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  an 
organization  of  whose  loyalty  as  citizens  and  conservatism  of  our  National 
rights  and  liberties  you  are  well  aware,  respectfully  petition  your  hon- 
ourable body  to  take  under  consideration  the  subject  of  government 
appropriations  to  sectarian  schools  and  institutions  of  all  kinds,  and 
especially  the  contract  schools  now  in  vogue  among  the  Indians,  and,  if 
it  so  please  you,  to  report  unfavourably  to  all  grants  to  or  to  contract  i« 
with  reliffious  denominations  of  whatever  name,  under  whatsoever  form  or 
pretext  tney  may  be  sought. 

The  Committee  on  Appropriations  is  doubtless  acquainted  with  the 
fact  that  within  the  past  eight  years,  1886  to  1893,  out  of  the  sum  total 
of  Government  appropriations  for  Indian  schools,  ^,774,261,  one  denom- 
ination has  enjoyed  $2,372,726,  while  all  other  schools  and  institutions, 
national  and  otherwise,  but  $1,401,525  —  almost  twice  as  much  as  all 
other  schools  put  together,  without  the  ability  to  show  correspondingly 
good  results.  The  proportion  of  receipts  of  this  denomination,  as  last 
reported  by  the  Indian  Commissioner  in  1894,  is  $365,846,  or  2.77  times 
as  much  as  all  other  schools  put  together.  It  is  manifest  that  there  is 
widespread  and  increasing  dissatisfaction  with  the  letting  of  contracts  by 
the  United  States  Government  to  religious  societies  for  the  ostensible 
purpose  of  educating  the  Indians,  but  in  many  instances,  as  the  last 
Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs  pointed  out,  "  for  the  propagation  of 
the  particular  form  of  faith  held  by  the  Cliurch  responsible  for  the 
school,"  the  other  and  main  object  being  ''  secondary  and  remote.'" 
Thoroughly  convinced  that  the  whole  system  of  government  contracts 
with  sectarian  institutions  contravenes  the  spirit  of  the  1st  Amendment  to 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
has  placed  itself  upon  record  in  its  Board  of  Missions,  which  is  the  proi>- 
agatiug  society  of  this  Church,  and  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  its  highest 
deliberative  body,  as  discountenancing  the  receiving  of  Government 
appropriations,  and  has  declined  to  ask  for  a  continuance  of  such  sul>- 
sidies,  although  at  a  great  loss  to  the  mission  work  of  the  Church.  This 
special  Committee  has  been  charged  by  the  House  of  Bishops  with  the 
duty  of  presenting  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States  the  earnest 
protest  and  objection  of  a  large  and  patriotic  constituency.  In  behalf  of 
that  House  this  Committee  enters  into  plea  with  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations,  to  cut  off  all  such  appropriations  and  thus  set  at  rest  the 
conflict  growing  out  of  the  discriminations  made  in  the  appropriations 
made  for  Indian  education,  and  assist  to  emphasize  and  perpetuate  tht 
entire  separation  of  Church  and  State  in  these  United  States  of  Araerie»i.

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To  our  beloved  Clergy  and  Laity : 

We,  your  Bishops,  having  been  assembled  to  take  order,  under 
the  guidance  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  for  the  extension  of  the  Kingdom 
of  Grod,  have  availed  ourselves  of  the  opportunity  to  meet  in 
Council  to  consider  our  duty  in  view  of  certain  novelties  of 
opinion  and  expression,  which  have  seemed  to  us  to  be  subversive 
of  the  fundamental  verities  of  Christ's  Religion.  It  has  come  to 
our  knowledge  that  the  minds  of  many  of  the  faithful  Clergy  and 
Laity  are  disturbed  and  distressed  by  these  things ;  and  we  desire 
to  comfort  them  by  a  firm  assurance  that  the  Episcopate  of  the 
Church,  to  which,  in  a  peculiar  manner,  the  deposit  of  Faith  has 
been  entrusted,  is  not  unfaithful  to  that  sacred  charge,  but  will 
guard  and  keep  it  with  all  diligence,  as  men  who  shall  hereafter 
give  account  to  God.  In  the  discharge  of  that  pre-eminently  sacred 
obligation  of  our  office,  we  find  ourselves  constrained  to  address 
you  on  two  cardinal  truths  of  our  holy  Religion,  not  for  the 
purpose  of  vindicating  them,  nor  even  to  make  an  exhaastive 
exposition  of  them ;  but  simply  and  plainly  to  set  before  you  the 
truth  of  God  which  every  minister  of  this  Church  has  pledged 
himself  to  hold,  teach,  and  defend,  and  to  hand  on  unimpaired  to 
those  who  shall  come  after  us.  It  is  a  conviction  of  solemn  duty 
which  constrains  us  <thus  to  address  you  at  this  time,  and  particu- 
larly to  state  what  the  Church  requires  all  who  minister  in  holy

by  sure  and  certain  warrant  of  which  the  Catholic  Faith  is  proved. 

I.     The  Incarnation  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

And,  first,  touching  the  Incarnation,  and  the  Person  and  Natures 
of  our  Blessed  Lord,  this  Church  teaches  and  requires  her  minis- 
ters to  teach,  (1)  in  the  words  of  the  Creed,  commonly  called  the 
Apostles'  Creed,  that  Jesus  Christ  is  the  '*  Only  Son  "  of  God ;  in 
the  words  of  the  Creed,  commonly  called  the  Nicene  Creed,  that 
Jesus  Christ  is  the  "  Only-begotten  Son  of  God,  begotten  of  His 
Father  before  all  worlds,  God  of  God,  Light  of  Light,  Very  God 
of  Very  God.  begotten,  not  made,  being  of  one  substance  with  the 
Father  "  ;  in  the  words  of  the  proper  Preface  for  Trinity-Sunday, 
in  the  Order  for  the  Holy  Communion,  that  "  that  which  we  believe 
of  the  glory  of  the  Father,  the  same  we  believe  of  the  Son,  and  of 
the  Holy  Ghost,  without  any  difference  or  inequality  " ;  and  in  the 
words  of  the  second  Article  of  Religion,  that  "  the  Son,  which  is 
the  Word  of  the  Father,  begotten  from  everlasting  of  the  Father," 
is  "the  very  and  eternal  God,  and  of  one  substance  with  the 
Father  "  ;  (2)  that  this,  the  Second  Person  in  tlie  adorable  Trinity, 
God  from  all  eternity,  was,  in  the  words  of  the  Creed,  commonly 
called  the  Apostles'  Creed,  "  conceived  by  the  Holy  Ghost,"  and 
"  born  of  the  Virgin  Mary  " ;  in  the  words  of  the  Creed,  commonly 
called  the  Nicene  Creed,  that  He  ' '  came  down  from  heaven,  and 
was  incarnate  by  the  Holy  Ghost  of  the  Virgin  Mary,  and  was 
made  man  " ;  in  the  words  of  the  Te  Deiim,  that  He  did  ''  hum- 
ble" Himself  "to  be  bom  of  a  Virgin  " ;  in  the  words  of  the 
Collect  for  Christmas-day,  that  He  "  was  born  of  a  pure  Virgin"  ; 
in  the  words  of  the  proper  Preface  for  Christmas-day,  in  the  Order 
for  the  Holy  Communion,  that  He  was,  "  by  the  operation  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,  made  very  man,  of  the  substance  of  the  Virgin  Mary 
His  mother,  and  that  without  spot  of  sin  "  ;  and,  in  the  words  of 
the  second  Article  of  Religion,  affirming  the  decrees  of  the  Councils 
of  Ephesus  and  Chalcedon,  that  He  "took  Man's  nature  in  the 
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womb  of  the  Blessed  Virgin,  of  her  substance ;  so  that  two  whole 
and  perfect  Natures,  that  is  to  say,  the  Godhead  and  Manhood, 
were  joined  together  in  one  Person,  never  to  be  divided,  whereof 
is  one  Christ,  very  God  and  very  Man." 

This  docti'ine,  held  by  the  Church  from  the  earliest  ages  as 
revealed  and  taught  in  Holy  Scripture,  witnessed  to  and  defined 
against  all  attacks  of  error  by  the  four  great  General  Councils  of 
the  undivided  Church,  is  held  by  this  Church  as  the  fundamental 
doctrine  of  Christianity.     It  has  been  well  said  that  '^this  was 
the  real  contribution  of  the  General  Councils  to  human  history : 
the  more  and  more   explicit  reassertion  of  the  Incarnation   as 
a  mystery  indeed,  but   as   a  fact.     The  various   heresies  which 
attempted  to  make  the  Incarnation  more  intelligible,  in  reality 
explained   it  away;  while  Council   after  Council,  though   freely 
adopting  new  phraseology,  never  claimed  to  do  more  than  give 
explicit  expression  to  that  which  the  Church  from  the  beginning 
had  implicitly  believed.     Their  undoubted  purpose,  as  viewed  by 
themselves,  was  to  define  and  guard,  and  to  define  only  in  order  to 
guard,  what  they  conceived  to  be  the  essence  of  Christianity."    It 
is  never  to  be  forgotten  that  the  doctrinal  statements  of  the  undi- 
vided Church  are  in  no  sense  an  enlargement  of,  or  addition  to, 
the  domain  of  the  Faith,  but  only  a  defence  and  definition  of  the 
same. 

This  is  in  strict  accordance  with  the  teaching  of  Holy  Scripture. 
When  the  Apostle,  writing  to  the  Ephesians,  would  designate  tlie 
final  authority  in  matters  of  the  Faith,  he  said,  "  Ye  have  not  so 
learned  Christ " ;  and  when  St.  John  wrote  to  the  elect  lady  his 
burning  appeal  for  steadfastness  in  the  Faith,  he  summed  it  up  in 
these  words  :  '*  He  that  abideth  in  the  doctrine  of  Christ,  he  hath 
the  Father  and  the  Son."  It  is  not  enough  to  learn  about  Christ ; 
it  is  not  enough  to  know  what  Christ  taught  or  what  is  taught 
about  Him ;  it  is  Christ  that  is  to  be  learned ;  it  is  the  Christ  in 
whom  we  are  to  abide;  Christ  as  revealed  in  Holy  Scripture; 
Christ  as  the  fact  of  experience ;  Christ  as  the  hinge  of  human 
history;  Christ  as  the  central  and  cardinal  point  of  the  Creed, 
which  must  be  read  backward  and  forward  from  Him :  backward 
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to  reveal  "  God  the  Father  Ahnighty,  Maker  of  heaven  and 
earth,"  and  forward  to  teach  us  and  to  give  us  "the  Holy  Ghost, 
the  Holy  Catholic  Church,  the  Communion  of  Saints,  the  Forgive- 
ness of  Sins,  the  Resurrection  of  the  Body,  and  the  Life  ever- 
lasting." 

Unless  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  is  firmly  held  to  be  God's  own 
true  and  proper  Son,  equal  to  the  Father  as  touching  His  God- 
head, and  to  be  also  the  true  Son  of  the  Blessed  Virgin,  by 
miraculous  conception  and  birth,  taking  our  very  manhood  of  her 
substance,  we  sinners  have  no  true  and  adequate  Mediator ;  oui* 
nature  has  no  restored  union  with  God ;  we  have  no  sacrifice  for 
our  sins  in  full  atonement  and  propitiation,  holy  and  acceptable  to 
God ;  for  our  moral  weakness  and  incapacity  there  is  no  fountain 
of  cleansing,  renewal,  and  re-creation  after  the  measure  and 
pattern  of  a  perfect  manhood.  The  assertion  of  the  Catholic 
doctrine  of  the  Incarnation  —  the  one  indivisible  Personality  of 
the  Son  of  God  Incarnate,  the  Word  made  flesh  and  dwelling 
among  us  —  is  the  antidote  of  the  false  teaching  of  our  day, 
which  is  simply  the  revival  of  the  old  heresy  of  the  self -perfecti- 
bility of  man.  For  the  miraculous  Virgin-birth,  while  it  is  aloue 
befitting  to  God,  in  assuming  our  nature  into  personal  union  with 
Himself,  marks  off  and  separates  the  whole  of  our  humanity  as 
tainted  by  that  very  corruption  of  original  sin,  which  had  no  place 
iu  human  nature  as  that  nature  was  assumed  by  our  Blessed  Lord 
in  His  Incarnation. 

We  are  moved  to  impress  upon  the  minds  of  the  people  com- 
mitted to  our  charge,  and  of  the  teachers  commissioned  by  our 
authority  to  teach  them,  that  these  plain  statements  of  Holy 
Scripture  and  of  the  authoritative  Formularies  of  the  Church 
require  a  plain  and  full  acceptance  of  the  facts  that  the  human 
conception  and  birth  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  was  accomplished 
by  the  miraculous  operation  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  that  the 
Humanity  in  His  one  Person  is  wholly  derived  from  the  substance 
of  the  Blessed  Virgin  Mary,  His  mother.  Only  so  could  He  be 
the  *'  Seed  of  the  woman  "  that  was  to  biiiise  the  serpent's  head ; 
only  so  could  He  fulfil  the  prophecies,  "A  woman  shall  compass  a 
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man,"  and  "  Behold,  a  virgin  shall  conceive,  and  bear  a  son  "  ; 
only  so  can  the  angelic  annunciation  be  understood,  ^'The  Holy 
Ghost  shall  come  upon  thee,  and  the  power  of  the  Highest  shall 
overshadow  thee ;  therefore  also  that  holy  thing  which  shall  be 
bom  of  thee  shall  be  called  the  Son  of  God  " ;  only  thus  can  we 
accept  the  statement  of  St.  Matthew,  ^^  She  was  found  with  child 
of  the  Holy  Ghost,"  and  the  angel's  assertion,  recorded  by  the 
Evangelist,  ^^  That  which  is  conceived  in  her  is  of  the  Holy 
Ghost " ;  only  so  can  we  grasp  as  it  should  be  grasped  the  revela- 
tion in  the  Gospel  according  to  St.  John,  *'  The  Word  was  God ; 
and  the  Word  was  made  flesh,  and  dwelt  among  us,  fuU  of  grace 
and  troth." 

This  true  doctiine  of  the  Incarnation  is  not  only  the  cardinal 
and  fundamental  doctrine  of  the  Christian  Faith,  but  it  includes 
and  involves  all  of  our  Lord's  redemptive  work ;  His  one  Sacrifice 
for  all  the  sins  of  the  whole  world,  both  original  and  actual ;  His 
Resurrection  from  the  dead;  His  Ascension  into  Heaven;  His 
Intercession ;  and  the  glory  of  His  eternal  Kingdom.  When  the 
graoe  of  God  is  poured  into  our  hearts  to  know  the  Incarnation  of 
His  Son  Jesus  Christ,  it  leads  us,  by  His  Cross  and  Passion  to 
the  glory  of  His  Resurrection. 

Of  the  Resurrection  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  Church  teaches, 
in  the  Creeds  commonly  called  the  Apostles'  and  Nicene  Creeds, 
that  '^  the  third  day  He  rose  again  from  the  dead  according  to  the 
Scriptures  "  ;  and  in  the  fourth  Article  of  Religion  that  He  *'  did 
truly  rise  again  from  death,  and  took  again  His  body,  with  flesh, 
bones,  and  all  things  appertaining  to  the  perfection  of  man's 
nature."  The  teaching  of  the  New  Testament  gathers  the  whole 
fact  and  force  of  the  apostolic  evidence  about  this  truth.  The 
Apostles  were  ordained  to  be  "  witnesses  of  the  Resurrection." 
By  every  test  of  enmity  overcome,  of  unbelief  converted,  and  of 
love  and  longing  satisfied  and  convinced,  Christ  moves  through  the 
New  Testament  Scriptures,  "the  first-begotten  of  the  dead,"  His 
voice.  His  wounds.  His  words,  and  His  familiar  ways  all  testify- 
ing to  His  identity :  "  Behold  My  hands  and  My  feet,  that  it  is  I 
Myself ;  handle  Me  and  see ;  for  a  spmt  hath  not  flesh  and  bones, 
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as  ye  see  Me  have  " ;  *'  I  delivered  unto  you  first  of  all  that  which 
I  also  received,  how  that  Christ  died  for  our  sins  according  to  the 
Scriptures ;  and  that  He  was  buried,  and  that  He  rose  again  the 
third  day  according  to  the  Scriptures ;  and  that  He  was  seen  of 
(Cephas,  then  of  the  twelve ;  after  that,  He  was  seen  of  above  five 
hundred  brethren  at  once,  of  whom  the  greater  part  remain  unto 
this  present,  but  some  are  fallen  asleep ;  after  that  He  was  seen  of 
James,  then  of  all  the  Apostles ;  and  last  of  all  He  was  seen  of  me 
also,  as  of  one  bom  out  of  due  time." 

This  Church  nowhere  teaches,  and  does  not  tolerate  the  teaching, 
that  the  Resurrection  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  was  a  so-called 
spiritual  resurrection,  which  took  place  when  the  vital  union  of  His 
mortal  body  and  His  human  soul  was  dissolved  by  death,  and  that 
the  fieshly  tabernacle  saw  corruption  in  the  grave  and  was  turned 
to  dust.  This  would  be  to  make  the  Resurrection  take  place  from 
the  Cross  and  not  from  the  sepulchre.  This  would  make  void  the 
purport  and  the  power  of  the  great  argument  of  the  Apostle  in  the 
Epistle  to  the  Hebrews,  as  to  the  eternal  Priesthood  of  the  risen 
and  ascended  Lord,  Who  '*ever  liveth  to  make  intercession  for 
us,"  Who  "  by  His  own  blood  entered  in  once  into  the  holy  place, 
having  obtained  eternal  redemption  for  us,"  and  by  the  power  of 
His  prevailing  intercession  has  given  us  '*  boldness  to  enter  into 
the  holiest  by  the  blood  of  Jesus,  by  a  new  and  living  way,  which 
He  hath  consecrated  for  us,  through  the  veil,  that  is  to  say.  His 
fiesh  " ;  it  would  mar  the  Human  Nature  of  Christ,  and  tend  to  the 
dividing  of  His  one  Person,  or  to  the  commingling  of  His  two 
Natures ;  it  would  blot  out  the  vision  vouchsafed  to  the  Apostle 
and  Evangelist  St.  John,  of  the  "  Lamb  as  it  had  been  slain,"  and 
it  would  silence  the  unceasing  song  of  the  redeemed :  "  Thou  wast 
slain,  and  hast  redeemed  us  to  God  by  Thy  blood  out  of  every 
kindred,  and  tongue,  and  people,  and  nation." 

We  have  not  undertaken  to  discuss  these  great  doctrinal  ques- 
tions in  detail ;  nor  are  we  delivering  our  private  and  personal 
opinion  on  these  vital  subjects.  We  are  speaking,  not  as  truth- 
seekers,  but  as  truth-receivers,  "ambassadors  in  bonds" ;  even  as 
St.  Paul  says,  *' That  which  we  also  received  deliver  we  unto  you." 
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Our  sole  inquiry  is:  What  does  this  Church  teach?    What  is  the 
declaration  of  God's  Holy  Word  ? 

And  here  we  rest ;  for  the  Pi-iest's  vow  is  to  minister  the  Doc- 
trine, as  well  as  the  Sacraments  and  the  Discipline  of  Christ,  ^^  as 
this  Church  hath  received  the  same,"  and  because  she  hath  received 
it  *'  according  to  the  commandments  of  God."     And  the  true  lover 
of  God,  the  Theophilus,  who  would  "  know  the  certainty  of  those 
things"  wherein  he  is  instructed,  who  would  have  "  a  declaration 
of  those  things  which  are  most  surely  believed  among  us,"  must 
receive  them  as  they  ' '  delivered  them  unto  us  which  were  eyewit- 
nesses and  ministers  of  the  Word." 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  by  all  —  Bishops,  Priests,  Deacons, 
and  Laymen —  that  the  facts  and  truths  which  lie  at  the  basis  of 
the  religion  of  Christ  are  eternal  facts  and  eternal  truths,  stamped 
with  the  assurance  which  Divine  infallibility  gives.     A  Revelation, 
the  conditions  of  which  should  be  pliable  to  the  caprices  of  specu- 
ktive  thought,  would  be  thereby  voided  of  all  that  makes  revela- 
tion final  and  sure.     A  Creed  whose  statements  could  be  changed 
to  accord  with  the  shifting  currents  of  opinion  or  sentiment,  or 
with  the  trend  of  thought  in  each  succeeding  generation,  would 
cease  to  command  and  guide  the  loyalty  of  the  people,  and  would 
not  be  worthy  of  the  respect  of  mankind.     The  Creeds  of  the 
Catholic  Church  do  not  represent  the  contemporaneous  thought  of 
any  age ;  they  declare  eternal  truths,  telling  what  God  has  taught 
man  and  done  for  man,  rather  than  what  man  has  thought  out  for 
himself  about  God.     They  are  voices  from  above,  from  Him  "  with 
Whom  is  no  variableness,  neither  shadow  of   turning,"  and,  as 
such,  are  entitled  to  our  implicit  faith.     Grave  peril  to  souls  lies 
in  the  acceptance  of  the  letter  of  the  Creeds  in  any  other  than  the 
plain  and  definitely  historical  sense  in  which  they  have  been  inter- 
preted by  the  consentient  voice  of  the  Church  in  all  ages.     Fixed- 
ness of  interpretation  is  of  the  essence  of  the  Creeds,  whether  we 
view  them  as  statements  of  facts,  or  as  dogmatic  tniths  founded 
upon  and  deduced  from  these  facts,  and  once  for  all  determined  by 
the  operation  of  the  Holy  Ghost  upon  the  mind  of  the  Church.     It 
were  derogatory  to  the  same  Blessed  Spirit  to  suggest  that  any 
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Other  than  the  original  sense  of  the  Creeds  may  be  lawfully  held 
and  taught.  It  becomes  us,  moreover,  to  consider  that  Chris- 
tianity reconstructed  as  to  its  Faith  must  logically  admit  a  recon- 
struction of  the  ethics,  the  spiritual  life,  the  worship,  the  ministerial 
and  sacramental  agencies,  and  the  good  works  which  have  ever  been 
the  benign  products  of  the  ancient  truths.  Such  results  we  see  in 
unhappy  abundance  all  around  us ;  and  they  do  not  encourage  us 
to  think  that  it  is  possible  to  improve  the  Christianity  of  our  Lord 
and  Saviour.  There  is  no  Christ  save  the  Christ  of  the  Catholic 
Faith ;  and  it  is  the  blessing  of  this  Christ,  *'  the  same  yesterday, 
and  to-day,  and  for  ever,'*  upon  this  Faith  "  once  for  all  delivered 
to  the  Saints,"  which  assures  to  the  Church  and  the  world  all  that 
ennobles,  beautifies,  and  saves  man. 

n.     The  Inspiration  op  the  Holy  Scriptures. 

There  is  a  manifest  analogy  between  the  embodiment  of  the 
revealed  Word  of  God  in  the  terms  of  human  thought  and  the 
tabernacling  of  the  Personal  Word  of  God  in  our  flesh.  Yet,  at 
the  threshold  of  our  consideration  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  we  are 
constrained  to  observe  this  plain  and  evident  distinction :  that 
while  the  Church,  in  her  Creeds  and  Standards,  has  clearly  and 
precisely  defined  not  only  the  fact^  but  the  method^  of  the  Incarna- 
tion of  Christ,  she  has  confined  herself  to  a  positive  assertion 
of  the  fact  of  the  inspiration  of  Holy  Scripture,  without  any 
definition  of  its  mode^  or  the  exposition  of  any  theory  concerning 
it.  Nevertheless,  the  declaration  of  the  fact  of  Inspiration  is 
unequivocal.  The  Creed  expressly  declares  that  ''the  Holy 
Ghost  spake  by  the  Prophets " ;  the  sixth  Article  of  Religion 
teaches  that  "  Holy  Scripture  containeth  all  things  necessary  to 
salvation  " ;  the  Declaration  for  Orders  signed  by  every  author- 
ized teacher  of  the  Church  commands  him  to  teach  that  ''  the 
Holy  Scriptures  are  the  Word  of  God  " ;  and  the  ordination  vows 
solemnly  taken,  in  the  presence  of  God  and  of  His  Church,  by 
every  Priest  and  Bishop,  bind  them  to  the  statement  that  the 
same  Scriptures  ''contain  all  Doctrine  required  as  necessary  for 
eternal  salvation  through  faith  in  Jesus  Christ." 
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Certain  points  must  be  first  fixed  in  the  consciousness  of  all 
reverent  students  of  God's  Holy  Word.      Concerning*  the  Scrip- 
tures of  the  elder  Covenant,  our  Lord  authenticated  the  teaching 
of  the  ancient  Church,  to  which  "were  committed  the  oracles  of 
God,"  by  His  public  and  official  use  of  the  Canon  of   the  Old 
Testament  Scriptures,  as  we  know  it   to  have  been  read  in  the 
Synagogue  worship  of  the  Jews  of  His  time.     Nor  may  we  forget 
that  He   Himself,    after  His  Resurrection^   declared    that  these 
Scriptures  testified  of  Him,  specifying  them  in  detail  to  the  two 
disciples  on  the  way  to  Emmaus,  when,  *'  beginning  at  Moses  and 
iJl  the  Prophets,  He  expounded  unto  them  in  all  the  Scriptures  the 
things  concerning  Himself,"  and  more  fully  still,  when  standing 
with  the  assembled  Apostles  He  said,  "  These  are  the  words  which 
I  spake  unto  you  while  I  was  yet  with  you,  that  all  things  must  be 
fulfilled  which   are   written   in  the   Law   of  Moses,  and   in  the 
Prophets,  and  in  the  Psalms,  concerning  Me." 

The  Scriptures  of  the  New  Covenant  contain  equally  strong  and 
clear  statements  of  the  Inspiration  of  the  whole  Canon :  as  when 
St.  Paul  says,  "Whatsoever  things  were  written  aforetime  were 
written  for  our  learning  " ;    and  St.  Peter,   ''  Holy  men  of  God 
spake  as  they  were  moved  [borne  on]  by  the  Holy  Ghost "  ;  and 
again  St.  Paul,  with  direct  reference  to  the  Scriptures  of  the  New 
Covenant,  declares  in  the  first  Epistle  to  the  Corinthians,  '*  Which 
things  we  speak,  not  in  the  words  which  man's  wisdom  teacheth, 
but   which   the    Holy   Ghost    teacheth,    comparing    [combining] 
spiritual  things  with  spiritual."     This  is  but  the  realization  of  our 
Lord's  promise,  from  which  all  examination  of  the  meaning  of  the 
peculiar  and  unique  Inspiration  of  the  writers  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment Scriptures  ought  to  begin.     It  is  the  men  who  are  inspired, 
and  not  primarily  the  book ;  and  it  was  to  the  men  that  our  Lord 
gave  the  promise  and  assurance  of  Inspiration,  when  He  said : 
*'The  Comforter,  which  is  the  Holy  Ghost,  Whom  the  Father  will 
send  in  My  Name,  He  shall  teach  you  all  things,  and  bring  all 
things  to  your  remembrance,  whatsoever  I  have  said  unto  you  "  ; 
*' When  He,  the  Spirit  of  truth,  is  come,  He  will  giride  you  into  all 
tnith  "  ;   "He  shall  glorify  Me,  for  He  shall  receive  of  Mine,  and 
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and  confirm,  but  to  undermine  and  weaken  faith.  This  danger 
exists,  and,  unless  it  shall  be  conscientiously  avoided  by  every 
teacher  of  the  Church,  the  coming  generations  may  live  to  see  ''  & 
famine  in  the  land,  not  a  famine  of  bread,  nor  a  thirst  for  water, 
but  of  hearing  the  words  of  the  Lord." 

The  Inspiration  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  is  a  postulate  of  faith, 
not  a  corollary  of  criticism.  It  cannot  lawfully  be  questioned  by 
any  Christian  man,  and  least  of  all  by  men  who  have  sealed  their 
convicticJn  of  the  certainty  of  the  Faith  with  the  solemn  vows  of 
Ordination.  Outside  of  the  domain  of  faith,  there  may  be  unde- 
termined questions  touching  matters  which,  to  some  minds,  may 
seem  to  be  almost  essential  to  the  integrity  of  the  Christian  scheme, 
but  which  cannot  be  necessaiy  to  salvation.  In  this  border-lt^nd, 
thinking  minds  will  appreciate  and  reverently  and  conscientiously 
use  the  freedom  which  is  accorded  to  them ;  but  they  will  not  carry 
their  liberty  over  into  the  realm  of  adjudicated  truth.  Their  obli- 
gations to  God,  as  men  aud  as  priests,  bind  them  in  a  holy  and 
blessed  servitude  to  £he  truth ;  and  a  consciousness  of  their  own 
honest  loyalty  is  essential  to  their  self-respect. 

Under  the  instiniction  of  their  Divine  Master,  the  first  ambas- 
sadors of  Christ  knew  how  fruitless  even  a  high  degree  of  evan- 
gelic acti\'ity  must  be  without  unflinching  loyalty  to  a  body  of 
Doctrine  once  for  all  delivered  and  received.  In  the  ages  all 
along,  since  the  first  Council  was  held  in  Jerusalem,  the  safety 
and  honour  of  the  Church  have  been  endangered  as  much  by  the 
inroads  of  disbelief  in  revelation,  and  by  lax  constructions  of 
creeds  and  oaths  of  allegiance,  as  by  the  idolatry  of  the  East,  or 
the  barbarism  of  the  West. 

Not  less  plain  is  this  condition,  and  not  less  shaip  is  the  test 
of  obedience,  in  this  land  and  at  this  time,  in  the  matter  of  the 
Church's  formularies  of  worship.  Seductions  to  lawlessness 
abounding  in  a  civilization  showy  rather  than  strong,  in  commu- 
nities of  eager  enterprise,  intellectual  pride,  social  agitation,  and 
vast  material  opportunities,  lay  upon  the  Church  a  solemn  obliga- 
tion to  abide  steadfastly  in  the  unchanging  principles  of  her  com- 
mission and  her  confessions,  and  in  the  dignity  and  simplicity  of 
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her  acknowledged  offices  and  standards ;  not  forgetting  that  spirit- 
ual life  must  decay,  not  only  when  pledges  are  emptied  of  their 
meaning,  but  when  fonnularies  are  maimed  of  their  integrity.    No 
specious  plea  of  progress,  liberty,  independence,  or  comprehension 
can  weaken  in  the  least  the  constraining  obligation  of  a  covenant 
of  conformity.     A  heresy  which  would  seek  at  the  Altar  protection 
from  the  penalty  of  a  violated  vow  forfeits  the  respect  and  tender- 
ness due  to  honest  doubt.     We  therefore  earnestly  entreat  you, 
dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy,  that  you  "stand  fast  in  the  liberty 
therewith  Christ  hath  made  you  free,"  that  you  "declare  the 
vhole  counsel  of  God,'*  as  this  Church  hath  received  the  same,  that 
you  exercise  discipline  without  fear,   "not  handling  the  Word  of 
God  deceitfully,"  "  holding  the  mystery  of  the  faith  in  a  pure 
conscience,"  and   "by  manifestation  of   the   truth   commending 
yourselves  to  every  man's  conscience  in  the  sight  of  God." 

So  exhorting  you,  dearly  beloved  in  the  Lord,  and  beseeching 
the  Father  of  mercies  to  "  stablish,  strengthen,  and  settle"  you 
and  the  flocks  entrusted  to  our  care,  wc  "  commend  you  to  God, 
and  to  the  Word  of  His  grace,  which  is  able  to  build  you  up,  and 
to  give  you  an  inheritance  among  all  them  which  are  sanctified."

REPORT   OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE 

CHURCH. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Title  I.,  Canon  17,  Section  3, 
of  the  Digest,  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  re8i>ectfully 
submit  the  following  report :  — 

Since  the  last  General  Convention  ten  of  the  Bishops  and  many  of  the 
Clergy  and  faitliful  laymen  of  this  Church  have  been  called  from  their 
labours  on  earth  to  the  rest  of  Paradise.  Three  Bishops  whose  lot  it  was 
to  spend  many  years  in  the  Episcopate,  the  Bishops  of  California,  Texas, 
and  Vermont,  three  others  whose  ministry  in  Holy  Orders  had  been 
prolonged,  the  Bishops  of  South  Carolina,  Central  Pennsylvania,  and 
North  Carolina,  and  four  others  whose  Episcopates  were  comparatively 
brief,  yet  fruitful,  the  Bishops  of  Olympia,  Indiana,  Kansas,  and  Mas- 
sacliusetts,  have  been  summoned  to  lay  down  their  staffs.  And  so  with 
the  other  Clergy  departed  hence,  death  hath  claimed  now  this  one,  now 
that,  the  young  and  strong  and  vigorous,  the  aged  who  were  but  tarry- 
ing for  their  call. 

Into  the  room  of  these  have  come  others.  Fourteen  Bishops  have  been 
consecrated.  Four  of  tlie!*e  to  serve  Missionary  Districts,  erected  at  the 
last  General  Convention,  the  Bishops  of  Spokane,  Southern  Florida, 
Oklahoma,  and  We«iteru  Colorado,  tlie  latter  since  translated  to  Olympia. 
Six  Bishops  have  been  consecrated  for  vacant  Sees,  the  Bishops  of 
Tokyo,  Slianghai,  Massachusetts,  Vennont,  Indiana,  and  Kansas,  and 
four  as  Bishops  Coadjutor  in  the  Dioceses  of  South  Carolina,  Tennessee, 
North  Carolina,  and  Virginia.  We  may  also  note  that  as  a  consequent  to 
action  had  in  this  (reneral  Convention  we  may  anticipate  the  election  of 
six  other  Bishops  in  the  immediate  future. 

The  Diocesan  reports  of  all  of  our  Dioceses  and  Missionary  Districts 
have  been  received.  We  regret  that  a  number  of  them  were  not  for- 
warded in  the  time  required  by  law,  whereby  considerable  inconvenience 
has  been  occasioned.  We  regret,  also,  that  in  several  instances  proper 
care  has  not  been  observed  in  filling  out  the  reports.  Items  have  been 
left  unreported,  and  this  too  where  it  cannot  be  questioned  that  a  little 
diligence  could  have  readily  found  the  proper  figures  for  insertion.  An 
entirely  satisfactory  report  of  the  statistics  of  the  Church  can  never  be 
obtained  until  all  who  are  charged  with  the  responsilulty  of  filling  first 
Parochial,  and  then  Diocesan  reports  learn  to  dulv  appreciate  that  respon- 
sibility. The  whole  structure  of  National  Church  Statistics  is  of  such  a 
character  that  every  part  has  a  bearing  upon  every  other  part.  A  defetv 
tive  Parochial  or  Diocesan  Report  here  and  there  weakens  and  destroys 
the  value  of  the  whole  statement.  In  this  way,  also,  the  careless  state- 
ments of  the  few  greatly  weaken  and  depreciate  the  value  of  those  made 
out  with  the  greatest  care.  It  is  not  that  we  are  to  exi)ect  proper  and 
accurate  statements  from  the  majority,  but  rather  such  statements 
from  all. 
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A  tabulation  of  the  returns  presents  these  results :  — 
dumber  of  the  Clergy  reported,  4,643,  of  whom  79  are  Bishops,  4,022, 
I^riests,  and  442,  Deacons.

And  here  it  is  to  be  noted  that  these  statistics  embrace  onlj'  those 
firiven  in  the  several  reports  from  the  Dioceses  and  Missionary  Districts. 
rhe  large  amounts  given  to  the  Board  of  Missions  and  not  reported  to 
the  Dioceses,  in  way  of  legacies  and  otherwise,  to  other  Societies  and 
Boards  of  a  like  character  and  also  not  reported  to  the  Diocesan  author- 
ities, together  with  the  very  considerable  endowments  of  such  Boards 
and  Societies,  as  well  as  those  of  our  Universities,  Seminaries,  Colleges, 
and  Schools  not  Diocesan,  are  not  included  in  these  statements.  It 
might  be  well  if  a  way  should  ])e  found  to  gather  these  items  to  be  incor- 
porated in  future  statements. 

Your  Committee  urgently  request  that  the  several  Dioceses  make  their 
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blanks  for  Parochial  reports  conform  to  that  of  the  General  Convention 
and  that  this  be  done  at  once,  in  order  that  the  returns  to  the  next  Gen- 
eral Convention  may  be  full  and  complete. 

There  are  some  lessons  of  interest  to  be  gathered  from  the  exhibit 
made.  There  are  nearly  three  hundred  more  clergy  to-day  than  there 
were  three  years  ^o,  a  gain  of  about  seven  per  cent.  There  have  l)een 
1,132  ordinations  (Deacons  and  Priests),  or  an  increase  of  24  per  cent  over 
the  like  period  covered  in  the  last  report.  The  number  of  Candidates  for 
Holy  Orders  is,  however,  not  as  large  as  it  was  three  years  ago ;  the 
difference  is  slight,  but  it  indicates  a  halt  and  gives  food  for  thought. 
There  is  an  increase  of  69  in  the  number  of  Lay  Readers. 

Passing  for  a  space  from  this  matter,  we  note  with  great  gratification 
the  very  large  number  of  baptisms  and  of  persons  confirmed.  Our 
Communicants  number  to-day  67,571  more  than  three  years  ago,  an 
increase  of  over  12i  per  cent. 

Your  Committee  believe  that  the  difference  between  the  rate  of 
increase  of  our  Communicants  and  that  of  our  Clergy  demands  very 
serious  thought.  Our  communicants  are  increasing  at  the  rate  of  say  12 
per  cent  in  three  years,  while  the  increase  in  the  number  of  the  Clergy 
is  but  7  per  cent,  and  there  is  no  increase  in  the  number  of  our  Can- 
didates for  Holy  Orders.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  the  Clergy- 
ought  to  keep  pace  with  that  of  the  Communicants.  It  does  not.  We 
have  need  to  pray  the  Lord  of  the  Harvest  that  he  will  send  forth  labour- 
ers into  His  Harvest,  and  we  have  need  everywhere  to  select  and  put 
forward  men  who  shall  be  cultured  in  the  skill  to  labour  in  the  Master's 
fields. 

And  here  we  are  estopped  to  be  reminded  that  the  ^eat  number  of 
Clergy  unemployed,  as  it  is  phrased,  would  seem  to  inScate  that  there 
is  no  very  large  need  of  a  further  increase  of  the  Clergy. 

We  are  precluded  from  any  thought  that  the  large  proportion  of  these 
gentlemen  are  other  than  good  men  and  true.  It  is  our  belief  that  a  chief 
cause  for  the  increase  of  tlie  number  of  the  unemployed  is  to  be  found  in 
the  insufficiency  and  in  the  diminution  of  the  stipends  of  the  Clergy.  If 
our  Communicants  largely  increase  in  number,  and  their  corporate  abil- 
ity to  contribute  to  the  support  of  the  Clergy  decreases,  we  may  find  the 
cause  in  the  fact  that  more  and  more  the  **  masses  "  of  our  population, 
the  poor  of  our  villages  and  our  cities  are  having  the  Gospel  preached 
to  them. 

Our  people  must  be  reminded  most  seriously  of  the  very  great  need  of 
an  increase  of  funds  for  the  support  of  the  Clergy.  The  Communicants 
are  multiplying  much  more  rapidly  tiian  are  the  shepherds  who  are  to 
fold  and  tend  tnem.  We  have  67,571  more  Communicants  to-day  than  in 
1892,  and  but  157  more  Priests.  The  Pastors  that  we  have  must  be 
supported  and  kept  in  their  places,  and  their  number  ought  to  be  largely 
increased. 

We  earnestly  appeal  to  the  people  to  give  of  their  poverty  to  the 
Priest  set  over  them  in  the  Lord,  that  he  may  live  and  abide  with  them. 
The  division  of  the  loaf  and  tlie  cruse  with  God*s  prophet  will,  as  of  old, 
bring  into  the  house  renewed  life  and  joy. 

We  earnestly  call  upon  our  youth  to  offer  themselves  for  God's  work  in 
His  Ministry;  to  offer  themselves  with  confidence,  not  in  any  personal 
ability  to  earn  a  livelihood,  but  in  humble  trust  that  the  Lord  will  give 
them  their  daily  bread.  From  amidst  scenes  that  in  the  last  generation 
knew  those  who  dwelt  at  Xashotah  and  at  Faribault,  we  call  the  youth 
of  to-<iay,  that  they  in  turn  show  forth  the  heroism  of  Christian  Faith. 

To  pass  on,  we  note  that  in  the  triennium  last  past  there  have  been 
7,388  more  baptisms  and  5,836  more  persons  confirmed  than  in  the  like 
period  immediately  preceding. 
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It  is  gratifying  to  murk  ttiat  the  increase  of  the  teachers  in  our  Sun- 
day Schools  keeps  pace  with  the  inflow  of  pupils.  We  have  24,073  more 
pupils  than  three  years  ago,  and  2,685  more  teachers.  The  great  in- 
crease of  duties  and  responsibilities  that  have  come  upon  our  parish 
Priests  as  their  flocks  have  multiplied,  and  they  have  been  unable  to  pro- 
cure clerical  assistance,  has  necessitated  a  call  upon  the  energies  of  their 
laymen,  and  glad  and  willing  has  been  the  response.  In  the  Sunday 
School,  in  the  lane  and  alley,  m  the  Guild  room,  and  in  the  Mission  field, 
the  laity  have  shown  themselves  glad  helpers  in  the  Lord. 

The  number  of  our  Parishes  and  Missions  is  6,125,  which  is  an  increase 
of*  over  nine  and  one  half  per  cent  in  the  trieunium.  Over  eighty  per 
cent  of  our  church  edifices  are  free  and  open  to  all  comers.  The  reports 
show  that  we  have  536  more  church  edifices  than  three  years  ago,  and 
that,  therefore,  we  can  repeat  what  your  Ck)mmittee  said  at  that  time. 
Every  other  day  in  this  trienuium  also  has  seen  a  church  completed. 
The  increase  in  the  number  of  our  Parishes  and  Missions  is  practically 
the  same  as  is  the  increase  in  the  number  of  our  church  edifices.  So 
that  it  can  also  be  said  that  every  other  day  has  seen  a  new  work 
commenced. 

A  gratifying  increase  is  shown  in  the  number  of  rectories.  There 
are  now  1,941  against  1,521  three  years  ago,  an  increase  of  over  twenty- 
seven  per  cent. 

The  number  of  our  homes  and  institutions  for  the  comfort  or  care  of 
the  needy  and  the  distressed  has  increased  from  257  to  320,  or  nearly  a 
fourth  more. 

It  is  said  that  we  may  estimate  a  religious  population  by  multiplying 
the  number  of  communicants  by  five.  If  we  do  this,  we  shall  find  the 
number  of  adherents  we  may  fairly  claim  is  3,092,500. 

The  total  contributions  of  our  people  have  been  $305,102.23  in  the  last 
three  years,  less  than  during  the  like  period  immediately  preceding. 
The  distress  of  the  Nation  in  these  years  readily  accounts  for  this. 

Your  Committee  have  been  asked  to  consider  the  propriety  of  the  hold- 
ing special  services  upon  the  fourth  day  of  July  in  each' year.  Your 
Committee  believe  that  the  Nation  cannot  endure  unless  a  spirit  of  true 
patriotism  prevail.  It  is  well  that  the  people  should  feel  their  strength 
by  civic  and  military  display  upon  Independence  Day.  It  is  well  that 
the  people  assemble  on  that  day  to  have  rehearsed  to  them  the  ethics  of 
government.  But  knowledge  without  righteousness  is  vain;  power 
without  love  is  a  danger ;  love  of  country  without  love  of  God  is  a  per- 
version. We  pray  that  this  Nation  may  endure,  but  it  cannot  if  the 
blessing  of  Almighty  God  rest  not  upon  it.  Your  Committee  believe 
that  this  Nation  and  this  people  has  need  to  be  taught  these  things.  It 
is  the  duty  of  the  Church  to  strive  to  guide  the  people  of  the  land  into 
the  safe  paths  of  enduring  peace.  It  will  conduce  to  this  end  if,  upon 
Independence  Day,  the  church  bell  calls  to  prayer,  and  a  goodly  part  of 
the  annual  commemoration  of  the  Nation's  birth  is  had  within  the  courts 
of  the  Lord's  Sanctuary. 

Much  complaint  has  come  to  your  Committee  of  the  flagrant  violation 
of  the  Canons  by  a  number  of  our  Lay  Readers.  The  Canon  forbids 
the  assumption  by  them  of  the  dress  peculiar  to  the  Clergymen  minis- 
tering in  the  Congregation,  yet  we  are  iufonned  that  it  is  not  uncom- 
mon for  a  Lay  Reader  to  wear  the  Stole.  The  Canon  forbids  them  to 
deliver  sermons  of  their  own  composition,  and  yet  it  is  reported  that 
^ome  have  been  known  so  to  do.  The  discipline  of  the  Church  should 
^>«  enforced,  and  the  directions  of  the  Canons  strictly  observed.  The 
C^Iergy  under  whom  the  Lay  Reader  is  placed  should  be  held  to  a  strict 
«v<jcount  for  any  infraction  of  law  by  his  Lay  Reader. 

Complaint  is  made  that  the  discipline  of  the  Church  in  one  P«x\%\v\% 
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not  given  due  credit  in  another,  and  this  particularly  in  the  matter  of 
Divorce.  It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the  prohibitions  of  the 
Canon  on  Divorce  should  be  enforced.  The  penalties  inflicted  by  the 
law  should  not  be  lightly  regarded,  and  judgments  entered  in  one  Parish 
ouffht  to  have  equal  credit  m  another  when  the  guilty  party  removes  to 
such  other  Parish.  Your  Committee  believe  the  time  opportune  to  reas- 
sert the  laws  of  God  prohibiting  divorce  in  general.  These  laws,  no 
Statute  of  the  State  can,  we  believe,  set  aside,  or  annul.  This,  our 
people  ought  to  clearly  understand. 

Your  Committee  earnestly  desire  that  the  canon  on  the  re-marriage- of 
divorced  persons  be  strictly  enforced.  The  decree  of  the  Civil  Court 
shoidd  in  all  cases  be  taken  as  determining  the  cause  of  divorce. 

Your  Committee  are  very  thankful  to  be  able  to  report  very  satisfactory 
progress  in  ministering  to  the  Swedes  now  dwelling  in  our  land. 
Among  them  there  are  now  twenty  Parishes  and  Missions,  seventeen 
clergymen  and  2,530  communicants.  These  statistics  Justify  the  belief 
that  our  endeavours  on  behalf  of  the  Swedes  will  in  the  future,  as  in  the 
past,  be  abundantly  blessed. 

Yom-  Committee  are  desired  to  remind  the  youth  of  our  Parishes  that 
they  ought  to  exercise  a  wise  discrimination  in  the  choice  of  their 
amusements,  and  that  they  should  be  impressed  with  the  truth  that 
personal  piety  should  not  be  sacriflced  to  personal  gratification.  They 
should  recognize  the  fact  that  there  are  amusements  tliat  for  them 
would  seriously  impede  their  spiritual  growth,  and  that  Itom  all  such 
amusements  they  owe  it  to  themselves  to  refrain.  They  also  need  to 
make  it  a  rule  unto  themselves  to  abstain  from  amusements  at  times  and 
seasons  appointed  by  the  Church  to  be  devoted  to  acts  and  exercises  of 
devotion.  Grod  has  placed  the  impress  of  His  Name  upon  the  day  com- 
monly called  Sunday,  and  has  set  it  apart  and  consecrated  it  as  His. 

The  attention  of  your  C'ominittee  has  been  called  to  the  growing  prac- 
tice upon  the  part  of  members  of  this  Church  of  giving  or  participating 
in  social  entertainments  on  the  afternoon  or  evening  of  the  Lord's 
Day.  It  is  our  deliberate  judj^ment  that  such  infractions  of  the  sacred- 
ness  of  the  Day  of  Kest  and  Worship  are  pernicious  to  the  growth  of 
Religion  among  our  people  and  should  be  rebuked  by  our  Parish  Clergy. 
They  are  destructive  of  the  use  of  the  day  as  a  day  of  worship  and 
praise  and  lower  the  tone  of  the  spiritual  life  of  those  who  indulge  in 
them.  Still  furtlier  are  they  to  be  deprecated  because  they  lay  upon 
domestic  servants  an  unwarrantable  burden,  and  deprive  them  of  the 
opportunity  of  enjoying  the  privileges  of  the  Day  of  Rest. 

Friday  is  a  day  the  Church  has  dedicated  not  as  the  special  day  for 
parties,  nor  for  V^'eater  hilarity  than  is  common  upon  other  days'i  but 
rather  for  very  different  purposes.  Let  our  youth  hear  the  Church, 
reading  her  directory  concerning  the  days  for  fasting  and  abstinence. 
Spiritual  growth  and  true  piety  cannot  well  be  hoped  for  unless  heed  is 
given  to  the  rules  of  the  Church.  Let  our  people  also  remember  that 
there  is  no  allowance  for  a  break  in  the  Lententide.  We  would  spec- 
ially ask  that  these  matters  be  considered  by  our  chief  pastors,  and  that 
they  so  instruct  the  Church.  We  ask  also  that  they  admonish  them 
that  Holy  Week  is  not  a  season  set  apart  for  preparations  for  any  amuse- 
ments to  be  had  in  Easter  week. 

Your  Committee  have  learned  with  pleasure  the  measures  adopted  for 
the  comfort  of  retired  Clergrymen,  and  of  the  progress  made  in  provid- 
ing for  a  pension  fund.  There  is  scarcely  another  object  wliere  a  large 
endowment  would  be  of  more  benefit  to  the  Church,  than  a  provision  by 
which  a  service  pension  could  be  insured  to  all  our  Clergy  upon  th'e 
completion  of  a  definite  term  of  labour.  Such  is  the  lack  of  means  in  the 
proper  funds  that  our  Missionary  treasm*y  is  called  upon  to  supply  the 
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needs,  and  this  we  learn  to  the  extent  of  several  thousand  dollars  anna- 
ally.    The  proper  funds  should  be  filled  up  and  the  Mission  funds  left 
lor  the  aggressive  work  of  the  Church.    We  desire  in  as  emphatic  words 
as  we  can  command  to  present  a  caution  in  this  matter  to  the  Church. 
The  royalty  on  the  Hymnal  has  been  a  large  contributor  the  last  two 
years  to  these  funds.    The  demand  for  the  Hymnal  cannot  be  as  great 
in  future;   there  will  be  a   probable  falling  off  of  receipts  from  this 
royalty.    There  is  llkelv  to  be,  in  the  very  near  future,  pressing  need 
tor  personal  and  parochial  contrtbutious  to  make  up  for  this  loss.    We 
urge  our  Diocesan  Conventions  to  take  order  to  name  a  day,  or  days, 
upon  which  contributions  shall  be  asked  for  these  objects,  to  be  devoted 
to  either  the  Diocesan  or  General  Funds,  or  both,  as  may  be  deemed 
expedient. 

Your  Committee  have  reason  to  trust  that  the  interests  of  Capital  and 
Labor,  where  antagonistic,  are  being  happily  adjusted  in  many  instances. 
The  Church  must  ever  stand  for  that  which  is  Just,  and  must  be  teaching 
boUi  the  employer  and  the  employee  that  he  must  not  demand  more 
than  his  due.  It  is  the  endeavour  of  the  Church  to  bring  to  pass  the  con- 
dition where  no  man  shall  consent  to  permit  himself  to  oppress  the  hire- 
ling in  his  wages  nor  he  who  is  hired  to  interfere  with  his  employer  in 
hl8  just  rights. 

We  are  Informed  of  growing  diversities  in  the  matter  of  the  services 
of  the  Church,  and  of  nabitual  and  flagrant  disregard  of  the  rubrical 
directions  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer.  Our  attention  has  been  par- 
ticalarly  directed  to  the  fact  that  in  many  places  that  which  is  allowed 
on  days  "  not  a  Sunday,"  is  practised  on  Sundays.  The  rubrics  relating 
to  Morning  Prayer  and  the  reading  of  the  Decalogue  are  those  most  com- 
monly violated.  All  who  have  direction  of  the  rendering  of  Divine  Ser- 
vice ought  to  make  a  study  of  the  law,  and  see  to  it  that  they  walk  in  its 
ways.  Your  Committee  also  regret  to  learn  of  violations  of  the  rubric 
governing  the  method  of  administering  the  Blessed  Sacrament.  It  is 
oar  hope  that  a  study  of  the  law  will  bring  to  pass  a  proper  observance 
of  it,  and  that  soon  these  complaints  will  find  no  justification. 

We  rejoice  to  know  that  in  several  places  schools  have  been  established 
for  the  training  of  Deaconesses.  Woman's  work  has  been  so  woven  into 
the  Church's  work  that  it  has  come  to  be  an  integral  factor  of  it,  and  its 
very  great  value  is  evident  unto  all.  llie  more  intelligent  the  workers 
are  on  these  lines,  as  on  every  other,  the  greater  the  benefit  that  may  be 
anticipated.  These  schools,  we  learn,  are  doing  good  and  faithful  work. 
They  deserve  the  highest  commendation. 

There  is  a  growing  necessity  for  the  translation  of  the  Book  of  Com- 
mon Prayer  into  foreign  tongues.  Tliere  are  many  thousands  of  all  the 
chief  nations  of  Europe  dwelling  in  our  land,  and  there  Is  pressing 
necessity  to  place  our  manual  of  devotions  in  their  hands,  written  in  a 
tongue  understood  by  them.  We  urge  the  hastening  of  the  work  of 
translation.  Specially  do  we  urge  the  immediate  publication  of  the 
Catechism  in  such  foreign  languages,  as  there  is  a  pressing  need  for  it 
in  the  classes  of  our  Sunday  Schools,  where  the  children  of  parents  of 
foreign  birth  are  being  largely  gathered.  It  would  be  a  very  useful 
missionary  in  the  homes  of  sueli  children. 

Your  Committee  are  gratified  to  know  of  the  large  number  of  Prayer 
Books  that  have  been  distributed  in  the  last  three  years.  We  are 
informed  that  one  million,  one  hundred  thousand  have  passed  into  the 
hands  of  the  people.  We  believe  that  the  Prayer  Book  is  a  good  mis- 
sionary, and  that  it  is  wise  to  send  it  out  aniongthe  people  that  know  it 
not.  The  placing  of  copies  in  the  rooms  of  the  hotels  of  our  land  is  a 
measure  that  has  borne  and  will  bear  abundant  fruit.  We  suggest  also 
that  effort  be  made  to  give  a  copy  of  the  Prayer  Book  to  every  pupil  in 
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jur  Sunday  Schools.    A  very  active  propaganda  for  the  Church  would 
be  thug  established. 

Our  attention  has  been  directed  to  the  thoughtful  care  for  the  weak 
and  the  suffering  that  has  been  exhibited  in  the  erection  of  institutions 
well  equipped  for  such  beneficent  work.  The  care  taken  in  many  of 
these  to  so  order  them  that  their  inmates  are  not  pauperized,  is  worthy 
of  all  commendation.  Among  the  new  institutions  we  think  it  interest- 
ing and  important  to  note  the  Home  for  Consumptives,  at  Denver, 
Colorado. 

Your  Committee  have  been  asked  to  suggest  the  propriety  of  all  socie- 
ties holding  trust  funds  publishing  annually  a  full  list  of  all  their  securi- 
ties. We  think  that  it  would  be  much  to  the  advantage  of  all  Boards  to 
publish  annually  a  full  and  clear  statement  of  their  financial  transac- 
tions, together  with  a  complete  list  of  the  securities  in  which  their 
funds  are  invested.  We  recommend  the  adoption  of  this  rule  by  all  so- 
cieties. Boards  and  Vestries  connected  in  any  way  with  the  Church. 

Your  Committee  have  endeavored  to  set  forth  the  necessity  for  a  lar^e 
increase  in  the  number  of  the  Clergy.  The  onward  sweep  of  the  Church, 
gathering  souls  into  her  fold  with  such  rapidity  as  is  evinced  by  the  sta- 
tistics before  given,  demands  that  her  army  as  recruited  be  ofllcered. 
We  may  not  refrain  from  reference  to  the  fact  that  the  men  to  be  drilled 
and  trained  are  generally  and  largely  men  of  brain  and  intellect.  Their 
teachers  must  be  competent  to  instruct  them ;  capable  of  directing  their 
intellectual  activities.  The  men  to  be  set  as  the  prophets  and  teachers 
in  this  Church  must  be  men,  themselves  settled  and  grounded  in  the 
Catholic  Faith ;  thoroughly  trained  themselves  in  the  teacher's  art ;  apt 
to  teach  because  made  skilful  by  familiarity  with  verities  of  the  Divine 
Revelation.  We  earnestly  ask  the  Bishops  of  this  Church,  at  this  time, 
and  from  time  to  time,  as  in  their  judgment,  need  and  necessity  may 
arise,  to  counsel  the  Church  concerning  its  doctrines,  as  well  as  its  di&- 
cipline  and  worship.  It  is  not  for  naught  that  provision  is  made  that 
from  day  unto  day,  and  from  morning  unto  evening,  we  should  repeat 
the  ancient  Creeds.  It  will  not  be  in  vain  should  our  Bishops  be  constant 
in  reiteration  of  the  exposition  which  the  Church,  the  pillar  of  the  truth, 
has  ever  given  to  the  Faith  and  the  Doctrines  she  binds  her  disciples  to 
hold  and  to  profess. 

The  agencies  through  whicli  the  Church  labours  to  bring  men  Into  her 
fold;  to  train  or  teach  them  there;  to  reclaim  tlie  erring;  to  reform  the 
profligate ;  to  restore  the  depraved,  —  the  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew ; 
the  Daughters  of  the  King;  the  Cliurch  Temperance  Society;  the  White 
Cross  Society;  tlie  Girls'  Friendly  Society,  and  the  various  Guilds,  Fra- 
ternities, and  Orders  have  all  been  faithful  in  their  respective  spheres  of 
labor,  and  the  results  of  their  fidelity,  of  their  prayers  and  their  service, 
have  been  a  large  factor  in  the  great  advance  this  Church  has  made  the 
three  years  last  past.  Loyalty  and  love  are  characteristic  not  of  a 
single  diocese,  however  pre-eminejitly  true  it  may  be  of  that  diocese. 
Your  Committee  claim  them  for  the  whole  national  Church ;  lovalty  to 
the  Faith  of  the  ages;  love  of  the  Clnireh  so  evidently  adapted  to' the 
conditions  of  the  hour;  these  be  our  watchwords/ as  the  lines  in 
unbroken  array  sweep  onward  to  the  conquest  for  Christ  of  the  peoples 
of  this  land. 

That  the  Canon'  governing  this  rej^ort  may  be  observed,  your  Com- 
mittee submit  the  following  resolution  and  asks  its  adoption  :  — 

Resolved^  That  a  copy  of  the  report  here  i)resented  be  transmitted  to 
our  Reverend  Fathers *in  God,  the  House  of  Bishops,  with  the  request 
that  they  issue  a  Pastoral  letter,  and  asking  their  united  prayers  and 
Episcopal  Benediction. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

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THE  TRTENXIAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OP  MANAGERS 
TO  THE  BOARD  OP  MISSIONS  OP  THE  DOMESTIC  AND 
FOREIGN  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY  OF  THE  PROTESTANT 
EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Society 
the  Board  of  Managers  respectfully  presents  to  the  Board  of  Missions  its 
^xth  Triennial  Report  accompanied  by  the  following  documents : 

I.  The  volume  containing  the  Aiinual  Report  to  the  Missionary 
Council  held  in  Chicago,  October  22  to  26, 1893,  with  which  is  also  bound 
up  the  Proceedings  of  said  Council,  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer,  the 
Annual  Reports  on  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missions  to  which  are  appended 
the  Reports  of  the  several  Missionary  Bishops,  the  Bishop  of  the  Church 
in  Haiti,  and  from  the  Missionary  Jurisdiction  of  Alaska,  the  Report  on 
Trust  Funds,  and  the  Reports  of  Recognized  Auxiliaries. 

II.  The  corresponding  volume  for  the  fiscal  year  1893-94,  containing 
the  Proceedings  of  the  Missionary  Council,  held  in  Hartford,  October  21 
to  24,  1894,  and  the  Reports,  as  above,  submitted  to  it. 

in.  llie  following  reports  (in  pamphlet  form)  relating  to  the  fiscal 
year  1894-95:  The  ^feport  of  the  Treasurer,  the  Annual  Reports  on 
Domestic  and  Foreign  Missions,  to  which  respectively  are  appended  the 
Reports  from  the  Missionary  Jurisdictions,  from  Haiti,  and  abstracts  of 
statements  concerning  the  worlt,  made  this  year  by  some  of  the  Bishopf% 
of  those  Dioceses  receiving  aid  from  the  Board,  and  also  the  reports  of 
recognized  Auxiliaries,  so  far  as  received. 

All  the  foregoing,  taken  together,  comprise  ''  such  an  outline  •'  for 
the  trienniuni  "'  of  the  missionary  work  prosecuted  ...  as  may  serve 
to  give  a  comprehensive  view  of  the  progress,  prospects,  and  present 
condition  of  the  work  of  the  Society  in  the  several  parts  of  the  Domestic 
and  Foreign  fields." 

This  Report,  while  chiefly  occupied  with  the  transactions  of  the  last 
fiscal  year  in  the  instances  indicated,  succinctly  covers  the  whole  term 
since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

THE  CHURCH  MISSIONS  HOUSE. 

The  corner-stone  of  the  Church  Missions  House  was  laid  on  the  south- 
oast  corner  of  Fourth  Avenue  and  Twenty-second  Street  in  New  York 
City  on  October  3,  1892,  two  days  before  the  assembling  of  the  last  Gen- 
eral Convention.  The  building  was  occupied  by  the  Society  on  the  1st  of 
January,  1894,  and  it  was  formally  dedicated'  on  St.  Paul's  Day,  Jan- 
uary 25,  1894.  Thus,  after  more  than  seventy  years,  during  which  the 
Society  had  been  a  tenant  (for  the  last  and  longest  period  a  tenant  of  the 
American  Bible  Society),  this  Society,  representing  our  whole  Church, 
was  established  in  its  own  beautiful  home. 

The  Committee  which  had  in  charge  the  whole  work,  in  handing  over 
the  completed  and  furnished  building  to  the  Board  of  Managers  at  its 
meeting  in  January,  1892,  said  : 

*'  The  Committee  would  express  grateful  appreciation  of  the  gifts 
which  have  enabled  them  to  complete  the  payment  for  the  site  and  build- 
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Ing  without  incurring  expense  for  the  Society,  trespassing  upon  its 
lands,  or  interfering  in  any  way  with  tlie  receipts  for  the  current  work 
-of  Missions.- ' 

The  Board  adopted  the  following  resolution : 

Besolved,  That  the  Board  of  Managers  does  hereby  express  and  place 
upon  record  its  high  appreciation  of  the  generous  gifts  by  means  of 
which  the  Church  Missions  House  has  been  erected,  and  would  extend 
its  hearty  thanks  to  all  persons  who  have  contributed  towards  the  build- 
ing and  furnishing  of  the  same. 

This  is  the  story  in  brief  of  the  Church  Missions  House  since  the  last 
report  to  the  Board  of  Missions.    The  one  thing  especially  to  be  noted  is 
this :  the  valuable  site  was  purchased,  the  building  completed,  and  the 
furnishings  provided  from  gifts  which  were  all  made  for  these  special 
objects,   ^ot  a  dollar  which  was  intended  for  Missions  has  gone  into 
this  enterprise ;  not  even  a  temporary  loan  was  taken  from  the  Mission 
funds  for  the  purpose.    It  is  a  clear  gift  to  the  Church  to  serve  the  cause 
of  >Li8sions.    It  is  a  central  and  attractive  home,  which  draws  Church 
people  when  they  visit  the  great  city  from  all  parts  of  the  land  and  the 
stranger  from  abroad  when  he  enters  this  eastern  gateway  of  the  conti- 
uent.    It«  chapel  chime  calls  them  at  noontide  to  join  in  prayers  and 
supplications  for  the  spread  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ ;  its  reading-room  pre- 
serves on  file   Church  periodicals,  English  as  well  as  American.     It 
provides  accommodations  not  only  for  the  growinjif  needs  of  the  Society, 
but  also  for  kindred  Church  societies,  so  that  it  is  a  rallying  point  for 
Church  workers.    Already  a  number  of  tenants  occupy  portions  of  the 
building,  and  as  the  income  from  rents  increases  it  will  become  an  annual 
contributor  to  the  support  of  Missions.    The  picture  of  the  building  has 
become  familiar  to  children  in  all  parts  of  the  Church,  and  they  regard 
themselves  as  part  owners  of  it.    It  speaks  to  them,  and  to  the  grown 
people  also,  of  Missions  as  the  work  of  the  whole  Church,  reminding 
them  of  the  duty  and  privilege  of  bearing  their  part  In  that  great  work 
^ortheglory  of  God. 

CHANGES  IN  MEMBERSHIP. 

The  following  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  personnel  of  the  Board 
elected  at  the  last  General  Convention :  the  lit.  Kev.  Dr.  Paret's  resigna- 
tion was  accepted  March  14,  1893 ;  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Lyman  died  Decem-r 
^rl3, 1893;  the  Hon.  Henry  P.  Baldwin  died  December  1,  1892,  and  Mr. 
I^emuel  Coffin,  the  oldest  elected  member  of  the  Board,  who  had  served 
for  many  years  previously  in  the  Foreign  Committee,  died  at  his  home 
i^  Philadelphia,  Januarv  4, 1895 ;  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Vincent  was  elected 
to  membership  3Iay  9, 1*893,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Randolph,  March  13,  1894, 
^^d  Mr.  George  Bliss,  Februarv  14,  1893.  There  Is  at  present  one  lay 
vacancy. 

Among  the  ex  officio  members  the  following  deaths  have  occurred :  the

Howe,  Bishop  of  Central  Pennsylvania,  July  31,  1896\ 

During  the  past  year  one  px  officio  member  has  been  added  to  the  list 
by  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  John  Hazen  WTilte  as  Bishop  of 
Indiana,  on  May  1,  1895.  The  other  Bishops  consecrated  have  been 
enumerated  In  tne  two  previous  reports. 
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MATTKKS  REFERRED. 

The  action  of  the  Board  of  Managers  touching  those  matters  which 
were  referred  to  it  by  the  last  General  Convention  or  by  the  Board  of 
Missions,  is  all  recorded  in  the  report  of  the  Bojird  for  1892-3. 

The  request  of  the  House  of  Bishops  that  provision  should  be  made 
for  the  attendance  of  the  Foreign  Bishops  at  tlie  meetings  of  the  General 
Convention  is  practically  answered  by  the  presence  of  all  of  them  at  this 
session. 

It  was  the  pleasure  of  the  Board  of  Missions  in  Baltimore  to  direct  by 
resolution  that  the  interest  and  income  of  the  P^nrolment  Fund  should  be 
applied  for  the  support  of  new  Missionary  Bishops  and  aggressive  work 
in  the  missionary  field  for  and  during  the  time  intervening  until  the 
present  General  Convention.  This  resolution  having  been  carried  into 
effect  by  the  devoting  of  the  said  income  to  the  salaries  of  the  new  Mis- 
sionary pishops,  it  now  becomes  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Missions  to 
take  action,  renewing  its  previous  direction  or  otherwise,  looking  to  the 
use  of  the  interest  of  the  Fund  during  the  next  three  years.  Under  the 
further  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  that  persons  holding  moneys 
collected  for  the  Enrolment  Fund  be  requested  to  get  the  permission  of 
the  subscribers  to  pay  the  sum  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Fund,  there 
has  been  received  about  $6,000:  this  with  the  united  offering  of  the 
Woman's  Auxiliarv  at  Baltimore,  making  the  total  of  the  Fund  on 
September  1,  1896, '^167,696.03. 

With  regard  to  Educational  Subsidies  the  Board  has  within  the  past 
year,  in  addition  to  its  own  action  previouslv  reported  and  the  action  of 
the  Missionary  Council  in  Hartford,  adopted  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved^  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  Board  it  is  inconsistent  with  the 
position  taken  by  the  Board  of  Missions  in  1892  in  regard  to  Government 
appropriations,  for  any  school  occupying  a  building  or  buildings  owned 
by  this  Church  to  receive  grants  of  niouey  from  the  United  States. 

MISSIONARY   JURISDICTIONS. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  in  November  it  was  oflicially  notified 
that  at  a  meeting  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  held  in  the  Church  Mis- 
sions House  on  the  18th  of  October,  acting  under  Title  I.,  Canon  19, 
§  vi.,  [2],  of  the  Digest,  the  House  by  resolution  had  relieved  the 
Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Barker  from  the  exercise  of  Episcopal  functions  in  the 
Missionary  District  of  Western  Colorado  and  directed  him  to  exercise 
Episcopalfuiictious  in  the  Missionary  District  of  Olympia  with  the  title 
of  Missionary  Bishop  of  Olympia.  On  December  11,  the  Board  was 
informed  that  Bishop  Barker  had  accepted  this  action.  In  January  the 
Presiding  Bishop  informed  the  Board  tliat  he  had  temporarily  placed  the 
Missionary  District  of  Western  Colorado  under  Bishop  Barker's  charge, 
which  he  subsequently  relinquished,  when  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  A.  Leonard 
was  assigned  to  the  duty. 

With  the  approbation  of  the  Board  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Barker,  Mission- 
ary Bishop  of  Olympia,  in  the  early  summer,  sent  the  Rev.  George 
Buzzelle  on  a  visit  of  inspection  to  southeastern  Alaska.  His  report  of 
the  openings  for  work  was  so  favourable  that  Bishop  Barker,  with  the 
consent  of  the  Presiding  Bishop,  has  placed  the  Rev.  Dr.  R.  D.  Kevins 
temporarily  at  Juneau  to  hold  the  ground  until  the  mind  of  the  Church 
can  be  known  with  regard  to  occupying  that  important  field.  The  Board 
has  paid  the  expenses  of  both  these  clergymen,  and  at  the  September 
meeting  took  the  following  action : 

liesolcfd^  That  the  Standing  Committee  on  Alaska  be  instructed  to 
present  Bishop   Barker's  statements   with  regard  to  oi)portunities   iu 
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Alaska  to  the  Board  of  Missious  iu  Minneapolis  and  to  the  House  of 
Bijiliops;  urging  the  House  of  Bishops  to  take  immediate  action  witli 
regard  to  the  election  of  a  Bishop  for  that  jurisdiction. 

JUEISDICTION  m  JAPAN. 

Sapplementing  the  last  report  it  is  to  be  said  that  upon  his  return 
from  abroad  Dean  Hoffinan  reported  that  he  had  been  received  most 
affably  by  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  who  expressed  his  readiness 
to  do  anything  iu  his  power  to  have  the  matter  arranged  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  all  parties  concerned  with  respect  to  the  conflicting  jurisdiction 
of  the  Bishops  of  the  Eugiisli  and  American  Churches  in  Japan,  but  as 
the  temporary  agreement  which  was  outlined  last  year  had  been  entered 
into  between  the  Bishops  in  the  field,  the  Dean  felt  that  it  was  useless  to 
pursue  the  matter  further  at  that  time.  At  the  March  meeting  another 
letter  upon  the  subject  was  received  from  Bishop  McKim,  enclosing 
correspondence  drawn  out  by  a  statement  made  bv  Bishop  Bickersteth, 
Bishop  of  the  Church  of  England  in  Japan,  which  had  been  published  in 
an  English  Church  paper,  some  notice  of  this  was  taken  in  *'  The  Spirit 
of  Missions." 

TENURE  OF  PROPERTY  IN  JAPAN. 

For  a  long  time  the  Board  has  been  disturbed  by  the  uncertainty  of 
the  tenure  of  real  property  outside  of  the  Foreign  Concessions  In  Japan. 
Such  property  has  been  held  for  the  most  part  for  our  own  and  for  other 
missionary  societies  by  Japanese  Christians  morally  as  trustees,  but  iu 
the  eye  of  the  law  as  individuals.    In  June,  1894,  the  Board  had  before 
it  a  report  from  one  of  its  legal  members  based  upon  an  exhaustive 
opinion  of  a  Japanese  barrister,  when  the  Secretary  was  authorized  to 
communicate  on  behalf  of  the  Society  with  the  Secretiiry  of  State  for  the 
pnited  States  of  America,  respectfully  calling  attention  to  the  fact  that 
iu  all  other  places  in  the  Japanese  Empire  than  in  the  Foreign  Conces- 
sions at  Osaka  and  Tokyo  the  tenure  of  the  real  property  which  it  has 
purchased  is  very  indefinite  and  uncertain;  stating  that  while  it  is 
anxious  not  to  violate  or  evade  any  Japanese  law,  it  is  also  very  desirous 
that  such  property  acquired  by  the  Society,  outside  of  the  Concessions, 
in  the  progress  of  its  mission  work  might  be  secured  to  it,  and  asking  the 
Secretary  of  State  to  confer  on  this  matter  with  the  Japanese  Govern- 
ment in  such  mode  and  at  such  early  date  as  to  him  might  seem  best. 
In  January  last  a  communication  was  received  from  the  late  Hon.  Walter 
Q.  Gresham,  then  Secretary  of  State,  conveying  the  report  of  Mr.  Dunn, 
the  American  Minister,  to  the  effect  that  under  the  Civil  Code  which  has 
been  adopted,  coming  into  force  in  1896,   it  will  be  possible  for  the 
Society  to  secure  tenure  of  such  property  as  is  referred  to  and  advising 
that  it  refrain  from  any  attempt  to  change  the  existing  conditions  mean- 
while.   The  Board  was  otlierwise  informed,  nevertheless,  that  the  Civil 
Code  was  practically  in  effect  already  and  tliat  no  legislation  on  the  part 
of  the  Japanese  Government  was  necessary  in  the  interim.    ITie  import- 
ant question  then  pending  was  the  erection  of  tlie  Church  of  the  Holy 
Trinity  at  Kyoto,  for  which  tlie  money  had  already  been  especially  pro- 
vided.   Witii  regard  to  this  the  further  information  was  at  hand  tliat  all 
fear  concerning  the  title  to  the  property  had  been  removed;  it  being 
held  by  a  Committee  of  three  trusted  Christians,  one  of  them  a  clergy- 
nian  and  another  a  candidate  for  Deacon's  Orders.     Each  of  the  three 
had  made  a  will  in  wliich  he  dii*clainis  all  rights  to  ownership  since  he 
holds  the  property  as  a  trui*!,  and  they  had  undertaken  to  hand  it  over  to 
the  3ils8ion  just  as  soon  as  the  new  treaty  should  go  into  effect.    In  view 
of  these  circumstances,  under  date  of  March  12,  the  Board  gave  consent 
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to  the  erection  of  said  church  when  the  present  trustees  should  have 
jollied  in  a  paper  declaring  the  trust  and  agreeing  to  deed  the  property 
over  to  the  Mission  so  soon  »s  the  treaty  would  permit. 

COMMISSION  ON  WORK  AMONG  THE  COLOURED  PEOPLE. 

Pursuant  to  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Missions  at  its  last  session  the 
Board  reconstituted  the  Commission  on  Work  among  the  Coloured  People 
^ith  a  membership  of  seven  Bishops,  seven  Presbjiyers,  and  seven  Lay- 
men, as  follows :  The  Rt.  Rev.  Drs.  Dudley,  Randolph,  Paret,  Weed, 
W.  A.  Leonard,  Jackson,  and  Kinsolvinsrithe  Rev.  Drs.  Eccleston, 
Xewton,  McKim,  Capers,  Cheshire,  Jr.,  McVickar,  and  the  Rev.  C.  H. 
Strong,  and  Messrs.  Davis,  Bryan,  King,  McCall,  Pellew,  Reineeke,  and 
Lyman.  Tlie  Rev.  Drs.  Capers,  Cheshire,  and  Newton  having  been  elevated 
to  the  Episcopate,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Eceleston  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Strong  hav- 
ing resigned,  and  Mr.  H.  W.  McCall  having  died,  the  following  gentlemen 
were  elected  to  All  the  vacancies  respectively :  The  Rev.  Severlv  D. 
l\icker,  in  November,  1893,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Mackav  Smith  and  the  feev. 
Dr.  Tiffany,  in  April,  1894 ;  the  Rev.  R.  A.  Goodwin  and  the  Rev.  A.  G.  P. 
Dodge,  Jr.,  in  June,  1894,  and  Mr.  John  Wilkes,  in  November,  1894. 

At  the  June  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  an  appropriation  from 
the  general  funds  of  the  Society,  at  the  rate  of  ^10.000  per  annum,  was 
made  for  the  work  among  the  Coloured  People  for  the  first  quarter  of  the 
fiscal  year  1895-^,  and  the  Commission  at  its  meeting  in  June  made  appro- 
priations for  the  same  term  to  the  several  Dioceses  having  such  work,  for 
King  Hall,  for  the  salary  and  travelling  expenses  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr. 
Pemck,  General  Agent,  and  for  its  own  general  expenses,  limited  to  the 
same  term,  at  the  rate  of  ^55,820. 

RECOGNIZED  AUXILIARIES. 

The  recognized  auxiliaries  are  the  same  as  thojse  reported  at  the  last 
triennial  meeting,  viz. :  The  Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the  Board  of  Missions, 
the  American  Church  Building  Fund  Commission,  the  American  Church 
Missionary  Siviety,  and  the  Church  Society  for  Promoting  Christianity 
amongst  the  Jews.  Their  re|H>rts  will  be  duly  presented  to  the  Boani  of 
Missions.  Their  relations  to  it  are  long  sin*.*e  a  matter  of  record.  Those 
of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  it  should  l>e  rememl^ered.  are  quite  diflfereut 
fr\>m  those  of  the  others,  as  its  otfic^ers  are  elei'ted  by  the  Boanl  itself, 
and  its  exjH^nses  ar*»  all  pn.>vided  by  the  Bi^arxl's  treasury.  A  large  part 
of  its  contributions  comes  into  the  general  biH>ks  of  tlie  Society,  and  a 
proportion  of  these  go  toward  aiding  and  carrying  on  the  work  for 
which  the  Bt»anl  is  res»K»n'iible  by  its  appn>priations.  In  addition  to 
the  many  gi^^ni  works  wiiich  have  become  familiar  through  previous 
report:*,  and  which  have  l^een  regularly  sustained,  the  Auxiliary  this  year 
has  iH^ntributtHl  ^,718  for  a  lVaci>ness  House  in  Shanghai,  and  haspnv 
videii  money  for  building  a  house  for  Mi-^s  Suthon.  at  Aomori.  Japan. 
Ivsides  helping  her  to  uuvt  the  jvrsoual  loss  caused  by  fire;  they  liave 
vvutributeti  largely  tow  ar\l  the  new  buildings  for  St'.  Paul's  College, 
Tokyo,  and  the  New  i'hurv^h  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  Port-au-Prince,  Haiti. 
and  have  sent  Dr.  Kors\-the.  a  woman  phvsioian,  to  Oklahoma,  to  earrv 
on  imHliv'al  Wi»rk  under  Bishop  BrvH»ke. 

Hie  r\^|v>rt  i»f  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  suMnitteti  herewith.  set<  forth 
the  total  auu>unt  of  m»»ney  vvatributions  tl;n.^».orh  its  agency  for  the  past 
fisi'al  year  as  ;?UCt>4;^:i5,  of  which  ;?i^.\S;v>..'^:i  u  a-i  disbuVi^i  without  coni- 
iui:  into  the  central  tr\\H>ur\ .  Vhe  anunaits  sj«plie\i  toward  meeting  the 
Ivkinl'-i  appr^^prialious  wert*  as  follows;  Kor  iV^mesrlc  Missions,  ;J±i,87S.- 
>3;  for  Korvigu  Missions.  ^2Xlt>^.t>r.     I'he  cuuvhiuis  disbursed  through 
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the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  for  purposes  not  covered  by  such  appropria- 
tions were :  for  the  Domestic  field,  ^14,171.58 ;  for  the  Foreign  field, 
$16,589.76.  in  addition  to  these  sums  boxes  of  clothing  and  supplies 
have  been  sent  to  missionaries  and  institutions,  which  in  the  aggregate 
were  estimated  to  reach  the  value  of  $181,576.91,  of  which  ^53.64  in 
value  were  sent  abroad. 

The  four  Committees  appointed  under  tiie  recommendation  of  the 
Board  of  Missions  in  Baltimore,  on  Systematic  Gi\in^,  Publications, 
Missionary  Workers,  and  the  Junior  Auxiliary,  have  contmued  to  render 
effective  service.  The  ladies  appointed  upon  these  Committees  were  those 
ori^nally  suggested  to  the  Board  of  Missions.  At  the  February  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Managers,  however,  Mrs.  Curtis  of  New  York  and  Mrs. 
Worthiugton  of  Nebraska  were  elected  to  fill  vacancies  in  the  Committee 
on  Publications  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Bleything  and  Mrs. 
Dewey. 

PRESBYTER  FOR  MEXICO. 

Pursuant  to  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Missions  in  Baltimore  a  Pres- 
byter has  been  appointed  each  year  under  the  nomination  of  the  Presid- 
ing Bishop.  The  Rev.  William  B.  Gordon  having  resigned,  for  reasons 
of  health,  soon  after  the  last  Greneral  Convention,  the  following  resolu- 
tion has  been  adopted  in  each  of  the  two  intervening  years : 

Sesolved,  That  the  Rev.  Henry  Forrester,  nominated  by  the  Presiding 
Bishop,  be  appointed  under  the  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Missions  as 
the  clergyman  of  this  Church  to  whom  shall  be  assigned  the  duty  of 
counselling  and  guiding  tlie  work  of  those  Presbyters  and  readers  in 
Mexico,  who  have  asked  for  the  fostering  care  of  this  Church  to  be 
extended  to  thera  as  a  Mission ;  Provided^  that  this  Board  is  not  respon- 
sible for  his  salary  unless  from  funds  esi)ecially  contributed  for  Mexico. 

An  earnest  friend  of  the  work  in  Mexico  immediately  assumed  the 
responsibility  for  the  salary  and  expenses  of  Mr.  Forrester  subject  to  the 
terms  of  the  foregoing  resolution,  and  Mr.  Forrester  proceeded  immedi- 
ately to  the  field. 

THE  SUNDAY-SCHOOL  LENTEN  OFFERING. 

The  last  Board  of  Missions,  it  will  be  remembered,  sent  affectionate 
P^tings  to  the  children  of  the  Church,  congratulating  them  upon  the 
remarkable  advance  in  their  Lenten  Ofi'erings  from  ^27,000  to  $74,000 
within  four  years.  The  following  year  th^  total  reached  $75,964.27, 
which  has  not  been  equalled  since.  For  the  year  which  closed  August 
31, 1894,  the  sum  of  these  contributions  was  $.58,108.58.  For  the  year 
now  closed  the  sura  is  $67,471.91,  which  is  $9,363  more  than  was  report<*d 
the  year  before.  Two  thousand  five  hundred  and  seventy-eight  schools 
participated,  or  336  more  than  last  year.  This  is  the  largest  number  of 
schools  ever  noted  as  joining  in  the  eftbrt. 

In  connection  with  this  subject  the  BOiird  would  add  a  word  of  caution. 
From  certiiin  indications  it  is  to  be  feared  that  in  not  a  few  instances  the 
contributions  to  the  Lenten  Ofleriu^  have  taken  the  place  of  the  gifts  of 
the  congregation  for  Missions,  no  otner  collections  being  made.  It  would 
be  wholly  unworthy  of  any  parish  to  permit  the  youth  to  usurp  its  privi- 
leges and  discharge  its  duties  in  this  regard. 

PUBLICATIONS. 

At  the  last  Missionary  Council  a  resolution  was  adopted  asking  the 
Board  of  Managers  to  take  into  consideration  the  improvement  of  **  The 
Spirit  of  Missions."  A  Committee  was  appointed  upon  this  subject  by 
the  Board,  which,  after  deliberation,  reported  at  the  meeting  of  March. 
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The  subject  was  continued  until  May,  when  by  resolution  the  recoro- 
inendations  of  the  Committee  having  reference  to  the  subject  matter  of 
the  magazine  were  referred  to  the  editor  for  the  preparation  of  a  report 
to  the  November  meeting  of  the  Board.  Meanwhile  improvements  have 
been  made,  which  it  is  lioped  have  been  apparent  to  all  readers.  Among 
these  may  be  mentioned  the  fact  that  the  issues  for  the  year  have  con- 
tained seventy  pages  more  than  in  any  former  year. 

The  actual  circulation  on  the  first  day  of  September  was  10,084,  being 
within  a  few  copies  the  same  as  reported  for  the  corresponding  date  in 
1892.  In  the  meantime  it  has  been  some  700  larger.  Within  the  lai«t 
three  months  the  subscription  list  has  been  closely  revised. 

The  total  number  of  the  last  issues  of  *'The  Young  Christian  Soldier" 
subscribed  for  was  61.256,  of  which  number  46,674  were  of  the  monthly 
and  14,582  were  of  the  weekly  edition.  The  circulation  of  the  monthly 
at  the  last  report  to  tlie  Board  of  Missions  was  only  17,500,  the  difTerem* 
being  accounted  for  by  the  cheaper  form  which  was  a^lopted  about  thn* 
years  ago.  At  one  time  since  the  change  it  reached  a  circulation  of 
53,650  copies.  The  uum])er  of  subscribers  to  the  weekly  was  3,250  les? 
than  in  1892. 

The  *'  Quarterly  Message,-'  the  last  number  of  which,  containing 
much  useful  iufoniiatiou,  will  be  distributed  at  this  session,  had  a  circu- 
lation (luring  the  past  fiscal  year  in  four  issues  of  106,000  copies.  There 
is  no  doubt  that  this  smaller  publication  for  adults  has  reached  lai^ 
numbers  of  peoi)le  who  otherwise  would  have  heard  nothing  of  the  Mis- 
sionary work  of  the  Church. 

Scarcely  a  mail  is  opened  at  the  Church  Missions  House  without  find- 
ing calls  for  reports  on  the  different  departments  of  the  work,  historioal 
sketches  and  leaflets  giving  information  about  the  Foreign  and  Indian 
boarding-schools,  etc.,  etc.  These  demands  the  Board  is  always  glad  lo 
meet,  as  the  circulation  of  sucii  literature  is  an  effective  way  of  making 
known  the  work  to  the  Churcli.  There  have  been  distributed  during  the 
fiscal  year  21,000  copies  of  the  reports  and  1,034,215  pages  of  miscella- 
neous printed  matter. 

APPORTIONMENT. 

Ill  view  of  the  recent  stringency  of  the  times  and  the  threateninfT 
deficiency  in  tlie  treasury,  wliich  has  happily  been  averted,  and  the 
fluctuation  of  receipts  one  year  with  another,  the  Board  in  Mav  appointed 
a  Special  Committee  tb  consider  the  feasibilitv  of  obtaining  pledge? from 
tlie  Dioceses.     Upon  their  report  subsequently,  it  was 

lif'soh'fd^  That  the  Vice-President  of  this  Board  be  requested  to  com- 
mend to  tlie  Board  of  Missions,  at  its  approaching  meeting  in  Minn*^ 
aj)olis.  the  importance  of  devising  some  plan  of  diocesan  pled^sx'*'^ 
assurances)  for  the  triennium  next  following  whereby  this  Board  niay 
be  able  to  make  its  appropriations  intelligently  and  with  a  reasonaW* 
fixj)ectation  of  seeing  its  receipts  suffice  for  its  expenditures. 

RECEII'TS  OF  THE  SOCIETY. 

On  the  1st  of  Af arch  last  it  was  manifest  that  the  continued  falling  ^" 
of  contributions  from  parislies  foreboded  evil  to  the  Church's  Mi:J^i'»o'* 
AVitli  the  accuniulat<Ml  arrearages  of  the  two  years  preceding,  it  ilw'^ 
a])peared  tliat  the  treasury  recpiired  8100,000  to  meet  its  obligation*' 
Upon  tlie  recjuest  of  tlie  lioard  the  I*residing  Bishop  issued  a  statement 
setting  forth  th(»  facts  and  appealing  for  contributions  to  meet  th^ 
exigency.  Generous  responses  to  that  appeal  by  individuals  and  paf 
isluw  afforded  the  needed  relief,  and  the  whole  sum  asked  for  waarai^- 
Jt  was  in  every  w  av  au  V'xtvvvordinary  accomplishment,  calling  for  devout 
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acknowledgment  to  Almighty  God  and  gratitude  to  the  mmiiflcent 
donors  whom  He  had  moved  t<J  listen  to  the  appeal.  Thus  the  threat- 
ened damage  was  averted  for  the  time,  and  most  happily  the  year  closed 
without  any  deflcieney,  to  the  great  joy  of  all  friends  of  Missions.  The 
Board  at  its  meeting  in  September  placed  on  record  its  gratitude  to  God 
for  this  signal  mercy. 

The  Board  of  Missions  should  not  fail  at  its  meeting  in  Minneapolis 
to  deal  with  the  question  of  adequate  support  for  the  Church's  Missions. 
The  paramount  importance  of  the  General  Missions,  Domestic  and  For- , 
eign,  should  be  deeply  impressed  upon  the  whole  Church.  'Hie  solemn 
obligation  resting  upon  all  who  belong  to  the  Church  to  contribute  reg- 
ularly, each  one  according  to  his  ability,  to  the  support  of  the  Missions 
which  are  established  by  the  Church's  constituted  authority  should  be 
not  only  formally  acknowledged  but  deeply  felt  by  all.  It  will  not 
answer  the  purpose  that  contributions  are  made  towards  special  works  if 
the  Missions  for  which  the  Church  is  pledged  be  neglected.  Whatever 
special  gifts  may  be  sent  here  or  there  or  through  other  channels  than 
the  General  Board  cannot  take  the  place  of  those  contributions  which  in 
every  parish  and  mission  should  be  gathered  regularly  and  sent  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Board.  The  Missions  cannot  properly  be  maintained 
otherwise,  but  with  such  loyal  endeavour  on  the  part  of  all  who  are 
charged  with  the  cure  of  soul**,  the  work  at  home  and  abroad  can  be  sup- 
ported, and  such  grave  emergencies  as  that  which  confronted  the  Board 
last  spring  need  not  arise. 

The  Board  of  Missions  will  do  an  unspeakable  semce  if  it  will  solve 
the  question  of  support  by  stirring  up  the  hearts  of  the  people  to  a 
livelier  interest  in  its  missions  and  to  an  earnest  purpose  to  give  to  them 
systematic  support. 

The  gross  receipts  of  the  Society  for  the  fiscal  year,  including  those 
for  "  Si>ecial8 ''  and  for  miscellaneous  purposes,  amounted  to  $727,284.09. 
The  contn'hutions  for  the  work  of  the  Society  were  ^43,813.23;  the 
analysis  of  this  sum  is  as  follows:  for  Domestic  Missions  (including 
work  among  the  Indians  and  work  among  the  Coloured  People)  $151,- 
042.69;  for  Foreign  Missions,  $108,483.66;  for  General  Missions,  i.e., 
offerings  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  and  by  it  equally  divided  between 
Domestic  and  Foreign  Missicms,  $184,286.88.  As  compared  with  the 
previous  year  there  was  an  increase  of  ofterings  for  General  Missions  of 
$65,486.56,  and  an  increase  of  otl'erings  for  Foreign  Missions  of  $9,311.55, 
and  a  decrease  for  Domestic  Missions  of  $1,158.03. 

Of  the  amount  received  from  h'iiariea  $1^4,392.44  were  according  to  the 
terms  of  the  wills  applied  to  Domestic  Missions,  and  $13,485.45  to  F'oreign 
Missions.  Eleven  thousand  three  hundred  and  eighty-four  dollars  and 
ftftv  cents  were  de-iignated  bv  the  testators  simplv  for  the  uses  of  the 
Soc^iety.  Of  this  last  sum  the  Board  of  Managers  ai)plied  $10,893.72 
toward  making  up  the  deticiency  in  meeting  the  appropriations  for 
Foreign  Missions. 

The  total  amount  of  contributions  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board 
toward  paying  its  ap])ropriations  was  therefore  $503,075.62.  In  addition 
to  this  legacies  amounting  to  $11,000  were  received  for  investment. 

The  number  of  parishes  and  missions  on  the  Board's  books  is  5,484. 
Of  these  3,506  —  the  largest  number  ever  reported  —  have  contributed  to 
the  work  of  this  Society  during  the  fiscal  year.  The  cost  of  administer- 
ing the  affairs  of  the  Society  and  of  making  the  work  known  to  the 
Church  was  six  and  seven-tenths  per  cent  of  the  receipts  for  Missions, 
or  five  and  one-half  per  cent  of  all  the  receipts  by  the  Treasurer,  includ- 
ing subscriptions  for  the  Stated  Publications  and  receipts  for  miscel- 
laneous purposes  . 

The  Treasurer's  reports  are  appended. 
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APPROPRIATIONS. 

Under  the  present  rule  of  the  Board  the  time  for  making  the  annual 
appropriations  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year  is  at  the  May  meeting,  but  for 
reasons  already  stated  a  preamble  and  resolution  were  adopted  at  that 
meeting  setting  forth  the  facts  that  with  the  prospect  of  a  large  indebt- 
edness on  September  1,  the  Board  would  not  be  justified  in  making  the 
appropriations  as  called  for  in  the  estimates,  while  yet  to  reduce  the 
appropriations  to  the  schedule  of  the  offerings  of  the  last  twelve  months 
would  work  great  injury  and  hardship;  that  large  individual  pledges  had 
been  nuide  toward  the  deficiency,  conditioned  upon  the  entire  amount 
being  raised,  and  therefore  action  was  deferred  until  the  4th  of  the  next 
month,  when  an  adjourned  meeting  should  be  held.  That  date  having 
arrived,  the  Treasurer  reported  that  further  contributions  or  pledges  of 
$15,000  were  still  absolutely  required,  as  other  pledges  amounting  to 
$50,000  in  the  aggregate  were  conditioned  upon  the  whole  sum  of 
$100,000,  the  estimated  deficiency  on  March  1,  being  secured.  >Vhere- 
upon  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Besolved,  That,  in  view  of  the  encouraging  report  of  the  receipt  of 
pledges  and  cash  towards  the  deficiency  of  $100,000,  and  the  many 
earnest  expressions  of  desire  that  the  appropriations  be  not  reduced, 
the  Board  deems  it  expedient  at  this  time  to  make  the  appropriations  for 
the  first  three  montlis  of  the  new  year,  trusting  that  the  sum  still 
required  may  soon  be  received  in  order  that  the  appropriations  may  be 
extended  for  the  remainder  of  the  fiscal  year. 

This  being  the  basis  of  action,  further  resolutions  were  adopted 
making  appropriations  for  Domestic  Missions  (including  work  among 
the  Indians  and  the  Coloured  People)  and  for  Foreign  Missions,  for  the 
first  quarter  only  of  the  new  fiscal  year,  at  the  annual  rate  of  $451,551. 

No  later  action  has  been  taken,  and  consequently  all  appropriations 
terminate  November  30.

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TRIENNIAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BISHOP  OF  HAITI. 

To  the  Oeneral  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America : 

In  my  last  trieuuial  report  to  the  Board  of  MisBions,  I  stated  the  steps 
that  were  then  being  taken  to  rebuild  a  Church  edifice  for  the  congrega- 
tion at  the  Haitien  capital,  which  had  its  Mission  buildings  destroyed  by 
fire  July  4,  1888. 

Arrangements  to  that  effect  were  so  far  advanced  that  the  construction 
of  an  edifice  in  brick  and  iron  was  begun  in  February,  1894.  Work,  how- 
ever, was  suspended  on  the  same  in  the  month  of  June  following,  from 
causes  that  have  been  set  forth  in  my  annual  reports  made  subsequently 
to  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Obstacles  that  had  prevented  the  continuation  of  the  work  were  at 
last  surmounted,  and  work  thereon  resumed  last  February.  It  was  car- 
ried on  slowly  and  intermittingly,  to  allow  for  the  gathering  of  necessary 
funds  to  pay  our  way,  and  at  last  the  edifice  was  so  far  completed  as  to  be 
fit  for  occupation.  This  took  place  on  the  13th  instant,  at  the  twenty- 
ninth  annual  session  of  the  Church  Convocation  in  this  Republic.  Eleven 
of  our  clergymen  were  present  on  that  occasion,  and  lay  members  from 
various  missionary  stations.  The  Church  was  filled  to  its  utmost  capa- 
city. About  five  hundred  persons  were  present.  Only  a  benedictory 
service  was  observed  on  that  occasion,  as  the  edifice  cannot  now  be  caii- 
onically  consecrated,  because  of  a  debt  due  thereon.  Moreover,  the  work 
on  the  edifice  is  not  yet  completed. 

Since  my  last  report  two  of  our  Presbyters  have  finished  their  labours 
in  the  Church  3Iilitant,  and  gone  to  their  repose  in  the  Paradise  of  (^od; 
viz.,  the  late  Reverends  St.  Denis  Bauduy  and  Fran^jois  Joseph  Brown. 

We  have  nine  paroi^hial  schools  in  operation  at  our  Mission  stations, 
in  Lfiogane,  Mir6balais,  Petit  Fond,  and  Torbeck.  Moreover,  five  of  tlie 
sons  of  our  clergy  have  ])een  graduated  as  physicians,  to  ctvoperate  with 
the  clergy  in  the  work  of  the  Gospel  among  the  afflicted  poor,  and 
thereby  emphasis  has  been  giv<*n  to  the  liumane  aspect  of  the  Gospel  of 
Christ,  while  the  ministry  of  the  clergy  gives  due  emj)hasis  to  its  Divine 
aspect.  As  these  two  aspects  were  intimately  joined  together  by  Our 
Lord  in  liis  earthly  ministry,  they  should  never  be  put  asunder  in  the 
missionary  operations  of  the  Church.  These  physicians  of  the  Church 
carry  on  their  healing  ministry  at  various  points  of  the  Republic,  ami  the 
results  of  their  labours  have  been  given  in  my  last  two  annual  reports  to 
the  Board  of  Managers. 

We  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  our  triple  Gospel  work,  carried 
on  by  ministers,  physicians,  and  teachers,  has  given  us  a  grasp  on  the 
very' vitals  of  the  nation,  which  will  grow  with  its  growth,  and  increase 
with  its  strength.  Let  it,  however,  be  borne  in  mind  that  our  work  is 
carried  on  under  the  enervating  influence  of  the  tropics,  and  amidst  the 
sluggishness  of  an  undeveloped  people;  and  that,  therefore,  such  marvels 
of  rapid  progress  are  not  to  l)e  looked  for  here,  as  characterize  the  railroad 
speed  with  which  things  move  forward  in  the  United  States,  under  far 
more  favourable  circumstances.

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REPORT  OF  THE  AMERICAN  CHURCH  BUILDING  FUND 

COMMISSION. 

To  the  Board  of  Missions : 

The  Trustees  of  the  American  Church  Building  Fund  Commission 
respectfully  present  their  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  August  31, 
1896. 

IXTBODUCTORY. 

It  will  be  fifteen  years  on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  October,  1895,  since 
the  Oeneral  Conveniion  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  sitting  as  a 
Board  of  Missions,  in  St.  George's  Church,  New  York,  gave  existence  to 
the  American  Church  Building  Fund  Commission. 

The  centennial  anniversary  of  the  establishment  of  the  Church  in  thi? 
country  was  at  hand,  and  it  was  the  ardent  hope  of  many  that  when  that 
event  should  arrive,  namely,  at  the  next  session  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion in  1883,  a  million  dollars  might  be  presented  as  an  oflferiug.  The 
object  of  raising  one  million  dollars  was  declared  to  be  twofold :  /rsf ,  to 
be  '*  a  memorial  of  the  providential  care  of  God  in  the  past;  and,  secondly^ 
to  l)e  used  in  the  extension  of  His  Church  in  the  future.'' 

In  order  to  provide  for  the  carrying  out  of  this  second  project,  the  plan 
of  the  Church  Building  Fund  was  proposed  and  adopted,  and  the  Com- 
mission immediately  created.  This  Commission  was  to  be  perpetual,  and 
its  members  to  be  appointed  at  the  time  of  the  meeting  of  each  General 
Convention  of  our  Church. 

As  the  western  portion  of  our  country  was  being  rapidlj'  settled,  an»J 
the  southern  portion  of  it  was  recovering  from  the  eftects  of  the  war. 
financial  help  to  our  Missionary  Bishops  and  to  struggling  communities 
became  absolutely  essential,  if  the  Episcopal  Church  was  to  establi«li 
itself  to  advantage  in  these  portions  of  our  country. 

It  were  unwise  to  expect  our  Bishops  to  be  absent  from  their  Jurisdii*- 
tions,  begging  money  at  the  East,  to  carry  on  tlieir  work  of  Chunli 
extension,  thereby  losing  valuable  opportunities  for  eff*ective  work  'it 
home;  and  so  it  was  believed  that  it  would  be  a  most  judicious  movement 
to  raise  a  special  fund  for  this  j>urpose. 

This  one  million  dollars  was  to  form  the  working  capital  of  an  orjrm- 
ized  corporation.  Ninety  per  cent  of  this  money  could  be  loaned  to  h\0 
churches;  eadi  loan  to  be  approved  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  tol>^ 
secured  by  a  first  mortgage  on  the  property,  and  to  l>e  made  payable  1^5 
five  yearly  notes,  which  should  bear  the  legal  rat^  of  interest.  Tii** 
remaining  portion  of  the  capital  is  securely  invested,  and  reserved  as  a^ 
emergency  fund. 

THE  COMMISSION'    AS  CONSTITTTTEU 

consists  of  all  the  Bishops,  of  one  Clergyman  and  one  Layman  from  ea^^ 
Diocese  and  Missionary  Jurisdiction,  designated  by  its  respective  BishoV' 
and  of  twenty  members  at  large  appointed  by  the  Presiding  Bishop. 
The  Board  of  'I'rustees  consists  of  seventeen  of  these  Commissioned'^' 

>4AO   . 
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who  are  elected  triennlally,  and  to  whom  is  committed  the  executive  part 
of  tiie  worlc. 

One  Clergyman  and  one  T^ayman  from  each  Diocese,  appointed  by  its 
Bishop,  as  above  stated,  are  biocesan  Commissioners,  whose  dutj'  it  is 
to  see  that  the  work  and  claims  of  the  Building  Fund  are  brought  prom- 
ineatly  before  the  clergy  and  congregations  of  their  respective  Dioceses, 
aud  that  collections  are  taken  and  forwarded  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Commission.  These  Diocesan  Commissioners  are  most  important  helpers 
in  the  general  work.  Too  much  stress  cannot  be  laid  upon  the  effective 
work  which  these  Diocesan  Commissioners  can  do,  if  they  are  at  all 
imbued  with  the  right  spirit.  Indifferent  Commissioners  are  only  a  drag 
aud  a  discouragement,  while  men  of  real  heart  and  zeal  have,  iii  several 
Dioceses,  proved  wliat  noble  work  can  be  done  for  the  general  cause. 
This  is  notably  the  case  in  Connecticut  and  Long  Island.

OBITUARY. 

During  the  year  past  we  have  lost  two  members  of  our  Commission 
by  death :  the  Rt.  Rev.  David  Buel  Knickerbacker,  Bishop  of  Indiana,  a 
vice-president,  and  Mr.  Lemuel  Coffin,  of  Philadelphia. 

Bisliop  Knickerbacker  was  a  warm  friend  and  advocate  of  the  Com- 
mission from  its  inception.  He  was  at  heart  a  true  missionary,  and 
everything  that  helped  toward  the  upbuilding  and  spread  of  the  Clmrch 
could  look  to  him  for  support  and  sympathy.  He  was  called  suddenly 
from  his  earthly  work — **His  sun  went  down  while  it  was  yet  day," 
but  the  influence  of  such  a  life  never  dies.  While  we  feel  that,  in  his 
death,  we  have  lost  a  most  faithful  and  loyal  friend,  we  bless  God  for 
his  gcfod  example  and  take  fresh  courage  for  the  work  before  us. 

Mr.  Lemuel  Coffin  was  one  of  that  number  of  laymen  trained  for 
Church  work  by  the  late  Bishop  Alonzo  Potter.  He  was  identified  with 
all  the  great  forward  movements  of  his  day,  the  oldest  lay  member  of 
the  Board  of  Managers,  and  from  the  first*  a  Trustee  of  the  Church 
Building  Fund  Commission.  He  was  a  deputy  to  the  General  Conven- 
tion for  many  continuous  sessions,  and  wielded  great  influence  in  tliat 
body.  He  was  a  successful  mercliant,  and  in  dying  remembered  many 
charities,  both  in  his  parish  and  in  the  Church  at  large. 

THE  BISHOPS'  RECOMMENDATION. 

This  recommendation,  designating  one  particular  Sunday  in  the  latter 
part  of  both  the  ecclesiastical  and  secular  year  —  the  second  Sunday  in 
November — as  that  on  which  all  congregations  which  have  not  already 
contributed  during  the  year  should  be  asked  to  mjike  their  ofterings  to 
the  Church  Buildmg  Fund,  was  first  issued  in  1887,  when  it  appeared 
with  the  signatures  of  sixty-one  Bishops.  This  number  has  been  subse- 
quently increased,  until  at  the  present  time  it  bears  the  signatures  of  no 
less  than  ninety-four  Bishops. 

The  recommendation  is  as  follows,  and  we  submit  that  such  a  docu- 
ment (with  more  signatures  of  American  Bishops  than  were  ever  placed 
upon  any  other)  ouglit  not  to  be  lij^htly  regarded  by  either  clergy  or 
laity.    The  signatures  appear  as  origmally  appended : 

AMERICAN  CHURCH  BUILDING  FUND. 

We  cordially  unite  in  commending  to  the  attention  of  all  the  clergy 
and  congregations  of  our  Church,  the  following  resolution  unanimously 
passed  at  the  General  Convention  in  Chicago : 

Besolved^  That  the  Board  of  Missions,  composed  of  both  Houses  of 
the  General  Convention,  renew  the  recommendation  made  in  1880,  that 
every  parish  of  our  Church  contribute  annually  to  the  American  Church 
Building  Fund,  until  the  full  sum  of  one  million  dollars  is  secured. 

We  recommend  that  in  every  parish  in  which  an  offering  shall  not 
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have  been  made  for  that  purpose  prior  to  that  date,  saeh  offering  be 
received  on  the  second  iSunday  in  November ;  and  if,  for  any  reason,  that 
is  impracticable,  then  on  the  next  succeeding  Sunday. 

If  the  Church  will  respond  in  every  parish  and  missionary  station  to 
this  call  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  the  entire  Fund  can  be  raised  within 
H  period  comparatively  short.

GROWTH  OF  the  FUND. 

^Hile  the  growth  of  the  Fund,  the  past  year,  has  been  slow,  wo  must 
remember  tliat  many  parishes,  as  well  as  individuals,  have  been  obliged 
to  curtail  their  gifts  from  motives  of  self-preservation,  and  that  wliile 
the  receipts  have  been  smaller  than  in  other  years,  the  interest  in  the 
work  is,  we  believe,  growing. 

There  are  a  few  churches  which  have  sent  contributions  to  the  Fund, 
with  great  regularity,  each  year  since  its  commencement.  There  are 
otliers  which,  beginning  later,  have  yet  been  very  regular  and  prompt 
in  their  contributions,  and  there  are  new  names  of  parishes  and  individ- 
uals appearing  on  the  list  each  year. 

In  this  matter  of  church  collectious  we  have  to  rely  almost  entirely 
npon  each  rector  to  interest  his  people.    It  is  difficult  to  understand 
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liow  any  elergymau  iu  charge  of  a  parifth  can  conscientiously  ignore  the 
repeated  recommendation  of  the  Bisliops,  tliat  a  collection  be  taken  for 
tliis  object  in  every  churcli,  onc^  in  each  year.  At  least  he  should  feel 
bound  to  state  the  claims  of  the  Commission  to  his  congregation,  or  cir- 
culate among  them  its  annual  reports,  in  order  that  they  may  be  infomied 
of  the  work,  and  be  given  an  opportunity  to  judge  for  themselves  whether 
they  will  contribute  to  the  Fund.  Tlii^  right  of  the  laity  to  know  and 
decide  for  themselves  is  often  denied  thenv  by  an  unsympathetic  rector. 
We  want  every  layman  of  our  Communion  to  know  the  important  work 
which  the  Building  Fund  has  done,  and  is  destined  to  do  for  all  time,  in 
establishing  the  Church  of  God  in  the  feeble  communities  of  our  land. 
AVe  seek  individual  gifts  from  every  baptized  member  of  the  Church. 
We  want  every  adult  and  every  child  to  know  that  each  dollar  given  to 
the  Fund  will  be  doing  good  i)erpetually,  —  helping  one  mission  or 
parish,  after  another,  to  build  a  church.

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ments,  and  securing  yourselves  by  a  mortgage  on  the  property,  ^^^ly, 
more  than  any  incorporated  investment  company,  should  you  ask  for 
contributions  from  Churchmen  and  take  annual  collections  in  churches 
and  be  under  the  special  patronage  of  bishops  ?  " 

We  admit  that,  ag  a  body  of  men,  entrusted  with  money  to  use  in  the 
cause  of  Church  extension^  we  adopt  such  recognized  business  methods 
as  will  secure  our  funds  against  loss.  As  trustees,  are  we  not  bound  so 
to  do? 

We  seek  to  increase  our  capital  by  appealing  to  Churchmen,  l>ecause 
we  are  doing  the  Church's  work,  extending  In  this  way  the  kingdom  of 
Christ  upon  earth.  We  want  a  full  treasury  in  order  to  do  all  tlie  good 
we  can  In  every  direction,  and  we  want  every  child  of  the  Church  to  feel 
that  he  has  an  individual  Interest  In  the  work  of  church  building,  as 
much  as  In  any  other  kind  of  missionary  labour,  at  home  or  abroad. 

Again  we  must  remember  that  while,  at  the  East,  It  Is  comparatively 
easy  to  borrow  money  on  church  property,  eopeclally  In  the  populous 
cities  and  towns,  It  Is  quite  another  thing  to  obtain  a  loan  upon  a  small 
lot  and  an  unoccupied  building  In  a  frontier  town  of  the  West.  We  are 
not  loaning  our  money  for  the  sake  of  accruing  Interest,  but  for  the  pur- 
pose of  helping  our  weaker  brother  to  build  a  place  of  worship.  If  such 
an  enterprise  may  not  justly  appeal  to  every  Churchman,  then  we  fall  to 
see  the  reason. 

It  should  also  be  borne  In  mind  that  instead  of  hoarding  our  interest 
money,  our  charter  expressly  provides  for  its  distribution  as  a  free  gift- 
to  needy  parishes,  saying :  *'  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Building  Fund 
Commission  ...  to  apply  the  income  thereof  in  aid  of  the  building  of 
new  churches,  as  they  shall  deem  proper." 

No  secular  loan  association,  that  we  know  of,  makes  any  such  pro- 
vision for  the  distribution  of  its  income. 

NOTABLE  CHURCHES. 

The  list  of  ohnrohes  which  had  with  greatest  regularity  followed  the 
system  provi<led  at  the  General  Convention  for  raising  the  Church  Build- 
ing Fund,  by  regular  annual  offerings,  as  published  last  year,  sliow«'d 
seven  that  had  contributed  every  year,  tour  that  had  missed  but  one 
year,  and  twelve  that  had  missed  but  two. 

Conscientious  regularity  becomes  such  a  habit  in  time,  that  but  two  c»f 
the  entire  number  failed  to  respond  during  the  year  1894,  and  probably 
in  those  two  cases  tliere  was  some  specially  good  reason. 

In  one  case  (St.  Luke's,  Lebanon,  Central  Pennsylvania),  the  rector 
explained  the  circumstances  by  letter;  and  the  other  (Church  of  the 
Incarnation,  Washington),  has  been  so  exceptionally  faithful  in  never 
having  before  missed  a  single  year,  that  we  hope  to  welcome  it  back  i!it<> 
the  list  of  contributors  in  1896!

There  are  many  churches  which  for  some  reason  did  not  contribute 
in  the  earlier  years  of  the  existence  of  the  Building  Fund,  but  which 
have  since  shown  a  lively  interest  in  its  prosi>erity,  and  send  the  annual 
ofTering  regularly.  In  such  cases  and  esi>ecially  where  a  zealous  rector 
has  come  into  a  parish  and  is  doing  his  whole  duty  in  these  matters,  it 
scarcely  seems  just  that  the  i)roper  recognition  should  not  be  accorded, 
simply  because,  under  otlier  circumsUmces,  the  parish  did  not  contribute 
eiglit  or  ten  years  ago. 

To  meet  these  cases  we  published  last  year  a  list  of  churches  not 
included  in  the  list  above,  which  had  contributed  annually  for  the  pre- 
ceding five  years,  and  proposed  to  continue  it  in  each  future  report,  so 
that  due  acknowledgmeut  should  be  made  to  those  who  are  zealously 
aiding  the  work  in  these  latter  days.

o  others.  If  every  parish  had  followed  this  not  very  difficult  rule 
taking  one  offering  each  year,  regularly^  the  result  would  have  sur- 
Hl  themselves,  and  the  entire  Church  Building  Fund  of  one  million 
:>llars  would  have  been  complete  long  since. 

-^  zealous  and  faithful  clergyman  has  drawn  attention  to  what  seems 
itn  an  injustice  in  making  up  this  list,  —  that  is,  that  it  gives  the 
<>.s  of  parishes  and  not  the  names  of  clergymen.     He  says,  correctly, 

he  has  never  failed  to  take  this  offering  since  the  Fund  was  begun, 
that  having  been  in  three  different  parishes,  none  of  which  sent 
*pt  while  he  was  there,  his  regularity  and  faithfulness  do  not  show 
^»e  list.  We  admit  the  justice  of  this ;  but  it  is  impossible  for  us  to 
i>w  the  course  of  individual  clergymen,  as  the  acknowledgments  are 
niade  to  parishes.  But  if  any  clergymen  who  have  regularly  sent 
Hnjjs,  year  by  year,  will  send  us  their  names,  we  will  gladly  make 

proper  mention  of  the  fact.  It  is  right  that  such  instances  should 
^^'ot^ed,  if  only  as  bright  examples. 

THE  NAMED   FUNDS 

^  ^specially  deserving  of  notice.  By  these  w^e  mean  the  development 
*  plan  proposed,  and  already  in  operation,  whereby  the  gift  of  ^,000 
^ore,  made  by  an  individual  or  a  parish,  shall  bear  the  name  of  the 
^?or,  or  some  other  person,  to  be  determined  by  the  giver.  We  have 
MOO  at  this  present  time,  contributed  in  this  way  by  nine  persons; 
'^  aljio  $5,000  contributed  in  smaller  amounts,  by  three  different 
"ties,  and  distinguished  as  ''Memorial  Gifts."  Below^  we  give  the 
"nes  of  the  donors  and  the  amount  of  their  respective  gifts. 
^Ve  especially  commend  this  plan  of  aiding  the  Fund,  to  all  Church- 
*n  who  are  interested  in  the  work  of  Church  extension,  in  its  various 
nn.*,  and  we  plead  for  gifts  to  its  treasury  during  their  lifetime,  or  for 
pmembrance  in  their  wills. 

^Ve  earnestly  call  upon  the  clergy  to  present  this  matter  of  the  Xamed 
Dd  to  their  people,  and  to  assure  them  that  there  is  no  safer  nor 
re  useful  way,  by  which  they  can  leave  their  money  to  do  good  in  the 
ire,  than  by  placing  it  w  ith  the  Building  Fund ;  because  it  will  be 
rinually  used  for  Christ's  work  in  the  practical  form  of  erecting 
rches.  And  so  long  as  the  Fund  shall  exist  (which  must  be  for  afi 
)  the  names  of  those  w  ho  have  been  designated  by  the  giver  shall 
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be  inscribed  upon  tbe  records  of  the  Commission,  that  they  who  read  of 
the  gift  shall  also  be  reminded  of  the  one  in  whose  memory  it  has  been 
given. 

Already  one  such  ^ift  (of  $50,000)  perpetuates  the  name  of  an  hon- 
oured and  beloved  Bishop;  one  (of  $10,000)  perpetuates  the  name  of  "a 
zealous  priest  of  tlie  Church,*-  and  others  recall  the  names  of  faithful 
laymen  in  different  Dioceses. 

One  gift  of  $5,000  lias  been  received  the  past  year  from  a  New  York 
Churchman. 

The  Named  Funds  are  founded  upon  the  following  resolution,  adoptwl 
February  17,  1887 : 

Resolved^  That  every  donation  of  $5,000  or  more  be  preserved  as  a 
separate  Fund,  by  the  name  of  the  donor,  or  as  a  memorial,  or  otherwiM*, 
as  designated  by  him ;  and  that  such  donor  be  permitted  to  direct  the 
disposition  of  the  income  of  such  Fund,  geographically  or  otherwL«e, 
within  the  scope  and  powers  of  this  Commission.

P**'"' 
mission  was  granted  that  any  testator  might  give  a  memorial  name  to  a 
special  bequest.  It  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that,  as  the  years  go  on, 
such  bequests  will  be  made.  Also,  apart  from  legacies,  the  *Commb;«'o" 
may  be  made  the  recipient  of  sums  less  than  $5,000,  which  mav  hoW  -^ 
place  of  honour  amongst  the  Named  Funds.

GIFTS  FROM  OUR  INTEREST  FUND. 

During  the  past  two  years  the  Commission  has  made  gifts  of  money 
from  its  Interest  Fund,  to  feeble  churches,  whose  circumstances 
especially  justified  them  in  applying  for  a  gift  rather  than  for  a  loan. 
It  would  be  unwise,  and  hardly  right,  to  burden  a  parish  with  a  loan 
if  there  were  but  little  prospect  of  its  being  able  to  repay  it ;  and  there 
are  many  missions  (as  in  the  Indian  Territory)  which  could  not  mort- 
gage their  property  as  security  for  a  loan,  owing  to  their  inability  to 
give  a  title.  In  such  special  instances  gifts  of  money,  judiciously  made, 
are  a  great  help,  and  have  at  times  averted  serious  disaster. 

This  system  is  pursued  largely  by  the  Church  of  England  and  by  the 
several  Church  Extension  Societies  in  existence  in  this  country. 

Since  May,  1893,  we  have  made  fifty-seven  such  gifts,  aggregating 
$7,403.50.  Nineteen  of  these,  amounting  to  $2,500,  were  made  since 
September  1,  18  W.

It  is  but  just  to  others,  as  well  as  to  ourselves,  to  say  that  the  Com- 
mission has  voted  to  give  to  thirteen  other  parishes  or  missions  gifts  of 
money  amounting  to  §1,050,  but  that  these  gifts  have  not  yet  been  taken. 

Our  established  rule  is  to  require  from  the  rector,  in  each  case  where 
a  gift  of  money  lias  been  granted,  a  statement  that  all  payments  on  the 
building  have  been  made  excepting  the  amount  of  our  gift,  which  when 
received  will  complete  the  church  and  free  it  from  debt.  A  gift  not 
taken  within  ninety  days  after  its  grant  is  considered  void. 

The  same  rule  applies  to  loans  which  have  been  voted  by  the  Com- 
mission, and  not  applied  for  within  ninety  days.  Experience  has  shown 
us  that  if  we  d'ul  not  make  this  rule,  our  money  would  be  tied  up,  and 
applications  for  loans  or  gifts  could  not  be  acted  upon,  although  we 
might  have  the  money  in  hand. 


LOANS    TO  CHURCHES. 

At  the  date  of  the  last  report  (September,  1894)  270  loans  had  been 
made.  To  this  number  thirty-five  have  been  added  the  past  year,  mak- 
ing the  total  305.  The  amount  of  monev  loaned  in  the  past  fourteen 
years  is  ^327,511.88. 

The  total  amount  of  money  now  outstanding  on  loan  is  ^175,247.67. 

During  the  year  past  ^20,480.06  has  been  paid  on  the  principal  of  out- 
standing loans.  Since  the  last  report  fifteen  loans  have  been  paid  otT 
and  the  mortgages  satisfied.  This  makes  105  churches  in  all  which  have 
cancelled  their  indebtedness  to  us,  and  are  now  absolutelv  free  from 
debt. 

The  entire  amount  w^hich  has  been  once  loaned,  and  returned  to  the 
Fund,  now  exceeds  $152,000.  Having  accomplished  its  mission,  this 
large  sum  has,  from  time  to  time,  come  back  to  the  treasury  to  be  sent 
out  on  new  errands  of  usefulness,  and  no  small  part  of  it  has  returned  a 
second  time  and  been  again  despatched  to  continue  its  work.  This  illus- 
trates, very  strikingly,  the  wonderful  power  for  good  possessed  by 
every  dollar  which  is  placed  in  the  Fund,  and  is  the  best  argument  for 
its  rapid  enlargement. 
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THE  VALUE  OF  LOANS. 

Bishop  Whipple  recently  wrote  to  the  Commission :  ''I  desire  to 
express  to  the  American  Church  Building  Fund  Commission  my  heart- 
felt gratitude  for  the  generous  loans  they  have  made*  to  the  churches  in 
3[innesota.  For  the  last  few  years  short  crops  and  general  financial 
depression  have  given  us  the  heaviest  burdens  we  have  been  called  upon 
to  bear.  Churches  have  been  built  on  property  saved  to  the  Church, 
which  could  not  have  been  done  without  your  generous  aid. 

"With  a  full  heart  I  send  you  m}^  love  and  my  blessing,  and  He  who 
never  forgets  a  deed  of  love  will  surely  repay  the  unknown  benefactors 
(unknown  to  us  but  known  to  Him)  who  have  made  it  possible  for  you 
to  extend  this  timely  aid  to  us." 

And  Bishop  Brooke  writes :  *'  We  owe  the  having  good  and  suitable 
churches  at  Guthrie,  Oklahoma  City,  and  Stillwater,  and  the  Bishop's 
house  at  Guthrie,  to  the  loans  of  the  Commission.  The  great  gain  lies 
not  only  in  getting  suitable  churches  sooner  than  we  otherwise  could, 
but  in  the  further  fact  that  the  loans  stimulate  self-help.  Each  of  these 
places  had  done  all  it  could  at  the  time.  80  had  the  Bishop.  Now, 
stretched  over  Ave  years,  the  missions  can  do  more  towards  paying  for 
their  own  churches,  and  are  faithfully  trying  to  do  so." 

In  conclusion,  the  Trustees  of  the  Church  Building  Fund  appeal  most 
earnestly  to  all  Churchmen  to  sustain  this  important  work. 

They  feel  that  they  iiave  labored  faithfully  for  fifteen  years,  and  can 
refer  to  their  published  reports  with  satisfaction.  They  have  been  care- 
^  in  their  investments,  judicious  in  their  gifts  and  loans  of  money,  and 
have  striven  to  carry  oiit  in  every  particular  the  wishes  of  those  who 
appointed  them.  Not  a  dollar  lias  been  lost  through  bad  investments  or 
loans. 

Having  given  their  best  services  to  the  work,  they  most  earnestly  and 
prayerfully  ask  for  increased  interest  on  the  part  of  Churchmen  through- 
out the  land,  and  for  more  generous  gifts.  They  appeal  to  rectors  of 
parishes  who  have  not  yet  given  any  encouragement  to  the  work,  to  stir 
^V  their  congregations  to  an  annual  offering,  in  accordance  with  the 
Bishops'  recommendation ;  and  they  appeal  to  every  Churchman  whom 
God  has  blessed  with  ample  means,  to  make  liberal  gifts  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  His  Church  on  earth.

II.      AMENDMENT  TO    THE  CONSTITUTION. 

In  view  of  the  indefiuiteness  of  Article  V.  [of  the  present  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Seminary]  in  reference  to  tht;  time  which  shall  elapse  between 
the  nomination  and  election  of  a  Dean  or  Professor,  and  also  the  incon- 
venient delay  which  may  be  occasioned  !)y  the  difficulty  of  securing  a 
special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  merely  to  receive  nominations, 
tlie  Board  has  adopted  two  amendments  to  Article  V.  of  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  requests  a  concurrence  of  the  General  Convention  to  the 
same. 
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The  article,  as  amended  by  the  addition  of  the  words  in  italics,  will 
then  read  as  follows : 

''V.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  remove  the  Dean,  the 
Professors,  and  other  officers ;  but  no  such  incumbent  shall  be  removed 
from  office  except  at  a  special  meeting  called  to  consider  the  same ;  nor 
unless  notice  of  an  intended  motion  for  such  removal,  and  the  grounds 
thereof,  shall  have  been  given  at  a  previous  meeting  of  the  Board.  The 
nomination  of  the  Dean  and  Professors  shall  be  made  at  one  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  acted  upon  at  a  subsequent  meeting,  to  be  held 
not  less  than  two  months  after  the  meeting  at  which  the  nomination  is  made  ; 
due  notice  being  given  of  the  object  of  said  meeting  to  every  member  of 
the  Board.  Provided,,  however^  that^  when  directed  by  the  Standing  Cony- 
miUee^  of  which  due  notice  shall  be  given  to  every  member  of  the  Boards  nomi- 
nations of  Professors  may  be  received  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  at  any 
time  not  less  than  three  months  before  the  meeting  at  which  they  are  to  be  acted 
upon^  and  such  nominations,  with  the  names  of  those  who  make  them,  shaU  be 
sent  by  the  Secretary,  not  less  than  two  months  before  the  meeting  of  the  Board, 
to  every  one  of  its  members.'*'^ 

The  Board  of  Trustees  has  also  adopted  the  following  amendments  to 
the  Second  and  Fifth  Articles  of  the  Constitution,  the  amendment  to  Arti- 
cle II.  being  almost  identical  in  terms  with  Section  IV.  of  the  Act  of 
March  20,  1868,  amending  the  Charter  of  the  Seminary. 

In  Article  II.  insert  after  the  words  "House  of  Bishops"  the  follow- 
ing words :  '*  The  Board  shall  from  time  to  time  appoint  a  Standing  Com- 
mittee from  its  own  number  to  superintend  and  manage  all  the  business 
and  concerns  of  the  Seminary  during  the  recess  of  the  Board,  with  all 
powers  of  the  Board,  subject  to  sucn  limitations  as  may  by  statute  or 
otherwise  be  lawfully  and  rightfully  imposed."" 

Amend  Article  V.  by  strikmg  out  the  following  words :  "  Except  at  a 
special  meeting  called  to  consider  the  same;  nor,"  and  the  words,  "at 
a  previous  meeting  of  the  Board,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  of  the  latter  the 
words  "to  him,"  so  that  the  first  sentence  of  the  Article  will  read: 

"  V.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  remove  the  Dean,  the 
Professors,  and  other  officers ;  but  no  such  incumbent  shall  be  removed 
from  office  unless  notice  of  an  intended  motion  for  such  removal,  and 
the  grounds  thereof,  shall  have  been  given  to  him."

The  Cliair  of  Jkloral  Theology  and  Christian  Philosophy,  strange  to 
say,  is  believed  to  be  the  first  that  has  been  established  in  any  of  our 
Divinity  Schools.  It  was  constituted  at  the  unanimous  request  of  the 
Faculty,  and  will  prove  a  very  valuable  addition  to  the  instruction  given 
in  the  Seminary.  The  Chair  has  becm  filled  at  a  meeting  of  the  Trustees, 
held  September  24,  1895,  by  the  election  of  the  Kev.  Dr.  Charles  ITieo- 
dore  Seibt,  late  Professor  of  Moral  Theology  and  Christian  Evidences, 
Kenyon  College,  Gambier,  Ohio. 

The  Department  of  Biblical  Learning  has  been  divided  by  assigning 
the  Literature  and  Interpretation  of  the  Xew  Testament  to  the  ftx^ressor 
of  Biblical  Learning,  and  changing  the  title  of  the  Chair,  and  establish- 
ing a  new  professorship,  entitled  "  The  Professorship  of  the  Literature 
and  Interpretation  of  the  Old  Testament."  The  course  of  Instruction  in 
these  departments  to  be :

The  Chair  of  the  Literature  and  Interpretation  of  the  Old  Testament 
was  filled  May  15,  181)4,  by  the  election  of  tlie  Rev.  Charles  William 
Edward  Bo«ly,'l).l>.,  D.C.L.,  late  Provost  of  Trinity  University,  Toronto, 
Canada,  who  entered  upon  its  duties  in  the  following  September. 

At  tlie  same  meeting  of  the  Board  the  Bev.  Tlieodore  Myers  Riley, 
D.D.,  late  Profe*»sor  of  Pk'clesiastical  History  in  Nashotah  Divinity 
School,  was  elected  Adjunct  Professor  of  Pastoral  llieolog\'.  This  was 
rendered  necessary  in  consequence  of  the  additional  work  laid  on  a 
department  already  overburdened  by  the  largely  increased  number  of 
students. 

The  Alumni  Professorship  of  the  Evidences  of  Revealed  Religion  is 
vacant  in  consequence  of  the  refusal  of  the  Associate  Alumni  to  nominate 
under  the  new  statute  which  requires  it  to  be  a  permanent  professorsliip. 
The  Board  of  Trustees,  in  tlie  hope  tliat  an  agreement  satisfactory  to  both 
parties  might  be  reached,  referred  the  matter  to  its  Standing  Committee, 
with  full  power  to  arrange  the  matter  with  the  Alumni  Association,  but 
the  Association  preferred  to  appeal  to  the  Civil  Courts,  where  the  ques- 
tion is  still  under  consideration.    In  the  meantime  the  Trustees,  in  order 
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that  the  students  might  not  be  deprived  of  instmction  in  this  important 
department,  elected  the  Rev.  Philander  Kinney  Cady,  D.D.,  Professor  of 
the  Evidences  of  Revealed  Religion,  to  continue  as  such  during  the 
pleasure  of  the  Board. 

By  appointment,  the  Rev.  Jocelyn  Johnstone,  M.  A.,  acted  as  Tutor 
in  Greek  and  Hebrew  during  the  Academical  year  1892-3,  and  was  suc- 
ceeded by  the  Rev.  Hugh  Latimer  Burleson,  M.  A.,  B.  D.,  during  1893-4. 
Since  Mr.  Burleson's  resignation  the  duties  have  been  perform^  by  the 
Rev.  Charles  Norman  Shepard,  M.  A.,  who  holds  the  Johh  H.  Talman 
Fellowship. 

During  the  last  three  years  two  of  the  Prof  sssors  have  departed  this 
life  —  the  Rev.  Samuel  Buel,  D.D.,  on  the  31st  of  December,  1892,  in  the 
seventy-eighth  year  of  his  age ;  and  the  Rev.  William  Ernest  Eigenbrodt, 
D.D.,  on  tae  4th  of  November,  1894,  at  the  advanced  age  of  eighty-one 
years. 

Dr.  Buel  occupied  the  Chair  of  Systematic  Divinity  and  Dogmatic 
Theology  with  exemplary  learning  and  fidelity  for  seventeen  years ;  and 
Dr.  Eigenbrodt  for  twenty-seven  years  most  faithfully  discharged  the 
duties  of  the  Chair  of  Pastoral  Theology.  They  were  both  retired  in 
1888  in  consequence  of  the  increasing  infirmities  of  age,  and  each  of 
them  was  made  Professor  Emeritus  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  tJie  Board 
of  Trustees.  Their  memory  will  always  be  cherished  by  the  Seminary 
to  whose  reputation  they  contributed  so  largely,  and  by  the  Alumni 
whose  character  they  did  so  much  to  mould.  To  Dr.  Eigenbrodt  the 
Seminary  is  also  indebted  for  a  most  munificent  legacy.

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IV.    STUDENTS.* 

The  number  of  students  in  attendance  during  fhe  last  three  years  has 
been  as  follows:  1892-93,  131 ;  1893-94,  145;  1894-95,  138. 

lliis  is  a  much  larger  number  than  has  ever  been  enrolled  at  any  one 
periotl.  And  yet,  large  as  the  number  is,  it  might  have  been  larger  if 
we  had  been  able  to  accommodate  more  students  with  rooms.  This  fact 
is  gratifying  as  evidence  of  the  growing  confidence  of  the  Church  in  the 
woVlc  of  its  General  Seminary.  But  when  an  increase  of  the  Ministry 
is  so  urgently  needed,  it  will  not  be  creditable  to  the  liberality  of  mem- 
bers of  the  Church  if  they  do  not  provide  the  additional' buildings 
required  to  enable  its  chief  School  of  the  Prophets  to  receive  all  who 
apply  for  admission. 

V.     LIBRARY. 

The  number  of  books  added  to  the  Library  since  the  last  report  is 
4,157,  making  the  total  number  of  volumes  now  on  the  shelves  25,900.

Collection  of  Latin  Bibles.  This  collection,  with  the  additions  wmch 
have  been  made  to  it,  numbers  about  two  thousand  volumes.  It  is  the 
largest,  if  not  the  most  valuable,  collection  of  Latin  Bibles  to  be  found 
in  any  one  library  in  the  world.  It  exceeds  the  number  of  editions  in 
the  British  Museum  by  nearly  one  hundred,  and  contains  several  hundred 
more  than  are  to  be  found  in  the  Bodleian  Library  in  Oxford,  or  the 
University  Library  in  Cambridge.  But  the  value  of  the  collection  does 
not  consist  alone  in  the  number  of  the  editions,  but  in  Uie  fact  that 
many  of  them  are  extremely  rare,  and  some  of  them  absolutely  unique, 
no  other  copy  being  known  to  exist.  In  nearly  every  instance  the  books 
are  in  excellent  preservation.  Many  of  them  are  in  the  curious  original 
bindings,  with  metal  bosses  and  silver  clasps ;  sometimes  with  leather 
tags  to  facilitate  turning  over  the  pages  and  protect  the  edges  of  the 
leaves;  some  have  been  rebound,  and  a  few  are  in  cardboard  backs. 
The  older  editions  show  the  development  and  growth  of  the  art  of  print- 
ing, whilst  the  sixteenth  century  editions  demonstrate  the  learning, 
piety,  patience,  and  care  which  have  been  brought  to  bear  on  the  Wora 
of  God,  display  the  basis  on  which  rest  many  of  the  various  sects  of 
Christendom,  and  throw  light  on  every  phase  of  theological  life. 

This  collection,  which  has  been  described  as  ^Hhe  most  valuable 
litenry  treasure  that  this  country  has  ever  received,"  and  in  reference 
to  which  the  London  "  Church  Times  "  says,  "  The  American  Church 
may  well  be  congratulated  on  the  acquisition  of  a  collection  whose 
simple  possession  is  an  honour,  and  in  certain  directions  even  a  valuable 
incentive  to  the  study  of  the  modern  history  of  the  Blble,^^  has  been 
placed  in  the  room  in  Hobart  Hall  formerly  occupied  by  the  archives  of 
the  Oeneral  Convention,  where  it  will  be  carefully  preserved,  and  access 
permitted  to  it,  under  proper  restrictions,  to  all  who  wish  to  consult  it. 
It  is  hoped  that  in  this  way  this  inestimable  bibliographical  treasure  will 
prove  of  the  greatest  value,  not  only  to  the  General  Theological  Sem- 
inary, biit  to  all  biblical  scholars  in  this  country. 

There  has  also  been  added  to  the  Latin  Bibles  several  hundred 
editions  of  the  Greek  Testament. 

VI.      BUILDINGS. 

The  old  East  Building,  erected  in  1826,  which  was  rapidly  falling  into 
decay,  part  of  it  having  become  actually  unsafe,  has  been  torn  down, 
and  Its  site  occupied  by  three  well-arranged  houses  for  Professors.  T^'o 
other  houses  for  Professors  are  now  in  process  of  erection,  the  cost  of 
one  of  them  having  been  paid  by  the  Corporation  of  Trinity  Church,  New 
York.  The  cot^t  of  the  other  ilouse,  like  that  of  all  the  new  buildings, 
is  met  by  funds  specially  provided  for  the  purpose  by  friends  of  the 
Seminary.  The  Seminary  buildings,  which  now  form  a  most  imposing 
pile,  surrounding  one  half  of  Chelsea  Square,  though  admirably  adapt^ 
to  their  purpose,  are  not  sufficient  for  the  accommodation  of  the  increas- 
ing number  of  students.  We  need  at  once  additional  dormitories,  while 
the  portion  of  the  old  West  Building  used  for  the  Refectory  is  utterly 
inadequate  for  the  purpose.  The  effort  of  the  Alumni  to  erect  a  special 
building  for  the  Refectory,  with  a  Gymnasium,  should  be  assisted  and 
carried  through  as  early  as  possible. 

VII.      GIFTS  AND  LEGACIES.

the  growing  demands  upon  its  General  Theological  Seminary,  will  malce 
it  its  loving  care,  and  that  those  who  have  it  in  their  power  to  forward 
the  work  by  contributions  of  money  will  esteem  it  a  privilege  to  do  what 
they  can  to  secure  its  greater  success  and  prosperity.

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EIGHTH  TRIENNIAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 
FUND  FOR  THE  RELIEF  OF  WIDOWS  AND  ORPHANS  OP 
DECEASED  CLERGYMEN,  AND  OF  AGED,  INFIRM,  AND 
DISABLED  CLERGYMEN. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Fund  for  the  Relief  of  Widows  and  Orphans  of 
Deceased  Clergymen,  and  of  Aged,  Infirm,  and  Disabled  Clergymen, 
herewith  submit  to  the  General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  their  eighth  triennial  report  to 
September  15,  1895. 

They  respectfully  ask  the  attention  of  the  Convention  to  the  follow- 
ing facts.  Compared  with  previous  reports  these  facts  are  encouraging. 
Compared  with  what  is  needed  to  meet  just  demands  on  the  Church,  and 
surely  this  must  be  the  measure  of  the  Church's  responsibility,  they  are 
the  reverse.  We  cannot  regard  this  sacred  trust  as  an  ordinary  charity. 
It  is  assuredly  something  more.  Is  it  not  a  simple  duty  to  see  that  the 
suffering  which  must  come  to  many  of  those  who  have  given  their  lives 
and  labours  to  the  service  of  the  Church  and  the  Master  are  lightened  and 
lifted  so  far  as  they  can  be? 

The  whole  amount  of  receipts  for  the  past  three  years  has  been  881,- 
494.31.  In  this  are  included,  balance  from  previous  account,  contribu- 
tions from  parishes  and  individuals,  royalty  on  the  Hymnal,  and  legacies. 

Of  this  sum  there  has  been  paid  to  69  clergymen,  166  widows  of  cler- 
gymen, and  24  orphans,  in  55  Dioceses  and  Missionary  Districts.  $48,295. 

Besides  tliese  appropriations  the  Trustees  have  invested  in  the  tliree 
years  $27,673.54;  they  have  paid  for  copyrights  and  legal  services 
$283.83:  and  have  on  deposit  and  on  hand  $5,241.94. 

It  gives  us  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  appropriations  of  the 
last  three  years  exceed,  by  more  than  $10,000,  those  of  the  three  years 
previous ;  but  we  are  compelled  to  add  the  drawback  that  since  1886  the 
contributions  from  churches  and  individuals  have  steadily  diminished. 
From  1883  to  1886  thev  amounted  to  823,680.31  ;  for  the  next  three  years, 
to  $18,475.70:  for  the"  three  years  following,  to  $17,870.25;  and  for  the 
last  three  years,  to  $17,062.45.  The  large  amount  received  for  royalty 
on  tlie  Hymnal  has  enabled  us  to  make  the  increased  appropriations. 
We  beg  to  call  special  attention  to  these  facts  that  are  the  reverse  of 
creditable,  in  the  hope  that  they  may  awaken  a  greater  interest  in  and  a 
greater  attention  to  the  importance  of  the  work  which  the  General 
Convention  has  called  us  to  administer. 

We  venture  to  repeat  what  was  said  in  our  report  of  three  years  ago : 

'*  The  Trustees  further  would  inquire  whether  it  be  not  possible  and 
desirable  to  establish  a  correspondence  between  this  General  Fund  and 
all  kindred  funds  and  societies  in  the  Church,  to  the  end  that  there  may 
be  an  understanding,  and,  so  far  as  practicable,  co-operation  between  ail 
the  agencies ;  that  there  may  be  a  general  bureau  to  at  least  record  all 
that  is  done  by  the  Church  in  this  matter  of  clergy  relief,  that  it  may  be 
done  with  intelligence  and  in  the  best  and  most  efficient  way.'' 
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The  result  of  inquiries  has  not,  as  yet,  indicated  any  likelihood  of 
'*' co-operation  between  all  the  agencies"  above  alluded  to.  But  it 
certainly  must  not  be  difficult,  and  it  is  most  desirable  to  secure  an 
accurate  record  of  all  that  is  accomplished  bv  all  agencies  in  the  way  of 
clergy  relief.  It  ought  not  to  be  supposed  that  the  general  trust  which 
we  are  charged  to  administer,  is  all  that  is  done  by  the  Church  for  her 
disabled  clergymen  and  for  widows  and  orphans. 

We  refer,  again,  to  the  noteworthy  fact  that  no  expense  beyond  that 
for  copyrights  and  legal  services,  has  ever  been  incurred  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  Fund. 

The  generosity  of  our  Secretary  and  Treasurer  has,  as  in  time  past, 
!«o  in  the  present^  relieved  the  Fund  from  all  such  charges.  We  cannot 
be  mlstalien  in  believing  that  tliese  officers  will  receive  the  hearty  and 
grateful  thanks  of  all  the  members  of  our  Communion. 

It  is  not  in  the  power  of  man  to  estimate  the  relief  and  comfort  that 
this  Fund  has  given  to  those  whose  lots  in  life  are  shadowed  by  many 
trials;  the  rehef  and  comfort  are  not  indeed  all  that  they  might  and 
should  be ;  but  the  grateful  words  that  from  time  to  time  come  hack  to 
the  trustees  are  such  that,  could  they  properly  or  possibly  be  presented 
to  the  Church,  they  would  arouse  to  exertion  our  interest  that  Is  in  too 
many  cases  dormant.  We  are  grateful  for  the  s}anpathy  and  approval 
of  the  General  Convention,  on  which  indeed  we  confidently  rely.  But 
mere  resolutions  of  sympathy  and  approval  are  of  little  real  worth  unless 
they  are  accompanied  and  followed  by  corresponding  action.  It  is  much 
to  be  desir^  that  the  Oeneral  Convention  would  designate  a  Sunday  in 
each  year  as  Clergy  Relief  Sunday,  and  recommend  mat  in  all  congre- 

Sitions  offerings  be  made  for  this  Fund  upon  that  day.  M^  it  please 
e  great  Master  of  the  vineyard  to  stir  up  the  hearts  of  His  faithful 
people  to  make  generous  provision  for  those  who  have  fainted  and  failed 
under  the  heat  and  burden  of  the  day  of  service,  and  for  those  whose 
earthly  well-being  is  dependent  on  them  I

Tile  Trustees,  by  way  of  supplement  to  their  general  report,  feel  it 
their  duty  to  call  attention  to  some  embarrassments  caused  by  the  action 
of  tile  General  Convention  under  Canon  8  of  Title  III.  Thisnew  Canon 
Passed  in  the  latter  days  of  tlie  Convention  did  not,  under  the  provisions 
ot  Canon  4  of  Title  IV.,  go  into  effect  until  .January,  1893,  yet  the  Conven- 
tion proceeded  at  once  to  nominate  fifteen  Trustees  in  anticipation  of 
the  amendment  of  the  charter  suggested  by  Section  2,  by  which  its 
number  of  trustees  should  be  enlarged  from  its  existing  number  of 
^ven  to  fifteen,  the  first  seven  in  the  list  to  be  the  trustees  until  such 
^niendment  should  be  made.  These  first  seven  were  the  Bishops  of 
Connecticut,  Montana,  and  New  York,  the  Assistant  Bishops  of  Cali- 
fornia and  Alabama,  the  Rev.  Morgan  Dix,  D.D.,  and  the  Rev.  W.  S. 
^ngford,  D.D  The  difficulty  of  getting  a  meeting  of  these  trustees, 
owin^  to  their  living,  many  of  them  at  great  distances  from  each  other, 
*D<i  from  any  central  point,  led  to  the  examination  of  the  question 
^hicii  has  been  stated.  If  their  election  was  irregular,  it  did  not  seem 
"Jtfe  to  proceed  to  a  change  of  the  charter  upon  their  authority.  The 
^Qclusion  was  reached,  upon  the  advice  of  counsel,  that  the  election  of 
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the  fifteen  trustees  by  the  General  Convention  was  invalid,  and  tliat  the 
safest  course  was  for  the  existing  trustees  to  hold  over  and  exercise  theii 
functions  until  an  opportunity  was  offered  at  the  ensuing  General  Con- 
vention to  correct  the  error.    This  has  been  done. 

In  this  connection,  the  trustees  respectfully  submit  that  the  enlarge- 
ment of  the  Board,  as  provided  for  in  the  Canon,  would  not  be  withoui 
grave  inconvenience.  The  very  excellent  reason  for  the  change  was 
probably  the  hope  that  a  more  general  interest  in  the  charity  would  hi 
elicited ;  but  it  is  not  easy  to  secure  a  quorum  of  a  large  body  of  trusteer 
whose  residences  are  remote  from  each  other,  and  when  trustees  canno 
attend  Board  meetings,  their  interest  naturally  soon  flags.

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FIKST    TRIENNIAL    REPORT    OF   THE    TRUSTEES    OF    THE 
PRAYER  BOOK  DISTRIBUTION  SOCIETY. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Prayer  Book  Distribution  Society  herewith  pre- 
sent to  the  General  Convention  their  first  triennial  report.  The  report 
covers  the  period  from  the  Greneral  Convention  of  1892,  when  the  revised 
Prayer  Book  was  adopted  and  its  use  enjoined,  to  the  1st  of  September, 
1896. 

Title  III.,  Canon  9,  of  the  Canons  defines  the  object  of  the  Society, 
which  is  to  promote  the  distribution  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer 
among  the  people  throughout  the  United  States  of  America. 

The  purpose  of  the  Society  is  therefore  neither  to  publish  Praver 
Books,  nor,  as  its  title  might  seem  to  imply,  itself  to  distribute  them,  but 
to  promote  the  distribution  of  the  Prayer  Book  and  to  stimulate  existing 
agencies,  and  to  encourage  the  formation  of  other  agencies  in  all  parts 
of  the  Church  for  the  work  of  bringing  the  Prayer  Book  to  the  knowl- 
edge of  as  many  people  as  possible,  and  further  to  report  the  results  at 
each  General  Convention. 

Recognizing  the  precious  heritage  of  liturgical  treasure  which  the 
Church  lias  received  in  the  Prayer  Book,  and  the  obligation  wliich  it  has 
thereby  incurred  to  bring  its  teaching  to  the  people  of  the  United  States 
for  their  ediflcation  in  Christian  trutli,  for  their  inspiration  and  guidance 
in  the  worship  of  Ahniglity  God,  as  well  as  for  the  setting  forth  of  the 
ancient  and  divine  order  of  tlie  Church  in  its  Ministry  and  Sacraments, 
tlie  Society  would  seek  to  impress  upon  the  Dioceses  and  Jurisdictions 
the  importance  of  engaging  in  the  work  of  distributing  the  Prayer  Book 
as  the  most  simple  and  effective  means  of  propagating  the  Gospel  of 
Christ  as  this  Church  hath  received  the  same,  and  of  spreading  among 
our  people  the  knowledge  of  tiiat  Church. 

It  is  a  simple  means,  because  it  requires  but  little  machinery,  because 
it  can  be  engaged  in  by  all  members  of  the  Church,  men  and  women, 
clergy  and  laity,  young  and  old,  and  because  it  can  be  done  at  a  trifling 
cost.  It  is  effective,  because  when  once  the  Prayer  Book  has  been 
delivered  it  makes  its  own  way ;  it  is  its  own  interpreter ;  it  is  always 
ready  for  duty;  it  never  loses  temper  in  argument;  it  harbours  no  pre- 
judices; it  knows  no  distinction  of  time  or  place  or  person,  but  stands 
ready  every  instant  with  its  argument,  its  instruction,  its  comfort,  and 
its  appeal. 

The  Society  has  appealed  to  the  Bishop  of  ever^^  Diocese  and  Mission- 
ary Jurisdiction  in  the  United  States  to  bring  before  his  Diocese  or  Juris- 
diction the  subject  of  Prayer  Book  Distribution,  and  it  has  reason  to 
believe  that  many  of  the  Bishops  have  responded  to  that  appeal.  It  has 
made  inquiry  in  every  Diocese  and  Missionary  Jurisdiction  as  to  that 
work,  and  has  endeavoured,  so  far  as  in  its  power  has  lain,  to  encourage 
and  stimulate  it. 

More  than  forty  Bishops  report  that  no  Prayer  Book  Societies  exist  in 
their  respective  Dioceses,  but  societies  of  greater  or  less  strength,  and 
under  various  forms,  exist  in  the  Dioceses  of  New  York,  Massachusetts, 
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Albany,  Connecticut,  Pennsylvania,  Maryland,  Pittsburgh,  New  Jersey, 
Central  New  York,  Chicago,  Milwaukee,  South  Dakota,  Southern  Vfr- 
giniu,  and  Kentucky. 

It  has  not  been  possible  to  secure,  for  this  first  report,  the  exact 
statistics  of  Prayer  Book  Distribution,  but  the  following  is  an  approxi- 
mate, and  fairly  correct,  estimate : 

Since  the  adoption  of  the  Revised  Prayer  Book  in  1892,  one  million 
one  hundred  thousand  copies  of  that  book  have  been  published. 

Grants  were  made  as  follows  during  the  three  years  preceding  Septem- 
ber 1,  1895 : 

By  the  New  York  Bible  and  Prayer  Book  Society,  116,000  Prayer 
Books  and  81,000  Hvmnals. 

By  the  Bishop  White  Prayer  Book  Society  of  Pennsylvania,  36,501 
Prayer  Books  and  2,826  Hymnals. 

By  the  Albany  Bible  and  Prayer  Book  Society,  15,148  Prayer  Books 
and  3,893  Hvmnals. 

By  the  Chicago  Prayer  Book  Society,  17,800  Prayer  Books. 
By  the  Margaret  Coffin  Prayer  Book  Society  of  Massachusetts,  9,961 
Prayer  Books  and  6,787  Hymnals. 

By  the  Pittsburgh  Society,  1,392  Prayer  Books  and  182  Hymnals. 
By  the  Samuel  Smithson  Fund  of  Connecticut,  2,800  Prayer  Books, 
and  by  the  Societies  who  have  not  reported  their  grants,  probably  thon- 
sands  more  have  been  distributed. 

As  examples  of  the  value  of  Prayer  Book  Distribution,  one  or  two 
instances  might  here  be  mentioned,  which  have  come  to  the  knowledge 
of  the  Trustees. 

An  eminent  judge  called  upon  the  rector  of  a  parish  in  Pennsylvania, 
much  to  that  rector's  surprise,  who  had  known  his  visitor  only  as  an 
honoured  jurist,  who  had  been  identified  with  another  Church.  The  judge 
came  to  express  his  desire  to  be  confirmed,  and  when  the  cle^'gyman 
asked  him  what  had  brought  him  to  this  mind,  he  said  that  it  was  solely 
from  his  study  of  a  Prayer  Book  which  had  come  into  his  possession. 

A  rector  in  the  Diocese  of  Maine,  who  had  been  very  active  in  distrib- 
uting the  Prayer  Book  among  a  widely-scattered  population  who  could 
be  reached  by  services  only  at  long  intervals,  reports  that  he  gave  a  copy 
oftheft^yer  Book  to  the  captain  of  a  sailing  vessel  before  he  started  on 
Ml  outward  voyage,  who,  on  his  return,  called  and  asked  for  another 
copy,  remarking,  *'  The  fact  is,  that  the  men  got  hold  of  the  copy  that 
you  gave  me  before,  and  it  has  passed  from  one  to  another,  so  that  I 
have  scarcely  had  a  chance  at  it."  There  is  a  large  sphere  of  usefulness 
for  the  Prayer  Book  among  the  various  vessels  which  are  plying  on  our 
lakes  and  rivers  and  sailing  from  our  seaports.  Libraries  are  provided 
tor  outgoing  vessels  by  societies  for  seamen,  and  it  would  be  a  most  wise 
and  oseful  act  If  to  all  these  libraries  a  copy  of  the  Prayer  Book  could 
be  furnished. 

The  Trustees  have  learned,  from  the  American  Prayer  Book  Fund,  of 
an  important  work  done  by  that  Fund ;  viz.,  that  of  attempting,  so  far 
as  the  money  placed  at  its  disposal  would  admit,  to  supply  all  the  rooms 
in  some  of  the  hotels  with  Prayer  Books. 

By  a  single,  individual  gift,  it  has  been  enabled  to  place  five  thousand 
copies  of  the  Prayer  Book  in  the  hotels  of  the  City  of  New  York.  This 
experiment,  for  such  it  was,  has  led  to  a  number  of  inquiries  and  appli- 
cations. Letters  have  been  received  from  two  of  the  smaller  hotels  in 
the  same  city  saying  that  the  proprietors  had  seen  the  Prayer  Book  In 
the  other  hotels  and  asking  if  they  could  not  have  a  supply  for  their 
own,  offering  themselves  to  pay  the  cost. 

The  manager  of  a  hotel  in  another  city  sent  to  ask  whether  the  priv- 
ilege was  to  be  confined  to  New  York,  and  from  the  proprietor  of  a  hotel 
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in  Washington  came  a  letter  saying  that  he  would  gladly  place  books  in 
his  own  hotel. 

Other  persons  have  called  or  written  to  express  their  pleasure  at  find- 
ing the  boolis  in  their  hotel  rooms,  and  in  one  instance  a  gentleman 
stated  that  he  became  so  interested  in  the  book  —  which  was  new  to  him 
—  that  he  read  it  through,  every  word  from  cover  to  cover. 

The  Prayer  Book  Fund  is  so  pleased  with  its  experiment  that  it  is 
earnestly  hoped  that  in  every  city  some  large-hearted  Churchman  may 
be  found  ready  and  willing  to  supply  its  hotels  with  copies  of  the 
Prayer  Book. 

fn  what  other  w^ay  could  so  many  intelligent  people  be  brought  into 
contact  with  that  book  *? 

A  few  years  ago  the  accidental  leaving  of  a  Prayer  Book  in  a  hotel 
room  was  the  means  of  buildinp  a  church.  The  maid  who  found  the 
book  which  had  been  left  behmd  brought  it  to  the  proprietor,  who 
handed  it  to  his  wife.  She  had  in  her  childhood  been  familiar  with  the 
Prayer  Book ;  the  sight  of  it  revived  her  memories  and  brought  the  tears 
to  her  eyes.  She  was  led  thereby  to  bring  about  the  establishment  of 
services,  which,  in  their  turn,  led  eventually  to  the  building  of  a  church. 

Many  other  facts  might  be  cited,  but  we  hasten  on  to  the  statement  of 
the  important  fact  that  the  Society  has  l>een  enabled  to  secure  the  reduc- 
tion of  the  price  of  tlie  cheap  edition  of  the  Prayer  Book  from  twenty-five 
to  fifteen  cents  a  copy,  —  a  reduction  of  forty  per  cent  from  the  price  at 
which  boolisellers  attempted  after  the  last  General  Convention  to  hold  the 
cheap  edition  of  the  Revised  Prayer  Book  —  and  it  has  thereby  vastly 
increased  the  possibility  of  bringing  the  Prayer  Book  within  the  reach 
of  the  poor. 

Attention  is  once  more  called  to  the  fact  that  the  Prayer  Book  Dis- 
tribution Society  has  no  funds  of  its  own  wherewith  to  print  or  to  distrib- 
ute the  Prayer  Book ;  its  work  is  to  stimulate  the  work  of  local  societies, 
to  endeavour  to  keep  before  the  Church  the  importance  of  that  work,  and 
to  bring  under  review  the  work  of  Prayer  Book  Distribution  in  its  trien- 
nial report  to  the  General  Convention. 

And  with  an  earnest  appeal  to  both  clergy  and  laity  that  they  will  do 
what  in  their  power  lies  to  scatter  broadcast  the  Church's  Prayer  Book, 
the  Prayer  Book  Distribution  Society  respectfully  submits  its  report.

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REPORT  OF  THE  REGISTRAR. 

The  Re^strar  of  the  General  Convention  respectfuUy  presents  the 
following  report: 

Since  the  last  General  Convention  the  Rejristrar  has  attended  either  iu 
person  or  by  the  appointment  of  a  Deputy  Registrar,  the  consecration  of 
fourteen  Bishops.  Duplicate  letters  of  Consecration  have  been  placed 
on  the  file,  and  full  entries  of  such  consecrations  have  been  made  in  the 
Book  of  Registry. 

There  have  been  received  from  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Bishops, 
the  documents  presented  by  the  Bishop  of  Pittsburgh,  in  connection  with 
the  action  of  the  State  and  General  Conventions,  1784-86,  and  from  the 
Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies,  a  complete  set  of  the  Journals  of  the 
General  Convention.  A  systematic  effort  has  been  made  to  secure  for 
the  Archives  complete  sets  of  all  the  Diocesan  Journals.  The  Registrar 
desires  to  record  his  thanks  to  the  Bishops  and  Registrars  of  the  Dioceses 
who  have  responded  to  his  appeal.  Over  five  hundred  Journals  have 
been  secured,  and  have  been  bound  in  one  hundred  and  ten  volumes  and 
added  to  the  Archive  Library.  The  most  valuable  addition  is  due  to  the 
kindness  of  the  Bishop  of  Maryland,  who  forwarded  bound  volumes  of 
the  Journals  of  his  Diocese,  almost  complete  from  1780. 

The  .Journals  of  tliese  Dioceses  are  now  complete :  viz.,  Massachusetts, 
Connecticut,  Rhode  Island,  New  Jersey,  Georgia,  Newark,  Long  Island, 
Albany,  Pittsburgh,  Southern  Ohio,  Minnesota,  Western  Missouri,  Fond 
du  Lac,  Southern  Virginia,  Montana,  Idaho,  Nebraska,  and  Southern 
Dakota. 

We  have  nearly  complete  sets  of  the  Journals  of  Maryland  from  1780, 
New  Hampshire  from  1853,  South  Carolina  from  1865,  Delaware  from 
1849,  Nebraska  from  1886,  and  Indiana  from  1841. 

The  Registrar  earnestly  asks  the  Bishops  and  authorities  of  the 
Dioceses  to  co-operate  with  him  in  making  this  collection  of  Jom*nals  as 
complete  as  they  can  at  this  late  date. 

The  Archives  are  now  deposited  in  the  large  and  convenient  room  iu 
the  Church  Missions  House.

•!•  To  Frederick  A.  DeRosset,  Archdeacon  of  Cairoy  and  Secretary  of  the 
Commission  on  Ecclesiastical  Belations^  of  the  General  Convention  uf 
the  American  Churchy  we  bestow  on  you  our  Apostolic  Blessing^  in 
Christ  Jesus  our  Lord : 

We  have  safely  received,  Venerable  Sir,  your  letter  of  the  14th-26th 
of  last  June,  and  the  Journal  of  the  General  Convention  of  the  Amer- 
ican church,  which  you  sent  to  us  with  it,  together  with  the  report  of 
the  Commission  on  Ecclesiastical  Relations,  of  which  you  are  the  sec- 
retary. 

Thanking  you  for  all  these,  in  this  our  letter  of  response,  we  eamestlj' 
pray  the  Lord  that  he  will  keep  you  in  good  health,  and  send  down  upoii 
you  His  heavenly  grace  and  blessing. 

41THE  PATRIARCH  OF  .VNTIOCH,   SPIRIDION. 
Damascus,  July  28,  1895. 

Unofficial  letters  have  also  been  received  by  our  late  Secretary,  Bihsop 
Hale,  from  the  Patriarch  of  Alexandria,  whose  handwriting  is  as  firm 
now  as  it  was  when  the  Bishop  received  the  first  letter  from  him  so  many 
years  since  that  the  Patriarch  speaks  of  him  as  an  old  correspondent  of 
his;  from  the  Patriarch  of  Antioch,  who  *' prays  the  Triune  God  that 
He  would  enlighten  all  with  the  light  of  His  Divine  wisdom  and  knowl- 
edge, and  that  He  would  hear  our  unceasing  prayers  and  intercessions 
for  the  good  estate  of  the  Holy  Churches  of  God,  and  for  the  union  of 
ail";  and  from  the  large-hearted  Nicodemus,  late  Patriarch  of 
Jerusalem, 

This  prelate,  since  his  retirement  from  the  Patriarchate,  on  account 
of  broken  health,  has  been  living  in  retirement  at  a  small  monastery  on 
the  Island  of  Halki,  in  the  Sea  of  Marmora,  near  Constantinople.  Last 
year  this  monastery  was  overthrown  by  an  earthquake.  The  good  Nico- 
demus, more  fortunate  than  some,  escaped  with  his  life,  and  has  been 
living  in  temporary  quarters  until  the  monastery  is  rebuilt.  In  these,  he 
Writes  in  a  recent  letter : 

*'  I  live  by  myself,  quiet  and  thankful.  I  attend  the  Church  of  the 
[sland,  and  labor  inteacliin*;  the  Gospel,  for  the  edification  of  Christians 
kVho  know  little  of  God's  Word,  which  grows  ever  more  full  of  delights 
is  the  quiet  of  death  draws  near.  ... 

*' Bear  in  mind,  brother  in  Christ,  what  you  have  often  expressed  to 
18,  that  there  is  need  that  we  of  the  East  know  you  and  that  you  know 
is.  And  in  order  to  our  knowing  each  other,  there  is  need  that  tin* 
^acred  liturgical  books  and  the  rules  for  service  be  translated  into  the 
lifferent  tongues,  that  tb<'y  may  bo  understood  and  that  prejudice  may 
>e  uprooted.  They  cause  much  harm  through  tlieir  want  of  sympathy, 
:^lielr  manner,  and  their  thougbtlessnf  ss,  who,  on  your  side,  judge  of  us 
ind  our  afiairs,  or  on  our  side  of  you  and  your  attairs,  yet  pay  little  atten- 
:ion  to  the  real  opinions  of  each,  .  .  .  wherefore  we  shall  thankfully 
receive  and  wait  for  the  Liturgy  of  the  Anglican  and  American  Churches 
in  Latin,  which  I  understand  you  will  send  us,  as  also  anything  else 
Clearing  on  the  work  of  unity." 
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His  Blessedness  had  been  told  of  the  unsatisfactory  nature  of  the  vari- 
ous translations  of  tlie  Prayer  Book  into  foreign  tongues,  and  has  been 
asked  if  he  could  readily  read  Bright  <fc  Medd's  Liber  Precum  PwWica>tim, 
which,  besides  being  the  best  version  of  the  English  Prayer  Book  in 
any  tongue,  contains  also  a  translation  of  the  American  and  the  Scottish 
Communion  Offices. 

Two  important  societies  in  the  Bussian  Church  have  celebrated  their 
twenty-fifth  anniversary  the  past  year,  the  Orthodox  Missionarj'  Society 
and  the  Russian  Bible  Society.  Kach  can  tell  of  admirable  work  done, 
but  each,  while  thankinj^  God  for  what  has  been  achieved,  recognizee 
the  need  of  yet  more  earnest  prayers  and  labour,  and  of  yet  larger  gifts. 

While,  iuAmerica  and  England,  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  anything 
like  general  Christian  education  have  ])een  felt  to  be  very  great  and  often 
almost  insuperable,  we  are  told,  on  good  authority,  that  *' during  the 
last  twelve  years  more  than  eleven  thousand  parish  schools  have  been 
provided  by  the  Russian  Church,  and  have  been  supported  mainly 
through  voluntary  efforts." 

A  devout  and  learned  English  layman,  well  known  ta<a  member  of  our 
Commission,  writes  of  a  visit  he  paid  last  year  in  the  East  of  Russia:  **  1 
travelled  with  a  Tartar  Priest,  himself  a  convert  from  Mohammedanism, 
amongst  the  Tartar  villages  east  of  the  Volga,  where,  so  far  from  the 
State  having  put  pressure  upon  the  natives  to  desert  their  religion, 
Mohammedanism  is  even  endowed  by  the  Russian  government.  And  yet, 
I  saw  village  after  village,  where  forty  years  ago,  there  was  not  a  single 
Christian  inhabitant,  with  Christian  Churches  built  by  private  subscrip- 
tion, and  crowded  with  Tartar  peasants,  singing  the  Liturgy,  and  other 
offices  of  the  Church,  in  their  native  tongue." 

The  work  of  Christianizing;  the  Mohammedans  seems  to  many  almost 
hopeless.  Surely  there  is  life  and  efficiency  in  a  Church  which  can 
succeed  so  well  in  a  task  so  difiicult. 

Since  last  General  Convention,  we  have  been  brought,  in  more  than 
one  instance,  into  relations  with  the  Church  in  the  Greek  Kingdom. 
The  learned  and  eloquent  Demetriu.s  Latas,  Archbishop  of  Zaute,  was 
present  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Missions  in  Chicago,  in  October, 
A.  I).  1893.  In  an  address  which  he  delivered  before  the  body  he  said  : 
'*  In  your  Church,  and  in  the  eminent  divines  of  that  Church,  one  can 
see  concentrated  the  hopes  of  union,  in  the  future,  of  all  the  Christian 
Cliurches  iu  the  world.  Your  Church  is  the  centre  toward  which  all  the 
emiiKMit  persons  of  the  distinctive  Churches  will  cast  their  eyes  in  tlie 
future,  when,  by  the  grace  of  God,  they  will  decide  to  take  steps  for  the 
union  of  all  the  Christian  world,  into  one  flock  under  one  Shepherd." 

After  the  Ajmstolic  Benediction  from  the  3Iost  Reverend  Prelate,  at 
the  conclusion  of  his  address,  the  following  resolution,  prepared  b}-  a 
member  of  our  Connnission,  was  unanimously  adopted: 

li('s«fh'('(l^  That  the  Missionary  Council  of  the  American  Church  extends 
to  the  Most  Reverend  Dionysius,  Archbishop  of  Zante,  our  most  reverent 
regards,  and  through  him  our  most  loving  greetings  to  our  dear  brethren 
in  Christ,  the  Bishops,  Clergy,  and  Laity  of  the  Holy  Orthodox  Churclies 
of  the  East,  of  whom  lie  is  so  worthy  a  representative. 

Not  long  after  the  Council  at  Chicago,  he  returned  home  by  the 
Pacific  Ocean.  A  friend  who  saw  him  soon  after  writes  :  '*  It  was  very 
interesting  to  notice  the  effect  of  his  travels;  he  was  extraordinarily  im- 
pressed !)y  the  expenditure  of  resources  on  missionary  work ;  it  seems 
to  have  given  him  quite  a  new  and  fresh  conviction  that  Christianity  is 
destined  to  rule  the  world." 

He  had  learned  nmch  of  the  real  condition  of  our  Church  during  his 
visit,  and  we  hoped  much  from  the  results  of  his  influence  on  his  return 
to  (Jreece.  But  our  Heavenly  Father  was  i)leas«Hl  to  call  him  to  his  rest 
very  soon  after  he  again  reac\\ed\\\ft  m\xv\^  Vwud. 
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A  senior  member  of  our  Commission,  the  Bishop  of  Long  Island, 
spending  some  time  in  Atliensi,  and  receiving  mucli  courtesy  from  tlie 
Metropolitan  and  his  Clergy,  addressed  the  following  letter  to  the  Metro- 
politan on  Christmas  Day,  1894 : 

Germanos,  Metropolitan  of  Athens,  and  President  of  the 

Holy  Synod  of  Greece: 

My  Lord  Archbishop^  —  After  the  very  friendly  interviews  granted  me 
l)y  your  Grace,  in  the  past  week,  I  am  encom*aged  to  believe  that  you 
-will  not  regard  with  disfavour  this  more  formal  and  explicit  expression 
of  my  deep  interest  in  all  that  belongs  to  the  history,  or  concerns  the 
i^'elibeing,  of  the  Holy  Orthodox  Church  of  the  East.  Though  I  have 
no  authority  to  speak  for  anyone  but  myself,  I  may  venture  to  assure 
you  and  the  Holy  Synod  over  which  you  preside,  that  my  feeling,  as  one 
of  its  bishops,  correctly  represents  that  of  the  whole  American  Church. 

There  are  many  reasons  why  we  of  the  remoter  West  should  regard 
with  affectionate  veneration  all  branches  of  the  Holy  Eastern  Churcli  in 
communion  with  the  Patriarch  of  Constantinople.  We  are  not  unmind- 
ful of  what  she  has  suffered  and  achieved  through  ages  of  change, 
oppression,  and  disaster.  We  are  grateful  for  her  patient  and  courageous 
witness  in  times  of  peril  and  persecution  to  the  faith  and  order  of  the 
primitive  Church.  We  are  glad  to  recognize  her  dignity  and  honour,  as  the 
Mother  Church  of  Christendom.  It  is  part  of  our  happiness,  as  it  is 
also  of  our  strength,  to  know  that  we  have  much  in  common  with  the 
Eastern  Church,  and  that  in  some  degree  we  are  sharers  in  her  noblest 
treasures.  Her  fathers  are  ours.  We  cherish,  with  a  love  second  only  to 
hers,  the  Clements,  the  Polycarps,  the  Basils,  the  Gregories  and  the 
Chrj'sostoms  whom  she  gave  to  Christendom.  And  while  saying  this, 
we  rejoice  to  add  that  she,  faithfully  obedient  to  their  teachings,  has 
never  allowed  herself  to  be  tempted  to  put  forth  arrogant  pretensions  to 
supremency  and  infallibility,  and  thus  to  erect  new  and  insuperable  bar- 
riers to  the  restoration  of  Catholic  unity. 

In  this  connection,  we  recall  with  lively,  satisfaction  the  endeavours 
made  by  some  of  our  pious  and  learned  forefathers  of  the  Church  of 
England  (endeavours  rendered  possible  by  the  absence  of  such  barriers) 
to  open  friendly  communications  with  Eastern  patriarchs  and  prelates. 
But,  coming  down  to  events  nearer  our  own  time,  we  hold  in  thankful 
remembrance  the  kindness  and  sympatliy  sliown  bv  prominent  ecclesi- 
astics of  the  Greek  Church  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hill,  during  his  fifty  years  of 
labour  in  this  city  in  the  cause  of  Christian  education.  The  great  value 
of  his  work  and  the  disinterested  motives  which  prompted  it,  as  well  as 
the  stainless  excellence  of  his  character  as  a  priest  in  the  Church  of  God, 
have  been  equally  attested  by  the  highest  authorities  in  the  Greek  Church 
and  in  the  Greek  nation.  During  all  the  half-century  of  Dr.  Hill's 
labours  here,  he  was  not  only  the  public  representative,  but  also  a  living 
epistle  of  the  American  Church,  to  the  brethren  of  the  Eastern  Church. 
It  is,  therefore,  no  new  thing  that  you  should  be  assured  by  these 
presents  of  the  loving  sympatliy  of  the  American  Church. 

Most  thankful  for  the  many  courtesies  and  kindnesses  received  at  the 
hands  of  your  Grace  during  my  sojourn  in  Athens,  I  cannot  conclude 
this  letter  \^ithout  expressing  the  earnest  hope  (and  I  do  so  in  words 
used  by  the  late  illustrious  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  some  eighteen  years  ago) 
that  "if  it  should  please  God  that  Constantinople  should  cease,  after 
more  than  four  hundred  years,  to  be  the  seat  of  Moslem  misrule,  and  be 
restored  to  the  Christian  faith,  the  Cross  may  again  surmount  the  Church 
of  Santa  Sophia,  and  other  Gregories  and  other  Clirysostoms  may  sit 
on  the  patriarchal  throne,  and  faithful  worshippers  from  the  Eaat  atyi 
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the  West  may  meet  together  as  brethren  under  Its  dome  to  sing  praises 
to  their  common  Lord." 

If  it  be  not  a  vain  thing  to  cherish  such  a  hope,  it  will  surely  be  part 
of  our  daily  prayers  that  God  will,  in  His  own  time  and  way,  effect  such 
a  union  of  the'  ancient  Churches  of  the  East  with  the  Western  Churches 
of  the  Anglican  and  American  Communion,  and  with  the  Old  Catholics 
of  continental  Europe,  as  will,  in  His  merciful  providence,  prove  to  be  a 
tirm  bulwark  against  the  assaults  of  unbelief  and  Ultramontanism  —  now 
the  chief  peril  of  Christendom,  and  a  sure  safeguard,  amid  all  dangers 
:ind  disasters,  of  the  faith  once  delivered  to  the  saints,  with  its  sufficient 
r»»cord  in  Holy  Scripture,  and  its  sufficient  witness  in  the  Primitive 
(  hureh.

To  this  letter  the  Metropolitan  responded  as  follows : 

The  Right  Reverexd  the  Bishop  of  Loxg  Island: 

My  dear  Biahop :  The  Holy  Synod  of  the  Church  of  Greece,  having"^ 
perused  with  great  attention  and  care  the  letter  sent  by  you,  our  beloved-^ 
brother,  has  gratefully  appreciated  the  affectionate  veneration  of  the*** 
American  Church  toward   the  Holy  Orthodox  Church  and  its  fathers,  — 
who  established  it  through  labour  and  blood.    These  fathers  delivered — 
TO  u.<  as  they  had  receive<l  it  from  the  eye-witnesses  of  the  Word,  a  holy 
and  uncorriipt  Church,  not  having  spot  or  blemish,  or  any  such  thing. 
Therefore  the  Holy  Synod  of  the  Church  of  Greece  directed  us  to  greet 
vou,  brother  beloved  in  Christ,  and  to  write  a  due  answer  to  vour  hon- 
oure<l  letter. 

Thus  writing,  we  assure  you,  who  are  so  dear  to  us,  of  our  deep  grat- 
itude for  your  letter  in  which  you  express  so  strongly  the  thankfulness 
of  the  Amerieau  (  hureh  to  the  Holy  Kastern  Church,  for  her  patient  and 
courageous  witne-i<,  in  times  of  i>eril  and  persecution,  to  the  faith  and 
order  of  the  primitive  (  huroh. 

In  this  letter,  you  reoi>irnize  the  Holy  Eastern  Church  as  the  mother 
<  hureh  of  Chri-itendoin,  and  you  state  that  its  fathers  are  also  the  fathers 
of  the  American  <  "hureh,  namely,  the  Clements,  the  l*olycari>s,  the 
Ua^ils.  the  (ii-eirories,  and  the  Chrysostoms.  Moreover,  you  earnestly 
d»»-iire  the  realization  of  the  union  of  the  Churches  of  England  and 
America,  with  the  primitive  Church  in  the  East. 

We  cannot  express  the  joy  and  the  great  satisfaction  we  fell  for  what 
i-i  written  so  sinoen^ly  by  a  reverend  prelate  of  the  American  Church. 
Wt>  thankeil  G«hI  fn^m  the  bottom  of  our  heart  iH'cause  he  has  sent  yon. 
at  this  time,  a<  one  «»f  His  olioson  -ervant^  to  ai<l  in  preparing  the  \vav 
for  the  desinnl  uni«»n.  and  so  for  the  fultihneni  of  the  great  pnmiise  that 
we  shall  all  l>e  t>ne  tloek  untler  i>ne  and  the  same  heavenly  Shepherd,  our 
Lord  .le<us  Christ. 

In  the  meantim*'.  w»»  W^z  you.  who  in  the  irotxlne-ss  of  your  heart  have 
>h«»wn  U'i  so  many  pr»H»t«;  t»t  sympathy,  toall«»wu<  to  assure  you  that  our 
hoiy  (  luiR'h  of  (I<hI,  walkiuiT  in  the  path*  of  it-*  Mr'^'^tHl  and  ever  mem- 
orable father*  and  masters,  con^iilers  as  one  t>f  it<  principal  aims,  the 
uniou  t>f  all  the  <liristian  (  hurehf"^  in  the  world  under  one  and  the  s:ime 
Master,  our  Lor»i  Jesus  Christ. 

Oxiv  Church,  praying  inees-anily  for  thi-  nio^t  desirable  and  salutary 
union,  l>elieves  that  the  moment  i<  approaohin;:  N\hen  this  union  will  be 
po^^ihle,  principally  with  tho^e  rhurehes  of  the  We>t  which  have  no 
.4::i'>ition  for  sclf-iulvancement,  and  which   are   distinguished  for  their 
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devotion  to  the  principles  of  the  primitive  Church.  It  is  only  such 
Churches  that  can  successfully  resist  men  who  ascribe  to  themselves 
divine  qualities,  and  that  can  remove  the  worst  obstacles  to  the  restora- 
tion of  Christian  concord  and  unity. 

Writing  this  letter  with  Christian  love  to  you,  and  giving  to  all  faith- 
ful Christians  of  America  the  blessing  of  our  Holy  Church,  we  are  your 
dear  brother  and  friend  in  Christ,

The  work  of  the  Jerusalem  and  the  East  Mission,  under  the  charge  of 
Bi^liop  Blyth,  has  gone  on  with  many  anxieties,  but,  on  the  whole,  very 
successfully.  In  addition  to  the  work  at  Jerusalem,  a  hospital  has  been 
opened  at  Haifa,  at  the  foot  of  Mt.  Carmel,  under  the  very  efficient  care 
of  Miss  May  Allen,  daughter  of  the  late  Archdeacon  Allen,  of  Salop,  in 
the  Diocese*  of  Litchfield,  and  a  lady  of  much  experience  in  the  mission- 
ary field. 

There  is  a  mission  school  at  Cairo,  under  the  charge  of  the  Rev.  Naser 
Odeh,  a  native  Syrian,  placed  there  by  Bishop  Bl^h.  It  is  especially 
intended  for  Jews,  but  Copts  and  Moslems  are  also  admitted.  A  recent 
visitor  was  much  impressed  by  the  attainments  of  the  pupils,  girls,  boys, 
and  youn^  men,  and  by  the  thorough  and  Churchly  manner  in  which  all 
was  carried  on.  The  Society  for  the  Furtherance  of  Christianity  in 
Egypt  is  doing  what  it  can  to  promote  educatiou  among  the  Copts,  and 
especially  for  their  women.  Among  the  Copts  themselves  considerable 
is  done  for  education.  A  Society  has  been  founded  by  them  called  the 
Al  Tewfikh  Society,  which  aims  to  promote  the  advancement  of  the  Coptic 
people,  and,  as  means  thereto,  to  improve  the  training  and  the  support 
of  the  Clergy,  who  are  at  present  very  poorly  paid.  \Vhile  this  move- 
ment is  one  of  their  own,  they  welcome  the  sympathy  and  help  of  Angli- 
cans. The  Archbishop's  Mission  to  Assyrian  Christians  still  goes  on 
with  its  good  work  of  assisting  the  Assyrian,  or,  as  we  believe  they  pre- 
fer to  be  called,  the  East  Syrian,  Christians  help  themselves.  To  use 
the 'words  of  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  "  The  object  of  the  Mission 
is  not  to  Anglicise  this  people,  but  to  make  them  intelligent  holders  of 
the  religion  which  they  have  held  with  such  tenacity."'  *'  There  was  no 
question  about  the  absolute  sincerity  of  these  people;  they  did  not  desire 
that  money  should  be  spent  among  them;  all  that  they  asked  was, 
'Teach  us;  do  come  and  teach  us.  You  have  all  knowledge,  all  power, 
at  your  disposal;  come  over  here  and  teach  us.'  " 

A  number  of  the  students  of  the  lieueral  Theological  Seminary  in  New 
Vork  have,  we  understand,  undertaken  to  pay  the  salary  of  one  of  the 
f  lergy  connected  with  the  Mission,  the  Kev.  Mr.  Neesan,  a  Syrian  who 
A  as  educated  at  the  Xew  York  Seminary.  A  number  of  village  schools 
ire  supported  by  contributions  of  American  Churchmen.  Indeed,  the 
^>rusalem  and  the  East  Mission,  under  Bishop  Blyth,  and  the  Arch- 
bishop's Assyrian  Mission,  are  Anglican  rather  than  English  Missions, 
tid  well  deserving  of  American  help.  We  are  pleased  to  learn  that 
^isiiop  Blyth  has  recently  received  very  generous  assistance  from  this 
ountry. 

The  Eastern  Church  Association,  founded  about  thirty  years  since  in 
Intj^land,  *Ho  give  information  as  to  the  state  and  position  of  the  Eastern 
'liristians,  to  make  known  to  the  Christians  of  the  East  the  doctrine  and 
rinciples  of  the  Anglican  Church,  and  to  take  advantage  of  all  oppor- 
Unities  wliich  the  Provid<'noe  of  Uoil  should  afford  for  mtercommunion 
k'ith  tlie  Orthodox  Church,  and  also  for  friendly  intercourse  with  the 
ther  ancient  Churches  of  the  East,*'  which  for  some  years  >v«AVQajcX.Vs^>

has  bitely  been  revived  and  is  doing  a  good  work.    It  counts  among  its 
members,  a  nunil)er  of  Bishops  and  others  of  the  American  Church. 

In  our  last  report  we  gave  au  account  of  the  First  International  Old 
Catholic  Congress  held  at  Cologne,  September,  1890,  and  of  the  Second 
held  at  Lucerne,  Switzerland,  in  September,  1892.    At  the  tliird  of  these 
Congresses,  held  at  Rotterdam,  Holland,  August  27-30,  1894,  two  mem- 
bers of  our  Connnission  were  in  attendance.  Bishop  Hale,  and  tlie  Rev. 
Dr.  Nevin.    They  were  greatly  encouraged  by  what  tliey  saw  and  lieard. 
There  were  representatives  there,  and  a!)le  ones,  from  Germany,  Swit- 
zerland, Austria,  France,  and  Italy,  and,  of  course,  a  good  attendance  of 
Hollanders.     And  with  all  the  zeal,  there  was  great  harmony.     At  other 
Old  Catholic  gatherings,  one  had  been  struck  with  the  academic  ciiar- 
aeter  of  much  of  the  proceedings.     Wise  men  and  good  spake  learnedly 
and  well  in  favour  of  this  doctrine,  or  against  that  practice.    But  the 
young  and  zealous  were  largely  conspicuous  by  their  absence.     At  thi*- 
C'ongress  the  wisdom  of  the  aged  was  not  absent,  but  neither  was  the- 
enthusiasm  of  the  younger.     In  the  earlier  stages  of  the  Old  Catliolic 
movement,   the  Church   of  Holland  stood  watching.    Now,  its  Arch 
bishop,  two  liisliops,  with  leading  Clerg}^  and  Laity,  were  in  the  for 
front.      For  vears  tin;  Old    Church    in   Holland  steadily  declined  i 
numbers,  now  the  tide  has  turned,  and  it  has  a  steady  increase.    Tli 
Church  Services  during  the  ( -ongress  were  well  attended  by  young  an 
old,  and  were  hearty  and  attractive.    The  Congress  was  presided  ove 
by  Dr.  Van  Tbeil,  iiead  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Amersfoort, 
strong  man,   and  an   excellent  presiding  officer.     While  the  visitors 
Anglican  and  Russian,  were  treated  with  great  courtesy  and  kindness,  i 
was  evi<ient  that  the  Old  Catholics  were  not  bidding  for  foreign  support 
in  any  quarter;  and  this  in  itself  was  an  encouraging  feature. 

Excellent  reports  were  given  of  progress  in  Germany  and  Switzer 
land.    An  a!)lo  young  priest  from  Paris  told  of  good  work  done  tliere.^-^ 
Pfarrer  Cecb  gave  a  good  report  for  Austria.     It  was  resolved  to  liaves^^ 
the  next  Congress  meet  (in  1891))  at  Vienna,  by  which  time  it  is  hopeill— - 
that    the   Austrian   Old   (atbollcs   will  have   a   Bishop  of    their  own. 
ArrangennMit<  to  that  end  are  aln^ady  making. 

Count  IbMiri  di  Cnnipello  from  Italy  proclaimed  the  hearty  agreement 
of  binw<*lf  and  those  who  followed  him  with  Old  Catholic  principles. 
It  was  a  matter  of  regret,  spoken  of  not  publicly  but  i)rivately,  that 
Spain  wa«»  not  represent <'d  at  this  Congress,  as  it  had  !)een  at  the  last, 
so  that  all  those  on  the  continent  who  sought  to  be  Catholic  but  not 
Roman   miglit  act  in  harmony,  to  their  mutual  comfort  and  advantage. 

In  July  last  Bishop  Reinken<  addressed  a  Pastoral  Letter  to  the  Clergy 
and  Laity  under  his  charge,  to  say  that,  warned  by  advancing  years  and 
the  ertects  of  recent  illness  that  he  had  need  of  help  in  his  work,  he  pro- 
posed that  hi-*  Vicar  (General,  Dr.  Theodon*  Weber,  be  consecratetl  to  be 
UU  assistant.  Prof.  Weber  was  accordingly  consecrated  Augu^st  4, 
ix'.C).  in  the  (\itb«»dral  at  Berne,  by  Bishop  llorzog,  assisted  by  Bishop 
Reinkens  and  Bishop  Spit,  of  I)event<»r.  a  Bishop  from  each  of  the 
churches  of  (iermany,  Switzerland,  and  Holland,  thus  taking  part  in  the 
laying  on  of  bands. 

On  Sunday,  September  2.3,  1S04,  a  recently  erected  church  for  the 
Spanish  Ref(U'niers  was  cou<*ecrated  in  Madrid,  by  the  Archbishop  of 
l>ublin,  and  on  the  same  day,  Senor  Cabrera  wa-i  con-jccrated  a  Bishop  of 
the  Reformed  Church  in  Spain,  by  the  Archbishop  of  Dublin,  assisted 
by  the  bisliops  of  Clogher  and  Down  of  the  Irish  Church. 

During  the  past  two  year<,  ihrere  ha<  been  on  the  Continent  not  a-littlc 
dl'^cu^ion  of  Auirlican  Orders.  Some  Old  Catholics  of  IloUand,  who 
have  not  yet  ouiliveil  I'ltramontane  i)rt\judices,  having  expressed  doubts 
as  to  the  validity  of  those  Orders,  have  drawn  out  most  able  replies  from 
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such  Old  Catholic  leaders  as  Bishop  Reinkens  and  Dr.  Friedrich.  And 
leading  French  ecclesiastics,  the  Abb6  Portal,  the  Abb6  Duchesne,  and 
Monseigneor  Gasparri,  have  demonstrated  that  many  of  the  arguments 
urged  against  Anglican  Orders  have  no  support  from  history,  or  theolog- 
ical science.  It  is  said  that  these  distinguished  scholars  have  been 
encouraged  in  setting  forth  the  real  facts  in  this  matter  by  manifest 
approval  in  very  high  quarters.  The  withdrawal  of  baseless  charges 
against  the  validity  of  Anglican  Orders,  would  do  much  in  preparing  the 
way  for  nearer  relations  between  Christian  Churches  in  time  to  come. 

On  the  30th  of  August  last,  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  issued,  at 
the  request  of  the  Bishops  of  his  Province,  a  very  important  Pastoral 
Letter.    In  this  he  says : 

*'*'  A  desire  for  sympathy  among  classes,  for  harmony  among  nations, 
ibove  all  for  reunion  in  Christendom,  is  cliaracteristic  of  our  time.    We 
cannot  fail  to  find  in  it  a  call  to  renewed  faith  in  the  mission  of  the 
Church,  and  to  more  strenuous  labour  for  the  realization  of  Christ's 
bequest  of  peace.  .  .  .  The  official  letter  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Anglican 
Communion,  assembled  in  Conference  at  Lambeth,  in  A.D.  1878,  already 
suggested  '  the  observance  throughout  our  Communion  of  a  season  of 
Prayer  for  the  Unity  of  Christendom,'  as  well  as  an  intercession  for  the 
enlargement  of  Christ's  Kingdom.     The   Lambeth  Conference  of  A.D. 
1888,  '  commended  this  matter  of  reunion  to  the  special  prayers  of  all 
Christian  people,  both  within  and  (so  far  as  it  might  rightly  do  so)  with- 
out our  Communion,'  in  preparation  for  opportunities  of  further  action, 
i^imilar  desires  have  been  expressed  by  Eastern  Churches.    Conferences 
have  been  held  between  leading  men  of  various  communities.    Almost  all 
the  Christian  bodies  known  among  us,  including  the  Roman  Communion, 
"have  by  their  heads,  requested  that  prayers  should  be  oflTered  this  last 
>Vhitsuntide  for  grace  to  attain  to  so  good  a  consummation.    In  thank- 
fulness to  the  one  Spirit  for  these  manifold  signs  of  llis  operation,  the 
whole  Christian  Church  will  consider  both  the  duty  of  continued  move- 
ment towards  this  Divine  end,  and  will  also  mark  all  forms  of  action 
likely  to  hinder  or  invalidate  such  movement.     Peril  there  would  be  to 
us  in  any  haste  which  would  sacrifioe  part  of  our  trust,  and  in  any  nar- 
rowness which  would  limit  our  vision  of  Christendom.  .  .  .  Union  solid 
and  permanent  can  be  based  only  on  the  common  acknowledgment  of 
truth.  .  .  .  History    appears    to  be   forcing    upon    the  Anglican  Com- 
munion an  unsouglit  position,  an  overwhelming  duty  from  which  it  has 
hitherto  shrunk.   It  has  no  need  to  state  or  to  apologize  for  this,    lliinkers, 
not  of  its  own  fold,  have  boldly   foreshadowed  the  obligation  which 
must  lie  upon  it  towards  the  divided  Churches  of  East  and  West.  .  .  . 
It  seems  not  uncertainly  marked  by  God  to  bring  the  parted  Churches 
of  Christ  to  a  better  understanding  and  closer  fellowship.  ...  It  is  our 
supreme  and  perfect  hope  that  at  last  '  The  peace  of  God  shall  rule  in  all 
our  hearts,  to  the  which  also  we  are  called  in  One  Body.'    We  steadfastly 
pray  the  prayer.    We  commit  ourselves  ^  to  Him  that  is  able  to  do  exceed- 
ing abundantly  above  all  that  we  ask  or  think.'  " 

Doubtless  amongst  those  who  pray  for  unity  a  large  part  have  a  very 
defective  idea  of  what  unity  is,  and  are  influenced,  more  than  they  them- 
selves realize,  by  a  desire  to  see  their  own  opinion  prevail.  Members  of 
one  Church  would  fain  see  all  other  Christian  Churches  and  Christians 
subject  to  that  one  Church.  And  those  who  have,  for  any  cause,  de- 
paiibed  from  the  Divine  Organization  of  the  Church,  vainly  imagine  that 
the  immense  majority  of  Christians  would  surrender  what  they  hold  as  a 
sacred  trust,  in  order  to  bring  about  a  temporary  union  containing  within 
itaell  the  elements  of  its  own  speedy  disruption.  But,  happily,  God  an- 
•WWt^e  pr^ers  of  His  people,  not  according  to  their  ignorance,  but 
"^  to  His  infinite  and  loving  wisdom.  If  there  be  a  special  promise^ 
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*' whore  1  wo  of  you  agree  on  earth  as  touching  anything  that  ye  shal"  ^  ^^ 
ask/'  how  sure  'may  we  be  that  when  from  millions  of  cSiristiari  heart;*- 
in  all  i)arts  of  the  world,  goes  up  the  constant  and  fervent  prayer  thaV 
*'  all  may  be  one,"  He,  who  is  *'  the  author  of  i>eace  and  lover  of  con — 
cord,*'  will,  in  His  own  good  time  and  way,  ^rant  the  petition,  and  unit 
:dl  His  children,  however  now  dissevered,  m  "  that  peace  of  His  tha 
maketh  all  things  peaceful.*' 

How  can  we  close  better  than  in  the  words  of  Porphyry,  th€E2^  ^^ 
late  learned  and  saintly  Bishop  of  Tchigirin,  in  Russia,  who,  in  hi*==-e  ■'^ 
work  on  the  Coptic  Church,  nearly  forty  years  ago,  thus  beautiful U"--^?^  )' 
wrote : 

*'  He  who  walked  amidst  the  seven  golden  candlesticks  of  the  Churcli^^  '^^ 
alone  knoweth  when,  Jind  how,  and  by  what  means,  shall  be  fulfilled  Hi5»-^=fc  ^^ 
promise  which  cannot  be  broken,  '  There  shall  be  one  Flock  and  one— ^^  ^ 
Shepherd.'  But  until  that  time  comes,  evervciiildof  the  Catholic  Churcli^'  •'i 
ought  to  draw  near,  by  prayer,  by  love,  by  careful  study,  to  his  brethren,,,^  ■*• 
who  are  put  hi  antagonism  to,  or,  to  speak  more  correctly,  are  separatetflKr  *^ 
from  him  by  misunderstandings.  'Behold  how  good  and  joyful  a  thin 
It  is,  bretiiren,  to  dwell  together  in  unity  'I  In  one  and  thesame  aethei^ 
float  all  the  star.-*  of  heaven,  made  by  God,  not  all  of  one  size,  or  of  one? 
weight,  and  revolving  in  different  orbits,  and  about  different  suns.  O 
one  earth,  and  according  to  one  law  of  vegetation,  the  flowers  grow,  bu 
how  they  differ  in  form  and  colour !  One  Lord  of  the  spirits  of  all  flesh 
rules  with  sovereign  sway  over  all,  but  when  there  is  a  common  love- 
each  for  the  other,  His  tender  mercy  will  graciously  condescend,  and- 
listening  to  the  prayers  of  all,  each  for  the  other.  He  will  pardon  errors 
and  sins,  in  word  or  deed,  and  whether  committed  in  knowledge  or 
in  ignorance."

To  the  Comniissinn  on  Christ iun  Unity  of  the  House  of  Bishops  and  of 
the  House  of  Deputies  of  thf  (rfueral  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
C4fpal  Church  convened  in  thr  City  of  Chicago^  Oct.' 27^  1886: 

Dear  Brothers,  —  The  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  United  States  of  America,  now  in  session  at  Omaha,  Nebraska, 
have  received  with  sincere  gratification  the  "  Declaration  '•  of  your  House 
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of  Bishops,  and  your  request,  under  it,  for  a  brotherly  conference  with 
us  and  other  branches  of  the  Church  of  Christ,  '*  seeking  the  restoration 
of  the  organic  unity  of  the  Church,  with  a  view  to  the  earnest  study  of 
the  conditions  under  which  so  priceless  a  blessing  might  happily  be 
brought  to  pass." 

The  General  Assembly  are  in  cordial  sympathy  with  the  growinif 
desire  among  the  Evangelical  Christian  Churches  for  practical  unity  and 
co-operation  in  the  work  of  spreading  the  Gospel  of  our  I^rd  Jesn* 
Christ  throughout  all  the  earth,  and  they  respond  to  your  invitatiou 
with  the  sincere  desire  that  the  conference  asked  for  may  lead,  if  not  to 
a  formal  oneness  of  organization,  yet  to  sucii  a  vital  and  e3sential  unity 
of  faith  and  spirit  and  co-operation  as  shall  bring  all  the  followers  of 
our  Common  Lonl  into  hearty  fellowship,  and  to  mutual  recognition 
and  aileotion,  and  to  ministerial  reciprocity,  in  the  branches  of  the  one 
visible  Church  of  Christ,  working  together  with  Ilim  in  advancing  His 
Kingdom  upon  earth. 

Without  entering  here  into  consideration  of  any  of  the  principles 
which  your  House  of  Bishops  lay  down  *'  as  essential  to  the  restoration 
of  unity  among  the  divided  branches  of  Cliristendom,'-  but  leaving  the 
consideration  of  them  to  the  conference  which  you  request,  the  General 
Assembly  have  appointed,  Ministers  —  Joseph  T.  Smith,  D.D.,  Robert 
M.  Patterson,  D.D.,  David  C.  Marquis,  D.D.,  William  Henrv  Green,  D.D., 
LL.D.,  Samuel  J.  Nicholls,  D.D.,  William  H.  Roberts,  D.D.,  Francis 
Brown,  D.D.,  Ransom  B.  Welch,  D.D.,  \vith  Ruling  Elders — Hon.  James 
A.  Beaver,  Hon.  Cyrus  L.  Pershing,  Hon.  Robert  N.  Willson,  William 
E.  Dodge,  Hon.  Samuel  M.  Breckim^dge,  Dr.  William  C.  Gray,  and  E. 
R.  Monfort,  LL.D.,  a  committee  to  confer  with  you  and  with  any  similar 
commissions  or  committees  that  may  be  appoiiited  by  any  other  Chris- 
tian Churches  for  conference,  with  instructions  to  report  to  the  next 
General  Assembly  the  results  of  their  deliberations.

Letter  from  Our  Commission. 

To  the  Committpo  on  Christian   Unitu  of  the  General  Assembhf  of  the  Frt^ 
hyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America : 

Dear  Brethren,  —  Your  letter  has  given  us  much  joy  and  Iws 
encouraged  us  to  look  with  renewed  hope  for  the  unity  of  all  who  love 
the  blessed  Master. 

It  has  !)eeii  carefully  considered  by  our  Commission,  and  we  have 
deemed  it  best  to  ask  that  for  the  time  being  our  conferences  may  ^»e 
conducted  in  writing.  There  would  be  danger  during  an  oral  confereui'e. 
just  at  the  present  time,  of  the  intrusion  of  a  debate  that  might  seri- 
ously interfere  with  the  accomplishment  of  the  object  we  both  of  u!».  it 
is  hoped,  have  at  heart.  We  cannot  hide  from  ourselves  that  important 
diftereuces  now  separate  us,  hut  we  suggest  that  a  consideration  of 
these  may  properly  be  postponed  until  we  have  found  a  basis  of  sul>- 
stantial  agreement,  and  then  peradveuture,  we  shall  discover  that  tbe?e 
differences  are  not  of  such  a  character  as  to  prevent  our  union. 

Let  us  bear  in  mind,  brethren,  that  the  Master  prayed  that  His  follow- 
ers might  he  one  even  as  He  and  the  Father  are  one.  An  unity  that  iloe* 
not  fully  refltu't  the  unity  of  tlie  indivisible  Trinity  does  not  fulfil  the 
prayer  of  the  Master.  Siich  unity  may  in  this  age  seem  to  some  but  » 
dream,  yet  may  we  not  trust  that  if  we  are  but  faithful  in  our  labour* 
to  that' end  aii  Almighty  power  will  bring  it  to  pass?     If  the  work 
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■were  ours  we  should  faint,  but  it  is  of  God,  who  worketh  in  us  both  to 
^will  and  to  do  in  answer  to  our  united  efforts. 

Only  let  us  grasp  the  idea  of  unity  that  is  the  Master's  conception  of 
unity.     Let  us  mbour  until  the  consummation  is  attained. 

We  note  in  your  communication  that  your  committee  is  empowered 
tx>  consider  with  us  the  principles  "  essential  to  a  restoration  of  unity." 
We,  therefore,  suggest  as  a  primary  proposition  that  there  are  certain 
principles  that  are  essential  for  the  preservation  of  the  Faith  and  Order  of 
Ood-8  Kingdom,  and  that  all  else  may  be  held,  or  rejected  by  the  pri- 
vate judgnjent  of  each.  There  are  things  very  dear  to  us  that  are  not 
tiained  among  the  principles  enumerated  in  the  Declaration  of  our  Bish- 
ops. These  we  have  not  treated  as  matters  indiflTerent,  yet  as  those  we 
<lo  not  deem  essential  and  which  in  the  United  Church  we  should  be  will- 
i  ng  to  leave  open  to  be  decided  by  local  authorities. 

liVe  hold  ourselves  ready,  however,  to  surrender  everything  that  may 
oonflict  with  those  principles  that  we  shall  determine  to  be  essentially 
necessary  to  unity. 

We  take  notice  that  your  General  Assembly  expressly  left  the  consid- 
eration of  the  principles  laid  down  by  our  House  of  Bishops  to  a  confer- 
ence between  us.  We,  therefore,  earnestly  invite  you  to  recommend  to 
3roar  General  Assembly  the  acceptance  of  these  matters  as  principles  of 
-vinity,  and  the  appointment  of  yourselves,  or  others,  as  commissioners  to 
sieeotiate  the  further  details  of  a  union. 

If  you  are  not  prepared  to  do  this,  will  you  not  kindly  open  your. 
:Mninds  to  us  that  we  may  confer  together  and  find,  peradventure,  a  proper 
solution  of  the  difficulty. 

Our  proposition  then  is  that  the  visible  Church  of  Christ,  or  Kingdom 
of  God  on  earth,  must  hold  the  Faith  divinely  revealed,  and  that  of  the 
lK>dy  of  the  revelation  certain  truths  are  essentially  necessary  to  be  held 
-^o  attain  unto  eternal  life,  and  that  these  are  enumerated  in  the  symbol 
-of  faith  enunciated  by  the  undivided  Church,  that  is  to  say,  the  Creed 
•^2ommonly  called  the  Nicene ;  the  two  Sacraments  of  Christ's  ordination 
<^uly  ministered ;  together  with  such  polity  as  is  necessary  for  the  order- 
:Sng  of  the  Kingdom,  and  this  polity  that  which  held  in  the  undivided 
<^hurch,  modified  in  its  application,  but  not  in  its  original  organism, 
•according  to  changes  required  by  diiTerences  of  age  and  circumstances

Letter  from  the  Presbyterian  Committee. 

To  the  Commission  on  Church  Unity  of  the  General  Convention  of  the  Prot^ 
estant  Episcopal  Church : 

Dear  Brethren, —  We  have  read  with  care  the  letter  of  ^our  Coin- 
mission.  We  recognize  the  admirable  spirit  of  the  paper,  and  its  genuine 
^luistian  courtesy  throughout,  and  are  equally  sincere  and  earnest  in 
<^  desire  that  such  a  unity  may  be  brought  about  among  the  dilTerent 
T)ranche8  of  the  Church  of  Christ,  as  shall  perfectly  accord  with  the 
^nind  of  the  blessed  Redeemer,  and  in  tiie  liope  that  the  correspondence 
^n  which  we  are  now  engaged  may  by  His  grace  be  made  to  conduce  to 
^his  most  desirable  end. 

We  understand  you  to  present,  as  proposed  terms  of  unity,  the  four 
Propositions  which  were  stated  by  your  House  of  Bishops. 

We  can  accept  as  principles  of  unity  the  first  three  of  these,  aa 
follows : 
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1.  Tlie  Holy  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  ae  the 
revealed  word  of  God. 

2.  The  Nicene  Creed  as  the  sufficient  statement  of  the  Christian 
Faith ;  understanding  by  this  that  it  is  such  a  statement  of  the  essential 
truths  of  Christianity  as  may  form  a  pi-oper  bond  of  Church  fellowship 
among  all  who  adhere  to  it,  but  not  that  it  embraces  all  that  we  hold  to 
be  precious  and  important,  nor  that  in  accepting  it  we  should  be  under- 
stoo:l  to  give  up  our  attachment  to  and  use  of  the  Westminster  Confes- 
sion of  Faith  as  an  ampler  exhibition  of  what  we  believe  to  be  taught  in 
Holy  Scripture. 

3.  The  two  Sacrament >»,  Baptism  and  the  Supper  of  the  Lord,  minis- 
tered with  unfailing  use  of  Christ's  words  of  institution  and  of  the  ele- 
ments ordained  by  Him. 

AVe  can  with  equal  readiness  accept  the  fourth  proposition  accordinjT 
to  our  understanding  of  its  terms.     It  is  as  follows :  '*  The  Historic  Epij^ 
copate,  locally  ada])ted  in  the  methods  of  its  administration  to  the  varying 
needs  of  the  natitMis  and  p<*oples  called  of  God  into  the  unity  of  Hi^ 
Church."    The  Presbyterian  Church  hoMs,  and  always  has  held  flrmly- 
to  what  we  believe  to  be  the  genuinely  historic  Episcopate  as  this  i?  ^^ 
forth  in  the  New  Testament,  and  in  the  practice  of  the  early  Church,  so  far 
as  it  did  not  swerve  from  apostolic  models  and  directions.     It  finds  the 
Presbyter-Bishop  in  all  ages  of  the  Church,  in  unbroken  succession  untjV 
the  present  day.     At  th(i  same  time  we  are  not  disposed  to  constraitJ 
others  to  adopt  our  interpretation  in  this  matter.    We  shall  feel  no  diffi' 
culty  in  uniting  witli  those  who  interpret  the  Bishops  of  the  New  Terta- 
ment  and  of  the  primitive  Church  dillerently  from  ourselves,  provided 
our  own  liberty  of  interpretation  is  not  infringed.     We  can  unite  with 
those  who  tliiuk  Bishops  to  be  a  superior  order  of  the  Clergy,  provided 
we  ourselves  are  not  asked  to  abandon  our  own  conscientious  conviction 
tliat  Bishoi)S  as  instituted  l)y  the  A])()stles  are  not  of  superior  rank,  but 
tiiat  all  who  are  ordained  to  the  niiuistrv  bv  the  laving  on  of  hands  ot 
tlie  Presbvterv  and  arc  entniste<l  with  ihe  care  and  oversight  of  souls  are 
]iisho])s.     May  we  not  assume  tliat  you  will  accord  to  us  all  the  lilHTty 
in  int<'rj)reting  this  tci-in  wliic-li  lias  Ix'cn  enjoyed  by  your  own  ministry, 
and  by  tliat  of  the  Anglican  Cliurcb  in  this  and  earlier  generations?     If 
we  are  correct   in  our  understanding  of  this  fourth  proposition,  and  it  is 
intended   to  enil)race  the   hi*»tori('  Episcopate    in   the  various  fonus  in 
which  it  ]>revails  in  different  countries  nnd  in  ditt'erent  branches  of  the 
('hurcli  of  Christ,  we  yield  to  it  our  cordial  assent,  and  are  prepared  to 
recoinniend  to  our  General    Asseni])ly  to  conduct   further  negotiations 
with  reference  to  a  union  on  the  ha<is  of  the  tour  propositions  of  your 
House  of  Bishops. 

In  this  connection,  dear  l>rethren,  as  you  recjuest  us  to  open  our 
minds  freely  to  you,  peiinit  us  to  emphasize  a  point  which  we  think 
essential  to  have  undei-stood. 

The  General  Assembly  which  ai)pointed  us  jifllrmed  this  ^'statement 
of  the  ])rineiples  whereby,  in  its  judgment,  practical  Church  unity  ran 
be  realized  and  maintained. 

^*1.  All  l)eliev(^rs  in  Christ  constitute  one  body,  mystical,  yet  real^ 
and  destined  to  grow  into  the  fulness  of  Him  who  filletli  all  in  all. 

**  2.  The  universal  visible  Church  consists  of  all  those  throughout  the 
world,  who  profess  the  true  religion,  together  with  their  children. 

"3.  Mutual  recognition  and  reciprocity  between  the  diflerent  bodies 
who  i>rofess  the  true  religion,  is  the  tlrst  and  essential  step  toward  prac- 
tical Church  uniXyr— (Mi)} tifrs,  1SS7,  p.  15().) 

Permit  us  to  <»xpress  the  iiope  that  you  will  find  nothing  in  this  state- 
ment of  principles  which  you  cannot  ai)prove. 

The   Presbyterian  Church  recognizees  all    bodies  professing    the  true 
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religion  as  branches  of  the  visible  Church  of  Christ,  and  it  recognizes  the 
validity  of  their  Ministry  and  Sacraments.  Differences  of  view  m  relation  . 
to  ecclesiastical  polity  need  be  no  bar  to  mutual  recognition  and  recipro* 
city.  It  seems  to  us  that  that  should  be  confessed  to  be  a  true  Church  of 
Christ,  in  which  His  spirit  manifests  His  saving  and  sanctifying  power^ 
in  which  His  truth  is  professed ;  His  word  preached  and  His  ordinances 
dispensed ;  and  it  may  be  so  confessed  even  by  those  who  hold  a  theory 
of  Church  polity  according  to  which  its  organization  is  imperfect  and 
irregular.  And  the  same  applies  to  Ordination  and  the  admini$>tration  of 
the  Sacraments ;  they  may  be  confessed  to  be  valid  even  by  those  who  - 
esteem  them  to  be  irregular. 

Allow  us,  brethren,  to  add  —  and  in  this  we  trust  we  are  in  full  accord 
with  you  —  that  in  our  judgment  organic  unity  does  not  implv  absolute 
uniformity,  but  the  reverse.    The  one  indivisible  life  is  not  only  consist- 
ent with,  but  requires  for  its  proper  unfolding,  diverse  operations  and 
manifestations.    The  historic  Churches  of  Christendom,  under  the  guid- 
ance of  Gk>d*8  good  Spirit,  in  the  course  of  their  manifold  ex])eriences^ 
have  each  contributed  to  unfold  the  Christian  life  in  some  one  particular 
form  or  mode,  though  with  defects  and  excrescences,  no  doubt,  which 
ought  to  be  correctedaud  removed.    Yet  with  all  due  allowance  for  errors 
and  imj)erfections,  each  body  has  conserved  something,  or  developed  some- 
thing, which  it  will  be  for  the  general  good  to  retain.    If  the  best  results 
are  to  be  accomplished  by  the  union  of  Christendom,  it  will  not  neces- 
sarily be  by  the  obliteration  of  existing  bodies,  but  may  be  by  including 
them  in  a  larger  unity. 

We  hope  to  receive  a  response  to  our  communication  which  may  be 
a  token  for  good.    And,  awaiting  this,  we  will  ask  our  General  Assem- 
bly to  continue  our  Committee.    If,  as  we  hope,  the  views  herein  ex- 
presscKi  prove  acceptable  to  your  Commission,  will  you  not  lay  them  be- 
fore  the  body  which  appointed  you,  and  ask  their  concurrence  and 
authoritv  to  devise  measures  in  conjunction  with  Committees  from  our 
Own  and  other  Churches  for  carrying  them  into  effect?

Response  of  Our  Co3imission. 

New  York,  October  9, 1889. 

*o  the  Committee  on  Christian  Unity  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church: 

Dear  Brethren,  —  We  have  received  and  read  with  much  pleasure 
^our  letter  of  May  24,  1888,  delayed  in  its  transmission  by  failure  of  the 
^Xiails.  Your  communication  has  rejoiced  our  hearts,  inspired  our  expec- 
tations, and  confirmed  our  confldeuce  in  your  wisdom,  piety,  and  Christian 
brotherhood,  which  originated  our  movement  in  this  charitable  work. 

We  have  been  searching  to  find  a  basis  on  which  negotiations  for 
d^ristian  Unity  might  be  secured.    On  three  of  the  four  principles  of 
Huch  foundation  we  are  happily  agreed.     On  the  fourth  we  may  say  in 
i*«ply  to  you  that  the  only  authoritative  deliverance  in  respect  to  the 
t^lireefold  character  of  the  Orders  of  the  sacred  Ministry  that  our  Church 
liath  put  forth  is  found  in  the  preface  to  our  ordinal,  wherein  it  i» 
declared  "  that  it  is  evident  unto  all  men  diligently  reading  Holy  Scrip- 
ture and  ancient  authors  that  from  the  Apostles'  time  there  have  been 
these  Orders  of  Ministers  in  Christ's  Church,   Bishops,  Priests,   and 
I>eacons."    This  we  believe  to  have  l)een  placed  in  that  position  as  the 
statement  of  what  is  historic,  what  is  evident  unto  all,  and  \iO\.  ^X  «XV  9A  ^ 
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dogmatic  article  of  faith.    It  is  placed  there  as  a  declaration  of  eccle- 
siastical polity,  as  this  Church  hath  inherited  the  same. 

This  reply  we  presume  will  meet  your  declaration,  and,  therefore,  re- 
ceive your  cordial  assent.  We,  therefore,  respectfully  suggest  that  von 
"  recommend  to  your  General  Assembly  to  conduct  further  negotiations 
with  reference  to  a  union  on  the  basis  of  the  four  propositions  of  our 
House  of  Bishops,"  and  we  shall  take  pleasure  in  asking  like  authority 
for  ourselves. 

With  respect  to  the  other  matters  contained  in  your  letter,  mutiud 
recognition  and  reciprocity,  we  have  to  say  that  our  authority  at  pre»- 
ent  extends  only  to  a  searcli  for  the  basis  of  unity.  A  recognition  of  the 
manifold  workings  of  God's  Holy  Spirit  within  your  Communion,  bring- 
ing forth  the  peaceable  fruits  of  righteousness,  is  but  to  give  expression 
to  what  is  evident  unto  all,  and  could  not  be  withheld,  were  there  any 
disposition,  which  there  is  not,  so  to  do. 

The  question  of  reciprocity  is  one  that  will  probably  be  for  considenn 
tion  as  a  tentative  measure  in  the  course  of  our  further  negotiations. 
We  think  it  must  necessarily  be  delayed  in  its  consideration  until  after 
we  shall  have  received  information  of  the  action  of  your  General  Assem- 
bly on  the  proposition  that  you  will,  as  we  understand,  lay  before  them. 
We  believe  further,  that  the  great  end  of  our  endeavours  will  be  promoted 
by  such  delay. 

Our  Commission  is  now  in  this  city,  and  we  should  be  much  pleased  to 
receive  you  to  an  oral  conference  at  an  early  day.  We  have  had  the 
pleasure  of  greeting  several  of  your  members,  and  the  benefits  of  ac- 
quaintance and  personal  intercourse  we  have  experienced,  and  we  feel 
that  the  great  object  for  which  we  are  labouring  would  be  greatly  ad- 
vanced by  such  conference.

Letter  from  the  Presbyterian  Committee. 

Saratoga,  N.  Y.,  May  14,  1890. 

To  the  Committee  on  Church  Unity  of  the  General  Convention  of  the  Prot- 
estant Episcopal  Church : 

Dear  Brethren,  —  AVe  have  received  your  courteous  reply  to  our 
comuumication,  and  are  gratified  by  the  expression  of  your  belief  that 
the  only  authoritative  deliverance  of  your  Church  in  relation  to  three 
Orders  of  the  Ministry  is  not  at  all  a  dogmatic  article  of  faith,  but  a 
declaration  of  ecclesiastical  polity  as  your  Church  hath  inherited  the 
same;  and  that  it  is  simply  a  statement  of  what  in  your  view  is  historic 
and  evident  to  all.  While  respectfully,  but  earnestly,  recalling  your  at- 
tention to  the  action  of  our  General  AssembU^  as  reported  in  our  former 
letter,  and  to  our  remarks  in  connection  with  it,  we  may  now  say  that, 
understanding  that  our  concurrence  is  not  demanded  in  the  statement 
prefixed  to  your  ordinal,  affirming  the  history  and  the  evidence  of  three 
Orders  of  the  Ministry,  we  are  prepared  to  recommend  to  our  Grcneral 
Assembly  to  conduct  further  negotiations  with  reference  to  a  union  on 
the  basis  of  the  four  propositions  of  your  House  of  Bishops. 

Meanwhile  we  will  fervently  pray  that  the  Lord  would  incline  the 
hearts  of  all  His  people  more  to  the  things  which  make  for  peace  and 
tlie  things  whereby  they  may  edify  one  another,  that  He  would  m- 
ciously  remove  all  grounds  of  oftence  and  all  hindrances  to  a  peircct 
union  out  of  the  way,  aud  that  He  would  enable  those  who  truly  love 
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XTim  and  who  bear  His  image  to  love  one  anotlier  with  a  pure  heart 
fervently,  giving  due  prominence  to  those  great  essential  matters  of  our 
faoly  religion  in  which  they  agree,  and  attaching  less  importance  to 
i3iatters  of  minor  consequence  in  wliich  they  differ,  until  with  advancing 
li^lit  and  clearer  apprehensions  these  differences  shall  finally  disappear, 
or  shall,  at  least,  cease  to  separate  those  who  are  one  body  in  Christ 
«Jesus. 

We  shall  carry  with  us  delightful  remembrances  of  the  pleasant  f ra- 
-fcemal  Intercourse  which  we  have  been  permitted  to  have  with  the  mem- 
l)ers  of  your  Commission  personally ;  and  we  invoke  upon  you  and  upon 
Chat  honoured  branch  of  the  Church  which  you  represent  the  richest 
1>le9sings  of  divine  grace.  We  shall  rejoice  in  your  prosperity  and  en- 
largement and  more  abundant  usefulness ;  and  we  shall  know  no  rivalry 
l>ut  that  of  being  stirred  up  by  your  example  to  increased  zeal  and 
«ievotion  in  the  cause  of  our  blessed  Master. 

And  now,  brethren,  may  the  God  of  love  and  peace  be  with  you.

Letter  of  Our  Commission. 

KoTK.  — The  Interval  between  the  date  of  this  letter  and  the  one  above  was  filled  by 
-ceveral  nnofflcial  communications  between  the  respective  Secretaries  of  our  Commis- 
sion and  the  PresbTterlan  Committee  and  by  an  oral  conference  held  In  Baltimore, 
October  U,  1892. 

Alexandria,  La.,  November  18,  1892. 

To  the  Committee  on  Christian  Unity  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presby^ 
•  terian  Church: 

Dear  Brethren,  —  Your  communication  notifying  us  that  your 
Generai  Assembly  had  adopted  a  resolution  autliorizing  and  instructing 
yoa  to  proceed  to  continued  conference  with  us  in  tlie  matter  of  Chris- 
tian Unity,  on  the  basis  of  the  four  points  esteemed  by  us  as  essential 
thereto,  lias  been  received. 

We  gather  from  your  letters  and  from  your  expressions  in  oral  con- 
ferences we  have  enjoyed  with  you,  that  there  are  many  essential  mat- 
ters in  which  we  are  agreed.  Sufter  us  briefly  to  rehearse  these.  In 
davs  gone  by  it  was  the  habit  of  men  to  glorify  divisions;  now  the  great 
evfl  of  thein  is  generally  conceded,  and  the  sin  of  them  acknowledged 
and  deplored. 

We  are  agreed  also  that  the  ultimate  aim  of  those  who  seek  the  unity 
of  the  Divine  Master's  Kingdom  is  and  must  be  a  corporate  union,  as 
that  alone  can  reflect  the  union  that  is  between  the  Father  and  the  Son  — 
the  only  unity  that  can  be  esteemed  responsive  to  the  prayer  of  the  Lord 
Christ. 

It  is  evident,  however,  that  we  have  not  yet  reached  an  agreement 
respecting  the  meaning  and  signiflcance  of  some  of  the  terms  used  in  the 
Declaration  of  the  component  parts  of  the  very  basis  on  which  our  con- 
ferences are  to  be  conducted. 

We  are  convinced  that  we  have  not  yet  reached  a  stage  of  proximate 
unity,  which,  when  it  may  be  reached,  will  necessarily  require  a  free  and 
fraternal  discussion  of  what  are  considered  the  crucial  difficulties  in  the 
way  of  ultimate  agreement  and  loving  concord.  May  we  not  leave  these 
matters  to  the  influences  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  who  may,  in  His  own  good 
time,  lead  us  to  surprising  evidences  of  His  power  to  Yemoxft  \xiQ^\wi\au\Jass^ 
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when  the  triumphs  of  His  grace  and  truth  are  the  sole  objects  of  His 
faithful  people  in  their  labours  and  prayers? 

First  of  all,  let  us  learn  to  understand  and  love  one  another.  Let  us  pro- 
mote every  convenient  form  of  social  and  godly  intercourse.  Let  ur  im- 
press upon  Christians  who  differ  from  us  where  we,  Presbyterians  and 
^Vnglicans,  are  agreed,  that  we  recognize  ^reat  Christian  principles  on 
which  we  are  entirely  united ;  that  we  cherish  each  other's  character  and 
reputations  as  fellow-Christians ;  that  we  rejoice  in  the  points  in  which 
there  are  advantages  on  either  side,  which  are  examples  to  both ;  that  we 
are  striving  together,  in  many  ways,  for  the  triumph  of  the  Gospel  and  the 
glory  of  Ciirist.  To  quote  the  words  of  one  who  is  honoured  alike  by 
both  of  us :  '*  It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to  allay  erroundless  su^ 
picion ;  to  do  away  with  jealousy  and  rivalry,  and  to  bruig  about  a  con- 
ciliatory state  of  mind.  Episcopalians  and  Presbyterians  are  too  far 
apart;  they  contemplate  each  other  at  a  distance,  hence  they  do  not 
understand  each  other.  They  have  much  in  common ;  they  agree  In  do(^ 
trine,  they  love  the  same  precious  truths,  thev  serve  the  same  I^rd: 
they  desire  above  all  things  the  advancement  of  His  Kingdom  and  glory; 
their  inward  spiritual  experience  is  substantially  the  same;  they  are 
struggling  to  realize  in  their  heart  and  life  the  image  of  Christ;  they 
are  labouring  alike  to  do  good  to  the  bodies  and  souls  of  those  around 
them,  and  to  bring  this  lost  world  to  God  and  to  salvation.  But  they 
dwell  in  separate  camps ;  they  never  confer  together  about  matters  of 
common  interest ;  they  do  not  look  into  each  other's  eyes,  nor  open  their 
hearts  to  each  other.  If  personal  intercourse  could  in  some  way  l>e  pn>- 
moted,  however  informal ;  if  they  could  be  brought  together  for  the  pro- 
motion of  common  ends;  if  the  spiritual  unity  which  already  exist* 
could  And  some  i)raotical  expression ;  if  they  could  be  enlisted  together 
in  some  comniou  cause, —  they  would  appreciate  each  other  better  and 
would  yearn  for  a  closer  union,  not  merely  as  a  matter  of  duty  to  ( 'hrist, 
but  from  a  strong  and  growing  attachment.  Assimilation  would  then 
be  easy,  because  they  would  love  each  other  too  much  to  remain  lou^rff 
apjirt.  But  the  attompt  to  combine  them  before  either  party  is  ready  for 
it  would,  in  my  o]>inion,  not  l)e  wise.'' 

For  the  present,  we  think  the  next  three  years  may  be  most  profital>ly 
spent  in  acting  on  these  suggestions.  It  is  our  hojM»  that  we  may  be  lyer- 
mitted  to  meet  as  a  Commission  at  the  time  and  in  the  citv  in  wliich  vour 
General  Assembly  will  next  convene,  at  which  time  we  should  l)e  jrlail 
to  have  opportunity  for  further  oral  conference,  with  a  view  to  reaching 
a  better  and  complete  understanding  of  the  meaning  of  the  terras  ujBeii 
in  the  Declaration  of  those  things  agreed  on  as  essential  elements  of  the 
basis  of  Christian  unitv. 

As  a  matter  of  probable  interest  to  you,  we  have  to  communicate  to 
you  that  our  House  of  l)ei)uties  of  the  Ueneral  Convention,  recently  in 
session,  adopted  as  its  own  the  Declaration  on  Christian  Unity  of  the 
Bishops  of  the  An^jlican  Comnnuiion,  assembled  at  Lambeth,  England,  in 
.Fuly,  1888,  and  which  was  sul>stantially  the  same  as  the  Declaration  of 
our  House  of  Bishops  adopted  in  1886  and  already  transmitted  to  you.

Reply  of  the  Presiiyterian  Committee. 

Xew  York,  March  2,  1893. 
To  the  Episcopal  Commission  on  Church  lenity: 

Dear  Brethren, —  We  have  read  your  letter  with  great  satisfaction, 
atid  hope  that  we  may  be  permitted  to  see  in  it  the  prospect  of  some 
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advance  toward  the  object  which  we  all  have  so  much  at  heart.  There 
are,  no  doubt,  serious  points  of  difference  l>etween  us,  which  it  would 
not  be  profitable  now  to  discuss,  but  there  are  also  important  matters  in 
which  we  cordially  agree. 

The  four  propositions  of  your  House  of  Bishops,  re-afflrmed  at  Lam- 
]>eth,  and  adopted  by  your  House  of  Deputies,  we  regard  as  a  definite 
proposal  looking  toward  the  reunion  of  Christendom,  and  embodying 
your  views  of  the  proper  basis  of  such  a  union.  We  have  explained 
in  a  former  communication  how  far  it  is  possible  for  us,  with  our  pres- 
ent light,  to  assent  to  this  basis.  We  recognize  with  you  that  we  have 
not  yet  reached  an  agreement  respecting  the  meaning  and  signification 
of  some  of  the  terms  used  in  the  propositions  above  referred  to.  And 
we  shall  be  glad  to  have  an  opportunity,  as  you  suggest,  for  further 
oral  conference  with  a  view  to  reacJi  a  better  and  complete  under- 
standing on  these  points  at  the  time  of  the  meeting  of  our  General 
-Vssembly  in  Wasliiugton.  And  we  cordially  appreciate  your  courtesy 
in  proposing  to  meet  with  us  at  that  time. 

Meanwhile  we  tiud  in  tlie  suggestions  of  your  letter  a  gleam  of  hope 
that  there  may  be  a  better  way  of  composing  our  differences.  If  we 
shall  fix  our  thoughts  upon  those  things  in  which  as  believers  in  the 
Lord  .Jesus  Christ  we  are  at  one,  rather  than  upon  those  in  which  we 
thus  far  fail  to  agree,  the  magnitude  of  the  fonner  may  grow  in  our  es- 
teem, and  we  may  thus  be  ultimately  prepared  to  come  into  closer 
accord  in  the  latter. 

While  we  are  not  yet  prepared  for  a  perfect  union,  such  as  is  greatly 
to  be  desired  among  the  true  people  of  God,  and  such  as  the  promises  of 
Scripture  lead  us  to  anticipate  in  the  future ;  while  we  are  not  evert 
prepai-ed  to  formulate  the  terms  upon  which  such  a  union  may  luM-eafter 
])e  effected,  can  we  not  at  least  take  a  step  in  that  direction,  trusting 
that  the  Lord  will  open  the  way  for  another  and  another,  until  the  goal 
that  we  seek  shall  at  least  ])e  reached?  If  we  caimot  at  oniM»  accomplish 
all  that  we  wish,  let  us  at  least  do  all  that  we  can,  without  sacritice  of 
principle  or  surrender  of  what  we  honestly  believe  to  be  the  sacred  de- 
posit of  Christian  truth.  AVhen*to  we  have  already  attaineil,  let  us 
walk  by  the  same  rule,  let  us  mind  the  same  tilings,  cherishing  the  ho])i', 
in  regard  to  all  that  is  still  obscure,  that  God  will  reveal  even  this 
unto  us. 

Inasmuch  as  the  way  has  not  yet  l)een  made  clear  to  effect  Churcli 
unity  by  formal  agreement  to  definite  propositions,  we  heartily  assent 
to  your  proposal  that  we  should  seek  to  work  our  w^ay  towards  it  by 
proposing  mutual  love  and  kin<ily  fraternal  intercourse  and  combining 
together  for  the  accomplishment  of  common  ends.  No  external  unity  is 
worthy  of  the  name  which  is  not  the  manifestation  and  expression  of 
a  genuine  inward  spiritual  unity.  If  we  cannot  as  yet  unite  as  <  'hurches, 
can  we  not  come  together  as  Christians,  lovers  of  the  same  I^ord,  par- 
takers of  the  same  blessed  hope,  animated  by  the  same  Divine  Sjnrit 
dwelling  alike  in  all  our  heaits,  and  striving  after  the  one  grand  aim 
of  the  glory  of  Christ  in  the  recovery  of  lost  men  from  sin  and  from 
all  the  woes  into  which  sin  lias  plunged  themV 

Cannot  some  practical  mode  of  co-operation  l)e  devised  by  which,  for 
the  present,  the  members  of  our  two  Communions  can  be  brought  to- 
gether in  the  assemblies,  possibly  even  in  the  same  organizations V  In 
endeavouring  to  do  the  work  of  Clirist  in  our  respective  Churches,  and  to 
spreaii  His  Gospel  among  them  that  are  without,  we  encounter  the  same 
problems,  we  meet  similar  ditHculties,  and  we  employ  our  various  meth- 
ods of  solving  and  nMuoving  them.  Might  we  not  with  mutual  advan- 
tage come  together  to  confer  about  these  things,  and  get  the  l>eneflt  of 
each  other's  experience  and  counsel,  and  encourage  our   heainvs»  ^jq^l 
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Strengthen  our  hands  by  association  with  fellow  workers  in  the  same 
field? 

Cannot  some  measures  be  devised  by  which  we  shall  stand  together  on 
questions  of  moral  reform  and  by  which  we  shall  present  a  united  firont 
in  antagonizing  the  evils  which  we  alil^e  oppose,  and  let  the  public  see 
and  feel  that  there  is  no  division  between  Episcopalians  and  Fresbjrter- 
lans  here,  but  that  they  are  joined  in  one  with  one  heart  and  one  soul  in 
stemming  the  floods  of  vice  and  iniquity,  and  rescuing  the  fallen  from 
the  grasp  of  the  destroyer?  There  are  great  social  questions  in  which 
we  are  alike  interested — the  care  of  the  poor,  the  delicate  and  often  dis- 
turbed relations  of  laboui'  and  capital,  the  infusion  of  Gospel  principles 
into  all  the  affairs  of  ordinary  life,  into  business,  and  legislation  and  the 
general  intercourse  of  men.  Cannot  Episcopalians  and  Presbyterians 
profitably  combine  in  the  study  of  these  questions  and  in  giving  effect 
to  the  conclusions  at  which  they  arrive? 

Cannot  something  be  done  towards  creating  a  sentiment  of  mutual 
respect  and  friendly  regard  in  our  general  Church  work,  especially  in 
mission  fields  both  at  home  and  abroad?  Cannot  something  be  done 
even  here,  if  not  in  the  way  of  positive  co-operation,  yet  to  disooarage 
and  discountenance  mutual  interference,  needless  collision,  or  the  unwise 
duplication  of  labourers  in  sparsely  populated  districts? 

We  have  ventured  to  offer  suggestions  rather  than  to  outline  any  dis- 
tinctly formulated  plan.  But  if  Episcopalians  and  Presb3rterians  can 
personally  be  brought  into  closer  mutual  relations,  can  be  associated 
to£:ether  in  some  public  manner  in  common  enterprises,  can  plan,  con- 
sult, ifnd  work  together  for  the  attainment  of  common  ends;  if  that 
measure  of  isolation  which  now  keeps  them  apart  can  be  succ^^ed  by 
active,  friendly  intercourse,  and  this  can  be  so  managed  that  no  antag- 
onisms shall  be  awakened,  and  all  our  differences  shall  for  the  time  be 
kept  out  of  sight,  and  only  that  be  suffered  which  will  tend  to  promote 
harmony  and  fraternal  feeling,  we  shall  feel  that  a  decided  step  has 
been  taken  in  the  direction  of  Christian  Unity.  If  mutual  love  and  true 
fellowship  of  the  spirit  shall  thus  be  assiduously  cultivated,  we  may 
cherish  the  hope  that  we  shall  yet  come  to  see  eye  to  eye  even  in  the 
matters  that  now  appear  to  divide  us  beyond  remedy.

Letter  of  Our  Commission. 

Washington,  D.C,  May  18, 1893. 

To  the  Committee  on  Christian  Unity  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Pre$- 

hyterian  Church. 

Dear  Brethren,  —  We  acknowledge  with  great  pleasure  the  receipt 
of  your  letter  of  March  2  last,  and  we  desire  to  thank  you  for  the  many 
kindly  courtesies  extended  to  us  heretofore,  but  more  especially  thoi 
that  we  enjoyed  upon  yesterday. 

The  freedom  of  speech  employed  in  our  oral  conferences  has,  in  our 
opinion,  been  most  helpful.  The  opening  of  your  minds  to  us  has  the 
better  enabled  us  to  speak  freely  to  you,  and  has  greatly  conduced,  in 
our  opinion,  to  mutual  vkxid^r^taudlng^  thereby  fitting  us  the  better  to 
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comprehend  and  master  the  great  and  important  problems  with  which 
we  have  to  deal. 

It  has  been  suggested  to  us  that  there  exists  some  lack  of  clearness  of 
understanding  with  respect  to  some  phrases  used  in  the  Declaration  of 
1886,  which  stands  as  tlie  basis  of  our  conferences.  It  may  be  profitable 
to  submit  to  you  the  interpretation  that  we  place  upon  one  of  these  —  the 
*'  local  adaptation "  of  the  Historic  Episcopate  in  the  methods  of  its 
administration  to  the  varying  needs  of  the  nations  and  peoples  called  of 
God  into  the  unity  of  Uis  Cliurcli. 

We  take  the  phrase  to  carry  the  idea  of  constitutional  government. 
The  authority  vested  in  the  Episcopate,  the  manner  and  mode  of  its 
preservation  and  extension,  are  to  be  regulated  by  law,  and  this  law, 
wiiile  fundamental  or  constitutional  in  nature,  yet  is  to  be  subject  to 
alteration  or  amendment  on  grave  occasions  when  the  exigencies  of  the 
times  shall  demonstrate  the  necessity  for  such  change  or  alteration. 
Among  ourselves  we  have  differing  methods  for  the  choice  of  those  who 
are  to  be  invested  with  the  authority  of  the  Episcopate.  In  the  auton- 
omous Diocese  the  elders  and  brethren,  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  choose 
whom  they  will  and  present^him  to  the  Bishops  of  the  land  for  the  con- 
firmation of  their  choice.  In  the  Missions  the  process  is  reversed ;  the 
House  of  Bishops  nominates  or  elects  a  qualified  person  and  presents 
him  for  the  suttrages  of  the  chosen  representatives  of  the  Clergy  and 
Laity,  not  of  the  Mi!=ision,  but  of  the  whole  land.  Again,  tlie  ordination 
of  Presb>'ter8  and  Deacons,  the  manner  in  which  the  authority  given 
them  and  that  given  to  their  Bishops  shall  be  mutually  exercised  —  the 
relationship  of  those  respective  authorities  —  in  a  word,  all  matters  of 
adminis^tration  are  witli  us  regulated  by  law.  The  Bishops  do  not  per- 
form the  executive  functions  of  their  oflice  in  any  arbitrary  manner,  but 
ever  under  and  by  law.  These  regulations,  as  now  enacted,  are  satis- 
factory to  us,  yet  we  desire  to  say  that,  appreciating  the  urgent  neces- 
sity of  Church  Unity,  and  endeavouring  to  fulfil  the  law  of  sacrifice 
entailed  and  necessitated  ]>y  the  constraining  power  of  love,  we  are  ready 
to  modify,  if  necessary,  many  things  esteemed  most  highly  by  us,  if  by 
such  sacrifice  only  the  goal  may  be  attained.  To  others,  which  we  are 
prepared  to  sacrifice,  we  are  ready  to  add  these  also,  and  to  alter  and 
amend  the  law  governing  the  Episcopate  in  such  particulars  as  may  be 
apparent  as  necessary  in  tbe  adaptation  to  the  changed  conditions  which 
a  union  of  American  Christians  might  present. 

For  the  further  and  better  understanding  of  our  own  conceptions  of 
the  place  of  the  Presbyter  or  elder,  or,  as  termed  in  the  Scriptures,  the 
Episcopo-presbyter,  we  desire  to  say  further  that  in  all  of  our  legis- 
lative bodies,  and  in  many  of  the  executive  boards  and  committees,  the 
Presbyterate  is  endowed  with  full  and  co-ordinate  powers.  All  of  our 
local  legislative  Councils  are  composed  of  the  Clergy  of  the  District  or 
Diocese  involved  and  of  lay  representatives  of  the  several  congregations, 
the  Bishop  being  the  presiding  oflicer.  Legislation  is  originated  by 
both  Clergymen  and  Laymen,  and  enacted  under  the  usual  forms  of 
procedure.  In  the  General  Convention,  which  is  the  legislative  body  for 
the  whole  Church,  there  are  two  Houses,  the  one  of  the  Bishops,  the  other 
of  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Deputies,  chosen  by  the  respective  Diocesan  Coun- 
cils. Xo  canon,  or  law,  is,  or  can  be,  enacted  without  the  concurrence  of 
the  House  of  Deputies.  In  every  Diocese,  the  Bishop  being  absent  or 
incapacitated  from  the  perfonnance  of  the  functions  of  his  office  for  any 
cause,  the  Standing  (\)nHnittee,  compose<l  in  two  or  three  Dioceses  of 
Presbyters  exclusively,  but  generally  of  both  Presbyters  and  Laymen,  is 
the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  that  Diocese  for  the  time  being  with  the 
power  to  administer  the  same. 

Briefly  to  sum  it  up,  according  to  our  understanding,  our  Church  In 
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America  to-day  stands  with  the  authority  of  the  Presbyterate  fully  rec- 
ognized, and  with  it  standing  in  its  relative  position  of  control  of  legig- 
latiou,  precisely  as  the  English  Presbyterians  of  1660  asked  that  it  might 
stiind  in  the  Church  of  England,  wlien  they  professed  that  they  would  be 
content  with  the  Anglican  Episcopate,  provided  such  place  and  such 
authority  were  securtS  to  the  body  of  the  Presbyterate. 

Replying  now  more  specifically  to  your  letter  of  March  2,  we  desire 
to  say  tliat  we  recognize  the  propriety,  nay,  the  necessity,  of  co-operation 
in  all  Imnianitarian  labour,  whether  "that  endeavour  be  in  the  resistance 
to  evils  which  afllict  society,  i)e  those  evils  of  a  social  or  political  sort, 
or  perhaps  working  to  tlie  enslavement  and  the  spiritual  bondage  of  the 
consciences  of  men  to  any  yoke  of  tyranny,  or  be  the  endeavour  for  the 
rescue  from  physical  or  moral  sloughs  of  women  or  of  men,  or  for 
the  healing  of  the  wounds  and  distempers  of  the  suffering ;  for  the  earing 
for  the  afflicted,  the  lame,  the  halt,  the  blind,  or  for  the  advancement, 
the  development,  the  elevation,  in  any  true  way  of  mankind. 

We  are  prepared  to  advise  and  recommend  such  co-operation  as  you 
ask  wherever  and  whenever  our  influence  extends. 

We  desire  further  to  suggest  as  a  measure  eminently  conducive  to  a 
better  acquaintance  between  ourselves;  to  tlie  growth  of  mutual  under- 
standing, and  its  concomitant  love  of  one  another;  to  the  drawinjj 
together ;  to  the  final  and  ultimate  attainment  of  corporate  unity,  the  goal 
never  to  be  lost  to  sight,  or  in  any  way  obscured  to  our  vision ;  the  hold- 
ing of  public  meetings  within  our  borders  in  the  interest  of  Christian 
Unity,  to  be  addressed,  whenever  practicable,  by  speakers  representing 
both  of  our  Churches.  Further,  that  our  peoples  be  urged  to  private  as 
well  as  public  prayer  for  the  healing  of  our  unliappy  divisions,  to  the 
end  that  there  may  come  to  be  one  fold  under  the  one  Shepherd. 

We  respectfully  ask  that  you  unite  with  us  in  the  setting  forth  of  the 
necessity  for  the  reorganization  of  American  Christianity,  to  the  end 
that  the  waste  of  force  now  so  sadly  dissipated,  and  lost  because  dissi- 
pated, may  l)e  estopped  ;  the  moral  power  so  ineffectual,  because  divided, 
given  its  inherent  usefulness;  to  the  end,  above  all.  that  the  good  pleas- 
ure of  the  blessed  Lord  may  be  aceomplislied  in  the  unity  of  His  servants, 
that  so  this  American  people —  aye,  the  world  —  may  be  made  to  believe 
that  the  Son  (iid  indeed  e(mie  into  the  world  for  the  healing  of  every 
wound  of  the  nations  and  kindreds  and  tribes. 

It  will  be  understood,  of  course,  that  while  these  expressions  voice  the 
unanimous  opinion  of  our  Commission  as  here  represented,  they  do  not 
sprint;  from  an}'  iustruetions  that  we  have  received,  our  General  Com- 
vention  not  having  been  in  session. 

We  continue,  brethren  beloved,  yoiu*  friends  and  fellow-servants  of 
our  one  and  conmion  Lord  and  Saviour.

Reply  of  the  Presbyterians. 

Wasiiingtox,  D.  C,  May  19,  1893. 

To  th(>  Cnmmissinn  on  Church  Unity  of  the  fieiipral  Conrcntum  of  the  Pntt- 

psfant  EiHscopal  Church : 

Dear  Brethren,  —  Your  communication  of  May  18  has  been  care- 
fully considered  by  our  Connnittee,  and  we  desire  to  say  in  reply  thjit 
it  has  given  us  special  gratification.  The  statement  which  you  make 
with  reference  to  the  polity  of  your  Church,  the  emphasis  wliich  you 
place  upon  principles  of  Church  government  connnon  to  us  both,  the 
fact  that  you  have  recognized  the  authority  of  the  Presbyterate  insisted 
upon  by  some  of  the  KuglisU  Presbyterians  in  A.  D.  1660,  and  the  gener- 
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ous  avowal  on  your  part  that  you  are  ''  ready  to  modify,  if  necessary, 
many  things  most  highly  esteemed  by  you,  if  by  such  sacrifice  only  the 
goal  may  oe  attained,'-  lead  us  to  hope  that  a  nearer  approacli  and 
closer  co-operation  between  the  bodies  we  represent  Is  possible  In  the 
near  future. 

We  also  avow  our  readiness  to  make  the  same  sacrifice  in  order  to  the 
securing  of  Christian  Unity.  In  common  with  yourselves  we  have  tradi- 
tions, laws,  and  usages  which,  while  they  do  not  embody  essential  truth, 
are  still  profitable  and  dear  to  us.  These  we  would  be  ready  to  abandon, 
and  substitute  for  them  other  forms,  not  unscrlptural.  If  thereby  we 
iMMild  promote  the  healing  of  divisions  among  Christian  Churches,  and 
secure  the  fulfilment  of  our  Lord's  Prayer,  that  we  all  may  be  one. 

We  thank  you  for  your  cordial  response  to  our  desire  for  co-operation 
in  that  you  say  you  are  ready  to  engage  with  us  in  all  humanitarian 
work.  We  also  heartily  approve  of  the  measures  suggested  by  you  for 
the  promoting  of  better  acquaintance  between  the  bodies  represented  by 
us ;  namely,  the  holding  of  public  meetings  within  our  borders  In  the  In- 
terest of  Clirlstlan  Unity,  to  be  addressed,  when  practicable,  by  speakers 
representing  both  our  Churches ;  and  that  our  people  be  urged  to  private 
as  well  as  public  prayer  for  the  healing  of  our  unhappy  divisions.  W^e 
will  take  pleasure  in  asking  our  Assembly  to  approve  the  measures  which 
you  have  suggested. 

IVrmit  us  also,  in  this  connection,  to  ask  your  earnest  attention  to 
another  means  which  we  believe  would  tend  to  a  better  understanding 
between  our  respective  bodies,  and  greatly  aid  the  cause  of  Christian 
Unity.  It  Is  a  custom  largely  prevailing  among  the  various  branches  of 
the  Protestant  Church  for  pastors  occasionally  to  exchange  pulpits  in 
the  preaching  of  the  Word.  Experience  has  shown  that  this  custom  has 
been  one  of  the  most  i)owerful  factors  in  leading  to  a  better  understand- 
ing and  a  closer  fellowship  between  the  Churches  among  whom  It  has 
prevailed.  We  believe  that  the  establishment  of  this  same  practice  under 
proper  reguLitlons  between  the  great  historic  Churches  represented  by 
us  would  greatly  promote  the  cause  of  unity  which  we  both  desire.  We 
recognize  the  right  and  duty  of  each  Church  to  protect  Its  pulpits  from 
the  Intrusion  of  all  unauthorized  or  self-appointed  preachers  of  the  Word, 
and  to  take  such  measures  as  shall  best  secure  the  teaching  of  pure  doc- 
trine. Also,  this  custom,  If  established  between  us,  should  not  be  In 
unregulated  liberty,  but  under  such  rules  and  limitations  as  the  Eplsco 
pal  authority  of  botli  btxiies  may  agree  upon. 

We  respectfully  ask  your  consideration  of  this  matter,  and,  as  we 
have  already  assented  to'  three  of  the  propositions  advanced  by  you,  we 
are  not  without  hope  that  through  a  better  acquaintance  by  means  of 
some  of  the  measures  proposed,  and  especially  under  the  guidance  of  the 
Spirit  of  Truth,  we  may  be  able  to  reach  a  satisfactory  solution  of  the 
fuurth  proposition. 

We  can  assure  you  that  our  General  Assembly  will  take  pleasure  In 
co-operating  with  the  General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
( "hurch  In  all  wise  and  Scriptural  measures  for  the  re-organlzatlon  of  tlie 
.\*nerlcan  Church,  so  as  to  prevent  the  waste  of  means  and  to  secure  the 
greatest  efficiency  In  our  common  work.

On  the  18th  of  May,  1894,  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterians 
took  the  following  action,  and  it  was  duly  communicated  to  us,  to  wit : 

The  General  Assembly,  on  the  request  of  its  Committee,  directs' it  to 
suspend  further  correspondence  with  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Commis- 
sion, until  that  Commission  secures  from  its  General  Convention  instruc- 
tions to  accept  and  act  upon  the  doctrine  of  mutual  recognition  and 
reciprocity. 

Letter  of  Our  Commission. 

ToiJie  Rev.  W,  H,  Roberts^  D.D,^  LL.D,^  etc.,  Clerk  (jpro  tern,)  of  the  Com- 
mittee  of  the  General  Assembly^  etc, 

REVEREia)  AND  DEAR  SiR,  —  Your  fraternal  communications,  hereto- 
fore acl^nowledged,  seem  to  require  of  us  some  further  communications, 
such  as  your  Committee  may  present,  if  thought  proper,  in  theh*  report 
to  your  approaching  Greneral  Assembtv. 

Once  more  we  labour  under  the  diflaculty  of  being  unable  to  say  any- 
thing definite,  because  our  Councils  meet  triennially,  while  your  Assem- 
bly meets  annually.  We  can  only  announce  our  purpose  (D.V.)  to 
report  to  our  •'  General  Convention,"  in  October  next,  somewhat  to  the 
following  eflfect,  which  vou  will  please  accept  as  a  draught  of  our  views 
and  purposes ;  viz..  In  the  papers  we  present  herewith,  our  Presbyt^an 
brethren  have  conveyed  to  us  an  expression  of  their  views,  equivalent  to 
a  desire  on  their  part  to  suspend  negotiations  for  the  present.  While 
acquiescing  in  their  proposal,  we  by  no  means  consider  such  suspension 
as  indicative  of  a  hopeless  future.  In  full  assurance,  rather,  that  the 
divine  precept  will  eventually  be  obeyed,  and  that  all  things  in  the 
religious  condition  of  our  country  appeal  to  Christian  consciences,  with 
irresistible  force,  in  favour  of  healing  existing  divisions,  we  await  a 
future  not  remote,  in  the  spirit  of  prayer  and  supplication.  With  calm 
reliance  upon  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  who  is  ready  to  correct  all 
the  evils  of  disobedience,  *'  when  our  obedience  is  fulfilled  "  (2  Cor.  x.  6), 
may  we  do  our  part  and  leave  the  rest  to  Him. 

J'rom  our  point  of  view,  a  great  advance  has  been  practically  made  in 
he  line  of  what  is  called  "  reciprocity."  Temperate  discussion,  in  an 
-amest,  fraternal  spirit,  has  already  succeeded  to  controversy,  more  or 
ess  embittered,  and  Cliristian  conferences  established  between  the  great 
odies  we  respectively  represent  have  produced  a  new  period  in  our 
lutaal  relations.  It  strikes  us  that  the  more  developed  stages  of 
reciprocity  "  are  only  to  be  looked  for,  and  under  divine  blessing,  as 
:4e  logical  product  of  such  conferences,  and  that  (o  make  the  ends  we 
ave  in  view  conditions  precedent  to  the  use  of  means  for  the  ultimate 
'.tainment  of  those  ends  would  involve  a  kysteron  proteron  such  as  both 
arties  would  hardly  insist  upon  at  this  time. 

While  acquiescing,  therefore,  in  the  judgment  of  the  reverend  and 
onoarable  Assembly,  we  entertain  cheering  hopes  that  what  we  have 
eretofore  enjoyed  in  our  conferences  will  soon  be  renewed  under  more 
ivonrable  conditions.  We  have  taken  sweet  counsels  together,  and  in 
i-ayers  and  intercessions,  as  well  as  in  conferences,  have  found  reason 
:>  believe  that  Gk)d  is  witli  us  of  a  truth,  and  is  working  for  great  results 
rhich  we  are  not  as  yet  able  to  predict.  I^t  us  often  renew  the  prayer 
-f.  the  first  disciples,  ''  Lord,  increase  our  faith."

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Letter  from  the  Presbyterian  Cojimittee. 

Philadelphia,  Pa.,  September  25, 1895. 

The  Bight  Rev,  A,  Cleveland  Coxe^  D,D.y  BUhop  of  Western  New  York, 
Chairman  of  the  Commission  on  Church  Unity  of  the  General  Convtih 
tion  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Cuhrch. 

Et.  Rev.  and  Dear  Bro.,  — Your  letter  of  April  25, 1895,  acknowledg- 
ing the  receipt  of  our  communication  containing  the  action  of  our  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  touching  mutual  recognition  and  reciprocity,  has  been 
received.  We  greatly  regret  to  learn  from  it  that  you  and  your  brethren 
on  the  Commission  regard  the  action  of  our  Assembly  an  equivalent  to 
the  expression  of  a  desire  on  its  part  that  all  negotiations  between  as 
should  cease.  Such  we  can  authoritatively  say  was  not  the  intention. 
The  Assembly  desires  that  the  negotiations  should  continue,  and  result, 
if  not  in  an  organization  of  the  two  Churches,  at  least  in  closer  relations, 
hearty  co-operation  in  the  work  of  the  Lord,  and  even  a  federation  for 
that  work,  and  will  regret  exceedingly  if  there  should  be  a  failure  in 
reaching  these  highly  desirable  ends.  But  the  Assemblv  believes  that  the 
mutual  recognition  and  reciprocity  which  now  prevail  between  the  gre^it 
majority  of  the  Evangelical  Churches  of  Christendom  should  be  explfcitly 
accepted  also  by  your  Church.  At  the  time  of  our  appointment  &  1887, 
our  General  Assembly  affirmed  that  such  mutual  recognition  and  reciproc- 
ity was  "  the  first  and  essential  step  towards  practical  Church  Unity." 
We  so  informed  you  in  the  beginning  of  our  negotiations,  but  yon  re- 
sponded in  substance  that  you  were  not  then  authoriased  to  consider  the 
matter.  Your  language  was,  ^^  our  authority  at  present  extends  only  to 
a  search  for  the  basis  of  unity."  *'  The  question  of  reciprocity  is  one  that 
will  probably  be  for  consideration  as  a  tentative  measure  in  the  course 
of  our  further  negotiations."  We  again  directed  your  attention  to  the 
importance  of  the  question  by  a  proposition  for  an  exchange  of  pulpit ». 
Receiving  from  the  Chairman  of  your  Commission  a  communication  to 
the  etFect  tliat  you  could  not  negotiate  on  that  subject,  without  author- 
ity from  your  General  Convention,  our  General  Assembly  instructed  u?  to 
suspend  the  correspondence  until  your  Commission  should  secure  from 
your  General  Convention  such  authority.  Tliis,  we  repeat,  was  not  the 
prompting  of  a  desire  to  end  the  correspondence,  but  an  expression  of 
the  importance  of  the  doctrine  of  mutual  recognition  and  reciprocity. 
Our  General  Assembly  did  not  direct  the  cessation  of  correspondeni'e. 
but  only  its  suspension.  AVe  trust  that  your  General  Convention  will 
take  such  action  as  will  leave  open  the  door  to  future  correspondence,— 
and  that  such  correspondence  will  lead  to  the  happiest  results. 

Personally  the  brotherly  conferences  in  which  we  have  been  engaged, 
have  brought  to  us  their  own  reward.  We  have  learned  to  know  and 
love  each  other*  as  brethren,  and  to  rejoice  in  the  recognition  of  each 
other's  gifts  aaa  j^races,  as  we  have  taken  sweet  counsel  together,  and 
talked  one  to  another  of  the  things  pertaining  to  the  King.  Our  hour!« 
of  communion  with  you,  dear  brethren,  we  will  ever  recaU  with  delight, 
and  cherish  their  memory  as  blessed  preludes  to  that  unbroken  commun- 
ion we  hope  soon  to  enjoy  with  you  in  the  Father's  house  above.  Allow 
us  again  to  express  the  earnest  desire  that  nothing  which  has  recently 
occurred  may  interrupt  our  earnest  and  continued  efforts  to  bring  the 
Churches  we  respectively  represent  into  closer  fellowship  and  ultunate 
union  with  each  other.

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Reply  of  Ouk  Commission. 

To  the  liev.  Dr,  Roberts^  etc.^  etc.,  Philadelphia : 

Rev.  andDeak  Sir,  —  In  acknowledging  your  kind  communication  of 
September  25,  the  receipt  of  which  I  have  already  announced  by  pri- 
vate letter,  I  congratulate  myself  that  our  "  General  Convention  *'  being 
now  in  session,  one  great  obstacle  in  our  fraternal  interchanges  is  re- 
moved. For  three  years  we  have  been  obliged  to  repeat  the  explanation 
of  our  difficulties,  in  replying  to  your  polite  letters,  arising  from  delays 
on  our  part,  while  your  corresponding  legislature,  the  General  Assem- 
bly, has  enjoyed  more  frequent  opportunities  of  giving  instructions  to 
your  Venerated  Committee,  and  of  receiving  your  reports. 

What  our  General  Convention  may  resolve  touching  the  facts  we  now 
lay  before  them  will  be  duly  communicated  by  our  Secretary,  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  sessions.  For  the  present,  I  perform  the  duty  of  pre- 
senting, at  their  request,  the  views  of  our  Commission,  as  they  will  be 
embcMued  in  our  report. 

We  are  glad  to  be  informed  officially  that  it  was  not  the  intention  of 
the  Greneral  Assembly  to  put  an  end  to  further  communications  between 
Us,  and  we  heartily  respond  to  the  desire  that  they  may  be  continued 
With  favourable  results. 

This  assurance,  however,  would  be  of  greater  importance,  practically, 
^Were  it  not  somewhat  modified  when  you  add  the  words :  ^^  ftut  the  As- 
Bemhly  believes  that  the  mutual  recognition  of  reciprocity  which  now 
X>revau8  between  the  great  majority  of  Evangelical  Churches  of  Chris- 
tendom, should  be  explicitly  accepted  also  by  vour  Church.'^ 

Oar  authority,  as  we  have  previously  stated,  extends  only  at  present 
t;o  the  furthering  of  a  search  for  a  basis  of  unity  under  the  four  condi- 
'^lons  recognized  in  the  "Lambeth  Quadrilateral"  (so-called).  The  defi- 
iiition  of  '*  reciprocity  "  thus  emphatically  made  gives  grave  significance, 
In  our  opinion,  to  two  paragraphs  which  state  the  action  of  vour  General 
.Assembly  upon  your  reports  to  that  Reverend  and  Honourable  Body.  We 
c^note  them  as  follows : 

I. 

**  In  view  of  this  history  thus  briefly  sketched,  your  Committee  be- 
lieves that  the  correspondence  with  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Commis- 
sion should  be  suspended  until  action  is  taken  upon  our  proposition 
concerning  reciprocity  by  the  General  Convention.  We  recommend, 
therefore,  the  following  action '-  : 

U. 

**  The  Gfeneral  Assembly  on  the  request  of  its  Committee  directs  it  to 
suspend  further  correspondence  with  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Commis- 
sion until  that  Commission  secures  from  its  General  Convention  instruc- 
tions to  accept  and  act  upon  the  doctrine  of  mutual  recognition  and 
reciprocity."  * 

It  thus  appears  that  this  positive  action  of  the  Assembly  was  taken 
••'on  the  request  of  its  Committee."  In  your  present  polite  letter  you 
express  the  trust  that  our  General  Convention  '*  will  take  such  action  as 
^U  leave  open  the  door  to  future  correspondence."  In  other  words, 
this  door  is  effectually  closed  until  we  comply  with  the  demand  which 
seems  to  us  to  substitute  for  the  fourth  Lambeth  propo!«ition  an  entirely 
new  condition,  one  which,  in  the  present  stage  of  our  conferences,  is  a

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condition  not  only  inconsistent  with,  but  in  fact  sabversive  of,  its  pur- 
pose and  its  spirit. 

its  spirit,  let  me  remind  oar  Christian  Brethren  of  the  Committee,  is 
the  enforcement  of  our  Lord^s  own  conception  of  unity  among  Hid  fol- 
lowers expressed  in  His  grand  Mediatorial  Intercession,  on  the  night 
before  He  suffered.  His  followers  were  to  be  one,  not  in  a  social  or  sen- 
timental unity  lil^e  the  friendships  between  good  men,  but  in  a  unity  like 
that  in  which  he  could  say  "  I  and  My  Father  are  One."  Such  unity  He 
made  the  pre-requlsite  of  Universal  Evangelization.  Our  belief,  there- 
fore, is  that  modern  Missions  to  the  heathen  will  be  comparatively 
unfruitful  till  the  unhappy  divisions  of  true  disciples  of  Christ  are  efiect- 
ually  healed.  Not  until  then,  it  follows  from  the  Master's  language, 
will  the  world  believe  in  the  divine  mission  of  the  Incarnate  Word. 

Such  being  the  spirit  of  the  Lambeth  propositions,  our  purpose  wu 
to  reanimate  true  Christians  to  renewed  efforts  for  the  restoration  of 
primitive  unity  as  described  in  Holy  Scripture,  a  unity  of  common  Sacra- 
ments and  Prayers,  the  Common  Creed,  and  the  Apostolic  Fellowship. 
We  did  not  make  any  demand  for  unity  with  us  as  a  local  Church ;  we 
called  attention  to  the  importance  of  conformity  to  the  standards  of  ^^  first 
faith,"  *'  first  love,"  and  *'  first  works,"  prescribed  by  our  Lord  Himself 
to  the  Churches  of  Asia.  We  recognize  many  things  to  be  amended  in 
ourselves,  and  much  to  be  admired  and  imitated  in  others ;  but  it  is  bj 
converging  lines  directed  to  this  common  point,  from  which  we  have  all 
more  or  less  departed,  that  we  may  meet  at  last.  Were  we  striving  for 
our  own  aggrandizement,  or  for  principles  peculiar  to  ourselves,  we 
could  expect  no  blessing  upon  our  endeavours.  We  stated  nothing  of 
the  kind ;  we  have  cited  only  the  Scriptural  prescription  of  the  Christifli 
Church,  once  universally  accepted.  He  who  will  not  "  hear  the  Church" 
makes  himself  as  a  heathen  man  and  a  publican.  We  aim  for  ourselves 
to  escape  this  condemnation  by  conformity  to  the  great  principles  in 
which  true  believers  once  confronted  a  hostile  world  in  one  communion 
and  fellowship. 

With  brethren  so  greatly  honoured  as  those  whom  we  now  address 
through  vour  Committee,  it  would  be  an  impertinence  to  speak  ambigu- 
ously on  interests  so  sacred,  involving  the  propagation  of  the  Grospel  to 
millions  of  uuevaugelized  men.  To  conceal  in  any  respect  our  convic- 
tions of  truth  would  be  unworthy  of  ourselves.  We  do  not  write  a.* 
diplomatists;  we  would  be  slow  to  imagine  ourselves  affronted,  and  we 
are  most  anxious  not  to  give  offence ;  but  we  cannot  accept  what  is 
specified  in  limine  as  the  **open  door"  to  further  negotiations.  Instead 
of  the  Historic  Episcopate  you  would  substitute  **  the  mutual  recognition 
and  reciprocity  which  now  prevail  between  the  great  majority  of  Evan- 
gelical Churches  of  Christendom."  Of  this  sort  of  unity  "  an  exchange 
of  pulpits  "  is  suggested  to  us  as  the  outward  and  visible  sign.  We  must 
frankly  confess  that  this  is  the  unreal  and  delusive  idea  or  unity  which 
permits  divisions  to  be  multiplied  without  end,  and  which  we  had 
supposed  both  your  Committee  and  our  Commission  were  fraternally 
endeavouring  to  correct. 

Great  have  been  our  hopes  that  Presbyterian  brethren  were  awakening 
to  the  fact  that  we  and  they  were  originally  one  family  in  the  reformed 
Church  of  England;  that  the  history  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  race  is  our 
common  history,  and  that  all  things  in  our  existing  circumstances  and 
relations  to  our  l>eloved  country  invite  us  to  set  an  example  of  restored 
unity,  and  of  united  effort  for  the  propagation  of  the  blessed  Gospel 
among  our  own  countrymen  and  in  all  the  world.  In  three  points  of  the 
'* Lambeth  Quadrilateral"  (so  called)  we  are  supposed  to  coincide:  itiii 
the  fourth  which  we  are  now  called  upon  to  surrender  if  our  communi- 
cations are  to  be  continued. 
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Have  our  Presbyterian  brethren  forgotten  that  they  themselves,  so 
long  ago  as  in  A.  D.  1600,  pronounced  me  reformed  Episcopate,  as  we 
have  done,  to  be  the  most  practical  step  towards  a  reunion  of  Christen- 
dom, if  ever  such  a  blessing  might  be  regained?  They  then  declared  that 
Presbyterian  principles  do  not  conflict  with  such  an  Episcopate  as  that 
of  the  Anglican  Church,  but  only  require  the  admission  of  Presbyters 
and  Laymen  to  a  share  in  synodical  legislation.    Was  it  not  reasonable 
in  us  to  expect  the  Presbyterians  would  be  the  first  among  American 
Chriatians  to  Join  us  in  support  of  a  principle  to  which  they  are  them- 
selves historically  committed?    Can  anything  be  conceived  of  as  more 
likely  to  make  the  Gospel  in  all  its  practical  influences  triumphant 
throughout  this  land,  than  such  an  example  of  healing  a  breach,  aod 
**  restoring  imths  to  dwell  in  **?    Our  Commission  is  united  in  the  convic- 
tion that  lor  the  present,  and  until  Providence  sets  before  us  an  ^^  open 
door ''  for  a  resumption  of  our  conferences,  it  is  proper  for  us  to  accept 
the  action  of  the  Assembly  (made  ^'  on  the  request  of  its  Committee  -') 
that  such  conferences  should  be  suspended,  but  only  for  thj9  present. 

We  know  that  you  will  Join  us  in  prayer  to  God  for  a  speedy  renewal 

of  our  fraternal  relations.    On  our  part,  we  shall  pray  for  forgiveness,  if 

by  any  fault  of  our  own  the  proposals  of  Richard  Baxter  and  his  breth- 

r-en  in  1660,  were  relegated  to  a  suspension,  which  for  two  centuries  has 

X>erpetaatea  a  melancholy  division  amongst  Christians  who  are  so  truly 

<&e8cribed  in  the  Scriptural  phrase,  ^^  Sirs,  ye  are  brethren.^' 

^* Brethren*'  we  are,  whose  united  forces  might  have  accomplished 
Yiiost  glorious  results  for  mankind,  whose  discords  have  brought  reproach 
vspon  we  Gospel  of  Christ. 

Believe  me,  reverend  and  dear  brother,  that  our  Commission  returns 
^^liis  reply  with  no  feelings  of  diminished  Christian  regard  for  your  Com- 
littee ;  and  I  am  personally  your  obliged  friend  and  brother  in  Christ.

IKesponse  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 

Church. 

[Extract  from  the  Minutes  of  June  10, 1887.] 

The  document  assigned  at  this  late  hour  to  Committee  No.  31,  is  the 
^iX>eclaration  of  the  House  of  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church, 
•adopted  at  the  triennial  Convention  of  that  Communion  and  sent  to  this 

lK)dy  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission  appointed  bv  that  body  to  com- 
'snunicate  this  declaration  to   the  organized  Christian   bodies  of  our 

'Country. 

In  this  declaration  the  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 

In  Council  assembled  solemnly  declare  to  their  "  fellow-Christians  of  the 

-different  Communions  of  this  land,  who  in  their  several  spheres  have 

•contended  for  the  religion  of  Christ,'' 

1.  Their  earnest  desire  for  the  speedy  fulfilment  in  its  deepest  and 
truest  sense  of  the  Saviour's  prayer  that  "  we  all  may  be  one." 

2.  Their  belief  that  all  who  have  been  baptized  with  water  in  the 
Name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  are  members 
of  the  Holy  Catholic  Church. 

3.  That  all  things  of  human  ordering  relating  to  modes  of  worship 
and  discipline  their  Church  is  ready,  in  tne  spirit  of  love  and  humility, 
to  forego  all  preferences  of  her  own. 

4.  That  tneir  Church  does  not  seek  to  absorb  other  Communions, 
but  rather,  co-operating  with  them  on  the  basis  of  a  common.  I'^MlbL  «.\A 
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order,  to  discountenance  schism,  to  heal  the  wounds  of  the  Body  of 
Christ,  and  to  promote  the  charity  which  is  the  chief  of  Christian  graces. 

The  Bishops  furthermore  affirm  that  Christian  Unity  can  be  restored 
by  the  return  of  all  Christian  Communions  to  the  principles  of  unity  ex- 
emplified by  the  undivided  Church  during  the  first  ages  of  its  existence, 
holding  those  principles  to  be  the  substantial  deposR  of  Christian  Faith 
and  order  committed  by  Christ  and  His  Apostles  to  the  Church,  and, 
therefore  incapable  of  being  compromised  or  surrendered,  and  they  pro- 
ceed to  particularize  as  inherent  parts  of  this  sacred  deposit,  and,  there- 
fore, as  essential  to  the  restoration  of  unity  among  divided  branches  of 
Christendom,  the  following : 

"  1.  The  Holy  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  as  the  re- 
vealed Word  of  God. 

*'*'  2.  The  Nicene  Creed  as  the  sufficient  statement  of  the  Christian 
Faith. 

^^  3.  The  two  Sacraments,  Baptism  and  the  Supper  of  the  Lord,  min- 
istered with  unfailing  use  of  Christ's  words  of  institution,  and  of  the 
elements  ordained  bv  Him. 

^^  4.  The  Historic  Episcopate,  locally  adapted  in  the  methods  of  its 
administration  to  the  varying  needs  of  the  Nations  and  Peoples  called  of 
God  into  the  unity  of  His  Church.'- 

And  they  furthermore  declare  their  desire  and  readiness,  so  soon  as 
there  shall  be  any  authorized  response  to  this  Declaration,  ^^  to  enter  Into 
brotherly  conference  with  ail  or  any  Christian  bodies  seeking  the  organic 
unity  of  the  Church." 

Resolved^  1,  That  this  body,  in  accordance  with  its  clearly  defined 
principles,  hails  every  movement  intended  ^^  to  discountenance  schism,  to 
heal  the  wounds  of  the  body  of  Christ,  and  to  promote  the  charity  wliich 
is  the  chief  of  Christian  graces."" 

Resolved^  2,  ITiat  we  are  especially  touched  by  this  fraternal  commn- 
uication  from  a  Communion  so  closely  related  in  its  articles  of  doctrine 
and  its  forms  of  worship  to  the  Church  represented  by  this  body. 

Resolved^  3,  That  while  we  are  profoundly  sensible  of  the  evils  which 
so  largely  mark  the  divisions  of  the  Christian  Church  in  our  land,  and 
are  prepared  to  enter  into  brotherly  conference  with  all,  or  any,  Chri^ 
tian  bodies  for  the  removal  of  those  evils,  we  deem  the  restoration  of  the 
organic  unity  of  the  Church,  at  the  present  period,  neither  desirable  nor 
practical. 

Resolved^  4,  That  heartily  accepting  the  Holy  Scriptures  of  the  Old 
and  New  Testaments  as  the  revealed  Word  of  God,  we  cannot  coneent 
to  the  view  that  the  Nicene  Creed  is  a  "  sufficient  statement  of  the  Chris- 
tian Faith,-'  failing,  as  it  does,  to  guard  against  grievous  errors  which 
have  crept  into  the  Church,  and  being  silent,  among  other  things,  on  the 
Sacraments,  the  proper  administration  of  which  is  in  this  very  Declara- 
tion accounted  an  '^  inherent  part  of  the  substantial  deposit  of  Christian 
Faith  and  Order." 

Resolved^  5,  That  although  persuaded  that  no  form  of  Church  polity 
is  prescribed  by  the  New  Testament,  or  essential  to  the  Church's  success, 
yet  if  the  acceptance  of  the  **  Historic  Episcopate  "  as  it  obtained  in  the 
Apostolic  Church,  and  as  it  was  understood  by  the  great  body  of  the  Re- 
formers, both  Anglican  and  German,  will  promote  **  Godly  union  and 
concord  among  all  who  love  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  in  sincerity,"  this 
Synod  certainly  offers  no  objection  to  it. 

Resolved^  6,  That  a  Committee  consisting  of  three  Clergymen  and 
three  Lavmen  be  appointed  to  communicate  this  response  to  tne  Commit- 
tee appointed  by  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Convention,  and  to  hold  fur- 
ther conference  with  the  same,  touching  the  vital  question  of  mutual 
recognition,  harmony,  and  co-operation ;  and  furthermore,  inasmuch  as 
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all  true  Christian  Unity  must  arise  out  of  a  common  Faith,  they  are  in- 
structed to  offer  as  a  sufficient  basis  for  this  end,  the  Au^sberg^  Confes- 
sion,  the  historic  basis  of  Protestantism,  and,  by  general  consent,  the 
most  Catholic  expression  of  the  common  Faith.

"o  the  Committee  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church 
in  the  United  States : 

Dear  Brethren,  —  We  are  much  pleased  to  know  that  you  have  been 
.ppointed  a  committee  to  hold  conference  with  us  on  the  important  sub- 
of  Christian  Unity. 
Before  we  enter,  however,  into  any  profitable  conference,  it  is  impor- 

that  we  understand  each  other. 
One  of  the  resolutions  adopted  by  the  General  Svnod  and  forwarded 
us  states  that  the  ^^  restoration  of  the  organic  unity  of  the  Church,  at 
^present  period,  is  neither  desirable  nor  practicable." 
We  would  ask  of  you,  brethren,  how  are  we  to  understand  these  words 
if  the  plain  meaning  they  bear  is  that  intended,  there  is  little  use  of 
^sonference.     We  are  intensely  in  earnest  in  this  business,  and  we  mean 
practical  work.    The  time  is  too  short  before  "  that  day "  to  give  it  to 
forensic  debate.    We  cannot  believe  you  propose,  as  would  seem, 
objectless  conference. 
But  is  not  the  organic  unity  of  the  Church  desirable  at  all  times?    For 
St  the  Master  prayed ;  and  is'  not  a  labour  for  that  which  pleases  Him 
^Edwaya  desirable? 

Is  not  the  organic  unity  of  the  Church  practicable?    If  it  were  to  be 

^■iceomplished  by  human  wisdom  and  human  instrumentality  alone,  it 

^^¥Ould  indeed  seem  at  the  present  period  impracticable  and  a  dream.    We 

'Aesitate  to  say  that  the  Master  would  pray  for  the  impracticable.     We 

^affirm  that  with  God  all  things  are  possible.     We  are  bold  to  assert  that 

^or  which  God  prays  is  not  alone  probable,  but  certain,  of  fulfilment. 

3ut  perhaps  not  at  the  present  period, — that  is  with  Him,  —  yet  be  it 

'^urs  to  not  neglect  our  duties,  nor  to  postpone  the  accomplishment  of 

^he  Divine  purposes  by  any  lack  of  faith  iu  our  works  undertaken  for 

Him  and  in  His  name. 

Brethren,  may  we  not  be  assured  that  we  have  mistaken  you? 
There  are  many  indications  iu  your  respon<»e  that  a  negotiation  be- 
tween us  would  not  be  attended  by  serious  complications,  and  we  pray 
that  your  Committee  may  be  further  empowered,  to  the  end  that  we  may 
unite  in  labour  to  fulfil  the  Master's  good  pleasure,  and  to  accomplish  by 
His  power  and  might  that  object  the  accomplishment  of  whicli  He 
emphasized  by  pniyer.

Bev,  Herman  C.  Duncan^  D,D, : 

Dear  Brother,  —  Your  letter  of  March  27  on  behalf  of  the  CominUi- 
sioQ  of  the  House  of  Bishops  would  have  been  answered  before  now,  but 
for  the  constant  pressure  of  hindering  duties.  No  meeting  of  our  Com- 
mittee has  yet  been  held,  and  I  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  call  the 
members  of  it  together  to  frame  the  needed  answer  to  the  very  proper 
inquiry  which  the  Commission  makes  through  your  communication.  I 
feel  entirely  warranted  in  saying,  for  our  Committee,  that  the  DcK^lara- 
tion  of  the  Creneral  Synod,  to  which  you  call  attention,  expressing  the 
opinion  that  ^^  the  restoration  of  the  organic  unity  of  the  Cliurch,  at  the 
present  period,  is  neither  desirable  nor  practicable,^'  has  not  been 
intended  to  mean  anything  adverse  to  efforts  after  a  better  unity,  or 
"  conference  "  with  a  view  to  such  end.  This  is  evident  from  the  jjen- 
eral  tenor  of  the  resolutions,  as  well  as  the  appointment  of  a  Conmiittee 
^^  to  hold  further  conference  touching  the  vital  question  of  mutual  recc^- 
nition,  harmony,  and  co-operation.^'  The  statement  that  ^^  organic  unity 
at  the  present  period ''  is  undesirable  and  impracticable,  is,  I  take  it^  to 
be  understood  as  taking  into  consideration  the  numerous,  great,  and 
conflicting  divergencies  in  doctrine  and  ecclesiastical  position  of  the 
different  Communions  calling  themselves  Christians  —  divergencies  at 
the  present  too  great  and  vital  for  ^^  organic ''  union.  Moreover,  though 
the  concluding  part  of  the  overture  of  the  House  of  Bishops  distinctly 
looks  towards  ^^ organic  unity,''  another  part  disclaims  seeking  the  ^^ab- 
sorption "  of  other  Communions,  and  holds  out  the  idea  of  co-operation 
with  them  on  the  basis  of  a  common  Faith.  And  surely  there  may  be 
something  gained  in  the  way  of  approach  to  the  object  of  the  Saviour's 
prayer  through  some  possible  plan  of  mutual  recognition,  pulpit  and 
altar  fellowship,  and  co-operation,  attainable  by  federation,  or  other 
practical  relation. 

In  this  spirit  and  with  the  desire  to  abate,  as  far  as  possible,  the  un- 
happy divisions  of  the  Church,  the  Committee  of  the  General  S3rnod  of 
the  Lutheran  Church  is  authorized  to  enter  into  conference  with  your 
reverend  Commission,  and  will  be  glad  of  any  success  which  the  Divine 
favour  may  give  to  this,  our  common  desire.

Dear  Sir,  —  To-day  I  mail  you  marked  copy  of  the  "  Minutes  of  the 
United  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of  the  South,"  which 
contains  a  record  of  the  actions  of  said  body  relative  to  the  overture  made 
by  the  House  of  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

This  printed  copy  is  a  faithful  and  correct  record  of  the  action  of  our 
body,  and  as  such  is  now  orticiallv  transmitted  to  vou.

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Report  op  the  Committee  on  "Declaration  op  the  House  of 
Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church/' 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  "Declaration  of  the  House 
of  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  adopted  October  20, 
1886,^'  have  carefully  considered  the  same,  and  beg  leave  to  submit  the 
f  oUowins^  report : 

That  it  is  with  pleasure  we  have  received  this  Declaration,  and  the 
letter  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  [Commission]  accompanying 
it,  and  beg  to  put  on  record  the  assurance  that  our  people  are  also 
praying  "  with  renewed  and  increasing  earnestness  that  some  measure 
may  be  adopted"  most  speedily  "  for  the  reunion  of  the  sundered  parts 
of  Christendom."  And  that  with  our  well  known  and  well  defined  prin- 
ciples of  opposition  to  anything  like  schism,  and  with  a  fervent  desire, 
that  all  who  profess  the  name  of  Christ  mi^ht  in  accordance  with  His 
pi^ayer  "  be  one,"  this  paper  containing  such  expressions,  and  coming 
from  so  large  and  influential  a  body  of  christians,  is  a  most  cheering  sign 
that  in  the  not  very  far  distant  future  we  may  all  see  eye  to  eye,  haying 
one  Faith,  one  Lord,  one  Baptism. 

"  They  affirm  that  Christian  Unity  can  be  restored  only  by  the  return 
of  all  Christians  to  the  principles  of  unity  exemplified  by  the  undivided 
Catholic  Church  during  the  first  ages  of  her  existence,  holding  these 
principles  to  be  the  substantial  deposit  of  Christian  Faith  and  Order  com- 
mitted by  Christ  and  His  Apostles  to  the  Church,  and,  therefore,  incapar 
ble  of  being  compromised  or  surrendered."  But  while  agreeing,  in  the 
very  same  spirit  contained  in  said  Declaration,  we  beg  to  say  tJiat  we 
cannot  agree  with  the  House  of  Bishops  wlien  they  ^^  proceed  to  particu- 
larize as  inherent  parts  of  the  sacred  deposit,"  and  say  in  their  second 
proposition,  *'  we  believe  the  Nlcene  Creed  to  be  a  sufiicieut  statement  of 
the  Christian  Faith,"  and  upon  this  point  it  is  sufficient  for  us  to  say, 
that  in  this  Creed  nothing  is  said  of  the  total  depravity  of  man  and  the 
impossibility  of  salvation  except  through  faith  in  Christ.  The  third  and 
fourth  specifications  are  too  uncertain  and  capable  of  too  many  construc- 
tions to  DC  approved  by  us. 

By  this  answer  we  trust  the  House  of  Bishops  will  not  conclude  that 
we  desire  to  treat  with  too  little  consideration  their  overtures,  or  to 
break  off  further  communication,  or  negotiation,  upon  a  matter  so  de- 
sirable to  be  consummated.  Our  purpose  is  simply  to  be  frank,  which 
we  believe  will  be  appreciated. 

And  now,  while  our  purpose  is  not  to  suggest  to  the  House  of  Bish- 
ops, we  trust  they  will  pardon  us  for  calling  their  attention  to  the  fact, 
that  in  the  earlier  years  of  the  English  Reformation  negotiations  were  in 
progress  between  Archbishop  Cranmer  and  Bishop  Fox  and  other  Eng- 
lish Divines  and  the  Father  of  the  Grerman  Reformation  at  Wittenberg, 
on  the  basis  of  the  Augsberg  Confession  and  the  Apology.  These  were 
interrupted  by  Henry  VIII. :  and,  we  ask,  would  it  not  be  more  salutary 
and  the  proposed  end  reached,  if  these  negotiations  could  be  resumed  at 
the  point  of  interruption,  by  the  Lutheran  and  Protestant  Episcopal 
Churches,  and  the  other  bodies  who  have  come  out  of  the  English  Church 
since  that  time? 

We  recommend  that  said  overture  be  spread  at  length  upon  the  min- 
utes of  this  meeting,  and  that  a  copy  of  this  paper  as  the  action  of  this 
body  thereupon  be  transmitted,  according  to  the  request  of  the  Secretary 
of  said  House  of  Bishops  [Commission],  to  him  by  the  Secretary  of  this 
body.

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Reply  of  Our  Commission. 

To  the  United  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  South : 

Dear  Brethren, — The  action  of  3'our  body  in  response  to  the  Dec- 
laration of  our  House  of  Bishops  has  been  received  with  great  pleasure 
by  our  Commission. 

Permit  us  to  call  your  attention  to  certain  facts.  The  governing 
body  of  our  Church  is  its  Gleneral  Convention,  which  consists  of  two 
Houses,  the  House  of  Bishops  and  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Dep- 
uties. The  House  of  Bishops  alone  and  for  themselves  set  forth  the 
Declaration  on  Christian  Unity.  The  action  of  our  last  General  Con- 
vention on  this  subject  was  to  appoint  a  Conmiission,  and  this  Commis- 
sion was  instructed  to  communicate  at  their  discretion  to  the  organized 
Christian  bodies  of  our  Country  the  Declaration  set  forth  by  the  Bishops. 
Further,  this  Commission  was  then  instructed  to  hold  themselves  ready 
to  enter  into  brotherly  conference  with  any  Christian  body  seeking  the 
restoration  of  the  organic  unity  of  the  Church. 

The  first  of  these  duties  we  have  performed,  and  we  have  your  re- 
sponse. We  think  that  we  appreciate  your  frankness.  We  perceive 
nothing  in  what  you  say  to  constitute  an  insurmountable  obstacle  to 
the  result  so  greatly  to  be  desired,  the  perfected  unity  of  all  Christian 
men. 

It  now  becomes  our  pleasant  duty  to  enter  into  conference  with  yon 
with  a  view  to  discover  the  conditions  under  which  the  object  may  be 
attained. 

We  note  with  great  satisfaction  that  you  remind  us  that  in  1085  and 
1538  there  were  conferences  held  tending  to  this  same  object,  and  that 
you  invite  us  to  the  resumption  of  negotiations  at  the  point  of  inter- 
ruption. 

There  was  a  good  deal  of  worldly  politics  mingled  in  those  negotia- 
tions. We  presume  matters  of  this  kind  would,  at  the  present  day,  be 
eliminated  from  the  discussion.  With  this  understanding  we  gladly 
accept  your  suggestion,  and  declare  ourselves  ready  to  resume  the  nego- 
tiations so  long  mterrupted. 

Will  you  kindly  designate  the  proper  Commissioners  who  will  repre- 
sent you  in  the  negotiations?  As  soon  as  this  is  done  we  shall  be  ready 
to  proceed  with  the  business. 

It  will,  of  course,  be  clearly  understood  that  the  Commissioners  o 
our  part,  and  we  presume  on  yours  also,  are  but  representatives,  an 
that  whatever  conclusion  may  be  reached  is  not  binding  until  ratified 
both  of  the  authorities  appointing  us.

Response  of  the  General  Christian  Missionary  Convention. 
[Extract  from  the  Minutes  of  October  21,  1887.] 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  communication  from 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  submitted  the  following  report: 

Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  communication  from  t 
Secretary  of  the  Commission  on  Christian  I'nity,  appointed  by  the  G 
eral  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  October  27, 
beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  reply  to  said  comnmnicaXion : 
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Rev.  Herman  C.  Duncan^  Secretary  of  the  Commission  on  Christian   Unity 
of  the  General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church: 

Dear  Sir,  —  Your  commuDication,  addressed  to  the  Greneral  Christian 
Missionary  Convention,  through  R.  Moffett,  its  Correspondiug  Secretary, 
was  by  him  laid  before  our  Convention  at  its  annual  meeting,  in  Indian- 
apolis, October  20,  1887.  After  due  consideration  the  following  response 
was  uoanimously  agreed  to,  which  you  will  please  present  to  your  hon- 
ourable Commission,  with  assurance  of  our  cordial  approval  of  tneir  noble 
aim. 

Having  carefully,  and  with  deep  interest,  considered  the  ^*  Declaration 
of  the  House  of  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  adopted 
October  20,  1886,''  we  respectfully  and  affectionately  submit  the  result 
of  our  deliberations.  In  doing  this  it  is  proper  to  say  that  the  General 
Christian  Missionary  Convention  is  possessed  of  no  ecclesiastical  author- 
ity. It  is  made  up  partly  of  delegates  from  our  State  and  TeiTitorial 
Missionary  Conventions  and  partly  of  annual  members,  life  members, 
and  life  directors,  and  its  objects  are  purely  benevolent  ^nd  philan- 
thropic. It  has  no  control  over  the  Faith  and  discipline  of  our  Churches. 
AVliile  there  is  a  broad  Christian  fellowship  of  faith  and  love  among  all 
these  Churches,  and  organized  co-operation  alike  of  individuals  and  of 
Churches  in  districts,  States,  and  nation,  for  missionary,  educational,  and 
other  benevolent  and  charitable  purposes,  there  is  no  central  ecclesias- 
tical organization  having  control  of  questions  of  doctrine  and  discipline, 
and  no  possibility,  therefore,  of  an  authoritative  response  to  your  Decla- 
ration. But  as  this  Convention  is  composed  of  delegates  from  aU  the 
States  and  Territories  in  which  we  have  Churches,  and  of  members  of 
those  Churches,  embracing  a  fair  share  of  the  intelligence,  experience,  and 
w^isdom  of  their  membership,  this  unanimous  expression  of  sentiment  on 
the  part  of  this  Convention  may  be  safely  regarded  as  the  most  trust- 
worthy utterance  obtainable  of  the  convictions  of  the  entire  brotherhood 
in  the  United  States  known  as  Christians,  or  Disciples  of  Christ.  We 
have  the  fullest  confidence  that  it  will  be  generally  approved. 

Allow  us  therefore  to  say : 

I.  You  may  infer  with  what  lively  interest  and  admiration  we  regard 
the  Declaration  of  your  House  of  Bishops,  when  we  state  that  in  so  far 
as  our  religious  movement  is  distinctive,  its  original  differentiation  from 
all  other  religious  movements  of  the  time  was  the  condemnation  of  the 
sect  spirit  and  of  sectarian  organizations  as  unscriptural,  sinful,  and 
fruitful  in  mischief,  and  the  advocacy  of  a  return  to  the  unity,  catho- 
licity and  simplicity  and  spirituality  of  the  Faith  and  practice  of  the 
Churches  of  the  Apostolic  times,  a  return,  in  other  words,  to  New  Tes- 
tament teaching.  This  movement,  which  took  on,  in  1809,  the  public 
form  of  a  voluntary  Christian  Association,  finally  developed  into  the 
organization  of  Churches  seeking  to  restore,  as  it  was  then  expressed, 
'^  in  letter  and  in  spirit,  in  principle  and  in  practice,''  the  Faith  and  dis- 
cipline of  Apostolic  times.  They  were  known  simply  as  "  Churches  of 
Christ."  These  organizations  were  formed,  not  because  those  entering 
into  them  desired  a  separation  from  the  ecclesiastical  Communions  with 
which  they  had  been  associated,  but  because  the  narrow  and  bitter 
j»eetarian  spirit  then  prevailing  forbade  all  utterance  of  such  anti-secta- 
rian sentiments  and  aU  promotion  of  such  anti-sectarian  aims.  Within 
their  respective  pales,  these  Churches  have  increased  until  they  now 
numi>er  in  the  United  States  about  800,000  communicants,  and  to-day 
there  sounds  out  from  them  all,  with  no  diminution  of  earnestness  or 
emphasis,  the  same  condemnation  of  sectarian  parties,  sectarian  creeds, 
sectarian  names,  sectarian  aims,  and  the  same  entreaty  for  the  return 
«>f  all  believers  to  the  unity  of  Faith  and  catholicitv  of  spirit,  taught, 
fostered,  and  defended  by  the  Apostles  of  Jesus  Christ.    We  c«L\i\iQ\.^ 
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therefore,  do  otherwise  than  hail  with  gladness  the  declaration  of  your 
^^  desire  and  readiness,  so  soon  as  there  shall  be  any  authorized  response 
to  this  Declaration,  to  enter  into  brotherly  conference  with  all  or  any 
Christian  bodies  seeking  the  restoration  of  the  organic  unity  of  tfaie 
Church,  with  a  view  to  the  earnest  study  of  the  conmtions  under  which 
so  priceless  a  blessing  might  be  brought  to  pass/'  We  are  especially 
glad  that  this  overture  comes  from  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 
Eminently  conservative  as  that  Church  is  known  to  be,  its  leadership  in 
such  a  movement  is  evidence  that  the  religious  sentiment  of  this  country, 
in  behalf  of  Christian  Unity,  is  deep  and  strong,  while  the  cautious  pro- 
ceedings of  thirty-three  years,  ripening  into  this  Declaration  and  the 
appointment  of  this  Commission,  give  us  unmistakably  the  results  of 
mature  deliberation  and  ripe  conviction.  While  we  do  not  accord  with 
everything  suggested  in  the  Declaration  as  to  what  is  ^'  essential  to  the 
restoration  of  unity  among  the  divided  branches  of  Christendom,^'  we  do 
most  heartily  approve  the  proposal  for  "  brotherly  conference  .  .  .  with 
a  view  to  the  earnest  study  of  the  conditions  under  which  the  desired 
unity  may  be  brought  to  pass." 

II.  The  frankness  and  candour  with  which  you  express  vour  under- 
standing of  '^  the  principles  of  unity ''  is,  in  our  view,  as  admirable  as  the 
kind  spirit  in  which  you  invite  us  to  brotherly  conference.  While  it 
would  be  manifestly  premature  to  enter,  at  present,  on  a  discussion  of 
any  of  these  principles,  we  deem  it  altogether  proper  to  imitate*  your 
frankness  in  simply  stating,  in  the  light  of  the  investigations  and  expe- 
rience of  three  quarters  of  a  century,  what  we  deem  essential  to  Christian 
Unity. 

1.  We  heartily  concur  in  your  statement  of  the  first  essential  to  the 
restoration  of  unity  —  the  recognition  of  *'  the  Holy  Scriptures  of  the  Old 
and  New  Testaments  as  the  revealed  Word  of  God."  In  the  language  of 
the  Westminster  Confession  of  Faith,  *'The  whole  counsel  of  (Sod,  con- 
cerning all  things  necessary  for  His  own  glory,  man's  salvation,  faith,  and 
life,  is  either  expressh'  set  down  in  Scripture  or  by  good  and  necessary 
consequence  may  be  deduced  from  Scripture  —  unto  which  nothing  is  at 
any  time  to  be  added,  whether  by  new  revelation  of  the  Spirit,  or  tradi- 
tions of  men,''  and,  ^^  though  all  things  in  Scripture  are  not  alike  plain  in 
themselves,  nor  alike  clear  unto  all,  yet  those  things  that  are  necessary 
to  be  known,  believed,  and  observed,  for  salvation,  are  so  clearly  prt>- 
pounded  and  open  in  some  place  of  Scripture  or  other,  that  not  only  the 
learned,  but  the  unlearned,  in  a  due  use  of  the  ordinary  means,  may  at-  — 
tain  unto  sufficient  understanding  of  them." 

The  Holy  Scriptures  are  the  catholic  rule  of  Faith  and  discipline.    Ovrzm^ 
no  other  platform  can  the  scattered  hosts  of  spiritual  Israel  be  restored  tc  ^  - 
unity.     The  '*  Historic  tipiscopate  "  or  *'  the  principles  of  unity  unexeui-^-^ 
plifled  by  the  undivided  Catholic  Church  during  the  first  ages  of  Its  exis 
ence  "  will  not  be  accepted  by  the  various  '*  divided  branches  of  Christeit^B- 
dom  **  as  "essential"  to  Christian  Unity,  or  as  binding  on  the  conscienc 
nothing  less  authoritative  than  a  thus  saith  the  Lord  will  be  universal 
recognized  as  essential  to  Christian  Unity,  or  as  binding  to  the  conscienc  — ^ 
The  nistory  of  the  early  Christian  centuries  may  have  a  universally  a*  -^ 
mitted  value  as  illustrating  or  confirming  Scripture,  but  as  essential 
union  in  Christ  no  historical  teaching  outside  of  the  inspired  books  ^^'     =^ 
ever  be  universally,  or  even  generally,  accepted  by  the  divided  brancl''^  - 
of  Christendom.     For  instance  —  if  parochial  or  diocesan  Episcopacy 
an  order  of  priesthoml  in  the  Church  other  than  that  '*  royal  priesth  " 
which  belonjijs  to  all  believers,  is  set  forth  in  the  New  Testament  Sci 
tures  as  of  Divine  authority,  tlien  collateral  evidence  of  such  form?" 
Episcopal   government  and  such  order  of  priesthood  may  be  brou. 
from  the  history  of  the  undivided  Catholic  Church  during  the  first  m 
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of  its  existence,  and  such  testimony  of  a  *^  Historic  Episcopate  ^'  would 
doubtless  be  allowed  to  have  its  just  weight.  But  a  basis  of  union  in- 
volving anything  as  essential  other  than  what  is  contained  in  the  revealed 
Word  of  God,  we  regard  as  utterly  impracticable. 

What  we  have  said  of  the  testimony  of  the  early  Christian  centuries, 

mav  also  be  said  of  what  is  styled  the  Apostles'  Creed,  the  Nicene  Creed, 

and  all  human  creeds.    Nothing  less  authoritative  than  God's  Word 

should  be  regarded  as  beyond  the  reach  of  "  compromise  or  surrender." 

"  Hold  fast  the  form  of  sound  words  which  thou  hast  heard  of  me,"  said 

the  inspired  Paul  to  Timothy.    No  form  of  uninspired  words,  however 

admirable  in  estimation  of  multitudes,  can  be  insisted  on  as  beyond 

^*  compromise  or  surrender,"  without  placing  an  insuperable  obstacle  in 

the  way  of  "  the  restoration  of  unity  among  the  divided  branches  of 

Christendom."    If  any  "  statement  of  the  Christian  Faith  "  should  at  any 

time  be  deemed  necessary,  not  as  a  bond  of  fellowship,  but  for  public 

information,  or  to  condemn  prevalent  errors,  we  respectfully  submit  that 

("hristians  of  to-day  can  put  forth  such  a  statement  in  a  form  much  better 

^^uited  to  the  people  of  this  generation  than  the  Nicene  formula,  which 

had  birth  out  of  the  controversies  of  that  time,  and  came  into  being  under 

Conditions  which  not  only  do  not  now  exist,  but  which  are  not  so  much 

as  known  to  the  great  majority  of  Christians  at  the  present  time. 

2-  The  restoration  of  unity  demands  a  return  to  New  Testament 
t^achine.  We  may  not  presume  to  improve  on  the  ideas  of  unity  and 
Oatholicity  taught  by  inspiration.  We  ought  to  improve  on  thei>rac^c 
Cfcf  Apostolic  churches,  being  made  wiser  by  their  errors  and  by  the 
^^postolic  rebukes  those  errors  called  forth.  But  in  our  conceptions  of 
spiritual  unitv  and  ecclesiastical  union,  of  catholicity,  and  of  all  that  is 
t:^o  be  insisted  on  as  essential  to  Christian  fellowship,  and  ^Mncapable  of 
Compromise  or  surrender,"  we  must  be  guided  solely  by  the  teaching  of 
^I'esus  Christ  and  His  Apostles. 

Coming  then  to  the  New  Testament,  to  the  '*  pure  river  of  water  of 
Xife,  bright  as  crystal,  proceeding  out  of  the  throne  of  God  and  of  the 
^HlAntib,'*  before  it  was  contaminated  by  the  muddy  stream  of  human 
doctrine  and  tradition,  what  do  we  find? 

1.  That  the  original  inspired  Creed — that,  and  that  alone  which  was 
**equired  to  be  believed  and  confessed  by  all  who  sought  membership  in 
XL\ie  Church  of  God — had  but  one  article;  viz.,  "Jesus  is  the  Christ,  the 
Son  of  the  Living  God."  That  which  justified  and  saved,  and  held  all 
'^be  saved  in  one  blessed  fellowship,  was  not  assent  to  a  system  of 
^loctrines,  a  formulation  of  speculative  opinions  and  theories,  or  a  form 
^uf  Churcli  government,  but  faith  in  Jesus  the  Messiah,  the  Son  of  God, 
:^aitb  In  a  Divine  person,  love  of  a  Divine  person,  absolute  and  entire 
;^Dersonal  surrender  and  committal,  in  conscience,  heart,  and  life,  to  a 
^HDivine  person  —  this  was  the  requirement,  the  onlv  requirement,  laid  on 
^.bose  who  sought  salvation  and  entrance  into  the  fellowship  of  Christians. 
""Xliis  is  a  Di^ne  Creed,  which  can  be  neither  compromised  nor  sur- 
^^•endered.  Everything  that  is  not  legitimately  involved  in  this  one 
^mrticle  of  faith  concerning  the  Christhood  and  Divinity  of  Jesus,  as  a  test 
^z>f  fitness,  on  the  score  of  faith,  for  admission  to  membership  in  the 
^IJburch,  not  only  may  be,  but  ought  to  be,  surrendered. 

2.  That  all  who  confessed  this  faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus  were  admitted 
'^o  Christian  fellowship  by  immersion  in  water  into  the  name  of  the 
r^'ather  and  of  the  Son  and  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  only  such  were 
^^dmitted.  We  would  say,  therefore,  tiiat  those  who  thus  accepted  Jesus 
•^ms  their  Lord  and  Saviour  and  were  thus  immersed,  were,  in  the  Apos- 
"^  ollc  Age,  members  of  the  Church  of  God,  or  to  use  the  language  of  the 
^C>eclaration,  "  members  of  the  Holy  Catholic  Church."  The  Churches  of 
—Apostolic  times  acknowledged  "  one  Lord,  one  Faith,  one  Baptism^"  and 
"^^liese  were  among  the  essentials  of  Christian  Unity. 
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3.  That  those  who  were  thus  added  to  the  Church  were  continued  in 
fellowship  so  long  as  they  walked  in  the  eomtnandments  of  Jesus,  obedi- 
ence to  the  Lord  Jesus  —  in  other  words,  Christian  character —  was  the 
test  of  fellowship  in  the  Church.  If  any  one  denied  the  Lord  that  bought 
him,  or  refused  to  honour  Him  by  obedience  to  His  commandments,  he 
was  to  be  condemned  as  unworthy  of  Christian  fellowship.  But  so  long 
as  one  cherished  faith  in  the  Son  of  God  and  kept  His  commandments 
he  was  entitled  to  a  place  auion^  the  children  of  Ood.  If  he  was  right 
concerning  Christ,  though  he  might  be  wrong  about  many  things,  it  was 
pi-esumed  that  Christ  would  bring  him  right  about  everything  essential 
to  spiritual  life  and  enjoyment.  And  if  he  was  not  right  as  to  his  faith 
in  and  obedience  to  Clirist.  however  free  from  error  In  other  respects,  his 
unbelief  and  disobedience  formed  an  insurmountable  barrier  to  the  fel- 
lowship of  Christians. 

It  will  be  seen  that  this  is  Catholic  ground.  "  The  Holy  Scriptures  of 
the  Old  and  New  Testaments  as  the  revealed  Word  of  God,"  is  Catholic. 
This  cannot  be  said  of  any  creed  of  human  compilation. 

Faith  in  Jesus  as  the  Christ,  the  Son  of  God,  is  Catholic.  It  is  the 
Faith  of  all  who  accept  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  as  the  revealed 
Word  of  Goil. 

The  immersion  of  believers  into  the  name  of  the  Father  and  of  the 
Sou  and  of  the  Holy  Spirit  is  Catholic.    No  one  disputes  that  the  be 
liever  is  a  proper  subject  of  baptism,  while  there  is  a  serious  and  wid 
spread  controversy  over  the  admission  of  infants  to  that  ordinance.   AUC 
admit  that  the  immersion  of  a  proper  subject  is  valid  baptism,  whll< 
there  is  endless  controversy  over  sprinkling  and  pouring. 

Disciples  of  Clirist,  Ghristians,  Church  of  God,  Churches  of  Christ 


these  are  Catholic.    All  the  evangelical  parties  claim  these  desiji^tions 
and  complain  of  any  exclusive  appropriation  of  them,  while  Episcopal 
ian,  Presbyterian,  Baptist,  Methodist,  etc.,  are  party  names  which  ca 
never  be  universally  approved. 

Here,  then,  we  stand  on  unseetarinn  ground,  where,  it  seems  to  us,  i  M  it 
anywhere,  we  find  the  essential  principles  of  Christian  Unity,  which  caii^^v  ja- 
not  be  compromised  or  surrendered. 

III.  Outside  of  that  which  is  essential  to  Christian  Unity,  there  ar»— «:  -«re 
many  things  pertaining  to  growth  in  knowledge,  to  methods  of  working^^  -•n* 
etc.,  in  reference  to  which,  for  the  sake  of  peace  and  the  preservation  o  -^'-^  <^t 
unity,  there  should  be  a  common  agreement. 

There  should,  we  think,  be  the  largest  liberty  of  opinion,  of  invest 
gatiou,  and  of  utterance,  on  all  questions  arising  out  of  the  study  of  th 
Scriptures,  and  no  one  who  holds  to  Jesus  '"as  God  manifest  in 
flesh,"  and  who  keeps  His  commandments,  should  be  disturbed  in  hlT 
Church  relations  on  account  of  liis  opinions,  provided  he  does  nc:^ 
attempt  to  force  his  oi)inions  on  others  or  to  make  the  acceptance  c^ 
them  a  test  of  fellowship.    Should  he  attempt  this,  he  becomes  a  f actio 
ist,  to  be  rej<»cted  after  the  first  and  second  admonition. 

Many  questions,  unprolitable  for  discussion  in  the  pulpit,  may  ^  '  ^^ 
profitably,  or  at  least  harmlessly,  discussed  in  the  schools,  to  which  r*  «' 

speculative  questions  should  be  remanded.  ^ 

Then  there  are  practical  questions,  questions  of  method  in  carryir  .^^ 
out  the  work  of  the  Church,  wliich,  being  left   to  the  discretion 
Christians,  to  be  answered  according  to  tim«*s  and  circumstances,  sho 
never  be  made  tests  of  followsliip,  or  occasions  of  strife.    In  all  q 
tions  of  this  class  —  as  to  what  is  expedient,  and  not  to  wbmt  is  of  Dl 
authority  and  obligation  — Christians  should  learn toploaie each 
and  study  the  things  that  make  for  peace  aul^jdiHillM*    W6 
pleased,  therefore,  to  read  in  the  Decla 
human  ordering,  or  human  choiOBi 
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cipline,  or  to  traditional  customs,  this  Church  is  ready,  in  the  spirit  of 
love  and  humility,  to  forego  all  preferences  of  her  own."  To  refuse  to 
forego  preferences  in  all  things  of  human  ordering  or  human  choice,  or 
on  things  resting  on  mere  traditional  authority,  and  to  allow  such 
preferences  to  stand  in  the  way  of  Christian  union,  would  be  to  assume 
the  tremendous  responsibility  of  exalting  the  human  to  an  equality  with 
the  Divine.  May  we  not  say  that  it  would  be  to  make  the  word  of  God 
of  none  effect  by  human  traditions  and  usages?  If  ^^  the  spirit  of  love 
and  hamility  prevail,"  this  Declaration  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  will  receive  unstinted  approval  from  all  who  aim  to  "  keep  the 
unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace."  Yet  it  is  just  here  that  we 
fear.  It  is  so  easy  to  mistake  attachment  to  mere  usages  for  a  conscien- 
tioas  adherence  to  God^s  will,  that  there  is  more  danger  of  disagreement 
in  things  not  taught  in  the  Scriptures  than  in  the  things  that  are  taught 
therein. 

IV.    There  remains  one  item  in  the  Declaration  too  important  to  be 
passed  without  notice,  ^^  that  this  Church  does  not  seek  to  absorb  other 
Ck>iiimunions,  but  rather,  co-operating  with  them  on  a  basis  of  common 
Faith  and  order,  to  discountenance  schism,  to  heal  the  wounds  of  the 
^Body  of  Christ,  and  to  promote  the  charity  which  Is  the  chief  of  the 
Christian  graces  and  the  visible  manifestation  of  Christ  in  the  world." 
.As  we  understand  it,  this  is  a  gratifjring  declaration.    We  do  not  regard 
it  as  looking  towards  a  theological  and  ecclesiastical  eclecticism,  or  syn- 
oretism,  by  which  the  various  Denominational  Systems  of  Doctrine  and 
of  Church  government  shall  be  perpetuated  in  whole,  or  in  part,  under 
some  nebulous  scheme  or  vague  profession  of  Christian  Unity,  but  sim- 
ply as  a  frank  disavowal  of  selfish  aims.    This* is  manly  and  Just.    It  ex- 
liihits  the  only  spirit  in  which  it  is  possible  to  ^^  discountenance  schism 
iBLud  heal  the  wounds  of  the  Body  of  Christ."    Not  what  will  promote 
the  interests  of  any  denomination,  but  what  will  serve  the  purposes  and 
promote  the  welfare  of  the  "  one  body  "  of  Christ  is  to  be  sought.    All 
other  Communions  should  adopt  this  sentiment  as  their  own,  as  a  neces- 
sary preliminary  to  all  successful  efforts  to  heal  divisions,  and  to  make 
manifest  that  unity  which  is  so  prominent  a  characteristic  of  the  Church 
of  God. 

In  conclusion,  permit  us  to  say  that  we  very  cordially  approve  the 
gentle  and  loving  spirit  that  breathes  in  your  Declaration,  and  heartilv 
coincide  with  your  proposal  to  '*  enter  into  brotherly  conference  with  all 
or  any  Christian  bodies  seeking  the  restoration  of  the  organic  unity  of 
the  Cnurch  with  a  view  to  the  earnest  study  of  the  conditions  under 
which  so  priceless  a  blessing  might  happily  be  brought  to  pass." 

We  respectfully  submit  this,  answer  to  your  Declaration  with  humble 
reliance  on  the  Head  of  the  Church  that  we  may  be  delivered  from  pride 
and  prejudice  and  be  led  into  all  truth,  so  that  all  may  speak  the  same 
thing  and  that  there  may  be  no  divisions  among  us,  but  that  we  may  be 
perfected  together  in  the  same  mind  and  in  the  same  judgment,  thus 
realizing  ana  fulfilling  the  prayer  of  our  Blessed  Lord  and  Saviour  in  be- 
half of  aU  who  believe  in  Him,  '•  that  they  all  may  be  one,  as  thou, 
Father,  art  in  Me  and  I  in  Thee,  that  they  may  be  one  in  Us,  that  the 
world  may  believe  that  Thou  hast  sent  Me."

Reply  of  Our  Cohmission. 

To  the  CommiUee  of  the  General  Christian  Missionary  Convention : 

Dear  Brethren,  —  The  response  adopted  by  your  Convention  to  the 
Declaration  of  oar  House  of  Bishops  has  been  duly  received. 

We  note  your  earnest  condemnation  of  the  sectarian  spirit  and  the 
zeal  of  your  prayers,  which  re-echo  the  prayer  of  the  Master,  that  all  of 
His  disciples  may  be  one  even  as  He  and  the  Father  are  one. 

Your  words  inspire  much  hope  that  our  labours  for  unity  will  be  abun- 
dantly blessed  of  God.  A  serious  difficulty  you  yourselves  suggest  in 
negotiations  between  us  and  the  l>ody,  or  rather  the  bodies,  for  whom 
you  undertake  to  speak,  you  lack  authority  to  speak  or  to  negotiate. 

We  believe  it  our  bounden  duty  to  labour  in  behalf  of  the  unity  of  the 
Master's  Kingdom.  We  recognize  in  you  men  anxious  to  labour  for  that 
for  which  the  Master  prayed. 

Is  there  a  way  by  which  we  can  be  brought  together? 

In  any  respects  in  which  we  may  have  departed  from  "  New  Testa- 
ment Christianity,-*  although  we  are  not  aware  that  in  any  essential 
respect  we  have  so  departe<^  we  would  gladly  return. 

We  understand  that  you  would  make  these  expressions  your  own. 

Wliy  then  are  we  not  one?  How  are  we  to  be  united?  Is  there  not  a 
way  by  which  you,  or  others,  could  be  invested  with  the  necessary 
authority  of  Commissioners? 

It  is  not  for  us  to  propose  an  answer.  Yet  may  we  not  be  pardoned 
for  believing  that  the  necessities  of  obedience  to  God*s  declarcKl  pleasure 
in  the  matter  of  the  unity  of  His  children  will  And  a  solution? 

We  have  noted  other  matters  in  your  response,  but  a  discussion  of 
them  would  be  without  profit  until  we  can  enter  into  a  conference.

To  the  Bev.  Dr.  Herman  C  Duncan^  Secretary  of  the  Commission  on  Chris- 
tian Unity: 

Reverend  and  Dear  Brother,  —  Your  favour  of  May  8,  enclosing 
a  Declaration  of  the  House  of  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
toucliin^  Christian  Unity,  and  also  an  invitation  to  the  Baptist  Churches 
of  the  L  nited  States  to  appoint  Commissioners  to  enter  into  brotherly 
conference  with  the  Commission  appointed  by  your  General  Convention 
on  the  subject  of  ecclesiastical  union,  came  to  hand  duly.  Your  note 
reached  me  just  as  I  was  on  the  point  of  embarking  for  Europe,  and, 
therefore,  I  had  only  time  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favour. 
Having  returned,  I  seize  the  earliest  opportunity  to  make  a  more  formal 
reply. 

According  to  our  Baptist  polity,  our  Churches  have  no  supreme  organ- 
ization, or  common  jurisdiction,  each  Church  being,  in  the  matter  of 
legislation,  absolutely  independent.  It  is  impossible  for  me,  therefore, 
t  >  secure  from  our  denomination  an  official  answer  to  your  overture. 

I  regret  this  exceedingly,  because  it  seems  to  expose  us  to  the  charge 
of  discourtesy,  a  charge  which,  under  the  circumstances,  is  of  course 
(juite  groundless.  Indeed  it  is  but  just  to  say  that  in  interviews  which 
I  have  held  with  many  of  our  representative  thinkers,  the  brethren  have 
unanimously  expressed  their  warm  desire  to  enter  the  proposed  confer- 
ence, and  their  deep  regret  that  our  polity  forbids  om*  appointment  of 
the  suggested  Commission. 

It  must  be  confessed,  however,  that  there  are  grave  difficulties  in  the 
attempt  to  secure  '*  the  organic  unity  of  the  Churoli."  Pardon  me  for 
saying  that  I  prefer  the  term  "organized"  to  the  term  "organic,"  for 
the  Church  as  a  spiritual  body  is  alreadv  a  Divine  organism,  and,  there- 
fore, already  an  organic  unity,  but  the  Church  as  a  visible  body  is  a  med- 
ley of  human  organization,  and  our  proi)lem  is  to  systematize,  or  frame 
these  into  an  organized  unity.  Of  course  there  must  be  no  pliant  com- 
promise of  truth  or  surrender  of  personal  conviction.  But  there  may  be, 
and  there  should  be,  an  ascent  to  such  loftiness  of  moral  vision  as  shall 
comprehend  denominational  diversities,  and  recognize  in  them  a  real 
unity.  That  the  day  is  coming  when  the  Church  will  be  an  organized 
unity,  as  she  is  an  organic,  1  flrmly  believe.  It  is  a  matter  for  devout 
thanksgiving  that  there  is  in  these  latter  days  so  deep  a  longing  on  the 
part  of  many  of  Christ's  people  for  the  speedy  realization  of  tms  prom- 
iseii,  blessed  issue. 

Yet  I  fear  that  the  problem  of  ecclesiatical  unity  is  perhaps  the  last 
of  earth's  problems  to  be  solved.  But  as  when  the  time  became  ripe  for 
the  discovery  of  a  new  world,  God  raised  up  a  discoverer,  so  I  doul>t  not 
thiit  when  the  time  shall  become  ripe  for  the  organization  of  the  Churches 
into  a  visible  unity,  God  will  raise  up  an  organizer,  who  shall  do  for 
eccleslology  what  Columbus  did  for  geography. 

Meanwhile  it  is  the  blessed  duty  of  every  Church  and  every  Christian 
to  leave  no  proper  expedient  untried  which  may  help  hasten  the  desired 
consummation.  It  is  but  just  to  say  that  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  in  taking  the  initiative  in  this  momentous  matter,  has  given  to 
the  cause  of  Christian  Unity  an  immense  onward  impetus. 

Fervently  praying  our  common  Father,  "from  whom  all  holy  desires, 
all  good  counsels,  and  aU  just  works  do  proceed/'  that  He  may  still 
fartner  open  the  way  for  the  eirenicon  which  your  House  of  Bisjiops  has

Whereas,  the  Fathers  and  Founders  of  the  Unitas  Fratrum,  in  the 
century  before  the  Protestant  Refoimation  of  the  sixteenth  century,  did, 
in  the  interests  of  what  they  accepted  as  the  faith  of  Christ  and  Hie 
Apostles,  secure  for  themselves  the  Historic  Episcopate ;  and 

Whereas,  from  the  beginning  our  Moravian  Church  has,  in  all  the 
centuries  of  Its  existence  and  activity  in  all  i)ortions  of  the  Christian  and 
heathen  world,  maintained  a  position  of  most  cordial  reeoffnition  of 
and  fellowship  with  the  brethren  of  the  various  Churches  of  Christ  In 
these  parts,  of  varied  name  and  constitution, 

Resolved^  lliat  we  hail  with  joy  any  effort  put  forth.  In  good  faith,  to 
secure  closer  fellowship  and  communion  between  the  Churches  of  Christ 
in  our  country.

ACTIOX  OF  THE  METHODIST  EPISCOPAL  CHUKCH. 

No  official  communication  of  the  action  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  has  been  received.  The  Secretarv  of  their  Committee  on  the 
State  of  the  Church  has,  however,  apprised  our  Secretary  of  the  adop- 
tion of  the  annexed  report  on  the  21st  May,  1888 : 

The  Declaration  of  the  House  of  Bishops  and  the  concurrent  resolu- 
tion adopted  by  the  House  of  Bishops  and  the  House  of  Deputies,  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  sent  to  us  by  the  hands  of  the  Rev.  H.  C. 
Duncan,  Secretary  of  the  Commission  appointed  by  the  Convention  of 
ttiat  Church,  have  been  carefully  considered. 

We  gratefully  accept  these  communications  as  furnishing  evidence  of 
the  increasing  spirit  of  Christian  fraternity  which  charactenzes  this  age. 
The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  has  always  extended  a  cordial  hand  to 
all  who  love  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  in  sincerity,  and  is  ready  to  co-oper- 
ate in  any  movement  which  contemplates  brotherhood  among  all 
branches  of  the  real  Church  of  Christ.  The  organic  unity  of  the  Church 
may  not  be  practicable  at  this  time,  and  there  are  many  thoughtful 
Christians  who  doubt  whether  it  would  be  advisable  if  it  were  possible. 
But  that  all  branches  of  the  Church  should  dwell  together  in  love,  no 
siacere  Christian  doubts. 

Imbued  with  this  exalted  Christian  sentiment,  the  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church  will  not  erect  her  theory  of  Church  government  into  a  bar- 
rier against    Christian  fraternity  and    Church    unification.    God    has 
honoured  all  branches  of  His  Church,  and  has  taught  the  world  that  the 
Spirit  of  the  Gospel  is  of  more  consequence  than  any  theory  of  Church 
government;  therefore. 

Resolved^  1.  That  we  are  ready  to  fraternize  and  co-operate  with  the 
■Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  as  we  are  with  all  other  Churches  of  our 
l^rd  Jesus  Christ,  and  to  extend  to  it  and  accept  from  it  all  Christian 
^H^urtesies  which  are  common  and  proper  among  servants  of  our  common 


2.     That  we  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  Commission  of  three 

J,  —  namely,  one  Bishop,  one  member  of  an  Annual  Conference, 

one  layman,  who  shall  hold  themselves  ready  to  enter  into  brotherly

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REPORT  OP  THE  JOINT  COMMITTEE  ON  CHRTSXIAX 

EDUCATION. 

The  Committees  on  Christian  Education,  sitting  together  as  a  Joint 
Committee  by  permission  of  both  Houses,  beg  leave  to  present  the  fol- 
lowing report  of  the  result  of  their  deliberations  upon  the  present  condi- 
tion and  needs  of  the  worls  of  Christian  education  in  the  Church. 

Your  Committee  gladly  recognizes  the  fact,  that  there  is  a  steadily 
growing  sentiment  among  all  Cluistian  people,  in  favour  of  an  education 
that  shall  be  based  upon  the  Christian  Paith,  and  have  for  its  ideal  tlie 
development  of  Christian  character.  At  a  time  when  the  undue  asser- 
tion of  the  liberty  of  individual  opinion  has  led  to  wide  perplexity  and 
unrest,  and  to  multiplied  experiments  in  religion ;  when  the  minds  of 
many  are  disturbed  and  the  hearts  of  the  timid  ones  are  failing  them  for 
fear,  it  h  pre-eminently  right  and  necessary  that  this  Church  should 
boldly  and  clearly  assert  the  principles  of  her  historic  Paith,  and  provide 
for  the  most  careful  instruction  and  training  of  her  children.  The 
Christian  Paith  is  a  sacred  and  precious  heritage  committed  to  our  trust. 
Even  more  upon  us  than  upon  that  old  Israel  the  responsibility  rests  to 
proclaim  and  defend,  ^^  that  which  we  have  heard  and  known,  and  such 
as  our  fathers  have  told  us.  That  we  should  not  hide  these  things  from 
the  children  of  the  generations  to  come ;  but  to  show  the  honour  of  the 
Ix)rd,  His  mighty  and  wonderful  works  that  He  hath  done.  Por  he 
made  a  covenant  with  Jacob  and  gave  Israel  a  law,  which  he  commanded 
our  forefathers  to  teach  their  children;  that  their  posterity  might 
know  it  and  tlie  children  which  were  yet  unborn,  to  the  intent  that, 
when  they  came  up  they  might  show  their  children  the  same ;  that  they 
might  put  their  trust  in  God,  and  not  to  forget  the  works  of  God,  but  to 
keep  His  commandments.'-     Psalm  Ixxviii. 

The  Christian  Church  is  not  a  mere  voluntary  society.  The  Christian 
Gospel  is  not  preferable  to  all  other  Gospels,  but  it  is  the  only  Gospel 
that  can  help  and  save  the  world.  Therefore,  no  education  of  the 
young  that  leaves  out  the  Name  and  Faith  of  Christ  can  be  the  education 
required  for  Christian  people.  That  which  is  not  definitelv  Christian  is 
not  Christian  at  all.  It  was  the  Lord  Himself  who  said  "  lie  that  is  not 
with  me  is  against  me ;  and  he  that  gathereth  not  with  me  scattereth 
abroad.''  (Matt.  xii.  30.)  This  is  the  grave,  solemn  decision  which 
to-day,  perhaps  more  than  ever  before,  challenges  the  heart  and  con- 
science of  every  father  and  mother  who  iKjlieves. 

I.  The  Joint  C'onnnittee  would  first  of  all  urge  the  necessity  of  more 
earnest,  more  systematic,  more  enthusiastic  work  in  the  Sunday  school. 
The  Prayer  Book  —  the  great  devotional  manual  of  the  Cliurch  of  the  Enir- 
lish-speaking  i>eople  —  distinctly  emphasizes  the  instruction  of  children  in 
the  Paith,  as  a  part  of  the  public,  official  work  of  the  Church,  and  recog- 
nizes the  children  as  members  of  the  one  body,  by  providing  a  catechism 
which  is  a  model  of  doctrinal  accuracy  and  lucid  expositi9n. 

>Miile  gladly  conceding  the  value  and  usefulness  of  many  of  the  books 
of  instruction  now  in  use,  it  is  the  o])inion  of  the  Committee  that  there 
is  need  of  a  simpler  and  more  interesting  manual  based  upon  the  caie- 
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chism.  The  best  method  of  training  the  teachers  in  the  Sunday  school 
lias  not  yet  been  generally  agreed  upon,  yet  the  progress  that  has  been 
made  is  most  encouraging.  We  have  to-day  about  fity  thousand  teach- 
ers and  Ave  hundred  thousand  Sunday-school  pupils,  whose  Lenten 
offering  last  year  to  the  Board  of  Missions  amounted  to  over  ^67,000. 
There  is  no  department  of  Church  work  that  deserves  more  serious  atten- 
tion, and  none  that  will  bring  a  richer  harvest  of  spiritual  power  than 
this,  if  it  be  wisely  handled. 

II.  Next  to  the  Sunday  schools  are  the  parish  and  grammar  schools 
of  the  Church.  The  more  expensive  schools  of  this  class  your  Com- 
mittee gladly  believes  to  be,  in  number  and  efficiency,  adequate  to  our 
present  needs ;  and  by  their  hold  upon  the  patronage  of  people  of  every 
religious  denomination,  have  vindicated  and  established  tlieir  claim  to 
the  cordial  recognition  of  this  Convention.  One  point  only  would  your 
Committ-ee  urge  in  this  connection,  and  that  is  the  more  persistent  effort 
to  reach  the  less  wealthy  of  our  population,  by  establishing  and  endow- 
ing schools  for  both  sexes,  in  which  a  good  education  can  be  acquired  at  a 
more  moderate  cost  than  can  be  afforded  by  more  pretentious  institutions. 
in.  There  are  at  least  six  Church  colleges  in  the  United  States,  and 
one  Church  university,  all  of  which  are  doing  great  and  noble  work  for 
the  cause  of  education  founded  upon  the  Faith  of  Christ,  as  this  Church 
hath  received  the  same.  These  institutions  are  not  behind  anv  in  real 
scholarship,  and  their  graduates  are  winning  honours  in  prof essional  and 
technical  schools  all  over  the  land.  The  necessity  for  the  existence  of 
Church  colleges  cannot,  from  a  Christian  point  of  view,  be  fairly  ques- 
tioned. The  serious  fact  confronts  us  that  the  average  age  of  students 
entering  colleges  and  universities  in  this  country  is  less  than  eighteen 
years,  and  in  almost  all  of  our  secular  institutions  these  boys  are  to 
receive  their  intellectual  training  from  professors  and  teachers  who 
openly  oppose  Christianity,  or  else  from  professors  and  teachers  who  are 
inhibited  in  the  class-room  from  any  downright  and  explicit  expression 
of  their  faith.  The  colleges  and  universities  of  the  Church  need  endow- 
ments and  they  ought  to  have  them.  Her  educational  work  in,the  high- 
est domain  of  scholarship  has  been  the  glory  of  the  Church  of  our 
fathers  in  the  upbuilding  of  the  civilization  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  race, 
and  this  American  Church  should  not  be  unwortliy  of  her  great  inheri- 
tance. Surely  there  are  believing  men  to-day,  as  there  have  been  in  the 
past,  who  will  give  of  their  abundance,  to  the  endowment  of  professor- 
ships, of  fellowships,  and  of  scholarships  in  our  institutions  of  learning. 
When  it  is  considered  that  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  will  endow  a 
tuition  scholarship  in  any  of  our  colleges,  it  seems  incredible  that  our 
people  will  permit  these  institutions  to  be  compelled  by  their  poverty  to 
charge  such  fees  as  are  practically  prohibitory  to  many  of  the  worthiest 
children  of  the  Church. 

rV.     In  a  vast  country  like  ours,  where  each  State  is  practically  a 
separate  Commonwealth,  with  its  own  endowed  university,  and  where 
great  institutions  of  learning  have  grown  up  in  many  quarters,  com- 
manding by  considerations  of  local  pride  and  family  loyalty  the  patron- 
age of  many  Churchmen,  a  new  condition  of  things  has  been  created, 
«ind  wise  men  have  had  to  devise  methods  for  maintaining  a  hold  upon 
the  sons  and  daughters  of  the  Church  in  places  where  the  existence  of 
CJhurch  colleges  is  impossible. 

(a)  Among  these  efforts,  your  Committee  cordially  and  heartily 
indorses  the  plan  adopted  by  the  late  Bishop  Harris,  in  the  establish- 
*>ient  of  Harris  Hall  at  the  University  of  Michigan.  This  experiment 
V^aa  been  tried  for  ten  year«i,  and  has  proved  in  every  way  a  complete 
•Success.  The  Bishops  (if  Milwaukee  and  of  West  Virginia  have  under- 
t:  aken  to  have  similar  foundations  at  the  University  of  Wisconsin  and  tha 
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University  of  West  Virginia.  Young  men  attending  the  universities  may 
live  in  the  Halls,  as  practically  members  of  the  family  of  the  clereyman 
in  charge.  In  both  instances  the  religious  interest  of  the  studeiits  is 
quickened  and  sustained  under  the  healthiest  and  finest  influences,  llie 
Church  life  In  the  university  is  concentrated,  and,  at  the  University  of 
Michigan,  its  influence  is  reinforced  by  the  two  courses  of  lectures  upon 
the  Baldwin  and  Slocum  foundation,  delivered  annually  to  all  the 
students  by  eminent  clergymen  of  the  Church.  The  erection  and 
endowment  of  such  halls  as  these  in  connection  with  every  larg« 
secular  university  in  the  country  would  be  a  vast  gain  to  our  educa- 
tional work. 

(6)  Another  plan  proposed  in  connection  with  smaller  colleges  not 
under  Church  control  is  to  endow  the  parish  churches  in  such  places 
with  annual  incomes  sufficient  to  support  a  clergyman  of  character 
and  ability,  fit  to  influence  and  guide  the  students  committed  to  his 
care.  Some  of  the  very  best  work  that  has  ever  been  done  among 
young  men  in  this  country  has  been  accomplished  by  rectors  m 
parishes  which  happen  to  be  in  proximity  to  institutions  of  learning. 

V.  The  Joint  Conmiittee  has  had  before  it  the  report  of  the  Univer- 
sity Board  of  Regents,  appointed  by  the  General  Ck>nvention  of  1889. 
The  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  appointment  of  this  Board  as  a 
permanent  part  of  the  organization  of  the  Church,  was  one  of  the 
wisest  and  most  signiflcant  acts  of  the  Convention  in  recent  years.  It 
was  no  less  than  the  public  and  emphatic  declaration  to  our  people  that 
this  Church  believes  in  the  Christian  education  of  Christian  men  and 
women,  and  is  ready  to  accept  the  responsibility  and  go  forward  to  make 
it  a  real  power. 

It  does  not  come  within  the  province  of  this  Committee  to  suggest  to 
the  Board  of  Regents  plans  or  methods  for  the  conduct  of  their  work. 
The  members  of  that  Board  are  men  whose  names  are  a  sufficient  guar- 
antee for  wise,  large-minded,  and  Judicious  measures  in  the  discharge  of 
the  very  difficult  and  complex  trust  committed  to  their  care.  The  Com- 
mittee, however,  does  venture  to  urge  upon  the  Church  the  necessity  of 
making  the  Board  of  Regents  more  and  more  a  reality,  by  giving  to  it 
that  sympathy,  counsel,  and  co-operation,  without  which  no  great  enter- 
prise of  the  kind  can  possibly  succeed. 

In  conclusion,  the  Joint  Committee  reverently  expresses  its  profound 
sense  of  the  loss  that  has  come  to  this  Committee  of  the  General  Con- 
vention, and  to  the  Church  at  large,  by  the  death  of  those  distinguished 
deputies,  those  great  Christian  educators,  the  Rev.  Henry  A.  Coit,  D.D., 
rector  of  St.  Paul's  School,  Concord  N.H.,  and  Prof.  Henry  Coppfe, 
of  Lehigh  University.  Such  lives  as  theirs  are  the  joy  and  glory  of  the 
Church.  They  are  at  once  the  witness  and  the  prophecy  of  that  ever 
growing  interest  in  Christian  education,  that  in  the  near  future  shall 
actualize  itself  in  splendid  evidences  of  our  faith  in  Christ  —  in  insti- 
tutions of  godly  as  well  as  sound  learning,  that  shall  be  for  glory  and 
for  blessing  to  bur  children's  children.

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REPORT  OP  THE  CHURCH  LTXR  ERSITY  BOARD  OP  REGENTS. 

Ix  making  this  its  second  triennial  report  to  the  General  Convention, 
the  Church  University  Board  of  Regents  begs  leave  to  acknowledge  the 
sympathetic  spirit  with  wliicli  its  modest  attempts  have  been  almost 
universally  received.  Attention  is  called  to  the  letters  from  many 
Bishops  and  others  presented  herewith. 

Even  where  dissent  or  criticism  has  been  aroused  or  expressed,  it  has 
been  only  in  connection  with  certain  specific  features  of  its  work,  which 
in  no  wise  preclude  co-operation  and  support  in  other  regards. 

Through  the  death  of  Prof.  Henry  Copp6e,  lately  associated  with 
Lehigh  University  both  as  sometime  President  and  Professor,  the  Board 
has  been  deprived  of  the  services  of  one  of  its  most  valued  members. 

Owing  to  his  exceptional  acquaintance  with  both  the  educational  and 
the  more  strictly  ecclesiastical  interests  of  the  Church,  Professor  Coppfie 
was  especially  fitted  to  give  wise  counsel  and  efficient  aid.  The  Board 
wishes  to  express  its  great  regret  for  the  loss  which  it  has  undergone ; 
and  its  afiectionate  appreciation  of  the  services  rendered  by  Proressor 
Copp^e. 

Reference  to  the  Journals  of  the  last  General  Convention  will  show 
that  in  accordance  with  a  resolution  of  the  preceding  Convention  the 
Board  limited  itself  to  perfecting  its  legal  organization,  and  to  reporting 
a  detailed  scheme  of  organization  and  operation. 

This  report  was  formally  presented  to  the  House  of  Bishops  and  to 
the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  sitting  as  one  body. 

Immediately  upon  its  acceptance  a  Sub-Committee  was  appointed  by 
tiie  General  Board  to  carry  out  "that  part  of  the  report  relating  to 
finances  and  the  scholarship  and  fellowship  scheme  with  power.^' 

This  Sub-Committee  proceeded  to  perfect  the  details  of  the  scheme 
outlined  in  the  general  report.  These  in  turn  were  submitted  to  formal 
examination  by  a  committee  composed  of  some  of  the  best  known  educa- 
tional experts  in  this  country,  who  were  entirely  unconnected  with  the 
Board. 

The  Special  Committee  reported  in  part  as  follows :  "  The  undersigned 

having  been  invited  by  you  to  examine  your  proposal  to  award  annual 

•Scholarships  .  .  .  and  to  devise  a    plan  for  such  award,  respectfully 

import  that  they  coi*dially  endorse  the  plan  and  believe  that  it  will  have 

a,    potent  eftect    in    promoting    high    standards  of    scholarship,"  etc. 

--Vdvice  was  also  repeatedly  sought  from  various  sources  as  to  the  wisest 

^^^ay  to  begin  the  work  of  the  Board.     Many  suggestions  were  made,  but 

t:'l:iere  was  an  almost  unanimous  agreement  among  practical  educators 

t:t;ftatthe  establishment  of  scholnrships  and  fellowships  of  sufficient  value 

to  arouse  the  scholarly  ambitions  of  the  ablest  students  in  our  Church 

Cxistitutions  would  prove  the  most  desirable  method  to  advance  the 

c^ducational  interests  of  the  Church  at  first. 

Upon  further  and  repeated  consultntion  it  was  finally  determined  to 
f>^gin  in  our  Theological  Seminaries;  since,  ,/fr#f/,  results  would  be  most 
c|.wc1dy  reached;  and,  secondhj^  the  men  who  might  secut^  \\vfc  %niYvoVax- 

fir^l 
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ships  would  necessarily  be  most  closely  identified  with  the  Church. 
Within  one  year  the  Sub-Committee  was  enabled  to  offer  three  gchokr- 
ships,  the  most  valuable  io  the  United  States,  to  members  of  the 
graduating  classes  of  the  Theological  Seminaries  of  the  Church,  under 
certain  conditions. 

These  scholarships  continue  for  three  yearR,  subject  to  withdrawal 
upon  three  months'  notice,  and  are  of  the  value  of  seven  hundred  and  fiftj 
dollars  per  year. 

A  number  of  applications  were  received,  chiefly  from  the  General 
Theological  Seminary,  the  Cambridge  Divinity  School,  and  that  of 
Philadelphia. 

Three  scholarships  are  now  held  by  graduates  of  the  General  Sem- 
inary ;  one  in  Ecclesiastical  History,  and  two  in  Philosophy. 

One  was  awarded  to  a  graduate  of  the  Cambridge  Divinity  School. 
It  has  been  recently  withdrawn,  owing,  chiefly,  to  uncertainty  as  to  hi* 
future  ordination. 

Three  more  scholarships  will  be  off*ered  within  the  next  few  week*. 

It  should  be  clearly  understood  that  the  funds  for  these  scholarships 
were  guaranteed  in  order  to  test  bj^  experiment  the  practical  value  of  the 
scheme  of  which  they  form  a  part ;  and  in  the  hope  that  such  experi- 
ment would  secure  for  them  the  full  support  of  the  Church.  As  will  be 
seen  by  the  report  of  the  Greneral  Secretary  of  the  Board,  and  from  the 
letters  of  commendation  recently  published,  the  Board  is  encouraged 
in  its  hope. 

It  is  intended,  as  soon  as  funds  can  be  secured,  to  extend  the  privi- 
lege of  similar  scholarships  to  the  Church  colleges  in  affiliation  with 
the  Board ;  and  it  is  contemplated,  in  time,  to  supplement  these  scholar- 
ships with  fellowships,  leading  to  the  development  of  the  most  advanced 
learning. 

In  this  connection  it  may  be  said,  that,  awaiting  the  securing  of  ade- 
quate funds,  even  for  the  first  of  these  purposes,  provision  might  be  made 
through  the  agency  of  the  Board  for  uniting  the  Church  Colleges  in  a 
common  plan  for  the  furtherance  of  their  scholarly  interests. 

Something  more  than  a  suggestion  has  come  before  this  Board  from 
excellent  sources  which  leads  it  to  give  encouragement  to  a  plan  by 
means  of  which,  and  under  the  approval  of  such  colleges,  Boani  exami- 
nations might  be  held  in  each  of  them,  leading  to  a  possible  mutual  inter- 
change of  students,  an  advanced  standard  of  instruction  in  special 
departments,  and  to  a  University  degree,  thus  enabling  such  colleges  to 
reap  some  of  the  advantages  of  large  universities  witiiout  losing  tho>e 
peculiar  to  themselves.  It  is  hoped  that  within  the  coming  year  the 
Board  will  be  enabled  to  secure  for  this  proposal  the  careful  considera- 
tion and  cordial  co-operation  of  the  college  authorities,  and  with  their 
aid  to  perfect  a  plan  fur  its  operation. 

All  Church  colleges  do  the  same  work  up  to  a  certain  point.  Some 
colleges,  however,  are  better  equipped  for  advanced  work  upon  certain 
lines  than  others.  For  instance,  one  may  make  a  siM?cialty  of  science, 
another  of  belles-lettres^  another  of  philosophy,  and  still  another  of  eco- 
nomics, etc.  It  is  proposed  that  students  shall  pass  from  one  college  to 
another,  so  as  to  get  from  each  its  best.  These  students  bearing  certifi- 
cates shall  be  known  as  University  Students.  Let  colleges  agree  to  estab- 
lish terms  upon  which  students*  may  elect  at  certain  periods  of  their 
course  to  choose  from  other  colleges  that  which  seems  ad>isable  to  com- 
plete their  work.  These  University  Students  shall  be  known  by  such 
name,  and  so  registered  upon  presenting  certificates  of  examination* 
required  by  a  Board  of  Ofiioors  composed  of  representatives  from  the 
Confederated  Colleges,  or  some  such  Board  approved  by  such  colleges. 
Such  students  may  present  these  before  the  Examining  Board  for  the

degree  of  B.  A.,  and  passing,  may  obtain  a  diploma  from  the  Church  Tni- 
versity  Board  of  Regents,  and  be  eligible  for  Regent  Scholarships.  They 
may  elect  to  take  their  degree  from  any  chosen  college,  or  they  may  take 
the  University  Degree  to  oe  eligible  for  these  higher  University  Regent 
Scholarships. 

It  was  not  until  one  year  ago  that  the  Board  felt  itself  Justified  in 
appointing  a  General  Secretary,  who  at  the  same  time  could  act  as  its 
financial  agent.  Up  to  that  time,  with  the  exception  of  those  connected 
with  purely  clerical  work,  no  administrative  expenses  were  incurred.  In 
December,  1894,  the  Rev.  Dr.  F.  L.  Humphreys  accepted  the  position  of 
General  Secretary,  and  has  since  devoted  himself  ^ith  marked  energy 
and  at  a  considerable  personal  expense  to  securing  the  co-operation  of 
the  parishes  of  the  Church  in  the  work  of  the  Board. 

After  nearly  two  years  of  practical  experiment,  the  Board  feels  itself 
justified  in  appealing  to  the  Church  for  funds  wherewith  to  carry  out  its 
plans  to  their  fullest  extent.

The  Custodian  of  the  Standard  Book  of  Common  Prayer  begs  leave  toK=^  no 
present  his  report. 

Immediately  on  the  passage  of  the  resolution  adopting  a  standard  tezt^^t^Kt 
of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  and  the  adoption  of  the  amended  CanoiEZBr^n 
with  reference  to  the  same,  I  obtained  from  the  Committee  on  thcj»^y 
Standard  advance  copies  of  sheets  from  the  type  prepared  for  the  Stand^-Kzil- 
ard,  and  furnished  them  to  all  publishers  who  desired  them.    At  th^^ 
same  time  I  made  appointment  of  persons  suitablv  recoomieDded,  givii 
them  authority  to  compare  editions  that  should  be  prepared  whli 
fled  copies  of  the  Standard,  that  I  might,  on  their  report,  iaime  th^-^cme 
certificate  required  by  Canon.    The  care  exercised  by  the  persons 
appointed  and  by  the  skilled  readers  in  the  several  printing  h< 
brought  to  light  certain  slips  and  errors  in  the  type  which  nad  beei 
prepared :  and  by  the  courtesy  of  the  publishers,  who  were  anxious  to  hav^  "^ 
their  work  in  every  way  perfect,  I  received  prompt  notification  of 
'VhU  made  it  iwssible  to  supply  the  Church  at  a  verj*  early  day  with  books 
conforming  to  the  new  Standartl,  in  which  but  trifling  inaccuracies  or 
inconsistencies  could  be  detected :  and  to  provide  very  soon  large  editioi 
in  which,  though  there  may  be  one  or  two  inconsistencies  of  editing,  it  it 
t>elieved  that  there  are  no  typographical  inaccuracies  whatever.     Grea. 
thanks  are  due  to  those  who,  in  various  ways,  \%ith  unfailing  considenutf: 
tion  and  courtesy,  contributed  to  bring  about  such  gratifying  results: 
And  herein  acknowledgment  should  be  made,  not  only  of  communication 
from  publishers  and  others  having   ofiicial  connection  nith  editions 
the  Prayer  Book,  but  also  of  letters  from  numerous  correspondents  \tM 
different  parts  of  the  country. 

The  copies  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  printed  directly  from  thd^-^^ , 
type  prepared  for  the  Standanl,  under  tlie  resolution  of  the  Conventioii:«'^=>  ^  *^ 
did  not  require  an  ofiicial  certificate  fn»ni  me  as  C\istodian.  No  other^r^M:^^^^^ 
it  is  believed,  have  been  made  or  published  without  a  certificate  as  r^r-w  -*  ^ 
quired.  The  requirements  as  to  unifonnity  in  paging  and  in  other  ma^^  Mrm'znn^ 
ters  of  typographical  arrangement  have  been  carefully  observed;  tl^':^  th 
plates  have  been  almost  always,  if  not  in  every  case,  made  from  ne^.^r.M' flf*H 
type;  and  the  books  have  presented  a  very  attractive  appearance.  'VLM  ^  'ITjo

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UPPLE:vrENTAL  REPORT  OF  THE  JOINT  COMMITTEE  ON  THE 
STANDARD  BOOK  OF  COMMON  PRAYER. 

'o  the  General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America,  to  he  holden  on  the  First  Wednesday  in  October^  in 
the  Year  of  Our  Lord  1895. 

The  Joint  Committee  appointed  by  the  Convention  of  1889  to  prepare 

Standard  Prayer  Book  begs  leave  to  present  the  following  Supple- 
lental  Report : 

At  the  General  Convention  of  189*2,  this  Committee,  acting  under  the 
•'nn^  of  its  appointment,  submitted  a  full  report  on  the  Standard,  accom- 
unied  by  a  copy  of  the  Standard  of  1845,  exhibiting  all  the  insertions 
ad  changes  of  every  kind  which  were  described  or  explained  in  the 
*port,  and  al:^o  by  a  copy  of  the  whole  Book  of  Common  Prayer  printed 
1  accordance  with  the  said  report,  and  containing  the  changes  required 
y  the  resolutions  of  amendment  or  alteration  which  had  oeen  finally 
Jopted  by  that  Convention. 

The  text  submitted  by  this  Committee  was  accepted  as  the  correct 
5xt  of  the  Common  Prayer  Book  of  this  Church  with  the  Offices  and 
Jticles;  and  the  Committee  were  ''instructed  to  cause  to  be  printed  on 
ellum  a  corresponding  book,"  to  be  "  duly  authenticated  •'  and  "  deliv- 
red  to  the  Custodian  for  careful  preservation,  according  to  the  provisions 
f  the  Canon."  Further  resolutions  authorized  the  Committee  to  print 
rom  the  same  type  one  thousand  one  hundred  and  sixty-one  (1,161) 
opies  of  the  book,  and,  "  after  reserving  so  many  as  shall  be  needful 
Dr  distribution  among  the  Dioceses  of  this  Church  and  the  members  of 
lis  Convention,  to  do  with  the  remainder  as  they  shall  judge  best,  either 
isposing  of  them  to  subscribers,  or  presenting  them  in  the  name  of  the 
neneral  Convention  to  such  persons  and  to  sucii  institutions,  literarv  and 
sclesiastical,  as  they  shall  think  proper." 

In  order  that  the  provisions  of  the  Canon  "  on  the  Standard  Book  of 
ommon  Prayer,"  adopted  by  the  Convention,  might  be  carried  out,  and 
^at  the  Church  might  be  provided  with  copies  of  the  Prayer  Book  after 
"Me  new  Standard  at  as  early  a  day  as  possible,  the  Committee  supplied 
dvance  sheets  from  the  type  prepared  for  the  Standard  to  the  Custodian 
^r  the  use  of  publishers.  To  the  skill  of  the  proof-readers  in  the  several 
ttces,  the  vigilance  of  the  persons  appointed  by  the  Custodian  to  com- 
pare tlie  text  of  the  several  editions  with  that  of  the  Standard,  and  the 
ourtesy  of  the  publishers,  was  due  the  detection  of  certain  slips  and 
Qaccuracies  in  the  plates  as  at  first  prepared.  These,  as  being  diver- 
gencies between  the  description  of  the  text  given  in  the  report  and  the 
.ype  set  to  represent  the  text,  were  duly  corrected ;  and  the  attention  of 
all  the  publishers  having  been  called  to  them,  uniform  accuracy  was 
attained  in  a  remarkably  short  tium;  and  the  delay  in  the  publication  of 
the  more  elaborate  copies  printed  from  the  type  of  the  Standard  enabled 
them  to  be,  practically  if  not  al)soluteIy,  fn'e  from  typographical  errors. 
Of  the  copies  of  the  Book  of  Conniion  Prayer  w'hich  the  Committee 

wen  authorized  to  print  from  the  tjpe  thus  prepared,  five  hundred  were 
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printed  in  royal  octavo,  on  fine  paper,  and  in  cloth  binding.     From  thl  St  mu 
edition  a  copy  was  sent  to  each  Bishop  of  this  Church,  and  to  each  "" 
uty  to  the  Convention  of  1892. 

In  order  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  §  iii.  of  the  Canon,  a  si 
ficient  number  of  copies  were  printed  in  large  folio  with  ruled  border  — ^rs 
on  hand-made  paper,  and  in  vellum  binding,  richly  gilt,  one  of  whicIV  -==^^11 
was  sent  "  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  each  Diocese  or  Jurisdictioi 
in  trust  for  the  use  thereof,  and  for  reference  and  api)eal  in  questions  a^. 
to  the  authorized  formularies  of  this  Church."  These  copies  wei 
authenticated  by  autograph  signatures,  as  required  by  Canon.

The  Joint  Commission  appointed  by  the  General  Convention  of  1892 
were  entrusted  with  "  the  work  of  revising,  with  the  aid  of  such  mem- 
bers of  this  Church,  learned  in  the  law,  as  they  may  be  minded  to  con- 
sult, the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Church,  for  the  purpose  (1)  of 
rendering  them  more  entirely  harmonious  and  freeing  them  from  ambig- 
uities ;  (2)  of  adapting  them  to  the  greater  enlargement  and  growth  of 
the  Church ;  and  (3)  of  clothingthem  with  such  accuracy  and  precision 
of  language  as  shall  relieve  the  Digest  from  the  technicaUties  and  objec- 
tions which  are  made  to  its  phraseology  by  jurists  and  canonists.^^  The 
Commission  have  devoted  twenty-eight  days  to  this  work,  and  have 
endeavoured,  to  the  best  of  their  ability,  to  carry  out  their  instruction?. 
The  results  are  printed  herewith,  in  advance  of  the  meeting  of  the  Gen- 
eral Convention,  in  order  that  they  may  have  the  careful  consideration 
of  those  who  are  to  give  attention  to  these  matters.  The  reasons  which 
led  the  Joint  Commission  to  propose  the  several  changes  in  the  Constitu- 
tion and  Canons  will  be  explained  more  fully  in  the  report  which  will 
accompany  tlieir  presentation  to  the  General  Convention  in  October  next.

The  Bisho])Sy  the  Clergy y  and  the  Laity  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  United  States  of  America^  in  General  Convention  assembled^  make  tht 
following  declaration : 

This  Churchy  as  an  integral  portion  of  the  One  Holy  Catholic  and  ApotMic 
Churchy  holds  the  Faith  maintained  by  the  undivided  Churchy  defined  in  the 
Creeds  commonly  called  the  Apostles-  and  Nicene  CreedSy  and  divinely  set 
forth  in  Holy  Writ ;  receives  the  Canonical  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  Xefe 
Testaments  as  the  Word  of  Oody  and  as  containing  all  things  necessary  to 
salvation;  ministers  the  two  Sacramento  ordained  by  Christ  Himself y  with 
unfailing  use  of  Christ'' s  Words  of  institution  and  of  the  elements  ordained  ftjf 
Him ;  and  continues  steadfast  nt  the  Apostolic  Ministry  of  BishopSy  PrieMi, 
and  Deacons. 

And  this  Churchy  taking  order  for  the  alteration  of  the  Constitution  adijptf^ 
at  Philadelphia  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thoiuiand  seven  hundred  and 
eighty-ninCy  with  the  amendments  thereto  heretoftre  adofttedy  in  the  manner 
and  form  in  said  ConHtitutiim  provided^  hereby  in  amendment  and  in  placf 
thereof  sets  forth  and  establishes  the  folhncing  Constitution,

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CONSTITUTION. 

Article  I. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  General  Synod  of  this  Church,  consist- 
ing of  the  House  of  Bishops  and  the  House  of  Deputies,  which  Houses 
shall  sit  and  deliberate  separately;  and  in  all  deliberations  freedom  of 
debate  shall  be  allowed.  Either  House  may  originate  and  propose 
legislation,  but  every  act  of  the  General  Synod  must  be  adopted  by  both 
Houses,  and  be  certified  by  the  signatures  of  the  Presiding  Ofiieer  and  of 
the  Secretary  of  each  House. 

Sec.  2.    Every  Bishop  of  this  Church  having  jurisdiction,  and  every 

Bishop  Coadjutor,  shall  have  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  House  of  Bishops, 

And  Bishops  whose  resignation  of  jurisdiction  shall  have  been  accepted 

Bhall  have  seats  therein.    A  majority  of  all  the  Bishops  entitled  to  vote, 

exclusive  of  Missionary  Bishops,  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 

<^uoruni  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Sec.  3.  The  House  of  Bishops  shall,  by  a  majority  of  all  entitled  to 
'vote  in  the  said  House,  elect  from  its  own  number  a  Primus  to  be  its 
X^reaiding  Officer  and  to  discharge  such  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
^he  Canons  of  the  General  Synod,  or,  for  its  own  needs,  by  the  House  of 
Bishops.  The  Primus  shall  hold  office  for  life  unless  he  resign,  or  be 
x^moved  for  incapacity,  or  for  canonical  cause. 

Sec.  4.  The  Church  in  each  Diocese  which  shall  have  been  admitted 
^o  the  General  Synod,  shall  be  entitled  to  be  represented  in  the  House  of 
X>eputie8  by  not  more  than  three  Presbyters,  canonically  resident  in  the 
X>iocese,  and  three  Laymen,  communicants  of  this  Church  and  having 
<loinicile  in  the  Diocese.  Each  Diocese  shall  prescribe  the  manner  in 
^^'hich  its  Deputies  shall  be  chosen. 

A  majority  of  the  Dioceses  entitled  to  representation  shall  be  repre- 
sented by  Clerical  Deputies,  and  also  a  majority  of  the  Dioceses  so 
entitled  shall  be  represented  by  Lay  Deputies,  to  constitute  a  quorum 
:f  or  the  transaction  of  business.  The  absence  of  a  majority  of  the  Depu- 
ties of  either  0!"der  of  any  Diocese  shall  not  invalidate  the  representation 
of  such  Diocese  so  long  as  there  be  present  one  or  more  Deputies  of 
<«ither  order.  If  any  Diocese  be  not  represented,  or  be  represented  in 
-one  order  only,  such  Diocese  shall  nevertheless  be  bound  by  the  acts  of 
Uhe  General  Synod. 

On  any  question  the  vote  of  the  majority  of  the  Deputies  present  shall 
suffice,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  this  Constitution,  or  unless  the 
Olerical  or  Lay  representation  from  any  Diocese  require  that  the  vote  be 
'tf^Usen  by  orders ;  and  in  all  cases  of  a  vote  by  orders  the  two  orders  shall 
^^ote  separately,  each  Diocese  having  one  vote  for  its  Clerical  and  one 
:^or  its  Lay  representation,  if  present ;  and  the  concurrence  of  the  votes 
<^}f  the  two  orders,  by  not  less  than  a  majority  in  each  order  of  all  the 
^3Dioceses  represented  in  that  order  at  the  time,  shall  be  necessary  to  cou- 
'Btitate  a  vote  of  the  House. 

^    Sec.  6.    In  either  House  any  number  less  than  a  quorum  may  adjourn 

^^&om  day  to  day.    Neither  House  during  the  session  of  the  General 

^^ynod  shall  adjourn,  without  the  consent  of  the  other,  for  more  than 

"^iiree  days,  nor  to  any  place  other  than  that  in  which  the  Synod  shall  be 

fitting. 

Sec.  6.  One  Clerical  and  one  Lay  Delegate  chosen  by  the  Convoca- 
"^ion  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  any  Mi.-^sionary  Jurisdiction  of  this 
^^^^t^^irch  sliall  have  seats  in  the  House  of  Deputies  without  the  right  to 

fi£C.  7.    If  at  any  time  during  the  session  of  the  General  Sywo^^ 
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either  House  shall  desire  that  the  two  Houses  sit  together  for  conferenc:^^  ^ 
and  better  mutual  understandiQ?  as  to  any  designated  question,  a  joicr^K'  ^^ 
session  may  be  held  under  such  provisions  and  rules  as  the  Generj^^-  ^ 
Synod  may  hereafter  provide ;  but  no  vote  shall  be  taken  in  the  join — ^^^ 
session  on  such  question. 

Article  II. 

Section  1.  The  General  Synod  shall  meet  on  the  first  Wednesdav  o  ^c=^' 
October  in  every  third  year  after  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundrtup  ^^ 
and  ninety-eight,  at  such  place  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Synod ;  anc^  ^^ 
if  there  shall  appear  to  the  Primus  sufficient  cause  for  changing  the  plac^^==*'=^ 
so  appointed,  he  may  appoint  another  place  for  such  meeting.  Specia  .^^ical 
meetings  may  be  called  in  accordance  with  canonical  provisions  of  th< 
Synod. 

Sec.  2.    The  House  of  Bishops  shall  have  the  right  to  meet  at  an] 
time  for  purposes  other  than  legislative  action. 

Article  III. 

Section  1.    For  the  purposes  declared  in  this  Constitution,  and  unde 
the  limitations  therein  prescribed,  the  General  Sjmod  is  the  Supremi 
Legislative  Authority  in  this  Church,  and,  in  addition  to  such  powers 
are  in  other  Articles  of  this  Constitution  expressly  or  by  implicatio 
conferred  upon  it,  shall  have  exclusive  power  to  legislate  upon  the  fol—  J 
lowing  subjects : 

(a)    The  qualifications  and  conditions  for  making,  ordaining,  and  eon^ — 
secratingBishops,  Priests,  and  Deacons. 

(6)     The  conditions  for  the  formation,  division,  and  rearrangement  o 
Provinces  and  Dioceses,  and  the  relations  of  Provinces  and  Dioceses 
each  other. 

(c)     The  foreign  relations  of  the  Church. 

Id)  The  general  missionary,  educational,  and  charitable  work  of  the 
Church. 

Sec.  2.  The  General  Synod  shall  also  have  power  to  enact  Canons  of 
Discipline,  and  exclusive  power  to  enact  Canons  defining  the  offences  for 
which  Bishoi)s,  Presbyters,  and  Deacons  may  be  tried,  and  determining 
the  penalties ;  such  penalties  l>ein<j^  either  admonition,  or  suspension,  or 
deposition,  or  degradation  from  the  Ministry.  But  whenever  the  sen- 
tence of  suspension  is  pronounced,  it  shall  specify  on  what  temis  and 
at  what  time  the  penalty  shall  cease. 

The  court  for  the  trial  of  a  Bishop  shall  be  composed  of  Bishops  only. 
The  mode  of  trial  of  a  Bishop,  and  all  proceedin<rs  re^^ulating  the  same, 
including  the  form  of  the  judgment  to  be  rendered,  and  of  the  sentence 
thereupon,  and  the  modification  or  remission  of  such  sentence,  shall  be 
prescribed  by  ordinances  to  be  enacte<l  by  the  House  of  Bishops. 

The  mode' of  trial  of  Presbyters  and  of  Deacons,  and  the  proceedings 
regulating  the  same,  including  the  form  of  the  judgment  to  be  rendertnl 
and  of  the  sentence  thereupon,  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Diocese  in 
which  such  trial  is  had,  or  by  the  Province  with  the  consent  of  the  said 
Diocese. 

Upon  questions  of  doctrine  a  final  appeal  may  in  all  cases  be  taken  to 
the  House  of  Bishops,  and  upon  such  appeal  no  question  of  fact  shall  be 
reviewed.  All  trials  shall  be  public,  except  by  the  consent  of  the 
accused.  No  one  but  a  Bishop  shall  pronounce  sentence  upon  any 
Bishop,  Presbyter,  or  Deacon. 

Sec.  3.  The  General  Synod  shall  have  further  power  to  provide  by 
Canon  for  the  exercise  of  discipline  by  the  Bishop  of  a  Missionary  Juris- 
diction over  Presbyters  and  Deacons  canonically  connected  therewith. 
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unlesa  such  provision  have  been  made  by  the  Province  with  which  such 
Jurisdiction  is  united,  and  assented  to  by  said  Bishop. 

Sec.  4.  The  powers  not  committed*  to  the  General  Synod  or  to  the 
Provincial  Synods  by  this  Constitution,  nor  prohibited  by  it  to  the  Dio- 
ceses, are  reserved  to  the  Dioceses  respectively,  save  that  no  Diocese  or 
Province  shall  legislate  in  regard  to  doctrine  or  worship.  Tlie  riffht 
belongs  to  each  Diocese  to  legislate  for  its  own  diocesan  interests,  and  to 
delegate  authority  belonging  to  it,  as  is  hereinafter  provided,  to  the  Prov- 
ince with  which  it  is  united  as  provided  in  Article  IV. ;  but  no  Diocese 
or  Province  shall  by  its  legislation  contravene  this  Constitution  or  any 
Canon  of  the  General  Syn&  enacted  in  conformity  therewith. 

Abticle  IV. 

Section  1.  The  Dioceses  and  Missionary  Jurisdictions  shall  be  united 
into  Provinces  by  the  General  Synod  in  such  manner  and  under  such 
conditions  as  shall  be  provided  by  Canon.  The  bounds  of  such  Provinces 
shall  be  determined  by  the  General  Synod,  and  may  at  any  time  there- 
after be  changed  by  the  Greneral  Synod,  with  the  consent  of  the  Pi'ovinces 
concerned.  Every  Province  must  include  not  less  than  five  contiguous 
Dioceses. 

Sec.  2.  In  each  Province  a  Synod  composed  of  the  Bishops,  and  of 
Clergy  and  Laity,  shall  be  constituted  by  the  action  of  a  majority  of  the 
Conventions  of  the  Dioceses  within  such  Province,  and  of  the  Bishops 
therein,  for  the  exercise  of  such  legislative  powers,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  Constitutional  powers  of  the  General  Synod,  as  may  by  such  action 
be  delegated  to  it ;  but  no  Diocese  shall  be  bound  by  any  legislation  of 
said  Synod  until  it  shall  have  entered  into  union  therewith.  Such  Synod 
may  provide  a  uniform  mode  of  trial  of  Presbvters  and  of  Deacons  for 
such  of  the  Dioceses  and  Missionary  Jurisdictions  in  said  Province  as 
shall  have  consented  thereto  by  entering  into  union  with  the  said  Synod, 
and  an  appeal  may  be  had  by  the  accused,  under  rules  provided  by*^  such 
Synod,  from  the  decision  rendered  in  any  such  trial  upon  all  questions  of 
law,  and  by  either  party  upon  questions  of  doctrine,  to  a  court  composed 
of  the  Bishops  of  the  Province,  exclusive  of  the  one  in  whose  jurisdic- 
tion the  decision  was  rendered.  But  no  question  of  fact  shall  be 
reviewed  upon  any  appeal. 

Sec.  3.  The  Bishops  of  each  Province  shall  elect  one  of  their  number 
to  be  Primate  of  the  Province. 

Article  V. 

Section  1#  In  every  Diocese  the  Bishop,  or  Bishop-Coadjutor,  shall 
be  chosen  agreeably  to  such  rules  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  C^mven- 
tion  of  that  Diocese.  Missionary  Bishops  shall  be  chosen  by  the  House 
of  Bishops  in  accordance  with  canonical  provisions  of  the  General  Synod. 

Sec.  2.  A  Bishop  shall  confine  the  exercise  of  his  oflice  to  his  own 
Diocese  or  Missionary  Jurisdiction,  unless  requested  to  perform  some 
episcopal  act  in  another  Diocese  or  in  a  Missionary  Jurisdiction  by  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  thereof,  or  unless  authorized  and  appointed  by 
the  House  of  Bishops  to  act  temporarily,  in  case  of  need,  beyond  the  ter- 
ritorial limits  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  3.  No  one  shall  be  ordained  and  consecrated  Bishop  until  he 
shall  be  thirty  years  of  age ;  nor  without  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the 
Bishops  of  this  Church,  exercising  jurisdiction  in  the  United  States.  No 
one  shall  be  ordained  and  consecrated  Bishop  bv  less  than  three  Bishops. 

Sec.  4.  A  Bishop  may  not  resign  his  jurisdiction  without  the  consent 
ct  the  House  of  Bishops. 

Sec.  6.    Bishops  may  be  consecrated  for  foreign  lands  upondxikft  v^v^

cation  therefrom,  with  the  approbation  of  a  maiority  of  the  Bishops  of 
this  Church  entitled  to  vote  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  certified  to  the 
Primus  under  such  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  by  Canons  of  the 
Greneral  Synod.  Such  Bishops  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote  in  the  House 
of  Bishops,  nor  shall  they  perform  any  act  of  the  episcopal  office  in  any 
Diocese  or  Missionary  Jurisdiction  of  this  Church,  unless  requested  to  do 
so  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  thereof. 

Sec.  6.  The  House  of  Bishops  shall  have  the  right  to  meet  at  any 
time  for  purposes  other  than  legislative  action. 

Article  VI. 

Section  1.  In  every  Diocese  there  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee^ 
which  shall  be  appointed  l)y  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  whose  duties, 
except  so  far  as  provided  for  by  the  ('anons  of  the  General  Convention, 
may  be  prescribed  by  the  Canons  of  the  respective  Dioceses. 

Sec.  2.  When  there  is  a  Bishop  in  charge  of  the  Diocese  the  said 
Committee  shall  be  his  Council  of  Advice,  and  when  there  is  no  such 
Bishop  It  shall  be  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese. 

Article  VII. 

Section  1.  A  new  Diocese  may  be  formed  and  erected,  with  the 
consent  of  the  General  Synod  and  of  the  Provincial  Synod  first  had  and 
obtained,  out  of  an  existing  Diocese,  or  by  the  junction  of  two  or  more 
Dioceses  or  parts  of  Dioceses,  or  in  a  Missionary  Jurisdiction,  but  such 
consent  shall  not  be  given  unless  the  proposed  Diocese  contain  at  the 
time  the  consent  is  given  at  least  ten  duly  organized  and  self-supporting 
congregations,  and  ten  Presbyters  who  have  been  for  at  least  one  year 
cauonically  resident,  and,  for  the  same  period,  holding  a  cure  within  the 
bounds  of  such  proposed  Diocese  and  qualified  to  vote  for  a  Bishop. 
Nor  shall  such  consent  be  given  If  therel)y  any  existing  Diocese  shall  be 
so  reduced  as  to  contain  at  the  said  time  less  than  fifteen  such  duly 
organized  and  self-supporting  congregations  and  fifteen  presbyters 
residing  therein  and  qualifled  as  above  mentioned,  nor  without  the 
approval  of  the  Bishop  or  Bishops  and  of  the  Convention  or  Conventions 
concerned,  nor  until  the  General  Synod  has  satisfactory  assurance  of  a 
suitable  provision  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  a  Diocese  shall  be  divided  Into  two  or  more  Dioceses, 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  divided  may  choose  the  Diocese  to  which  he 
will  be  attached,  and  shall  thereupon  become  the  Diocesan  thereof;  and 
the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  if  there  be  one,  may  choose  the  one  to  which  he 
will  be  attached,  and  If  it  be  not  that  chosen  by  the  Bishop,  he  shall  be 
the  Diocesan  thereof. 

Sec.  3.  In  case  a  Diocese  shall  be  formed  out  of  parts  of  two  or  more 
Dioceses,  each  of  the  Bishops  and  Bishops  Coadjutor  of  the  seveml 
Dioceses,  out  of  which  the  new  Diocese  has  been  formed,  shall  be  entitled 
in  the  order  of  seniority  of  consecration  to  the  choice  between  his  own 
Diocese  and  the  new  Diocese  so  formed.  In  default  of  such  choice  the 
new  Diocese  shall  have  the  right  to  choose  its  own  Bishop. 

Skc.  4.  Any  new  Diocese  shall  be  admitted  into  union  with  the 
General  Synod  on  its  acceding  to  this  Constitution,  under  such  condi- 
tions as  may  be  determined  by  the  Synod. 

Sec.  5.  The  General  Synod  may  accept  the  cession  of  a  part  of  the 
territory  of  a  Diocese  when  the  Bishop  and  Convention  of  a  Diocese 
shall  propose  such  cession,  and  three-fourths  of  the  parishes  in  the  ceded 
territory,  and  also  the  same  proportion  In  the  remaining  territory,  shall 
consent  thereto ;  Provided^  that  such  cession  shall  have  been  approved 
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>y  the  General  Synod ;  and  Provided  further^  that  such  action  of  the 
iTeneral  Synod  shall  be  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  Bishops  present 
nd  voting,  and  two-thirds  of  the  House  of  Deputies,  voting  by  Orders. 

Article  VIII. 

No  one  shall  be  ordered  Priest  or  Deacon  until  he  shall  have  been 
xamined  by  the  Bishop  and  by  two  Presbyters,  and  shall  have  exhibited 
uch  testimonials  and  other  requisites  as  the  Canons  in  that  case  pro- 
ided  may  direct.  No  one  shall  be  ordained  and  consecrated  Bishop, 
►r  ordered  Priest  or  Deacon,  unless  he  shall  at  the  time  subscribe  and 
nake,  in  the  presence  of  the  ordaining  Bishop  or  Bishops,  the  following 
leela ration  : 

"  I  do  believe  the  Holy  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  to 
)e  the  Word  of  God,  and  to  contain  all  things  necessary  to  salvation; 
ind  I  do  solemnly  engage  to  conform  to  the  Doctrine,  Discipline,  and 
Vorship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
Vmerica." 

No  one  ordered  by  a  foreign  Bishop  shall  be  permitted  to  officiate  as 
Minister  of  this  Church  until  he  shall  have  subscribed  and  made  the 
foresaid  declaration. 

Article  IX. 

The  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  and  Administration  of  the  Sacraments, 
id  other  Rites  and  Ceremonies  of  the  Church,  together  with  the  Psalter, 
•  Psalms  of  David,  the  Form  and  Manner  of  making,,  ordaining,  and 
•nsecrating  Bishops,  Priests,  and  Deacons,  the  Form  oi  Consecration  of 
Church  or  Chapel,  the  Office  of  Institution  of  Ministers,  and  Articles 

Religion,  as  now"  established  or  hereafter  amended  by  the  authority  of 
is  Church,  shall  be  the  use  in  all  the  Dioceses  and  Missionary  Jurisdic- 
>ns  of  this  Church.    No  alteration  thereof,  or  addition  thereto,  shall 

made  unless  the  same  shall  be  first  proposed  in  one  triennial  meeting  of 
e  G^eneral  Synod,  and,  by  a  resolve  thereof,  sent  within  six  months  to 
e  Secretary  of  the  Convention  of  every  Diocese,  to  be  made  known  to 
e  Diocesan  Convention  at  its  next  meeting,  and  adopted  by  the  Gen- 
ii Synod  at  its  next  succeeding  triennitil  meeting  by  a  m^ority  of  the 
lole  number  of  Bishops  entitled  to  votes  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  and 

a  majority  of  all  the  Dioceses  entitled  to  representation  in  the  House  of 
spaties ;  the  vote  of  each  Diocese  in  this  case  being  determined  by  the 
acurrence  of  the  vote  of  both  Orders  in  that  Diocese. 

J^rovided^  however,  that  the  General  Synod  shall  have  power  at  any

CANONS. 
CANONS  OF  ORDINATION  AND  CONSECRATION. 


Canon  1. 
of  postulants. 


§  I.  i.  A  person  desiring  to  prepare  for  the  Sacred  Ministry  of  the 
Church  shall  first  make  his  desire  known  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  or 
Missionary  Jurisdiction  in  which  he  is  a  resident,  and  shall  give  his 
Bishop  the  name  of  his  Rector,  or  if  he  have  no  Rector,  the  name,  if 
possible,  of  some  other  Presbyter,  knowing  him  well  and  known  by  the 
Bishop,  from  whom  the  Bishop  may  ^ain  the  Rector's  or  the  Presbyter's 
judgment  of  his  qualifications,  physical,  mental,  moral,  and  spiritual, 
for  the  work  of  the  Ministry,  in  order  to  enable  the  Bishop  to  advise  him 
wisely  whether  to  pursue  his  purpose  or  not. 

ii.  He  shall  then  present  himself  personally  to  his  Bishop,  and  also 
state  to  him  in  writing : 

(a)   His  age  and  antecedents. 

(6)   The  length  of  time  he  has  been  resident  in  the  Diocese  or  Mis- 
sionary Jurisdiction, 
(c}   When,  aud  by  whom,  he  was  baptized. 

(d)  When,  and  by  whom,  he  was  confirmed. 

(e)  When,  and  where,  he  was  admitted  to  the  Holy  Communion. 
(/)  Whether  ho  has  ever  before  applied  for  admission  as  a  Postulant 

'Or  as  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders. 

{g)  On  what  grounds  he  trij^sts  that  he  is  moved  to  seek  the  Sacre<i 
Ministry. 

§  II.  The  Bishop,  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  shall  enter 
the  name  of  each  api)licant,  with  the  fact  of  his  approval  or  disapproval 
of  the  application,  and  the  date  of  such  entry.  If  he  approve  of  the 
application,  he  shall  inform  the  applicant  of  the  fact,  and  of  the  date  of 
his  admission  as  Postulant. 

§  III.  i.  No  Bishop  shall  accept  as  a  Postulant  any  person  who  has 
been  refused  admission  as  a  Postulant  or  as  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orden», 
in  any  other  Dioeese  or  ^lissionary  Jurisdiction,  or  who,  having  l)een 
admitted,  has  afterwards  ceased  to  he  a  Postulant  or  a  Candidate,  until 
he  shall  have  produced  a  certificate  from  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of 
the  Diocese  or  Missionary  Jurisdiction  in  which  lie  has  been  refused 
admission,  or  in  which  he  has  been  a  Postulant  or  a  Candidate,  declaring 
the  cause  of  refusal  or  of  cessation. 

ii.  Should  the  Bishop  accept  the  applicant  as  a  Postulant,  he  shall 
send  the  said  certificate,  or  a  copy  thereof,  to  the  Standing  Committee, 
to  be  considered  by  them  if  the  said  Postulant  should  apply  to  be  recom- 
mended for  admission  as  a  Candidate. 

§  IV^.  A  Standing  Committee,  acting  as  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority 
of  a  Diocese  or  Missionary  Jurisdiction,  shall  be  competent  to  receive 
and  act  upon  applications  under  this  Canon  from  persons  desiring  to  be 
received  as  Postulants. 
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Canon  2. 

op  candidates  for  holy  orders. 

§  I.  A  Postulant,  having  been  duly  received,  may  apply  to  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  of  tlie  Diocese  or  Missionary  Jurisdiction* in  which  he  is 
a  Postulant,  for  recommendation  to  the  Bishop  to  be  admitted  a  Can- 
didate for  Holy  Orders,  and  shall  lay  before  the  Standing  Committee  the 
following  papers,  viz. : 

(a)  An  Application  signed  by  himself. 

(b)  The  Bishop's  certificate  of  his  admission  as  a  Postulant. 

(c)  A  certificate  in  the  following  words : 

To  the  Standing  Committee  of 

Place, 

Date. 

We  do  certify  from  our  personal  knowledge  that  we  are  well  assured 
that  A.  B.  is  sober,  honest,  and  godly;  that  ne  adheres  to  the  Doctrine, 
Discipline,  and  Worship  of  this  Church,  and  that  he  is  a  communicant  of 
the  same  in  good  standing.  We  do  furthermore  declare  that,  in  our 
opinion,  he  possesses  such  qualifications  as  fit  him  to  be  admitted  a  Can- 
didate for  Holy  Orders. 

(Signed) 

This  certificate  must  be  signed  by  one  Presbyter  of  the  Diocese  or 
^issiooary  Jurisdiction,  and  six  Laymen  domiciled  in  the  Diocese  or 
Jurisdiction,  communicants  of  this  Church,  in  good  standing,  who  must 
be  certified  to  be  such  by  a  Presbyter  of  this  Church.

>tm«  Latin  and  Greek  languages.  Geography,  ancient  and  modem,  and  the 
iJ'Vt  pftinciples  of  Logic,  Rhetoric,  Pyschology,  and  Ethics,  Physics,  and 
BEtotonr;  and  the  examiners  shall  report  to  the  Bishop  in  writing  whether 
ili0  •m  examinations  have  been  satisfactorily  sustained. 
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iii.  Should  the  Postulant  be  unable  to  sustain  the  examination  in  the 
Latin  and  Greelt  languages,  or  either  of  them,  he  may  make  written 
application  to  the  Bishop  lor  «  dispensation  therefrom,  with  the  reasons 
for  the  application.  With  this  application,  he  shall  lay  before  the 
Bishop  a  certificate,  signed  by  at  least  two  Examining  Chaplains  of  the 
Diocese,  in  the  following  words,  viz. :

the  Postulant  for  admission  to  Candidateship,  by  a  testimonial  bearing 
the  signatures  of  a  majority  of  all  the  members  of  the  Committee,  and 
addressed  to  the  Bishop,  in  the  following  words,  viz. :

§  V.  When  the  aforesaid  requirements  have  been  complied  with,  the 
Bisliop  may  admit  tlie  Postulant  as  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders.  Ue 
shall  thereupon  record  his  name,  with  the  date  of  his  admission,  in  a 
book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  inform  the  Candidate  andtht*

of  general  provisions  concerning  candidates  for  holt  orders. 

§  I.  i.  The  sui>erintendeuce  of  all  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  both 
as  to  their  daily  life  jui<i  as  to  the  direction  of  their  thecdogical  studies, 
pertninx  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  or  Missionary  Jurisdiction  to  which 
tliey  belong. 
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ii.  The  Bishop  shall  have  the  sole  discretion  to  dispense  with  the 
knowledge  of  the  Hebrew  language. 

iii.  The  Bishop  shall  assign  to  each  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders  texts 
of  Scripture  upon  which  to  prepare  sermons  for  his  examinations  for  the 
Priesthood. 

iv.  Every  candidate  shall  pursue  his  studies  diligently  under  proper 
direction;  he  shall  not  indulge  in  vain  or  trifling  conduct  or  in  amuse- 
ments, unfavourable  to  seriousness  of  deportment,  to  godly  and  studious 
habits  and  that  good  repoit  which  becomes  a  person  preparing  for  the 
Holy  Ministry. 

V.  When  the  Standing  Committee  of  a  Diocese  or  Missionary  Juris- 
diction is  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  thereof,  the  C/lerical  members  of 
the  Committee  shall,  through  the  President,  discharge  the  duties  assigned 
in  this  Section  to  the  Bishop. 

§  II.  i.  A  candidate  must  remain  in  canonical  connection  with  the 
Diocese  or  Missionary  Jurisdiction  in  which  lie  has  been  admitted,  until 
his  ordination,  except  as  hereinafter  otherwise  provided. 

ii.  For  reasons  satisfactory  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  Letters 
Dimissory  may  be  granted  to  a  candidate  on  his  own  request  to  any  other 
Diocese  or  Missionary  Jurisdiction. 

iii.  Convenience  of  attending  any  Theological  or  other  Seminary 
shall  not  be  a  sufficient  reason  for  change  of  canonical  residence. 

§  HI.  i.  Every  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders  shall  report  himself  to  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority,  personally  or  by  letter,  four  times  a  year,  in 
tlie  Ember  weeks,  giving  account  of  his  manner  of  life  and  progress  in 
his  studies ;  and  failure  to  make  such  report,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority,  shall  be  ground  for  striking  his  name  from  the 
list  of  Candidates. 

ii.  A  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders  who  shall  fail  to  present  himself  for 
examination  within  three  years  from  the  date  of  his  admission,  may, 
after  due  notice,  be  stricken  from  the  list  of  Candidates,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Bishop. 

§  IV.  i.  Should  the  name  of  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders  be  stricken 
from  the  list  of  Candidates,  or  should  his  application  to  the  Standing 
Committee  for  recommendation  for  ordination  be  rejected,  or  should  his 
application  for  ordination  be  finally  rejected  by  the  Bishop,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  or  Missionary 
Jurisdiction  to  give  immediate  notice  thereof  to  every  other  Ecclesias- 
tical Authority  of  this  Church.

§  I.  i.  The  Bishop,  or  the  Clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, when  it  is  acting  as  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  shall  assign  to 
the  Candidate  as  his  Examiners  at  least  two  P^xamining  Chaplains  of  the 
Diocese  or  Jurisdiction. 

ii.  Examinations  at  any  theological  or  other  literary  institution  shall 
not  supersede  any  canonical  examinations ;  nor  shall  any  certVtl<(!»X.<^  Q'l. 
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graduation  or  diploma  be  sufflcieut  ground  for  dispensing  with  any  part 
of  the  canonical  examination. 

iii.  The  Bishop  may  invite  the  presence  and  assistance  of  the 
Presbyter  who  is  to  present  the  Candidate,  and  it  shall  be  the  privll^;e 
of  such  Presbyter  to  be  present ;  but  no  other  person,  save  the  Bishop, 
shall  be  permitted  to  be  present,  without  the  consent  of  the  Examiners. 

§  II.  i.    The  examination  of  the  Candidate  shall  be : 

(a)  The  history  and  contents  of  the  English  Bible. 
(6)   One  Book  of   the  Old  Testament   in  the  Hebrew,  previously 
assigned,  and  one  Book  of  the  New  Testament  in  the  Greek, 
previously  assigned,  unless  he  has  a  dispensation  therefrom; 
and  such  passages  in  them  as  may  be  proposed  to  him. 
(c)    The  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  its  history  and  contents. 
{d)  Doctrines  of  the  Sixth,  Seventh,  Eighth,  and  Twentieth  Articles 

of  Religion. 
(e)   Ecclesiastical  History  of  the  first  six  Centuries. 
(/)  The  English-  language,  unless  he  is  to  be  licensed  to  officiate  in  a 

foreign  language. 
(g)  The  conduct  of  the  services  of  the  Church  and  the  ministratiooB 

of  a  Deacon, 
ii.  This  examination  shall  be  conducted,  at  least  in  part,  by  written 
questions  and  answers,  and  the  replies  shall  be  kept  on  file  for  three 
years. 

iii.  If  the  Candidate  shall  have  conformed  to  the  Doctrine,  Discipline, 
and  Worship  of  this  Church  within  two  years  previous  he  shall  be  also 
examined  concerning  the  points  in  which  he  may  be  supposed  to  have 
differed  from  this  C-hurch.

No  one  shall  be  ordered  Deacon  within  three  vears  from  hii 
admission  as  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  unless  the  Bishop,  with  the 
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»dYice  and  consent  of  three-fourths  of  all  the  members  of  the  Standinj? 
<Donimittee,  shall  shorten  the  time  of  his  candidateship ;  but  the  time  shall 
xiot  be  shortened  to  less  than  one  year,  except  in  the  case  of  a  person 
^^vho  shall  have  attained  the  age  of  thirty  years,  and  shall  have  had 
<^xperience  in  speaking  and  teaching  publicly ;  and  in  no  case  shall  the 
-t.ime  be  shortened  to  less  than  six  months. 

§  III.  No  one  shall  be  ordered  Deacon  unless  he  be  first  recommended

OF  THE  examinations  OF  A  DEACON  DESIRING  TO  BE  ORDERED  PRIEST. 

§  I.  i.  The  Bishop,  or  the  Clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, when  it  is  acting  as  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  shall  assign  to 
the  Deacon  desiring  to  be  ordered  Priest,  as  his  Examiners,  at  least  two 
Examining  Chaplams  of  the  Diocese  or  Jurisdiction. 

ii.  There  shall  be  assigned  to  every  Deacon  desiring  to  be  ordered 
Priest  two  separate  examinations,  to  be  held  at  such  times,  and  with  such 
adjournments  from  time  to  time,  as  the  Examiners  may  appoint. 

iii.  Examination  at  any  theological  or  other  literary  institution  shall 
not  supersede  any  canonical  examination;  nor  shall  any  certificate  of 
graduation  or  diploma  be  sufficient  ground  for  dispensing  with  any  part 
of  the  canonical  examinations. 

iv.  The  Bishop  may  invite  the  presence  and  assistance  of  the  Prei*- 
byter  who  is  to  present  the  Deacon,  and  it  shall  be  the  i)rivilege  of  such 
Presbyter  to  be  present;  but  no  other  person,  save  the  Bishop,  shall  be 
permitted  to  be  present,  without  the  consent  of  the  Examiners. 

§  II.  i.   Tlie  first  examination  shall  be  on  : 

Portions  of  the  New  Testament  in  Greek,  previously  assigned ;  Cliri*- 
tian  Ethics;  the  Evidences  of  Natural  Peligion;  Dogmatic  Theolojry. 
Articles  1,  2,  and  8  of  the  Apostles'  Creed,  and  the  corresponding  Articles 
of  the  Nicene  Creed,  with  Articles  I.,  II.,  V.,  1X.#X.,  XIII.,  and  XVII. 
of  the  Articles  of  Religion ;  Ecclesiastical  History  frorft  the  Seventh  to 
the  Thirteenth  Century,  both  inclusive ;  Ecclesiastical  Polity. 

ii.   The  second  examination  shall  be  on: 

Portions  of  the  Old  Testament  in  Hebrew,  previously  assigned ;  the 
Evidences  of  Revealed  Religion ;  Dogmatic  Theology,  the  remaininjr 
Articles  of  the  Apostles'  and  Nicene  Creeds  and  the  remaining  ArtioH 
of  Religion;  Ecclesiastical  History  from  the  Fourteenth  to  the  Nine- 
teenth Centuries,  both  inclusive ;  Liturgies ;  Canon  Law,  and  the  Con- 
stitution and  (\inons  of  this  Church,  with  those  of  the  Diocese  to  which 
the  Deacon  belongs. 

iii.  In  cases  of  dispensation  from  Greek  and  Hel)rew,  or  either  of 
them,  the  examinations  in  the  Holy  Scriptures  shall  not  extend  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  Bible  in  the  language  or  languages  from  which  the 
Deacon  has  been  dispensed. 

iv.  These  examm^lXoiia  %\v^\V  \i^  <iQwducted,  at    least,   in  part  by 
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written  questions  and  answers,  and  tlie  replies  shall  be  kept  on  file  for 
three  years. 

V.  The  accumulation  of  these  examinations,  or  any  parts  of  them, 
may  be  permitted  by  the  Bishop  for  urgent  reasons.  . 

vi.  In  the  course  of  these  examinations,  the  Deacon  shall  present 
three  sermons,  composed  by  himself,  on  some  texts  of  Holy  Scripture, 
appointed  by  the  Bishop. 

vii.  At  one  of  his  examinations,  the  Examiners  shall  subject  the 
Deacon  to  such  proof  of  his  ability  to  conduct  tlie  services  of  the  Church 
in  an  edifying  manner  and  to  deliver  sermons  with  propriety  and  effec- 
tiveness, as  snail  satisfy  them  of  his  competency  for  the  public  duties  of 
the  Sacred  Ministry.  He  shall  also  be  subjected  to  a  strict  examination 
on  the  rubrics  for  ministering  the  Holy  Sacraments. 

viii.  The  Examiners  shall  report,  in  writing,  to  the  Bishop,  or  to  the 
Clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  when  it  is  acting  as  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority,  the  result  of  the  examinations,  whether  satis- 
factory or  otherwise,  making  separate  report  upon  each  of  the  subjecta 
appointed  for  examination  in  this  Canon,  in  the  following  form,  viz. :

Canon  7. 
of  ordination  to  the  priesthood. 

§  I.  No  one  shall  be  ordered  Priest  until  he  shall  be  twenty-four 
years  of  age. 

§  II.  No  one  shall  be  ordered  Priest  until  he  has  been  a  Deacon  one 
full  year,  unless  it  shall  seem  good  to  the  Bishop,  for  reasonable  causes, 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  a  majority  of  all  the  members  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  to  shorten  the  time;' nor  within  three  years  from 
his  admission  as  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  unless  the  Bishop,  for 
urgent  reasons,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  three-fourths  of  all 
the  members  of  the  Committee,  shall  shorten  the  time ;  but  in  no  case 
shall  he  be  ordered  Priest  within  less  than  one  year  from  his  admission 
as  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  nor  until  he  has  been  a  Deacon  for  at 
least  six  months. 

§111.  No  Deacon  shall  be  ordered  Priest  unless  he  be  first  recom- 
mended to  the  Bishop  by  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  or 
Missionary  Jurisdiction  to  which  he  belongs. 

§  IV.  In  order  t^  be  recommended  for  ordination  by  the  Standing 
Committee,  the  Deacon  must  lay  before  the  CommVU/^ 
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(a)  Ad  application  therefor  in  writing,  signed  by  himself,  whicli 
shall  state  the  date  of  his  birth. 

(6)  A  certificate  from  the  Bishop  declaring  that  the  term  of  his 
candidateship  and  the  time  of  his  service  in  the  Diaeonate  have  been 
completed ;  but  when  such  certificate  cannot  be  had,  other  evidence,  sat- 
isfactory to  the  Committee,  shall  suffice. 

(c)  A  certificate  in  the  following  words,  viz. :

We  do  certify  that  after  due  inquiry  we  are  well  assured  and  believe 
that  the  Reverend  A.  B.,  Deacon,  for  the  space  of  three  years  last  past, 
or  since  the  day  of  in  the  year  ,  being  the 

date  of  his  ordination  to  the  Diaeonate,  hath  lived  a  sober,  honest^  and 
godly  life,  and  hath  not  written,  taught,  or  held  anything  contrary  to 
uie  Doctrines,  Discipline,  or  Worship  of  this  Church.  And,  moreover, 
we  think  him  a  person  worthy  to  be  admitted  to  the  SacreSd  Order  of 
Priests. 

(Signed) 

This  certificate  must  be  signed  by  two  Presbjrters  and  six  Laymen, 
communicants  of  this  Church,  in  good  standing,  who  must  be  certified 
to  be  such  by  a  Presbyter  of  this  Church. 

§  V.  The  Standing  Committee,  on  the  receipt  of  the  certificates  pre- 
scribed as  above,  and  having  reason  to  believe  that  all  other  canoifical 
requirements  have  been  complied  with,  and  having  no  reason  to  suppose 
the  existence  of  any  sufficient  obstacle,  physical,  mental,  moral,  doc- 
trinal, or  spiritual,  may,  at  a  meeting  duly  convened,  a  majority  of  all 
the  members  of  the  Conmiittee  consenting,  proceed  to  recommend  tiie 
Deacon  for  ordination  by  a  testimonial  addressed  to  the  Bishop  in  the 
following  words,  viz. : 

To  the  Right  Reverend  Bishop  of 

We,  bemg  a  majority  of  all  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee 
of  and  havmg  been  duly  convened  at  ,  do  testify  that 

the  Reverend  A.  B.,  Deacon,  desiring  to  be  ordered  Ptiest,  hath  laid 
before  us  satisfactory  certificates  that  for  the  space  of  three  years  last 
past,  or  since  the  day  of  in  the  year  , 

being  the  date  of  his  ordination  to  the  Diaeonate,  he  hath  lived  a  sol)er, 
honest,  and  godly  life,  and  hath  not  written,  taught,  or  held  anything 
contrary  to  the  Doctrines,  Discipline,  or  Worship  of  this  Church ;  and  we 
hereby  recommend  him  for  ordination  to  the  Priesthood.

This  testimonial  shall  be  signed  by  all  consenting  to  its  adoption. 

§  VI.  The  testimonial  above  prescribed  having  oeen  presented  to  the 
Bishop,  and  there  being  no  sufficient  objection  on  grounds  physical, 
mental,  moral,  doctrinal,  or  spiritual,  the  Bishop  may  take  order  for  the 
ordination;  and  at  the  time  of  the  ordination  he  shall' require  him  to  sub- 
scribe and  make,  in  his  presence,  the  following  declaration : 

'•  I  do  believe  the  Holy  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  to 
be  the  Word  of  God,  and  to  contain  all  things  necessary  to  salvation; 
and  I  solemnly  engage  to  conform  to  the  Doctrines,  Discipline,  and  Wor- 
ship of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America." 

§  VII.  No  Deacon  shall  be  ordered  Priest  until  he  is  dulv  appointed 
to  serve  in  some  church,  parish,  or  congregation,  or  as  a  Missionary  of 
some  Diocese  or  Missionary  Jurisdiction,  or  of  some  Missionary  Society 
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recognized  by  the  General  Synod,  or  as  a  professor,  tutor,  or  Instructor 
In  some  college  or  academy,  or  other  seminary  of  learning,  duly  incor- 
porated by  law  or  recognized  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  or  as  a 
chaplain  in  the  army  or  ndvy  of  the  United  States. 

Canon  8. 
of  general  provisions  respecting  preparation  for  holy 

ORDERS. 

§  I.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  for  the  purposes  of  this  and  other 
Canons  of  Ordination,  shall  be  understood,  in  cases  so  requiring,  to  sig- 
nify a  Bishop  Coadjutor,  when  so  empowered  under  Canon  9,  Section  IL, 
or  a  Missionary  Bishop,  or  any  other  Bishop  of  this  Church  canonlcally 
In  charge  of  a  Diocese,  or  of  a  Missionary  Jurisdiction,  or  of  congrega- 
tions in  foreign  parts. 

§  II.  i.  No  certificate  or  testimonial,  the  form  of  which  Is  supplied  by 
Canon,  shall  be  valid,  unless  it  be  in  the  words  prescribed ;  the  omission 
of  the  date  therefrom  shall  render  such  certificate  or  testimonial  liable  to 
rejection. 

ii.  No  Postulant,  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  or  student  of  theology 
shall  si^  any  of  the  certificates  prescribed  in  the  foregoing  Canons  of 
Ordination. 

f  III.  Whenever  any  dispensation  from  the  requirements  of  the 
Canons  of  Ordination  Is  permitted,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  the  application  must  be  first  made  to  the  Bishop, 
and  if  he  approve  it,  be  by  him  referred  to  the  Committee. 

§  IV.  If,  in  the  case  of  any  applicant  for  admission  as  a  Candidate 
for  Holy  Orders,  or  for  ordination,  a  majority  of  the  Standing  Committee 
refuse  to  recommend,  although  the  required  certificates  have  been  laid 
before  the  Committee,  and  are  in  due  form,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Committee,  without  delay,  to  give  to  the  Bishop  the  reasons,  in  writing, 
for  such  refusal. 

§  V.  i.  No  Bishop  of  this  Church  shall  ordain  any  person  to  ofilciate 
in  any  Congregation  beyond  the  limits  of  the  United  States  until  the  tes- 
timonials and  certificates  required  by  the  Canons  of  Ordination  shall 
have  been  supplied,  except  as  provided  for  as  follows : 

Ii.  Any  Missionary  Bishop  of  this  Church  having  jurisdiction  In  for- 
eign lands,  or  any  Bishop  to  whom  the  charge  of  congregations  In  for- 
eign lands  shall  have  been  assigned  by  the  Primus,  may  ordain  as 
Deacons  or  Presbyters,  to  ofliciate  within  the  limits  of  his  charge,  anv 
persons  of  the  age  required  by  the  Canons  of  this  Church,  who  shall 
exhibit  to  him  the  testimonials  required  by  Canons  5  and  7,  signed  by 
not  less  than  two  Presbyters  of  this  Church,  who  may  be  subject  to  his 
charge,  and  other  satisfactory  evidence  of  moral  character;  Provided^ 
nevertheless,  that  If  there  be  only  one  Presbyter  of  this  Church  subject 
to  his  charge,  and  capable  of  acting  at  the  time,  the  signature  of  a  Pres- 
byter in  gooid  standing  under  the  jurisdiction  of  any  Bishop  In  com- 
munion with  this  Church  may  be  admitted  to  supply  the  deficiency. 

ill.  Any  Missionary  Bishop  of  this  Church  having  jurisdiction  In 
foreign  lands  may,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  two  Presbyters  subject  to 
his  charge,  dispense  with  the  studies  required  by  Canons  4  and  6; 
Provided^  that  no  such  person  be  ordered  Deacon  until  he  shall  have 
passed  a  satisfactory  examination,  as  to  his  theological  learning  and 
aptitude  to  teach,  by  the  Bishop  in  the  presence  of  two  Presbyters,  and 
shall  have  been  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders  for  at  least  three  vears; 
and.  Provided  further,  that  he  be  not  ordered  Priest  until  he  shall  have 
been  a  Deacon  for  at  least  one  year.  Such  Deacon  or  Priest  shall  not  be 
allowed  to  hold  any  Cure  in  the  Church  in  the  United  States  until  he  ha& 
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complied  with  the  Canons  relating  to  the  learning  of  persons  to  be 
ordained. 

§  VI.  There  shall  be  appointed  in  each  Diocese  and  Missionary  Juris- 
diction, by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  thereof,  two  or  more  Presbyters 
as  Examining  Chaplains,  who  shall  hold  their' office  at  the  discretion  of 
the  said  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  and  who  shall  examine  all  Postulants, 
Candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  and  Deacons  sent  to  them  by  the  Ecclesias- 
tical Authority. 

§  VII.  In  accordance  with  Ancient  Canons,  ordinations  ehall  be  held 
on  the  Sundays  following  the  Ember  Weeks,  except  that  the  Bishop 
may,  if  he  deem  proper,  for  urgent  reasons,  appoint  special  ordinatiom 
at  other  times. 

§  VIII.  No  appointment  for  the  ordination  of  any  Candidate  shall  be 
made  until  the  Bishop  has  had  due  notice  that  all  the  canonical  require- 
ments have  been  complied  with. 

Canon  9. 
op  ordination  and  consecration  of  bishops. 

§  I.  i.  Whenever  the  Church  in  any  Diocese  shall  desire  the  onUna- 
tion  and  consecration  of  a  Bishop-elect,  the  Standing  Committee  thereof 
shall,  by  their  President,  or  by  some  person  or  persons  specially  ap- 
pointed, forward  to  the  Primus  evidence  of  his  election,  which  shall  be 
a  certificate  of  that  fact,  signed  by  the  Presiding  Officer  and  Secretary 
of  the  Convention  by  which  he  was  elected,  and  also  evidence  of  hfe 
having  been  duly  orciered  Deacon  and  Priest,  and  a  testimonial,  signed 
bv  a  constitutional  majority  of  such  Convention,  in  the  following  words, 
viz.: 

We,  whose  names  are  hereunder  written,  fully  sensible  how  impor- 
tant it  is  that  the  Sacred  Order  and  Office  of  Bishop  should  not  be  un- 
worthily conferred,  and  firmly  persuaded  that  it  is  our  duty  to  bear 
testimony  on  this  solemn  occasion,  without  partiality  or  affection,  do,  in 
the  presence  of  Ahni«!:hty  God,  testify  that  the  Reverend  A.  B.,  Presby- 
ter, is  not,  so  far  as  we  are  iuformed,  justly  liable  to  evil  report,  either 
for  error  in  religion,  or  for  viciousness  of  life ;  and  that  we  do  not  know 
or  believe  that  there  is  any  impediment  on  account  of  which  he  ought 
not  to  be  ordained  and  consecrated  to  tliat  Holy  Office.  We  do,  more- 
over, jointly  and  severally  declare  that  we  l)el!eve  him  to  be  of  such 
sufficiency  in  good  learning,  of  such  soundness  in  the  Faith,  and  of  such 
virtuous  and  pure  manners  and  godly  conversation,  that  he  is  apt  and 
meet  to  exercise  the  Office  of  a  Bishop  to  the  honour  of  God  and  the 
edifving  of  His  Church,  and  to  be  a  wholesome  example  to  the  flock  of 
Christ. 

(Signed) 

The  Secretary  of  such  Convention  shall  certify  upon  the  testimonial 
that  it  has  been  signed  by  a  constitutional  majority  thereof. 

ii.  The  Primus  shall  lay  the  same  before  the  House  of  Bishops,  if  in 
session,  or  if  not  in  session,  shall  communicate  the  same  to  every  Bisbcp 
of  this  Church  in  the  Tnited  States,  excepting  those  whose  resignation? 
have  been  accei)te(l ;  and  if  a  majority  of  the  Bishops  consent  to  the  coii- 
secration,  the  I'rimus,  without  delay,  shall  inform  the  Bishop-elect  of 
such  consent,  and  on  his  acceptance,  the  Primus  shall  take  order  for  the 
ordination  and  consecration  of  said  HishoiMjlect  by  himself  and  the  two 
other  Bishops  whom  he  may  appoint,  or  by  any  Bishops,  not  less  than 
three,  to  whom  he  may  communicate  the  testimonials. 

§  II.  i.  When  a  Bishop  of  a  Diocese  is  unable,  by  reason  of  age,  or 
other  permanent  cause,  to  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office,  one  Bishop 
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Coadjutor  may  be  elected  by  and  for  said  Diocese,  who  shall  have  the 
right  of  succession.  Before  any  election  of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor,  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  read,  or  cause  to  be  read,  to  the  Convention 
thereof,  his  written  consent  to  such  election,  and  in  such  consent  he  shall 
state  the  duties  which  he  thereby  assigns  to  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  when 
duly  ordained  and  consecrated,  and  such  consent  shall  form  part  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Convention.  In  case  of  the  inability  of  the  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese  to  issue  the  aforesaid  consent,  the  Standing  Committee  of 
the  Diocese  may  request  the  Convention  to  issue  such  consent,  and  such 
request  shall  be  accompanied  by  certificates  of  medical  men  of  the  ina- 
bility of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  to  issue  his  written  consent. 

ii.  There  shall  not  be  more  than  one  Bishop  Coadjutor  in  a  Diocese 
atone  time. 

iii.  In  case  of  application  for  the  ordination  and  consecration  of  a 
Bishop  Coadjutor,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  forward  to  the  Primus, 
in  addition  to  the  evidence  and  testimonials  required  by  the  preceding 
Section,  a  certificate  of  the  Presiding  Officer  and  Secretary  of  the 
Convention  that  every  requirement  of  this  Section  has  been  complied 
with. 

§  III.  No  person  shall  be  ordained  and  consecrated  Bishop  unless  he 
^hall  at  the  time  subscribe,  in  the  presence  of  the  ordaining  and  conse- 
crating Bishops,  the  following  declaration :

Canon  10. 

of  the  translation  of  bishops. 

§  I.  Any  Bishop  may  be  translated  from  one  Jurisdiction  to  another, 
f>rovided  such  translation  be  approved  by  two-thirds  of  all  the  Bishops 
Entitled  to  vote  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  provided  further^  that  no 
IDiocesan  Bishop  shall  be  translated  without  the  consent  of  his  own 
X^iocese,  as  signified  by  the  Convention  thereof,  notice  of  which,  certi- 
fled  by  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  said  Convention,  shall  be 
s^ent  to  the  Primus  before  the  House  of  Bishops  shall  act  on  the  traus- 
X^tion. 

§  n.  Whenever  the  Convention  of  any  Diocese  shall  elect  a  Bishop 

e^f  this  Church,  as  its  Bishop  or  Bishop  Coadjutor,  the  Standing  Coni- 

VKiittee  thereof  shall,  by  their  President  or  by  some  person  or  persons 

s^pecially  appointed,  forward  to  the  Primus,  and  also,  if  the  Bishop-elect 

t>e  a  Diocesan  Bishop,  to  the  Convention  of  his  Diocese,  evidence  of  the 

election,  which  shall  l)e  a  ceitificate  of  that  fact,  signed  by  the  Presiding 

<Dfficer  and  Secretary  of  the  Convention  by  which  he  was  elected.     I'pou 

the  receipt  of  the  certificates  required,  if  the  House  of  Bishops  be  in 

ci«8Bion,  the  Primus  shall  lay  the  same  before  the  House,  and  if  the  House 

Xdc  not  in  session,  he  shall,  without  delay,  communicate  the  same  to 

^very  member  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  at  the  same  time,  if  it  be

shall  forthwith  give  notice  of  such  acceptance  to  the  Primus,  the  Re^^gi^ 
trar  of  the  General   Synod,  and  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of         the 
Jurisdiction  so  vacated  by  him. 

Canon  11. 
of  missionary  bishops 

§  I.  The  House  of  Bishops,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Housfc;^      of 
Deputies,  may  constitute  Missionary  Jurisdictions  in  States  or  T 
tories,  or  parts  thereof,  not  organized  into  Dioceses,  or  in  terri 
beyond  the  United  States,  not  under  the  charge  of  Bishops  in  c 
munion  with  this  Church.    It  may  also,  with  me  concurrence  of 
House  of  Deputies,  from  time  to  time,  change,  increase,  or  diminish 
territory  included  in  such  Missionary  Jurisdictions. 

§  II.  i.    The  House  of  Bishops  may,  from  time  to  time,  subject  to 
approval  of  the  House  of  Deputies,  during  the  session  of  the  Gen 
Synod,  or  at  other  times,  with  the  approval  of  a  majority  of  the  St 
ing  Committees  of  the  several  Dioceses,  choose  a  suitable  perso 
)>ersons  to  be  a  Bishop  or  Bishops  of  this  Church  in  Missionary 
dictions. 

ii.  The  evidence  of  such  choice  shall  be  a  certificate  signed  by  ^^^ 
Presiding  Officer  and  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  with  a  *te?  —  ^^" 
monial,  or  a  certified  copy  thereof,  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  Bishop^*  ^^

CANONS  OF  REGUI^ATIONS  ^D  DUTIES  OF  THE  MINISTRY 


Canon  13. 
of  duties  of  bishops. 

§  I.  It  shall  be  the  doty  of  every  Bishop  of  this  Church  to  reside 
within  the  limits  of  his  jurisdiction. 

§  II.  i.  Every  Bishop  shall  visit  each  Church  within  his  Diocese  or 
Missionary  Jurisdiction  at  least  once  in  three  years,  for  the  purposes  of 
examining  its  condition,  inspecting  the  behaviour  of  the  Clergy,  adminis- 
tering the  Laying  on  of  Hands,  preaching  the  Word,  and,  at  his  discre- 
tion, celebrating  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper. 

ii.  Every  Bishop  shall  keep  a  record  of  his  proceedings  at  his  visita- 
tions. 

iii.  Every  Diocese  shall  make  provision,  in  such  way  as  it  may  deem 
proper,  for  defraying  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Bishop's  visitations. 

§  III.  Every  Bishop  shall  deliver,  at  least  once  in  three  years,  a 
Charge  to  the  Clergy  of  his  Diocese  or  Missionary  Jurisdiction,  unless 
prevented  by  reasonable  cause ;  and  may,  from  time  to  time,  address  to 
the  people  of  his  Diocese  or  Missionary  Jurisdiction  Pastoral  Letters  on 
points  of  Christian  doctrine,  worship,  or  manners,  which  he  may  require 
hia  Clergy  to  read  to  their  congregations. 

§  IV.  At  every  Annual  Convention  or  Convocation  the  Bishop  shall 
make  a  statement  of  the  affairs  of  the  Diocese  or  Missionary  JurisdicUon 
since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Convention  or  Convocation ;  the  names  of 
the  Churches  which  he  has  visited ;  the  number  of  persons  confirmed : 
the  names  of  those  who  have  been  received  as  Candidates  for  Holy  Order?, 
and  of  those  who  have  been  ordained,  and  of  Ministers  who  liave  been 
suspended,  deposed,  or  degraded  from  the  Ministry;  the  changes  by 
death,  removal,  or  otherwise,  which  have  taken  place  among  the  Minis- 
ters; and  all  matters  tending  to  throw  light  upon  the  aflairs  of  the  Dio- 
cese or  Missionary  Jurisdiction ;  which  statement  shall  be  inserted  in  the 
Journal. 

§  V.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  a  Bishop,  whenever  leaving  his  Dioce«e 
or  Missionary  Jurisdiction  for  the  space  of  six  calendar  months,  to 
authorize,  by  writing,  under  his  hand  and  seal,  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  or. 
should  there  be  none,  the  Standing  Connnittee  of  the  Diocese  or  Mis- 
sionary Jurisdiction,  to  act  as  the  Kcclesiastical  Authority  thereof  duriiii: 
his  absence.  The  Bishop  Coadjutor,  or,  should  there  be  none,  tlw' 
Standing  Committee,  may  become  at  any  time  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority 
upon  the  written  reciuest  of  the  Bif^hop,  and  continue  to  act  as  such  until 
the  request  be  revoked  by  him  in  writing. 

§  VI.  i.  If  a  Bishop  shall  desire  to  resign  his  jurisdiction,  he  shall 
send  in  writing  to  the  Primus  his  resignation,  with  the  reasons  therefor. 

ii.  If  the  House  of  Bishoi)s  be  in  session,  the  Priinus  shall  lay  l>ef«»iv 
the  House  the  said  coninumiration.  If  the  House  of  Bishops  l)e  not  iu 
session,  the  Primus  shall,  without  delay,  send  a  copy  of  the  comnumica- 
tion  to  every  Bishop  of  this  Church  having  Ecclesiastical  Jurisdiction, 
and  also  to  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  or  Jurisdiction  of  iht* 
Bishop  desiring  to  resign;  and  he  shall  at  the  same  time,  if  it  Im»  more 
than  six  months  before  the  House  of  Bishops  is  to  meet,  call  a  meeting

A  Bishop  who  ceases  to  have  Episcopal  charge  shall  still  be 
ct  in  all  matters  to  the  Canons  and  authority  of  the  General  Synod. 

In  the  event  of  the  disability  of  the  Primus,  or  vacancy  in  the 
J,  the  Bishop  who,  according  to  the  rules  of  the  House  of  Bishops,

[.  Missionary  Bishops  shall  exercise  jurisdiction  in  States  and

II.  Every  Missionary  Bishop  shall  report  to  each  General  Synod 
roceedings,  and  the  state  and  condition  of  the  Church  within  his 
ionary  Jurisdiction ;  and,  at  least  once  a  year,  make  a  report  to  the 
d  of  Missions. 

III.  i.  Every  Missionary  Bishop,  for  the  due  administration  of  his 
diction  shall  select  the  Constitution  aud  Canons  of  one  of  tlie 
eses  of  this  Church,  which  shall  remain  in  force,  as  far  as  applicable 
le  circumstances  of  such  Missionary  Jurisdiction,  until  it  shall  be

,  Every  Missionary  Bishop  shall  appoint  annually  not  less  than  two 
more  than  four  Presbyters,  and  an  equal  number  of  laymen,  com- 
icants  of  this  Church,  resident  within  his  Missionary  Jurisdiction,  to 
orm  the  duties  of  a  Standing  Committee  for  such  Jurisdiction,  except 
)  far  as  these  Canons  otherwise  provide*,  who  shall  continue  in  office 
1  their  successors  are  appointed.  This  Standing  Committee  shall,  so 
is  the  circumstances  of  the  Jurisdiction  permit,  be  governed  by  the 
stitution  and  Canons  that  have  been  adopted  for  such  Jurisdiction. 

Canon  15. 

op  regulations  of  ministers  and  their  duties. 

I.  i.  The  election  of  Ministers  into  parishes  shall   be  on  this  wise: 

en  a  parish  or  congregation  becomes  vacant,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 

Chnrchwardens,  or  other  proper  officer,  to  notify  the  fact  to  the 
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Bishop.  The  body  empowered  to  elect  may,  with  this  notificatioD,  seek 
the  counsel  of  the  Bishop  as  to  a  suitable  person  or  persons  whom  they 
may  elect.  Upon  the  receipt  of  such  counsel,  or  in  any  case  at  the 
expiration  of  thirty  days  from  the  notification,  they  may  elect  as  their 
Minister  or  Rector  any  duly  qualified  Minister.  Written  notice  of  the 
election,  signed  by  the  Churchwardens,  shall  be  sent  to  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority  of  the  Diocese. 

ii.  If  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  be  satisfied  that  the  person  so 
chosen  is  a  duly  qualified  Minister,  and  that  he  has  accepted  the  office, 
the  notice  shall '  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  who  shall 
record  it. 

iil.  If  the  Minister  be  a  Presbyter,  the  Bishop  may,  at  the  instance  of 
the  Vestr5%  institute  him.  This  provision  concerning  the  use  of  the 
Office  of  Institution  shall  not  apply  to  any  congregation  destitute  of  a 
consecrated  Church  or  Chapel. 

§  II.  No  Minister,  removing  from  one  Diocese  or  Missionary  Jnrisdio 
tion  to  another,  shall  officiate  as  Rector  or  Minister  of  any'  parish  or 
congregation  of  the  Diocese  or  Jurisdiction  to  which  he  removes,  until 
he  shall  have  obtained  from  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  thereof  a  certi- 
ficate in  the  words  following: 

"  I  hereby  certify  that  the  Reverend  A.  B.  has  been  caDonically 
transferred  to  my  jurisdiction,  and  is  a  Minister  in  good  standing.-* 

(Signed) 

§  III.  i.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Ministers  of  this  Church  who  have 
charge  of  parishes  or  cures  to  be  diligent  in  instructing  the  children  hi 
the  Catechism,  and  from  time  to  time  to  examine  them  in  the  same 
publicly  before  the  congregation.  ITiey  shall  also,  by  stated  catechetical 
lectures  and  instruction,  inform  the  youth  and  others  in  the  Doctrines, 
Constitution,  History,  and  Liturgy  of  the  Church.  They  shall  ako 
instruct  all  in  their  parishes  and  cures  concerning  the  missionary  work 
of  the  Church  at  home  and  abroad,  and  give  suitable  opportunities  for 
offerings  to  maintain  that  work. 

ii.  The  Alms  and  other  off*erings  for  the  poor  shall  be  deposited  with 
the  Minister  of  the  Parish,  to  be  applied  by  him  to  charitable  uses  at  hi.« 
discretion.  During  a  vacancy  the  \'estry  shall  appoint  a  responsible 
person  to  serve  as  Almoner. 

iii.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Ministers  to  prepare  young  persons  and 
others  for  the  Laying  on  of  Hands;  and  on  notice  being  received  from 
the  Bishop  of  his  intention  to  visit  any  Church,  which  notice  shall  be  at 
least  one  month  before  the  intended  visitation,  the  Minister  shall 
announce  the  fact  to  the  Congregation  on  the  first  Sunday  after  the 
receipt  of  such  notice;  and  he  shall  be  ready  to  present  for  Confirma- 
tion such  persons  as  he  shall  judge  to  be  qualified,  and  shall  publicly 
deliver  to  the  Bishop  a  list  of  the  names  of  those  to  be  confirmed. 

iv.  At  every  visitation  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Minister,  and  of  the 
Churchwardens,  or  Vestry,  or  other  officer,  to  exhibit  to  the  Bishop  the 
Parish  Register  and  to  give  information  to  him  of  the  state  of  the  Con- 
gregation, spiritual  and  temporal,  under  such  heads  as  shall  have  been 
previously  signified  to  them  in  writing  by  the  Bishop. 

V.  The  Ministers  and  Churchwardens,  or  other  officer,  of  Congrega- 
tions which  have  not  been  visited  in  any  year,  shall  bring  or  send,  to  the 
Bishop  at  the  stated  meeting  of  the  Convention  or  Convocation  of  the 
Diocese  or  Missionary  Jurisdiction,  information  of  the  state  of  the  Con- 
gregation, under  such  heads  as  shall  have  been  signified  to  them  at  least 
one  month  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention  or  Convocation. 

vi.  Every  Minister  having  a  pastoral  charge  shall  read  to  his  Con- 
gregation on  some  occasion  of  public  worship  on  a  Lord's  Day,  not  later 
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than  one  month  after  the  receipt  of  the  same,  the  Pastoral  I^etter  issued 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Canon  43. 

§  IV.  i.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Minister  of  this  Church  to 
record  in  the  Parish  Register  all  Baptisms,  Confirmations,  Marriages, 
Burials,  and  the  names  of  all  Communicants  within  his  cure. 

ii.  The  registry  of  every  Marriage  shall  be  signed  by  the  officiating 
Minister  and  ny  at  least  two  witnesses. 

iii.  Every  Minister  of  this  Church  shall  make  out  and  continue,  as  far 
as  practicable,  a  list  of  all  families  and  adult  persons  within  his  cure,  to 
remain  in  the  parish  for  the  use  of  his  successor. 

§  V.   i.   No  Minister  of  this  Church  shall  have  the  right  to  officiate, 
either  by  preaching,  reading  prayers  in  public  worship,  or  by  performing 
any  other  priestly,  clerical,  or  ministerial  function,  in  the  parish,  or 
within  the  cure  of  another  Minister,  unless  he  shall  have  previously 
received  permission  for  that  purpose  from  the  Minister  of  that  parish  or 
cure ;  or,  during  his  absence  or  inability,  or  failure  to  provide  for  the 
stated  services  of  such  parish  or  cure,  from  one  of  its  churchwardens. 
But  this  rule  shall  not  apply  to  any  Church,  Chapel,  or  Oratory,  which 
is  part  of  the  premises  of  an  incorporated  institution,  created  by  legis- 
lative authority ;  provided,  that  such  place  of  worship  is  designed  and  set 
»part  for  the  convenience  and  uses  of  such  institution,  and  not  as  a  place 
for  public  or  parochial  worship. 

ii.  If  any  Minister  of  this  Church,  from  inability  or  any  other  cause, 
xieglect  to  perform  the  regular  services  in  his  Congregation,  and  refuse, 
^without  good  cause,  his  consent  to  any  other  duly  qualified  Minister  to 
officiate  within  his  cure,  the  Churchwardens,  Vestrymen,  or  Trustees  of 
t:he  Congregation  shall,  on  proof  before  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of 
"the  Diocese  or  Jurisdiction  of  such  neglect  or  refusal,  have  power,  with 
t^he  written  consent  of  the  said  Authority,  to  open  the  doors  of  their 
<Z%arch  to  any  duly  qualified  Minister. 

f  VI.  i.  A  Minister  of  this  Church  removing  into  a  Diocese  or  Mis- 
sionary Jurisdiction  shall,  in  order  to  gain  canonical  residence  within  the 
same,  present  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  thereof  a  testimonial  from 
^he  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  or  Missionary  Jurisdiction  in 
"^¥hich  he  last  resided,  which  testimonial  shall  set  forth  his  true  standing 
^uid  character.    The  said  testimonial  shall  be  given  by  the  Ecclesiastical 
^^uthority  to  the  applicant,  and  a  duplicate  thereof  may  be  sent  to  the 
^iKcclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  or  Missionary  Jurisdiction  to 
^^Rrhich  he  proposes  to  remove.    The  testimony  may  be  in  the  following 
^^RTords: 

"  I  hereby  certify  that  the  Reverend  A.  B.,  who  has  signified  to  me 
^&i8  desire  to  be  transferred  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of 

a  Presbyter  (or  Deacon)  of  in  good  standing,  and  has  not,

ii.  Sach  testimonial  shall  be  called  Letters  Dimissory.  The  canon- 
ical residence  of  the  Minister  so  transferred  shall  date  from  the  accept- 
ance of  his  Letters  Dimissory,  of  which  prompt  notice  shall  be  given 
l>oth  to  the  applicant  and  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  from  which  it 
"Came.  Letters  Dimissory  not  presented  within  six  months  from  the 
-^late  of  their  transmission  to  the  applicant  shall  become  wholly  void. 

iii.  If  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  or  Jurisdiclion  refuse 

to  accept  the  Letters  Dimissory  of  a  Minister  called  to  take  charge  of  a 

Parish  or  Congregation  therein,  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  shall,  within 

three  months,  inform  the  Minister  of  the  reasons,  believed  to  be  well 

founded,  for  sach  action;  and  if  the  reasons  be  proper  grou.nd  tot 
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canonical  inquiry  and  presentment,  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  shall 
communicate  the  same  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  to  whose  Jurisdic- 
tion the  said  Minister  helongs. 

Canon  16. 
of  deacons. 

§  I.  Every  Deacon  shall  be  subject  to  the  regulation  of  the  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese  or  Missionary  Jurisdiction  for  which  he  has  been  ordained, 
or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  that  of  the  Clerical  members  of  the  Standioj^ 
Committee,  acting  by  their  President,  until  he  is  canonicallv  transferred 
to  some  other  Diocese  or  Missionary  Jurisdiction.  He  shall  officiate  in 
such  places  only  as  the  Bishop,  or  the  Clerical  members  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  as  the  case  may  be,  may  direct. 

§  XL  No  Deacon  who  shall  not  have  passed  the  examinations  pre- 
scribed in  Canon  6  shall  be  transferred  to  another  Diocese  or  Missionary 
Jurisdiction  without  the  written  request  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority 
of  the  same. 

§  III.  i.  No  Deacon  shall  be  Rector  of  a  Parish  or  Congregation,  nor 
be  permitted,  except  in  time  of  war,  to  accept  a  chaplaincy  in  the  Army 
or  Navy. 

ii.  A  Deacon  ministering  in  a  Parish  or  Congregation  under  the 
charge  of  a  Presbyter,  shall  act  under  the  direction  of  the  Presbyter  in 
all  his  ministrations. 

ill.  A  Deacon  ministering  in  a  Parish  or  Congregation  not  under  the 
charge  of  a  Presbyter,  shall,  if  not  under  the  immediate  direction  of  the 
Bishop,  be  placed  under  the  authority  of  some  neighbouring  Presbyter, 
by  whose  directions,  subordinately  to  the  Bishop,  he  shall  in  all  things 
be  governed. 

Canon  17. 

of  miniisters  ordained  in  foreign  countries  by  bishops  in  com- 
munion with  tuis  church. 

§  I.  i.  A  Minister  claiming  to  havo  been  ordained  beyond  the  limits  of 
the  United  States  by  a  foreign  Bisliop  in  coninuinion  with  this  Church, 
or  by  a  Bishop  consecrated  for  a  foreitrn  country  by  Bishops  of  thi« 
Church  under  Article  V.  of  the  Constitution,  or  by  a  Missionary  Bishop 
elected  to  exercise  jurisdiction  beyond  the  limits  of  the  United  States, 
shall,  before  he  be  permitted  to  offlciate  in  any  Parish  or  CongTegation 
of  this  Church,  exhibit  to  the  Minister,  or,  if  there  be  no  Minister,  to  the 
Vestry  thereof,  a  certiftcate  of  recent  date  signed  by  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authoritv  of  the  Diocese  or  .Jurisdiction,  that  his  letters  of  Holv  Orders 
and  other  credentials  are  valid  and  authentic,  and  given  by  a  Bishop  in 
communion  witli  this  Church,  and  whose  authority  is  acknowledge*!  by 
this  Church;  and  also  that  he  has  exhibited  to  the  said  Ecclesiastic^il 
Authority  satisfactory  evidence  of  his  moral  and  godly  character,  and  of 
his  theological  accjuirements. 

ii.  And  before  lie  shall  be  permitted  to  take  charge  of  any  Parish  or 
Congregation,  or  be  received  into  any  Diocese  or  Missionary  Jurisdiction 
of  this  Church  as  a  Minister  thereof,  he  shall  produce  to  the  Ecclesias- 
tical Authority  TiCtters  Diuiissory  or  equivalent  credentials  under  the 

'  hand  and  seal  of  the  Bishop  with  whose  Diocese  or  Missionary  Jurisdic- 
tion he  has  been  last  connected,  which  letters  or  credentials  shall  be 
delivered  within  six  months  from  the  date  thereof;  and  when  such  Min- 
ister shall  be  so  received,  the  Bishop  shall  require  him  to  promise  in 
writing  to  submit  himself  in  all  things  to  the  discipline  of  this  Church, 

•  without  recourse  to  txtiy  tov^X^w  Yx\\^v\\c\\ciw,,  secular  or  ecclesiastical; 
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id  shall  further  require  him  to  subscribe  and  make  in  his  presence,  and 
the  presence  of  two  or  more  Presbyters,  the  following  declaration : 
'*  I  do  believe  the  Holy  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  to 
the  Word  of  God,  and  to  contain  all  things  necessary  to  salvation ; 

id  1  do  solemnly  engage  to  conform  to  the  Doctrines,  Discipline,  and 

orship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 

Tierica." 
After  which  the  said  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  being  satisfied  of  his 

eological  acquirements,  may  receive  him  into  the  Diocese  or  Jurisdic- 

►n  as  a  Minister  of  this  Church :  provided,  that  such  Minister  shall  not 
entitled  to  hold  canonical  charge  in  any  Parish  or  Congregation,  until

§  II.    If  such  Minister  be  a  Deacon,  he  shall  not  be  ordered  Priest

•  the  admission  of  ministers  ordained  by  bishops  not  in  com- 
munion with  this  church. 

TVlien  a  Minister  ordained  by  a  Bishop  not  in  communion  with  this 
lurch  shall  apply  to  a  Bishop  for  admission  into  the  same  as  a  Minister 
jreof,  he  shall  produce  a  written  certificate  from  at  least  two  Pres- 
ters  of  this  Church,  stating  that,  from  personal  examination,  or  from 
Jsfactory  evidence  laid  before  them,  they  believe  that  his  desire  to 
ive  the  communion  to  which  he  has  belonged  has  not  arisen  from  any 
cumstance  unfavourable  to  his  moral  or  religious  character,  or  on 
30unt  of  which  it  may  not  be  expedient  to  admit  him  to  the  exercise 

the  Ministry  in  this  Church;  and  he  shall  also,  not  less  than  six 
>nths  after  his  application,  subscribe  and  make,  in  the  presence  of  the 
aihop  and  two  or  more  Presbyters,  the  following  declaration : 
**  I  do  believe  the  Holy  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  to 

the  Word  of  God,  and  to  contain  all  things  necessary  to  salvation ;

Canon  19. 

OF   LAY  READERS. 

§  I.  A  competent  person  ready  to  serve  the  Church  in  the  public 
rvices  statedly  as  a  Lay  Reader  shall  procure  from  the  Bishop  or 
»clesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  or  Missionary  Jurisdiction,  a 
ritten  license.  Such  license  shall  not  he  granted  to  any  but  a  male 
»mmunicant  of  this  Church,  being  of  full  age,  and  must  be  given  for  a 
^finite  period,  not  longer  than  two  years,  out  may  be  renewed  from 
me  to  time,  or  revoked  at  any  time.  Such  license  may  be  given  for  any 
iicant  Parish,  Congregation,  or  Mission ;  but  where  a  Presbyter  is  in 
liarge,  his  request  and  recommendation  must  have  been  previously 
ignined  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority.  A  license  shall  not  be  granted

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§  II.  A  Lay  Reader  shall  be  subject  to  the  regulations  prescribed  by 
the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  and  shall  not  serve  in  any  Diocese  other 
than  that  in  which  he  is  licensed,  unless  he  shall  have  received  license 
from  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  in  which  he  desires  to  serve. 

§  III.  In  all  matters  relating  to  the  conduct  of  the  service,  and  to  tbe 
Sermons  or  Homilies  to  be  read,  he  shall  conform  to  the  directions  of  the 
Minister  in  charge  of  the  Parish,  Congregation,  or  Mission  in  which  he 
is  serving,  and  in  all  cases  to  the  directions  of  the  Bishop.  He  shall 
read  only  the  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer  (excepting  the  AbsolntioD), 
the  Litany,  and  by  special  license  of  the  Bishop,  the  Ten  Commandment^) 
with  the  Collects,  Epistles,  and  Gospels.  If  a  Minister  be  present  a  Lay 
Reader  shall  not,  save  in  case  of  necessity,  read  any  portion  of  the  public 
services  of  the  Church  other  than  the  Lessons.  He  shall  not  deliver 
sermons  of  his  own  composition ;  but  he  may  act  as  a  cateehist  in  vacant 
Parishes,  Congregations,  or  Missions,  if  he  be  specially  licensed  thereto 
by  the  Bishop.  He  shall  not  serve  within  the  Altar  rails  nor  in  the 
pulpit.  He  may  wear  a  cassock,  and,  in  Churches  where  the  choir  is 
vested,  the  dress  of  a  chorister,  but  shall  not  wear  a  surplice  nor  any 
habit  peculiar  to  the  Clergy. 

Canon  20. 
op  deaconesses. 

§  I.  An  unmarried  woman  of  devout  character  and  proved  fitness  may 
be  appointed  Deaconess  by  any  Bishop  of  this  Church. 

§  II.  The  duty  of  a  Deaconess  is  to  assist  the  Minister  in  the  care  of 
the  poor  and  sick,  the  religious  training  of  the  young  and  others,  and  the 
work  of  moral  reformation. 

§  III.  No  woman  shall  be  appointed  Deaconess  until  she  shall  be  at 
least  tweutv-flve  years  of  age,  nor  until  she  shall  have  laid  before  the 
Bishop  testimonials  certifying  that  she  is  a  communicant  of  this  Church, 
in  good  standing,  and  that  she  possesses  such  characteristics  as,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  persons  testifying,  fit  her  for  at  least  one  of  the  duties 
above  defined.  The  testimonial  of  fitness  shall  be  signed  by  two  Pres- 
bj'ters  of  this  Church,  and  by  twelve  lay  communicants  of  the  same,  six 
of  whom  shall  be  women.  The  Bishop  shall  also  satisfy  himself  that 
the  applicant  has  had  an  adequate  preparation  for  her  work,  both  tech- 
nical and  religious,  which  preparation  shall  have  covered  the  period  of 
two  vears. 

§  IV.   No  Deaconess  shall  accept  work  in  a  Diocese  without  the 
express  authority,  in  writing,  of  the  Bishop  of  that  Diocese;  nor  shall* 
she  undertake  work  in  a  Parish  without  the  like  authority  from  the  Rec- 
tor of  the  Parish. 

§  V.  When  not  connected  with  a  Parish  the  Deaconess  shall  be  under 
the  direct  oversight  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  in  which  she  is  canon- 
ical ly  resident.  A  Deaconess  may  be  transferred  from  one  Diocese  to 
another  by  Letters  Dimlssory. 

§  VI.  A  Deaconess  may  at  any  time  resign  her  office  to  the  Eccleslaf*- 
tical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  in  which  she  is  at  the  time  canonically 
resident ;  but  no  Deaconess,  having  once  resigned,  shall  be  reappointed 
unless  there  be,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  where 
she  resigned,  weighty  cause  for  such  reappointment. 

§  VII.  The  Bishop  shall  have  power,  for  cause,  after  a  hearing 
grantt^d,  to  susi>end  or  remove  a  Deaconess  from  serving  as  such. 

§  VIII.  No  woman  shall  serve  as  a  Deaconess  until  she  has  been  set 
apart  by  an  approi)riate  religious  office,  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Bishop. 
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Canon  21. 

op  unlawful  ministrations  in  the  congregation. 

No  person  shall  be  i>ennitted  to  officiate  or  serve  in  any  Congregation 
of  this  Church,  by  preaching  or  by  performing  any  priestly,  clerical,  or 
ministerial  act,  without  producing  sufficient  evidence  of  his  being  duly 
ordained  to  minister  in  this  Church. 
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uiidtT  the  direction  of  the  Deputies  from  the  Diocese  in  which  the 
General  Synod  is  to  t>e  held,  shall  determine  by  lot  the  seats  to  be  occu- 
pied by  each  delegation. 

vii.  At  the  meetings  of  the  House  of  Deputies,  the  Kules  and  Ordei^ 
of  the  previous  meeting  shall  be  in  force  until  they  are  amended  or 
repealed  by  the  House. 

viii.  Ui>on  formal  notice  being  received,  either  by  the  House  of  Bishops 
or  by  the  House  of  Deputies,  that  a  ioint  session  of  the  two  Houses  U 
desired,  a  dav  and  hour  may  be  named  and  agreed  upon  by  both  Houses. 
At  the  time  designated  the  two  Houses  shall  assemble  in  the  place  where 
the  House  of  Deputies  holds  its  sessions,  and  the  Primus  or  Presiding 
Offlcer  of  the  House  of  Bishops  shall  take  the  chair,  the  President  of  the 
House  of  Deputies  being  seated  beside  him,  and  the  other  Bishops  being 
seated  with  the  Deputies  from  their  respective  Dioceses.  The  Secretaries 
of  the  two  Houses  shall  act  as  Secretaries  of  the  Joint  session  to  report 
the  proceedings  to  their  respective  Houses.  The  proceedings  shall  he 
conducted  uucler  the  Rules  of  the  House  of  Deputies,  as  far  as  applicable, 
but  no  vote,  either  as  a  test  or  otherwise,  shall  be  taken  in  said  joint 
session  upon  the  question  under  consideration. 

§  n.  i.  The  right  of  calling  special  meetings  of  the  General  Sped 
shall  be  in  the  Bishops.  The  Primus  shall  issue  the  summons  for  such 
meetings,  designating  the  time  and  place  thereof,  with  the  consent,  or 
on  the  requisition,  of  a  majority  of  the  Bishops,  expressed  to  him  in 
writing. 

ii.  The  Deputies  elected  to  the  preceding  General  Synod  shall  be  the 
Deputies  at  such  special  meetings  of  the  Greneral  Synod,  except  in  those 
cases  in  whicli  other  Deputies  shall  have  been  chosen  in  the  meantime 
by  any  of  the  Diocesan  (Conventions,  and  then  such  other  Deputies  shall 
represent  in  the  special  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  the  Church  of  the 
Diocese  in  wiiich  they  have  l>een  chosen. 

§  III.  i.  Tiie  House  of  Deputies,  upon  the  nomination  of  the  House  of 
Bishops,  shall  elect  a  Presbyter,  to  be  known  as  the  Registrar  of  the 
(Jeneral  Synod,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  all  Journals,  file^ 
papers,  rt»ports,  and  other  documents  or  articles  that  are,  or  shall  become, 
the  proiH»rty  of  either  House  of  the  Genenil  Synod;  to  arrange,  label, 
index,  anil  put  them  in  order,  and  to  provide  for  the  safe  keeping  of  tbi* 
same  in  some  tirt^pn><>f,  aooessible  place  of  deposit,  and  to  hold  th** 
same  under  such  ivgulations  as  the  General  Synod  may,  from  time  to 
time,  provide.

§  I.  If  a  Minister,  belonging  to  any  Diocese  or  Missionary  Jurisdic- 
tion, shall  have  conducted  himself  in  any  other  Diocese  or  Missionary 
Jurisdiction  in  such  a  way  as  to  be  liable  to  presentment  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Canon  23,  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  thereof  shall  give 
notice  of  the  same  to  the  Eccleshistical  Authority  where  he  is  canoni- 
cally resident,  exhibiting,  with  the  information  given,  reasonable  ground 
for  presuming  its  truth.  If  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  when  thu5 
notified,  shall  omit,  for  the  space  of  three  months,  to  proceed  against 
the  offending  Minister,  or  shall  request  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of 
the  Diocese  or  Missionary  Jurisdiction  in  which  the  offence  or  offences 
are  alleged  to  have  been  committed,  to  proceed  against  him,  it  shall  be 
within  the  power  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  or  3Ii&- 
sionary  Jurisdiction,  within  which  the  ottence  or  oftences  are  alleged  to 
have  been  committed,  to  institute  proceedings  according  to  the  mode 
provided  hy  the  said  Diocese  or  Jurij*diction. 

§  II.  If  a  Minister  shall  come  temporarily  into  any  Diocese  or  Juris- 
diction, under  the  imputation  of  having  elsewhere  been  guilty  of  any  of 
the  offences  within  the  provisions  of  Canon  23,  or  if  any  Minister,  while 
sojourning  in  any  Diocese  or  Missionary  Jurisdiction,  shall  so  offend, 
the  Bishop,  upon  probable  cause,  may  admonish  such  Minister,  and 
inhibit  him  from  otticiating  in  said  Diocese  or  Missionary  Jurisdiction. 
And  if,  after  such  inhibition,  the  said  Minister  so  officiate,  the  Bishop 
shall  give  notice,  to  all  the'^tinisters  and  Congregations  in  said  Diocese 
or  Missionary  Jurisdictiou,  that  the  officiating  of  said  Minister  is  pro- 
hibited ;  and  like  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of 
the  Diocese  or  Missionary  Jurisdiction  to  which  the  said  Minister  belongs. 
And  such  prohibition  shall  continue  in  force  until  the  Bishop  of  the  first- 
named  Diocese  or  Missionary  Jurisdiction  be  satisfied  of  the  innocence 
of  the  said  MmVster,  or  \x\iWV\\^  \i^  wAi^uitted  on  trial. 
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§  III.  The  provisions  of  the  last  section  shall  apply  to  Ministers 
ordained  in  foreign  lands  by  Bishops  in  communion  with  this  Church ; 
but  in  such  case  notice  of  the  prohibition  shall  be  given  to  the  Bishop 
from  whose  Jurisdiction  the  Minister  shall  appear  to  nave  come,  and  also 
to  all  the  Bishops  exercising  jurisdiction  in  this  Church. 

Canon  27. 

of  the  dissolution  op  the  pastoral  relation. 

§  I.  A  Rector,  cpnonically  or  lawfully  elected  and  In  charge,  may  not 
resign  his  Parish  without  the  consent  of  the  said  Parish,  its  Vestry,  or 
Trustees,  whichever  may  be  authorized  to  act  in  the  premises,  nor  may 
such  Rector  or  Minister  be  removed  therefrom  by  said  Parish,  Vestry,  or 
Trustees,  against  his  will,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  II.  If  for  any  urgent  reason  a  Rector  or  Minister  as  aforesaid,  or 
the  Parish  committed  to  his  charge,  its  Vestry  or  Trustees,  shall  desire 
a  separation  and  dissolution  of  the  pastoral  relation,  and  the  parties  be 
not  agreed  respecting  such  separation  and  dissolution,  notice  in  writing 
may   oe  given  by  either  party  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authoritv  of  the 
diocese  or  Missionary  Jurisdiction.    The  Bishop,  in  case  the  difference 
be  not  settled  by  his  godly  Judgment,  or  if  he  decline  to  consider  the 
oase  .without  counsel,  may  ask  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing 
C^ommittee  of  the  Diocese  or  Missionary  Jurisdiction,  and  proceeding 
^^vith  its  aid  and  counsel,  shall  be  the  ultimate  arbiter  and  judge.    If  the 
JDiocese  or  Missionary  Jurisdiction  be  vacant,  the  Ecclesiastical  Author- 
ity shall  select  one  of  the  neighbouring  Bishops  to  act  as  the  Bishop  of 
t;lie  Diocese  or  Jurisdiction,  and  with  like  force  and  effect.    The  Judg- 
Knent  shall  be  either  that  the  pastoral  relation  between  the  parties  shall 
oease  and  determine  at  a  time  and  upon  terms  therein  specified,  or  that 
t;lie  said  relation  shall  not  be  terminated ;   and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
Iboth  parties  to  submit  to  and  abide  by  such  judgment.    In  the  event  of 
either  party  refusing  to  abide  by  such  judgment,  the  penalty  for  such 
xrefusal  and  the  further  proceedings  in  the  case  shall  be  those  provided 
Iby  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  or  Jurisdiction. 

$  III.  In  case  of  the  regular  and  canonical  dissolution  of  the  eonnec- 
-fcion  between  a  Rector  or  Minister  and  his  Parish,  under  this  Canon,  the 
ISkH^leslastical  Authority  shall  direct  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  to 
:srecord  the  same. 

§  rV.  This  Canon  shall  not  apply  in  any  Diocese  or  Missionary  Juris- 
'^c^ction  which  has  made,  or  shall  hereafter  make,  provision  by  Canon 
^^jipon  this  subject. 

Canon  28. 
op  renunciation  of  the  ministry. 

{  I.  If  any  Minister  of  this  Church,  against  whom  there  is  no  ecclesi* 
^Bstical  proceeding  instituted,  shall  declare,  in  writing,  to  the  Ecclesiasti- 
cal Authority  of  the  Diocese  or  Missionary  Jurisdiction  to  which  he 
^l)elong8,  his  renunciation  of  the  Ministry  of  this  Church,  it  shall  be  the 
-^uty  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  to  record  the  declaration  so  made ; 
T)ut  such  record  shall  not  be  made  until  after  the  expiration  of  three 
months  from  the  receipt  of  such  renunciation ;  and  such  record  having 
l>een  made,  it  shall  l>e  the  duty  of  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop 
of  the.  Diocese  or  Missionary  Jurisdiction,  of  any  Bishop  who,  being 
requested  by  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  consent  to  act  in  the  matter, 
to  depose  such  person  from  the  Ministry ;  and  to  pronounce  and  record, 
in  the  presence  of  two  or  more  clergymen,  that  the  person  so  declaring 
has  been  deposed  from  the  Ministry  of  tliis  Church ;  Provided,  however. 
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that  if  the  Bishop  shall  be  satisfied  that  the  person  so  declaring  is  not 
amenable  for  any  canonical  offence,  and  that  his  renunciation  of  the 
Ministry  is  not  for  causes  affecting  his  moral  character,  he  shall  so 
declare  in  pronouncing  and  recording  the  said  deposition,  and  shall,  if 
desired,  give  a  certificate  to  this  effect  to  the  person  so  deposed ;  and  he 
shall  also  give  due  notice  of  such  deposition  from  the  Ministry  to  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  every  Diocese  or  Missionary  JurisdictioD  of 
this  Church. 

§  II.  If  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  shall  have  reason  to  believe  that 
the  person  so  declaring  has  acted  hastily  and  unadvisedly,  action  on 
such  declaration  may  be  postponed  for  the  space  of  not  more  than  six 
months,  during  which  time  such  person  may  withdraw  his  application.

of  the  abandonment  of  the  communion  of  this  chubch  bt  a 

presbyter  or  deacon. 

§  I.  If  any  Minister  shall,  without  availing  himself  of  the  provisioiis 
of  Canon  27,  abandon  the  communion  of  this  Church,  by  an  open  renun- 
ciation of  the  Doctrines,  Discipline,  or  Worship  of  tliis  Church,  or  by  a 
formal  admission  into  any  religious  body  not  in  communion  with  the 
same,  or  in  any  other  way,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  Diocese  or  Missionary  Jurisdiction  to  certify  the  fact  to 
the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the  Bishop  of  an  ad^cent 
Diocese,  and  with  such  certificate  send  a  statement  of  the  acts  or 
declarations  which  show  such  abandonment ;  which  certificate  and  state- 
ment shall  be  recorded,  and  shall  be  taken  and  deemed  by  the  Ecclesi- 
astical Authority  as  an  equivalent  to  a  renunciation  of  the  Ministry  by 
the  Minister  himself ;  and  the  said  Bishop  may  then  suspend  the  said 
Minister  for  six  months.  Notice  shall  then  be  given  by  the  said  Bishop 
to  the  Minister  so  suspended  that,  unless  he  shall  within  six  months 
transmit  to  the  Bishop  a  retraction  of  such  acts,  or  make  declaratioa 
that  the  facts  alleged  in  said  certificate  are  false,  he  will  be  deposed  from 
the  Ministry. 

§  II.  If  such  declaration  be  not  made  within  six  months,  as  aforesaid, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  degrade  the  said  Minister  from  the 
Ministry,  and  to  pronounce  and  record,  in  the  presence  of  two  or  more 
Presbyters,  that  he  has  been  so  degraded.

§  I.  If  a  Minister  shall  have  been  absent  from  the  Diocese  or  3Ii^ 
sionary  Jurisdiction  to  which  he  belongs  for  one  year  without  having 
given  reasons  satisfactory  to  the  Bishop  thereof ;  or  if  he  shall  enpge 
iu  any  secular  calling  or  business  without  the  consent  of  such  Bisnop, 
and  shall  refuse  to  engage  in  the  work  of  the  Ministry  at  the  call  of  hi:? 
Bishop,  coui)led  with  reasonable  provision  for  his  support,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  tlie  Diocese  or  Missionary  Jurisdic- 
tion, tlie  case  i)eing  brought  to  its  attention  by  the  written  statement  of 
the  Bishop,  or  of  any  two  Presbyters  of  the  same  Jurisdiction,  to  present 
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vii.  The  Primus  may,  from  time  to  time,  by  written  commission  under 
his  own  :4ii;^u:itui*e  aud  seal,  assign  to  any  other  Bishop  of  this  Church, 
having  jurisdiction  in  the  United  States,  the  full  charge  of  one  or  more 
of  such  Congregations,  and  the  Ministers  officiating  therein,  for  such 
period  of  time  as  he  may  deem  expedient ;  Provided^  that  such  commis- 
sion shall  not  extend  to  a  period  longer  than  three  years,  and  shall  then 
cease  and  determine  unless  renewed  by  the  Primus.  For  the  expenses 
of  Episcopal  ministrations  there  shall  be  paid  to  the  Primus  by  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Greueral  Synod  a  sum  not  to  exceed  five  hundi*ed  dollars 
annually,  every  such  Congregation  providing  for  the  Bishop  in  charge 
during  his  official  visitation. 

viii.  To  aid  the  Primus,  or  the  Bishop  in  charge  of  Congregations  in 
foreign  lands,  in  administering  the  affairs  of  the  same,  and  in  settling 
such  questions  as  may,  by  reason  of  their  peculiar  situation,  arise,  there 
shall  be  a  Standing  Committee,  to  consist  of  communicants  of  this 
Church,  who  shall  be  chosen  as  follows : 

Each  Congregation  under  the  direction  of  the  General  S}Tiod  shall 
have  the  right  to  choose  one  layman,  and  the  Greneral  Svnod  shall  nomi- 
nate four  persons,  of  whom  two  at  least  shall  be  Ministers,  who  shall 
hold  office  until  the  next  triennial  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  or 
until  their  successors  are  chosen ;  and  these  and  the  Ministers  of  said 
organized  Congregations  shall  constitute  the  Standing  Committee,  with 
whom  the  Bishop  in  charge  may  meet  at  his  discretion.  If  the  Standing 
Committee  meet  in  the  United  States,  three  of  the  four  members  chosen 
by  the  General  Synod,  the  Bishop  in  charge  being  present,  shall  consti- 
tate  a  quorum.  If  the  meeting  be  held  in  a  foreign  land,  three  of  the 
Sfinisters  of  said  Congregations  and  two  of  the  lay  delegates  therefrom, 
the  Bishop  in  charge  being  present,  or  in  his  absence,  one  of  the  said 
Ministers  authorized  by  him   to  act  in  his  stead,   shall  constitute  a 

2aoram.  This  Standing  Committee  shall  be  a  council  of  advice  to  the 
lishop.  They  shall  be  summoned  on  the  requisition  of  the  Bishop, 
whenever  he  shall  desire  their  advice ;  and  they  may  meet  of  their  own 
accord,  and  agreeably  to  their  own  rules,  when  they  may  be  disposed  to 
advise  the  Bishop. 

ix.  In  case  a  Minister  in  charge  of  a  Congregation  in  a  foreign  land 
shall  be  accused  of  any  offence  under  the  Canons  of  this  Church,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  in  charge  of  such  Congregation  to  summon 
the  Standing  Committee,  and  to  cause  an  -inquiry  to  be  instituted  as  to 
the  truth  of  such  accusation ;  and  should  there  be  reasonable  grounds 
for  believing  the  same  to  be  true,  the  said  Bishop,  with  the  Standing 
Committee,  shall  appoint  a  Commission,  consisting  of  three  Ministers 
and  two  laymen,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  meet  In  the  place  where  the 
accused  resides,  and  to  obtain  all  the  evidence  in  the  case  from  the 
parties  interested;  they  shall  give  to  the  accused  all  rights  under 
the  (^anons  of  this  Church  which  can  be  exercised  in  a  foreign  land.  The 
judgment  of  the  said  Commission,  solemnly  made,  shall  then  be  sent  to 
the  Bishop  in  charge,  and  to  the  Primus,  and,  if  approved  by  them,  shall 
be  carried  into  effect;  provided^  that  no  such  Commission  shall  recom- 
mend any  other  discipline  than  admonition  or  removal  from  his  charge 
as  Minister  of  said  Congregation.  Should  the  result  of  the  inquiry  of 
the  aforesaid  Commission  reveal  evidence  tending,  in  their  judgment,  to 
show  that  said  Minister  deserves  a  severer  discipline,  all  the  documents 
in  the  case  shall  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Primus,  who  may  proceed 
against  the  said  Minister,  as  far  as  possible,  according  to  the  Canons  of 
the  General  Synod,  and  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  of  the  Primus. 

X.   If  there  be  a  Congregation   within  the  limits  of  any  city  in  a 
foreign  land,  no  new  Congregation  shall  be  established  in  that  city, 
except  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  in  charge^  and  ot  lYv<i  ^\»?a!^\i%

OF  THE  CONSECRATION  OF  CHX7BCHES. 

§  I.  No  Church  or  Chapel  shall  be  consecrated  until  the  Bishop  shall 
have  been  sufficiently  certified  that  the  building  and  the  ground  on 
which  it  is  erected  have  been  fully  paid  for,  and  are  free  from  lien  or

§  ni.  No  Church  or  Chapel  shall  be  removed,  taken  down,  or  other- 
wise disposed  of,  for  any  "  worldly,  or  common  use,"  without  the  preYiooa 
consent  of  the  Bishop,  acting  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  of  the  Diocese. 
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he  entry  of  final  Jud^i^ent,  shall  be  stayed  until  the  expiration  of  thirty 
Ays  from  the  date  of  the  said  entry,  unless  the  right  of  appeal  is  waived 
»y  the  party  against  whom  final  Judgment  is  given,  and,  in  ease  of  appeal, 
intil  such  appeal  is  determined  or  dismissed  oy  said  House  of  Bishops. 

§  YI.  Should  the  appellant  fall  to  prosecute  the  appeal  before  the  said 
louse  of  Bishops  at  the  first  session  thereof,  after  the  entry  of  said 
ppeal,  the  same  may  be  dismissed  for  want  of  prosecution.

lo  Rector  or  Minister,  from  one  of  the  Churchwardens,  a  certificate  stat- 
Qg  that  he  or  she  Is  a  communicant  In  good  standing ;  and  the  Rector  or

The  Ecclesiiistical  Authority  of  any  Diocese  or  Missionary  Jurlsdio- 
tioQ  is  authorized  to  appoint,  from  time  to  time,  a  suitable  i^erson  to 
compare  and  correct  new  editions  of  the  Bible  by  the  standard  edition 
recognized  by  this  Church,  and  a  certificate  of  the  Custodian  of  the 
Standard  Bible  that  the  edition  has  been  so  compared  and  corrected  shiU 
be  published  therewith.  Until  further  order  be  taken,  the  Oxford  quarto 
edition  of  1852  of  the  Holy  Bible  is  recognized  by  this  Church  as  the 
standard  of  typography  and  punctuation. 

Canon  38. 
of  the  standard  book  of  common  prayer. 

§  I.  The  copy  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  and  Administration  of 
the  Sacraments  and  other  Rites  and  Ceremonies  of  the  Church,  according 
to  the  use  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Unit^i  States  of 
America,  together  with  the  Psalter  or  Psalms  of  David,  the  Form  of 
Making,  Ordaining,  and  Consecrating  Bishops,  Priests,  and  Deacons,  the 
Form  of  Consecration  of  a  Church  or  Chapel,  and  an  Ofiice  of  Institution 
of  Ministers,  and  Articles  of  Religion,  set  forth  by  the  General  Conven- 
tion of  this  Church,  in  the  year  or  our  Lonl  1892,  and  authenticated  by 
the  signaturer*  of  the  Presiding  Officers  and  Secretaries  of  the  two 
Houses  of  Greneral  Convention,  and  by  the  signatures  of  the  members  of 
the  Joint  Committee  charged  with  the  duty  of  preparing  and  submitting 
to  the  Convention  a  Standard  Prayer  Book,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the 
Standard  Book  of  Common  Prayer  of  this  Church. 

§  II.  All  copies  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  to  be  hereafter  made 
and  published  shall  conform  to  this  Standard,  and  shall  agree  therewith 
in  paging,  and,  so  far  as  it  is  possible,  in  all  other  matters  of  typograph- 
ical arrangement,  except  that  the  rubrics  may  be  printed  either  in  red  or 
black.  The  requirement  of  iinifonnity  in  paging  shall  apply  only  to 
that  portion  of  the  book  which  begins  with  the  Order  for  the  Daily 
Morning  Prayer,  and  ends  with  the  Psalter,  and  shall  not  extend  to 
editions  smaller  than  those  known  as  24mo,  or  to  editions  noted  for 
music. 

§  III.  In  case  any  typographical  inaccuracy  shall  be  found  in  the 
Standard  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  its  correction  may  be  ordered  by  a 
joint  resolution  of  any  General  Synod,  and  notice  of  such  correction 
shall  be  communicated  by  the  Custodian  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority 
of  each  Diocese  of  this  Church,  and  to  actual  publishers  of  the  Book  of 
Common  Prayer. 

§  IV.  Copies  of  the  folio  Standard  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  duly 
authenticated,  as  in  the  case  of  the  Standard  Book,  shall  be  sent,  when 
issued,  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  each  Diocese  or  Jurisdiction  in 
trust  for  the  use  thereof,  and  for  reference  and  appeal  in  questions  as  to 
the  authorized  formularies  of  this  Church.

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§  V.  No  copy  or  edition  of  tiie  Book  of  Common  Prayer  siiall  be  made, 
printed,  published,  or  used  as  of  autliority  in  this  Church,  unless  it  con- 
lain  the  authorization  of  the  Custodian  of  the  Standard  Book  of  Common 
Prayer,  certifying  that  he  or  some  person  appointed  by  him  has  com- 
pared the  said  copy  or  edition  with  the  said  Standard,  or  a  certified  copy 
thereof,  and  that  it  conforms  thereto. 

§  VI.  The  House  of  Bishops  shall  nominate  a  person  who,  after  con- 
firmation by  the  House  of  Deputies,  shall  be  appointed  the  Custodian  of 
the  Standard  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  and  shall  have  charge  of  the 
same.  He  shall  hold  office  until  his  successor  is  appointed,  and  any 
vacancy  occurring  during  the  recess  of  the  General  Synod  may  be  pro- 
visionally filled  by  appointment  of  the  Primus,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  any  Diocese  or  Jurisdiction  in  which  any 
unauthorized  edition  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  or  any  part  or 
parts  thereof,  shall  be  published  or  circulated,  to  give  public  notice  that 
the  said  edition  is  not  of  authority  in  this  Church.

§  in.  The  Bishop  of  every  Diocese  or  Missionary  Jurisdiction  may 
^'ompoee  forms  of  prayer  or  thanksgiving,  as  the  case  may  require,  for 
special  occasions,  and  send  them  to  every  Minister  within  his  Diocese  or 
Jurisdiction,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Minister  to  use  such  forms. 

Canon  40. 

of  the  due  celebration  of  sundays. 

All  persons  within  this  Church  shall  celebrate  and  keep  the  Lord's 
"^ay^t  commonly  called  Sunday,  by  regular  participation  in  the  public 
worship  of  the  Church,  in  hearing  the  Word  of  God  read  and  taught,  in 
ther  acts  of  devotion  and  works  of  charity,  using  all  godly  ana  sober 
onversatioQ.

of  the  music  of  the  church. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Minister  to  appoint  by  standing  directions

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Canon  43. 
of  the  general  synod. 

§  I.  i.  At  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  Oeneral 
Synoil,  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies,  or,  in  his  absence,  one  of 
the  Assistant  Secretaries,  in  the  order  of  their  appointment,  or,  in  the 
absence  of  all,  the  person  appointed  as  hereinafter  provided  by  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  of  the  Diocese  in  which  the  General  Synod  is  to  meet, 
shall  call  to  order  the  members  present,  and  record  the  names  of  those 
whose  testimonials,  in  due  form,  shall  have  l>een  presented  to  him,  which 
record  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  that  the  persons  whose  names  are 
therein  recorded  are  entitled  to  seats.  If  there  be  a  quorum  present,  by 
the  record,  the  Secretary  shall  so  declare,  and  the  House  shall  proceed 
to  organize  by  the  election  by  ballot  of  a  President  from  the  members  of 
the  House,  and  of  a  Secretary,  and  a  majority  of  all  ttie  votes  cast  sh^  be 
necessary  to  an  election.  As  soon  as  a  Fresident  and  Secretary  have 
l>een  elected,  a  committee  shall  be  appointed  to  wait  upon  the  House  of 
Bishops,  and  inform  them  of  the  organization  of  the  House  of  Deputies, 
and  of  its  readiness  to  proceed  to  business. 

ii.  In  order  to  aid  the  Secretary  in  preparing  the  record  specified  in 
the  preceding  clause,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Conven- 
tion of  every  Diocese  to  forward  to  iiira,  as  soon  as  may  be  practicable, 
a  copv  of  the  latest  Journal  of  the  Diocesan  Convention,  together  with  a 
certified  copy  of  the  testimonials  of  memt)ers  aforesaid.  He  shall  also 
forward  a  duplicate  copy  of  such  testimonials  to  the  Standing  Committee 
of  the  Diocese  in  which* the  General  Synod  is  next  to  meet. 

iii.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  full  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
House ;  record  them,  with  all  reports,  in  a  book  provided  for  that  pur- 
pose ;  preserve  the  Journal  and  Kecords  of  the  House ;  deliver  them  to 
the  Registrar,  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  perfonn  such  other  duties  as 
may  be  directed  by  the  House.

If,  during  the  re- 
cess of  the  General  Synod,  a  vacancy  should  occur  in  the  office  of  Secre- 
tary, the  duties  thereof  shall  devolve  upon  the  Assistant  Secretaries ;  or, 
if  there  be  none,  a  Secretary  shall  be  appointed  ])y  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee of  the  Diocese  in  which  the  General  SjTiod  is  next  to  meet. 

iv.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies, 
whenever  any  alteration  of  the  Constitution  is  proposed,  or  any  other 
sut)ject  submitted  to  the  consideration  of  the  several  Diocesan  Conven- 
tions, to  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Church 
in  every  Diocese. 

V.  The  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies  and  the  Treasurer  of  the 
General  Synod  shail  be  entitled  to  seats  upon  the  floor  of  the  House,  and, 
with  the  consent  of  the  President,  to  speak  on  the  subjects  of  their 
respective  offices. 

vi.  Previous  to  any  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  the  Secretary  > 
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under  the  direction  of  the  Deputies  from  the  Diocese  in  which  the 
General  Synod  is  to  be  held,  shall  determine  by  lot  the  seats  to  be  oani- 
pied  by  each  delegation. 

vii.  At  the  meetings  of  the  House  of  Deputies,  the  Rules  and  Orden: 
of  the  previous  meeting  shall  be  in  force  until  they  are  amended  or 
repealed  by  the  House. 

viii.  Upon  formal  notice  being  received,  either  by  the  House  of  Bishops 
or  b}'  the  House  of  Deputies,  that  a  ioint  session  of  the  two  Houses  i? 
desired,  a  day  and  hour  may  be  named  and  agreed  upon  by  both  Hoases. 
At  the  time  designated  the  two  Houses  shall  assemble  in  the  place  where 
the  House  of  Deputies  holds  its  sessions,  and  the  Primus  or  Presidinir 
Officer  of  the  House  of  Bishops  shall  take  the  chair,  the  President  of  the 
House  of  Deputies  being  seated  beside  him,  and  the  other  Bishops  being 
seatCKl  with  the  Deputies  from  their  respective  Dioceses.  The  Secretaries 
of  the  two  Houses  shall  act  as  Secretaries  of  the  Joint  session  to  report 
the  proceedings  to  their  respective  Houses.  The  proceedings  shall  be 
conducted  uncler  the  Rules  of  the  House  of  Deputies,  as  far  as  applicable, 
but  no  vote,  either  as  a  test  or  otherwise,  shall  be  taken  in  sidd  joint 
session  upon  the  question  under  consideration. 

§  U.  i.  The  right  of  calling  special  meetings  of  the  General  Synod 
shall  be  In  the  Bishops.  The  Primus  shall  issue  the  summons  ft)r  such 
meetings,  designating  the  time  and  place  thereof,  with  the  consent,  or 
on  the  requisition,  of  a  majority  of  the  Bishops,  expi^essed  to  him  in 
writing. 

ii.  Tlie  Deputies  elected  to  the  preceding  General  Synod  shall  be  the 
Deputies  at  such  special  meetings  of  the  General  Synod,  except  in  those 
cases  in  which  other  Deputies  shall  have  been  chosen  in  the  meantime 
by  any  of  the  Diocesan  Conventions,  and  then  such  other  Deputies  shall 
represent  in  the  special  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  the  Church  of  the 
Diocese  in  which  they  have  been  chosen. 

§  ni.  i.  The  House  of  Deputies,  upon  the  nomination  of  the  House  of 
Bishops,  shall  elect  a  Presbyter,  to  be  known  as  the  Registrar  of  the 
General  Synod,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  all  Journals,  files. 
papers,  reports,  and  otlier  documents  or  articles  that  are,  or  shall  become, 
the  property  of  either  House  of  the  General  Synod ;  to  arrange,  kbel. 
index,  and  put  them  in  order,  and  to  provide  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the 
same  in  some  lire-proof,  accessible  place  of  deposit,  and  to  hold  the 
same  under  such  regulations  as  the  General  Synod  may,  from  time  to 
time,  provide. 

ii.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Registrar  to  procure  a  suitable 
book,  and  to  outer  therein  the  record  of  the  ordinations  and  consecra- 
tions of  all  the  Bishops  of  this  Church,  designating  accurately  the  time 
and  i)lace  of  the  same,  with  the  names  of  the  consecrating  Bishops,  and 
of  others  present  and  assisting;  to  have  the  same  authenticated  in  the 
fullest  manner  practicable;  and  to  take  care  for  the  similar  record aud 
autlieutieation  of  all  future  ordinations  and  consecrations  in  this  Church. 
Due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  ordinations  and  consecrations 
shall  be  given  by  the  Primus  to  the  Registrar;  and  thereupon  it  shalU^ 
liis  duty  to  attend  such  ordinations  and  consecrations,  either  in  person 
or  by  deputy. 

iii.  lie  shall  prepare,  in  such  form  as  the  House  of  Bishops  shall 
prescribe,  the  letters  of  ordination  and  consecration  in  duplicate:  and 
he  sliall  have  the  same  immediately  signed  and  sealed  by  the  ordainin? 
and  consecrating  Bishop,  and  hy  at  least  two  of  the  Bishops  assisting  at 
such  ordination  aud  consecration;  and  he  shall  deliver  to  the  ne^v 
consecrated  Bishop  one  of  the  said  letters,  and  shall  carefully  file  the 
other  among  the  papers  in  his  custody,  and  make  a  minute  thereof  io 
his  book  of  record. 
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iv.  The  necessary  expenses  incurred  under  this  section  shall  be  paid 
by  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Synod. 

V.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretaries  of  both  Houses,  within  six 
months  after  the  adjournment  of  the  General  Synod,  to  deliver  to  the 
Registrar  the  manuscript  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  both  Houses, 
together  with  the  Journals,  files,  papers,  reports,  and  all  other  docu- 
ments and  property  of  either  House.  The  Secretary  of  the  House  of 
Deputies  shall  also  deliver  to  the  Registrar,  when  not  otherwise  expressly 
directed,  all  the  Journals,  files,  papers,  reports,  and  other  documents 
specified  in  Canon  43.  The  Secretaries  shall  require  the  Registrar  to 
give  them  receipts  for  the  Journals  and  other  papers  delivered  to  him. 

§  TV.  At  every  triennial  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  a  Treasurer 
shall  be  chosen,  who  shall  remain  m  ofiice  until  the  next  stated  Synod, 
and  until  a  successor  be  appointed.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  receive  and 
disburse  all  moneys  collected  under  the  authority  of  the  Synod,  and  of 
which  the  collection  and  disbursement  shall  not  otherwise  be  prescribed ; 
and  to  invest,  from  time  to  time,  such  surplus  funds  as  he  may  have  on 
hand.  His  accounts  shall  be  rendered  triennially  to  the  Synod,  and  shall 
be  audited  by  a  Committee  acting  under  its  authority.  In  case  of  a 
vacancy  in  the  office,  the  Primus  and  the  last  president  of  the  House  of 
Deputies  shall  appoint  a  Treasurer,  who  shall  hold  office  until  another 
appointment  be  made  by  the  Synod. 

§  V.  In  order  that  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  General  Sjrnod  may 
be  defrayed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  Diocesan  Conventions  to 
forward  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  G^eneral  Synod,  at  or  before  any  meeting 
of  the  General  Synod,  three  dollars  for  each  Minister  within  such 
Diocese. 

Canon  44. 

of  the  mode  of  securing  an  accurate  view  of  the  state  of 

the  church. 

§  I.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Minister  of  this  Church  in  charge  of 
a  Parish  or  Congregation,  or,  if  there  be  no  Minister  in  charge,  of  the 
Churchwardens,  or  other  proper  officer,  to  deliver,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  every  annual  Convention,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  where 
there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  Presiding  Officer  of  the  Convention,  a  report  of 
the  number  of  Baptisms,  Confirmations,  Marriages,  and  Burials,  and  the 
number  of  Communicants  in  the  Parish  or  Congregation ;  of  the  condition 
of  the  Sunday-schools ;  of  all  contributions  for  parochial  purposes,  for 
charities,  for  Missions,  Diocesan,  Domestic,  or  Foreign,  or  for  any  pur- 
pose whatever;  and  of  other  matters  that  may  throw  light  upon  the 
state  of  the  Parish  or  Congregation.  And  every  Minister  not  in  charge  of 
any  Parish  or  Congregation  shall  also  report  his  occasional  services ;  and 
if  there  have  been  none,  the  causes  or  reasons  which  have  prevented  the 
same.  And  these  reports,  or  such  parts  of  them  as  the  Bishop  may  deem 
proper,  may  be  read  in  Convention,  and  shall  be  entered  in  the  Journal. 

§  II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  of  every 
Diocese  or  Missionary  Jurisdiction  to  forward  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
House  of  Deputies,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  each  regular  meeting  of 
the  General  Synod,  the  Journals  of  the  Conventions  or  Convocations  of 
the  Diocese  of  Jurisdiction  since  the  last  regular  meeting  of  the  General 
Synod,  together  with  such  other  papers,  including  Episcopal  Charges, 
Statements,  and  Pastoral  Letters,  as  may  tend  to  throw  light  upon  the 
state  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  or  Jurisdiction.  It  shall  also  be  his 
duty  to  prepare,  immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Diocesan 
Convention,  or  Convocation  of  a  Missionary  Jurladletlon.,  ne-sa  ^x^Ci^yftNxv^ 
the  regular  meeting  of  every  General  Synod,  a  \\»t  ot  \Xvfc  "SVwiVaXftx^^ 
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canonically  resident  therein,  and  of  persons  who,  since  the  prevloim 
regular  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  have  been  ordered  Deacons  or 
Priests,  and  of  Ministers  who  have  died,  and  of  persons  suspended, 
deposed,  or  degraded  from  the  Sacred  Ministry ;  and  also  a  condensed 
report  and  a  tabular  review  of  the  state  of  the  Church  in  the  said  Diocese 
or  Jurisdiction,  comprising  a  summary  of  the  statistics  from  the  parochial 
reports  and  from  the  Bishop's  Statements,  specifying,  as  far  as  possible, 
the  statistics  of  all  institutions  of  education  or  charity  in  any  way  con- 
nected with  the  Church  within  the  Diocese,  the  condition  of  the  ecclesi- 
astical funds,  and  the  amount  of  contributions  within  the  Diocese  or 
Jurisdiction,  together  with  all  contributions  received  by  the  Bishop  for 
Church  purposes,  which  he  shall  forward,  together  with  the  Journals 
and  papers  before  mentioned,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies. 
The  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be,  present 
•these  papers  to  the  House,  and  a  Committee  shall  then  be  appointed  to 
prepare  and  present  to  the  House  a  report  on  the  state  of  the  Church, 
which  report,  when  agreed  to  by  the  said  House,  shall  be  sent  to  the 
House  of  Bisliops,  with  the  request  that  they  will  draw  up,  and  cause  to 
be  published,  a  Pastoral  Letter  to  the  members  of  the  Church. 

Canon  46. 

of  provinces. 

§  I.  The  Dioceses  and  Missionary  Jurisdictions  of  this  Church  are 
hereby  united  into  Provinces  as  follows : 

•  •  •  •  •  • 

§  n.  The  Bishops  in  each  Province  shall,  within  three  months  after 
the  adoption  of  this  Canon,  elect  one  of  their  number  to  be  Primate. 

§  III.  The  Convention  of  each  Diocese  in  this  Church  may,  at  its  first 
session  to  be  held  after  the  enactment  of  this  Canon,  elect  five  Presby- 
ters canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  and  five  Laymen,  communicants 
of  this  Church,  and  having  domicile  m  the  Diocese,  to  be  delegates  to  a 
Provisional  Synod  of  the  Province ;  and  the  delegates  so  chosen,  together 
with  the  Bishops  of  the  Province,  shall  constitute  the  said  Provisional 
Synod. 

§  IV.  The  Primate  of  every  Province,  or,  in  the  case  of  his  death  or 
disability,  the  senior  Bishop  thereof,  shall  summon  such  Provisional 
Synod  to  meet  at  some  convenient  place  in  the  Province,  within  three 
mouths. 

§  V.  The  said  Provisional  Synod  may  enact  statutes  for  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Provincial  Synod,  and  for  the  exercise  by  it  of  legislative 
powers,  not  iricousistent  with  the  constitutional  powers  of  the  General 
Synod,  for  the  couunou  interests  of  the  Church  within  the  Province,  and 
for  a  uniform  mode  of  trial  of  Presbyters  and  Deacons.  No  statute  so 
enacted  shall  have  force  or  validity  in  any  Diocese  unless  ratified  bj-  such 
Diocese,  or  in  any  Missionary  Jurisdiction  unless  assented  to  by  the 
Bishop;  and  no  euactment  of  the  Provincial  Synod  shall  be  of  force  in 
any  Diocese  or  Missionary  Jurisdiction  which  has  not  entered  into  union 
with  the  Provincial  Synod. 

Canon  46. 

of  standing  committees. 

In  every  Diocese  the  Standing  Committee  shall  elect  from  their  own 
body  a  President  and  a  Secretary.  Thev  may  meet  in  conformity  with 
their  own  rules  from  time  to  time,  and  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  pro- 
ceedings; and  the  President  may  summon  a  special  meeting  whenever  he 
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may  deem  it  necessary.  They  shall  be  summoned  on  the  requisition  of 
the  Bishop  whenever  he  shall  wish  for  their  advice ;  and  they  maj'  meet 
of  their  own  accord  and  agreeably  to  their  own  rules  whenever  they  may 
be  disposed  to  advise  him. 

Caxon  47.. 

of  new  dioceses. 

§  I.  Whenever  a  new  Diocese  shall  be  formed  within  the  Umits  of 
any  Diocese,  or  by  the  junction  of  two  or  more  Dioceses,  or  parts  of 
Dioceses,  or  in  a  Missionary  Jurisdiction,  and  the  same  shall  have  been 
ratified  by  the  Greneral  Synod,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  or  Jurisdiction 
within  the  limits  of  which  a  Diocese  is  formed,  or  in  case  of  the  junction 
of  two  or  more  Dioceses  or  Jurisdictions,  or  parts  of  Dioceses  or  Juris- 
dictions, the  senior  Bishop  by  consecration  shall  thereupon  call  the 
Primary  Convention  of  the  new  Diocese,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  it 
to  organize,  and  shall  fix  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  same,  such 
place  being  within  the  territorial  limits  of  the  new  Diocese. 

§  II.  In  case  there  should  be  no  Bishop  who  can  call  such  Primary 
Convention,  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  provisions,  then  the  duty  of  call- 
ing such  Convention  for  the  purpose  of  organizing,  and  of  fixing  the 
time  and  place  of  its  meeting,  shall  be  vested  in  the  standing  Committee 
of  the  Diocese  or  Jurisdiction  within  the  limits  of  which  the  new  one  is 
erected,  or  tlie  Standing  Committee  of  the  oldest  of  the  Dioceses  or 
Jurisdictions  by  the  junction  of  which,  or  of  parts  of  which,  the  new 
Diocese  may  be  formed.  And  such  Standing  Committee  shall  malice  the 
call  immediately  after  the  ratification  thereof  bv  the  General  Synod. 

§  IJJ.  Whenever  one  Diocese  is  about  to  be  divided  into  two  Dioceses, 
the  Convention  of  such  Diocese  shall  declare  which  portion  thereof  is  to 
be  the  new  Diocese,  and  shall  make  the  same  known  to  the  General 
Synod  before  the  ratification  of  such  division. 

§  rv.  Whenever  the  formation  of  a  new  Diocese  shall  be  ratified  by 
the  General  Synod,  such  new  Diocese  shall  be  considered  as  admitted 
under  Article  V"II.  of  the  Constitution,  as  soon  as  it  shall  have  organized 
in  Primary  Convention,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  previous  sec- 
tions of  this  Canon,  and  shall  have  acceded  to  the  Constitution.  The 
naming  of  the  new  Diocese  shall  be  part  of  its  organization. 

Canon  48. 
of  parishes  and  congregations. 

§  I.  Every  Congregation  of  this  Church  shall  belong  to  the  Church 
In  the  Diocese  or  Jurisdiction  in  wiiich  its  place  of  worsiiip  is  situated. 
And  no  Minister  having  a  Parish  or  Cure  in  more  than  one  Jurisdiction 
shall  have  a  seat  in  the  Couveutiou  of  any  Jurisdiction  other  than  that 
in  which  he  has  canonical  residence. 

§  II.  I.  The  ascertainment  and  defining  of  the  boundaries  of  exist- 
ing Parishes  or  parochial  Cures,  as  well  as  the  establishment  of  a  new 
Parish  or  Congregation,  and  the  formation  of  a  new  Parish  within  the 
limits  of  any  other  Parish,  is  left  to  the  action  of  the  several  Diocesan 
Conventions. 

11.  Until  a  Canon  or  other  regulation  of  a  Diocesan  Convention  shall 
have  been  adopted,  the  formation  of  new  Parishes,  or  the  establishment 
of  new  Parishes  or  Congregations  within  the  limits  of  existing  Parishes, 
shall  be  vested  in  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  acting  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee  thereof,  and  In  case  of 
there  being  no  Bishop  In  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority.

§  III.  i.  Where  Parish  boundaries  are  not  defined  by  law,  or  settled 
by  Diocesan  Authority  under  Section  II.  of  this  Canon,  or  are  not  other- 
wise settled,  they  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  this  section,  be  defined  by 
the  civil  divisions  of  the  State,  as  follows : 

Parochial  boundaries  shall  be  the  limits  as  now  fixed  by  law,  of  a  yiUige, 
town,  township,  incorporated  borough,  city,  or  of  some  division  of  any 
such  civil  district,  which  may  have  been  recognized  by  the  Bishop,  act- 
ing with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  as  constitat- 
ing  the  boundaries  of  a  Parish. 

ii.  If  there  be  but  one  Church  or  Conj^regation  within  the  Ifanits  of 
such  village,  town,  township,  borough,  city,  or  such  division  of  |i  civil 
district,  as  herein  provided,  the  same  shall  be  deemed  t^e  parochial 
Cure  of  the  Minister  having  charge  thereof.  If  there  be  two  or  more 
Churches  or  Congregations  therein,  it  shall  be  deemed  the  Cure  of  the 
Ministers  thereof. 

iii.  This  Canon  shall  not  affect  the  legal  rights  of  property  of  any 
Parish  or  Congregation. 

§  IV.  i.  It  shall  be  lawful,  under  the  conditions  hereinafter  stated,  to 
organize  a  Congregation  in  any  foreign  land,  other  than  Great  Britain 
and  Ireland,  and  the  colonies  and  dependencies  thereof,  and  not  within 
the  iurisdiction  of  any  Missionary  Bishop  of  this  Church. 

if.  The  Bishop  in  charge  of  such  Congregations  may  authorize  any 
Presbyter  of  this  Church  to  officiate  temporarily  at  any  place  to  be 
named  by  him  within  an}*^  such  foreign  land,  upon  being  satisfied  that  it 
is  expedient  to  establish  at  such  place  a  congregation  of  this  Church. 

iii.  Such  I*resbyter,  after  having  publicly  officiate  at  such  place  on 
four  consecutive  Sundays,  may  nominate  to  the  Bishop  in  charge  suit- 
able persons  who  may  be  appointed  by  him  to  act  as  warden,  cle»,  and 
treasurer  of  the  Congregation,  until  such  time  as  the  Congregation  be 
organized.  At  any  period  not  less  than  six  months  thereafter,  with  the 
consent  of  the  Bishop  in  charge,  notice  may  be  given,  in  the  thne  of 
Divine  Service,  that  a  meeting  of  the  male  persons  of  full  age  belonging 
to  this  Church,  and  attending  the  services,  will  be  held,  at  a  time  and 
place  to  be  named  by  him,  to  organize  the  Congregation.  The  said  meet- 
ing may  proceed  to  eftect  an  organization,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
said  Bishop  and  the  Standing  Committee,  hereinafter  provided  for,  and  in 
conformity  with  such  regulations  as  the  said  Standing  Committee  may 
l^rescribe. 

iv.  Before  beino^  taken  under  the  direction  of  the  General  Synod  of 
this  Church,  such  Congregation  shall  be  required,  in  its  Constitution,  or 
Plan,  or  Articles  of  Organization,  to  recognize  and  accede  to  the  Consti- 
tution, Canons,  Doctrine,  Discipline,  and  Worship  of  this  Church,  and  to 
agree  to  submit  to  and  obey  such  directions  as  may  be,  from  time  to 
time,  received  from  the  Bishop  in  charge. 

V.  The  desire  of  such  Congregation  to  be  taken  under  the  direction  of 
the  General  Synod  shall  be  duly  cortifled  by  the  Minister,  one  Churi'h- 
warden,  and  two  Vestrymen  or  Trustees  of  said  Congregation,  duly 
elected  at  its  meeting  for  organization. 

vi.  Such  certificate,  and  tlie  Constitution,  Plan,  or  Articles  of  Or^n- 
ization,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  General  S>Tiod  if  it  be  in  session,  or  to 
the  Primus  at  any  other  time;  and  in  case  the  same  are  found  8atis»- 
faotory,  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies  of  the  General  Synod, 
under  written  instruction  from  the  Primus,  shall  thereupon  place  the 
name  of  the  Congregation  on  the  list  of  Congregations  in  foreign  land;* 
under  the  direction  of  the  General  Synoii;  and  a  certificate  of  the  «»id 
official  action  shall  be  forwarded  to  and  filed  by  the  Kegistrar  of  thi> 
Church.  Such  Congregations  are  placed  under  the  government  and  juris- 
diction of  the  Primus. 
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vSI.  The  Primus  may,  from  time  to  time,  by  written  commission  under 
his  own  :4i;^u:iture  and  seal,  assign  to  any  other  Bishop  of  this  Churcti, 
having  juri:»diction  in  the  United  States,  the  full  charge  of  one  or  more 
of  such  Congregations,  and  the  Ministers  officiating  therein,  for  such 
period  of  time  as  he  may  deem  expedient ;  Provided,  that  such  commis- 
sion shall  not  extend  to  a  period  longer  than  three  years,  and  shall  then 
cease  and  determine  unless  renewed  by  the  Primus.  For  the  expenses 
of  Episcopal  ministrations  there  shall  be  paid  to  the  Primus  by  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  General  Synod  a  sum  not  to  exceed  five  hundred  dollars 
annually,  every  such  Congregation  providing  for  the  Bishop  in  charge 
during  his  official  visitation. 

viif.  To  aid  the  Primus,  or  the  Bishop  in  charge  of  Congregations  in 
foreign  lands,  in  administering  the  affairs  of  the  same,  and  m  settling 
such  questions  as  may,  by  reason  of  their  peculiar  situation,  arise,  there 
shall  be  a  Standing  Committee,  to  consist  of  communicants  of  this 
Church,  who  shall  be  chosen  as  follows : 

Each  Congregation  under  the  direction  of  the  Oeneral  S}'nod  shall 
have  the  right  to  choose  one  layman,  and  the  General  Synod  shall  nomi- 
nate four  persons,  of  whom  two  at  least  shall  be  Ministers,  who  shall 
hold  office  until  the  next  triennial  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  or 
until  their  successors  are  chosen ;  and  these  and  the  Ministers  of  said 
organized  Congregations  shall  constitute  the  Standing  Committee,  with 
whom  the  Bishop  in  charge  may  meet  at  his  discretion.  If  the  Standing 
Committee  meet  in  the  United  States,  three  of  the  four  members  chosen 
by  the  General  Synod,  the  Bishop  in  charge  being  present,  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum.  If  the  meeting  be  held  in  a  foreign  land,  three  of  the 
Ministers  of  said  Congregations  and  two  of  the  lay  delegates  therefrom, 
the  Bishop  in  charge  oeing  present,  or  in  his  absence,  one  of  the  said 
Ministers  authorized  by  him  to  act  in  his  stead,  shall  constitute  a 
quorum.  This  Standing  Committee  shall  be  a  council  of  advice  to  the 
Bishop.  They  shall  be  summoned  on  the  requisition  of  the  Bishop, 
whenever  he  shall  desire  their  advice ;  and  they  may  meet  of  their  own 
accord,  and  agreeably  to  their  own  rules,  when  they  may  be  disposed  to 
advise  the  Bi^op. 

ix.  In  case  a  Minister  in  charge  of  a  Congregation  in  a  foreign  land 
shall  be  accused  of  any  offence  under  the  Canons  of  this  Church,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  in  charge  of  such  Congregation  to  summon 
the  Standing  Committee,  and  to  cause  an  inquiry  to  be  instituted  as  to 
the  truth  of  such  accusation ;  and  should  there  be  reasonable  grounds 
for  believing  the  same  to  be  true,  the  said  Bishop,  with  the  Standing 
Committee,  shall  appoint  a  Commission,  consisting  of  three  Ministers 
and  two  laymen,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  meet  in  the  place  where  the 
accused  resides,  and  to  obtain  all  the  evidence  in  the  case  from  the 
parties  interested;  they  shall  give  to  the  accused  all  rights  under 
the  Canons  of  this  Church  which  can  be  exercised  in  a  foreign  land.  The 
judgment  of  the  said  Commission,  solemnly  made,  shall  then  be  sent  to 
the  Bishop  in  charge,  and  to  the  Primus,  and,  if  approved  by  them,  shall 
be  carried  into  effect;  provided,  that  no  sucli  C'ommission  shall  recom- 
mend any  other  discipline  than  admonition  or  removal  from  his  charge 
as  Minister  of  said  Congregation.  Should  the  result  of  the  inquiry  of 
the  aforesaid  Commission  reveal  evidence  tending,  in  their  judgment,  to 
show  that  said  Minister  deserves  a  severer  discipline,  all  the  document** 
in  the  case  shall  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Primus,  who  may  proceed 
against  the  said  Minister,  as  far  as  possible,  according  to  the  Canons  of 
the  General  Synod,  and  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  of  the  Primus. 

X.  If  there  be  a  Congregation  within  the  limits  of  any  city  in  a 
foreign  land,  no  new  Congregation  shall  be  established  in  that  city, 
excppt  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  in  charge,  and  of  the  Standing 
Committee. 
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xi.  In  cases  of  a  difference  between  the  Minister  and  a  Coiurregation 
in  a  foreign  land,  the  Bishop  in  charge  shall,  with  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, duly  examine  the  same,  and  the  said  Bishop  and  Standing 
Committee  shall  have  full  power  to  settle  and  adjust  such  difference  upon 
principles  recoenizi^  in  the  Canons  of  the  General  Synod. 

zii.  No  Mimster  shall  be  allowed  to  take  charge  of  a  Con^e^tion  in 
a  foreign  land,  organized  under  this  Canon,  until  he  shall  have  been 
nominated  by  the  Vestry  thereof,  or,  if  there  be  no  Vestry,  by  the  Stand- 
ing Committee,  and  approved  by  the  Bishop  in  charge ;  and  when  such 
appointment  shall  have  been  accepted  by  the  Minister  so  appointed,  lie 
shall  be  transferred  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Primus. 

Canon  49. 
op  the  constitution  op  the  domestic  and  foreign  missionabt 

SOCIETY  OF    THE    PROTESTANT    EPISCOPAL    CHURCH    IN    THE   UNITED 
STATES  OF  AMERICA. 

The  Constitution  of  the  said  Societv,  which  was  incorporated  by  an 
Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York,  is  hereby  amended  and 
established  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  DOMESTIC  AND  FOREIGN  MISSIONARY  80CIETT 
OP  THE  PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES  OF 
AMERICA,  AS  ESTABLISHED  IN  1820,  AND  SINCE  AMENDED  AT  TARIOCS 
TIMES. 

Article  I.  This  Society  shall  be  known  as  "  The  Domestic  and 
Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America." 

Art.  II.  This  Society  shall  be  considered  as  comprehending  all  per- 
sons who  are  members  of  this  Church. 

Art.  III.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Missions  of  such  Society,  com- 
posed of  the  Bishops  of  this  Church,  the  Deputies  for  the  time  being  to 
the  General  Synod,  and  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  as  here- 
inafter described.  The  Delegates  to  the  House  of  Deputies  from  tlie 
Missionary  Jurisdictions  sluill  liave  the  right  to  seats  without  the  right 
to  vote.  The  Board  of  Missions  thus  constituted  shall  convene  on  the 
third  day  of  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  In  the  place  where  tlie 
House  of  Deputies  holds  Its  sessions,  and  shall  elect  a  Chairman  by  a 
vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members  present,  and  shall  sit  from  time  to 
time  as  the  business  of  the  Board  shall  demand.  The  Board  shall  delib- 
erate as  one  body  under  rules  of  order  to  be  provided  by  the  Board,  the 
members  of  the  ilouse  of  Bishops,  other  than  the  Chairman,  being  seated 
with  the  Deputies  from  their  respective  Dioceses.  When  demanded  by 
any  Ave  members,  the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  orders,  and  a  majority  of 
the  Bishops,  and  of  the  Clerical  members,  and  of  the  Lay  meml>er8,  shall 
concur  to  Insure  action. 

Art.  IV.  There  shall  be  a  Missionary  Council  of  this  Church.  It 
shall  comprise  all  the  Bishops  of  this  Church,  all  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  such  otiier  Ministers  or  Laymen  as  may  be  selected 
by  the  General  Synod  at  Its  triennial  meetings,  and,  in  addition  thereto, 
one  Presbyter  anil  one  LajTnan  from  each  Diocese  or  Missionary  Juris- 
diction, to  be  chosen  by  the  Convention,  or  Convocation,  of  such  Dloce*e 
or  Missionary  Jurisdiction.  This  Council,  so  formed,  shall  meet  annu- 
ally, except  In  those  years  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Missions,  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Boani  of 
Managers,  with  the  approval  of  the  Primus,  to  consider  the  missionary 
work  of  the  Church,  and  to  Increase  Interest  In  the  same.  If  a  presbyter

LT.  VII.  The  salary  of  a  Missionary  Bishop  shall  be  fixed  at  or 
e  the  time  of  his  election,  to  take^  effect  from  the  date  of  his 
cratlon,  and  shall  not  be  diminished  during  his  official  relation  to 
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the  Board  of  Missions  without  his  consent.  All  contributions  by  the 
Missionary  Jurisdictions  for  the  support  of  their  Bishops  shall  be 
reported  to  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  accounted  for  as  part  of  such 
salary. 

Whenever  the  Board  shall  be  satisfied  of  the  ability  of  a  Misslonar}- 
Jurisdiction  to  support  its  Bishop  with  a  salary  not  less  than  that  pro- 
vided for  at  his  consecration,  the  Board  of  Missions  shall  no  longer  be 
required  to  pay  his  salary. 

Art.  VIII.  No  person  shall  be  appointed  a  Missionarv  who  is  not  at 
the  time  a  Minister  in  good  standing  of  the  Protestant  Eplseoiml  Church, 
or  of  some  Church  in  communion  with  this  Church ;  but  nothing  in  this 
Article  shall  preclude  the  Board  of  Managers  from  employing  laymen  or 
women,  members  of  this  Church,  or  of  some  Church  in  communion  with 
the  same,  to  do  Missionary  work. 

Art.  IX.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  appoint  local 
agents  to  represent  the  Society  in  different  parts  of  the  country,  and  i? 
authorized  to  promote  the  formation  of  auxiliary  Missionary  Associa- 
tions, whose  contributions,  as  well  as  those  specially  appropriated  by 
individuals,  shall  be  received  and  paid  in  accordance  with  the  wish  of 
the  donors,  when  expressed  in  writing.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  to  arrange  for  public  Missionary  meetings,  to  beheld 
at  such  times  and  places  as  may  be  determined  upon  to  which  all  auxil- 
iaries approved  by  the  Board  of  Managers  may  send  representatives. 

Art.  X.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  time  by 
the  General  Synod  of  this  Church. 

Canon  60. 
of  general  clergy  relief. 

§  I.  The  General  Synod  at  each  triennial  meeting  shall  elect,  on  the 
nomination  of  a  Joint  Committee  thereof,  fifteen  j^rsons  to  serve  as 
Trustees  of  the  Fund  for  the  Relief  of  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Deceased 
Clergymen,  and  of  Aged,  Infirm,  and  Disabled  Clergymen,  instituted 
by  the  General  Convention  in  1853,  and  incorporated  in  Chapter  459  of 
the  Laws  of  the  State  of  New  York  in  1855.  Said  Trustees  shall  hold 
office  until  tlie  succeeding  General  Synod,  or  until  their  successors  shall 
be  elected,  and  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  Board, 
and  to  appoint  officers  and  agents. 

§  11.  i.  The  widow  of  any  deceased  Clergyman,  remaining  unmarried, 
the  children  of  any  deceased  Clergyman  until  they  have  reached  the  a^ 
of  twenty-one  years,  unless  they  shall  have  married  before  that  age,  and 
any  Clergyman  permanently  disabled,  or  having  reached  the  age  of 
sixty-four  years,  shall  be  entitled,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Trustees,  to 
share  in  the  benefits  of  this  Fund. 

ii.  All  applications  to  the  Trustees  shall  have  the  written  recommen- 
dation of  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  there  be  no  Bishop,  of  the  clerical  mem- 
bers of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  or  Jurisdiction  to  which 
the  applicant  may  belong. 

§  III.  The  resources  of  the  Fund  shall  be  from  such  royalties  as  shall 
be  established  by  the  General  Synod,  from  ofTerings  in  Parishes  or  Con- 
gregations, and  from  such  other  voluntary  gifts  and  legacies  as  may  be 
received. 

§  IV.  The  Trustees  shall  publisli  a  report  on  the  first  of  Septeml)er 
in  each  year,  showing  a  complete  list  ot  all  contributions  to  the  Fund 
within  the  year  past,  and  shall  cause  a  copy  of  such  report  to  be 
sent  to  every  Bishop  and  Clergyman  of  this  Church. 
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§  v.  Contribator^  to  the  Fund  shall  have  the  right  to  designate  how 
their  contributions  shall  be  applied,  and  the  Bishop  of  any  Diocese  or 
Jurisdiction  may  direct  how  the  contributions  of  congregations  in  his 
Diocese  or  Jurisdiction  so  reported,  tlie  use  of  which  has  not  been 
designated,  shall  be  applied. 

§  vl.  The  Trustees  mav  enter  into  i-elations  with  all  kindred  funds 
and  societies  in  the  Church,  and,  so  far  as  may  be  practicable,  secure 
their  co-operation,  to  the  end  that  tliere  may  be  a  complete  record  of  all 
Clergy  Relief  in  the  Church,  and  tliat  such  relief  may  be  distributed 
wisely,  equitably,  and  efficiently. 

Canon  51. 

of  the  distribution  of  the  book  of  common  prater. 

§  I.  The  General  Synod  shall  at  each  triennial  meeting,  on  the  nom- 
ination of  a  Joint  Committee,  appoint  fifteen  persons,  of  whom  the  Cus- 
todian of  the  Standard  Prayer  Book  shall  be  one,  to  constitute  a  Board 
of  Trustees  of  a  Society  to  be  entitled  *'  The  Prayer  Book  Distribution 
Society." 

§  II.  Tlie  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  promote  the  distribution  of 
the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  among  the  people  throughout  the  United 
States  of  America. 

§  III.  An  annual  meeting  of  this  Society  shall  be  held  at  the  same 
time  and  place  as  the  Missionary  Council  and  the  triennial  meeting 
of  the  General  Synod.  On  the  third  day  of  the  General  Synod  this 
Society  shall  report  to  the  two  Houses,  sitting  together  as  the  Board 
of  Missions,  the  operations  of  the  Society  during  the  three  years  past. 

§  rV^.  Existing  incorporated  societies  for  the  publication  and  distribu- 
tion of  the  Prayer  Book  may  become  auxiliaries  to  this  Society,  and  each 
be  entitled  to  one  representative  in  the  Board  of  Trustees.

§  I.  In  all  cases  of  future  enactment,  the  same,  if  by  the  way  of 
amendment  of  an  existing  provision,  shall  be  in  the  following  form : 
"  Canon  ,  Section  ,  Clause  ,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read 
as  follows :  ^'  And  if  the  enactment  is  of  an  additional  Clause,  Section, 
or  Canon,  it  shall  be  designated  as  the  next  Canon  or  next  Section,  or 
next  Clause  of  a  Canon  or  Section ;  and  if  a  Canon  or  Section  or  Clause 
be  stricken  out,  the  existing  numbering  shall  be  retained  until  a  new 
edition  of  the  Canons  be  directed,  or  until  changed  as  in  the  next  Section 
provided. 

§  II.  The  Committee  on  Canons  of  each  House  of  the  General  Synod 
shall,  at  the  close  of  each  regular  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  appoint 
two  of  their  number  to  certify  the  changes,*  if  any,  made  in  the  Canons, 
including  a  correction  of  the  references  made  in  any  canon  to  another, 
and  to  report  the  same,  with  the  proper  arrangement  thereof,  to  the 
Secretary,  who  shall  print  the  same  in  the  Journal.

All  Canons  hereafter  enacted,  unless  otherwise  specially  ordered, 
shall  take  eftect  on  the  first  day  of  January  following  the  adjournment 
of  the  General  Synod  at  which  they  were  liiade.

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REPORT  OF  THE  JOINT  C03DUSSI0X  ON  ARCHIVES. 

The  preservation  of  the  documentary  material  of  the  history  of  the 
A^rnerican  Church  was  first  undertaken  by  the  venerable  William  \Vhite. 
It  was  in  his  youth  that  by  the  publication  of  "  ITie  case  of  the  Episco- 
pal Churches  Considered"  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  Church's 
autonomy  and  organization  as  a  branch  of  the  Church  Catholic  of  Christ, 
independent  of  the  Mother  Church  of  England,  were  first  enunciated. 
It  Was  he  who  presided  over  the  first  ecclesiastical  assembly  of  the 
^hurch  of  all  time  numbering  laymen  as  well  as  the  Clergy  in  its  num- 
t>«r8,  and  according  to  them  the  position  and  privileges  they  have  ever 
||nce  maintained  in  our  councils.    It  was  in  correspondence  with  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Beach  of  New  Jersey,  that  William  White  initiated  the  meas- 
JJ^'es  resulting  in  the  assembling  of  the  '*  primary  "  Convention  of  Octo- 
^r,    1784,   and  the  organization  of    the    General  Convention  of    the 
Churches  in  the  Middle  and  Southern  States.    It  was  this  ecclesiastical 
^J^^tesman  on  whose  head  were  first  laid  the  consecrating  hands  of 
the  ^English  Archbishops  and  Bishops  in  communicating  the  apostolical 
^^ccession  in  the  English  line.     It  was  to  Bishop  White's  conciliatory 
H^^rit  and  freedom  from  partisanship  or  prejudice  that  the  union  of  Now 
r^^gland  Churches,  with  the  apostolic  Seabury  at  their  head,  with  their 
^^liow  Churchmen  to  the  southward  is  largely  due.    It  was  the  privilege 
*  this  great  and  good  Bishop,  during  nearly  a  half  century,  to  preside 
^^t  only  over  his  own  See  with  unexampled' dignity  and  acceptance,  but 
g^^r  the  destinies  of  the  American  Church  slow-ly  rising  from  the  depres- 
*^^n  and  desolations  of  the  war. 

With  these  opportunities  for  the  acquisition  of  documents  and  papers 
"ngto  our  ecclesiastical  history  during  a  ministerial  life  of  more 
n  three-score  years.  Bishop  White  laid  aside  for  reference  and  preser- 
j^^  tion  the  data  of  our  Church's  annals.  Making  use  of  his  collections  in 
t^^^  most  valuable  "  Memoirs  of  the  Church,"  first  published  in  1821  and 
j^^^n  issued  under  the  editorship  of  the  Rev.  Francis  Lister  Hawks, 
|w^^I>.,  LL.D.,  with  very  material  additions,  in  1836,  the  Bishop  placed 
ij^^  the  hands  of  Dr.  Hawks  the  major  and  more  important  part  of  his 

-^e-time's  collections, 
r^  The  Appendix  to  the  Journal  of  1823  contains  a  report  of  a  Joint  Com- 
t.  ^^  Ittee  appointed  by  the  preceding  Convention  (1820)  to  make  a  collec- 
c:^J^^n  of  the  Journals  of  the  General  and  Diocesan  Conventions,  and  of 
j^^^^her  documents  connected  with  the  history  of  the  Church  in  the  United 
^  ^:ate8.  This  report  is  signed  by  William  White,  George  Boyd,  and  Jack- 
^r^^^n  Kemper.  It  is  announced'  that  the  collections  gathered  *'  almost 
f^^^tirely  "  by  Bishop  White  were  deposited  in  the  Library  of  St.  James's 
^orch,  Philadelphia,  under  the  care  of  the  Society  for  the  Advancement 
^  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania.  Among  these  collections  there  is  a 
anuBcript  of  the  first  meetings  of  committees  for  orgatdiVii^tYv&CYvxrcOcu 
manuBcript  was  endorsed  as  follows : 
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I  deposit  this  with  the  Committee  of  the  General  Convention  for  col- 
lecting Journals :  it  bein^  the  original  record  of  the  first  steps  taken  for 
the  organizing  of  the  Episcopal  Church  throughout  the  Union.

A  collection  in  writing  from  the  records  of  the  office  of  the  Bishop  of 
London,  relative  to  the  Church  in  this  country,  endorsed  as  follows : 

This  manuscript  was  copied  from  the  records  of  the  office  of  the 
Bishop  of  Lond6n,  by  the  Rev.  Alexander  Murray,  who  had  been  Mis- 
sionary in  Pennsylvania  before  the  Revolution.  He  went  to  England 
during  the  war.  When  measures  began  to  be  taken  for  the  organizing  of 
the  Episcopal  Church,  he  began  a  correspondence  with  me,  and  trans- 
mitted some  information  which  was  important,  and  had  an  effect  on  tbe 
proceedings  of  the  General  Convention  of  1785.  On  my  arrival  in  Eng- 
land with  Bishop  Provoost,  in  the  latter  end  of  1786,  Dr.  Murray  coni- 
municated  to  us,  that  he  had  been  making  such  transcripts  as  the  foUow- 
iug ;  but  we  held  them  irrelevant  to  the  situation  in  which  we  were,  and 
did  not  ask  for  a  perusal  of  them.  Within  a  year  or  two  after  our  return 
to  America,  he  returned  also,  and  took  up  his  residence  in  Philadelphia, 
where  he  died  in  the  Yellow  Fever  of  1793.  Before  his  decease  he  gave 
me  this  transcript.  And  I  lay  it  by,  among  papers  relative  to  the  Church, 
not  knowing  how  far  it  may  hereafter  be  a  document  gratifying  to 
curiosity.

A  volume  containing  Journals  of  the  General  Cy)nvention  from  the 
year  1785  to  1814  inclusive  to  which  are  added  the  Pastoral  Letters  from 
the  House  of  Bishops  for  the  years  1808,  1811,  1814.  On  the  first  page  of 
this  volume  the  following  statement  is  written : 

This  volume  is  the  only  entire  collection,  within  my  knowledge,  of 
the  original  Journals  of  the  General  Convention,  from  the  beginning,  for 
the  space  of  thirty  years.  It  may  be  of  use  in  determining  on  any  ques- 
tions which  may  arise  concerning  any  particular  of  the  republication  of 
tlie  Journals  by  John  Bioren.  Accordingly,  I  deposited  with  the  Com- 
mittee appointed  by  the  last  General  Convention,  for  the  collection  of 
Journals.  I  also  deposit  with  the  Committee  my  collection  of  Journals 
of  the  Conventions  in  the  dillerent  States;  comprehending,  I  believe, 
almost  all  which  have  been  edited.  Those  for  several  of  the  States  are 
entire.

We  need  not  subjoin  this  list  as  indicating  the  Journals 
tliat  time  supposed  to  be  attamable,  as  in  nearly  every  instance  the 
blng  issues  have  been  subsequently  obtained.  The  Committee  closed 
ir  report  with  an  appeal  for  Journals,  Pastorals,  Charges,  Convention 
inons,  Reports  of  Societies,  Church  pamphlets,  and  the  rei>orts  of 
1  Venerable  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  in  Foreign 
rts. 
It  is  an  interesting  fact,  in  connection  with  the  gift  to  the  Church  of 

original  editions  of  its  Journals  for  thirty  years  with  the  autograph 
sstation  of  Bishop  White,  that  this  yolmne  was  not  only  made  use  of 
ilie  correction  of  the  proofs  of  what  is  known  as  the  Bioren  Reprint 
blie  early  Journals  (1786-1814)  by.  Bishop  White,  but  was  also  used  in 
1  preparation  of  Perry's  Reprint  (1785-1835)  and  was  accepted  by  both 
uses  of  Convention,  in  the  absence  of  manuscript,  as  authority  for  the 
inge  of  the  conjunctive  ''^and''''  between  the  words  ^^ClericaV^  and 
yflty'Mn  Article  2  of  the  Constitution  to  the  disjunctive  ^^or^^  as 
nted  in  the  original  edition  of  1789.  It  was  ascertained  that  the  word 
r  "  was  uniformly  used  in  this  connection  until  the  year  1808,  when, 
*oagh  inadvertence  or  by  tjrpographical  error,  this  change  was  made. 
e  invention  of  1871  directed  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies, 
charged  with  the  publication  of  the  official  papers  of  the  Church,  to 
ike  the  change  so  that  future  issues  of  the- Constitution  should  conform 
the  original  Journal  of  1789. 

In  1835  the  Rev.  Francis  Lister  Hawks,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  memorialized 
5  Houses  of  Convention  with  reference  to  the  collection  of  the  material 
the  Church's  history.  He  had  begun  with  the  active  co-operation  of 
8  Rev.  Edward  Rutled^e,  of  South  Carolina,  an  effort  for  the  gather- 
5  and  preservation  of  tnese  even  then  rapidly  disappearing  pamphlets 
d  papers  which  related  to  the  story  of  the  American  Church.  After 
e  years  of  labour  in  the  midst  of  which  the  Rev.  Mr.  Rutledge  died 
ter  having  secured  a  wide  reputation  as  a  successful  and  even  brilliant 
•iter  on  general  ecclesiastical  history,  Dr.  Hawks  prayed  the  General 
mvention  f or  the  appointment  of  {<i)  ''a  collector  and  conservator  of 
I  books,  pamphlets,  documents,  mauiiscripts,  etc.,  which  are  connected 
ith  or  throw  light  upon  the  proceedings  of  the  Church  in  any  part  of 
ir  country,  either  in  past  or  present  times";  and  (b)  authorizing  this 
conservator  "  to  ask  *Mu  the  name  of  the  Church  at  large  "  for  contri- 
itions  of  books,  documents,  etc.,  as  would  further  the  objects  of  the 
lurch  in  this  appointment.  lu  this  connection  attention  was  called  to 
the  large  mass  of  materials  for  our  colonial  Church  history',-'  preserved 

the  libraries  of  '*  the  Archiepiscopal  palace  at  Lambeth,  the  office  of 
le  venerable  Society  for  Propagating  the  Gospel  in  Foreign  Parts,  as 
ell  as  in  some  other  institutions  in  Loudon  of  less  note,"  known  to 
mtain  valuable  documents  illustrative  of  our  early  hlstovy.    '^iZY^fc  \\axw.^ 
\  submitted,  further  advised  the  deposit  of  these  hooka,  OLocxrcaaiiXA^^Vi-^ 
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in  the  Library  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  under  the  care  of 
the  conservator,  and  it  announced  the  gift  of  between  seventy  and  eif  hty 
volumes  of  Church  periodicals  and  newspapers,  which,  although  Tod^ 
since  scattered,  no  one  can  tell  where,  are  interesting  as  indicating  the 
value  of  this  collection  at  its  start :

It  is  deeply  to  be  regretted  that  the  words  of  Dr.  Hawks  in  this  con- 
nection did  not  receive  the  attention  they  so  well  deserved.  ^*  There  is* 
little  doubt  that  the  Church  might,  with  but  little  effort,  procure  perfect 
sets  of  every  periodical  which  has  been  published  in  this  country  bv 
members  of  our  Communion,  and  experience  enables  the  writer  to  adi 
that  in  manv  instances  they  would  be  found  to  furnish  valuable  material 
to  him  who  IS  engaged  in  ecclesiastical  research.'' 

Twenty  bound  volumes  of  Journals  were  also  include<l  in  Dr.  Hawk*' 
gift.  These  have  also  disappeared.  There  were  also  twenty  volumes  of 
manuscript  letters  and  papers  of  deceased  Bishops  and  others  promineni 
in  the  early  days  of  the  Church  in  this  country. 

It  will  be  borne  in  mind  in  connection  with  this  list  of  books  and 
manuscripts  that  Dr.  Hawks,  in  view  of  the  historical  publications  h»* 
had  then  in  hand,  coupled  with  the  announcement  of  his  gifts,  the  condi- 
tion that  he  *'  is  obliged  to  withhold  its  immediate  delivery."  There 
was  added  the  pledge  that*' the  books,  however,  shall  be  carefully 
preserved,  and  provision  made  for  their  ultimate  coming  into  the  posse!*- 
sion  of  the  Church.'*' 

This  communication  w^as  received  by  the  Committee  of  the  Convention, 
of  which  Bishop  William  3Iea(le  was  the  Chairman,  with  every  expres- 
sion of  interest  and  gratitude.  The  Committee  recommended  application 
to  the  authorities  m  England  for  permission  to  copy  the  manuscripi 
in  England  relating  to  American  Church  aflairs.  The  Convention 
agreed  to  the  terms  of  the  gift,  as  given  above,  and  appointed  Dr.  Hawks 
as  the  Conservator  of  the  documents  in  question. 

In  the  Conservator's  Report  to  the  General  Convention  of  1838,  men- 
tion was  made  of  additional  collections,  the  very  titles  of  which  attest  the 
energy  of  the  Conservator,  and  the  great  value  and  interest  of  the  his- 
torical material  he  had  acciuired.  There  had  l>een  added  to  the  books, 
pamphlets  and  manuscripts,  obtained  from  the  families  of  deceas*^ 
Iii.shoi)s  and  leading  clergy,  while  the  eighteen  folio  volumes  of  manu- 
script transcripts  from  the  archives  at  Lambeth,  Fulham,  and  the  ven- 
erable Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  in  Foreign  Parts,  made 
the  collection  rich  both  in  printed  matter  and  in  unpublished  niann- 
scripts.  The  charges  for  the  copying  and  binding  of  these  transcript* 
was  largely  borne  by  the  Corporation  of  Trinity  Church,  New  York, 
which  added  liberally  to  the  i)ersonal  gifts  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hawks.  Tlu' 
correspondence  attending  the  acquisition  of  tliese  volumes,  as  given  in 
the  Appendix  to  tlie  Joui*nal  of  the  General  Convention  of  1838,  is  full  of 
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nterest,  and  one  cannot  but  recognize  the  truth  of  the  Conservator's 
ttatement,  that  at  length,  and  largely  through  the  pious  forethought  of 
bishop  White,  and  the  earnest  eflfort  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hawks,  "  the  Con- 
rentlon  has  now  a  very  valuable  library  of  materials  for  our  Ecclesiasti- 
\\\  History.**  That  the  Church  to-day,  after  the  lapse  of  half  a  century, 
luring  which  time  these  data  of  our  history  have  been  exposed  again 
ind  again  to  danger  and  loss,  possesses  so  much  of  the  material  gathered 
)y  Bishop  White  and  Dr.  Hawks,  is  a  matter  of  profound  gratitude  to 
lim  Who  would  have  us  '*  remember  the  years  of  the  right  Hand  of 
iod." 

The  Conservator  had  not  been  idle  in  making  use  of  the  historical 
luthorities  he  had  gathered.  The  contributions  to  the  History  of  the 
'hurch  in  Virginia  and  in  Maryland,  and  the  almost  priceless  volume  on 
*  The  Constitution  and  Canons,"  are  the  results  of  Dr.  Hawks'  untiring 
nergy  in  gathering  data,  and  of  his  skill  in  weaving  his  material  into 
charming  narratives  and  authoritative  history.  Subsequent  events  inter- 
upted  the  continuance  of  an  historical  work  which  would  else  have  given 
o  us,  from  a  scholar  of  unquestioned  ability,  and  a  writer  of  unusual 
aste,  the  story  of  our  ecclesiastical  annals  from  the  earliest  days  of 
llscovery  and  settlement  down  to  modern  days.  As  It  was,  in  1859,  the 
3reneral  Convention  associated  with  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hawks  the  present 
Secretary  of  the  Commission  on  Archives,  In  an  effort  to  add  to  a  reprint 
>f  our  early  legislation  — 1785-1835  —  with  illustrative  and  historical 
lotes,  giving  the  documentary  history  of  the  Church.jgathered  from  the 
nanuscripts  and  volumes  In  the  Conservator's  hands.  This  reprint,  which 
-esulted  In  the  Issue  of  a  single  volume  at  the  very  opening  of  the  Civil 
fVar,  and  a  number  of  years  later,  and  only  after  the  decease  of  the  Rev. 
)r.  Hawks  reached  completion  In  a  publication  of  three  volumes, 
KJtavo,  the  third  volume  containing  the  notes  and  papers  referred  to, 
s  now  rapidly  becoming  as  rare  as  the  "  Bioren  "  reprint  of  1817,  edited 
)y  Bishop  White,  which  Is  scarcely  less  dlflftcult  to  obtain  than  the  orig- 
nal  editions  themselves. 

As  has  been  Intimated,  the  historical  collections  were  still  retained  in 
he  hands  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hawks.  Stored  with  his  library,  in  the  city 
)f  New  York,  they  passed  through  a  conflagration,  traces  of  which 
ippear  on  the  volumes  which  were  packed  with  the  remains  of  the  same 
loble  library  when  Dr.  Hawks  was  proposing  a  removal,  the  most 
mportant  of  them  were  obtained  by  the  writer  of  this  report  who  was 
hen  preparing  the  notes  to  the  Reprint  of  the  Early  Journals  (1785- 
.835),  and  have  remained  in  his  possession  until  the  present  time.  Tliey 
ire  now  in  course  of  re-arrangement  and  perfecting  the  addition  of  other 
naterial  of  like  nature,  for  placing  in  the  fitting  room  secured  for  them 
it  the  Church  Missions  House  in  New  York. 

On  the  decease  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hawks,  the  writer  of  this  report,  as 
laving  been  associated  with  him  in  historical  work  and  as  chosen  to  fill 
lis  place  as  Historiographer  of  the  American  Church,  —  applied  to  the 
'amily  of  the  deceased  Conservator  for  the  collection  of  manuscripts, 
>ooks,  pamphlets,  and  papers  Dr.  Hawks  had  again  and  again  pro- 
K)sed  to  place  in  the  Church's  care  and  ownership.  The  family,  in  the 
ibsenee  of  any  detalled*list  of  these  manuscripts  and  papers,  very  properly 
ixacted  some  proof  of  the  Church's  ownership  of  the  various  articles  to 
^hich  claim  had  been  made,  and  everything  in  the  library  which  I  was 
ible  to  describe  and  prove  to  be  the  Church's  property,  and  these  mauu- 
and  papers,  are  now  either  in  the  Registrar's  hands  or  will  be 
few  days,  ^s  they  are  now  in  process  of  packing  and  arrange- 
parpose. 

I  manuscript  transcripts,  unfortunately  reduced  in  number 
Jbe  in  which  one  volume,  foitunately  previously  copied^ 
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was  destroyed,  the  writer  of  the  report  has,  with  the  approbation  of  the 
Church  in  General  Conventions,  published,  with  the  co-operation  of  the 
late  Rev.  Dr.  Hawks,  "  The  Documentary  History  of  the  Church  in 
Connecticut,"  in  two  octavo  volumes,  and  a  portion  of  the  "  Documen- 
tary History  of  the  Church  in  South  Carolina."  This  series  was  inter- 
rupted by  tne  Civil  War.  Subsequently,  the  present  Historiographer  ha.* 
privately  printed  in  sumptuous  quarto  volumes,  under  the  title  of  '*  The 
Historical  Collections  of  the  American  Colonial  Church," —  Virginia, 
Pennsylvania,  Massachusetts,  Maryland,  and  Delaware.  Copies  of  the** 
volumes  are  in  the  Registrar's  keeping.  They  are  out  of  print,  the 
undistributed  copies  of  two  of  these  volumes  having  been  destroyed  by  a 
conflagration  at  the  printing  house  where  they  were  being  issued  from 
the  press. 

The  present  Historiographer  has  added  largely  and  materially  to  these 
collections.    A  list  will  be  submitted  to  the  next  General  Convention. 

Your  Commission  desires  to  recognize  the  pains  and  cure  taken  by  the 
Registrar  of  the  collection  already  in  his  hands,  and  they  heartily  i>om- 
mend  his  labour  of  love  in  gathering  from  all  available  sources,  all  ma- 
terial now  existing  and  within  his  reach,  which  may  add  to  the  value  of 
our  historical  material.  They  trust  that  through  the  gathering  of  these 
manuscripts  and  papers  there  may  be  awakened  a  new  interest  in  our 
Church's  history.  Thev  recall  witli  no  little  interest  the  fact  that  through 
the  inspiration  of  the  late  Historiographer  of  the  American  Church,  tne 
Rev.  Dr.  Hawks,  there  was  formed,  in  1850,  an  Historical  Society  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  which  in  1851-2  published  two  valu- 
able octavo  volumes  of  collections.  These  books,  as  is  the  case  with 
much  of  our  historical  material,  are  out  of  print,  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
a  fresh  attempt  may  be  made  in  connection  with  the  depositary  we  now 
have  at  the  Church  Missions  House  for  the  preservation  of  our 
Church's  historical  documents,  by  the  formation  of  a  Church  Historical 
Club  or  Society,  not  only  to  gather  for  the  Registrar's  files,  but  also  to 
])ublish  the  material  which  may  be  gathered  for  the  elucidation  of  our 
historj',  and  the  acquainting  of  the  world  with  our  historical  position  ;i> 
pre-enihiently  the  Cbuivh  of  the  Engli>»h  raco  on  this  North  American 
Continent.

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TRIEXXIAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BISHOP   IN   CHARGE    OF  THE 
AMERICAN  CHURCH  ON  THE  CONTINENT  OF  EUROPE. 

The  Bishop  In  charge  of  the  American  Chapels  on  the  Continent  has 
the  honour  of  presenting  his  triennial  report,  and  encloses  herewith  the 
reports  to  him  of  the  Clergy  in  charge.  He  has  made  one  visitation  of 
the  Churches  since  the  last  general  Convention,  in  the  winter  and  spring 
of  1893.  And  in  1894  visitations  were  held  at  his  request  by  the  kindness 
of  other  visiting  Bishops.  The  condition  of  the  churches  is  in  all  ways 
satisfactory  and  good.  In  Paris  the  additional  work  undertaken  in  the 
Latin  Quarter,  which  was  interrupted  by  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Newell,  still  goes  on  under  the  care  of  the  Rev.  S.  K.  Kelly.  In  Dresden 
the  attractiveness  and  working  power  of  the  parish  has  been  largely 
increased  by  the  completion  of  a  most  admirable  rectory.  Much  has 
been  done  in  Rome  toward  the  adornment  of  the  already  beautiful 
church,  and  the  rectory  there  is  finished  and  occupied.  The  summer 
work  at  Lucerne  has  been  carried  on  every  summer  under  Clergy 
appointed  by  me  each  separate  season.  The  changes  in  the  resident 
Clergy  are  as  follows : 

T^e  Rev.  Mr.  Cornell  havinj^;  resigned  Nice,  the  Rev.  W.  S.  Adamson 
was  elected  and  appointed  in  his  place.  And  the  vacancy  in  Geneva  has 
been  filled  by  the  election  and  appointment  of  the  Rev.  Percy  Gordon 
80  that  the  list  of  foreign  Clergy  consists  of  the  Rev.  R.  J.  Nevin,  D.D., 
St.  Paul's  Church,  Rome;  Rev.  J.  B.  Morgan,  D.D.,  rector  of  the  Church 
of  the  Holy  Trinity,  Paris;  Rev.  W.  S.  Adamson,  rector  of  the  Church 
of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  Nice ;  Rev.  H.  A.  Venables,  rector  of  St.  James's 
Church,  Florence;  Rev.  T.  S.  Caskey,  rector  of  St.  John's  Church, 
Dresden ;  Rev.  Percy  Gordon,  rector  of  Emmanuel  Cliurch,  Geneva,  and 
the  Rev.  S.  K.  Kelly,  in  charge  of  St.  Luke's  Chapel,  Paris. 

Services  have  been  held  each  Sunday  in  the  church  which  we  occupy 
in  common  with  the  old  Catholic  Congregation  in  Lucerne,  by  the  Kev. 
W.  S.  Boardman,  the  Rev.  Geo.  J.  Pine,  and  the  Rev.  Henry  F.  Allen, 
Acting  under  my  appointment. 

The  confirmations  given  by  me  and  by  the  other  Bishops  in  the 
foreign  parishes  are  as  follows : 

In  St.  Paul's  Church,  Rome,  fourteen  persons ;  in  the  Church  of  the 
^^oly  Spirit,  Nice,  fifteen  persons ;  in  Emmanuel  Church,  Geneva,  twelve 
l>erson8;  in  St.  John's  Clmrch,  Dresden,  fourteen  persons;  in  the 
Ohurch  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  Paris,  seventy-five  persons,  four  of  wliom 
"^^ere  from  St.  Luke's  Chapel;  in  St.  James's  Church,  Florence,  six 
J^ersons. 

On  IMesday,  the  4th  of  April,  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity, 
^aris,  I  advanced  the  Rev.  William  Whiting  Newell  to  the  priesthood. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Bishops  of  New  Hampshire,  Iowa,  and  New 
^'ork,  for  kind  services  rendered  in  visitations  in  the  years  when  I  was 
i:kot  there,  among  which  is  to  be  noted  an  ordination  in  the  diaconate 
Vield  by  the  Bishop  of  New  Hampsliire  in  the  Churcli  of  the  Holy  Trinity,

tceaing  year  as  may  serve  to  give  a  comprehensive  view  of  the  prog- 
s,  prospects,  and  present  condition  of  the  work  of  the  Society  in  the 
eral  parts  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  fields.

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CHANGES  IN  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

I.    Change  Finally  Adopted. 

The  following  change  in  the  Constitution,  proposed  in  the  General 
nventjon  of  1892,  and  made  known  to  the  several  Diocesan  Conven- 
ns,  was  finally  agreed  to  and  ratified  in  the  Greneral  Convention  of 
'5,  in  accordance  with  Article  9  of  the  Constitution,  viz. :  the  words 
ssistant  Bishop,"  wherever  they  occurred,  were  stricken  out  and  the 
rds  "  Bishop  Coadjutor  "  were  inserted  in  their  place. 

Changes  Proposed  in  the  General  Convention  op  1895,  and 
ro  BE  Finally  Acted  upon  in  the  General  Convention  of 
L898. 

Fhe  following  amendments  were  proposed  in  the  General  Convention 
L  895,  and  are  to  be  made  known  to  the  several  Diocesan  Conventions, 
Drder  that  they  may  be  finally  acted  upon  in  the  General  Convention 
1.898  : 

Strike  out  the  title  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  following : 
•  Constitutions  and  Canons  for  the  Government  of  that  Portion  of  the 
liolic  Church  known  in  Law  as  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
United  States  of  America  " ;  adding  thereto  the  sub-title,  "  Consti- 
Lons.'' 

tnsert  in  place  of  Articles  1, 2,  and  3  of  the  Constitution  the  following : 


I. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  General  Convention  of  this  Church  con- 
ning of  the  House  of  Bishops  and  the  House  of  Deputies,  which 
tases  shall  sit  and  deliberate  separately ;  and,  in  all  deliberations,  free- 
n  of  debate  shall  be  allowed.  Either  House  may  originate  and  pro- 
t«  legislation,  but  every  act  of  the  General  Convention  must  be 
^pted  by  both  Houses,  and  be  certified  by  the  signatures  of  thePresid- 

Offlcer  and  of  the  Secretary  of  each  House. 
Sec.  2.  Every  Bishop  of  this  Church,  having  jurisdiction,  every 
top  Coadjutor,  and  every  Bishop  whose  resignation  of  jurisdiction 
Jl  have  been  accepted,  shall  have  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the  House  of 
liops.  A  majority  of  all  Bishops  entitled  to  vote,  exclusive  of  those 
o  have  resigned  their  jurisdictions,  and  those  who  are  Bishops  in  for- 
ti  lands,  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
l)usiness. 

Sec.  3.  The  Senior  Bishop  of  this  Church  in  the  order  of  consecra- 
a,  having  jurisdiction  within  the  United  States,  shall  be  the  Presiding 
leer  of  the  House  of  Bishops.  He  shall  discharge  such  duties  as  may 
prescribed  by  the  Constitutions  and  Canons  of  tlie  General  Conven- 
ti,  or,  for  its  own  needs,  by  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  shall  VvoldL 
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office  for  life,  unleas  he  resign  or  be  relieved  from  that  office  by  a  vote  of 
u  majority  of  the  Bishops  entitled  to  a  vote  in  the  House  of  Bishops. 

Sec.  4.  The  Church  in  each  Diocese  which  shall  have  been  admitted 
to  the  General  Convention  shall  be  entitled  to  be  represented  in  the  Houjie 
of  Deputies  by  not  more  than  four  Presbyters,  canonically  resident  in 
the  Diocese,  and  not  more  than  four  Laymen,  communicants  of  this 
Church,  and  having  domicile  in  the  Diocese.  Each  Diocese  shall  pre- 
scribe the  manner  in  which  its  Deputies  shall  be  chosen. 

A  majority  of  the  Dioceses  entitled  to  representation  shall  be  repre- 
sented by  Clerical  Deputies,  and  al^o  a  majority  of  the  Dioceses  so 
entitled  shall  be  represented  by  Lay  Deputies,  to  constitute  a  quommfor 
the  transaction  of  business.  The  absence  of  a  majority  of  the  DeputiM 
of  either  order  of  any  Diocese  shall  not  invalidate  the  representation  of 
such  Diocese,  so  long  as  there  be  present  one  or  more  Deputies  of  either 
order.  If  any  Diocese  be  not  represented,  or  be  represented  in  one  order 
onlv,  such  Diocese  shall,  nevertheless,  be  bound  by  the  acts  of  the  Gen- 
eral Convention. 

On  any  question  the  vote  of  the  majority  of  the  Deputies  present  shill 
suffice,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  these  Constitutions,  or  unless  the 
Clerical  or  Lay  representation  from  any  Diocese  require  that  the  vote  be 
taken  by  orders ;  and  in  all  cases  of  a  vote  by  orders,  the  two  orders 
shall  vote  separately,  each  Diocese  having  one  vote  for  its  Clerical  and 
one  for  its  Lay  representation,  if  present;  and  the  concurrence  of  the 
votes  of  the  two  orders,  by  not  less  than  a  majority  in  each  order  of  all 
the  Dioceses  represented  in  that  order  at  the  time  of  the  vote,  shall  be 
necessary  to  constitute  a  vote  of  the  House ;  Provided^  however,  that  if 
it  shall  appear  that  a  constitutional  quorum  of  the  House  has  not  votMi. 
the  Presiding  Officer  shall  declare  that  there  has  been  no  vote  of  the 
House ;  and  in  such  a  case  the  question  may  be  again  put  to  the  Iloase 
when  a  quorum  shall  be  present,  at  any  time  before  the  final  adjourn- 
ment of  the  Convention  then  in  session. 

Sec.  5.  In  either  House  any  number  less  than  a  quorum  may  adjourn 
from  day  to  day.  Neither  House  during  the  session  of  the  General  Con- 
vention shall  adjourn  without  the  consent  of  the  other  for  more  than 
tliree  days,  nor  to  any  place  other  than  that  in  which  the  ConventioD 
shall  be  sitting. 

Sec.  6.  Oik*  Clerieal  and  one  Lay  Delegate  chosen  by  each  Mi?pion- 
ary  District  of  this  (  hureh  or  by  a  Convocation  of  the  American  Church<'^ 
in  foreign  lands,  convened  by  proi)er  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  shall  h«|^''' 
seats  in  the  House  of  Deputies,  subject  to  all  the  qualifications  and^itb 
all  the  rights  of  Deputies  except  the  right  to  vote. 

Sec.  7.  The  (General  Couveution  shall  meet  in  every  third  year  on  the 
first  Wednesday  in  October,  unless  a  different  day  be  appointed  bytlie 
preceding  Convention,  and  at  such  place  as  shall  have  been  deterojin^' 
on  by  the  Couveution;  and  if  there  shall  appear  to  the  PresidiUr 
Officer  of  the  House  of  Bishops  sufficient  cause  for  changing  the  pls^f^ 
i^o  appointed,  he  may  a[)point  another  place  for  such  meeting.  Specii^^ 
meetings  ma)'  be  called  in  accordance  with  canonical  provisions  of  tb*^ 
Convention. 

In  the  thirteenth  line  of  Article  5  of  the  Constitution  insert  between 
the  word  *•  concerned  '*  and  tliti  words  ^*  as  well  "  the  following:  "and  '^ 
case  of  a  Missionary  District  or  Districts  of  the  Bishop  and  Convocati^^ 
of  each  '' ;  so  that  it  shall  read  as  follows  : 

"  No  new  Diocese  shall  be  formed  or  erected  within  the  limits  of  BrW 
Missionary  District,  nor  by  the  junction  of  any  two  or  more  Missiona*^* 
Districts  or  i)arts  of  Districts,  or  any  existing  Diocese,  nor  shall  *^ 
Diocese  be  formed  by  the  junction  of  two  or  more  DjOCgteBOTBirt^^ 
Dioceses  ov  DUtricU^  uwXvj^?^  n\\x\\  Wwj  ^Qws>^\^\»QittlMl 
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tlon  of  each  of  the  Dioceses  concerned,  and,  in  the  case  of  a  Missionary 
District  or  Districts,  of  the  Bishop  and  Convocation  of  each,  andpn  no 
case  without  the  consent  of  the  Gteneral  Convention,  and  such  consent 
shall  not  be  given  by  the  General  Convention  until  it  has  satisfactory 
assurance  of  a  suitable  provision  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  in 
the  contemplated  Diocese." 

Add  at  the  close  of  the  second  paragraph  of  the  same  Article  the  fol- 
lowing words :  ^^  And  also  of  the  consent  to  the  erection  of  such  Diocese 
of  a  majority  of  the  parishes  or  congregations  in  union  with  the  Diocesan 
Convention,  or  of  the  parishes  or  congregations  canonically  constituted 
in  a  Missionary  District  within  the  territory  of  the  proposed  new  Dio- 
cese " ;  so  that  the  closing  sentence  of  the  second  paragraph  as  thus 
amended  shall  read  as  follows : 

"And  such  consent  shall  not  be  given  by  the  Grcneral  Convention 
imtil  it  has  satisfactory  assurance  of  a  suitable  provision  for  the  support 
of  the  Episcopate  in  the  contemplated  new  Diocese,  and  also  of  the  con- 
sent to  the  erection  of  such  Diocese  of  a  majority  of  the  parishes  or  con- 
gregations in  union  with  the  Diocesan  Convention,  or  of  the  parishes  or 
congregations  canonically  constituted  in  a  Missionary  District  within 
the  temtory  of  the  proposed  new  Diocese." 

Add  to  the  same  Article  the  following:  "The  Gteneral  Convention 
may  accept  a  cession  of  a  part  of  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  a  Diocese 
when  the  Bishop  and  Convention  of  such  Diocese  shall  propose  such 
cession,  and  three-fourths  of  the  parishes  in  the  ceded  territory,  and  also 
the  same  proportion  of  the  parishes  within  the  remaining  territory,  shall 
consent  thereto."

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RULES  OF  ORDER.  — HOUSE  OP  BISHOPS. 

1 

As  amended^  1895. 

FIRST  DAY  OF  THE  SESSION. 

1.  The  House  shall  meet  for  business  at  such  time  and  place  as  sba>^ 
have  been  duly  notified  by  the  Presiding  Bishop  or  Chairman  of  ^ 
House  to  the  members  of  this  House,  and  shall  be  called  to  order  by  «*« 
Presiding  Bishop,  or,  in  his  absence,  by  the  Senior  Bishop  present. 

2.  Any  Bishop  appearing  in  the  House  of  Bishops  lor  the  first  ti^*; 
after  his  consecration  shall  then  be  presented  to  the  President  by  ^^ 
or  more  Bishops,  and,  if  such  be  present,  by  one  or  more  Bishops  '^^ 
took  part  in  his  consecration.  . 

3.  The  roll  of  members  shall  be  called  by  the  Secretary  or    ^. 
Assistant  Secretary  of  the  session  of  the  House  last  preceding,  or-» 
their  absence,  by  a  Secretary  appointed  pro  tempore. 

4.  If  any  member  or  members  of  the  House  shall  have  died  since    ^ 
last  meeting,  the  Presiding  Bishop  shall  then  announce,  without  word-   ^^ 
comment,  tne  fact  and  the  date  of  such  death,  after  which  he  shall  0^^^ 
the  Lord-s  Prayer,  together  with  the  following  Prayer  and  Collects : 

"  We  bless  thy  holy  Xame  for  all  thy  servants,  who,  having  finish^ 
their  course  in  faith,  do  now  rest  from  their  labours.  And  we  yield  unt^ 
thee  most  high  ])raif5e  and  hearty  tlianks,  for  the  wonderful  grace  aii(i 
virtue  declared  lu  all  thy  saints^,  who  have  been  the  choice  vessels  of  thy 
grace,  and  the  lights  of  the  world  in  their  several  generations;  most 
numbly  beseeching  thee  to  give  us  grace  so  to  follow  the  example  of 
their  stedfastness  in  thy  faith,  and  obedience  to  thy  holy  command- 
ments, that  at  tlie  day  of  the  general  resurrection,  we,  with  all  those 
who  are  of  the  mystical  Body  of  thy  Son,  may  be  set  on  his  right  hand, 
and  hear  that  his  most  joyful  voice :  Come,  ye  blessed  of  my  Father, 
inherit  the  kingdom  prepared  for  you  from  tlie  foundation  of  the  world. 
Grant  this,  O  Father,  for  Jesus  Christ's  sake,  our  only  Mediator  and 
Advocate.     Amen.''^ 

Tlie  Collect  for  All  Saints'  Day. 

The  Collect  in  the  Visitation  Office  :  *'  O  God,  whose  days,"  etc. 

"  The  grace  of  our  Lord,"  etc. 

5.  The  House  shall  then  proceed  to  elect  a  Secretary.  If  but  one 
candidate  be  nominated,  the  election  shall  be  viva  vfjce;  if  more  than 
one,  by  ballot. 

6.  \Vith  the  approbation  of  the  Presiding  Officer,  the  Secretary  may, 
at  any  period  of  the  session,  appoint  an  Assistant  Secret^iry. 

7.  The  House  shall  then  procc^ed  to  elect,  in  all  cases  by  ballot,  a 
Chairman  of  the  House,  who  shall  be  Assessor  to  the  Presiding  Bishop, 
and  in  his  absence,  or  at  his  re(iuest,  shall  be  the  Presiding  Officer  of  the 
House,  and  to  whom  the  Presiding  Bishop  may  assign  any  duties  con- 
nected with  his  office,  from  which,  from  time  to  time,  he  may  desire  to 
be  relieved.  He  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  Triennial  General 
Convention  following  that  in  which  lie  was  elected.    A  Bishop  who  has 

1U 
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served  as  Chairman  for  three  years  may  be  elected  for  a  second  time, 
but  not  thereafter.  Officers  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  when  addressing 
the  House  in  debate,  shall  in  all  cases  do  so  from  the  floor  of  the  House. 
8.  As  soon  as  the  House  of  Bishops  shall  have  been  organized  by  the 
election  of  its  Secretary  and  Chairman,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chair- 
man to  instruct  the  Seci-etary  to  communicate  to  the  House  of  Deputies 
the  fact  of  its  organization,  and  that  it  is  ready  to  proceed  to  business. 

DAILY  ORDEB. 

I.  Bishops  shall  be  selected  by  the  Secretary  by  lot  on  the  first  day  of 
the  session,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  in  the  order  of  such  selection,  to  take 
charge  of  the  united  Morning  Service  of  the  General  Convention. 

IlT  The  House  shall  meet  for  business  one  hour  after  the  hour 
appointed  for  the  said  Morning  Service,  unless  otherwise  ordered  at  the 
previous  adjournment.  When  the  President  shall  have  taken  the  chair, 
new  members  may  be  introduced,  as  on  the  first  day.  The  roll  shall 
then  be  called,  after  which  the  House  shall  be  bidden  to  prayer  by  the 
President ;  but  after  the  third  day  of  the  session,  the  roll  shall  not  be 
called,  unless  by  order  of  the  House.  The  Minutes  of  the  last  meeting 
shall  then  be  read  by  the  Secretary,  and  acted  upon  by  the  House. 

III.  On  the  second  day  of  the  sessio^,  after  Prayers,  the  Presiding 
Bishop  shall  lay  before  the  House  a  statement  of  his  official  acts  during 
the  recess  of  the  General  Convention. 

IV.  On  days  when  the  Bishops  are  expected  to  meet  with  the  Depu- 
ties and  others  in  the  Board  of  Missions  during  any  part  of  the  forenoon, 
the  first  business  shall  be  the  consideration  of  such  matters  as  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Despatch  of  Business  shall  report  as  urgently  demanding 
attention.  After  that  shall  follow  consideration  of  Messages  from  the 
House  of  Deputies  not  disposed  of,  and  a  call  for  reports  from  Standing 
CTommittees ;  then  may  follow  any  other  business  for  which  time  shall 
remain.  If  the  Board  of  Missions  shall  adjourn  before  the  customary 
^our  for  adjournment  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  the  House  shall  resume 

sitting.    Any  part  of  this  rule  may  be  suspended  by  a  majority  vote. 

V.  The  business  of  the  House  shall  be  disposed  of  in  the  order 
following :

(/)   Reports  of  Commissions. 
(g)  Beports  from  Special  Committees. 
(A)  Miscellaneous  business. 

VI.  The  Order  of  the  Day  shall  be  taken  up  at  the  hour  appointed, 
iless  postponed  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  prepare  and  place  upon  the 

ible  in  front  of  his  desk,  each  morning  after  the  opening  of  the  House, 
calendar  of  all  Orders  of  the  Day  not  yet  discharged. 
Vn.    Bishops  invited  to  honorary  seats  may  be  introduced  by  the 
^^^resident  whenever  no  other  business  occupies  the  House. 

GENERAL  RULES. 

I.  As  an  indication  of  our  humble  dependence  upon  the  Word  and 
Ipirit  of  God,  and  following  the  example  of  Primitive  Councils,  a  copy 
^f  the  Holy  Scriptures  shall  always  be  reverently  placed  in  view  at  the 
^neetings  of  this  House. 
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II.  There  shall  be  added  to  other  Religious  Services  of  this  House  the 
Administration  of  the  Holy  Communion  once  in  every  week. 

lU.  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  House^ 
unless  otherwise  ordered.  The  Bishop  first  named  on  the  Committee 
shall  act  as  its  convenor,  and  each  Committee  at  its  fij*8t  meeting  shall 
elect  its  own  Chairman.  Whenever  an  appointment  to  any  place  or 
position  is  made  by  direct  action  of  the  House  such  appointment  shall 
be  by  ballot.  The  Standing  Committees,  to  be  announced  not  later  than 
the  third  day  of  the  Session,  shall  be  as  follows : 

1.  On  the  Prayer  Book. 

2.  On  Amendments  to  the  Constitution. 

3.  On  Canons. 

4.  On  the  Pastoral  Letter,  of  which  the  Presiding  Bishop  shall  be 
Chairman. 

5.  On  the  conduct  of  all  Religious  Services  connected  with  the 
Convention. 

6.  On  Domestic  Missions. 

7.  On  Foreign  Missions. 

8.  On  Christian  Education. 

9.  On  the  Consecration  of  Bishops. 

10.  On  the  Nomination  of  Missionary  Bishops. 

11.  On  the  Admission  of  Nejsv  Dioceses. 

12.  On  the  General  Theological  Seminary. 

13.  On  Memorials  and  Petitions. 

14.  On  Unfinished  Business. 

15.  On  Despatch  of  Business. 

16.  On  Rules  of  Order. 

Each  of  these  Committees  shall  consist  of  not  more  than  five  nor  less 
than  three  members,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Chairman  of  the  House, 
except  that  the  Committee  on  Canons  shall  consist  of  seven  members. 

IV.  No  memorial,  petition,  or  address  shall  come  before  this  House 
unless  presented  by  the  Chairman  of  the  House,  or  some  other  Bishop 
present. 

V.  Nothing  other  than  reports  and  other  documents  printed  for  the 
u'e  and  by  the  Order  of  the  House,  except  the  private  correspondence  of 
its  members,  shall  be  distributed  in  tlie  House  without  having  first  been 
entrusted  to  the  Secretary,  and  submitted  to  the  approval  of  the  Presiding 
Ofticer. 

VI.  All  resolutions  shall  be  reduced  to  writing;  and  no  motion  shall 
be  considered  as  before  the  House  until  seconded. 

VII.  Members  in  discussion  shall  address  the  Chair,  and  shall  con- 
fine themselves  to  the  point  in  debate.  No  member  shall  sj)eak  more 
than  twice  in  the  same  debate  without  leave  of  the  House. 

VIII.  Every  member  present  shall,  on  a  division,  l>e  counted,  unles* 
personally  interested  in  the  question  to  be  decided.  When,  in  taking  a 
(luestion,  the  President's  vote  produces  a  tie,  the  motion  shall  be  consid- 
ered as  lost. 

IX.  The  ayes  and  nays  may  be  required  by  any  three  members,  and 
shall  in  such  cases  be  entered  on  the  .Journal. 

X.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  shall  be 
received  unless  to  lay  it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it  to  a  ct»rtain  time, 
to  postpone  it  indefinitely,  to  commit  it,  to  amend  it,  or  to  divide  it ;  ami 
motions  for  any  of  these  i)urposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order 
herein  named.  Motions  to  lay  upon  the  table  and  to  adjourn  shall  l>e 
decided  without  debate.     A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  l)e  in  onier. 

XI.  On  motion  duly  ])ut  and  carried,  the  House  may  resolve  itself 
into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole,  when  a  Chairman  of  the  same  shall  l»e 
elected.  The  Junior  Bishop  present  shall  act  as  Clerk  of  the  Conmiittee, 
and  make  a  record  of  its  action. 
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Xn.  Reports  of  Committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  be  received 
of  course  and  without  motion  for  acceptance,  unless  recommitted  by  a 
vote  of  the  House.  Reports  recommending  or  requiring  any  action  or 
expression  of  opinion  by  the  House  shall  be  accompanied  by  specific 
resolutions. 

Xm.  Reports  of  Committees  appointed  to  sit  during  the  recess,  if 
not  acted  upon  at  once,  shall,  when  presented,  be  made  the  Order  of  the 
Day  for  a  time  fixed. 

XIV.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  Chair  without 
debate,  but  appeal  may  be  taken  from  such  decision.  On  such  appeal 
no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  without  express  leave  of  the 
House. 

XV.  Amendments  shall  be  considered  in  the  order  in  which  they  are 
moved.  When  a  proposed  amendment  is  under  consideration,  a  motion 
to  amend  the  same  may  be  made.  No  after-amendment  to  such  second 
amendment  shall  be  in  order,  but  a  substitute  for  the  whole  matter  may 
be  received.  Xo  proposition  on  a  subject  differing  from  the  one  under 
consideration  shall  be  received  under  colour  of  a  substitute. 

XVI.  A  question,  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the  judgment 
of  the  House,  and  shall  not  be  again  drawn  into  debate  during  the  same 
session  of  the  Convention,  except  with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the 
House.  A  motion  to  reconsider  can  only  be  made  by  one  who  voted 
with  the  majority  on  the  previous  determination  of  the  question. 

XVII.  Messages  from  the  House  of  Deputies  shall  be  handed  by  the 
Secretary  of  this  House  to  the  President,  to  be  laid  before  the  House  as 
early  as  may  be  convenient.  Committees  from  the  House  of  Deputies 
shall  be  admitted  immediately. 

XVIU.  The  Committee  on  Despatch  of  Business  shall,  each  day, 
before  the  adjournment  of  the  House,  report  any  action  of  the  House  of 
Deputies  which  is  liable  to  acquire  the  effect  of  law  without  the  concur- 
rence of  this  House. 

XIX.  Two  of  the  Bishops  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair  to  act  with 
the  Secretary  in  preparing  daily  reports  of  the  action  of  this  House,  and 
furnishing  them,  at  their  discretion,  to  public  journalists. 

XX.  It  shall  be  competent  for  the  House  of  Bishops  to  convene  as, 
Or,  being  convened,  to  resolve  itself  into,  a  Council  of  Bishops,  at  which 
Only  members  of  the  House  of  Bishops  and  elected  officers  of  the  Council 
shall  be  present,  and  in  which  one  of  the  members  of  the  Council,  chosen 
^or  that  purpose,  shall  act  as  Clerk. 

XXI.  Bishops  admitted  to  lionorary  seats  shall  be  conducted  to  the 
»*eats  assigned  to  them  by  the  Bishops  who  introduce  them ;  and,  except 
^hen  privileged  business  is  before  the  House,  or  when  this  House  resolves 
itself  into  a  Council  of  Bishops,  shall  at  all  times  be  entitled  to  be  present. 

XXII.  In  the  event  of  the  calling  a  special  meeting  of  the  House  of 

bishops,  notice  shall  be  issued  for  tne  same,  and  delivered  or  posted  at 

l.east  forty-five  days  before  the  first  day  of  the  proposed  meeting.    A 

Request  shall  accompany  the  notice  that  an  answer  be  returned  as  early 

51S  convenient  from  each  Bishop,  stating  whether  he  will  be  able  to  attend 

^3r  no.    In  the  event  of  the  failure  to  obtain  a  favourable  reply  from  a 

s?ufficient  number  of  the  Bishops  to  constitute  a  majority  of  the  whole 

^ouse,  notice  of  such  failure  shall  be  sent  to  each  of  the  Bishops  at  least 

twelve  days  before  the  first  day  of  the  proposed  session,  and  the  call  for 

8uch  meeting  shall  be  held  as  satisfied,  and  of  no  further  effect. 

*  XXin.  The  ballot  for  the  nomination  of  a  Missionary  Bishop  shall 
not  be  had  until  the  day  after  the  presentation  of  the  names  of  Presbyters 
suggested  for  the  office,  without  unanimous  consent;  and  it  is  recom- 
mended that  the  administration  of  the  Holy  Communion  precede  the 
bdlot. 
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XXIY.  The  House  shall  be  bidden  to  prayer  for  Missions  at  noon  of 
each  day  of  the  session. 

XXv.  None  of  the  Roles  of  Order  shall  be  suspended  without  the 
concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

XXVI.  These  Rules  shall  be  in  force  in  subsequent  sessions  of  this 
House  until  otherwise  ordered. 

STANDING  ORDERS. 

1.  Whereas,  By  provisions  of  Title  I.,  Canon  19,  §  il.  [2],  §  iii.  [1], 
and  §  xvi.  [1],  the  Presiding  Bishop  of  the  House  is  empowered  to  tike 
order  for  the  ordination  or  consecration  of  Diocesan  and  Missionary 
Bishops,  either  in  his  own  person  or  by  commission  issued  to  three 
Bishops : 

It  is  hereby  ordered  that,  in  all  cases  of  Episcopal  consecrations,  the 
place  for  the  same,  if  not  in  tlie  Diocese  or  Jurisdiction  of  the  Presiding 
Bishop,  or  of  the  Bisliop  appointed  by  him  to  preside  at  the  solemnity, 
shall  be  designated  only  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  in  whose  Diocese 
or  Jurisdiction  it  is ;  tiiat  the  Bishop-elect  shall  have  the  right  to  desiff- 
nate  the  i^reacher  and  tlie  two  Bishops  by  whom  he  is  to  be  presented; 
and  tliat,  in  the  ai>sence  of  the  Presiding  Bishop,  the  Senior  Bishop  of 
this  Church  present  at  any  consecration  of  a  Bishop  is  the  Bishop  pre- 
siding for  that  solemnity,  unless  some  other  Bishop  shall  have  h^n 
as.siguetl  to  such  service  on  any  special  occasion  by  the  Presiding  Bishop, 
or  by  the  Bisliops  present  at  the  consecration. 

2r  Si'niority  among  the  Bishops  is  according  to  the  time  of  the  Con- 
secration of  each  Bishop. 

H.  Two  \)T  more  of  tlie  Bishops  shall  be  appointed  at  each  General 
Convention,  to  talie  charge,  together  with  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of 
Hi>»hops,  of  the  Journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  to  see  that  the  whole,  or 
such  parts  of  it  as  the  House  may  direct,  be  entered  in  its  proper  place 
in  the  Journal  of  the  General  Convention. 

4.  The  House  of  Hi.xlioi)^  i^hall  assemble  on  every  morning  during  the 
])eriod  of  tlie  (rcneral  Convention,  «»xoept  the  Lord's  Day,  for  business, 
unless  adjournment  beyond  that  morning  has  been  ordered  by  vote  of 
the  House. 

5.  The  daily  scission  of  this  House  shall  be  closed  with  the  Benedic- 
tion, pronounced  by  the  IJi-ihop  presiding. 

6.  The  Standing  Connnittee  on  the  Nomination  of  Missionary  Bishops 
shall  receive  any  information  touching  any  one  who  has  been  nominated 
for  election  as  Missionary  Bishop,  and  especially  any  information  con- 
cerning the  intellectual,  moral,  and  physical  qualiflcations  of  the  person 
nominated,  with  dates  of  birth  and  graduation,  and  specific  statements  as 
to  theological  attainments,  proficiency  in  languages,  ancient  and  modern, 
tmd  as  to  any  specialty  in  sacred  studies  to  which  he  may  have  devoted 
himself;  and  shall  report  to  the  House  the  names  of  such  persons  nomi- 
nated as  appear  to  them  fitted  for  the  Jurisdiction  to  be  filled. 

7.  The  Secretary  of  the  House  of  IJishops  shall  keep,  in  a  suitable 
book  to  be  provi<le(l  for  the  purpose,  a  IJecord  of  the  members  and  ollicers 
of  the  House  from  the  beginning,  and  shall  record  therein  the  names  of 
the  Bishops  who  are  or  have  been  members  of  this  House,  the  date  and 
place  of  their  consecration,  the  names  of  their  consecrators,  together 
with  the  date  of  the  termination,  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  of 
the  membership  of  such  liishops  as  have  ceased  to  have  a  seat  in  tin's 
House;  all  which  facts  shall  be  recorded  only  upon  official  informati(»n, 
for  which  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  call  upon  such  persons 
as  may  be  competent  to  furnish  the  same.  The  said  book  of  record  shall 
be  the  official  Register  of  this  House,  and  the  Roll  of  the  House  matie  up 
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therefrom  by  the  Secretary  shall  be  by  him  certified  to  its  Presiding 
Officer,  who  shall,  at  each  regular  or  special  session  of  the  House,  com- 
municate the  same  to  the  House,  as  its  official  Roll,  as  soon  as  he  shall 
have  taken  the  chair.  Such  Roll  shall  be  subject  to  change  only  by  vote 
of  the  House. 

8.  In  making  up  the  list  of  the  Bishops  who  have  retained  their  con- 
stituted right  to  seats  in  this  House,  the  Secretary  is  instructed  to  leave 
the  name  of  any  Bishop  resided  in  the  place  which  he  occupies  in  the 
order  of  his  consecration,  with  the  addition  of  the  word  "  Bishop,"  which 
shall  be  considered  as  the  sufficient  official  title  of  such  resigned  Bishop. 

9.  In  the  event  of  the  loss  by  any  Bishop  of  his  seat  in  the  House  of 
Bishops,  with  the  consequent  omission  of  his  name  from  the  roll,  and 
his  return  to  the  House,  his  name  shall  be  entered  on  the  roll  at  the  place 
corresponding  with  tlie  time  of  such  return. 

10.  It  is  the  judgment  of  the  House  of  Bishops  that  the  Foreign  Mis- 
sionary Bishops  of  the  Church  should  attend  the  sessions  of  the  General 
Convention.

Resolved^  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  House  it  is  competent  for  the 
Presiding  Bishop  to  devolve  all  the  duties  pertaining  to  his  office  upon 
the  Chairman  elected  by  the  House. 

Sesolved^  That  it  is  competent  for  any  Bishop  to  decline  entering  upon 
the  office  of  Presiding  Bishop,  and  to  resign  the  same  at  his  discretion. 

Besolved^  That  whenever  it  is  evident  that  the  Presiding  Bishop  is 
incompetent  to  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  at  the  same  time 
disqualified  by  mental  infirmity  for  the  intelligent  resignation  of  his 
office,  it  shall  be  incumbent  upon  the  Bishops  of  the  seven  Dioceses 
nearest  the  Diocese  of  the  Presiding  Bishop,  or,  if  he  have  no  Diocese, 
nearest  the  Diocese  or  Jurisdiction  relinquished  by  him,  to  call,  through 
the  Chairman  of  the  House,  a  special  meeting  of  the  House  of  Bishops 
for  the  purpose  of  taking  action  to  meet  the  emergency.

Title  III.,  Canon  1,  §  i.  ^ 

[4]  The  Rules  and  Orders  of  the  House  of  Deputies  shall  be  in  force 
in  the  ensuing  General  Convention  until  the  organization  thereof^  and 
until  they  be  amended  or  repealed  by  the  said  House. 

1.  The  daily  sessions  of  this  House  shall  be  opened  with  the  Morning 
Service  of  the  Church. 

2.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall  continue 
standin;^,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  except  to  address  the  Chair. 

3.  W  hen  the  President  shall  have  taken  the  chair,  the  Roll  of  Mem- 
bers shall  be  called,  and  the  Minutes  of  the  preceding  day  read ;  but  the 
same  may  be  dispensed  with  by  a  majority  of  the  House,  to  be  decided 
without  debate. 

4.  At  the  oi)ening  of  the  session,  the  President  shall  appoint  the  fol- 
lowing Standing  Committees,  to  wit :

IX.   On  Unliuished  Business. 
X.   On  Elections. 
XI.   On  the  Prayer  Book. 
XII.   On  Christian  Education. 
XIII.  On  Memorials  of  Deceased  Members. 

(Each  to  consist  of  tliirteen  members.) 
XrV.   On  Rules  of  Order  (to  consist  of  six  members,  of  whom  the  Pres- 
ident of  the  House  shall  be  one) ;  to  which  Committee  shall 
be  referred,  without  debate,  all  proposed  amendments  to  the 
Rules  of  Order. 

5.  The  daily  Order  of  Business  shall  be  as  follows :

6.   On  Amendments  to  the  Constitution. 
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25.  All  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless  oth- 
erwise ordered. 

26.  When  the  House  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall  keep  his 
seat  until  the  President  leaves  his  chair,  and  before  the  President  leaves 
the  chair  he  may  make  any  communication  to  the  House,  or  cause  any 
notice  to  be  read  by  the  Secretary. 

27.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  House 
unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

28.  When  memorials  or  petitions  are  presented,  their  contents  shall 
be  concisely  stated  by  the  Deputy  presenting  them,  and  they  shall  be 
referred  or  laid  upon  the  table,  unless  by  a  majority  vote  the  memorial 
or  petition  shall  be  ordered  to  be  read. 

29.  Reports  of  Committees  appointed  to  sit  during  the  recess,  if  not 
acted  upon  at  once,  shall,  when  presented,  be  made  the  Order  of  the  Day 
for  a  time  fixed. 

30.  No  applause  shall  be  permitted  during  the  session  of  the  House. 

31.  Messages  from  the  House  of  Bishops  shall  be  handed  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  this  House  to  the  President,  to  be  laid  before  the  House  as  early 
as  may  be  convenient. 

32.  Seats  upon  the  platform  shall  be  occupied  by  officers  of  the  Con- 
vention or  their  representatives,  members  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  and 
such  other  persons  only  as  by  special  vote  of  the  Convention  shall  be  so 
authorized. 

33.  No  one  shall  be  admitted  to  the  floor  of  the  House  except  Depu- 
ties, Presidents  of  Colleges  recognized  as  Church  Colleges  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Christian  Education,  Clergymen  of  this  Church,  and  of  other 
branches  of  the  Church  Catholic  with  which  this  Church  is  in  Com- 
munion who  may  be  sojourning  in  the  city  where  the  General  Conven- 
tion is  assembled.  Managers,  Secretaries,  and  Treasurers  of  the  Board 
of  Missions,  Trustees,  Professors,  and  students  of  the  General  and  other 
Theological  Seminaries  of  this  Church,  other  students  of  Theology  who 
are  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Church,  former  members  of  the 
House  of  Deputies,  and  the  Clergy,  Wardens,  and  Vestrymen  of  the 
Church  in  which  the  House  of  Deputies  may  sit. 

34.  No  rule  shall  be  suspended  unless  with  the  assent  of  two-thirds  of 
the  members  present. 

35.  Except  with  the  assent  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present, 
the  House  shall  not  accept  any  invitation,  or  participate  in  any  exercises 
which  shall  involve  suspension,  interruption,  or  abridgment  of  its 
regular  appointed  sessions. 

36.  Except  when  otherwise  ordered  by  the  House,  no  books, 
pamphlets,  or  other  printed  matter  shall  be  distributed  in  the  House,  or 
placed  in  the  seats  of  members,  without  the  express  permission  of  the 
Presiding  Officer;  but  this  prohibition  shall  not  apply  to  the  report  of  a 
Committee,  or  to  any  paper  or  other  document  presented  to  and  accepted 
by  the  House,  or  printed  by  its  authority.

14.  In  all  questions  decided  numerically,  the  motion  to  reconsider 
must  be  made  by  one  Deputy,  and  seconded  by  another  who  voted  Intlie 
majority ;  or,  in  case  of  equal  division,  by  those  who  voted  in  the  neg- 
ative ;  and,  in  case  of  a  vote  by  Orders,  where  there  is  a  concurrence  of 
both  Orders,  a  motion  to  reconsider  shall  be  made  by  a  majority  of  a 
Deputation  from  any  Diocese  of  either  Order  voting  in  the  majority; 
and,  in  case  of  a  non-concurrence  of  Orders,  the  motion  to  reconsider 
shall  come  from  a  majority  of  a  Deputation  from  a  Diocese  of  thai 
Order  which  gave  the  majority  in  the  negative ;  and,  in  either  case,  a 
motion  to  reconsider  shall  be  seconded  by  a  majority  of  any  Deputation 
of  either  Order,  without  regard  to  its  previous  vote.  And  all  motions 
to  reconsider  shall  be  made  and  seconded  on  the  day  the  vote  is  taken, 
or  the  next  succeeding  day. 

15.  The  Reports  of  all  Committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall 
be  received  of  course,  and  without  motion  for  acceptance,  anless  recom- 
mitted by  a  vote  of  the  House.  All  reports  recommending  or  requiring 
any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by  the  House  shall  be  accompanied 
by  a  resolution  for  the  action  of  the  House  therein. 

16.  Reports  from  the  Committee  on  Memorials  of  Deceased  Members 
shall  embody  simply  the  name,  Diocese,  date  of  birth  and  death,  and  time 
of  service  in  General  Convention,  of  deceased  members  of  the  current  or 
any  preceding  General  Convention,  of  whom  memorials  shall  not  have 
tlierctofore  ])ecn  made ;  and  such  reports  shall,  after  suitable  devotions, 
be  received  l)y  tlie  House  standinoj. 

17.  Xo  new  business  sliall  be  introduced  for  the  consideration  of  tlie 
House  after  the  twelfth  day  of  its  session,  except  by  a  vote  of  two-third-i 
of  the  members  present. 

18.  Whenever  the  election  of  a  Bishop,  the  approval  of  his  testimo- 
nials, or  assent  to  his  consecration,  sliall  l)e  considered,  the  House  sliall 
sit  with  closed  doors. 

19.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  Chair  without 
debate;  but  any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decision,  and  on  such 
appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once,  without  express  leave  of 
the  House. 

20.  The  names  of  the  movers  of  resolutions  shall  api>ear  upon  the 
Minutes  of  the  House. 

21.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  House  when  any  question  is 
put  shall,  on  a  division,  be  counted,  unless  he  be  personally  interested  in 
the  question  under  consideration. 

22.  Wiiile  the  President  is  puttin^j  any  <iuestion,  the  meml>ers  shaJl 
continue  in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

23.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the 
House,  lie  shall,*  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President,  cuih 
fining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

24.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate,  nor 
longer  than  fifteen  minutes  at  one  time,  without  leave  of  the  House. 
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25.  All  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless  oth- 
erwise ordered. 

26.  When  the  House  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall  keep  his 
seat  until  the  President  leaves  his  chair,  and  before  the  President  leaves 
the  chair  he  may  make  any  communication  to  the  House,  or  cause  any 
notice  to  be  read  by  the  Secretary.

1.  Joint  Special  Committees,  having  made  their  final  Report,  are  to 
be  considered  as  having  exhausted  their  functions,  and  can  only  be  re- 
vived by  the  concurrent  action  of  the  two  Houses. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  privilege  of  either  House  to  refer  to  a  Joint  Com- 
mittee any  matter  relating  to  the  subject  for  which  it  was  appointed; 
but  neither  House  shall  have  the  power,  without  the  consent  of  the 
other,  to  instruct  the  Joint  Committee  as  to  any  particular  line  of 
action.

§  i.  A  Lay  Communicant  of  this  Church  may 
receive  from  the  Bishop  a  written  license  to  condact 
the  service  of  the  Church  in  a  Congregation  con- 
vened for  public  worship,  as  a  Lay  Reader ;  but  such 
license  shall  not  be  granted  for  conducting  the  ser- 
vice in  a  Congregation  without  a  Minister,  which  is 
able,  and  has  had  reasonable  opportunity,  to  secure 
the  services  of  an  ordained  Minister.  Such  license 
may  be  given  by  the  Bishop,  of  his  own  motion,  for 
service  in  any  vacant  Parish,  Congregation,  or  Mis- 
sion; but  where  a  Rector  is  in  charge,  his  request 
and  recommendation  must  have  been  previously  sig- 
nified to  the  Bishop.  Such  license  must  be  given 
for  a  definite  period  not  longer  than  one  year  from 
its  date  ;  but  it  may  be  renewed  from  time  to  time 
by  the  Bishop's  indorsement  to  that  eflfect.  The 
license  of  any  Lay  Reader  may  be  revoked  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

§  ii.  A  Lay  Reader  so  licensed  shall  not  act  as 
such  in  any  Diocese  other  than  his  own,  unless  he 
shall  have  received  another  license  from  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  in  which  lie  desires  to  serve.

No  Minister  in  charge  of  any  Congregation  of 
this  Church,  or,  in  case  of  vacancy  or  absence,  no 
Churchwardens,  Vestrymen,  or  Trustees  of  the  Con- 
gregation, shall  permit  any  person  to  officiate  there- 
in, without  sufficient  evidence  of  his  being  duly 
licensed  or  ordained  to  minister  in  this  Church:

General  Regulations  of  Ministers  and  their  Duties,

§  iii.  [1.]  The  Ministers  of  this  Church  who  have 
charge  of  parishes  or  cures,  shall  not  only  be  diligent 
in  instructing  the  children  in  the  Catechism,  but 
shall  also,  by  stated  catechetical  lectures  and  instruc- 
tion, be  diligent  in  informing  the  youth  and  others 
in  the  Doctrine,  Constitution,  History,  and  Liturgy 
of  the  Church.  They  shall  also  diligently  instruct 
all  in  their  cures  concerning  the  missionary  work  of 
the  Church  at  home  and  abroad,  and  offer  suitable 
opportunities  for  contributions  from  time  to  time  for 
the  maintenance  of  that  work. 

[2.]  The  Alms  and  Contributions  at  the  Adminis- 
tration of  the  Holy  Communion  shall  be  deposited 
with  the  Minister  of  the  Parish,  or  with  such  Church 
officer  as  shall  be  appointed  by  him,  to  be  applied  by 
the  Minister,  or  under  his  superintendence,  to  such 
pious  and  charitable  uses  as  shall  by  him  be  thought 
fit. 

§  iv.  [1.]  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Ministers  to  pre- 
pare young  persons  and  others  for  the  holy  ordinance 
of  Confirmation.  And  on  notice  being  received 
from  the  Bishop  of  his  intention  to  visit  any  Church, 
which  notice  shall  be  at  least  one  month  before  the 
intended  visitation,  the  Minister  shall  give  immedi- 
ate notice  to  his  parishioners,  individually,  as  oppor- 
tunity may  offer,  and  also  to  the  Congregation  on 
the  first  occasion  of  public  worship  after  the  receipt 
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f  said  notice.    And  he  shall  be  ready  to  present  for 
Confirmation  such  persons  as  he  shall  think  properly 
ualified,  and  shall  deliver  to  the  Bishop  a  list  of  the  List  of  names, 
ames  of  those  confirmed. 

[2-]  And  at  every  visitation  it  shall  be  the  duty  Duty  to  gfive 
f  the  Minister,  and  of  the  Churchwardens  or  Ves- 
ry,  to  give  information  to  the  Bishop  of  the  state 
f  the  Congregation,  under  such  heads  as  shall  have 
een  committed  to  them  in  the  notice  given  as 
foresaid. 

[8.]  And  further,  the  Ministers  and  Churchwardens  Parochial 
f  such  Congregations  as  cannot  be  conveniently 
isited  in  any  year,  shall  bring  or  send  to  the  Bishop, 
b  the  stated  meeting  of  the  Convention  of  the  Dio- 
3se,  information  of  the  state  of  the  Congregation, 
nder  such  heads  as  shall  have  been  committed  to 
lem  at  least  one  month  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Convention.

No  Minister  belonging  to  this  Church 
shall  ofiSciate,  either  by  preaching,  reading  prayers, 
or  otherwise,  in  the  Parish,  or  within  the  parochial 
cure,  of  another  Clergyman,  unless  he  have  received 
express  permission  for  that  purpose  from  the  Minis- 
ter of  the  Parish  or  cure,  or,  in  his  absence,  from  the 
Churchwardens  and  Vestrymen,  or  Trustees  of  the 
Congregation,  or  a  majority  of  them. 

[2.]  Where  Parish  boundaries  are  not  defined  by 
law,  or  settled  by  Diocesan  authority  under  Title 
III.,  Canon  3,  Section  ii.  of  this  Digest,  or  are  not 
otherwise  settled,  they  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  this 
Section,  be  defined  by  the  civil  divisions  of  the 
State,  as  follows:

mittees, must  be  had  and  obtained.  Prior  to  any 
election  of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor,  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  shall  consent  in  writing  to  such  election, 
and  in  such  consent  he  shall  state  the  duties  which 
he  thereby  assigns  to  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  when 
duly  elected  and  consecrated.

The  House  of  Deputies  may,  from  time 
to  time,  on  nomination  by  the  House  of  Bishops, 
elect  a  suitable  person  or  persons  to  be  a  Bishop  or 
Bishops  of  this  Church,  to  exercise  Episcopal  func- 
tions in  States  or  Territories,  or  parts  thereof,  not 
organized  into  Dioceses.

inconsistent  therewith,  as  the  House  of  Bishops  may 
prescribe ;   and  the  House  of  Bishops  may,  at  any  Bxtent  of 
time,  increase  or  diminish  the  number  of  States  or  J^^risdiction.

graphical arrangement,  except  that  the  rubrics  may  be 
printed  either  in  red  or  in  black.  The  requirement 
of  uniformity  in  paging  shall  apply  only  to  that  por- 
tion of  the  book  which  begins  with  the  Order  for  the 
Daily  Morning  Prayer,  ana  ends  with  the  Psalter,  and 
shall  not  extend  to  editions  smaller  than  those  known 
as  24mo,  or  to  editions  noted  for  music. 

§  iii.  In  case  any  typographical  inaccuracy  shall 
be  found  in  the  Standard  Book  of  Common  Prayer. 
its  correction  may  be  ordered  by  a  joint  resolution  of 
any  Generjil  Convention,  and  notice  of  such  correc- 
tion shall  be  communicated  bv  the  Custodian  to  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  each  Diocese  of  this 
Church,  and  to  actual  publishers  of  the  Book  of  Com- 
mon Prayer.
